BILLS INTRODUCED TODAY 


None. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina convened at 12:00 noon today in the State 
Legislative Bullding In Ralelgh. Counting from the first Assembly elected under the 
Constitution of 1776, this Ils the 14 1st. (The official count of 140 apparently omits one of 
the sessions listed In Jonn Cheney’s North Carolina Government 1585-1979.). Legislators 
were elected annually from 1777 to 1836. Biennial elections have been the rule since 
1838 except for a brief return to annual elections between 1868 and 1870. The General 
Assembly has convened at the seat of government In Raleigh since 1794. Before then, 
It met at various times in New Bern, Halifax, Hillsborough, Fayetteville, Tarborough, and 
Smithfield. 


With this Issue of the Dally Bulletin, the Institute of Government begins Its 58th year of 
dally legisiative reporting. 


The Institute, founded In 1931, Is a unit of The University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill. It ls devoted to teaching, research and consultation for and about North Carolina 
state and local government. 


The Daily Bulletin |s published each legislative day. It ls designed to help members 
and staff of the General Assembly, state and local government officials, and members 
of the news media understand and follow the progress of pending legislation. Each 
Issue Comprises two parts. The first part lists bills Introduced today, digests all 
amendments, committee substitutes, and conferance reports adopted today, and 
reports all calendar action on the floor of the Senate and House of Representatives. 
The second part digests alll bills Introduced today. From time to time we also report the 
election of officers, appointment of committees, adoption of rules, and other official 
acts of elther chamber. 


The calendar action report identifies bills by number and short title. Bills that were 
ratified or defeated today are flagged. The dates of previous changes to the bill by 
amendment or committee substitute are given. The calendar action report ls 
generated by the General Assembly’s computerized Bill Status System maintained by 
the Institute and the Legislative Automated Systems Division. 
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The Dally Bulletin \s distributed each day to members and staff of the General 
Assembly, the chief administrative officer and the legislative liaison officer of each 
state agency, county and city governments, and public libraries. Other public officials 
may subscribe for a nominal fee that covers the cost of postage. Commercial 
subscriptions are available to private citizens and groups. The Daily Bulletin Is 
copyrighted and may not be reproduced In whole or In part without permission.

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ADOPTION OF RULES 


ENA 


The Senate adopted temporary rules Identical to those of the 1991 session with 
these exceptions: 


Rule 32. List of standing committees. These committees are eliminated: Alcoholic 
Beverage Control; Base Budget; Election Laws; Higher Education; Human Resources; 
Redistricting (and Its two subcommittees); Travel, Tourlsm and Cultural Resources; 
Veteran and Military Affairs, Law Enforcement, and Senior Citizens. These standing 
committees and subcommittees are created: Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Department of Transportation; Capital Expenditures; Children and Human Resources; 
Constitution and Election Laws; Education/Higher Education. A select committee Is 
created on Government Performance Audit. 


Rule 41 |s reserved for the later designation of filling deadlines for introductions of bills 
and resolutions. 


Rule 41.1 ls amended to provide (1) when any two of the chairs of Appropriations, 
Capital Expenditures, and Finance agree, a bill reported favorably from any of the 
three committees shall be re-referred to Ways and Means and (2) bills may be referred 
Initially to the Appropriations Subcommittee on the Department of Transportation. 


Rule 42. A requirement ls added that all bills calling for capital expenditures “from 
the State or any subdivision thereof" be referred to the Capital Expenditures Committee 
before belng acted on by the Senate. 


Rule 42.1. Adds provision that the chair or vice-chalr of the Capital Expenditures 
Committee may request a fiscal note. 


Rule 72 ls amended (1) to allow the President Pro Tempore two weeks after Initial 
committee assignments are final to assign rooms to committees, chairs, and members 
af committees, (2) to permit but not require the President Pro Tempore to consider 
length of service In the Senate when assigning members to committees, and (3) to 
delete automatic assignment of office adjacent to principal committe room to char of 
that committee. 


HOUSE 


The House today adopted the 1991 rules as the 1993 Rules with the following 
amendments. 


Committees. Rewrites Rule 27 to make the following changes In the 1991 
committee structure. Separate subcommittees for the following committees are 
abolished: Agriculture, Environment, Finance, and Health and Human Services; (the 
latter was called Human Resources In 1991). The separate Commerce committee |s 
abolished, and the former Commerce subcommittees for Insurance and Financial 
Institutions are made separate committees. The separate committee on Economic 
Expansion Is replaced by a committee on Business and Labor, with the following 
subcommittees: Economic Expansion and Growth, Labor Relations and Employment, 
Science and Technology, and Travel and Tourism. The single committee on Courts, 
Justice, Constitutional Amendments and Referenda |s replaced by two separate 
committees: Constitutional Amendments and Referenda, and Courts and Justice. A 
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new committee on Children, Youth and Famillles Is established. Three committees are 
abolished: Legislative and Local Redistricting, Congressional Redistricting, and Sclence 
and Technology. The names of the following committees and subcommittees are 
changed as follows: Committee on Rules, Appointments, and Calendar changed to 
Committee on Rules, Calendar, and Operations of the House; Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Environment, Health, and Natural Resources changed to Natural 
and Economic Resources. 


Bill Deadlines. Rewrites Rule 31.1 to keep the same Introduction deadlines but 
changes the dates to match 1993 calendar. The 1993 deadlines therefore are: study 
commission bills - February 17; agency bills - March 18; local bills - April 1; general public 
bills - April 8; appropriations and tax bills - May 6; resolutions - May 6; Senate bills - May 
13. 


House officers. Rewrites Rule 45(c) to provide that Speaker Is to appoint Reading 
Clerk and Sergeant-at-Arms. (Those officers had been elected by the House.)

H 1. EDUCATION GOVERNANCE CHANGES. "TO PROPOSE AMENDMENTS TO THE 
CONSTITUTION TO MAKE THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION AN APPOINTIVE 
POSITION AND TO SELECT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION IN A PROCESS TO BE 
DETERMINED BY STATUTE AND TO DEFINE THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE STATE BOARD 
BY STATUTE.” Amends Constitution as title indicates, subject to approval by voters in 
referendum held at next statewide primary, general, or special election. Makes 
amendment changing mode of selection for Superintendent effective Jan. 1, 1997, 
unless a vacancy occurs sooner, in which case If becomes effective with the vacancy. 
Makes amendment affecting Board effective upon certification of election results, with 
present members continuing in office until new selection method adopted. Does not 
include Implementing legislation.

H 2. INFORMING GOVERNOR.(=S 1). “INFORMING HIS EXCELLENCY, GOVERNOR JAMES B. 
HUNT, JR., THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS ORGANIZED AND READY TO PROCEED WITH 
PUBLIC BUSINESS AND INVITING THE GOVERNOR TO ADDRESS A JOINT SESSION OF THE 
SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.” As title indicates, Inviting Governor at 7:00 
p.m., Monday, February 15. 

Introduced by Jack Hunt. 
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H 3. DWI BLOOD ALCOHOL TO 0.08. ‘TO REDUCE THE LEGAL LIMIT OF BLOOD ALCOHOL 

FROM 0.10 TO 0.08.° Amends GS 20-138.1 (impaired driving) and GS 20-12. 1(a) 
: (impaired Instruction) as title Indicates, and makes conforming changes In various other 
y statutes, Including Immediate civil license revocation under GS 20-16.5. Amends GS 
20-179(e)(1) to provide that mitigating factor in sentencing for impaired driving Is slight 
Impairment of defendant's faculties solely from alcohol, and alcohol concentration did 
not exceed 0.09 (now, 0.11) at any relevant time after driving. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Bowman. 


| H 4. HEALTH CARE ACCESS. ‘TO ENACT THE HEALTH CARE ACCESS AND COST CONTROL 
ACT.” Adds GS Ch. 143, Art. 63 to establish the North Carolina Health Care Access and 
| Cost Control Comm'n within the Dep't of Insurance. Of the Comm’‘n’s 21 members, 12 
are appointed by the Govemor from designated categories, five are ex officio 
(Comm’r of Insurance, State Treasurer, Sec’ys of Administration, Human Resources, and 
. Environment, Health and Natural Resources), two are appointed by the Speaker of the 
. House and two by the President Pro Tempore of the Senate. Initial appointees serve 
either four or five years; subsequent appointments are for four years. No one may 
serve more than two consecutive terms. The Comm’‘n shall elect a chair and 
vice-chair from its membership and meet at least six times a year. The Comm’ns’ 
powers and duties, which are specified in detail, consist in general of (1) studying 
access to health care and recommending to the General Assembly methods for 
improving It;(2) studying and recommending cost control practices;(3) operating a 
state plan offering all residents “comprehensive coverage for necessary health care 
services’ providers; and (4) studying the training and availability of providers. The 
Comm’‘n is to appoint an executive director to administer the plan under its direction. 
Beginning In fiscal 1995-96, creates a trust fund for the plan in the State 
Treasurer's Office containing revenue from taxes levied for the plan, funds 
appropriated by the General Assembly and federal funds. Trust funds are to be used 
for “primary care Community preventive care programs’, payments to providers for 
services covered by the plan, the capital expenses of health care facilities, and the 
costs of transporting patients from one facility to another. Establishes specific accounts 
within the fund. Also establishes a fund for educating and training health professionals 
who agree to practice in North Carolina for five years. 
Adds GS Ch. 58, Art. 68A establishing the plan. The plan covers basic health 
services, to be offered to all residents, (Part |) and optional services, coverage for 
which may be purchased from the plan or from insurers (Part ll). Part | coverage is not 
subject to pre-existing condition requirements and providers may not charge patients 
additional amounts for service. The cost of Part ll coverage may be based on 
actuarial tables and a 12-month waiting period for pre-existing conditions may be 
imposed. Non-residents working in North Carolina may purchase coverage under the 
plan. Private insurers, employers or other health plans may offer coverage that 
duplicates the plan‘s. Specifies certain services covered by and excluded from the 
plan. The Comm ‘n is to set co-payments but they may not be imposed on people 
whose income Is less than 250% of the federal poverty line nor on anyone for whom the 
co-payment would “create a barrier to medically necessary care". The Commn is to 
negotiate an annual reimbursement (based on past experience and projections of 
price and number of covered patients) in advance of care with each health care 
facility that wishes to treat patients covered by the plan. The facility will pay its 
providers from the negotiated amount. The plan will reimburse independent providers 
on a fee-for-service basis (unless the providers request a capitation amount). 
Comm’n to report to the General Assembly, Governor and Fiscal Research Div’n 
by October 1, 1994 on how to implement the plan, what It will cost, and where funds 
might be obtained for it.

H 5. STANDARD HEALTH CLAIMS FORM. ‘TO REQUIRE THE DEVELOPMENT AND USE OF A 
STANDARD CLAIMS FORM FOR HEALTH INSURANCE REIMBURSEMENT CLAIMS.” Amends 
GS 58-50-10 to require Comm’r of Insurance to prescribe, and all insurers providing 
health insurance in state to accept, standard claims form to be submitted by health 
care providers or persons receiving services for reimbursement for health care services. 
To extent possible, form to be single-page and designed to provide all information 
necessary for claim to be paid as soon as possible upon receipt by insurer. Insurer may 
request additional claim-related information, but insurer may not delay payment of 
claim pending receipt of additional information. Provides that insurer or state agency 
Abs) accept other claim form that conforms to standard language approved by 
omm’‘r.

H 6. OBSTRUCTING LEGISLATIVE PROCESS. "TO MAKE IT UNLAWFUL TO OBSTRUCT THE 
LEGISLATIVE INQUIRY PROCESS, TO INTERFERE WITH CONTRACTS OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
BRANCH, AND TO EXCLUDE VIOLATORS FROM GOVERNMENT PROCUREMENT 
PROGRAMS.” Adds GS 120-19.20 to make it a class J felony to corruptly, or by threats of 
force, or by threatening communication to attempt to or in fact influence, obstruct or 
impede the legislative inquiry process. Adds GS 120-19.21 to make it a misdemeanor, 
punishable by up to 6é-months imprisonment or up to $10,000 fine. to tortiously interfere 
with existing or prospective Contractual relations between General Assembly (or any 
agency thereof) and any person. Permits Sec’y of Administration to suspend person 
convicted of violation of proposed GS 120-19.21 from entering into contracts with state, 
its agencies and institutions, and its local governments; such a suspension includes 
subcontracting on government contracts. Permits suspension to continue for up to 
three years. Permits Speaker or President Pro Tempore to ask SBI to investigate alleged 
violations of new provisions.

H 7. EDUCATION IMPROVEMENT ACT. ‘TO IMPROVE EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
NORTH CAROLINIANS.° Adds new GS Ch. 116, Art. 18B entitled “Education 
Improvement Act of 1993,° fo provide monetary grants for tuition and fees to state 
residents to attend Institutions of higher education in NC, Sets out eligibility standards, 
including 2.5 high school grade point average on 4.0 scale in specified courses and 
SAT score of 750 or graduation in top 50% of high school class; sets out standards for 
continuing to receive grant while In college. Applicant for grant must be in financial 
need, as defined in bill (e.g., parent or guardian with one dependent child under 21 
must have adjusted gross income of less than $30,000). Creates Education 
Improvement Comm'n, with membership specified in bill, to inform students of 
availability of grant assistance and provide application forms and appeals of eligibility 
determinations. Amount of grant Is full tuition and fees for student attending UNC 
constituent institution or community college; or average amount of tuition and fees 
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charged by UNC constituent Institutions, for student attending private junior or senior 
college. Adds new GS 116-209.25 to provide that State Education Assistance Authority 
must administer funding for these grants. Appropriates from General Fund to UNC 
Board of Governors $10 million for 1993-94 and $20 million for 1994-95 to implement act. 
Effective July 1, 1993, and applies to payments beginning for 1993-94 academic year.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1. INFORMING GOVERNOR (=H 2). "INFORMING HIS EXCELLENCY, GOVERNOR JAMES 
B. HUNT, JR., THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS ORGANIZED AND READY TO PROCEED 
WITH PUBLIC BUSINESS AND INVITING THE GOVERNOR TO ADDRESS A JOINT SESSION OF 
THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.* As title indicates. Governor to address 
the General Assembly on February 15, 1993, at 7:00 p.m. 

Introduced by Basnight. — 


S 2. MANAGED COMPETITION ACT. ‘TO ENACT THE NORTH CAROLINA MANAGED 
COMPETITION HEALTH CARE REFORM ACT.” Establishes and outlines the components 
of the North Carolina Managed Competition Health Pian (the plan) designed to 
provide all North Carolina residents with access to comprehensive and affordable 
health care, establishes the North Carolina Health Plan Comm'n (the Comm'n) to 
develop and implement the program, and establishes the North Carolina Managed 
Competition Health Care Trust Fund consisting of all revenues collected for the purpose 
of funding the plan. The plan provides that all North Carolina residents will be eligible 
for the same guaranteed package of comprehensive health care services. Financing 
of the plan may include graduated, payroll-based assessments on employers, 
employees, and self-employed individuals, taxes on unearned income, sales tax, or 
other State revenues. Costs will be contained by encouraging competition among 
private health plans through methods that will not impair the quality of services. The 
initial benefit package will be similar to the most Commonly purchased HMO benefit 
package in the state. The plan will be administered through regional health plan 
purchasing Cooperatives. 

The Comm’‘n is established within the Dep't. of Insurance for organizational, 
budgetary, and administrative purposes only. The Comm’‘n will have seven members 
to be appointed by the Governor subject to confirmation by the General Assembly. 


Appointments are to made within 60 days of ratification. Limitations are establisned on 


who may be on the Comm’‘n based on whether the person or his or her spouse is 
associated with a health care business to an extent specified in the Act. Members 
serve staggered six-year terms and no member may serve more than two consecutive 
terms. Requires the Comm'n to report information specified in the act necessary to 
implement the plan to the General Assembly on or before the beginning of the 1994 
session. The Dep’t of Insurance, and Executive Administrator and Board of Trustees of 
the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan shall prepare 
and present for consideration and action by the General Assembly all statutory 
changes necessary for consistency with the Act. Appropriates $1.5 million for 1993-94, 
and $1.5 million for 1994-95 from the General Fund to the Dep't of Insurance for 
allocation to the Commn. The substantive provisions of the Act become effective only 
if funds are made available for implementation of the Plan. Funds appropriated for 
each fiscal year do not constitute an entitlement to services beyond those provided for 
that fiscal year. The Act does not create any right except to the extent the General 
Assembly makes funds available and the General! Assembly is not obligated to 
appropriate funds to implement the Act’s provisions.

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S 3. CARING PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES FOR A GRANT-IN-AID TO THE CARING PROGRAM FOR CHILDREN.* 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources $500,000 for each year 
of 1993-95 biennium for grant-in-aid to Caring Program for Children, Inc., to purchase 
health care for children who do not qualify for Medicaid. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Daniel. 


§ 4. MEDICAID COVERAGE/CHILDREN. ‘TO PROVIDE MEDICAID COVERAGE FOR 
CHILDREN WHO UVE IN FAMILIES WITH INCOMES UP TO ONE HUNDRED EIGHT-FIVE 
PERCENT OF THE FEDERAL POVERTY LEVEL.° Effective Oct. 1, 1993, directs Dep’t of 
Human Resources to implement Medicaid coverage for children up to age 19 who live 
in families with countable Income up to 185% of federal poverty level. Appropriates 
from General Fund to DHR $55,905,253 for 1993-94 and $82,994,104 for 1994-95 to 
implement this change. Earmarks $8,387,982 In 1993-94 and $12,442,007 in 1994-95 for 
grants-in-aid to counties to offset cost of providing benefits to those newly eligible; 
each county’s grant to be in proportion to Its relative share of statewide total of new 
eligibles. Effective July 1, 1993. 

introduced by Daniel. 


S 5. MEDICAID FOR DISABLED AND ELDERLY. ‘TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
MEDICAID COVERAGE TO ELDERLY, BLIND, AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS AND IMPLEMENT 
THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE MEDICAID RESOURCES STUDY.” Effective July 1, 1994. 
Extends medicaid coverage to (1) all elderly, blind, and disabled beneficiaries of the 
Supplemental Security Income Program and (2) all elderly and disabled people who 
meet categorical and resources requirements and have an income no greater than 
the federal poverty level. Directs the Div’n of Medical Assistance, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, to adopt rules to Implement the recommendations of the Medicaid 
Resources Study. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources 
$369,841 for fiscal 1993-94 and $111,496,616 for fiscal 1994-95 to implement act, of 
which $16,681,016 helps counties offset cost of expanded medicaid eligibility and is 
Sam according to county’s share of newly eligible residents. Effective July 1, 
Introduced by Daniel. 


S 6. RURAL/PRIMARY CARE INITIATIVES. ‘TO DEFINE PRIMARY CARE HOSPITAL AND 
RURAL HOSPITAL NETWORK, AND APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ENCOURAGING HEALTH 
CARE PROVIDERS TO PRACTICE PRIMARY CARE AND PROVIDE SERVICES TO RURAL 
AREAS." Amends GS 131E-76 by adding new subdivisions defining “primary care 
hospital’ and “rural hospital network. Primary care hospital generally defined as a 
hospital in a rural community providing primary care inpatient services but not 
providing inpatient surgery, and providing outpatient services, which may include 
ouipatient surgery. Rural hospital network generally defined as a group of health care 
institutions, which must include at least one primary care hospital and one other 
hospital, that has submitted a memorandum of understanding approved by the Dep't 
of Human Resources regarding such matters as patient referral and transfer and 
emergency services. 

Makes following appropriations from General Fund for the 1993-94 and 1994-95 
fiscal years (first figures are for 93-94; second figures for 94-95): 

1. To Dep’t of Human Resources to provide incentives to encourage health care 
practitioners to practice in medically underserved areas, $450,000 and $450,000. Funds 
to be used to pay Ist, 2d, and 3d year residents In family medicine, internal medicine, 
or general pediatric medicine not more than $10,000 a year to practice in an 
underserved area; and to pay students in nurse practitioner, nurse midwife, or 
physician assistant programs not more than $10,000 a year per student, not to exceed

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$20,000 per student, to practice In an underserved area. Provides repayment of the 
stipend Is forgiven if the resident or student, for each year’s stipend, completes a year’s 
service In an underserved area. Makes conforming amendment to Ch. 1044, sec. 51, 
1991 Session Laws, regarding repayment of stipends. 

2. To DHR to provide such recruiting Incentives as loan payments, bonus 
payments, and moving expenses to attract primary care physicians and other primary 
care professionals to rural and underserved areas, $500,000 and $500,000. 

3. To DHR to support the 54 health centers in rural and underserved areas to 
enable the centers to serve more uninsured persons and to increase the number of 
providers, $800,000 and $800,000. 

4. To DHR to establish 10 scholarships for medical students who agree to serve in 
rural and underserved areas, $250,000 and $250,000. 

5. To DHR to establish a Community Primary Care Grant Program to encourage 
development of primary care clinics, $160,000 and $160,000 

6. To DEHNR to expand Rural Obstetrical Care Incentive Program payments to 
physicians and certified nurse midwives in additional counties, to increase the amounts 
paid to providers, and to increase the total amount that counties may-receive under 
the program, $400,000 and $400,000. 

7. To UNC Board of Governors to expand AHEC programs for training primary 
care medical students and residents and other health professionals, $2,197,000 and 
$2,197,000. 

Effective July 1, 1993.

S 7. UNIFORM INSURANCE CLAIM FORM. ‘TO REQUIRE THE COMMISSIONER OF 
INSURANCE TO DEVELOP AND REQUIRE UNIFORM FORMS FOR THE SUBMISSION OF 
CLAIMS UNDER AN ACCIDENT OR HEALTH INSURANCE POLICY.” Amends GS 58-50-10 as 
title Indicates. The Dep't of Insurance Is to develop the forms and also regulate any 
additional information insurers request for claims payment. Use of Dep’t of Insurance 
forms to be required as of January 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Daniel. 


S 8. NO SELF-REFERRALS/HEALTH CARE. ‘TO PROHIBIT HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS FROM 
REFERRING PATIENTS TO HEALTH CARE GOODS OR SERVICES OFFERED BY ENTITIES IN 
WHICH THE REFERRING PROVIDER HAS AN OWNERSHIP INTEREST.” Adds new GS Ch. 90, 
Art. 28 to prohibit a health care provider from referring a patient for any services, 
including laboratory services, to a business firm in which the provider, or the provider's 
employer, has an equity interest of 10% or more. The prohibition does not apply when 
the provider proves the service for which the patient is referred is unavailable from any 
other entity in or at a reasonable distance from the community where the patient 
resides, is employed, or the community where the provider's practice Is located, and 
no alternative financing was available to establish the business entity to which the 
patient Is referred. The following types of equity interest do not trigger the prohibition: 
(1) ownership of registered securities issued by a publicly held corporation or ownership 
of securities issued by a publicly held corporation that are traded on a national 
exchange or over-the-counter market; (2) a health care provider’s own practice 
when the health care goods or services are prescribed or provided solely for the 
provider's own patients and provided by the provider or under the provider's 
supervision; and (3) an interest in real property resulting in a landiord-tenant relationship 
between the health care provider and the entity in.which the equity interest is held, 
unless the rent is determined by the business volume or profitability of the tenant or is 
otherwise unrelated to fair market value. Violation of the prohibition is grounds for the 
state licensing board with authority over the health care provider to suspend, revoke, 
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or refuse to renew the provider’s license or certificate, or to take any other authorized 
disciplinary action. Effective Oct. 1, 1994.

S 9. HOSPITAL COOPERATION ACT. ‘TO FACILITATE COOPERATIVE AGREEMENTS 
AMONG HOSPITALS.’ Adds GS Ch. 131E, Art. 9A authorizing hospitals to share patients, 
personnel, services and facilities without fear of violating state or federal antitrust laws If 
they obtain a certificate of public advantage from the Dep’‘t of Human Resources. 
Applications for the certificate, filed with the Attorney General and Dep't, are to 
include a copy of the agreement or letter of intent, description of the nature and 
scope of the cooperation, and consideration to any party. The Dep’t will grant or deny 
the application within 90 days based on specified criteria weighing benefits of 
cooperation against anti-competitive effects; the Attorney General may prevent 
issuance of the certificate by objecting in writing. A person aggrieved may seek 
judicial review of a positive or negative decision on issuance within 30 days or when 
the review period ends. Someone seeking Issuance must prove by clear and 
convincing evidence that advantages to the public outweigh the disadvantages. 
Either the Dep’‘t or the Attorney General may review a certificate if circumstances 
change. Certificate holders must report to the Dep’t and Attorney General every two 
years On actual and anticipated cooperative activities. The Dep't shall determine 
within 30 days whether the certificate should Continue in effect, and if so whether the 
same or different conditions should be imposed on the parties. The Attorney General | 
may decide the same questions, and if necessary bring action on his own or the 
Dep’t’s behalf in Wake County Superior Court to cancel a certificate. He must prove 
by clear and convincing evidence either that cancellation will benefit the public due 
to the anti-competitive effects of the agreement or that the parties unreasonably 
refuse to provide information. The act does not exempt applicants from compliance 
with certificate of need, licensure or other regulatory requirements.

- $ 10. CERTIFICATE OF NEED MODIFICATIONS. ‘TO MODIFY THE CERTIFICATE OF NEED 
LAW." Amends GS Ch. 131E, Art. 9. Adds finding that rural health needs and the 
viability of rural communities are to be weighed in certificate of need (CON) process. 
Amends or adds numerous definitions including these: (1) “ambulatory surgical 
facility* is now a facility offering a "specialty or multispecialty* ambulatory surgical 
program (°*Multispecialty ambulatory surgical program’ Is also defined); (2) “capital 
expenditure’ includes the cost of a project’s construction. engineering and equipment 
and also the fair market value of leased or donated acquisitions that would have met 
the definition if purchased; (3) °certificate of need” Is redefined more generally, no 
longer requiring affirmative findings of a project’s conformance with the Article and 
Dep‘t of Human Resources rules; (4) the definition of "certified cost estimate’ is deleted: 
(5) “diagnostic center’ is an entity using medical diagnostic equipment worth more 
than $250,000, and some elements in the computation of value are specified: (6) 
“expedited review’, for which no public hearing is held and the Dep’t cannot extend 
the review period, Is available when there is not competition for a certificate, there is 
no request for a public hearing nor has the Dep’t determined a hearing to be in the 
public interest, and proposed capital expenditure is under $5 million; (7) “health 
service* includes prevention of disease; (8) “diagnostic center’ and “oncology 
treatment center’ are added to the definition of “health service facility’: (9) “major 
medical equipment’ is defined as costing over $750,000 and elements of computation 
of value are specified; (10) the definition of *new Institutional health services’ (those for 
which a CON must be obtained) is amended to include: (a) a capital expenditure 
exceeding $2 million to develop or expand a health service or health service facility: 


a 
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(b) the development or offering of bone marrow or solid organ transplantation, burn or 
neonatal intensive care, or open heart surgery, or the acquisition of an air ambulance, 
equipment for cardiac angioplasty or catheterization, gamma knife, heart lung bypass 
machine, lithotriptor, magnetic resonance imaging scanner or positron emission 
tomography scanner (all defined): (Cc) the acquisition of major medical equipment; (d) 
the relocation of a health service facility: (e) conversion of a specialty ambulatory 
surgical program to a multispecialty program or the addition of a specialty (deletes the 
provision that defined “new Institutional health service* as one not offered in the 
preceding 12 months and having an annual operating cost of $1 million or more, or the 
expansion of any service if the expansion costs more than $1 million); and (11) 
‘replacement equipment’ is defined as costing less than $2 million and supplanting 
existing equipment and elements of computation of value are specified. 

Eliminates requirements that application fee for CON be based on value of 
project and that fee not be under $400. Provides that In estimating the cost of a 
proposed capital expenditure the architect or engineer figure in the fair market value 
of equipment acquired for the project. Defines point of completion of project 
authorized by a CON. Eliminates requirement that applicant show that resources he 
proposes to use Could not be used for more important needs. 

Exempts from review expenditures to provide *nonhealth’ service facilities or 
services, replace equipment, relocate beds under the same ownership on the same 
campus, or pay for a physician office building, so long as the building does not include 
Go new Institutional health service. Unless superior Court or court of appeals finds that 
contested case petition was frivolous or filed to delay applicant, allows petitioner to 
obtain return of bond deposited with superior court. Removes from definition of 
“affected persons’ (those who may seek administrative or judicial review of CON 
decisions) the health systems agency for the area where the proposed project would 
be located and nearby health systems agencies. Allows the Dep’t to withdraw a CON 
if the holder transfers the CON, the facility, or the project before the project is 
completed or facility is operating (now only if facility is transferred).

S$ 11. 1993 LOTTERY WITH REFERENDUM. “AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR A BINDING 
REFERENDUM ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NORTH CAROLINA STATE LOTTERY.° Subject 
to a statewide referendum on November 2, 1993, adds new GS Ch. 143C providing for 
a state lottery. Effective Jan. 1. 1994, creates five-member State Lottery Comm'n to 


“oversee lottery; commn’rs to be appointed by governor for staggered five-year terms; 


qualifications, powers and duties specified In bill. Governor is to appoint director to 
manage operations; director may appoint up to four ass’t directors. Specifies reports. 
audits, and studies to be made. As soon as practicable, public sales of tickets must 
begin. Comm'n Is to promulgate rules specifying types of games to be played (subject 
to restrictions specified in bill), number and value of prizes, method for determining 
winners, sale price of tickets, validation procedures for winners, procedures for 
distributing tickets directly to purchasers or through retailers. Specifies restriction on 
persons who may be selected by directors as retailers; comm ’n to determine 
compensation to be paid to retailers. Makes sale of ticket to person under 18 a 
misdemeanor. Sets out restrictions on procurement of goods and services. Creates 
State Lottery Fund within State Treasury. At least 50% of lottery revenue to be allocated 
for prizes; nO more than 16% of revenue for expenses; balance deemed “net revenues’ 
3/4 to be transferred to the Health Access Trust Fund and 1/4 to be transferred to the 
Bonded Indebtedness Retirement Account to be used for debt service retirement on 
general obligation bonds.

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S 12. STRENGTHENING FAMILY RESOURCES. "TO ESTABLISH A GRANT PROGRAM TO 
STRENGTHEN FAMILY RESOURCES AND APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ITS IMPLEMENTATION.” | 
Adds new GS Ch. 1438, Art. 4B to create a Family Resources Grant Program within the ( 
Dep't of Human Resources, to be administered by DHR with the advice of a new | 
Interagency Task Force on Family Resources. Beginning with fiscal 1994-95, the 
program is to provide grants for individual public schools or consortia of public schools 
to establish family resource Centers in or near the schools. A school or consortia of 
schools Is eligible for a grant if at least 25% of its students are eligible for free meals. The 
purpose of these centers Is to provide services to children in grades K-6 and their 
families that are designed to enhance a child's ability to attain academic and social 
success. Beginning In 1993-94, the program Is also to provide Innovation grants to 
consortia of governmental and nongovemmental agencies and individuals to initiate 
or develop further innovative models for delivery of services to children at risk of not 
attaining academic and social success and their families. 
Creates Interagency Task Force on Family Resources consisting of 23 members, 
to be general reflective of racial and socioeconomic diversity of the State’s 
population. Seven members are to be appointed by Governor from defined 
categories; 14 members are to be appointed by General Assembly from defined 
categories, seven on recommendation of President pro tem. and seven on 
recommendation of Speaker; Sup’t of Public Instruction and Sec’y of Human Resources 
to serve ex officio. Other agencies represented on the Task Force include Governor's 
Office, DHR Div’n of Social Services, EHNR Div’n of Health, Employment Security 
Comm'n, and Dep‘t of Community Colleges. Directs the Task Force to advise on 
development and administration of the grant program. 
Amends GS 115C-21 to make it a duty of Supt of Public Instruction to institute 
and maintain a plan to ensure that schools are ready to receive children and their 
families in an inviting and supportive environment and that encourages families’ 
participation. 
Directs Frank Porter Graham Center at UNC-CH to conduct short-term program 
evaluation and develop system to evaluate long-term goals and outcomes of the ¢ 
grant program. Requires Center to report by Feb. 15, 1995. 
Appropriates from General Fund to DHR $950,000 for 1993-94 and $8,450,000 for 
1994-95 to Implement the act. Of these funds, earmarks $200,000 for training, materials, 
and consultation services; $7.5 million for 1994-95 for grants of up to $75,000 per school 
or consortium for family resource Center grants; $750,000 in each year of biennium for 
innovation grants of up to $30,000 each. 
Effective July 1, 1993 
introduced by W. Martin, Conder. 


S13. EDUCATION SUPPORT SERVICES COMM'N. °A JOINT RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH THE 
COMMISSION TO IMPROVE EDUCATION SUPPORT SERVICES TO CHILDREN AND FAMILIES." 
As title indicates, establishes Comm’n to continue the work of the Study Committee on 
Studenis at Risk established in 1992 by the Legislative Research Commission. Comm’n 
to have 16 members: eight appointed by the President pro tem.. at least five of whom 
must be senators, eight appointed by the Speaker, at least five of whom must be 
Representatives. The Speaker and President pro tem. each designate one co-chair. 
Members to be appointed no later than September 1, 1993. Interim report to be 
submitted no later than May 15, 1994 and final report no later than January 15, 1995.

CERTAIN OF THE CONSTITUENT OR AFFILIATED INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA, FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR COMMUNITY COLLEGES, AND FOR 
PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDINGS FOR GRADES K THROUGH TWELVE." Authorizes a vote at the 
November 2, 1993, election on three separate questions of whether to Issue University 
Improvement, Community College, and Public School Buildings bonds. If vote is 
favorable on University Improvement bonds, bond proceeds may be spent, under 
supervision of Board of Govemors, for construction and renovation of buildings and 
land acquisition at UNC Institutions, and on Improvements to NC Center for Public 
Television. If vote is favorable on Community College bonds, bond proceeds may be 
spent on construction and renovation of community college buildings and land 
acqulsition for community and technical colleges. If vote Is favorable on Public School 
Buildings bonds, bond proceeds may be spent on construction, reconstruction, and 
renovation of buildings and land acquisition for public schools. No proceeds may be 
spent without authorization by the General Assembly appropriating the proceeds for 
specific projects. The UNC Board of Governors, the Board of Community Colleges, and 
the Dep't of Public Education shall make quarterly reports on expenditure of the 
proceeds to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, the chairs of 
the Senate and House Appropriations Committees, and the Fiscal Research Division. 
Bill makes provision for, but does not include, lists of specific projects to be funded by 
bond proceeds.

S 15. LEGISLATIVE TERM LIMITS. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
LIMIT MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE TO SIX CONSECUTIVE TERMS IN THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY.* Subject to voter approval at 1994 general election, adds a new Sec. 25 to 
Art. ll of NC Const. to limit both House and Senate members to six consecutive terms. 
An appointment to fill a vacancy is considered a term if the appointment is in the first 
six months of the odd-numbered year. Excludes terms of office beginning before 
January 1, 1993. A person disqualified under this amendment from election to a term 
may not be appointed to fill a vacancy for that term. Effective January 1, 1995 if 
approved.

S 16. CONGRESSIONAL TERM LIMITS. TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF TERMS OF MEMBERS OF 
CONGRESS.* Amends GS 163-203 to provide that US Senators may serve no more than 


“two terms and US Representatives may serve no more than four terms. Limits apply only 


to terms beginning on or after act's effective date. Provides that person filling a 

vacancy for more than one-half of a term is considered to have Served a full term for 

purposes of the limitation. Provides that if act is held invalid, it is intention of NC that 

members of Congress elected from NC will voluntarily observe act’s provisions. 
Effective when at least one-half of the states have enacted term limitations for 

their Senators and Congressmen.

S 17. LIMIT SESSION LENGTH. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO

session for no more than 70 legislative days; in even-numbered years, session shall 
convene on a day in May prescribed by law and may remain in session for no more 
than 20 legislative days. Limits extra sessions to 20 legisiative days. Provides that no 
valid action other than adjoumment may be taken after time limit expires. Amends GS 
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120-11.1 to set convening dates of Wednesday after first Monday in February in 
odd-numbered years and first Wednesday after second Monday in May in 
even-numbered years.

Appropriates from General Fund to DHR, Div’n 
of Aging, $200,000 for 1993-94 and $200,000 for 1994-95, to be divided equally among 
the four chapters (Western, Southern Piedmont, Eastern, and Triad) of the Alzheimer’s 
Assn. of North Carolina. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 19. MAKE SCHOOLS SAFER. ‘TO MAKE IT UNLAWFUL FOR A PARENT TO ALLOW A 
MINOR CHILD TO POSSESS OR CARRY A WEAPON ON SCHOOL PROPERTY.” Amends GS 
14-269.2 as title indicates (cited section makes It a general misdemeanor to posses 
weapons on school property). Exempts from the entire section (including both existing 
and new provisions) armed services, militia, and national guard personnel and student 
ROTC members, law enforcement officers. and private police acting in the line of duty. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to offenses committed on or after that date.

S 20. ELECTORAL COLLEGE CONFORMANCE. ‘TO AMEND THE STATUTES RELATING TO THE 
ELECTORAL COLLEGE TO CONFORM THEM TO FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS AND STATE LAW.” 
Amends GS 163-210 to provide that the Sec’y of State Is responsible for making actual 
arrangements for the meeting of electors after their election; specifies requirements for 
mailing of certificates setting forth the names of the electors; Incorporates procedure 
for use of alternate electors. Amends GS 163-211 to reimburse elector traveling 
expenses as provided in GS 138-6(a)(1) which applies fo State officers and employees 
generally. Amends GS 163-1(c) to require each party and unaffiliated candidate to 
nominate two altemate electors.

143-52 (competitive bidding procedure) to authorize any bid to be rejected if Sec’y of Administration or 
any employee of Div’n of Purchase and Contract makes written findings that it is in best interest of state 
to do so.

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H 20. LIABILITY FOR UNLAWFUL PURCHASES. "TO MAKE EMPLOYEES PERSONALLY 
LIABLE FOR COSTS ASSOCIATED WITH STATE CONTRACTS ENTERED INTO IN 
VIOLATION OF PURCHASE AND CONTRACT LAWS AND RULES." Amends GS 143-58 to make 
employee who violates State purchasing laws and regulations personally liable for costs incurred thereby 
(now, only agency head is liable).

H 21. NO GIFTS FOR PURCHASING AGENTS. "TO PROHIBIT PURCHASING AGENTS IN 
ALL STATE AGENCIES FROM ACCEPTING GIFTS AND FAVORS FROM VENDORS." Amends 
GS 143-58.1 to make it a general misdemeanor punishable by fine, imprisonment for up to two years, or 
both, (1) for any person or firm to give anything of value to a State purchasing agent with intent to 
influence the agent’s official acts, or to influence the agent to engage in fraud against the State, or to 
induce the agent to violate his lawful duty, and (2) for any State purchasing agent to accept or solicit 
anything of value for himself or anyone else in return for being influenced in his official acts, engaging 
in fraud against the State, or being induced to violate his official duty. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to 
acts and Omissions occurring after that date.

H 22. PURCHASING ADMIN. ENHANCED. "DIRECTING THE DIVISION OF PURCHASE 
AND CONTRACT TO MONITOR PURCHASING ACTIVITY MORE CLOSELY." As title indicates; 
requires Div’n to develop methods to detect split purchase orders and unrealistic quantities of items 
ordered.

H 23. CONTRACTUAL SERVICE CONTRACTS DEFINED. "AUTHORIZING THE 
SECRETARY OF ADMINISTRATION TO ADOPT RULES DISTINGUISHING CONTRACTUAL 
SERVICES AND PERSONAL SERVICES." Amends GS 143-53 as title indicates.

H 24. CHANGE PUBLIC SCHOOL GOVERNANCE. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO CHANGE THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
APPOINTMENT PROCESS AND TO AUTHORIZE THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO 
APPOINT THE STATE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION.” Subject to voter 
approval at Nov. 8, 1993, general election, amends Sec. 4(1) of Art. LX of Constitution to restructure 
State Board of Education to consist of Lt. Governor, Treasurer, chair and six other members appointed 
by Governor, three members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President pro tem. 
and three on recommendation of Speaker (now, eleven members appointed by Governor subject to 
confirmation by General Assembly). Members to serve staggered terms of four years (now, eight) 
beginning July 1, 1994. Amends Sec. 4(2) of Art. IX and Sec. 7(1) of Art. III to make Superintendent of 
Public Instruction appointed by State Board and serve at board’s pleasure (now, elected). Makes 
conforming changes in GS 115C-10, 115C-18, 143A-42, 147-4, 147-11.1, 163-8, and 163-278.27. 
Amends GS 115C-21(a) to make Sup’t "chief administrative officer of the State Board of Education." 
Provides that State Board members appointed before July 1, 1994 and serving as members on June 30, 
1991, shall expire July 1, 1994. Amendments regarding Sup’t to become effective on January 1, 1997 or 
date when vacancy occurs in the office, whichever comes first, except that no election is to be held to fill 
the office for a term beginning on or after December 31, 1996. General Assembly and Governor may 
appoint members to State Board before July 1, 1994, for terms beginning July 1, 1994.

SENATE BILLS 


S 24. WEAPONS AT SCHOOL NO NCDL. "TO PROVIDE THAT ANY JUVENILE BRINGING A 
GUN OR DANGEROUS WEAPON TO SCHOOL SHALL BE INELIGIBLE FOR A NORTH 
CAROLINA DRIVERS LICENSE UNTIL THE JUVENILE IS EIGHTEEN YEARS OF AGE." 
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Amends GS 20-9 to provide that a drivers license shall not be issued to anyone under 17 years of age 
who was convicted of or adjudicated delinquent (if under 16) for having weapons on school property as 
prohibited by GS 14-269.2. Adds a new section to require revocation of provisional licenses for those 
under 16 years or older for the same reason, to continue until they are 18. Amends GS 20-24(a) to 
require reporting of revocation for any juvenile under 18 years of age and amends GS 20-27(a)to provide 
that the records of acts of delinquency so reported are available to the public. Effective August 13, 1993 
and applies to all acts committed after that date. 

Introduced by Harris. 


S25. VETO. "TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO 
PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO." Subject to voter approval at the next statewide 
election, rewrites NC Const., Sec. 22 of Art. II to allow gubernatorial veto subject to a 2/3 override by 
the General Assembly. Veto applies to all bills except: (1) amendments to the State Const., (2) 
amendments to the US Const., (3) appointments by General Assembly, (4) joint resolutions, and (5) 
legislative and congressional redistricting bills. If the Governor does not return a bill with a veto 
message within 10 days after it is presented it becomes law. The bill makes no provision for a "pocket 
veto." If the Governor returns the bill after the General Assembly has adjourned sine die or for more 
than 30 days, it becomes law. However, if the Governor returms the bill with objections to the originating 
house within 30 days of adjournment, the Governor may reconvene the session as provided by Art. III, 
Sec. 5(11) of the Const. for reconsideration of the bill. If he does not reconvene the session, the bill 
becomes law on the 40th day after the adjournment. Adds a new subdivision (11) to Art. III, Sec. 5 of 
the Const. (Duties of Governor) to require reconvening of sessions for reconsideration of returned bills as 
provided in Art. II, Sec. 22. described above. Effective (if approved) January 1, 1995 except if the 
election is held prior to January 1, 1994, effective January 1, 1994.

S 26. CAPITAL BUDGET-BLANK BILL. "TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO MAKE 
APPROPRIATIONS TO PROVIDE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR STATE DEPARTMENTS, 
INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES." Blank bill, contains no 
substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Daniel and Plyler.

H 25. 28-YEAR RETIREMENT. "TO PERMIT A MEMBER OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO RETIRE WITH UNREDUCED BENEFITS AFTER 
COMPLETING TWENTY-EIGHT YEARS WITH THE SYSTEM." Amends GS 135-5 to allow 
TSERS members to retire after 28 years of creditable service (now, 30 years required unless retiring 
based on age). Applicable to persons retiring on or after July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Warner. 


H 26. EXEMPT CAMPGROUNDS/MARINAS. "TO EXEMPT CAMPGROUNDS FOR 
TRANSIENTS AND MARINAS WHICH RESELL ELECTRICITY FROM THE DEFINITION OF A 
PUBLIC UTILITY.” Amends GS 62-3(23) as title indicates, provided that applicable rates for electricity 
are prominently displayed near each campsite or slip.

H 27. NO CHILDREN IN PICKUP BEDS. "TO RESTRICT THE TRANSPORTATION OF 

CHILDREN UNDER THE AGE OF TWELVE IN THE BED OR CARGO AREA OF PICKUP 

TRUCKS." Adds new GS 20-135.2B to require that drivers of vehicles insure that no child under age 12 

is transported in the bed of a pickup truck or other vehicle having an open bed unless (1) the vehicle’s | 
speed is 15 mph or less, (2) an adult is present in the open bed and is supervising the child, or (3) the 6 
child is wearing a seat belt meeting specified requirements. Incorporates provisions of GS : 
20-135.2A(d)-(i)[apparently intends (h)] (dealing with mandatory seat belt use) to provide that evidence 

of a violation is not admissible in any criminal or civil trial, action, or proceeding except one based on a 

violation of section; that a violation is an infraction, under definition and rules in GS 20-135.2A(e); that 

no drivers license points or insurance surcharge may be assessed for a violation; and requiring 

educational programs and an evaluation of effectiveness.

H 28. WEAPON AT SCHOOL/NO DRIVERS LIC. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON 
CONVICTED OF POSSESSING OR CARRYING A WEAPON ON SCHOOL GROUNDS OR A 
JUVENILE ADJUDICATED DELINQUENT FOR THE SAME OFFENSE SHALL HAVE HIS 
DRIVERS LICENSE REVOKED AND SUSPENDED FOR A PERIOD OF FIVE YEARS OR UNTIL 
THE PERSON IS TWENTY-ONE YEARS OF AGE, WHICHEVER IS LONGER." Amends GS 
14-269.2, GS 20-9 (license issuance), GS 20-13.2 (revocation of provisional license), and GS 20-17 
(revocation of permanent license) as title indicates. Amends GS 20-27(a) to provide that records of such 
acts are open to public inspection. Effective October 1, 1993; applies to acts committed after that date.

H 29. 1993 HOUSE RULES. "A HOUSE RESOLUTION ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES 
OF THE REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THE 1993 GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Adopts as the 1993 rules the 1991 rules with the following 
changes: 
Committees. Rewrités Rules 27 to change the committee structure by abolishing subcommittees of 
the Committees on Agriculture, Environment, Finance, and Health and Human Services (called Human 
Resources in 1991 rules). The separate Commerce committee is abolished, and the former Commerce 
subcommittees for Insurance and Financial Institutions are made separate committees. The separate 
committee on Economic Expansion is replaced by a committee on Business and Labor, with the

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following subcommittees: Economic Expansion and Growth, Labor Relations and Employment, Science 
and Technology, and Travel and Tourism. The committee on Courts, Justice, Constitutional 
Amendments and Referenda is replaced by two separate committees: Constitutional Amendments and 
Referenda, and Courts and Justice. A new committee on Children, Youth and Families is established. 
Three committees are abolished: Legislative and Local Redistricting, Congressional Redistricting, and 
Science and Technology. The name of the Committee on Rules, Appointments, and Calendar changed to 
Committee on Rules, Calendar, and Operations of the House, and the name of the Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Environment, Health, and Natural Resources is changed to Natural and Economic 
Resources. 

Bill Deadlines. Rewrites Rule 31.1 to keep the same introduction deadlines but changes the dates to 
match the 1993 calendar. Introduction deadlines: study commission bills - February 17; agency bills - 
March 18; local bills - April 1; general public bills - April 8; appropriations and tax bills - May 6; 
resolutions - May 6; Senate bills - May 13. 

House officers. Rewrites Rule 45(c) to provide that Speaker is to appoint Reading Clerk and 
Sergeant-at-Arms. (Those officers had been elected MY the House.)

SENATE BILLS 


S 29. FAMILY AND MEDICAL LEAVE ACT. "TO ENTITLE EMPLOYEES TO FAMILY AND 
MEDICAL LEAVE." Adds GS Ch. 95, Art 23 concerning family and medical leave. Applies to certain 
employees of person, firm, or government agency that employs 50 or more people for 20 or more work 
weeks in the current or previous year. Covers employees who have worked for the employer for at least 
12 months for at least 1,250 hours. Does not cover employees at worksite with fewer than 50 employees 
if the employer does not have as many as 50 employees within 75 miles of that site. Entitles employee to 
total of 12 workweeks of leave during any 12-month period to care for employee’s child within 12 
months of birth or adoption, to care for child, spouse, or parent with serious health condition, or because 
employee has serious health condition making him/her unable to perform job. Allows for reduced work 


_ Schedule in lieu of leave on agreement between employer and employee. Employee may not take leave 


for child care intermittently unless employer and employee agree otherwise. Leave may be partly or 
fully unpaid; employee or employer may choose to substitute any accrued vacation, personal, or medical 
or sick leave for leave provided by bill. Employer may require certification of basis of leave; sets out 
certification procedure. On return from leave, employee is entitled to be restored to original position or 
position with equivalent pay, benefits, and other terms, without losing benefits accrued before leave 
began. However, employer may deny restoration of job if (1) employee is salaried and among 
highest-paid 10% of employees in area; or (2) denial is necessary to prevent substantial economic injury 
to employer’s operations. Employer must maintain health benefits coverage during leave as if employee 
had continued in employment; may retain cost of continuing coverage if employee fails to return from 
leave unless because of serious health condition or other circumstances beyond employee’s control. 
Forbids discrimination by employer for exercising rights granted by article; provides for civil action by 
employee or action by Comm’r of Labor to enforce provisions of article. Types of relief include 
$100-per-working-day penalty for denial of rights; injunction; reinstatement to job; and compensation for 
lost wages and benefits. Effective six months after ratification, except that in case of a collective 
agreement in effect on the effective date, act to apply on earlier of (1) date of termination of agreement 
and (2) 12 months after ratification.

H 30. CONTINUE SHELLFISH ENHANCEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO CONTINUE THE SHELLFISH ENHANCEMENT PROGRAM." Appropriates 
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loan, grant or credit assistance from the Fund as well as requirements for grantee to offer 
security and state’s authority to insure payment of obligation for which the assistance was 
provided. 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 39. INITIATIVE, REFERENDUM, VETO. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF 
NORTH CAROLINA TO PROVIDE TO THE PEOPLE THE POWER OF INITIATIVE AND 
REFERENDUM, AND TO PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO." Subject to voter 
approval in the next general election, amends Art. VI of the NC Const. to allow initiative (the 
power of the electors to propose, and adopt or reject statutes and constitutional amendments) 
and referendum (the power of the electors to approve or reject statutes or parts of statutes). 
Referendum power does not extend to statutes calling elections or providing for tax levies or 
State appropriations for current expenses. Initiative requires a petition to Sec’y of State setting 
forth text of the measure with certified signatures of qualified voters equal to 5% for statutes and 
8% for constitutional amendments, of the votes cast for all candidates for Governor in the last 
election. Referendum requires a petition presented within 90 days of enactment of the statute, 
with certified signatures of qualified voters equal to 5% of the votes cast for all candidates for 
Govemor in the last election. Voter approval of initiative or referendum measures is at next 
general or special election. Qualification of referendum petition suspends the operation of the 
statute or part of statute that is the subject of the petition. The General Assembly may amend or 
repeal initiative or referendum statutes but must obtain voter approval of amendment to or 
repeal of initiative statutes unless the initiative permits amendment or repeal without approval. 
Effective if approved upon certification of vote in 1994 general election. 

Subject to voter approval in the next general election, amends Art. I, Sec. 22 of the NC 
Const. to allow gubernatorial veto of all bills except those involving State or US constitutional 
amendments, or joint resolutions. Includes line item veto for appropriations bills. Provides for 
override with 2/3 roll call vote. Does not provide for “pocket veto" but if governor fails to 
retum a bill within 10 days after it is presented, the bill becomes law. Also provides for veto 
subject to 2/3 override for "orders" defined as appointments by the General Assembly to public 
office (except in the legislative branch) made other than by bill. Effective if approved beginning 
January 1, 1995. 

Introduced by Brubaker. 


H 40. EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN STUDY. "TO DIRECT THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC INSTRUCTION TO STUDY VARIOUS ISSUES AFFECTING THE EDUCATION 
OF AND DELIVERY OF SERVICES TO EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN." Directs DPI to 
study need to increase training opportunities for special education teachers, develop scholarship 
program for prospective teachers, propose a plan to identify and evaluate what schools expect of 
certain kinds of exceptional children, and identify the needs of small groups of exceptional 
children and whether resources to serve them can be centralized. DPI to make interim report to 
Comm’n on Children with Special Needs by January 15, 1994, and final report by October 15, 
1994. - 

Introduced by Barnhill. 


H 41. TEACHER TRAINING TASK FORCE. "TO DIRECT THE TEACHER TRAINING 
TASK FORCE TO REPORT TO THE COMMISSION ON CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL 
NEEDS." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Barnhill. 
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S 30. QUALIFIED IMMUNITY, SPORTS OFFICIALS. "TO ESTABLISH QUALIFIED 
IMMUNITY FOR SPORTS OFFICIALS. Adds Art. 43E to GS Ch. | protecting sports officials 
from civil liability arising from their officiating except for willful misconduct and gross 
negligence. Covered officials must be registered with or belong to a sports officials training 
organization. Act applies to actions filed on or after effective date, including those based on 
acts or omissions ocurring before the effective date. 

Introduced by Conder, 


S 31. DHR TO STUDY DOMICILIARY CARE HOMES. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES STUDY THE ISSUE OF REIMBURSEMENT 
FOR DOMICILIARY CARE HOMES AND RECOMMEND A SPECIFIC METHOD FOR 
RATE SETTING.” Requires DHR to study the issue of State and local reimbursement rates for 
domiciliary homes to determine whether there is a better method than the one currently used. 
DHR is directed to study what the purpose of domiciliary care is and should be, the rate 
structure, how level of payment should be determined, how rate setting shall be administered, 
the adequate number of domiciliary care beds and whether the State should control that number. 
DHR is to make a progress report to the NC Study Commission on Aging by Oct. 1.,1993 and a 
final report to the General Assembly by March 1, 1994.

S 32. INNHHOME FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE FUNDING FOR 
IN-HOME AIDE SERVICES AND CAREGIVER SUPPORT SERVICES." Appropriates from 
the General Fund to DHR $7,506,338 for 1993-94 and $8,535,072 for 1994-95 to fund in-home 
aide services and caregiver support services, funds to be used only for direct services. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cochrane, Carpenter, R. Martin, Richardson, Speed. 


S 33. LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN PROGRAM.” Appropriates from General Fund to 
Div’n of Aging, Dep’t of Human Resources $256,496 for fiscal 1993-94 and $318,275 for fiscal 
1994-95. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cochrane, Carpenter, R. Martin, Richardson and Speed. 


S 34. SENIOR CENTERS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE 
FUNDING FOR SENIOR CENTERS." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Aging, 
Dep’t of Human Resources, $1.2 for fiscal 1993-94 and $1.9 for fiscal 1994-95. Effective July 
1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cochrane, Carpenter, R. Martin, Richardson, and Speed. 


S 35. INDEX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. "TO INDEX THE AMOUNT OF THE 
PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION AND THE AMOUNT OF THE INCOME 
LIMIT FOR ELIGIBILITY FOR THE EXEMPTION." GS 105-277.1 now excludes from 
taxation the first $12,000 in value of residential property owned by individuals who had 
disposable income of less than $11,000 in the preceding calendar year and are 65 or older or 
permanently and totally disabled. This bill indexes the amount excluded to the overall increase 
or decrease in the tax value of real property resulting from a revaluation, indexes the income 
limitation to the annual percentage increase (if any) in Social Security benefits, and changes the 
method of computing disposable income so that non-taxable benefits such as Social Security and 
retirement pay are not included in the income limitation. 
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Amount excluded. Effective for the 1993 tax year, sets the amount excluded at $15,000. In 
each county’s next revaluation year after 1993, the amount excluded will be increased or 
decreased by the average percentage change in the tax value of real property in the county as a 
result of the revaluation. Establishes a method for the Dep’t of Revenue to recompute the 
exclusion amount for a county that conducts a horizontal adjustment in real property values. 

Income limit. Leaves the income limitation at $11,000 for the 1993 tax year. Effective for 

.the 1994 tax year, provides that the income limit is to be increased by the same percentage as 
the increase in Social Security benefits for that year, rounded to the nearest $100. 

Computing the income limit. Provides that the income limitation is computed by taking 
adjusted gross income as defined for federal income tax purposes and adding to that figure all 
tax-exempt interest and dividends. The effect of this change is to exclude from the computation 
many forms of tax-exempt income that are now included, such as Social Security benefits, 
veterans’ benefits, and retirement benefits. 

Introduced by Speed, Cochrane, Carpenter, R. Martin, and Richardson. 


S 36. DISCLOSURE OF VETERINARY RECORDS (=H 33). "TO ALLOW THE 
LIMITED DISCLOSURE OF VETERINARY MEDICAL RECORDS IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE." Identical to H 33, introduced 3 February. 
Introduced by Speed. 


S 37. AGRICULTURE/SEAFOOD COMM’N MEMBERS (=H 35). "TO CHANGE THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF THE COMMISSION ON AGRICULTURE AND SEAFOOD 
AWARENESS." Identical to H 35, introduced 3 February. 

Introduced by Speed. 


S 38. AGRICULTURAL TRAILERS LIGHTING (=H 37). "TO EXEMPT 
AGRICULTURAL TRAILERS FROM MOTOR VEHICLE LIGHTING REQUIREMENTS 
DURING DAYLIGHT HOURS." Identical to H 37, introduced 3 February. 

Introduced by Speed. 


S 39. AGRIC. EDUC. DEP’T TRANSFER FUNDS (=H 34). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO MEET THE CAPITAL AND OPERATIONAL COSTS OF TRANSFERRING THE 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE EDUCATION FROM THE COLLEGE OF 
EDUCATION AND PSYCHOLOGY TO THE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND LIFE 
SCIENCES AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY." Identical to H 34, introduced 3 
February. 

Introduced by Speed. 


S40. LANDOWNER PROTECTION (=H 36). "TO LIMIT THE LIABILITY OF 
LANDOWNERS TO MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC ENTERING THE LAND FOR 
EDUCATIONAL RECREATIONAL PURPOSES." Creates a new GS Ch. 38A to provide that 
an owner of land who invites or allows people without charge to use the land for educational or 
recreational purposes owes the person the same duty of care that would be owed to a trespasser. 
The act is designed to encourage landowners to make their land available to the public for 
educational and recreational uses. Effective October 1, 1993 and applies to causes of action 
arising after that date. 

Introduced by Speed. 


S 41. HEALTH CARE COST CONTROL. "TO PROVIDE FOR VOLUNTARY BINDING 
ARBITRATION IN MEDICAL MALPRACTICE CASES, TO ESTABLISH THE HEALTH 
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CARE COST CONTROL OVERSIGHT COMMISSION, AND TO IMPLEMENT OTHER 
HEALTH CARE COST CONTROL MEASURES. 

Malpractice Arbitration. Adds new Part 2 to GS Ch. 90, Art. 1B, to provide for voluntary 
binding arbitration of medical malpractice actions. Parties to a civil action alleging medical 
malpractice may elect to have the dispute submitted to arbitration as an alternative to jury trial. 
If neither party requests or agrees to arbitrate, action proceeds to trial. Uniform Arbitration Act 
does not apply to arbitration under Part. 

If defendant refuses claimant’s offer to arbitrate, action is to proceed to trial without 
limitation on damages, and if claimant proves medical negligence, he is entitled to recover 
prejudgment interest and reasonable attorneys’ fees up to 25% of the award, reduced to present 
value. 

If claimant refuses defendant’s offer to arbitrate, damages awardable at trial are limited to 
net economic damages plus noneconomic damages not to exceed $350,000 per incident. Net 
economic damages reduced to present value include but are not limited to past and future 
medical expenses and 80% of wage loss and loss of eaming capacity, offset by any collateral 
source payments. Damages for future economic losses are to be awarded to be paid by periodic 
payments and are to be offset by future collateral source payments. Includes findings to justify 
conditional limit on noneconomic damages. 

If binding commitment to arbitrate is executed, parties must notify Office of Administrative 
Hearings (OAH) within 10 days. OAH sets up three-person arbitration panel, with one 
arbitrator selected by claimant, one by defendant, and one who is an administrative law judge 
appointed by Chief Administrative Law Judge. Evidentiary standards are to be those in GS Ch. 
150B, Art. 3 (administrative hearings). Gives arbitrators same immunity as judges from civil 
liability for their official conduct. 

Any issue between defendant and insurer concerming control of defense and responsibility 
for payment of an arbitration award is to be determined under existing legal principles. 
However, insurer may not offer to arbitrate or accept a claimant’s offer to arbitrate without 
defendant’s written consent. Liability of any insurer is subject to applicable insurance policy 
limits. 

Provides that arbitration under part is exclusive remedy. Acceptance within specified time 
period of offer to arbitrate is a binding commitment to comply with panel’s decision. 

Limits damage award in arbitration to (1) net economic damages, including but not limited 
to past and future medical expenses and 80% of wage loss and loss of earning capacity, offset by 
any collateral source payments, and (2) maximum of $250,000 in noneconomic damages per 
incident, calculated on a percentage basis with respect to capacity to enjoy life. No punitive 
damages awarded. Damages for future economic losses may be awarded to be paid in periodic 
payments, as established by the arbitration panel, and are to be offset by future collateral source 
payments. Defendant pays arbitration costs; claimant’s reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs as 
determined by the panel, but limited to 15% of the award, reduced to present value; and interest 
on all accrued damages for which interest would be awarded at trial. 

Provides rules for second arbitration procedure to resolve disputes on allocation of financial 
responsibility among multiple defendants participating in first arbitration. Determination of 
percentage of fault of any defendant not arbitrating is not binding against that defendant nor 
admissible in any subsequent legal proceeding. 

Health Care Cost Control Oversight Commission. Establishes seven-person Comm'n to 
maintain regular oversight and review of health care system in NC and to make 
recommendations to Govemor and legislature. Four public members are appointed by General 
Assembly, two on recommendation of Speaker and two on recommendation of President pro 
tem. Other members are Comm’r of Insurance, Sec’y of Human Resources, and a representative 
of health insurance industry appointed by Govemor on recommendation of NC Life 
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Underwriters Ass’n. Specifies terms of members and houses commission in Dep’t of Insurance 
for administrative purposes only. 

Comm’n is to study and review (1) health and accident insurance policy deductibles; (2) 
hospital rates; (3) pricing practices of pharmaceutical manufacturing companies doing business 
in NC; (4) hospital and insurance company administrative costs; circumstances; and (5) 
feasibility of coordination of benefits under health, auto, and accident insurance to avoid 
duplication of reimbursements for same service. 

Comm’n is to report its findings and recommendations to Governor, General Assembly, and 
Fiscal Research Div’n. First report is due by May 1, 1994. 

Appropriates $15,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Insurance for allocation to Comm’n to carry out its purposes. 

Health Care Provider Disclosure Concerning Referrals. Provides for new GS Ch. 90, 
Art. 28 creating duty for health care providers to disclose to patients or referring colleagues their 
ownership interest in facility or therapy to which they refer patients at time of referral and prior 
to utilization. Specifies other related duties of providers, and authorizes appropriate licensing 
boards to adopt rules to carry out Article’s provisions. Violation is grounds for board to 
suspend, revoke, or refuse to renew provider’s license or certificate, or to take any other 
disciplinary action authorized by law. Covers persons licensed, etc., in medicine, surgery, 
dentistry, osteopathy, podiatry, chiropractic, anesthesiology, and psychiatry, and any person 
acting at their direction or under their supervision. 

Claim Forms. Rewrites GS 58-50-10 to specify that Comm’r of Insurance is to prescribe, 
and all accident and health insurers are to accept, a standard form for claims, applications, and 
endorsements. Information requested in addition to that on standard form is subject to Dep’t’s 
rules. 

Effective Dates. Arbitration Part is effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applies to civil actions filed 
on or after that date. Oversight Comm’n provisions are effective July 1, 1993. Referral 
disclosure provisions are effective Oct. 1, 1993, and apply to referrals made on or after that date. 
Claim form statute is effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applies to applications, claims, and 
endorsements filed on or after that date. Conforming amendments and exemption of arbitration 
from Uniform Arbitration Act are effective on ratification. 

Introdueed by Kincaid. 


S 42. HEALTH BENEFITS DEDUCTIBLES. "TO REQUIRE THE COORDINATION OF 
BENEFITS PAID UNDER ACCIDENT AND HEALTH INSURANCE POLICIES, AND TO 
ESTABLISH MINIMUM DEDUCTIBLES UNDER HEALTH AND ACCIDENT 
INSURANCE POLICIES." Amends GS Ch. 58 to require that insurance companies liable for 
the same accident or illness coordinate payment due the insured, with the primary insurer paying 
100% up to the limits of coverage under its policy. The first insurer to fit one of the following 
definitions is identified as the primary insurer: (1) a plan paying on other than an expense 
incurred basis; (2) a plan covering the claimant as an employee, member or subscriber rather 
than a dependent; (3) when two or more plans cover the person as an employee, member or 
subscriber the plans are primary, secondary, etc., in order of how long they have covered the 
person. The same principle applies if two or more plans cover the person as a dependent. 
Requires the following minimum deductibles in all policies of accident and health insurance: 
$500 per year for losses due to illness, $250 for reimbursement for prescription drugs, and $50 
per year for losses from accidental injury. Adds GS Ch. 58, Art. 67 providing same as above 
for health maintenance organizations’ plans as of January 1, 1994. Directs NC Rate Bureau to 
require coordination of medical benefits payable under motor vehicle insurance policies, 
according to rules adopted by the Comm’r of Insurance, and requires $50 deductible for 
coverage of medical losses under motor vehicle insurance policies. Amends GS 58-53-100 to 
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require insurers offering medical expense benefit plans with deductibles to offer deductibles of 
these amounts: $750, $1,000, and $1,500. 

Amends the Comprehensive Major Medical Plan of the State Retirement System to raise 
deductible amounts for pre-admission, and in-hospital expenses to those above ($500, $250 and 
$50) and remove limitation on out-of-pocket expenses of state employees and dependents. 
Effective January 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Kincaid. 


S 43. EXCEPTIONAL CHILD FUNDING. "TO INCREASE THE APPROPRIATIONS 
FOR EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN TO BRING TOTAL EXPENDITURES FOR 
EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN TO TWO TIMES THE EXPENDITURES FOR 
NONEXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN.” Expresses intent of General Assembly as title indicates, 
and specifies formula to be used. Appropriates $20,million for fiscal 1993-94 to begin 
implementing formula. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Ward, Tally. 


S 44. EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN’S FORMULA. "DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION TO REVISE THE FUNDING FORMULA FOR EXCEPTIONAL 
CHILDREN." Beginning for 1993-94, directs the State Board of Education to revise the 
formula for allocating exceptional children’s funds based on a statewide cap of 12.5% for 
handicapped students and 3.9% for gifted students. The revised formula shall be weighted 
based on estimates of the actual cost of providing services, components to be considered to 
include the severity of exceptionality, wealth of the local educational agency, and other factors 
the Board considers important. The Board shall determine the impact of the revised weighted 
formula on current funding levels by running simulations over a five year period beginning with 
1994-95 for implementation of the formula, which may include elimination of caps in allocating 
these funds at the end of five years. The Board shall report to the Commission on Children with 
Special Needs and to the chairs of the appropriations committees and subcommittees on 
education by March 15, 1994. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Ward, Tally. 


S45. EMERGENCY USE OF PRISON LAUNDRIES. "TO PERMIT THE USE OF THE 
PRISON ENTERPRISE LAUNDRY OPERATION IN EMERGENCY SITUATIONS." 
Amends subsection (16) of GS 66-58(b) to allow prison laundry services to be used (1) by 
governmentally controlled or supported hospitals for six months or less of any 24 month period 
when the hospital’s laundry equipment is being repaired or replaced or the facility renovated and 
(2) when needed to respond to an emergency declared by the governor. 

Introduced by Albertson. 


S 46. INMATE PILOT PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH A PILOT PROGRAM DESIGNED 
TO REHABILITATE PRISON INMATES AND REDUCE RECIDIVISM BY UTILIZING A 
COURSE OF STUDY BASED ON DEVELOPING POSITIVE MENTAL ATTITUDES." 
Requires the Dep’t of Correction to establish a pilot program at a minimum of six sites 
statewide to determine whether an inmate study course based on developing positive mental 
attitudes through self-esteem and self-discipline will affect the incidence of institutional 
disciplinary infractions and recidivism. Directs that pilot program will be undertaken within 
funds available. Requires report on the program to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations, the General Research Div’n and the Fiscal Research Div’n by May 1, 
1994.

S 47. INMATE INCENTIVE PAY. "TO RAISE THE MAXIMUM DAILY WAGE PAID TO 
PRISONERS BY PRISON ENTERPRISES AND TO PROVIDE THAT THOSE WAGES BE 
PAID ON AN HOURLY OR PRODUCTION-QUOTA BASIS." Amends GS 148-18(a) as title 
indicates. Raises allowable compensation for prisoners employed in prison enterprises from $1 
to 3 dollars per hour. Deletes provision that prisoners employed in other than prison enterprises 
be paid from Dep’t of Transportation funds. 

Introduced by Albertson. 


S 48. LOCAL FINANCIAL SECURITY. "TO GIVE LOCAL GOVERNMENT UNITS 
MORE FINANCIAL SECURITY AND RESTORE GROWTH TO STATE-COLLECTED 
LOCAL REVENUES AND TAX-SHARING FUNDS." Makes various amendments to the tax 
laws to convert State-collected local revenues from an appropriation (begun in 1990 to help 
balance the State budget) to the method used prior to 1990 of earmarking of intangible property 
tax, excise tax on beer and wine, and gross receipts tax on utilities. Restores to local 
governments future growth realized on these taxes but deducts a yearly sum of $29 million 
representing the loss of growth during the 1991-93 biennium which will not be restored. To 
avoid a negative one-time windfall to the State’s books for fiscal year 1992-93, $103 million of 
intangibles tax funds normally distributed on August 30 will be held until the following June 15, 
revenues to be distributed from revenues collected in the same fiscal year, rather than from 
revenues collected and earmarked from the prior fiscal year. 

To phase in this change, the distribution of intangibles tax on June 15, 1994, will be 103% of 
collections for the 10-month period from July 1 to April 30, 1994, less $13.4 million deduction 
for the growth freeze. In future years, a May 1-April 30 distribution year will be used with 
distribution before June 15 and the $13.4 million (growth freeze deduction) subtracted from the 
distributable amount. To alleviate the cash-flow problem for local units 60% of the inventory tax 
reimbursement will be moved from April 1994 to August 1993 and the remaining 40% 
distributed in April 1994. 

Distribution of Beer and Wine Tax revenues are at pre-1990 percentage, but distribution on a 
quarterly rather than annual basis. Same for distribution of utility tax, except that a $15.4 
million deduction will be subtracted which added to the $13.4 million deduction from 
intangibles distribution will cover the $29 million growth freeze amount. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 49. ADD MEMBERS TO SCHOOL TASK FORCE. "TO ADD MEMBERS TO THE 
SCHOOL SITE-BASED MANAGEMENT TASK FORCE.” Amends GS 115C-238.7 to add to 
cited Task Force one parent of a child attending a public school and two at-large members, all 
to be appointed by the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 50. DWI BLOOD ALCOHOL TO 0.08 (=H 3). "TO REDUCE THE LEGAL LIMIT OF 
BLOOD ALCOHOL FROM 0.10 TO 0.08.” Identical to H 3, introduced 28 January.

H 42. HORSE RACING IN NORTH CAROLINA. "TO IMPLEMENT THE 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE HORSE RACING IN NORTH CAROLINA LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION STUDY COMMITTEE TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH 
CAROLINA RACING COMMISSION, AFTER A BINDING REFERENDUM, TO DEVELOP 
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A PROGRAM OF HORSE RACING FOR NORTH CAROLINA, AND TO PROVIDE FUNDS 
FOR DEVELOPMENT OF THE EQUINE INDUSTRY IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new 
GS Ch. 16A, entitled "North Carolina Racing Act". Creates five-member Racing Comm’n in 
Dep’t of Commerce, one appointed by Governor, two by Senate, two by House, to serve six year 
terms after expiration of initial terms. Members must have been NC residents for five years and 
have no financial interest in racing facility, gambling or felony conviction. Comm’n to report to 
Governor and General Assembly by February 15 each year. Legalizes off-site wagering. 
Authorizes Comm’n to issue permits to build racing facilities; schedule and issue rules for 
racing; license racing personnel; enforce laws and rules on racing; audit books, distribute funds, 
collect and distribute taxes; conduct investigations and hearings; provide testing facilities for 
racing; supervise pari-mutuel wagering; take steps to insure integrity of racing; and serve the 
public "within the objectives of developing the agribusiness, the equine, and the travel and 
tourism industries". Provides for executive sec’y to manage licensing, racing and betting under 
rules of comm’n and if needed, act as hearing officer. Provides five classes of licenses: Class 
A-ownership; B-operator; C-occupational; D-special; E-off-site wagering restaurant/teletheater. 
Sets out standards and procedures for applying for, issuing, renewing, suspending and revoking 
licenses. Comm’n to issue rules on where licensed facilities may be located. Sets fees for 
licenses: Class A-$12,000; B-$100 per racing day; C-up to $100 annually; D-in comm’r’s 
discretion. 

Establishes requirements for operation of pari-mutuel wagering, including statewide 
formula for distribution of winnings. Operator must deduct from 16% to 19% of pool (total 
amount bet) depending on type of bet involved; remainder goes to winners. Requires that from 
amounts deducted, 1% of all money in all pools go to capital improvements, 7% to purses for 
horse races conducted by licensee, 1% for horse breeding. Imposes state tax of 0.5% on all 
pari-mutuel funds (additional 0.5% for pools involving combination of five or more bets). 
Comm ’n may impose admissions tax up to 10 cents per person if requested by local 
government, public hearing is held, and local government needs it for extraordinary expenses 
imposed by facility. No other local taxes may be imposed except property taxes. Creates NC 
Horse Breeding and Development Funds. Distributes tax and licensing fees as follows: money 
for horse breeding to that Fund; admission fee to local government; remainder to Comm’n. 
Comm’n to allocate money remaining after payment of expenses to agricultural research, 
agricultural extension education, nonracing horse breeds, NCSU Veterinary Teaching Hospital, 
agriculture at NC A & T, and other items specified annually by General Assembly to further 
purposes of chapter. Forbids accepting bet under $2 or bet from anyone under 21 or allowing 
such person in betting area. Requires people under 12 be barred from facilities at night and 
those 12 to 17 be accompanied by adult. No Sunday racing before 1:30 or after 6 p.m. Sets 
standards for betting on televised races. Authorizes Comm’n to assign racing days to facilities. 
Creates board of stewards for each facility to oversee racing. Comm’n to approve all licensees’ 
contracts for goods and services; may inspect licensee’s premises and books at any time; may 
set civil penalties for violations of law or rules. Describes scope of comm’n’s rule-making 
authority. Prohibits transmitting racing information at certain times, influencing races, 
tampering with horses, announcing a false time, altering tickets, conducting race without license 
and making false statements to comm’n. Sets out standards for disqualification from racing, and 
from Comm’n membership. . 
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Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 1991-92 (apparently intends 1992-93) for start-up funds 
for Comm’n. Provides for referendum on bill at Nov. 3, 1993 general election. If approved, 
becomes effective first day of second month after election.

H 43. WHITEVILLE SCHOOL BOARD. "TO APPOINT MEMBERS OF THE 
WHITEVILLE CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION." Appoints D. Flowers, L.C. Duncan, 
L.Powell and A. Reaves to cited board for two-year terms. 

Introduced by Hill. 


H 44. CONDEMNATION AWARDING COSTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE AWARDING 
OF COSTS WHEN THE JUDGMENT IN A CONDEMNATION ACTION IS LARGER 
THAN THE DEPOSIT BY THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION.” Amends GS 
136-119 to provide that costs may be awarded to the property owner when the final judgment is 
more than 110% of the amount that the Dept. of Transportation estimated to be just 
compensation and deposited with the court under GS 136-103. 

Introduced by Gamble. 


H 45. LINE-ITEM VETO. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA 
TO SECURE TO THE GOVERNOR THE POWER OF LINE-ITEM VETO." Subject to voter 
approval in the 1994 general election, amends Art. II, Sec. 22 of the NC Const. to allow 
gubernatorial veto of all bills except those involving State or US constitutional amendments, or 
joint resolutions. Includes line-item veto for appropriations bills. Provides for override with 2/3 
roll call vote. Does not provide for "pocket veto" but if governor fails to return a bill within 10 
days after it is presented, the bill becomes law. Also provides for veto subject to 2/3 override 
for "orders" defined as appointments by the General Assembly to public office (except in the 
legislative branch) made other than by bill. Effective, if approved, beginning January 1, 1995. 
Introduced by Balmer. | 


H 46. WINSTON-SALEM/FORSYTH ASSESSMENTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR 
POSTPONEMENT OF CERTAIN ASSESSMENTS IN WINSTON-SALEM AND FORSYTH 
COUNTY." Modifies GS 160A-233 for Winston Salem and Forsyth County only to provide 
that special assessments against agricultural, horticultural or forest lands eligible for taxation at 
present use value may be postponed in same manner as currently allowed in those units for 
elderly and disabled meeting income requirements of GS 105-177.1. When postponed 
assessment becomes due, interest is to be computed at the lesser of the rate in effect when 
postponement was requested or the current rate. 

Introduced by Gray. 


H 47. TEACHER TRAINING TASK FORCE CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE TEACHER 
TRAINING TASK FORCE TO ADD TEACHER MEMBERS AND MAKE OTHER 
CLARIFYING CHANGES.” Amends SL 1991, Ch. 971, which established a new Teacher 
Training Task Force, to add four teachers to the task force and to reduce the number of task 
force members jointly appointed by UNC Board of Governors and the State Board of Education 
from eight to seven. Specifies requirements for teacher members, who are to be chosen by the 
cochairs of the task force from a list compiled by the State Superintendent. Teacher members 
appointed by cochairs to serve on an ad hoc basis prior to legislation’s effective date are entitled 
to per diem and expenses with cochairs’ approval. Allows reappointment to task force of 
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specified State Board or Board of Governors members whose term on those boards has expired, 
and allows reappointment as task force cochair of a person whose term as a State Board or 
Board of Governors member has expired. Per diem and expenses for members appointed 
pursuant to act is to be paid from 1992-93 fiscal year funds available to the task force. 
Introduced by Barnes, Black, Fussell, Gray, McAlister, Rogers. 


H 48. CENTRAL OFFICE STAFF WAIVERS. "TO ALLOW LOCAL SCHOOL BOARDS 
TO REQUEST WAIVERS FOR CENTRAL OFFICE STAFF AS PROVIDED BY THE 
SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT AND ACCOUNTABILITY ACT." Amends GS 115C-138.3 and 
related statutes to provide that a local board of education may request waivers which affect the 
organization, duties, and assignment of central office staff. The provision excludes the duties to 
be performed by the finance officer under GS 115C-436 from those that may be waived. 
Introduced by Barnes, Black, Fussell, Gray, McAllister, Rogers. 


H 49. K-12 RESIDENCE CLARIFICATION. "TO CLARIFY WHO SHALL BE 
ENTITLED TO THE PRIVILEGES AND ADVANTAGES OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
WHO SHALL PAY TUITION, AND TO CREATE AN EDUCATION POWER OF 
ATTORNEY." Amends GS Ch. 115C to require local boards of education to assign to public 
school (1) those under 21 domiciled in district and (2) children of homeless and homeless 
children, without tuition charge. Defines "homeless" and sets out appeals process from refusal 
to enroll. Lists those entitled to attend school on same basis as domiciliaries: (1) residents of 
foster and group homes and similar institutions; (2) those whose parent, guardian, etc. is 
associated with an institution of higher education located in the district or the National 
Humanities Center; (3) children affiliated with federal employees or military personnel; (4) 
those residing on Indian lands or with migrant agricultural worker with parent, etc.; (5) children 
being cared for by domiciliaries who provide substantial support; (latter must annually show 
either education power of attomey or notarized affidavit that it cannot be obtained; and (6) on 
payment of out-of-county fees, children affiliated with people serving in General Assembly. 
Allows local board (1) to accept student from another district, with or without charge, on 
agreement of board of district where student domiciled and (2) to operate school in adjacent 
district with written permission of that district’s board. Prohibits students transferring to 
participate in athletics in violation of eligibility requirements. 

Adds Art. 4, Education Powers of Attorney, to GS Ch. 32, allowing parent or legal 
guardian to delegate power to make educational decisions for child. Attorney in fact must be 18 
or older, provide home, care, control, supervision and substantial support for child, and accept 
agency. Describes scope of delegation and methods of revocation. Delegation lasts a year if not 
revoked sooner; automatically revoked by appointment of guardian for principal or for child. 
Education power of attorney supersedes education powers under general power of attomey. 
Protects good faith exercise of and reliance on power. Sets out optional form for conveying 
power of attorney. 

Rewrites GS 115C-366.1 to provide local board may enroll students from out of state, not 
entitled to attend school in the district, and charge tuition equal to the amount of local and state 
per pupil funding. Such students may not be counted for purposes of drawing down state funds 
for the district. A board may admit students (1) from a border state who live in households 
deriving at least 51% of gross income from business in NC; if admitted, tuition charge may not 
exceed the amount the household would owe under the district’s local supplementary tax for 
schools; (2) domiciled in the state but not the district, for a charge not exceeding amount of per 
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pupil local funding. People 

liable for tuition shall be notified of current local amount and preceding year’s state amount as 
soon as possible but no later than student’s enrollment. People liable for state tuition shall be 
notified of amount as soon as possible after tenth day of current school year. State Board of 
Education to issue rules by October 1, 1993. DPI to report to Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee on January 15 each year, beginning 1994, on implementation of law on tuition 
charges and number of students in each category enrolled in schools. 

Effective July 30, 1993. 

Introduced by Barnes, Black, Fussell, Gray, and McAllister. 


H 50. CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG SCHOOL FUNDING. "TO CHANGE THE 
REPORTING REQUIREMENT OF THE CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG SCHOOL 
FUNDING PILOT, TO DEFINE ‘WORLD CLASS PILOT SCHOOL’ AND TO MAKE 
OTHER TECHNICAL AND CONFORMING CHANGES." Amends SL 1991, Ch. 986 to 
specify goals that a school must have to be designated a "World Class Pilot School" by the 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg Board of Education. Specifies that the State Board of Education shall 
conduct an independent evaluation of the project and make an interim report to the Joint 
Legislative Education Oversight Committee by June 1, 1994. - 

Introduced by Barnes, Black, Fussell, Gray, McAllister, Rogers. 


H 51. COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM FEES (=S 66). "TO RESTRUCTURE THE FEE 
SYSTEM FOR COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS." Amends GS 130A-328 to restructure 
fees charged for community water systems so that the annual fee charged for the category with 
the least number of persons served by the system is $15. (Now, lowest fee is $150 for a system 
serving 100 or fewer persons.) Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Fussell. 


H 52. LRC STUDY WATER ISSUES (=S 67). "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY WATER ISSUES." Authorizes LRC to study 
specified issues relating to surface water and groundwater, as well as any other issues relevant to 
the State’s water resources. LRC may make its recommendations and submit and interim report 
to 1994 Regular Session and may make a final report to 1995 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Fussell. 


H 53. FAMILY AND MEDICAL LEAVE ACT (=S 29). "TO ENTITLE EMPLOYEES TO 
FAMILY AND MEDICAL LEAVE." Identical to S 29, introduced 2 February. 
Introduced by Kennedy. 


H 54. EMPLOYMENT DISCRIMINATION STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE A STUDY OF 
ALTERNATIVE APPROACHES TO DEAL WITH DISCRIMINATION IN 
EMPLOYMENT.” As title indicates. Committee to report to 1994 or 1995 session. 
Introduced by Kennedy. 


H 55. DISCRIMINATION/STATE PERSONNEL. "TO AMEND THE STATE 
PERSONNEL SYSTEM LAWS CONCERNING EMPLOYMENT DISCRIMINATION, 
AUTHORIZE THE CIVIL RIGHTS DIVISION OF THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE 
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HEARINGS TO ISSUE SUBPOENAS, AND AUTHORIZE THE ATTORNEY GENERAL TO 
SEEK INJUNCTIVE RELIEF ON BEHALF OF THE CIVIL RIGHTS DIVISION OF THE 
OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS." Amends GS 126-16 to authorize employees, 
former employees, and JOB applicants of all State agencies and and local governments to bring 
a grievance action conceming the denial of any employment benefit on the basis of unlawful 
discrimination; action may be filed not later than 180 days from the date of the last alleged 
discriminatory action. Specifies that employment discrimination provisions of GS Ch. 126, art. 
6, apply to exempt policy-making employees. 

Adds new GS 126-16.2 requiring all State and agencies and local governments to notify 
employees of their right to file an employment discrimination action and the procedures for 
doing so. 

Requires that all grievance actions under GS Ch. 126, Art. 6, alleging unlawful 
employment discrimination be first heard before the State Personnel Comm’n. Appeals of 
Comm’n decisions are to be heard by an Administrative Law yecge with appeal to Court of 
Appeals. Specifies available remedies. 

Amends GS 7A-759(c) to grant subpoina power to Civil Rights Div’n (Div’n) of the OAH, 
in conjunction with a pending case. Authorizes Attorney General, on request by Div’n, to 
institute a civil action to seek injunctive relief to restrain further discriminatory action and for 
other relief that the court may deem proper. 

Introduced by Kennedy. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 51. LOCAL SOLID WASTE FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES AND CITIES TO 
EXPAND THE FEE ON OWNERS OF IMPROVED PROPERTY FOR SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT, TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES TO IMPOSE A FRANCHISE FEE, AND 
TO ESTABLISH THE BASIS FOR SETTING THE AMOUNT OF CERTAIN LOCAL FEES 
FOR COMMERCIAL SOLID WASTE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL ACTIVITIES." 
Rewrites provisions in city and county public enterprise statutes (GS Ch. 153A, art. 15, and GS 
Ch. 160A, art. 16) dealing with fees for collection and disposal of solid waste. Authorizes 
counties and cities to charge fees for availability and for use of solid waste management services 
and solid waste management facilities at levels described below. Makes numerous conforming 
changes to adopt uniform language. County provisions adopt definitions of "solid waste 
management” and "solid waste management facility" set out in GS 130A-290. 

Availability fee may be imposed on all improved property in the city or county that 
benefits from the availability of the service or facility. Specifies that both county and city fees 
for use of solid waste management services or facilities may be imposed on only those who use 
the service or facility; amount of city use fee may include, but not exceed, the costs of providing 
and operating the service or facility. Act deletes various other use and availability fee 
limitation provisions in county and city statutes. 

Fees for use of a service or facility may not be imposed on owners of improved property 
who have been charged a fee for the availability of the service or facility except to recover any 
costs of providing and operating the service or facility not covered by the availability fees. 
Allows availability or use fees to be based on the combined costs of the different services or

facilities provided by the county or city; fee may not exceed the combined costs of providing 
and operating all services and facilities provided by the county or city (current provisions only 
mention consideration of combined costs of different disposal facilities). 

Specifies that prohibition on property liens for county enterprise fees, etc., does not apply 
to solid waste management services and facilities. (Authority to impose such liens is in GS 
153A-293.) 

Amends GS 153A-136(a) and GS 160A-319 to allow county license or franchise fees and 
city franchise fees for commercial collection or disposal of solid waste to be based on the 
weight, volume, or composition of solid waste collected or disposed of, on the gross revenues 
received by the license or franchise holder for the collection or disposal activities, or on other 
factors. Specifies that a person may not hold both a county license and a county franchise for 
commercial solid waste collection or disposal. 

Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Odom, Cooper, Speed. 





S 52. PHASE OUT PVC PLASTIC. "TO PROHIBIT THE DISTRIBUTION, SALE, AND 
OFFERING FOR SALE OF PLASTIC CONTAINERS PRODUCED FROM POLYVINYL 
CHLORIDE." Amends GS 130A-309.10 beginning after January 1, 1994, to prohibit sale, 
distribution or offering for sale in the State of any plastic container product made with polyvinyl 
chloride, and eliminates the designation "V 3" from container marking required by that statute. 
Introduced by Odom, Cooper, Speed. 


S 53. LOCAL ORDINANCES REQUIRE RECYCLING. "TO CLARIFY THE 
AUTHORITY THAT A COUNTY OR CITY HAS TO REQUIRE PARTICIPATION IN A 
RECYCLING PROGRAM.” Amends GS 153A-136 for counties and GS 160A-317 for 
municipalities to specify that they may require participation in recycling programs by requiring 
that owners separate designated materials to be recycled and specifies that if the materials are 
placed in receptacles or delivered to locations and facilities owned or operated by the unit of 
government, ownership of the materials is transferred to the unit or its designee. Effective upon 
ratification but does not apply to any contracts or renewals or extensions of contracts in 
existence at that time. 

Introduced by Odom, Cooper, Speed. 


S 54. TAX HAZARDOUS HOUSEHOLD ITEMS. "TO IMPOSE AN ADVANCE 
DISPOSAL TAX ON SMALL QUANTITIES OF NEW HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS ITEMS 
AND TO REQUIRE EACH COUNTY TO PROVIDE A SITE FOR THE COLLECTION AND 
DISPOSAL OF HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE." Adds a new GS Ch. 105, Art. 5C to 
establish a 10 cent per.container tax on sales of household hazardous items (defined in the 
statute). Exempts items sold in large quantities too big for household consumers. Exemptions 
to state sales tax provided in existing law do not apply to this tax. Proceeds of tax (less 
collection costs not to exceed 0.7%) shall be credited quarterly 10% to the Solid Waste 
Management Fund to be used for the purposes set out in GS 130A-309.12, and 90% to counties 
on a per capita basis for use in providing for safe disposal of household hazardous waste under 
new Part 2D of GS 130A described below. ; 

Adds a new Part 2D of GS 130A to require counties to provide for safe disposal of 
household hazardous waste. Makes each county responsible for collecting and disposing of 
household hazardous waste within its boundaries and requires each county to provide at least 
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one collection site. Counties may enter into cooperative and contractual arrangements for 
collection. Each county must develop procedures for collection and disposal to be in included in 
its solid waste management plan. Prohibits disposal of household hazardous waste in landfills 
or by incineration unless permit specifically allows, but allows disposal of empty containers that 
are triple rinsed and contain no residue. Requires retailers that offer household hazardous items 
for sale to post notice that state law requires counties to provide collection sites and stating the 
site location in that county. Dept. of EHNR may assess civil penalties for violation of retailer 
notice requirement. 

Statute preempts local regulation regarding disposal of household hazardous waste 
inconsistent with statute, and prohibits local governments from imposing any fees for disposal 
of household hazardous waste. 

Effective January 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Odom, Speed. 


S55. CLARIFY INCINERATOR OPERATOR TRAINING. "TO CLARIFY THE 
GENERAL STATUTES TO INCLUDE TRAINING FOR INCINERATOR OPERATORS OF 
SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT FACILITIES.” Amends GS 130A-309.25(a) to add 
incinerator operators to list of officials subject to training program administered by Dep’t of 
Health, Environment, & Natural Resources. 

Introduced by Odom, Cooper and Speed. 


S 56. LRC STUDY SOLID WASTE. "A JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE TO STUDY SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT IN NORTH CAROLINA.” As title indicates. Comm’n to address all issues 
that bear on solid waste management including the need to ban excessive packaging, limit the 
amount of toxicants in packaging, and the advisability or authorizing vehicles collecting solid 
waste to stop or stand on public roads. Comm’n to report its findings and recommendations to 
the 1995 General Assembly with interim report to the 1994 Session. 

Introduced by Odom, Cooper, Speed. 


S 57. INCREASE SCRAP TIRE DISPOSAL TAX. "TO INCREASE THE SCRAP TIRE 
DISPOSAL TAX, TO PROVIDE FOR THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE ADDITIONAL TAX 
PROCEEDS, AND TO REVOKE THE AUTHORITY OF A UNIT OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT OR A CONTRACTING PARTY TO IMPOSE A SEPARATE SCRAP TIRE 
DISPOSAL FEE." Amends GS 105-187.16 to impose (1) sales tax of 1% on 20-inch or larger 
tires, 2% on smaller tires; (2) privilege taxes in same amount on tire retailer and wholesaler 
selling tires for vehicles to be sold, rented or leased; and (3) excise taxes in same amount on 
new tires purchased for storage, use or consumption in state or placement on vehicle sold, leased 
or rented. Allows Sec’y of Revenue to retain 0.7% of taxes as collection cost; remainder 
distributed quarterly as follows--5% to Solid Waste Management Trust Fund, 27% to Scrap Tire 
Disposal Fund, and 68% to counties per capita. Deletes authority in GS 130A-309.58(e) for 
counties to charge tire disposal fee. Adds GS 130A-309.60A creating Scrap Tire Disposal Fund 
containing tax revenue, appropriations from General Assembly, contributions and grants. Dep’t 
of Revenue authorized to use up to 25% of Fund to repay counties for cost of disposal, if 
county’s reasonable cost in preceding six months exceeded amount. county received in same 
period under tax distribution formula. Remainder of Fund to be used for cleanup of nuisance 
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tire collection sites when no other funds available for purpose. Dep’t to report quarterly to 
Gov’tl Operations Comm’n and Environmental Review Comm’n. Effective J anuary 1, 1994; 
expires January 1, 1996. 

Introduced by Odom, Cooper and Speed. 


S 58. STATE PURCHASE OF RECYCLED GOODS. "TO ESTABLISH A STATE 
PROCUREMENT POLICY THAT REQUIRES THE STATE TO PURCHASE PRODUCTS 
CONTAINING RECYCLED MATERIALS AND ESTABLISHES CERTAIN GOALS FOR 
THE PURCHASE OF GOODS AND SUPPLIES MADE FROM RECYCLED MATERIALS." 
Adds new sections to GS Ch. 143, Art. 3 to establish a State policy to purchase products 
containing recycled materials, specifies annual goals for increasing the percentage of recycled 
goods purchased; 20% by June 30, 1995, 25% by June 30, 1996, 30% by June 30 1997, and 40% 
by June 30 1998. Provides that the total cost of items purchased to satisfy these goals shall not 
exceed by more than 10% the total cost of items made from virgin materials. Requires reporting 
beginning Oct. 1, 1993 of recycled items purchased during the previous fiscal year to the Office 
of Waste Reduction, EHNR, and requires that office to report to the Gov. Operations Comm’n 
annually. Amends GS 136-28.8 to require the same for materials used in construction programs 
by the Dept. of Transportation. Requires both Dep’ts to adopt rules to implement these 
provisions. Amends GS 13-49 to specify that the Dep’t of Administration is responsible for 
identifying sources of products containing recycled materials and to purchase printing stock and 
supplies for the State containing recycled materials. Requires the Dep’t of Administration to 
purchase recycled paper for internal use, review specifications currently in use and incorporate, 
to the extent practicable, recycled products, and publish semiannually a list of such products that 
are available for purchase for State use. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Odom, Cooper, Speed. 


S 59. LANDFILL/INCINERATOR BANS. "TO PROHIBIT THE DISPOSAL OF 
CERTAIN CLASSES OF RECYCLABLE SOLID WASTE IN LANDFILLS OR BY 
INCINERATION.” Amends GS 130A-309.10(f) to prohibit disposing of antifreeze or 
aluminum cans in landfills and adds subsection prohibiting incineration or of white goods, steel 
cans (unless steel recoverable at end of process), antifreeze, or aluminum cans. Effective 
October 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Odom, Cooper and Speed. 


S 60. ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON WHITE GOODS. "TO IMPOSE AN ADVANCE 
DISPOSAL TAX ON NEW WHITE GOODS, TO REQUIRE EACH COUNTY TO PROVIDE 
A DISPOSAL SITE FOR WHITE GOODS, AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE REMOVAL OF 
CHLOROFLUOROCARBONS FROM WHITE GOODS THAT CONTAIN 
CHLOROFLUOROCARBONS."” Adds unit air conditioners to definition of white goods (large 
appliances). Adds Art. 2E to GS Ch. 105 imposing $10 tax on new white goods containing 
chlorofluorcarbons, $5 tax on those without. Imposes liability for tax on manufacturer and also 
on wholesaler or retailer who first acquires goods manufactured outside state. Taxes due and 
reports to be filed monthly with Sec’y of Revenue. Manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers 
must obtain $25 continuing white goods license for each place of business. Sec’y to retain 
collection cost of 0.7% of tax revenue and distribute quarterly 10% of remainder to Solid Waste 
Management Trust Fund and 90% to counties per capita. Adds Part 2D to GS Ch. 130A 
instructing counties to dispose of white goods properly; forbidding disposal in landfill,

incinerator or waste-to-energy facility; and requiring posting of notice of state law on disposal at 
point of sale ($50 a day penalty for violation). Makes improper disposal littering under GS 
14-399. Preempts local ordinances on disposal or fees. Effective J anuary 1, 1994.

S 61. ZONING DENIAL/ABC PERMIT. "TO REQUIRE THAT APPLICABLE LOCAL 
ZONING REQUIREMENTS MUST BE SATISFIED TO OBTAIN AN ABC PERMIT." 
Amends GS 18B-901(c) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Jordan. 


S 62. TRANSFER RAIL SAFETY. "TO TRANSFER THE RAIL SAFETY SECTION 
FROM THE UTILITIES COMMISSION TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION." As title indicates. Adds subsections (30) and (31) to GS 136-18 
instructing Dep’t of Transportation to examine railroad safety, report problems immediately to 
the railroad and require the company to correct the condition. Dep’t may conduct programs to 
prevent accidents and investigate cause of any accident. Railroad involved in accident that must 
be reported to Federal Railroad Administration must also report to Dep’t. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Lee, R. Martin, and Winner. 


S 63. REPEAL TRA TAX RESTRICTION. "TO REPEAL THE TWO PERCENT 
RESTRICTION ON THE USE OF PROCEEDS OF THE REGIONAL TRANSPORTATION 
AUTHORITY REGISTRATION TAX FOR ADMINISTRATIVE PURPOSES." Repeals GS 
160A-623(il) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Lee, R. Martin. 


S 64. NC RAIL COUNCIL. "TO CREATE A RAIL COUNCIL WITHIN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION AND TO BROADEN THE AUTHORITY OF THE 
BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION." Adds Part 9 to Ch. 143B of the General Statutes creating 
18-member council, 14 appointed by Governor (one from each transportation engineering 
division of state), two each by Speaker and President pro tem., to serve two-year terms after 
initial staggered appointments. Sets out powers and duties (generally to promote and preserve 
NC railroads). Council to report to General Assembly and to Governmental Operations 
Comm’n March | of alternate years. Makes chair of NC Rail Council ex officio member of 
Board of Transportation and requires one at-large member of Board have "broad knowledge of 
public transportation matters". Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Lee, R. Martin, and Winner. 


S 65. CLEAN WATER BOND BILL. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF ONE 
HUNDRED TWENTY MILLION DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE 
STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO 
PROVIDE FUNDS THROUGH GRANTS, REVOLVING LOANS, AND LOANS TO LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT UNITS FOR WATER SUPPLY SYSTEMS, WASTEWATER 
COLLECTION SYSTEMS, AND WASTEWATER TREATMENT WORKS." As title 
indicates, allocation of proceeds divided as follows: $20 million to provide State matching funds 
required to receive federal funds to add to Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund; $100 
million to provide loans to local governments that meet eligibility requirements for the Clean 
Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund, for financing water and wastewater projects. Since the 
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needs so exceed funds to be derived from sale of bonds, emphasis in eligibility determination 
will be placed on creation of efficient regional systems, sound fiscal policies, creative planning 
and efficient operation and management by local government units. Subject to voter approval. 
Introduced by Tally. 


S 66. COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM FEES (=H 51). "TO RESTRUCTURE THE FEE 
SYSTEM FOR COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS." Identical to H 51, introduced on 4 
February.

Five of Speaker’s and five of President pro tem.’s appointees are to 
be House or Senate members, respectively, with one of each group being chair of that chamber’s 
standing committee related to health matters. Speaker and President pro tem. are each to 
appoint a legislative member of comm’n to serve as cochair. Comm’n cochairs may establish 
subcommittees to make special studies; non-comm’n members may serve on subcommittees as 
resource persons with voting privileges. _Comm’n is to report to General Assembly, Governor, 
and Lt. Governor in writing not later than 30 days after each biennial legislative session 
convenes. | 

Appropriates $92,016 for fiscal 1993-94 and $103,904 for fiscal 1994-95 from General 
Fund to Legislative Services Comm’n 1 for Comm ’n expenses. 

Effective July 1, 1993.

Copy to 
be furnished on or before date information return must be filed. Effective for taxable years 
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beginning on or after January 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Gamble. 


H 58. FIRE/RESCUE BOARD CHANGE. "TO REMOVE THE STATE AUDITOR FROM 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE 
SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND." Amends GS 58-86-5 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Fitch. 


H 59. 1993 LOTTERY BILL-2. "TO PROVIDE FOR A BINDING REFERENDUM ON 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NORTH CAROLINA STATE LOTTERY COMMISSION." 
This bill is substantially the same as H 38, introduced 3 February, with the following substantive 
differences: (1) H 59 deletes all references to lottery games played on electronic video terminals 
that simulate video games; (2) H 59 deletes the Comm’n’s authority to increase the 
compensation paid to lottery game retailers beyond the statutory limit of 6% of the ticket price 
(plus 1% incentive bonus); (3) H 59 empowers the Comm’n to determine the amount of 
performance bond to be required of a lottery contractor (H 38 requires a bond in the full amount 
of estimated annual payments to the contractor); and (4) H 59 is to be submitted to the voters on 
May 4, 1993 and will become effective on July 1, 1993, if approved (H 38 would become 
effective, if approved, on Jan. 1, 1994).

H 60. CLEAN WATER BOND BILL (=S 65). "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 
ONE HUNDRED TWENTY MILLION DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS 
OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, 
TO PROVIDE FUNDS THROUGH GRANTS, REVOLVING LOANS, AND LOANS TO 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT UNITS FOR WATER SUPPLY SYSTEMS, WASTEWATER 
COLLECTION SYSTEMS, AND WASTEWATER TREATMENT WORKS.” Identical to S 
65, introduced 4 February. 

Introduced by Fussell. 


H 61. CLARIFY COUNCIL OF STATE STATUTES. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 146 - 
STATE LANDS, TO MODIFY REFERENCES TO GOVERNOR AND COUNCIL OF STATE 
TO READ COUNCIL OF STATE, CONSISTENT WITH ARTICLE Il OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA CONSTITUTION.” This bill amends several statutes that prescribe the procedures 
for conveying or granting property interests in State property to change references to "Governor 
and Council of State" to simply "Council of State," thereby making it clear that such 
transactions must be approved by majority vote of the Council of State, including the Governor 
as one member, not by concurrent consents of the Governor and the Council. 

Introduced by Bowman and Howard. 


H 62. VETO-3. "TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM IN NOVEMBER 1994 TO AMEND 
THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO REQUIRING A 
THREE-FIFTHS VOTE TO OVERRIDE." Subject to voter approval in Nov., 1994, general 
election, amends NC Constitution, Art. II, sec. 22 as title indicates. Veto does not apply to (1) 
federal or state constitutional amendments, (2) legislative appointments, (3) legislative or 
Congressional redistricting, (4) joint resolutions, or (5) certain local bills. Provides for override 
of veto by 3/5 roll call vote of both houses. Bill must be retumed by Governor within 10 days 
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after it has been presented to him, unless legislature has adjourned sine die or for more than 30 
days. Special time limits apply in those cases; Governor is to reconvene legislature to consider 
only the retumed bills. If Governor does not return a bill or does not reconvene session when 
required, bill becomes law without his signature after specified time. If voters approve 
amendments, they become effective Jan. 1, 1995.

H 63. TIDEWATER CENTER CAPITAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
COMPLETE THE TIDEWATER RESEARCH AND EXTENSION CENTER AT 
PLYMOUTH.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $500,000 for 1993-94 
to complete the greenhouses and headhouses at the Tidewater Research and Extension Center at 
Plymouth. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by James, R. Thompson. 


H 64. NCSU AGRIC. EXTENSION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION PROGRAM AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of Govemors $400,000 for 
fiscal 1993-94 for possible transfer of cited program from College of Education to College of 
Agriculture. If program transferred, $200,000 to be used for capital costs and $200,000 for 
operating expenses; if no transfer, funds revert to General Fund June 30, 1994. Effective July 1, 
1993.

H 65. TIDEWATER CENTER PERSONNEL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
PERSONNEL AT THE TIDEWATER RESEARCH AND EXTENSION CENTER AT 
PLYMOUTH." Appropriates $500,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund 
to UNC Board of Govemors for additional personnel at cited center. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by James, R. Thompson. 


H 66. EXTRATERRITORIAL JURISDICTION VOTING. "TO ALLOW RESIDENTS OF 
THE EXTRATERRITORIAL PLANNING JURISDICTION OF A CITY TO VOTE IN 
ELECTIONS OF THAT CITY." Amends GS 163-282, GS 163-288.1, and GS 163-288.2 to 
provide as title indicates. Effective with respect to elections held on and after Sept. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Ellis. 


H 67. ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON WHITE GOODS (=S 60). "TO IMPOSE AN 
ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON NEW WHITE GOODS, TO REQUIRE EACH COUNTY 
TO PROVIDE A DISPOSAL SITE FOR WHITE GOODS, AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
REMOVAL OF CHLOROFLUOROCARBON FROM WHITE GOODS THAT CONTAIN 
CHLOROFLUOROCARBON.” Identical to S 60, introduced 4 February. 

Introduced by R. Thompson, Barnhill, Bowen, DeVane, Hightower. 


H 68. LANDFILL/INCINERATOR BANS (=S 59). "TO PROHIBIT THE DISPOSAL OF 
CERTAIN CLASSES OF RECYCLABLE SOLID WASTE IN LANDFILLS OR BY 
INCINERATION.” Identical to S 59, introduced 4 February. 

Introduced by R. Thompson, Barnhill, Bowen, DeVane and Hightower. 
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H 69. LRC STUDY SOLID WASTE (=S 56). "A JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING 
THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE TO STUDY SOLID 
WASTE MANAGEMENT IN NORTH CAROLINA." Identical to S 56, introduced 4 February. 
Introduced by R. Thompson, Barnhill, Bowen, DeVane, Hightower. 


H 70. SCHOOL BUILDING IMPROVEMENT REPORTS. "A JOINT RESOLUTION TO 
APPROVE A SYSTEM TO DEVELOP AND IMPLEMENT A SYSTEM FOR BUILDING 
IMPROVEMENT REPORTS." Approves with modifications the State Board of Education’s 
plan for development and implementation of a system for building improvement reports. 
Modifications recommended are (1) performance data to be desegregated by race and gender on 
each report, (2) progress made on each building’s unique goals for qualitative improvements to 
be emphasized, and (3) reports to be sent to the Dep’t of Public Instruction and made available 
to the public upon request. 

Introduced by Barnes, Black, Fussell, Gray, McAllister, Rogers. 


H 71. EMERGENCY USE OF PRISON LAUNDRIES (=S 45). "TO PERMIT THE USE 
OF THE PRISON ENTERPRISE LAUNDRY OPERATION IN EMERGENCY 
SITUATIONS." Identical to H 71, introduced 3 February. 

Introduced by Cunningham. 


H 72. INMATE PILOT PROGRAM (<S 46). "TO ESTABLISH A PILOT PROGRAM 
DESIGNED TO REHABILITATE PRISON INMATES AND REDUCE RECIDIVISM BY 
UTILIZING A COURSE OF STUDY BASED ON DEVELOPING POSITIVE MENTAL 
ATTITUDES." Identical to S 46, introduced 3 February. 

Introduced by Cunningham. 


H 73. INMATE INCENTIVE PAY (=S 47). "TO RAISE THE MAXIMUM DAILY WAGE 
PAID TO PRISONERS BY PRISON ENTERPRISES AND TO PROVIDE THAT THOSE 
WAGES BE PAID ON AN HOURLY OR PRODUCTION-QUOTA BASIS." Identical to S 47, 
introduced on 3 February. 

Introduced by Cunningham. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 70. OSTRICH MEAT INSPECTION. "TO PERMIT THE INSPECTION OF OSTRICHES 
AND OTHER RATITES UNDER THE MEAT INSPECTION ACT." Subjects ostriches, and 
other ratites including emus, rheas, cassowaries, and kiwis to Article 49B and 49C of Chapter 
106 (meat inspection requirements). Allows the Comm’r of Agriculture to charge a fee to 
defray expenses incurred in inspection. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Speed. 


S 71. FIRE SPRINKLER CONTRACTOR EXEMPTION. "TO EXTEND THE TIME FOR 
APPLYING FOR AN INITIAL EXEMPTION CONCERNING FIRE SPRINKLER 
CONTRACTORS." Reinstates GS 87-21(h), a grandfather clause which expired October 1, 
1991, and extends to December 31, 1993 the time within which those engaged in the business of 
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fire sprinkler contracting may apply for licensure. Effective retroactively as of October 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Parnell. 


S 72. HAZARDOUS MATERIALS EMERGENCY RESPONSE. "TO ESTABLISH 
REGIONAL RESPONSE TEAMS FOR HAZARDOUS MATERIALS EMERGENCIES IN 
NORTH CAROLINA." Adds Art. 2 to GS Ch. 166A. Directs Sec’y of Crime Control to 
establish at least six response teams throughout state and describes standards, guidelines and 
procedures Sec’y is to establish for program, consulting with Regional Response Team 
Advisory Committee. Allows Sec’y to contract with local government for team and lists 
expenses Sec’y may agree to bear (not including clean-up activities after spill or leak contained, 
local response not requiring technician-level entry capability, and standby time). Contract must 
specify that local employees do not become state employees when performing duties. Protects 
team members from liability except for gross negligence, bad faith or willful misconduct. 
Permits team to enter private property when release of hazardous material has occurred or is 
imminent. Creates advisory committee named above and specifies organizations from which 
Sec’y to appoint members of committee. Requires person causing release of material to pay 
team’s whole cost for responding; costs collected to constitute Hazardous Materials Emergency 
Response Fund to support system. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Crime Control $2,639,818 for fiscal 1993-94 
and $948 343 for fiscal 1994-95 to be distributed as follows: $2,521,400 in fiscal 1993-94 to 
establish, equip and train teams; $741,400 in fiscal 1994-95 for operating costs including 
replacement equipment and training; $118,418 in 1993-94 and $206,943 in fiscal 1994-95 for 
additional personnel to provide 24-hour coverage at Div’n of Emergency Management 
Operations Center in Raleigh and for industrial hygienist. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Parnell. 


S 73. GAS SERVICE FOR HANDICAPPED. "TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL SERVICES 
FOR HANDICAPPED PERSONS AT MOTOR FUEL FACILITIES.” Adds a new section to 
the motor vehicle statutes to require that when there are two or more attendants on duty at the 
same time at a gas station that provides self-service islands, one attendant, between the hours of 
6:00 a.m. and 10:00 p.m. must, when requested, dispense gas at the self-service price for people 
in cars with proper handicapped identification and no one else in the car that can dispense the 
gas. Facilities subject to this requirement must post notice that the service is available at the 
self-service price. An exception will be allowed when the attendants cannot provide the service 
without significantly jeopardizing the security of the facility or the results of other jobs being 
performed. Failure to comply with these requirements is an infraction with a $25 fine, $50 for 
subsequent offenses. Effective January 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Carpenter. 


S74. DISASTER LEAVE LAW. "TO PROVIDE FOR LIMITED LEAVE WITH PAY FOR 
STATE EMPLOYEES WHO ARE CERTIFIED DISASTER VOLUNTEERS.” Adds new GS 
Ch. 166A, art. 3, the Disaster Service Volunteer Leave Act. Allows a State agency to grant to 
employees who are certified disaster service volunteers (defined in bill) of the American Red 
Cross leave with pay for up to 15 work days in any 12-month period to participate in specialized 
disaster relief services for the American Red Cross. Disasters covered are those designated at 
Level II or higher in the American National Red Cross Regulations and Procedures and 
occurring within NC. 
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Request for employee’s services must come from American Red Cross; Decision to grant 
leave is discretionary with the employing agency. 
Introduced by Parnell. 


S 75. CONTINUE EMERGENCY MGMT. STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
CONTINUATION OF THE EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT ISSUES STUDY." As title 
indicates. Specifically identifies for study: State emergency management program’s ability to 
address preparedness, response, recovery, and mitigation for technological and natural hazards, 
and recovery operations during declared disasters. Comm’n. to report to the 1994 Session or the 
1995 General Assembly, or both. 

Introduced by Parnell. 


S 76. LEGISLATIVE COMPENSATION. "TO ELIMINATE EXPENSE ALLOWANCES 
FOR LEGISLATORS, AND TO SET THEIR SALARIES AT A PERCENTAGE OF THAT OF 
SENIOR RESIDENT SUPERIOR COURT JUDGES." Amends GS 120-3 to set salary of 
Speaker and President pro tem. at 2/3’s of cited judges’ salaries; Speaker pro tem. and Deputy 
President pro tem., at 40%; House and Senate majority and minority leaders, at 35%; and all 
other members, at 1/3. Retains provisions concerning per diem and subsistence and travel 
allowances. No increase in salary for cited judges is to increase legislators’ salaries until next 
Regular Session of General Assembly convenes. Effective on convening of 1995 Regular 
Session. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S77. TEAM TICKET. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT 
GOVERNOR RUN AS A JOINT TICKET IN THE GENERAL ELECTION, AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT THE LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR SHALL BE NOMINATED BY PARTY 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, RATHER THAN UNDER THE PRIMARY ACT." Subject to 
approval in the 1994 general election, amends the NC Const. by adding a new subsection to Art. 
II, Sec. 2 to provide that the Governor and Lieutenant Govermor are to form a joint candidacy 
so that each voter casts one vote for both offices. Subject to approval of the constitutional 
amendment, effective for the 1996 primary and election, amends the primary and elections laws 
to require all recognized political parties to nominate candidates for both offices, and to provide 
that if a party nominates its candidate for Governor by primary, it must nominate its candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor by its executive committee. Makes provisions for formation of team 
tickets by independent and write-in candidates.

S 78. PRIMARY DATE CHANGED. "TO CHANGE THE DATE OF THE PRIMARY TO 
THE FIRST TUESDAY IN SEPTEMBER.” As title indicates. 
Introduced by D. Winner and Kaplan. 


S79. LEGISLATORS 4 YR. TERMS/TERM LIMITS. "TO AMEND THE 
CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO PROVIDE FOR FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR 
MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE AND LIMIT THEM TO THREE CONSECUTIVE 
TERMS IN A HOUSE." Subject to voter approval in 1994 general election, amends 
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Constitution of North Carolina to prohibit more than three consecutive terms in General 
Assembly and to provide for four-year terms. Applies to terms beginning on or after January 1, 
1995. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 80. INDEPENDENT LIVING PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
PROVIDE FOR A STATEWIDE INDEPENDENT LIVING REHABILITATION 
PROGRAM.” Requires Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation Services, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, to implement the Independent Living Rehabilitation Program statewide by 
establishing seven new offices, by providing for service needs of eligible citizens served through 
existing Program offices, and by providing adequate administrative support to existing and new 
offices. Appropriates $4,596,797 for fiscal 1993-94 and $7,206,579 for fiscal 1994-95 from 
General Fund to Div’n to implement act. Effective July 1, 1993.

APPLICATION FROM THE PROHIBITION." Rewrites GS 105-259, making the following 
substantive changes: (1) removes Governor’s authority to have access to confidential tax 
information; (2) General Assembly may not have access to confidential tax information, but 
upon request Dep’t of Revenue must furnish Fiscal Research Div’n a sample of tax returns from 
which identifying information has been removed; (3) authorizes Dep’t of Revenue to share 
information on license and excise taxes with NC ABC Comm’n, Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety, and federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms, and to share information 
on motor fuel taxes with Dep’t of Agriculture; (4) authorizes Dep’t of Rev. to furnish Sec’y of 
State names and identifying information of taxpayers to enable Sec’y to locate corporations; (5) 
authorizes Dep’t of Rev. to furnish Controller names and identifying information of taxpayers to 
enable Controller to locate vendors who do business with the state and debtors of the state; and 
(6) excludes information submitted to Dep’t of Rev.’s Business License Information Office from 
definition of tax information thereby making the information available to various agencies and 
the public. Adds new 153A-148.1 and 160A-208.1 to provide that only local tax records 
containing information about a taxpayer’s income or receipts are confidential thereby making it 
clear that local property tax records are public records. Deletes penalty provision that requires a 
local government employee violating the confidentiality provision to be dismissed from office 
and not hold public office or employment for 5 years. Adds new GS 132-3 providing that when 
a Dep’t of Rev. record has been photocopied, the original may be destroyed; if the record has 
not been photocopied, the original must be retained for 3 years.

H 75. INTANGIBLES TAX FILING EXTENSION. "TO MAKE THE RULES FOR AN 
INTANGIBLES TAX FILING EXTENSION THE SAME AS FOR AN INDIVIDUAL 
INCOME TAX FILING EXTENSION." Amends GS 105-206 and GS 105-263 as title 
indicates.

H 76. PROPERTY TAX APPEALS FILING FEE. "TO REQUIRE A FILING FEE ON 
APPEALS TO THE PROPERTY TAX COMMISSION." Adds new GS 105-290(h) to require 
persons appealing the listing, appraisal, or assessment of property to the Property Tax Comm’n 
to pay a filing fee within 30 days after Comm’n receives the appeal. Schedule of fees is based 
on value of property as established by the county: if value is less than $200,000, filing fee is 
$25; if value is at least $200,000 but less than $500,000, fee is $50; if value is $500,000 or 
more, fee is $75. Fees are to be treated as departmental receipts and to be applied to operating 
costs of the Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1993, and applies to appeals filed on and after that date.

H 77. INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX ADJUSTMENTS. "TO MAKE CONFORMING 
CHANGES TO THE LAW PROVIDING FOR INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX 
ADJUSTMENTS AND TO PROVIDE THAT EXPENSES PAID IN CONNECTION WITH 
INTEREST EARNED ON OBLIGATIONS ARE DEDUCTIBLE FROM AN INDIVIDUAL’S 
TAXABLE INCOME TO THE EXTENT THE INTEREST IS TAXABLE.” Amends GS 
105-134.6 concerning individual income taxation as it applies to a shareholder’s pro rata share 
of S Corporation income. Provides that deductions to federal taxable income allowed in 
calculation of state taxable income are available to extent item is included in taxable income 
(now, gross income). Provides that additions to federal taxable income required in such 
calculation are available to extent item is included in taxable income (now, gross income) and 
requires that expenses paid in connection with any income deducted from federal taxable 
income be added back in calculating North Carolina taxable income. Recodifies GS 
105-134.6(b)(7) and (b)(8) as GS 105-134.6(d)(2) and (d)(3) respectively. Makes conforming 
changes in GS 105-131.2(a). Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Gamble, Jarrell, Justus, LuebkKe, and Tallent. 





H 78. NONRESIDENT ALIEN INCOME TAX. "TO RESTORE THE STATUTORY 
AUTHORITY TO TAX THE NORTH CAROLINA INCOME OF NONRESIDENT ALIENS." 
Amends GS 105-134.5(b) and 105-163.1(15) as title indicates. Effective for tax years beginning 
on and after Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Gamble, Jarrell, Justus, Luebke, and Tallent. 


H 79. QUALIFIED BUSINESS INVESTMENT CREDIT. "TO PROMOTE ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT BY EXTENDING THE EXISTING TAX CREDIT FOR QUALIFIED 
BUSINESS INVESTMENTS TO APPLY TO INVESTMENTS BY PARTNERSHIPS." Adds 
a new subsection (b1) to sec. 1. Amends GS 105-163.011 as title indicates. Present law allows 
such credits only for corporations and individuals. Amends GS 105-163.012 to clarify that 
unused credits carried forward are not subject to the $100,000 and $750,000 limitations of GS 
105-163.011. The act applies to investments made on or after January 1, 1993.

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H 80. FEDERAL DETERMINATION/WITHHOLDING. "TO REINSTATE AN 
INADVERTENTLY DELETED PROVISION RELATING TO ASSESSMENTS FOR 
EMPLOYER WITHHOLDING BASED ON FEDERAL DETERMINATIONS AND TO 
CLARIFY THE ASSESSMENT STATUTES." Under current law, the Dep’t of Revenue has 
three years from the date an individual income tax is filed or due, whichever is later (unless no 
returm was filed or fraud is involved), to audit an individual’s income tax return. If the IRS 
audits a taxpayer and changes the taxpayer’s assessment, the State’s time limit for assessing 
additional State taxes can be extended for up to five years from the date of the federal 
assessment. This bill amends several sections of the income tax laws to make this additional 
time period available for the withholding tax. It also reorganizes and clarifies the statutes that 
apply to federal determinations and assessments in general.

TAX PROCEEDS, AND TO REVOKE THE AUTHORITY OF A UNIT OF LOCAL

DISPOSAL FEE." Identical to S 57, introduced 4 February.

H 84. FLETCHER-JERALDS HEALTH CARE ACT. "TO PROVIDE HEALTH CARE 
TO EVERY RESIDENT OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 85. STATE PURCHASE OF RECYCLED GOODS (=S 58). "TO ESTABLISH A 
STATE PROCUREMENT POLICY THAT REQUIRES THE STATE TO PURCHASE 
PRODUCTS CONTAINING RECYCLED MATERIALS AND ESTABLISHES CERTAIN 
GOALS FOR THE PURCHASE OF GOODS AND SUPPLIES MADE FROM RECYCLED 
MATERIALS." Identical to S 58, introduced 4 February. 

Introduced by Hightower, R. Thompson, Barnhill, Bowen, and DeVane. 
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H 86. HAZARDOUS MATERIALS EMERGENCY RESPONSE (=S 72). "TO 
ESTABLISH REGIONAL RESPONSE TEAMS FOR HAZARDOUS MATERIALS 
EMERGENCIES IN NORTH CAROLINA." Identical to S 72, digested 8 February. 
Introduced by Hightower. 


H 87. DISASTER LEAVE LAW. (=S 74). "TO PROVIDE FOR LIMITED LEAVE WITH 
PAY FOR STATE EMPLOYEES WHO ARE CERTIFIED DISASTER VOLUNTEERS." 
Identical to S 74, introduced 8 February. 

Introduced by Hightower. 


H 88. CONTINUE EMERGENCY MGMT. STUDY (=S 75). "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
CONTINUATION OF THE EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT ISSUES STUDY." Identical to 
S 75, digested 8 February. 

Introduced by Hightower. 


H 89. CLARIFY INCINERATOR OPERATOR TRAINING (=S 55). "TO CLARIFY THE 
GENERAL STATUTES TO INCLUDE TRAINING FOR INCINERATOR OPERATORS OF 
SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT FACILITIES.” Identical to S 55, introduced 4 February. 
Introduced by Hightower, R. Thompson, Barnhill, Bowen, and DeVane. 


H 90. PHASE OUT PVC PLASTIC (=S 52). "TO PROHIBIT THE DISTRIBUTION, SALE, 
AND OFFERING FOR SALE OF PLASTIC CONTAINERS PRODUCED FROM 

POLY VINYL CHLORIDE." Identical to S 52, introduced 4 February. 

Introduced by Hightower, R.Thompson, Barnhill, Bowen, and DeVane. 


H 91. SOLID WASTE REDUCTION (=S 90). "TO PROMOTE THE SOURCE 
REDUCTION OF WASTE IN STATE PURCHASING." Identical to S 90, introduced 8 
February. 

Introduced by Hightower, R. Thompson, Barnhill, Bowen, and DeVane. 


H 92. STATE REAL PROPERTY STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE THE STUDY OF THE STATE REAL 
PROPERTY TRANSFERS STUDY COMMISSION." Continues study as title indicates. 
Comm ’n may expand study to include all acquisitions of real property by state agencies, 
including those exempt from GS Ch. 146 or approval by the Council of State; planning for 
future space needs; alternatives for funding and financing those needs; and role of the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations in state’s real property process. Comm’n 
may make interim report to 1994 General Assembly and final report to 1995 General Assembly. 
Introduced by Bowman and Howard. 


H 93. STATE LAND RECORDS EXEMPT. "TO TEMPORARILY EXEMPT CERTAIN 
STATE REAL PROPERTY RECORDS FROM PUBLIC INSPECTION AND 
EXAMINATION." Amends GS 132-6 by breaking existing statute into subsections (a) and (b) 
and adding new subsection (c) to provide that appraisals of any state or local agency made in 
conjuction with the proposed acquistion or disposition of real property shall not be public 
records until the proposed acquisition or disposition has been presented to the Joint Legislative 
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Comm'n on Governmental Operations or the Council of State, or the proposed transaction has 
been abandoned by the Dep’t of Administration, and until the property has been acquired or 
sold.

H 94. ABOLISH ENERGY DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY. "TO ABOLISH THE 
NORTH CAROLINA ENERGY DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY." Repeals GS Ch. 159F as 
title indicates, effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Bowmwn and Howard. 


H 95. CAPITAL PLANNING COMM. MEETINGS. "TO AMEND THE LAW FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA CAPITAL PLANNING COMMISSION TO ALLOW FOR A MEETING 
TO BE CALLED BY FIVE MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION." Amends GS 143B-374(b) 
as title indicates. 

Introduced by Bowman and Howard. 


H 96 STATE REAL PROPERTY MANAGEMENT. "TO AMEND THE LAWS 
GOVERNING THE ACQUISITION, DISPOSITION, AND MANAGEMENT OF STATE 
REAL PROPERTY." Adds and amends numerous provisions of the General Statutes regulating 
the State’s real property transactions. 

GS Ch. 146, which contains most of the statutory regulation of State land transactions is 
extensively revised (1) to expand areas of review by the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Gov’t 
Operations to include leases longer than three years or annual rents of more than $12,000, as 
well as gifts and exchanges; (2) to limit exchanges and disposition of State land, woth more 
than $100,000 without legislative authorization; and (3) to clarify the Governor’s role as a 
member of the Counsil of State. Procedural safeguards are added regarding appraisal and public 
sale. 

Provides that all real estate transactions involving more than $25,000, by the NC State 
Ports Authority (GS 143B-455), the NC Air Cargo Airport Authority (GS 63A-23), the NC 
Seafood Industrial Park Authority (GS 113-315.30), and the NC Ports Railway Comm’n (GS 
143B-469.1(2)) must be reported at least annually to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Gov’t 
Operations. Makes real estate transactions by NC Energy Development Authority (GS 159F-5) 
and the NC Agency for Public Telecommunications (GS 143B-426.13, 426.19) subject to GS 
Ch. 146. Further, all real property transactions by the Energy Development Authority are 
subject to review by the Counsil of State. 

Makes many technical changes. Technical changes are effective upon ratification; other 
amendments and additions are effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 97. RAFFLE LIMIT INCREASED. "TO INCREASE THE LIMIT ON CASH PRIZES 
FOR RAFFLES." Amends GS 14-309.15(d) to raise from $1,000 to $10,000 the maximum cash 
prize that may be offered or paid for any one raffle. 

Introduced by DeVane. 
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H 98. DEREGULATE FIRE SPRINKLER CONTRACTERS. "TO DEREGULATE FIRE 
SPRINKLER CONTRACTORS." As title indicates, amends various provisions of GS ch. 87 to 
remove fire sprinkler contractors from licensing and regulatory authority of the State Board of 
Examiners.

S 81. ECU LAND FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ACQUISITION OF 
LAND FOR EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Appropriates $5 million from General Fund 
to the UNC Board of Governors for fiscal 1993-94 to purchase the Rose High School property 
for addition to main campus and for the ECU Medical School. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Warren and R. Martin. 


S 82. ECU LIBRARY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR LIBRARY 
EXPANSION AT EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from General Fund to 
UNC Board of Governors $29 million for 1993-94 fiscal year for library expansion at ECU. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Warren and R. Martin. 


S 83. MACON ROAD RENAMING. "TO ALLOW MACON COUNTY TO RENAME ALL 
ROADS WITHIN UNINCORPORATED AREAS OF THE COUNTY.” Adds Macon to list of 
counties authorized by GS 153A-239.1(b) to rename and assign street numbers for both public 
and private roads in unincorporated areas. 

Introduced by Carpenter. 


S 84. STATE COMPREHENSIVE PAY PLAN. "TO ESTABLISH A COMPREHENSIVE 
COMPENSATION SYSTEM FOR STATE EMPLOYEES SUBJECT TO CHAPTER 126 OF 
THE GENERAL STATUTES AND TO DIRECT THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS COMPREHENSIVE SYSTEM." 
Rewrites GS 126-7 to establish a Comprehensive Compensation System for state employees that 
is based on an annual performance review that rates performance on a scale with 5 levels. 
Salary increases under the system shall be in one of three categories: (1) career growth 
recognition award--employee must be rated at level 4 or higher to receive; (2) performance 
bonus--employee must be rated at level 3 or higher to receive; and (3) cost of living 
adjustment--employee must be rated at level 2 or higher to receive. Salary increases in the 3 
categories shall be given according to regulations of the State Personnel Comm’n. State 
Personnel Director to make annual reports on the Comprehensive Compensation System to the 
Personnel Comm’n, Governor, Lt. Governor, President Pro. Tem., Speaker, standing personnel 
committees of the House and Senate, and State Auditor. 

Effective on ratification and applies to compensation earned on or after July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Johnson, Sherron, and Simpson. 
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S 85. MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY COMMISSION." Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund to 
Legislative Services Comm'n for 1993-95 biennium as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Hyde, Plexico, and Simpson. 


S 86. MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY CONTINUED. "TO CONTINUE AND EXPAND THE 
CHARGE OF THE MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY COMMISSION." Recreates the Mountain 
Area Study Comm’n as it was constituted during the 1991-93 biennium before its termination. 
Redefines the charge of the Comm’n to undertake the following activities: 

(1) review current land-use laws affecting mountain areas to determine need for additional 
authority; (2) evaluate planning programs and models in other states designed to coordinate 
provision of infrastructure, protection of the environment, and efforts to accommodate growth; 
(3) develop voluntary planning guidelines and models geared to special needs of mountain areas 
concerning land-use management, farm preservation, infrastructure, economic development, and 
the like; (4) develop voluntary planning guidelines and models that allow local governments to 
accept, modify, or reject models developed; (5) review procedures that should be used by local 
governments in adopting land use and planning models; (6) review the kinds of technical 
assistance needed by communities to implement planning models; (7) develop special incentives 
for individuals and local governments to promotion mountain protection and planning; and (8) 
establish a process of citizen participation and education on planning issues that assures 
mountain area citizens of the opportunity to be informed of and contribute to the work of the 
Comm’n. Directs Comm’n to report its findings to the 1994 legislative session, the 1995 
session, or both. 

Introduced by Hyde, Plexico, and Simpson. 


S 87. LOCAL CONDEMNATION RESTRICTIONS. "TO REQUIRE CONSENT OF THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF CATAWBA, GASTON, IREDELL, AND LINCOLN 
COUNTIES BEFORE LAND MAY BE CONDEMNED OR ACQUIRED BY A UNIT OF 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT OUTSIDE THE COUNTY." Amends GS 153A-15(c) to add cited 
counties to the list of counties whose governing board must consent if land within the county is 
condemned by a local governmental unit from outside the county. 

Introduced by Forrester. 


S 88. NANTAHALA FIRE AND RESCUE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
NANTAHALA VOLUNTEER FIRE AND RESCUE, INCORPORATED.” Appropriates from 
General Fund $74,550 for 1993-94 to cited fire dep’t for equipment and capital improvements. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Carpenter. 


S 89. CHILD CARE COMMISSION. "TO ESTABLISH THE LEGISLATIVE STUDY 
COMMISSION ON CHILD CARE ISSUES." Adds art. 12J to GS ch. 120 as title indicates. 
Comm’n to study state policy and programs affecting child care issues, specifically addressing 
issues from the point of existing laws, government programs needed or already functioning, and 
current child care issues. Comm ’n to consist of 14 members as follows: Sec’y of Human 
Resources; Superintendent of Public Instruction; three members of House appointed by Speaker; 
three members of Senate appointed by President pro tem.; two at-large members appointed by 
Speaker; 2 at-large members appointed by Lt. Governor; and 2 at-large members appointed by 
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Governor. Speaker and President pro tem. to appoint co-chairs. Comm’n may call on 
Legislative Services Office for staff support and is to report its finding and recommendations to 
the General Assembly and Govermor by Feb. 1 of each even-numbered year. Appropriates from 
General Fund $25,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium to fund Comm'n. 

Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Walker, Forrester, Plexico, and Richardson. 


S 90. STATE WASTE REDUCTION (=H 91). "TO PROMOTE THE SOURCE 
REDUCTION OF WASTE IN STATE PURCHASING." Identical to H 91, introduced 9 
February. 

Introduced by Odom, Cooper, and Speed. 


S 91. UNC BUDGET FLEXIBILITY FOR ENERGY. "TO PROVIDE THAT, UNDER THE 
TEMPORARY BUDGET FLEXIBILITY EXTENDED TO CERTAIN INSTITUTIONS IN 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA SYSTEM, A DESIGNATED PORTION OF 
ANY RETAINED REVERSIONS MAY BE USED FOR ENERGY CONSERVATION 
IMPROVEMENTS." Amends GS 116-30.3 to provide that a special responsibility constituent 
institution eligible to carry forward reversions may elect one and only one of the following two 
options: (1) to carry forward an amount not to exceed 2.5% of the appropriation of which up to 
.25% may be used to fund an energy conservation measure, or (2) to carry forward 3% of the 
appropriation if 0.5% of the appropriation is used to fund an energy conservation measure. 
Defines an energy conservation measure as the construction, rehabilitation, acquisition, or 
modification of an installation in a facility for the purpose of reducing energy consumption or 
energy cost, or allowing the use of an alternative energy source. Requires the cost of any 
eligible energy conservation measure to be recoverable within five years. Makes conforming 
change in GS 116-30.5 to require each institution to include in its institutional effectiveness plan 
measures that will assure a substantial reduction in energy use. Effective July 1, 1993. Expires 
June 30, 1994. 

Introduced by Plexico. 


S 92. ENERGY POLICY FOR STATE GOVERNMENT. "TO EXPAND THE CURRENT 
ENERGY POLICY FOR STATE GOVERNMENT TO APPLY TO THE CONSTRUCTION, 
OPERATION, AND RENOVATION OF STATE FACILITIES AND TO THE PURCHASE, 
OPERATION, AND MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT." Amends GS 143-64.10 as title 
indicates. Further amends GS 143-64.11 and 143-64.15 to require a life-cycle cost analysis be 
conducted for the construction or renovation of any state facility. "Life-cycle cost analysis” is 
analytical technique that considers certain costs of owning and operating a facility over its 
economic life and includes initial costs, maintenance costs, and operating costs, including 
energy costs. "State facility" defined as building or group of buildings served by a central 
energy distribution system or components of a central energy distribution system. Directs 
Energy Division of Dep’t of Commerce to develop comprehensive energy management program 
for state government. Directs Dep’t of Administration to recommend energy conservation 
measures for state facilities and to adopt and implement Building Energy Design Guidelines, 
which shall include energy use goals. Repeals GS 143-64.12 and 143-64.13. Effective on 
ratification and applies to all construction and renovation projects that start the design process 
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on or after that date. 
Introduced by Plexico. 


S 93. ENERGY EFFICIENT SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION. "TO REQUIRE THE LOCAL 
BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO USE THE ENERGY GUIDELINES FOR SCHOOL DESIGN 
AND CONSTRUCTION AND TO REQUIRE ENERGY-USE GOALS AND STANDARDS 
IN ORDER TO ASSURE THE CONSTRUCTION OF ENERGY EFFICIENT NEW 
SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL RENOVATIONS." Amends GS 115C-521(c) to require local 
boards of education to use Energy Guidelines for School Design and Construction developed by 
Dep’t of Public Instruction and, in consultation with Dep’t, to adopt energy-use goals and 
standards. Applies to new school construction at the beginning of the design process as of bill’s 
ratification date. 

Introduced by Plexico. 


S94. LOCAL ENERGY SAVINGS CONTRACTS. "TO AUTHORIZE UNITS OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT, LOCAL SCHOOL BOARDS, AND COMMUNITY COLLEGES TO 
ENTER INTO GUARANTEED ENERGY SAVINGS CONTRACTS IN ORDER TO 
FINANCE ENERGY CONSERVATION MEASURES IN LOCAL PUBLIC FACILITIES." 
Establishes new GS Ch. 143, art. 3B entitled "Guaranteed Energy Savings Contracts for Local 
Governmental Units." Authorizes "local governmental units" (defined to include the governing 
board of a political subdivision of the state, a community college, a school board, or any agency 
or authority of a political subdivision of the state) to enter into guaranteed energy savings 
contracts. Defines such a contract as one for the evaluation, recommendation, or 
implementation of energy conservation measures, including the design and installation of 
equipment or the repair or replacement of existing equipment. Authorizes such a unit to enter 
into such a contract with a qualified provider if the term of the contract does not exceed ten 
years and the unit finds that the energy savings that result will equal or exceed the total contract 
cost. Requires the contract to stipulate that it does not constitute a liability or debt of the unit or 
a pledge of its faith and credit. Allows a unit to finance a contract by installment or 
lease-purchase. Authorizes unit to expend funds designated for operating or capital 
expenditures for such contracts and prohibits state appropriations from being reduced as a result 
of any energy savings that result. Requires units to publish notice of the meeting at which it 
proposes to award the contract. Requires a qualified provider to provide a performance bond of 
100% of the contract amount. Provides for solicitation and awarding of such contracts. 
Requires proposals to be opened at a public meeting at which the contents of the proposal are 
announced and recorded into the governing board’s minutes. Directs the board to select the 
qualified provider that it determines best meets the needs of the unit. Makes conforming 
changes in GS 143-64.14 and GS 115C-521(c). Adds new conforming subdivisions to GS 
115C-47 and GS 115D-20. Changes name of title to GS ch. 143, art. 3B and redesignates 
existing title of article to title of first part of article. 

Introduced by Plexico. 


S 95. STATE ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM. "TO REQUIRE ANNUAL 
DEPARTMENT BUDGET REQUESTS TO INCLUDE A SEPARATE LINE ITEM FOR 
ENERGY EXPENSES; TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION TO 
ENTER INTO ALTERNATIVE FINANCING AGREEMENTS FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
ENERGY CONSERVATION MEASURES; TO ESTABLISH THE STATE FACILITIES 
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ENERGY CONSERVATION PROGRAM; AND TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 
BONDS THAT ARE SECURED BY AN INTEREST IN THE PROPERTY PURCHASED." 
Amends GS 143-6(a) to require state agencies to include in their budget estimates a line for 
energy expenses itemized by type of energy and location. Adds new GS 143-9(7) authorizing 
Sec’y of Administration to use an "alternative financing agreement” to purchase land or 
improvements in connection with an "energy conservation measure." An alternative financing 
agreement is defined as a lease-purchase, installment contract, certificate of participation 
agreement, or other financing agreement that creates a security interest in the property acquired 
to guarantee payment of the purchase price to the seller or persons advancing moneys for the 
purchase. An energy conservation measure is defined as construction, rehabilitation, or 
modification of an installation in a state facility intended to reduce energy consumption or allow 
the use of an alternative energy source. Alternative agreements must be approved by State 
Treasurer, and total amount of state indebtedness pursuant to the agreements may not exceed 
$30 million. No deficiency judgment may be recovered against the state, and tax funds may not 
be pledged. On approval by State Treasurer, certificates of participation may be issued in 
alternative financing agreeements. 

Enacts new part 2, art. 3B of GS Ch. 143 to direct Energy Div., Dep’t of Commerce, to 
establish a State Facilities Energy Conservation Program. Under the program, Energy Div. is to 
select facilities on which to perform technical analyses for energy conservation measures. If 
proposed conservation measure will pay for itself in not more than 6 years, Sec’y of Admin. and 
State Treasurer may authorize financing by an alternative financing agreement or by funds from 
the State Energy Improvement Bond Fund. Authorizes State Treasurer to issue State Energy 
Conservation Bonds to fund energy conservation measures. No more than $10 million in bonds 
may be issued annually and not more than $20 million total. Repayment of bonds to be secured 
by alternative financing agreements on state facilities. No deficiency judgment may be 
recovered against the state, and no tax funds are pledged. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 96. MODIFY WATER COLUMN LEASES (=H 31). "TO MODIFY THE WATER 
COLUMN LEASES IN ARTICLE 16 OF CHAPTER 113 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." 
Identical to H 31, introduced 3 February.

S97. MODIFY MARINE FISHERIES COMMISSION (=H 32). "TO AMEND THE 
GENERAL STATUTES TO AUTHORIZE THE GOVERNOR TO APPOINT A SPOUSE OF 
A COMMERCIAL FISHERMAN TO SERVE ON THE MARINE FISHERIES COMMISSION 
IN THE PLACE OF THE COMMERCIAL FISHERMAN." Identical to H 32, introduced 3 
February.

S 98. CONTINUE SHELLFISH ENHANCEMENT FUNDS (=H 30). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO CONTINUE THE SHELLFISH ENHANCEMENT PROGRAM." Identical to H 
30, introduced 3 February. 

Introduced by Perdue, Conder, and Shaw. 
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S 99. TRANSFER AQUACULTURE LICENSES. "TO TRANSFER AUTHORITY FROM 
THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMMISSION TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE TO REGULATE THE PRODUCTION AND SALE OF COMMERCIALLY 
RAISED FRESHWATER FISH AND FRESHWATER CRUSTACEAN SPECIES." As title 
indicates. Directs the Board of Agriculture to promulgate rules for the registration of facilities 
engaged in the production and sale of freshwater aquaculturally raised species; allows the Board 
to set standards under which commercially reared fish may be transported, possessed, bought, 
and sold. The Board may authorize and license the operation of aquaculture propagation and 
production facilities and commercial catchout facilities, as well as set standards of operation for 
such facilities. Lists species subject to the bill and exempt from special restrictions on 
introduction of exotic species promulgated by the NC Wildlife Resources Comm’n. The wild 
fishery resource remains under the authority of the NC Wildlife Resources Comm’n. In the 
Neuse, Roanoke, and Tar/Pamlico River basins, the production and propagation of hybrid 
striped bass shall be subject to the authority of both the Board of Agriculture and the Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n. Facilities holding live food or bait species for sale must obtain a permit, 
except no permit is required for lobsters. Possession of species other than those listed in the bill 
or as authorized by the Wildlife Resources Comm’n shall result in revocation of license. 
Authorizes the Dep’t of Agriculture and the Wildlife Resources Comm’n to enter and inspect 
the premises of facilities; directs these agencies to implement a fish disease management plan. 
Repeals certain sections of GS 113-273 granting Wildlife Resources Comm’n authority over 
dealer licenses. 

Introduced by Perdue, Conder, and Shaw. 


S 100. SHELLFISH LEASE AUTHORITY. "TO VEST AUTHORITY IN THE 
SECRETARY OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO GRANT 
SHELLFISH CULTIVATION LEASES." As title indicates, amends GS 113-202, 113-202.1, 
and 113-202.2 to transfer leasing authority from Marine Fisheries Comm’n to Sec’y of EHNR. 
Makes conforming amendment to GS 143B-289.4(2). Provides that after public hearing on a 
lease application, Sec’y shall notify applicant of his decision and also all persons who made 
comments at hearing and requested notice of the decision. An applicant dissatisfied with the 
decision may commence a contested case under GS 150B-23 by filing a petition within 20 days 
after receiving Secy’s notice of decision. 

Introduced by Perdue, Conder, and Shaw. 


S 101. SCHOOL ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS. "TO AUTHORIZE LOCAL BOARDS 
OF EDUCATION TO WAIVE THE AGE REQUIREMENTS FOR ENROLLMENT IN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Amends GS 115C-364 (requiring child be 5 years old to enter public 
kindergarten) to allow local boards to waive the age requirement if child’s birthday falls on or 
before Oct. 16 of year child is to enroll and child is sufficiently mature to be appropriately 
served in the public schools. 

Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 102. BOARD OF GOVERNORS ELECTION. "SENATE RESOLUTION TO 
ESTABLISH THE PROCEDURE FOR NOMINATING AND ELECTING MEMBERS OF 
THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." 
Prescribes procedure for election by the Senate of nine members of UNC Board of Govemors in 
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the following categories: two women for four-year terms; two minority race members for 
four-year terms; four at-large members for four-year terms; and one minority political party 
member for remainder of an unexpired term. Deadline for nominating candidates to Committee 
on Education/Higher Education is 5:00 p.m., February 15. Election scheduled for February 25. 
If there are a sufficient number of qualified nominees, Committee must nominate in each 
category at least two candidates for each open seat. Ballot may list only Committee nominees 
who have consented to serve if elected. Nominations from the floor not allowed.

H 105. RAISE HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. "TO INCREASE THE PROPERTY TAX 
HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION AMOUNT AND THE INCOME ELIGIBILITY THRESHOLD 
AND TO PROVIDE THAT SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS AND DISABILITY BENEFITS 
ARE NOT COUNTED IN DETERMINING THE TAXPAYER’S ELIGIBILITY FOR THE 
HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION." GS 105-277.1 now excludes from property taxes the first 
$12,000 in value of residential property owned by persons with disposable income in the 
preceding calendar year of $11,000 or less and who are 65 or older or permanently and totally 
disabled. This bill (1) raises the amount excluded to $15,000, (2) increases the income limit to 
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$15,000, and (3) provides that social security and disability benefits do not count against the 
income limit (now, income of this nature is counted). Effective for the 1993 tax year. Sets 
special Sept. 1 application deadline for 1993 tax year (normally, deadline is April 15).

H 106. NEED-BASED CYTOTECH. SCHOL. "TO ESTABLISH AND APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR NEED-BASED CYTOTECHNOLOGY SCHOLARSHIPS, AND TO DIRECT 
THE OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL TO REVIEW STATE CYTOTECHNOLOGIST 
SALARIES." Creates need-based scholarships for cytotechnology (scientific study of cells, their 
origin, structure, and functions) students at community colleges, UNC campuses, and private 
colleges. Scholarships to be administered by State Education Assistance Authority. Appropriates 
from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $24,000 in fiscal 1993-94 and $24,000 in fiscal 
1994-95; $12,000 each year shall be allocated to private colleges. Appropriates from General 
Fund to State Board of Community Colleges $6,000 in fiscal 1993-94 and $6,000 in fiscal 
1994-95. Appropriates from General Fund to State Education Assistance Authority for 
administrative expenses $5,000 in fiscal 1993-94 and $5,000 in fiscal 1994-95. Directs Office of 
State Personnel to review state cytotechnologist pay scales and report its findings to 
Governmental Operations Comm’n and Sec’y of DEHNR by Nov. 1, 1993. Effective July 1, 
1993.

H 107. CANCER CONTROL FUNDS 92-93. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DIRECTOR OF THE

FISCAL YEAR." Authorizes Director of Budget to authorize DEHNR to use up to $100,000 of 
1992-93 funds available to it for the State Cancer Control Program.

H 108. CANCER CONTROL FUNDS 93-95. "TO APPROPRIATE ADDITIONAL FUNDS

HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES." As title indicates, appropriates from General Fund

H 109. CANCER CONTROL FUNDS EXPANDED. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR

HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO COVER ONE HUNDRED PERCENT OF THE 
FEDERAL POVERTY LEVEL." As title indicates, appropriates from General Fund $1,664,000 
in fiscal 1993-94 and $1,664,000 in fiscal 1994-95 to the diagnosis and treatment component of 
the State Cancer Control Program to provide coverage for persons at or below 100% of the 
federal poverty level for financial eligibility. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 110. WRECKER SERVICE SYSTEM. "TO AUTHORIZE THE SECRETARY OF CRIME 
CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY TO ESTABLISH A WRECKER SERVICE SYSTEM." 
Adds new GS 20-196.4 to require Sec’y of Crime Control and Public Safety to establish a 
wrecker service system to remove vehicles from highways. Establishes standards private wrecker 
services must meet to be included in system. Directs Highway Patrol to use wreckers in system to 
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remove a wrecked or disabled vehicle, an abandoned vehicle, or a vehicle whose owner or 
operator is arrested, incapacitated or authorizes procurement of a wrecker. Contract for payment 
of any service must be entered into between owner or operator of vehicle and wrecker service. 
Enacts new GS 20-196.5 to prohibit any wrecker operator from stopping on highway right-of-way 
for purpose of soliciting business unless previously contacted by vehicle operator or law 
enforcement officer; violation is a misdemeanor punishable by fine of not more than $500. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 111. TRANSFER AQUACULTURE LICENSES (=S 99). "TO TRANSFER AUTHORITY 
FROM THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMMISSION TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE TO REGULATE THE PRODUCTION AND SALE OF COMMERCIALLY 
RAISED FRESHWATER FISH AND FRESHWATER CRUSTACEAN SPECIES." Identical to 
S 99, introduced 9 February.

H 112. NONATTORNEYS MAY MEDIATE. "TO REQUIRE NONATTORNEYS TO BE 
INCLUDED TO SERVE AS MEDIATORS IN COURT ORDERED, MEDIATED 
SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES IN SUPERIOR COURT CIVIL ACTIONS." Amends GS 
7A-38(1i) to require that nonattorneys with 5 years’ experience in mediation who have completed 
40 hours of training certified by the AOC are eligible for certification as mediators in superior 
court ordered settlement actions. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Balmer. 


H 113. NATIONAL GUARD POST EXCHANGES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NATIONAL 
GUARD TO OPEN POST EXCHANGES AT THE AIR NATIONAL GUARD BASE IN 
CHARLOTTE AND THE NATIONAL GUARD HEADQUARTERS IN RALEIGH." 
Authorizes the establishment of post exchanges as title indicates, as well as at other locations 
approved by the Adjutant General of NC. Exempts these post exchanges from the prohibition 
against sale of merchandise by governmental units set forth in GS 66-58. 

Introduced by Balmer. 


H 114. LINCOLN OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE LINCOLN COUNTY TO LEVY 
A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." As title indicates, 
authorizes board of commissioners to levy tax of 3% on hotel and motel room rentals. Proceeds 
of tax may be used for any public purpose. 

Introduced by Gamble. 


H 115. NOTE TAKING BY JURORS. "TO MAKE NOTE TAKING BY JURORS A 
DISCRETIONARY DECISION OF THE PRESIDING JUDGE." GS 15A-1228 now provides 
that jurors may make notes during a trial and take them into the jury room during deliberations, 
unless any party objects, in which case the judge must instruct the jurors not to take notes. This 
bill would give the trial judge discretion to decide whether jurors may or may not take notes either 
at his own initiative or on motion of any party. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to trials begun on 
or after that date. 

Introduced by Hackney. 
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H 116. EVIDENCE IN JURY ROOM. "TO PERMIT THE TRIAL JUDGE TO ALLOW 
JURORS TO TAKE EXHIBITS AND WRITINGS INTO THE JURY ROOM WITHOUT THE 
PARTIES’ CONSENT." GS 15A-1233 now requires consent of all parties for jurors to take 
exhibits and writings into the jury room during deliberations. This bill amends the statute as title 
indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to trials begun on or after that date. 

Introduced by Hackney. 


H 117. MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY FUNDS(=S 85). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY COMMISSION." Identical to S 85, introduced 9 February. 
Introduced by Crawford, Colton, Beall, and Morgan. 


H 118. MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY CONTINUED (=S 86). "TO CONTINUE AND 
EXPAND THE CHARGE OF THE MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY COMMISSION." Identical to 
S 86, introduced 9 February. 

Introduced by Crawford, Colton, Beall, and Morgan. 


H 119. MOUNTAIN AQUACULTURE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
MOUNTAIN AQUACULTURE RESEARCH CENTER AT WESTERN CAROLINA 
UNIVERSITY." As title indicates, appropriates from General Fund $200,000 in each year of 
1993-94 biennium. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Jenkins, Ramsey, Beall, and Nesbitt. 


H 120. OPEN MEETINGS LAW CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE OPEN MEETINGS 
LAW." Amends GS 143-318.10(b) to apply the open meetings law to any elected or appointed 
authority, board, comm’n, committee, or other body of state or local government, including the 
constituent institutions of UNC, of two or more members that exercises a legislative, 
policy-making, quasi-judicial, administrative, or advisory function. Amends GS 143-318.11 to 
provide only three bases for holding a closed meeting ("executive session" is deleted and "closed 
meeting” substituted throughout the statute) of a public body: (1) when necessary to prevent 
disclosure of information that is privileged or confidential pursuant to federal or state statute; (2) 
when necessary to prevent premature disclosure of an honorary degree, scholarship, prize, or 
similar award; (3) when required to permit an attommey to advise the public body with respect to a 
judicial proceeding in which the body has a direct interest. Motion to hold a closed session must 
be made in open session and must cite the reason for the session; if statutory confidentiality is 
relied on, statute must be cited; if judicial proceeding is relied on, parties to the proceeding must 
be identified. Minutes must be kept of any closed session. Amends GS 143-318.16B to provide 
that if attorneys’ fees are taxed against a public body for violating open meetings law, the court 
may order that some or all of the fees be paid by any individual member who knowingly or 
intentionally violated the open meetings law; provided that no members shall be so assessed if 
they relied on advice of their attommey. Adds new GS 143-318.16C to direct that actions alleging 
violation of the open meetings law shall be set for immediate hearing. Amends city charter 
provisions and local acts to substitute "closed meeting" for "executive session." 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 121. PUBLIC RECORDS LAW CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE PUBLIC RECORDS 
LAW." Adds provisions to GS 132-6 to specify rights of persons requesting access to and copies 
of public records, including (1) no person can be required to disclose motive for request; (2) no 
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request may be denied on grounds that public record is commingled with nonpublic records (if 
separation required, agency must bear cost); (4) agency maintaining documents in electronic 
form must maintain a register describing all databases containing public documents by listing all 
data fields, describing the record layout, indicating frequency of database update, listing all fields 
to which public access is restricted, and describing each form in which a database can be copied 
using agency’s existing computer programs; (5) no agency can acquire an electronic data 
processing system without first determining that system will not impede public access; (6) 
persons requesting records can elect to receive copies in any form which agency is capable of 
providing; (7) persons may request certified or uncertified copies, and the cost for uncertified 
copies cannot exceed actual cost of producing the copy, not including overhead expense such as 
salaries; and (8) record custodians must respond "promptly" to requests for copies and denials of 
requests must be accompanied by an explanation. 

In action to compel disclosure, court may order attorneys’ fees if court finds agency 
wrongfully denied access without justification and finds no special circumstances that would 
make award of fees unjust. Court may order that attorneys’ fees assessed be paid personally by 
any agency employee or public official who intentionally violates disclosure laws. 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 122. REGULATE PROPERTY TAX REPS. "TO REGULATE PROPERTY TAX 
REPRESENTATIVES AND CONSULTANTS." Adds GS 105-293.1. Provides that only the 
following persons may assist a property owner in preparing a tax list or abstract: a person 
licensed to practice law in this State, a certified public accountant licensed to practice in this 
State, or a registered property tax consultant. Only the following persons may represent a 
property owner in the appeal of a listing or appraisal: a person licensed to practice law in this 
State, a full-time employee of the property owner, or a registered tax consultant. Requires the 
registration of property tax consultants who assist a property owner in preparing abstracts.or who 
represent a property owner in an appeal before the county or Property Tax Comm’n. Sets 
eligibility requirements for registration, including the successful completion of an examination 
adopted by the Dep’t of Revenue. Examination is not required for tax consultants having a 
current professional designation in specified professional organizations. Requires continuing 
education courses for renewal of registration. Proof of registration of the consultant and 
authorization of representation by the property owner is required in order for the consultant to 
represent the owner in appeals before the county assessor, county board of equalization, and 
Property Tax Comm’n. Requires persons assisting a taxpayer in completing an abstract to sign an 
affirmation of veracity and indicate the capacity in which the person assisted the taxpayer; 
requires the preparer to sign the abstract.

H 123. CONTINUE REVENUE LAWS STUDY. "A JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING 
THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE TO STUDY THE 
REVENUE LAWS OF NORTH CAROLINA." As title indicates. Comm’n to make interim 
report in 1994 and final report in 1995. 

Introduced by Jarrell, Gamble, Justus, Luebke, and Tallent. 


H 124. STATE ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH A 
STATEWIDE PROGRAM TO IMPROVE THE COLLECTION OF ACCOUNTS 
RECEIVABLE BY THE STATE." Adds GS Ch. 147, Art. 6B as title indicates. State Controller 
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to implement program to regulate and maximize collection of debt by state agencies. Controller 
may provide for payment of debt by credit card and agencies shall charge interest, fees and 
penalties on past-due accounts. Requires Controller to implement statewide setoff debt collection 
program for accounts that have been written off; this program not to apply to UNC system, which 
may implement its own comparable program. Controller may retain percentage of funds collected 
to offset costs of collection. Requirement that state agencies report accounts quarterly to 
Controller effective July 1, 1994; remaining provisions effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Jarrell, Gamble, Justus, Luebke, and Tallent. 


H 125. SHELLFISH LEASE AUTHORITY (=S 100). "TO VEST AUTHORITY IN THE 
SECRETARY OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO GRANT 
SHELLFISH CULTIVATION LEASES." Identical to S 100, introduced 9 February. 
Introduced by Grady, James, Redwine, Smith, and R. Thompson.

ACCOUNT LIMIT FOR THE CITY OF MOORESVILLE." Modifies GS 143-135, for the 
renovation of the Mooresville old Carolina Tire Building into a fire station only, to increase to 
$250,000 the amount of construction work that the city may undertake with its own forces 
(general law limit is $75,000).

S 104. CANCER CONTROL FUNDS 93-95 (=H 108). "TO APPROPRIATE ADDITIONAL 
FUNDS FOR THE CANCER CONTROL PROGRAM IN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES.” Identical to H 108, introduced 
10 February. 

Introduced by Plyler, Odom, and Plexico. 


S 105. CANCER CONTROL FUNDS EXPANDED (=H 109). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE CANCER CONTROL PROGRAM IN THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO COVER ONE HUNDRED PERCENT OF THE 
FEDERAL POVERTY LEVEL." Identical to H 109, introduced 10 February. 

Introduced by Plyler, Odom, and Plexico. 


S 106. CANCER CONTROL FUNDS 92-93 (=H 107). "TO AUTHORIZE THE DIRECTOR 
OF THE BUDGET TO ALLOCATE ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR THE REMAINDER OF THE 
1992-93 FISCAL YEAR." Identical to H 107, introduced 10 February. 

Introduced by Plyler, Odom, and Plexico. 


S 107. LRC STUDY OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY. "JOINT RESOLUTION REQUESTING 
THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE ITS STUDY OF FIRE 
AND OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY ISSUES." As title indicates; authorizes interim report and 
final recommendations to 1993 session. 

Introduced by Plyler, W. Martin, and Plexico. 
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S 108. PRODUCTS LIABILITY REPOSE. "TO AMEND THE STATUTE OF REPOSE FOR 
PRODUCTS LIABILITY ACTIONS." Amends GS 1-50(6) to increase statute of limitations for 
products liability actions to 10 years (now, six). Effective Oct. 1, 1993. Does not apply to action 
involving product purchased before Oct. 1, 1987. 

Introduced by Plyer, W. Martin, and Plexico. 


S 109. OSHA REVIEW BOARD DECISIONS. "REQUIRING CERTAIN DETAIL IN THE 
DECISIONS AND REPORTS OF THE OSHA REVIEW BOARD." Amends GS 95-135(i) to 
require the hearing examiner’s report and the board’s decision to be in writing and include 
findings of fact and conclusions of law. Amends GS 95-138(a) to require Comm’r of Labor and 
Board to adopt uniform standards regarding amount of penalty to be levied in cases where 
violations are found. 

Introduced by Plyler, Plexico, and W. Martin. 


S 110. CENTRAL OFFICE STAFF WAIVERS. "TO ALLOW LOCAL SCHOOL BOARDS 
TO REQUEST WAIVERS FOR CENTRAL OFFICE STAFF AS PROVIDED BY THE 
SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT AND ACCOUNTABILITY ACT." Identical to H 48 introduced 4 
February. 

Introduced by Warren, Allran, Lee, Sands, and Speed. 


S 111. SCHOOL BUILDING IMPROVEMENT REPORTS (=H 70). "TO APPROVE A 
SYSTEM TO DEVELOP AND IMPLEMENT A SYSTEM FOR BUILDING IMPROVEMENT 
REPORTS." Identical to H 70, introduced 8 February. 

Introduced by Warren, Allran, Lee, Sands, and Speed. 


S 112. WORKERS’ COMP. PHYSICIAN CHOICE. "TO ALLOW INJURED EMPLOYEES 
TO SELECT OR CHANGE TREATING PHYSICIANS IN WORKERS’ COMPENSATION 
CASES." GS 97-25 now provides that an injured employee who does not want use the physician 
provided by the employer must obtain approval of the Industrial Comm’n to select another 
physician. This bill would give the employee the right to choose his own physician once; second 
and subsequent changes in physicians would remain subject to Industrial Comm’n approval. 
Applies to cases pending or filed on or after ratification date. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 113. HEALTH AND SAFETY TRAINING. "TO REQUIRE THAT PUBLICLY FUNDED 
JOB TRAINING PROGRAMS INCLUDE HEALTH AND SAFETY TRAINING." Amends GS 
143B-438.3 and GS 115D-5(d) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 114. WORKERS’ COMP. CHANGES. "TO REPEAL THE STATUTE OF REPOSE FOR 
THE COLLECTION OF DEATH BENEFITS UNDER THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION 
ACT." GS 97-38 now provides that in order for death benefits to accrue under the Workers’ 
Compensation Act, death must result from a compensable injury or occupational disease within 
six years or two years from final disability determination, whichever is later. This bill repeals 
those time limits. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 
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S 115. MACHINE SAFETY GUARDS. "TO PROVIDE A CAUSE OF ACTION TO 
INJURED OR KILLED BY THE INTENTIONAL REMOVAL OF OR FAILURE TO INSTALL 
A MACHINE SAFETY GUARD." Amends GS 97-10.1 as title indicates. Employer is not liable 
unless safety guard was required by NC OSHA or standards adopted thereunder, or manufacturer 
installed the guard, and employer authorized the removal or failure to install the guard. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 116. NORTH CAROLINA RACING ACT (=H 42). "TO IMPLEMENT THE 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE HORSE RACING IN NORTH CAROLINA LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION STUDY COMMITTEE TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH 
CAROLINA RACING COMMISSION, AFTER A BINDING REFERENDUM, TO DEVELOP 
A PROGRAM OF HORSE RACING FOR NORTH CAROLINA, AND TO PROVIDE FUNDS 
FOR DEVELOPMENT OF THE EQUINE INDUSTRY IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Identical to 
H 42, digested 4 February.

H 126. AGENCY-BASED VOTER REGISTRATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR 
AGENCY-BASED VOTER REGISTRATION." Enacts new GS 163-72.5 to provide that the 
following government agencies shall provide persons with voter registration applications and 
assistance in completing the applications: (1) agencies that receive applications for public 
assistance under art. 2, GS Ch. 108A; (2) agencies that receive claims for benefits under the 
Employment Security Law; (3) agencies that receive applications for state-funded or local 
government programs primarily providing services to persons with disabilities; and (4) other 
agencies that provide services to persons with disabilities. Persons receiving registration 
application forms may complete them and leave them with the agency for delivery to the county 
board of elections or may mail them to the county board. Persons may decline in writing to 
receive voter registration applications; otherwise agency must provide application. If an 
application to register is made less than 30 days immediately preceding an election, the applicant 
is not entitled to vote in that election. Effective Jan. 1, 1995.

H 127. CRIMINAL CASE DISPOSITION STUDY. "TO ESTABLISH THE CRIMINAL 
CASE DISPOSITION STUDY COMMISSION". Creates cited Comm/’n of 26 members to study 
Criminal case load in State Court system. President pro tem. and Speaker each to appoint 12 
members from specified categories; Chief Justice and AOC Director to serve ex officio. 
Appropriates $20,000 for fiscal 1993-94 and $20,000 for fiscal 1994-95 to General Assembly 
from the General Fund forComm/’n expenses. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 128. CANCER CONTROL ADVISORY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL TO THE 
SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL 
RESOURCES." Appropriates to the Dep’t of Env., Health, & Nat. Resources $100,000 for the 
1993-94 fiscal year and $100,000 for the 1994-95 fiscal year to establish the Advisory Committee 
on Cancer Coordination and Control.

H 129. CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE 
CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL PROGRAM AND TO ESTABLISH THE 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL TO THE 
SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL 
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RESOURCES." Enacts new GS 130A-33.50 to create Cancer Coordination and Control Program 
in DEHNR. Program is to be phased in over 4-year period beginning with fiscal 1993-94 and is 
to maximize the coverage of cancer control programs and to minimize the overlap of funding and 
other resources of cancer control. Creates a 24-member Advisory Committee on Cancer 
Coordination and Control, members to be appointed from various health professions and medical 
schools, with six members from General Assembly. Committee to advise Sec’y of DEHNR on 
various issues related to establishing a statewide interagency comprehensive coordinated cancer 
control program. Effective Oct. 1, 1993, if funds are appropriated for establishment of the 
committee. :

H 130. SITE-BASED TASK FORCE APPOINTMENTS. "TO ADD TWO ADDITIONAL 
MEMBERS TO THE SITE-BASED MANAGEMENT TASK FORCE." Amends GS 
115C-238.7(a) to add two members to the Task Force on Site-Based Management in the Dep’t of 
Public Instruction. One additional member is to be a parent, the other is to be at-large; both are to 
be appointed by Superintendent of Public Instruction.

H 131. EXTEND DEED CURATIVE. "TO EXTEND THE COVERAGE OF THE 
CURATIVE STATUTE FOR DEEDS OMITTING THE ORDER OF REGISTRATION." 
Amends GS 47-50 as title indicates, extending coverage to deeds recorded before December 31, 
1992 (now, 1980).

H 132. EXECUTIVE REVIEW OF LEGISLATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR A REVIEW BY 
THE GOVERNOR OF ANY BILLS ORDERED ENROLLED, AND TO PERMIT THE 
GOVERNOR TO SUGGEST AMENDMENTS, BEFORE THE BILLS ARE PRESENTED FOR 
RATIFICATION." Amends GS 120-33 to establish executive review of legislation. Provides 
that, upon a bill’s enrollment, the enrolling clerk shall present to the Governor a copy for review. 
After 48 hours (excluding any day when neither house is in session) from the time the copy was 
presented, the enrolling clerk shall present the bill for ratification unless the Governor files a 
message with the enrolling clerk asking that the clerk delay presenting the bill for ratification for 
another 24 hours while the Governor is preparing to ask for reconsideration. If the enrolling clerk 
does not receive such a message within 24 hours, the enrolling clerk shall present the bill for 
ratification. This waiting period does not apply if the Govemor files with the enrolling clerk a 
message waiving the right to review the bill. A message asking for reconsideration shall justify 
why the bill should not become law, unless the Governor attaches an amendment to the message, 
in which case the amendment must be accompanied by a message explaining and justifying the 
amendment. Upon receipt of a message from the Governor asking for reconsideration, the 
enrolling clerk shall return the bill jacket to the house that ordered the bill enrolled, with the 
message, and amendment, if any, placed in the bill jacket. Where any bill is returned by the 
enrolling clerk, the clerk shall not present such bill for ratification unless, subsequent to the 
returm, a conference report has been adopted in each house or the bill has passed at least a third 
reading again in each house. It is not necessary to have a second reading again unless the rules of 
the house so provide. If the bill is ordered enrolled again without amendment, or is ordered 
enrolled with only an amendment attached by the Governor, the enrolling clerk shall present the 
bill for ratification without again presenting it to the Governor. In the case of adjournment of the 
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General Assembly sine die or for a lengthy period, the resolution of adjournment may provide for 
a reconvening of the session to ratify any bills that the Governor did not request reconsideration 
of, or to reconsider any bills where the Governor did request reconsideration.

H 133. ORIENTAL CHARTER CORRECTION. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
CORRECTIONS TO A 1992 CHARTER AMENDMENT OF THE TOWN OF ORIENTAL, 
AND TO RESCHEDULE A REFERENDUM." Changes second of three questions to be voted 
on at Nov. 1993 referendum from whether Oriental town board is to consist of six members to 
whether board is to consist of five members, including the mayor. Makes governing board 
changes required by the three referendum questions--if vote is favorable--effective beginning with 
regular 1995 municipal election rather than with regular 1993 election.

H 134. LOCAL FINANCIAL SECURITY (=S 48). "TO GIVE LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
UNITS MORE FINANCIAL SECURITY AND RESTORE GROWTH TO 
STATE-COLLECTED LOCAL REVENUES AND TAX-SHARING FUNDS." Identical to S 48, 
digested 3 February. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. 


H 135. BOARD OF GOVERNORS ELECTION. "TO ESTABLISH THE PROCEDURE 
FOR NOMINATING AND ELECTING MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Prescribes procedure for election by the House 
of nine members of the UNC Board of Governors in the following categories: two minority 
political party members for four-year terms; six at-large members for four-year terms; and one 
woman for the remainder of an unexpired term. Deadline for submitting nominations to the 
Committee on Education is 12:00 noon, February 24. Election scheduled for March 18. An — 
individual is not eligible for nomination if he or she was nominated and not elected by the Senate 
during the 1993 Session. Committee shall prepare a ballot that includes all legally qualified 
nominees, and ballot shall indicate the results of the Committee’s preferences in each category for 
the information of the members of the House. Ballot may list only Committee nominees who 
have consented to serve if elected. Nominations from the floor not allowed. Chair of Committee 
may refer any of Committee’s responsibilities to Subcommittee on Community Colleges and 
University Affairs.

H 136. LOCAL SALES TAX FOR SCHOOLS. "TO EXTEND FOR AN ADDITIONAL 
FIVE YEARS THE REQUIREMENT THAT COUNTIES USE PART OF THE FIRST 
HALF-CENT LOCAL SALES TAX PROCEEDS ONLY FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS." Amends GS 105-487(a) as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Barnes.

S 117. WINSTON-SALEM WHEEL LOCKS. "RELATING TO ILLEGALLY PARKED 
VEHICLES." Provides that Winston-Salem may provide, by ordinance, for the use of wheel 
locks on illegally parked vehicles with overdue parking tickets. Fee not to exceed $50 plus 
charges for towing and storage. 

Introduced by Ward, Kaplan, and Cochrane. 


S 118. STATE PERSONNEL APPEALS CHANGES. "TO CHANGE THE PROCESS OF 
APPEALING UNDER THE STATE PERSONNEL ACT CERTAIN PERSONNEL DECISIONS 
OF LOCAL APPOINTING AUTHORITIES." Adds new GS 126-37(b1) providing that when 
State Personnel Comm’n makes advisory decision concerning the appeal of a local government 
employee, the local appointing authority must, within 90 days of receipt of the decision, issue a 
written, final decision either accepting, rejecting, or modifying the Comm’n’s decision. If the 
local appointing authority rejects or modifies the advisory decision, it must state its specific 
reasons for so doing. The local appointing authority must serve a copy of its final decision on 
each party and on each party’s attorney of record. Appeal of the local appointing authority’s final 
decision is pursuant to Art. 4, GS Ch. 150B (generally, based on the record and not de novo). 
Amends GS 126-37(c) to provide that if the local appointing authority is other than a board of 
county commissioners, the appointing authority (now, employee) must give the county notice of 
the employee’s appeal to the State Personnel Comm’n. Effective Jan. 1, 1994; applies to cases 
filed on or after that date.

S 119. STATE PERSONNEL STUDY CREATED. "TO CREATE THE STUDY 
COMMISSION ON THE STATE PERSONNEL SYSTEM AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO THE STUDY COMMISSION." Creates a nine-member study comm’n to study all aspects of 
the state personnel system, including the extent to which state government employment is 
family-supportive, salary inequities among state employees, and flexible compensation programs. 
Members of comm’n to be appointed as follows: three senators by President pro tem.; three 
representatives by Speaker; and three public members by Governor. Allocates $25,000 in each 
year of 1993-95 biennium from funds appropriated to General Assembly for Legislative Services 
Comm’n to fund this study. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 120. FLEXIBLE BENEFITS STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE A STUDY OF THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE STATE’S FLEXIBLE COMPENSATION PROGRAM FOR 
STATE EMPLOYEES." Directs the Director of the Budget to retain a consultant to study the 
administration of flexible compensation programs available to eligible employees of state 
agencies, including community colleges, UNC, and public schools, under sections 125, 129, and 
related sections of the Internal Revenue Code. Study to determine the most cost effective manner 
of administering the programs and the most cost effective method of maximizing savings to the 
state and its employees. Director of Budget to report results of study to General Assembly on or 
before May 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Johnson, Sherron, and Simpson. 
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S 121. STATE SALARY INEQUITIES CORRECTED. "TO CORRECT INEQUITIES IN 
THE SALARIES OF EQUALLY QUALIFIED MINORITIES, FEMALES, AND WHITE 
MALES SUBJECT TO STATE PERSONNEL ACT WITHIN OCCUPATIONAL 
CATEGORIES IN STATE EMPLOYMENT." As title indicates, requires each State agency, 
department, and the University of North Carolina to identify salary inequities within occupational 
categories. Defines an inequity as a difference of at least 15% between the salaries of employees 
in the same job classification whose employment statuses are relatively equal with regard to 
education, work experience, level within organization, length of service, and performance level. 
Agency must submit request for salary correction to Office of State Personnel in accordance with 
procedures to be adopted by State Personnel Comm’n. Beginning October 1, 1994, Office of 
State Personnel must submit quarterly report of salary adjustments to the Joint Legislative Comm. 
on Government Operations which reflects by department the total requests made for adjustment; 
the total adjustments made; demographics of those persons whose salaries were adjusted; and an 
analysis of any salary adjustment granted by departments. Salary reserves of affected agencies 
and departments to be used to implement requirements of act. 

Office of State Personnel must determine the extent of salary inequities by April 1, 1995 and 
report amount of funds necessary to correct to the President pro tem., the Speaker, the Chairs of 
the Appropriations Committees, and the Chairs of the standing State Personnel Committees. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

S 122. OPTIMIST CLUB AUTO PLATES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DIVISION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES TO ISSUE SPECIALIZED REGISTRATION PLATES BEARING THE EMBLEM 
OF THE OPTIMIST CLUB." Amends GS 20-79.4(b) as title indicates.

S 123. CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG SCHOOL FUNDING (=H 50). "TO CHANGE 
THE REPORTING REQUIREMENTS OF THE CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG SCHOOL 
FUNDING PILOT, TO DEFINE "WORLD CLASS PILOT SCHOOL” AND TO MAKE 
OTHER TECHNICAL AND CONFORMING CHANGES." Identical to H 50, digested 4 
February.

S 124. TEACHER TRAINING TASK FORCE CHANGES (=H 47). "TO AMEND THE 
TEACHER TRAINING TASK FORCE TO ADD TEACHER MEMBERS AND MAKE OTHER

S 125. PURCHASE MONEY REFINANCING. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PURCHASE

Effective July 1, 1993.

S 127. COMMERCIAL DWI. "TO MODIFY THE DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED LAWS 
WITH RESPECT TO VEHICLES OPERATED IN BUSINESS AND TO MODIFY THE 
FELONY MURDER BY VEHICLE STATUTES." Amends the following statutes concerning 
DWI to change the language regarding driving a commercial vehicle to "driving a commercial 
motor vehicle or any vehicle used in commerce and registered as a commercial vehicle": GS 
20-16.2(a)(4) (information that must be given before a breath test is administered); GS 
20-16.2(i)(2) (right to request a chemical test after arrest); GS 20-16.5(b)(4) (license revocation of 
persons who refuse tests or commercial drivers with concentrations of 0.04 or more); GS 
20-16.5(b1)(2) (recharge test results as basis for revocation); and GS 20-138.2(a) and (c) (offense 
of impaired driving of commercial vehicle). Amends GS 20-141.4(al) to provide that offense of 
felony death by vehicle may be committed by impaired driving of commercial vehicle. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993.

GOVERNOR’S STATE OF THE STATE ADDRESS 


Governor James B. Hunt, Jr. addressed a Joint Session of the Senate and House today at 
7:00 p.m. He focused on three areas of action: jobs, education, and children. 

Jobs. The Governor mentioned four initiatives that form his approach to economic 
development: (1) a charge to the Dep’t of Commerce and the Economic Development Board to 
develop a long-range, highly competitive strategy; (2) a Workforce Preparedness Council to give 
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new leadership and new direction to skill training efforts; (3) an Entrepreneurial Development 
Board to increase the number of startup companies and emerging businesses; and (4) a Small 
Business Development Council to assist small businesses. 

Education. The Governor announced that he will recommend four new spending initiatives 
in the area of education: (1) $105 million for the University system; (2) $113 million for 
workforce preparedness and the community college system; (3) $60 million for the Basic 
Education Program with special emphasis on low-wealth and small systems; and (4) $200 million 
for teachers and educators. He called for setting higher standards and greater NEAT Re in the 
public school system. 

Children. The Governor asked for support for five initiatives involving children: (1) $5 
million to strengthen child-staff ratios in child-care centers; (2) $16 million for immunizations 
against childhood diseases; (3) $3 million to help the working poor afford child day care; (4) $8 
million in tax credits for child care for middle-income families; and (5) $60 million for a 
public-private initiative led by the North Carolina Partnership for Children.

H 140. UNPAID DEBT TAXED AS INCOME. "TO PROVIDE THAT DEBTS THAT

TO THE DEBTOR." Adds GS 105-130.12A to provide that uncontested debts that become 
120 days overdue during the taxable year are taxable as income to the debtor. Does not include 
debt due under a home loan (GS 24-1.1A) or a manufactured home loan (GS 24-1.1C). Creditor 
may report overdue debt to Dep’t of Revenue only if creditor has sent letter to debtor’s last 
known address informing debtor that debt will be reported unless contested or paid within 30 
days and informing the debtor that if reported and left unpaid or uncontested, the amount owed 
will be taxed as income.

DUTY." Amends GS 58-86-55 to provide that a member who is totally and permanently disabled 
for any cause other than line of duty, who leaves the fire or rescue squad because of this 
disability, and who has at least 20 years of service with the pension fund, shall be entitled to a 
monthly benefit from the fund of $100 per month beginning on the 13th month after the 
established disability, regardless of age.

S 132. MINORITY BUSINESS COORDINATOR. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
DIRECT THE SECRETARY OF ADMINISTRATION TO DESIGNATE A MINORITY 
BUSINESS COORDINATOR." Amends GS 143-49 as title indicates. Coordinator to conduct 
programs to encourage participation by small, minority, physically handicapped, and women 
contractors in state purchasing of goods and services.

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S 133. EXPEDITE BID REVIEW. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO REDUCE THE AMOUNT OF 
TIME IT TAKES THE STATE TO PROCURE GOODS AND SERVICES." Amends GS 143-52 
to provide that bids shall not be provided to the ordering state agency for review before award 
unless the agency requests review, and that bids shall not be provided to Board of Award for 
review unless award is in excess of $100,000 or Sec’y of Administration orders review. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993.

S 134. IMPROVE GOV’T PROCUREMENT. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION

CORRECTIONS TO A 1992 CHARTER AMENDMENT OF THE TOWN OF ORIENTAL, 
AND TO RESCHEDULE A REFERENDUM.” Identical to H 133, introduced 11 February. 
Introduced by Perdue. 


S 150. STRATEGIC PLANNING AUTHORITY. "TO CREATE THE AUTHORITY ON 
STRATEGIC PLANNING FOR NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new GS Ch. 143B, Art. 9, Part 9 
to create Authority on Strategic Planning for North Carolina. Located within the Office of the 
Governor, the Authority exercises the powers to employ, direct, and supervise its personnel 
independently of governor and is subject to direction of the governor only with respect to 
management functions of coordinating and reporting. 

Authority has 23 voting members: 10 legislators and 13 at-large. Speaker appoints five 
members of the House and two at-large members. President pro tem. appoints five members of 
the Senate and two at-large members. Governor appoints two members of executive branch and 
seven non-executive branch at-large members. Members serve four-year terms. (Initial terms 
vary, as specified in bill, to provide for staggering of terms.) [Govemor annually appoints the 
Chair. ] 

Nonvoting ex-officio members include the members of the Council of State, the presidents 
of UNC and community college system, and the secretaries of Administration; Commerce; 
Correction; Crime Control and Public Safety; Cultural Resources; Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources; Human Resources; Revenue; and Transportation. 

Authority must: (1) develop a vision addressing the economic, social, cultural, 
environmental, and other needs and aspirations of the people of North Carolina; (2) develop a 
strategy to achieve that vision; (3) develop a series of goals, with measurable indicators, for 
progress over two to three decades and a plan for attaining the goals and implementing the 
strategy; (4) ensure public participation in developing the vision and strategy; (5) adopt a final 
vision and strategy for submission to the General Assembly by January 15, 1994; and (6) and 
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prepare, at least once each biennium, a report on progress in achieving the Authority’s strategy. 
Gives Authority the powers of a joint committee of the General Assembly to obtain documents, 
compel attendance before it, and secure evidence. Requires all legislative committees and 
commissions that report bienally to General Assembly to provide copies of their report to 
Authority. Requires principal departments to provide Authority with annual budget work plans 
and reports required under GS 143A-17. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 151. K-12 RESIDENCE CLARIFICATION (=H 49). "TO CLARIFY WHO SHALL BE 
ENTITLED TO THE PRIVILEGES AND ADVANTAGES OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, WHO 
SHALL PAY TUITION, AND TO CREATE AN EDUCATION POWER OF ATTORNEY." 
Identical to H 49, digested 4 Feb. 

Introduced by Warren, Allran, Lee, and Speed. 


S 152. INDIAN CULTURAL CENTER LEASE. "TO EXTEND THE DATE BY WHICH 
THE NORTH CAROLINA INDIAN CULTURAL CENTER, INC. IS REQUIRED TO ENTER 
A LEASE WITH THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA AND TO ALLOW THE RECEIPT OF 
PLEDGES TO SATISFY THE FUND-RAISING CONDITION TO BE INCLUDED IN THAT 
LEASE." Amends SL 1989, Ch. 1074, as amended, as title indicates. Lease to be entered into by 
Dec. 31, 1993 (now, June 30, 1993). 

Introduced by W. Martin, Parnell, and Sherron. 


S 153. MERCHANTS’ SALES TAX DISCOUNT. "TO ALLOW A PERCENTAGE 
DISCOUNT TO MERCHANTS FOR COLLECTING STATE SALES AND USE TAXES.” 
Reenacts merchants’ sales tax discount (GS 105-164.21) which was repealed in 1987. Establishes 
discount of 3% of first $1,000 of tax collected, and 0.7% of remainder up to maximum of $100 
per month for each place of business at a separate location, or $5,000 per semimonthly period for 
taxpayers required to report on semimonthly basis, or $10,000 per month for each retailer group 
(as defined in bill) for taxpayers not required to report semimonthly. Does not apply to 
collections of local sales and use taxes. Effective April 1, 1994; applies to returns filed on or after 
that date. 

Introduced by Seymour, Kerr, Plexico, and D. Winner. 


S 154. MOBILE CLASSROOM & OFFICE CHANGE. "TO MAKE MOBILE 
CLASSROOMS AND MOBILE OFFICES SUBJECT TO SALES TAX RATHER THAN 
HIGHWAY USE TAX AND TO EXEMPT CERTAIN MOBILE CLASSROOMS FROM 
SALES TAX." Amends GS 105-164.3 and 105-164.4, as title indicates; sets sales tax rate at 3% 
subject to $1,500 cap per section separately transported to building site. Amends GS 105-164.13 
to exempt from sales tax units sold to local boards of education and community colleges. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Seymour, Kerr, Plexico, and D. Winner. 


S 155. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND 
CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE REVENUE LAWS AND RELATED STATUTES." 
Amends GS 105-330.1 to add "u-drive-it" passenger vehicles to list of vehicles excepted from 
new method of collecting property taxes levied on motor vehicles. Makes numerous other 
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technical and clarifying changes in GS Ch. 105. 
Introduced by Plexico, Kerr, Seymour, and D. Winner. 


S 156. MOUNTAIN AQUACULTURE/FUNDS (=H 119). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE MOUNTAIN AQUACULTURE RESEARCH CENTER AT WESTERN CAROLINA 
UNIVERSITY.” Identical to H 119, introduced 10 Feb. 

Introduced by Plexico. 


S 157. CHILD CARE CREDIT/NONRESIDENTS. "AUTHORIZING NONRESIDENT 
TAXPAYERS TO CLAIM THE TAX CREDIT FOR CHILD CARE AND CERTAIN 
EMPLOY MENT-RELATED EXPENSES." Amends GS 105-151.11 as title indicates. 
Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kerr, Plexico, Seymour, and D. Winner. 


S 158. INHERITANCE TAX PENALTY PROCEDURE. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO FILE AN INHERITANCE TAX RETURN WILL BE 
ASSESSED AND COLLECTED IN THE SAME MANNER AS THE PENALTY FOR 
FAILURE TO PAY INHERITANCE TAXES." As title indicates. Makes technical corrections. 
Provides that penalty for failure to file does not apply if no tax is due. Effective for estates of 
decedents dying on or after July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kerr, Plexico, Seymour, and D. Winner. 


S 159. NON-TAX-PAID FUEL CRIM. PENALTY. "TO PROHIBIT DELIVERY OF 
NON-TAX-PAID SPECIAL FUEL INTO THE SUPPLY TANK OF A MOTOR VEHICLE 
AND ACQUISITION OF NON-TAX-PAID SPECIAL FUEL FOR USE IN A MOTOR 
VEHICLE." Special fuel is diesel fuel and other kinds of motor fuel except gasoline. 
Non-tax-paid special fuel is special fuel on which the per gallon excise tax has not been paid. 
Amends 105-449.34 to create two misdemeanor offenses of knowingly dispensing non-tax-paid 
special fuel into a motor vehicle and knowingly allowing someone to dispense nontaxpaid fuel 
into a motor vehicle. Violation punishable under GS 14-3(a) by imprisonment for up to two years 
and a fine in court’s discretion. Applies to offenses committed on or after October 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Kerr, Plexico, Seymour, and D. Winner. 


S 160. NONRESIDENT JOINT RETURNS. "TO ALLOW A NONRESIDENT COUPLE TO 
FILE A JOINT INCOME TAX RETURN IF ONLY ONE SPOUSE HAS INCOME FROM 
NORTH CAROLINA SOURCES." Amends GS 105-152 as title indicates. Effective for taxable 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kerr, Plexico, Seymour, and D. Winner. 


S 161. SPECIAL/MULTIYEAR PLATE CHANGES. "TO ALLOW ALL TRAILERS TO 
OBTAIN MULTIYEAR LICENSE PLATES, TO ALLOW OWNERS OF HORSELESS 
CARRIAGES TO OBTAIN MULTIYEAR LICENSE PLATES, TO CLARIFY THE 
DEFINITION OF SEMITRAILER, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE 
CHANGES TO THE LAWS CONCERNING SPECIAL LICENSE PLATES." Gives statutory 
sanction to current administrative practice of allowing all trailers to obtain multi-year plates; 
amends GS 20-79.4 to add vehicles eligible for "horseless carriage" plates to list of those eligible 
for multi-year plates; provides that special plates for military retiree and "street rod" vehicles need 
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not be issued unless at least 300 requests for such plates are received; allows surviving spouse of 
POW to retain special plate; makes other technical changes in special license plate laws; makes 
conforming changes in Machinery Act provisions concerning property tax levies on motor 
vehicles. 

Introduced by Kerr, Plexico, Seymour, and D. Winner. 


S 162. DEALER PLATE/LICENSE CHANGES. "TO MODIFY THE REQUIREMENTS 
FOR LICENSURE AS A MOTOR VEHICLE WHOLESALER OR DEALER, TO LIMIT THE 
NUMBER OF MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER LICENSE PLATES THAT CAN BE ISSUED TO 
THE SAME DEALER, TO EXPAND THE USE OF TRANSPORTER PLATES, AND TO 
CHANGE THE FEE FOR TRANSPORTER PLATES." Amends GS 20-286 to provide that to 
qualify for dealer tags, the applicant must have an office or salesroom of at least 250 square feet 
(now, 96 square feet) in a building that is not a residence, and enough land or enclosed space for 
display of at least 10 cars. Dealer’s sign must have block letters not less than 6 inches high (now, 
3 inches). Amends GS 20-97 to provide a dealer may obtain the number of dealer tags based on 
vehicles sold during the previous 12-month period as follows: fewer than 5--no tags; at least 5 but 
fewer than 10--1 tag; at least 10 but fewer than 25--2 tags; at least 25 but fewer than 50--4 tags; 
50 or more--at least 4, but not more than 4 times the average number of qualifying sales 
representatives employed by the dealer during the relevant 12-month period. Further amends GS 
20-97 to provide that dealer tags may be displayed only on a vehicle that is (1) in the dealer’s 
inventory; (2) is covered by liability insurance; (3) is not used by the dealer in another business; 
and (4) is driven by an officer of employee of the dealer or by a person to whom the dealer has 
issued a demonstration permit. Amends GS 20-79.2 to provide that a transporter tag may be 
obtained for the additional purposes of: (1) taking a vehicle to or from an auction where the 
vehicle will be offered for sale or was sold; (2) road testing a repaired truck whose GVWR is at 
least 15,000 pounds; and (3) moving a mobile office, home, or classroom when the Utilities 
Comm’n has authorized the move. Makes fee for transporter plate same as dealer plate fee. 
Amendments regarding dealer tags effective July 1, 1993; amendments regarding transporter tags 
effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 161. AID TO PRIVATE COLLEGES CHANGE. "TO CHANGE THE LAW 
REGARDING STATE AID TO PRIVATE COLLEGES." For the 1993-95 biennium, increases 
the amount of aid to private colleges to be disbursed by the UNC Board of Governors under GS 
116-19 to $500 per full-time equivalent North Carolina undergraduate student enrolled at a 
private institution as of October 1 of each year. Increases the amount of additional support per 
full-time student to either (1) $2,000 or (2) at least the average amount of General Fund support 
for nonresident students attending UNC per academic year, whichever is greater. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Hall. 


H 162. CLAYTON ANNEXATION. "CONCERNING ANNEXATION OF CERTAIN 
PROPERTY BY THE TOWN OF CLAYTON." Exempts Clayton’s noncontiguous annexation 
of a particular piece of property specifically described in the bill from general law requirement 
that satellites may not exceed 10% of town’s primary corporate limits. 

Introduced by Creech. 


H 163. ROBESON SUBDIVISION DEFINITION. "TO MODIFY THE DEFINITION OF A 
‘SUBDIVISION’ FOR THE PURPOSE OF SUBDIVISION REGULATION IN ROBESON 
COUNTY." 
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As title indicates. Amends previous local act applicable only in Robeson County to make 
subdivision regulations apply to division into parcels of 2.5 acres or more (now, five) with access 
by 45 foot right-of-way (now, 30). 

Introduced by Cummings. 


H 164. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOND ACT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 
THREE HUNDRED ELEVEN MILLION TWO HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE 
QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER 
AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR COMMUNITY COLLEGES." 
Subject to voter approval at November, 1993, general election, authorizes issuance of 
$311,200,000 in general obligation bonds for making grants to community colleges for capital 
improvement projects. Provides that no bonds are to be issued and no funds allocated for projects 
until the General Assembly has specifically authorized specific projects either in 1993 or some 
later session. The bill includes the following list of capital projects, but makes it clear that the list 
is subject to change and does not actually authorize construction of any particular project on the

H 167. YADKIN SCHOOL BOARD TERMS-1. "TO PROVIDE THAT MEMBERS OF THE

MONDAY IN AUGUST AFTER THEIR ELECTION." As title indicates, beginning with the 
1994 primary.

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H 169. INDEPENDENT CANDIDATE REQUIREMENTS. "TO REDUCE THE 
REQUIREMENTS FOR BALLOT ACCESS BY UNAFFILIATED STATEWIDE 
CANDIDATES." Amends GS 163-122(a)(1) as title indicates, to require petitions by 0.5% of 
total registered voters (now, 2%).

S 163. COMP CARRIER SAFETY SERVICES. "TO REQUIRE THE COMMISSIONER OF 
INSURANCE AND THE RATE BUREAU TO DEVELOP A PROPOSED PLAN FOR

Rate Bureau and Comm’r of Insurance to jointly develop plan requiring all workers’ 
compensation insurers to provide services to their insureds regarding workplace safety, loss 
control, and accident prevention. Plan may distinguish services by hazards of the industry, 
employer size, and other relevant factors. Plan to be filed by December 1, 1993 with Legislative 
Research Comm/’n committee studying fire and occupational safety issues for review only.

S 164. BLDG. CODE/LOCAL CIVIL PENALTIES. "TO CLARIFY THAT LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTS HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO IMPOSE CIVIL PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLATIONS OF THE STATE BUILDING CODE.” Amends GS 143-138 and 139, 160A-175, 
and 153A-123 as title indicates. Effective upon ratification and applies to violations committed 
on or after that date. 

Introduced by Plexico and W. Martin. 


S 165. GPAC/TRANSP. FINANCING STUDY. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
HAVE THE HIGHWAY OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE CONDUCT A COMPREHENSIVE 
TRANSPORTATION FINANCING STUDY.” As title indicates. Requires that following be 
examined: all transportation types receiving state funding, program needs and life-cycle costs, 
current funding and possible alternatives, and whether legislation is needed to ensure that 
designated funding comprehensively and equitably supports priorities. Committee must report 
study results to General Assembly before the first day of the 1994 Session. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 166. GPAC/ERASES HIGHWAY TRUST FUND. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
PROVIDE FOR MORE FREQUENT ASSESSMENT OF THE HIGHWAY TRUST FUND 
PROGRAM." Amends GS 120-70.51(a) to require Joint Legislative Highway Oversight 
Committee to reassess construction projects funded by Highway Trust Fund at least every five 
years. First report on reassessment to be filed on first day of 1994 session. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 
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5 167. GPAC/DMV PRODUCTIVITY ENHANCED. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
THAT THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES ENHANCE ITS AUTOMATED VEHICLE 
REGISTRATION SYSTEM AND ENCOURAGE GREATER USE OF MAIL-IN 
REGISTRATIONS AND OTHER INNOVATIVE PROGRAMS TO IMPROVE EFFICIENCY." 
Requires the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles to submit a report to the General Assembly not later than 
Nov. 1, 1993 with proposals for enhancing the efficiency of motor vehicle registration. Specific 
considerations to include, encouraging mail-in registration, computer linking of branch offices to 
a central system and future applications such as direct customer telephone input through 
automated teller machines and using credit cards.

S 168. GPAC/MUNICIPAL AGREEMENTS. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO INCREASE THE USE 
OF MUNICIPAL AGREEMENTS TO ADDRESS GROWING URBAN OPERATIONS 
NEEDS." Requires that DOT report to the General Assembly by December 1, 1993, a plan for 
increasing use of municipal agreements to turn over operations functions to local governments. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 169. GPAC/REORGANIZE DOT. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE HAVING TO DO WITH THE 
REORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION." Effective July 1, 
1993, consolidates the Internal and External Audit units into one Audit Section and transfers it to 
the Office of the Sec’y of Transp., transfers the Beautification Program to the Div. of Highways, 
Maintenance Branch, and transfers the Charlotte International Registration Plan Office to the 
International Registration Plan Section. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 170. GPAC/DIVISION TRAFFIC SERVICES. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
THAT DIVISION TRAFFIC SERVICES BE REALIGNED TO FOCUS SIGNAL-RELATED 
SERVICES." Requires that Sec’y of Transportation realign Traffic Services sections of the 14 
Traffic Div’ns so that signal/traffic control personnel report to Ass’t Traffic Engineer and 
pavement markings/signs personnel report to Traffic Services Supervisor. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 171. GPAC/DOT EQUIPMENT SECTIONS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
CONSOLIDATE THE HIGHWAY DIVISION EQUIPMENT SECTIONS.” Requires DOT to 
develop plan to consolidate the division garages located across the State which maintain and 
repair DOT equipment. Plan to be submitted to General Assembly by July 1, 1993 and 
consolidation to be completed by January 1, 1994. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 172. GPAC/EQUIPMENT OPERATIONS SUPRV. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ELIMINATE HIGHWAY DIVISION EQUIPMENT OPERATIONS SUPERVISORS." 
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Eliminates the Division Equipment Operations Supervisor positions in the DOT upon a finding 
that they are a redundant layer of management. Reduces the DOT base budget of the Dept. by 
$434,00 for fiscal year 1993-94 and $434,000 for fiscal year 1994-95 due to the mandated 
decrease in personnel positions. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 173. GPAC/DIVISION-BASED STAFF REDUCTION. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ELIMINATE THE ’DISTRICT’ LAYER OF MANAGEMENT WITHIN THE DIVISION 
HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE SECTIONS." Requires that Sec’y of Transportation report to 
General Assembly by September 1, 1993, on elimination of management positions described in 
title. Further, Sec’y must report on personnel realignment recommended by GPAC that creates 
position of "Div’n Operations Engineer" in each Div’n and requires that units specified in bill 
report to that manager. Reduces DOT base budget by $3,400,00 in fiscal 1993-94 and $4,575,00 
in fiscal 1994-95 due to staff reduction. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 174. GPAC/ELIMINATE DOT POSITIONS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ELIMINATE EIGHTY-FIVE POSITIONS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION." 
Identifies positions within the DOT involving excess layers of management, excessively narrow 
spans of control and overlapping functions. Requires the Sec’y of Transportation to report to the 
General Assembly by August 1, 1993 with a plan identifying 85 positions to be eliminated and 
providing that all positions that can be eliminated during fiscal year 1993-94 shall be eliminated 
by July 1, 1994. Reduces DOT base budget by $2.9 million for 1993-94 and $2.9 million for 
1994-95 due to the mandated decrease in personnel. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 175. GPAC/CLOSE SOME DMV OFFICES. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
CLOSE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES FIELD OFFICES THAT PROCESS FEWER 
THAN THE STATE AVERAGE OF DRIVERS LICENSE APPLICATIONS AND TO | 
INCREASE OVERALL PRODUCTIVITY OF THE REMAINING OFFICES." Requires that 
Comm ’r of Motor Vehicles submit to General Assembly by September 1, 1993, a plan to close 
Div’n field offices that process fewer than the State average of drivers licenses per day, by June 
30, 1995 and to increase productivity of remaining field offices by ten percent. Reduces DMV 
base budget by $1,398,860 in fiscal 1993-94 and by $1,855,010 in fiscal 1994-95 due to field 
office closings. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 176. GPAC/CONTRACTED ROAD MAINTENANCE. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION MAINTAIN ITS CURRENT 
MAINTENANCE STAFFING AND ACCOMPLISH THE INCREASED MAINTENANCE 
PROGRAM WORK LOAD THROUGH EXPANDED USE OF OUTSIDE CONTRACT 
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FORCES." Requires the DOT to report to the General Assembly on or before Nov. 1, 1993 with 
a plan to maintain its current maintenance staffing and accomplish increased maintenance 
program work load through expanded use of outside contract forces. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 177. GPAC/CONSTRUCTION PERSONNEL LIMIT. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
PROVIDE THAT ADDITIONAL CONSTRUCTION STAFFING NEEDS OF THE HIGHWAY 
TRUST FUND PROGRAM BE MET IN PART BY INCREASING THE PROPORTION OF 
OUTSIDE CONTRACT FORCES." Finds that DOT should increase use of private contractors as 
a means of reducing number of new staff required to support the construction portion of the 
Highway Trust Fund program. Outside contractors to focus on peak load requirements of 
program. DOT to retain sufficient staff to address base load requirements of program and 
administer private contractors. Contractors should be selected based on significant relevant 
experience and familiarity with DOT standards and specifications. Sec’y of Transportation to 
report to General Assembly by September 1, 1993 regarding plan to implement this policy. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 178. GPAC/PRECONSTRUCTION PERSONNEL LIMIT. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
LIMIT THE SIZE OF THE PRECONSTRUCTION UNITS AND TO USE PRIVATE 
ENGINEERING FIRMS TO HANDLE MORE OF THE HIGHWAY TRUST FUND 
PRECONSTRUCTION WORK LOAD." Requires the Sec’y of Transportation to submit a plan 
to the General Assembly by Sept. 1, 1993 to freeze preconstruction positions (in lieu of funding 
additional staff positions currently being sought) and contract out excess preconstruction work to 
private engineering firms. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 179. GPAC/PRIVATIZE REGISTRATION OFFICES. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
PRIVATIZE THE RALEIGH AND CHARLOTTE STATE-RUN VEHICLE REGISTRATION 
OFFICES." Requires that the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles submit to General Assembly a plan to 
privatize vehicle registration offices in Charlotte and Raleigh by August 1, 1993. Reduces DMV 
base budget by $600,000 for the 1993-94 and by $1,200,000 for the 1994-95 due to privatization. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


GOVERNOR’S SUPPLEMENTAL BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS 


Governor James B. Hunt, Jr., today released his supplemental budget recommendations for 
the 1993-95 biennium. They include reductions in the General Fund continuation budget of $100 
million for each year of the biennium to be realized from implementation of GPAC 
recommendations and agency efficiency reductions, and expansion budget items totalling 
$47 1,025,040 for 1993-94 and $576,645,884 for 1994-95. If enacted as proposed, the General 
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Fund budget would total $8.8 billion in 1993-94 and $9.2 billion in 1994-95. To fund this budget, 
the Governor proposes no new or increased taxes and projected growth in existing General Fund 


revenues of 5.7% in 1993-94 and 6.5% in 1994-95.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 170. ESC DATA PROCESSING. "TO PROHIBIT THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY 
COMMISSION FROM ESTABLISHING A DATA PROCESSING CENTER SEPARATE 
FROM THE STATE INFORMATION PROCESSING SERVICES DATA CENTER." Forbids 
Employment Security Comm’n (ESC) to spend money before Dec. 31, 1994, to design or 
implement mainframe data processing center separate from center operated by State Information 
Processing Services (SIPS) without prior approval of Information Resource Management 
Comm’n (IRMC). ESC must notify Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations 
immediately if it seeks approval to design or implement such a separate center. IRMC must 
report on its action on the ESC request for approval to next meeting of Joint Comm’n. 
Introduced by Bowman and Fussell. 


H 171. PERSONAL COMPUTER ACCOUNTABILITY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
SECRETARY OF ADMINISTRATION TO DEVELOP A TERM CONTRACT FOR THE 
PURCHASE OF PERSONAL COMPUTER EQUIPMENT, AND TO REQUIRE PURCHASES 
OF PERSONAL COMPUTER EQUIPMENT TO BE REPORTED TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION." Adds new GS 143B-135.8 as title indicates. Requires all state agencies, 
UNC System, Dep’t of Community colleges, and local school units to report monthly to Dep’t of 
Administration on purchases of personal computers, peripheral equipment, and local area network 
equipment, in form specified by Dep’t. In case of failure to report, requires Budget Director to 
reduce the appropriation of the nonreporting agency in amount equal to the salary of the employee 
responsible for the failure to report. 

Introduced by Bowman and Fussell. 


H 172. LEGIS. INFO. TECHNOLOGY OVERSIGHT. "TO CREATE THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE.” Creates Art. 
12I of GS Ch. 120 to establish six-member Joint Legislative Information Technology Comm/’n 
three members of Senate appointed by President pro tem. (at least one must be member of 
minority party) and three members of House appointed by House Speaker (at least one must be 
member of minority party). Empowers Comm’n to oversee organization, management, funding, 
and effectiveness of information technology in state government and to make recommendations 
to General Assembly. 

Introduced by Bowman and Fussell. 


H 173. INTEREST ON INCOME TAX REFUNDS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE STATE 
SHALL PAY INTEREST ON INCOME TAX REFUNDS NOT REFUNDED TO THE 
TAXPAYER WITHIN FORTY-FIVE DAYS AFTER THE RETURN WAS FILED OR DUE TO 
BE FILED, WHICHEVER IS LATER." Amends GS 105-163.16 and GS 105-266 to provide that 
interest paid by the State on income tax refunds accrues from a date 45 days (now, 90 days) after 
the return is filed, due to be filed, or an overpayment is made. Removes present GS 105-163.16 
requirement that refunds must be made within six months of dates mentioned above. Provides 
that "the date a tax is paid" is to be determined according to the Internal Revenue Code and that 
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"the date a refund is paid" is to be determined by the Secretary of Revenue, but that date can be 
no more than 30 days before the refund check is mailed. Makes further conforming and 
simplifying amendments in GS 105-163.43, GS 105 163.16, and GS 105-266. 

Introduced by Luebke, Gamble, Jarrell, Justus, and Tallent. 


H 174. ELECTRONIC FUNDS TRANSFER. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE TO ALLOW OR REQUIRE PAYMENT OF TAXES BY ELECTRONIC FUNDS 
TRANSFER." Defines electronic funds transfer (EFT) as transfer using electronic terminal, 
telephone, computer, or magnetic tape to authorize financial institution to credit er debit an 
account. Amends GS 105-241 to require Sec’y of Revenue to prescribe where taxes are to be 
paid and whether paid by cash, check, EFT, or otherwise. Sec’y not to require EFT payment 
unless taxpayer’s required payment averages at least $20,000 per month on each type of tax due. 
Sec’y must suspend EFT payment requirement if required payment averages less than $20,000 
per month for 12 months. Makes conforming and clarifying changes to other sections of GS Ch. 
105. Amends GS 105-236 to provide that when EFT cannot be completed due to insufficient 
funds or nonexistent account, Sec’y shall assess penalty of 10% of the transfer; minimum penalty 
$1 and maximum $1,000. For payment in form other than required by Sec’y, required penalty 5% 
of amount, with $1 minimum and $1,000 maximum. Amends GS 105-251 to authorize Sec’y to 
specify that tax-related information be furnished electronically or on paper. Effective July 1, 
1993, but EFT payment of motor fuels taxes under GS Ch. 105 Subch. V or inspection fee under 
GS Ch. 119 Art. 3 may not be required until July 1, 1995. 

Introduced by Luebke, Gamble, Jarrell, Justus, and Tallent. 


H 175. NO LICENSE TAX ON CLEANING. "TO REPEAL THE PRIVILEGE LICENSE 
TAX ON LAUNDRIES, DRY CLEANERS, AND OTHER BUSINESSES THAT CLEAN 
PROPERTY." Repeals GS 105-74 (privilege license tax on pressing clubs, dry cleaning plants, 
and hat blockers) and GS 105-85 (privilege license tax on laundries. Amends GS 105-89 
(privilege license tax on auto wholesale supply dealers and service stations), and GS 105-102.5 
(general business license tax) to provide that the term "servicing" does not include cleaning. 
Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 176. SALES TAX ON ALL CLEANING. "TO EXPAND THE SALES TAX ON 
LAUNDRY AND DRY CLEANING SERVICES TO INCLUDE ALL CLEANING 
SERVICES." Amends GS 105-164.4(a)(4) and 105-467 to subject to sales tax the services of 
cleaning tangible personal property and any part of a building or other improvement to real 
property. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 177. NO SALES TAX ON CLEANING. "TO REPEAL THE SALES TAX ON LAUNDRY 
AND DRY CLEANING SERVICES." Amends GS 105-164.4, 105-164.13(18), and 105-467, 
and SL 1967, Ch. 1096, Sec. 4 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 178. 1993 REFERENDUM-STATE LOTTERY. "TO PROVIDE FOR A BINDING 
REFERENDUM ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NORTH CAROLINA LOTTERY." 
Subject to a statewide referendum on November 2, 1993, adds new GS Ch. 105C to provide for a 
state lottery, effective January 1, 1994. Creates a five-member State Lottery Comm’n to oversee 
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lottery. Comm’rs are appointed by Governor for five-year terms based on regional representation 
(counties are divided into five regions). Describes duties, powers, compensation and staffing of 
the Comm’n. Provides procedures for purchasing and leasing lottery goods and services. At 
least 50% of total projected annual revenue from lottery ticket sales must be allocated for the 
payment of lottery prizes. Provides that the State Auditor must conduct quarterly and annual 
audits of the lottery and requires biannual independent audits. Describes requirements for 
becoming a lottery game retailer and how and why a retailer permit may be denied, suspended, or 
revoked. Requires that the Comm’n initially provide lottery retailers 5% of retail price of tickets 
sold as compensation, plus a 1% incentive bonus for exceeding a specified sales volume: 

Game Restrictions. Comm/’n shall determine types of lottery games to be offered, but the 
games may not do the following: (1) be based on bingo, dog racing, or horse racing themes; (2) 
be based on the outcome of any sporting event; (3) use tickets or shares that do not have unique 
numbers distinguishing a ticket or share from every other chance in the game; (4) use tickets or 
shares that include the name or photo of an elected official; (5) use a computer terminal or 
electronic device that dispenses coins or currency. 

Use of Proceeds. Provides for a Local Infrastructure Fund, in substantially the same manner 
as HB 38, introduced February 3 (unlike HB 38, there is no Savings Reserve Account or State 
Infrastructure Fund). Establishes the Lottery Fund, as a proprietary fund within the State treasury. 
Provides that each month, the State Treasurer must transfer one-half of net income to the General 
Fund and the remaining one-half to the Local Infrastructure Fund. 

Reports and Studies. Requires Comm’n to conduct a demographic study of the players of 
the lottery after the first twelve months of sales and present results to Governor and General 
Assembly leaders. Also requires a study after the first twelve months of the Comm’n’s 
effectiveness in publicizing the lottery. Authorizes SBI to respond to requests for investigation 
from Lottery Comm’n. Allows counties and municipalities to pledge amounts annually 
appropriated from General Fund under GS 105-213(a) to repayment of loans from the Local 
Infrastructure Fund. 

Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 179. DELETE ENVIRONMENTAL REPORTS. "TO DELETE THE REQUIREMENT 
THAT CERTAIN REPORTS ON ENVIRONMENTAL ISSUES BE MADE TO THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON GOVERNMENTAL OPERATIONS." Amends SL 1989, 
Ch. 603, Sec. 3; GS 130A-309.12(c); SL 1989, Ch. 1082, Sec. 2; GS 143-215.94M(a); and GS 
143B-290(4)(d) as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hackney. 


H 180. WILKES SCHOOL BOARD TERM. "TO PROVIDE THAT MEMBERS OF THE 
WILKES COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION SHALL TAKE OFFICE AT THEIR FIRST 
MEETING IN JUNE OF THE YEAR OF THEIR ELECTION.” Amends SL 1975, Ch. 761 as 
title indicates. Applies to members elected beginning in 1998. Sets expiration date of terms for 
members elected in 1994 and 1996. 

Introduced by J. Brown and Holmes. 
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H 199. INVITING VICE PRESIDENT GORE. "JOINT RESOLUTION INVITING THE 
HONORABLE ALBERT GORE, JR., VICE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, TO 
ADDRESS A JOINT SESSION OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES AND THE 
SENATE." Invites Vice President Gore to address a Joint Session at 9:30 a.m. on Friday, 
February 19. 

Introduced by Jack Hunt. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 180. EMERGENCY JUDGES’ PER DIEM. "TO INCREASE THE PER DIEM 
ALLOWANCE OF EMERGENCY COURT JUDGES." Amends GS 7A-52(b) to raise from 
$150 to $200 the per diem allowance of district court emergency judges for each day of active 
service rendered upon recall, and to raise this allowance from $150 to $300 for superior court 
emergency judges. Appropriates $140,667 for fiscal 1993-94 and $147,500 for fiscal 1994-95 
from General Fund to Administrative Office of the Courts to implement act. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 181. HEALTH INS. DIRECT PAYMENT. "TO PROVIDE THAT HEALTH INSURANCE 
POLICIES SHALL PROVIDE FOR DIRECT PAYMENT TO GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES 
PROVIDING HEALTH SERVICES." Amends GS 58-51-15(a) to require that all accident and 
health insurance policies contain a provision saying that unless the insured directs otherwise in 
writing, indemnities provided by the policy must, at the insurer’s option and unless the insured 
provides proof that the services have been paid for, be paid directly to a governmental agency 
providing health services. Effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applies to all policies written or renewed 
after that date. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 182. DISTINGUISHED PROFESSORS FUND. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO FUND THE 
DISTINGUISHED PROFESSORS ENDOWMENT TRUST FUND." Appropriates $2 million 
for fiscal 1993-94 and $2 million for fiscal 1994-95 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 183. SALES TAX LICENSE DURATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT A SALES TAX 
LICENSE IS VOID IF THE RETAILER REPORTS NO SALES FOR EIGHTEEN MONTHS." 
Amends GS 105-164.4(c) as title indicates (now, license must be out of business for five years). 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kerr, Plexico, Seymour, and Winner. 


S 184. GPAC/UNC STUDY EXTENSION. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO DIRECT THE 

UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO DETERMINE THE APPROPRIATE ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT ROLE OF EXTENSION ACTIVITIES." Directs UNC Board of Governors to 
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conduct cited study in consultation with Economic Development Council created by GS 
143B-434 and report to General Assembly and Joint Education Oversight Comm’n by July 1, 
1994. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 185. GPAC/ECONOMIC RESPONSIBILITY. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ASSIGN KEY RESPONSIBILITY FOR EACH MAJOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
ACTIVITY TO A SPECIFIC DEPARTMENT OR ORGANIZATION." Adds GS 143B-437C to 
require Dep’t of Commerce to coordinate economic development efforts among various agencies 
that receive appropriations for economic development. Following departments to have primary 
responsibility for indicated development areas: Commerce, industry and tourism; Agriculture, 
agribusiness industry; Community Colleges, implementation of worker training programs; Labor, 
coordinating and planning worker training programs.

Chapter 364, Session Laws of 1983 as title indicates. Provides that property may be conveyed in 
exchange for sewer taps for other property.

H 200. DAY CARE PROVIDER RECORDS. "TO MANDATE CRIMINAL RECORD 
CHECKS OF CHILD DAY CARE PROVIDERS AND SPOUSES OF CHILD DAY CARE 
OPERATORS." Adds new GS 110-90.2 requiring criminal record checks of employees, . 
prospective employees, and operators directly providing day care in all day care facilities, 
including church-sponsored day care facilities, and in child day care homes that receive state 
purchase-of-care funds. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR), effective December 1, 
1993, to ensure that no applicant to be such an employee or operator may do so if she or he has 
been convicted of felony or misdemeanor child abuse or of comparable crime in another state. 
Requires all such applicants (and spouses of operator applicants) to be fingerprinted by local 
sheriff or municipal police, as prescribed by State Bureau of Investigation (SBI) and authorizes $5 
fee for fingerprinting, to be paid by the employer. Requires employer to submit to DHR two 
fingerprint cards and completed record check form from clerk of superior court of check of any 
conviction of child abuse in the county of the applicant’s residence. Specifies procedures to be 
followed by DHR and SBI in completing and responding to record checks, the cost of which are 
to be paid by the employer. Makes licensing and registration subject to record check provisions 
and authorizes provisional employment and licenses pending record checks. Makes it a 
misdemeanor to fail to disclose a criminal conviction of child abuse. 

Requires NC Child Day Care Comm’n to adopt rules to implement the act, in consultation 
with Day Care Section in Div’n of Facility Services in DHR and the SBI. Requires Social 
Services Comm’n, in consultation with Child Day Care Comm’n, to adopt rules to extend same 
protection of this act to children in "nonregistered" care, and to report to General Assembly by 
April 1, 1994, on need for any legislative action. Appropriates from General Fund to DHR 
$50,000 for fiscal 1993-94 and $50,000 for 1994-95 to implement the act. Effective July 1, 
1993. Applies to persons applying or reapplying for work as day care providers and spouses of 
persons applying or reapplying for work as day care operators on or after that date. Also applies 
to persons employed as day care providers and spouses of persons employed as day care operators 
as of this date when provider or operator changes place of employment.

H 201. DAY CARE RATE CHANGE/FUNDS. "TO CHANGE THE DAY CARE RATE 
PAYMENT STRUCTURE TO ENCOURAGE THE PROVISION OF QUALITY DAY CARE 
FOR ALL NORTH CAROLINA’S CHILDREN IN NEED OF CARE AND TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS." Requires that Social Services Comm’n establish rules, pursuant to GS 143B-153(8)a, 
for the monthly schedule of payments for the purchase of day care services for low-income 
children. Requirements for rules include: (1) establishment of a statewide market payment rate 
representing the 75th percentile of all day care rates from every county, (2) provision for rate 
establishment and payment in counties with costs above the statewide payment rate, and (3) 
provision of incentives to provide quality day care by providing payment differentials among day 
care centers based on a rating system specified in the bill.

Increases eligibility limits for state 
and federal child day care subsidies (1) for families already receiving subsidies, to 75% of median 
income, and (2) for families initially needing subsidies, one economic "notch" above their current 
eligibility level. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Division of 
Facility Services, Day Care Section, $2 million for each year of 1993-95 biennium to implement 
the act. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 203. TATTOOING REGULATED. "TO REQUIRE THAT INDIVIDUALS OR 
BUSINESSES ENGAGED IN THE PRACTICE OF TATTOOING OBTAIN A PERMIT FROM 
THE LOCAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT." Amends GS Ch. 130A by adding a new Part 11 with 
purpose as title indicates. Permits are subject to initial granting, and annual renewal, after local 
health department inspection of facilities used for tattooing. Requires that the Comm’n for Health 
Services adopt rules governing the sanitation of such facilities. Authorizes inspections. Provides 
that failing to get a permit is a misdemeanor. Amends GS 130A-39(g) to allow local boards of 
health to charge fee for inspections under new Part 11.

H 208. POLKVILLE DEANNEXATION. "TO RESTORE THE ORIGINAL CORPORATE

FIRST APPEARANCE, OR AN ARRAIGNMENT BY A TWO-WAY AUDIO AND 
VIDEO PROCEEDING." Rewrites GS 15A-532, 15A-601, and 15A-941 as title indicates. 
Authorizes proceedings through audio and video transmission between the judicial official and 
defendant, with parties being able to see and hear each other. Provides that defendant’s attommey 
and the prosecutor may be present at proceeding and that defendant must be allowed to 
communicate fully with his attorney during the proceeding.

October 1, 1993.

S 223. LRC STUDY CHIRO. COLLEGE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE NEED TO ESTABLISH A COLLEGE OF 
CHIROPRACTIC IN NORTH CAROLINA, AND TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION 
THEREFOR.” As title indicates, appropriates $50,000 for fiscal 1993-94 and $50,000 for fiscal 
1994-95 from the General Fund to the Legislative Research Comm’n. If Comm’n finds need and 
feasibility, it must determine proper place for chiropractic college within UNC System. 
Authorizes interim report to 1994 session and final report to 1995 session. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Conder. 
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S 224. NEED-BASED CYTOTECH. SCHOL (=H 106). "TO ESTABLISH AND 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR NEED-BASED CYTOTECHNOLOGY SCHOLARSHIPS, AND 
TO DIRECT THE OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL TO REVIEW STATE 
CYTOTECHNOLOGIST SALARIES." Identical to H 106, introduced 10 February. 

Introduced by Plexico, Forrester, Odom, and Plyler. 


S 225. CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL ACT (=H 129). "TO ESTABLISH 
THE CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL PROGRAM TO ESTABLISH THE 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL TO THE 
SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL 
RESOURCES." Identical to H 129, introduced 11 February. 

Introduced by Plexico, Forrester, Odom, and Plyler. 


S 226. CANCER CONTROL ADVISORY FUND (=H 128). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON CANCER COORDINATION AND CONTROL TO 
THE SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES.” Identical to H 128, introduced 11 February. 

Introduced by Plexico, Forrester, Odom, and Plyler. 


S 227. DAY CARE HOME SAFETY-1. "TO BAN CORPORAL PUNISHMENT FROM 
CERTAIN ’NONREGISTERED’ DAY CARE THAT RECEIVES REIMBURSEMENT 
FROM THE STATE." Adds new GS 110-101.1 prohibiting use of corporal punishment as form 
of discipline in day care homes that are not required to be registered but that receive state 
subsidies , unless the care is provided to children by their grandparents, aunts, uncles, 
step-grandparents, or great-grandparents. Also exempts religious sponsored nonregistered homes. 
Effective upon ratification and applies to acts of discipline imposed on or after that date. 
Introduced by Richardson, Forrester, Plexico, and Walker. 


S 228. DAY CARE HOME SAFETY-2. "TO BAN CORPORAL PUNISHMENT FROM 
CERTAIN ’NONREGISTERED’ DAY CARE THAT RECEIVES REIMBURSEMENT FROM 
THE STATE." Adds new GS 110-101.1 prohibiting use of corporal punishment as form of 
discipline in day care homes that are not required to be registered but that receive state subsidies, 
unless the care is provided by persons who are grandparents, aunts, uncles, step-grandparents, or 
great-granparents. Also exempts religious sponsored nonregistered homes. Effective upon 
ratification and applies to acts of discipline imposed on or after that date.

S 229. DAY CARE ELIGIBILITY INCREASE/FUNDS (=H 202). "TO AID PARENTS OF

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S 230. DAY CARE RATE CHANGE/FUNDS (=H 201). "TO CHANGE THE DAY CARE 
RATE PAYMENT STRUCTURE TO ENCOURAGE THE PROVISION OF QUALITY DAY 
CARE FOR ALL NORTH CAROLINA’S CHILDREN IN NEED OF CARE AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS.” Identical to H 201, introduced 18 February. 

Introduced by Richardson, Forrester, Plexico, and Walker. 


S 231. COUNTY DAY CARE ADMIN. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
COUNTY DAY CARE ADMINISTRATION." Appropriates $4 million for each year of 1993-95 
biennium from the General Fund to the DHR, Div’n of Facility Services, Day Care Section to be 
allocated to counties for day care administration. Cannot supplant county funds obligated for the 
purpose of day care administration. DHR to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office on 
use of funds. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Richardson, Forrester, Plexico, and Walker. 


S 232. COUNTY DAY CARE ENCOURAGEMENT (=H 206). "TO ENCOURAGE 
COUNTIES TO PROVIDE THE HIGHEST POSSIBLE DAY CARE AVAILABLE TO THEM.” 
Identical to H 206, introduced 18 February. 

Introduced by Richardson, Forrester, Plexico, and Walker. 


H 233. RESIDENT TUITION STATUS CHANGE. "TO EXEMPT TEACHERS 
ENROLLED IN COURSES TO COMPLETE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
CERTIFICATION REQUIREMENTS FROM THE TWELVE-MONTH DURATIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA RESIDENCY TEST." 
Amends 116-143.1 to accord resident tuition status to noncertified teachers employed by local 
school administrative units as long as teacher is enrolled in certification courses. Noncertified 
means provisionally certified to teach for the first time while possessing no other level of 
certificate. Effective July 1, 1993 and applies beginning with 1993-94 academic year. 
Introduced by Cooper. 


S 234. NASH GIS EXCEPTION. "MAKING A QUALIFIED EXCEPTION FROM THE 
PUBLIC RECORDS ACT RELATING TO GEOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION SYSTEMS." 
Declares records relating to Nash County’s geographic information system to be public records 
with copies to be made available to the public at reasonble cost, but authorizes Nash County and 
any city therein to require that persons obtaining copies of these records must agree that they will 
not be resold or otherwise used for business purposes. Provides that publication or broadcast by ~ 
new media does not constitute a business use.

S 235. REDEFINE SCHOOL FUND AVAILABILITY. "TO MAKE THE CALCULATION 
FOR SCHOOLS OF FUND BALANCE AVAILABLE FOR APPROPRIATION THE SAME AS 
THE CALCULATION FOR OTHER LOCAL GOVERNMENTS." Amends GS 115C-425(c) to 
provide that appropriated fund balance in any fund shall not exceed the sum of cash and 
investments minus the sum of liabilities, encumbrances, and deferred revenues arising from cash 
receipts (now, cash and investments minus the sum of liabilities, encumbrances and deferred 
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revenues). 
Introduced by Cooper. 


S 236. FIREMEN’S PENSION FUND CHANGE. "TO ALLOW ADDITIONAL 
RETROACTIVE MEMBERSHIP IN THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE 
SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND." Amends GS 58-86-45 to allow fireman or rescue 
squad worker who is eligible and has not elected to become a member, to make application on or 
before March 31, 1994 (previously, 1987). Gives worker who applies for prior service until 
October 1, 1994, to pay for prior service. Adds provision, effective April 1, 1994, allowing any 
fireman or rescue squad worker to purchase credit for any periods of service not otherwise 
creditable by making a lump sum payment equal to the full liability of the service credits 
calculated on basis of assumptions used for purpose of actuarial valuation of the system’s 
liabilities, taking into account the retirement allowance arising on account of the additional 
service credit commencing at earliest age at which the member could retire on an allowance, as 
determined by board of trustees on advice of consulting actuary, plus an administrative fee to be 
set by board of trustees. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Speed. 


S 237. INCOME WITHHOLDING FOR RESTITUTION. "TO PROVIDE THAT INCOME 
WITHHOLDING MAY BE USED TO SATISFY CRIMINAL RESTITUTION PAYMENTS 
AND TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE FOR WITHHOLDING INCOME." Amends GS Ch. 15A 
by adding a new Article 82A with purpose as title indicates. Authorizes withholding income from 
a convicted criminal defendant for restitution payments when: (1) a defendant has been delinquent 
or is erratic in making payments, subject to motion, notice to defendant, and hearing; or (2) a 
defendant requests, verbally or in writing, the withholding, also subject to notice and hearing. 

Provides terms of judicial orders allowing for withholding, including opportunity for 
defendant to show "mistake of fact" to prevent issuance of order and requirement that order state 
specific monetary amount to be withheld and the disposable income figure from which that 
withholding was determined. Provides for modification and termination of withholding. 

Establishes guidelines for determining how much may be withheld from income. Generally, 
a defendant with one withholding order must pay no more than 40% of disposable income in a 
pay period for restitution, arrearages, processing fees, court costs, and attorneys’ fees. A 
defendant with multiple orders of withholding and no dependents must pay no more than 50%. A 
defendant supporting a spouse or dependent children and facing multiple orders of withholding 
can pay no more than 45%. Provides that current child support payments have priority over 
restitution payments. 

Sets rules for employers who must withhold restitution from disposable income of 
probationers. Makes employers who willfully refuse to comply with this article liable to the party 
to whom restitution is owed by the defendant. Prohibits employers from discharging, refusing to 
hire, or disciplining defendant solely because of withholding. Subjects such employers to civil 
penalty up to $1000 and civil suit from defendant for reasonable damages and reinstatement of 
employment. 
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Amends GS 15A-1343(b1)(authorized special conditions of probation) by adding a new 
subsection (6a), which provides that an authorized condition of probation may be that a defendant 
be required to submit to income withholding for restitution payments, as authorized in the new 
Ch. 15A, Art. 82A. Effective 1 October 1993.

S 238. GPAC/COMMERCE REG. OFFICES (=S 191). "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
MERGE SLXTEEN REGIONAL OFFICES WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 
INTO A SMALLER NUMBER OF LARGER REGIONAL OFFICES, AND TO IMPLEMENT 
ADDITIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS RELATED TO THE MISSION AND ACTIVITIES OF 
THE REGIONAL OFFICES." Identical to S 191, introduced 17 February.

S 239. GPAC/INTEGRATED TAX ADMIN. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO REQUIRE THE 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO IMPLEMENT A NEW INTEGRATED TAX 
ADMINISTRATION SYSTEM TO ACHIEVE A HIGHLY EFFICIENT AND EFFECTIVE 
OPERATION." Appropriates $6,300,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from the General Fund to the Dep’t 
of Revenue to implement a new Integrated Tax Administration System (ITAS), a computer-based, 
fully integrated tax administration system to support all functions of tax administration of the 
Dep’t of Revenue. Also, as part of its functional reorganization, Dep’t of Revenus must 
implement training program to train employees in areas outside their area of expertise and to keep 
them updated on changes in law. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 240. GPAC/CONSOLIDATE CORRECTION PROG. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
CONSOLIDATE NORTH CAROLINA’S COMMUNITY CORRECTIONS PROGRAMS." 
Transfers to Dep’t of Correction, Division of Adult Probation and Parole, all functions of Dep’t of 
Crime Control and Public Safety, Div’n of Victim and Justice Services, to conduct the 
Community Service Work Program. Requires Dep’t of Correction to eliminate separate 
administrative structure of Div’n of Adult Probation and Parole and the Community Service Work 
Program; consolidate all community corrections programs under a single administrative structure 
using regional offices; and establish court intake positions to reduce court intake fragmentation 
among community corrections programs. Rewrites GS 20-179.4 to make conforming changes. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

S 241. GPAC/TRANSFER OSBM MANAGEMENT. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
TRANSFER THE OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT, MANAGEMENT 
AND PRODUCTIVITY SECTION, TO THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION.” As 
title indicates. Transfer includes all elements of a Type I transfer, as defined in GS 143A-6. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 
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S 242. GPAC/GOVERNOR ANALYZE AGENCIES. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
DIRECT THE GOVERNOR TO CONDUCT ORGANIZATIONAL AND STAFFING 
ANALYSES OF STATE AGENCIES." As title indicates, with the following guidelines: (1) 
eliminate one-on-one reporting relationships at middle management and supervisory levels, (2) 
shorten spans of control within units, and (3) consolidate small units into larger ones. 

Introduced by W. Martin. : 


S 243. GPAC/PRISON CONSOLIDATION. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO CONSOLIDATE 
THIRTY OF THE STATE’S SMALLEST PRISONS, AND TO IMPROVE | 
ORGANIZATIONAL FUNCTIONS AND REDUCE STAFF IN AREA OFFICES OF THE 
DIVISION OF PRISONS." Requires Dep’t of Correction to construct three new prison facilities 
and expand two existing prison facilities, to be large enough to achieve an inmate-to-correctional 
officer ratio of approximately 5:1 and an inmate-to-total uniformed staff ratio of approximately 
4:1. Requires Dep’t of Correction to consolidate into the new and expanded facilities the 
populations of thirty specified facilities. Requires Div’n of Prisons to redraw its area command 
regions, develop new policies to minimize approval and review functions at the area command, 
consolidate central support services under area boundaries, and reduce its staff by a net of 660 
uniformed staff and 132 area office staff. Reduces the base budget of the Dep’t of Correction by 
$462,000 for fiscal 1993-94, by $952,000 for 1994-95, by $7,301,000 for 1995-96, by 
$14,600,000 for 1996-97, and by $7,301,000 for 1997-98. Appropriates from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Correction $75 million for fiscal 1993-94 for construction of new prison facilities and 
expansion of existing facilities. Effective July 1, 1993.

OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO DIRECT THE 
DIVISION OF MEDICAL ASSISTANCE AND THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN TO ASSIST THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION IN EFFORTS TO SECURE AUTOMATED CLAIMS 
PROCESSING SUPPORT FROM A CONTRACTOR." Directs cited agencies to assist DOC in 
discussions and negotiations to secure contractor for automated processing of medical claims.

States intent to examine for 
cost efficiency the issue stated in title.

Directs the Dep’t of Human Resources to 
develop, or contract for the development of, remmbursement rates and payment standards for 
facilities named in title.

H209. DEFINE ABANDONED CEMETERY. "TO DEFINE ’ABANDONED 
CEMETERY’". Amends GS 65-1, GS 121-8(g) and GS 143B-128 to define abandoned cemetery 
as one that can be characterized by substantial neglect and lack of maintenance. Cemetery 
presumed abandoned if (1) no burials for 15 years or more and (2) it is in a state of disrepair due 
to lack of maintenance or there is substantial uncertainty about record title owners of land. 
Introduced by Fitch. 


H 210. HOTLINE COMPLAINTS CONFIDENTIAL. "TO PROTECT THE 
CONFIDENTIALITY OF HOTLINE COMPLAINTS THAT THE AUDITOR TRANSMITS TO 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY FOR INVESTIGATION.” Amends GS 147-64.12(b) to provide 
that if Auditor’s hotline receives report of improper governmental activity that it is prohibited 
from auditing, the Hotline Manager must transmit the report to the Legislative Administrative 
Officer. Report shall have same confidentiality in General Assembly as it has with Auditor. 
Introduced by Hensley. 
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H 211. COUNTY DAY CARE ADMIN. FUNDS (=S 231). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR COUNTY DAY CARE ADMINISTRATION." Identical to S 231, introduced 18 February, 
Introduced by Rogers, Easterling, Gardner, H. Hunter, and Jeffus. 


H 212. ECU MED. SCHOOL RECEIPTS (=S 197). "REGARDING THE USE OF- 
RECEIPTS BY THE EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY OF MEDICINE." Identical to S 197, 
introduced 17 February.

TO A PROSECUTION FOR RAPE OR SEXUAL OFFENSE." Amends GS 14-27.8 as title 
indicates. Provides that prosecutions for offenses occurring before the effective date would not be 
abated by this bill’s passage. |

H 215. COSMETIC BOOTHS ARE NOT SHOPS. "TO PROVIDE THAT RENTAL 
BOOTHS ARE NOT COSMETIC ART SHOPS." Amends provision in GS 88-4 defining 
cosmetic art shop, beauty parlor, and hairdressing establishment for purposes of GS Ch. 88 
(regulating cosmetology, etc.) to specify that an individual rental booth is not a cosmetic art shop. 
Introduced by Morgan. 


H 216. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDERS. "TO AUTHORIZE, UNDER CERTAIN 
CONDITIONS, MAGISTRATES TO ISSUE DOMESTIC VIOLENCE RESTRAINING 
ORDERS AND TO CONDUCT HEARINGS FOR CIVIL CONTEMPT OF DOMESTIC 
VIOLENCE RESTRAINING ORDERS, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE 
GENERAL STATUTES." Amends GS 50B-2 to provide that in cases where a party is seeking 
emergency ex parte relief from domestic violence in accordance with GS Ch. SOB, and the clerk 
of superior court is unavailable, the district court is not in session, and a district court judge is not 
and will not be available for a period of at least eight hours, a magistrate may hear the motion and 
enter a temporary order. Magistrate must then schedule ex parte hearing before district court 
judge within 72 hours (with no additional costs to applying party) and magistrate’s order will 
expire at end of 72 hour period. 
Amends GS 50B-4 to provide that, upon a filing of a pro se motion for contempt based on a 
violation of a GS Ch. 50B domestic violence order, a magistrate may schedule and issue notice of 
a show cause hearing before the district court judge if motion for contempt is made when clerk of 
court is unavailable and the facts show clear danger of acts of domestic violence against 
aggrieved party or a minor child. Further, person arrested pursuant to GS 50B-4(b) for violation 
of domestic violence order may be brought before magistrate for show cause hearing if district 
court is not in session and a district court judge is unavailable and will not be available for at least 
8 hours. 
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Amends GS 5A-23(b) and GS 7A-292 to reflect new powers to magistrates. Effective 
October 1, 1993; applies to actions filed on or after that date. 
Introduced by Spears. 


H 217. PROTECTION DEVICE TAX CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE A TEMPORARY INCOME 
TAX CREDIT FOR HOME OWNERS WHO PURCHASE HOME PROTECTION DEVICES." 
Adds new GS 105-151.23 to allow a taxpayer who purchases or installs a home security device in 
his principle residence an income tax credit equivalent to 50% of the cost of purchasing and 
installing the device, up to a $500 maximum. The credit may not exceed the tax imposed in the 
tax year, and unused portions may be carried over for three succeeding years. Home security 
device is a device designed to prevent unlawful entry into the home, and includes window and 
door locks, outdoor lighting, security alarms, and security fences. 

Introduced by Spears. 


H 218. COUNSELOR LICENSING. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF THE 
PRACTICE OF COUNSELING AND THE LICENSURE OF COUNSELORS." Amends Art. 24 
of GS Ch. 90 by changing the title of "registered practicing counselor" to "licensed professional 
counselor" (LPC) throughout article. Provides that such counselors will hold licenses (law now 
provides for certificates). Raises ceiling for the following fees: initial or renewal application 
from $75 to $100, examination from $75 to $100, and late renewal from $15 to $25. Removes 
present prohibition on requiring examination for license renewal. 

Defines counselor category of "supervisor": a LPC with a minimum of five years of 
counseling who meets qualifications established by the Board of Licensed Professional 
Counselors. Specifies that to be a LPC one must: (1) have obtained a Master degree in 
counseling which includes a minimum of 48 semester hours (now, there is no explicit minimum 
hour requirement) or an equivalent degree approved by the Board; (2) have no less than two years 
of masters or post-masters counseling experience, or of both, in a professional setting, with a 
minimum of 2,000 hours of supervised professional practice (now, there is no explicit 
requirement of supervised hours of practice); and (3) have passed an examination adopted by the 
Board. Allows Registered Practicing Counselors in good standing to be issued LPC licenses 
without meeting the requirements just described. Adds new GS 90-343, which requires an LPC to 
furnish clients with a professional disclosure statement listing credentials, services offered, and a 
fee schedule. Amends GS 7A-551 to add LPC-client privilege to list of privileges that are not 
grounds for excluding evidence of abuse or neglect in judicial proceedings. Effective 1 July 
1994,

H 219. HEALTH EDUC. AND RESPONSIBILITY. "TO ESTABLISH THE HEALTH 
EDUCATION AND PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY ACT." Adds new GS 58-2-235, requiring 
Comm’r of Insurance to develop and implement a health education and personal responsibility 
program in which voluntary participants can receive credit to be applied against health insurance 
deductibles, coinsurance, or maximum out-of-pocket limits. Comm ’r must report annually about 
the program to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations.

S 248. UNC BOARD ELIGIBILITY. "TO REQUIRE THAT FORMER LEGISLATORS 
WAIT TWO YEARS BEFORE SERVING ON THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 116-7(b) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Plyler, Perdue, and Conder. 


S 249. FIREMEN’S DEPENDENT SCHOLARSHIPS. "TO PROVIDE FOR: :-: 
SCHOLARSHIPS FOR DEPENDENTS OF FIREMEN." Amends GS 58-85-1 to authorize the 
NC State Firemen’s Ass’n to grant educational scholarships to members of the association and 
their dependents (now, authorized only for children of members). 

Introduced by R. Martin. 


S 250. CRIMINAL CASE DISPOSITION STUDY. "TO ESTABLISH THE CRIMINAL 
CASE DISPOSITION STUDY COMMISSION.” Creates 26-member Comm’n to study possible 
improvements in CALENDARING and disposition of criminal cases, 12 to be appointed by 
President pro tem. (five from Senate, one superior court judge, one district court judge, one clerk 
of court, two district attomeys, and two members of the criminal defense bar), 12 to be appointed 
by Speaker of House (nine members of the House, one superior court judge, one clerk of court, 
and one public defender), and the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court and the Director of AOC. 
Comm’n to submit interim report before first day of 1994 Session and final report with 
recommendations due January 15, 1995. 

Appropriates $20,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from the General Fund to the 
General Assembly for the work of the Comm’n.

S 251. RAPE/ABOLISH SPOUSAL DEFENSE (=H 214). "TO ABOLISH THE SPOUSAL 
DEFENSE TO A PROSECUTION FOR RAPE OR SEXUAL OFFENSE." Identical to H 214, 
introduced 19 February. 

Introduced by Odom, Cochrane, Cooper, and Lee. 


S 252, GPAC/DEVELOP OUTCOME MEASURES. "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
DEVELOP AND MONITOR THE OUTCOME MEASURES FOR MAJOR STATE 
PROGRAMS." Adds GS 143-10.3 to provide that Director of the Budget shall develop standard 
performance measurement system for major programs of each State agency, department, and 
institution to be part of the biennial comprehensive plan and serve as basis for development of 
biennial budget, beginning with 1995-97. Measurement system to include (1) description of key 
measures for the program which should include program efficiency, program activity, and 
program outcomes, (2) identification of current performance levels, (3) identification of target 
performance levels, (4) identification of future performance levels, (5) method of regular 
monitoring of department performance in relation to the measure, and (6) method for assessing 
programs that have developed innovative management actions to achieve targets. Director of 
Budget shall present plan for measurement system to General Assembly by October 1, 1993 and 
shall report annually on the status of the development of the system, the programs failing to 
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achieve performance targets, and the programs using management innovation. 
Introduced by Perdue. 


S 253. GPAC/STRATEGIC PLANNING PROCESS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ESTABLISH AND IMPLEMENT A STATE STRATEGIC PLANNING PROCESS." Adds new 
GS 143-10.3 describing a state government strategic planning process to be implemented through 
the Office of State Budget and Management and the Office of State Plarining. Following 
elements, among others, must be included: statewide goals, external and internal assessment, 
agency goals, performance measuring and monitoring, and coordination with the budget process. 
Repeals present GS 143A-17, which requires each principal state gov’t agency to submit an 
annual work plan to the Governor in favor of a new GS 143-10.4. New statute requires agencies 
to prepare "comprehensive plans" including agency performance measures for Governor 
biennially in even-numbered years. Plans must be coordinated with strategic planning described 
in GS 143-10.3 and with biennial budgeting. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 254. TOBACCO MUSEUM FUNDS (=H 197). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
TOBACCO FARM LIFE MUSEUM." Identical to H 197, introduced 18 February. 
Introduced by Speed. 


S 255. Held as filed. 


S 256. INFANT/TODDLER DAY CARE FUNDS. "TO LOWER THE STAFF/CHILD 
RATIOS AND GROUP SIZE FOR INFANTS AND TODDLERS IN CHILD CARE." Amends 
GS 110-91(7) to specify the staff-child ratios and group sizes for infants and toddlers under the 
day-care facilities licensing law. (Under current law, Child Day-Care Comm’n adopts rules 
regarding staff-child ratios, group sizes, and multi-age groupings for each category of facility, 
with certain minimum standards specified in SL 1985, ch. 757, sec. 156(e).) For children 0-12 
months, ratio is five children to one adult, group size is 10; for 12-24 months, ratio is six to one, 
group size is 12; for 2-3 years, ratio is 10 to one, group size is 20. 

Appropriates $634,740 for fiscal 1993-94 and $640,100 for fiscal 1994-95 from General Fund to 
Day Care Section, Div’n of Facility Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, to implement act. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Plexico, Forrester, Richardson, and Walker. 


S 257. GPAC/LEGISLATIVE PEER REVIEW. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
PROVIDE FOR A PEER REVIEW OF THE ORGANIZATIONAL AND STAFFING 
CAPABILITIES AND LEVELS REQUIRED TO SERVE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN 
THE FUTURE." Specifies that General Assembly will have cited peer review of organizational 
structure, etc., conducted, with completion by July 1, 1994. Appropriates $50,000 for fiscal 
1993-94 from General Fund to General Assembly to implement act. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 
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S 258. GPAC/LEGISLATIVE FACILITIES PLAN. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
PROVIDE THAT THE LEGISLATIVE SERVICES COMMISSION SHALL DEVELOP A 
FACILITIES PLAN THAT DEFINES CURRENT SPACE NEEDS OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AND PLANS FOR FUTURE NEEDS FOR FACILITIES AND STORAGE 
SPACE." As title indicates. Plan to be developed by July 1, cdirst 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 259. GPAC/LEGISLATIVE SERVICES SCHEDULE. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
PROVIDE FOR REGULAR QUARTERLY MEETINGS OF THE LEGISLATIVE SERVICES 
COMMISSION." Amends GS 120-31 as title indicates. Allows for meeting cancellation if there 
is no business. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 260. GPAC/CAPITAL BUDGET PROCESS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
RESTRUCTURE THE CAPITAL BUDGET PROCESS. Amends GS 143-11 (dep’t surveys) to 
include an "urging" from the General Assembly that the Governor include in the proposed budget 
an appropriation for repairs and renovations equal to 1.5% to 3% of the value of State-owned 
buildings. Amends GS 143-15 to provide that the General Assembly shall not decrease the 
budget amount appropriated for repairs and renovation to less than 1 and 1/2% of the value of 
State-owned buildings. Amends GS 143-15.4(a) to include appropriations for repairs and 
renovations in the General Fund operating budget for purposes of limitation or budget growth. 
Amends GS 143-341 to require the Dep’t of Administration to conduct a 10-year capital needs 
assessment and report the results before 1 May 1994 to the Governor and the General Assembly. 
Provides that above amendments apply to budgets for all fiscal years beginning in 1995-96. 
Provides that the Capital Improvement Subcommittees (not yet created) of the Appropriations 
Committees of the House and Senate develop a debt policy for funding State capital needs. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 261. GPAC/PROGRAM BUDGETING. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF — 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO REQUIRE THAT THE 
GOVERNOR SUBMIT TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
ENACT A BUDGET THAT FOCUSES ON PROGRAM RESULTS." The Executive Budget 
Act now requires that the State budget be prepared, adopted, and administered in line item format; 
that in presenting budget proposals to the General Assembly, the Governor must provide separate 
estimates of the amount required to continue programs at existing levels (base budget) and 
amounts requested to add new programs or expand existing ones (expansion budget); that, with 
limited exceptions, State agencies may not spend money for purposes for which the General 
Assembly considered but rejected an appropriation for the current fiscal period; and that, with 
limited exceptions, the Governor may not authorize transfer of money from one line item to 
another after the budget is enacted. This bill makes changes in all of these features. 

Budget format. Amends GS 143-11 to provide that the Governor shall submit his proposed 
budget to the General Assembly in a format that identifies and evaluates each principal program 
in each State agency, without making any distinction between continuation and expansion items. 
Provides that the chart of accounts adopted by the State Controller for expenditures is to be used 
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for reporting purposes only. Amends GS 143-6 to provide that the Governor may require State 
agencies to submit budget requests within target levels established to reflect anticipated revenues 
and proposed expenditure priorities. 

Purposes for which appropriations rejected. Amends GS 143-16.3 to provide that a State 
agency that plans to spend funds for a purpose for which the General Assembly considered but 
rejected an appropriation for the current fiscal period must first report to the Governmental 
Operations Comm’n its intent to do so with supporting documentation of changes in program 
performance. This réport must be made one month in advance of the change, and the changed 
expenditure may not be continued for subsequent fiscal years unless the General Assembly 
approves. 

Transfer of budgeted funds. Amends GS 143-23 to delete all existing restrictions on transfer 
of funds between line items. Rewrites this statute to to provide that appropriations are for budget 
purposes within subprograms of the performance budget, and that the Governor may authorize 
movement of funds from one budget purpose to another if both purposes are within the same 
subprogram and within the same department. Also authorizes the Governor to authorize 
movement of funds from one program to another up to 5% of total appropriations to the program. 

Effective date. Statutory changes effective on ratification. Directs the Govemor to develop 
a plan for presenting his 1995-97 budget recommendations in a performance budget format, and 
to present that plan to the General Assembly before June 1, 1993.

S 262. GPAC/EXPAND FUNDING FLEXIBILITY. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO

AGENCIES." Requires Director of the Budget to develop a plan to expand cited program 
described in GS Ch. 116, art. 1, part 2A to other state agencies. Director is to report on plan to 
General Assembly before March 1, 1994.

S 263. GPAC/TRANSFER SIPS TO ADMINISTRATION. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
TRANSFER THE STATE INFORMATION PROCESSING SYSTEM TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF ADMINISTRATION." Transfers State Information Processing Services from Office of State 
Controller to Dep’t of Administration as a Type I transfer, as defined in GS 143A-6. Makes 
conforming amendments. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 264. GPAC/STUDY BANKING REGULATION. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
DIRECT THE GOVERNOR TO STUDY THE ORGANIZATION OF STATE AGENCIES 
THAT REGULATE FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS." Directs Govemor to study organization of 
state agencies that regulate financial institutions, including insurance companies and report 
findings to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal-Research Div’n 
by:1 January 1994. Governor must consider whether a Dep’t of Financial Institutions is feasible. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 
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S 265. GPAC/ELIMINATE 2 REVENUE POSTS. "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ELIMINATE TWO SUPERVISORY POSITIONS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 
FIELD OFFICES." Requires that Dep’t of Revenue eliminate one supervisor in the Rockingham 
field office and one in the Elizabeth City field office. Reduces Dep’t of Revenue base budget by 
$74,702 in each year of 1993-95 biennium due to change. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 266. GPAC/ELIMINATE DEP. SEC. OF REV. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
RECLASSIFY THE DEPUTY SECRETARY OF REVENUE AS A HEARING OFFICER." 
Reclassifies position of Deputy Sec’y of Revenue as a hearing officer; states that Office of 
Hearings and Legislative Tax Policy and the Tax Research Div’n should report directly to Sec’y 
of Revenue and that Security Office should report to Ass’t Sec’y for Admin., and reduces Dep’t 
of Revenue base budget by $40,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium due to reclarification of 
Dep. Sec’y position. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 267. GPAC/EXPAND INTERSTATE TAX AUDITS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE SHOULD CONTINUE TO EXPAND ITS 
INTERSTATE AUDIT OPERATION AS PLANNED." As title indicates. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 268. GPAC/END IN-PERSON ASSISTANCE. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
PHASE OUT PERSONALIZED, FACE-TO-FACE TAXPAYER ASSISTANCE AND 
INCREASE THE NUMBER OF TOLL-FREE TELEPHONE LINES USED FOR TAXPAYER 
ASSISTANCE." Eliminates ten revenue officer positions in the Field Operations Div’n in order 
to decrease face-to-face taxpayer assistance. States intent to eliminate ten more positions in each 
1995-96 and 1996-97, and to eliminate six more in 1997-98. Estimates phased-in base budget 
reductions of $1,546,331 by 1997-98 Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Revenue, Field Operations Div’n, $37,351 for fiscal 1993-94 and $74,702 for fiscal 1994-95 to 
hire one new tax technician in each year to provide increased phone assistance to taxpayers.

S 279, GPAC/TRANSFER ADVOCACY GROUPS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
TRANSFER DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION ADVOCACY GROUPS TO THE 
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OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR AND TO THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES." 
Transfers the following agencies from the Dep’t of Administration to the Office of the Govermor: 
Youth Advocacy and Involvement Office, NC Human Relations Comm’n, NC Council of 
Women, and Veterans’ Affairs Comm’n as Type I transfers under GS 143A-6; and NC State 
Comm’n of Indian Affairs as a Type II transfer under GS 143A-6.

RETROACTIVE MEMBERSHIP IN THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE 
SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND." Identical to S 236, introduced 18 February. 
Introduced by DeVane and Mavretic. 


H 226. HYDRILLA ERADICATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
ERADICATE HYDRILLA IN LAKE GASTON." Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Div’n of Water Resources, $200, tl for 
fiscal 1993-94 as title indicates. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by D. Brown. 


H 227. COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE LAW ENHANCED. "TO ENHANCE THE 
COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE LAW.” Rewrites GS 115C-378 to require, instead of allow, a 
principal to file a complaint with the juvenile intake counselor if the principal determines that a 
parent, legal guardian, or custodian received the notification provided for in the section and made 
an effective effort to comply with the law. Deletes from GS 115C-379 authority of State Board 
of Education to specify circumstances under which teachers, principals, or superintendents may 
excuse pupils for nonattendance due to immediate demands of the farm or the home in certain 
seasons. Rewrites GS 115C-380 to increase maximum fine for violating the compulsory 
attendance law to $200 (now $50). Makes other, technical changes to these sections and to GS 
115C-381. Repeals GS 115C-382, which provides for investigations of indigence in cases in 
which someone provides an affidavit that a child is not able to attend school because of necessity 
of work or labor for support of himself of the family. Effective July 1, 1993, and applicable to 
school years beginning after that date.

H 228. PARENT CONTROL MINORS’ VIDEOS. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE 
LAW STUDY COMMISSION TO PROHIBIT THE COMMERCIAL DISSEMINATION OF 
SADISTIC VIDEOS TO MINORS." Adds new GS 14-190.21 creating offense of commercially 
disseminating a sadistic video movie harmful to minors, which occurs if a person, knowing the 
character or content of the video movie, sells, rents, or otherwise distributes for consideration a 
sadistic video movie harmful to a minor. Defines relevant terms; provides that mistake of age is 
not a defense; and makes the following affirmative defenses: (1) defendant was the minor’s 
parent or legal guardian; (2) before disseminating the video, defendant requested and received a 
drivers license or other i.d. indicating that the minor was at least 18 years of age and defendant 
reasonably believed the minor was at least 18; (3) dissemination was made with prior written 
consent of the recipient’s parent or guardian. Violation is made a misdemeanor, punishable by 
imprisonment for up to 6 months, a fine of up to $500, or both. Includes severability clause. 
Effective October 1, 1993, and applicable to offenses occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 229. TRAINING SCHOOL ALTERNATIVE. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE 
LAW STUDY COMMISSION ADDING TRAINING SCHOOLS TO THE COMMITMENT 
OPTIONS WHEN COMMITMENT OF A JUVENILE FOR THIRTY DAYS OR LESS IS 
ORDERED." Rewrites GS 7A-652(c) as title indicates, giving Division of Youth Services 
discretion as to where juvenile is assigned. Effective October 1, 1993 and applicable to 
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commitments ordered for offenses committed on or after that date. 
Introduced by Hensley. 


H 230. JUVENILE GUARDIAN AD LITEM. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE 
LAW STUDY COMMISSION TO REQUIRE THAT OPPORTUNITY TO BE HEARD BE 
PROVIDED A JUVENILE’S GUARDIAN AD LITEM PRIOR TO THE DISMISSAL OF THE 
PETITION ALLEGING ABUSE OR NEGLECT OF THE JUVENILE, TO ENSURE THE 
GUARDIAN AD LITEM’S STANDING TO REPRESENT THE JUVENILE, AND TO MAKE 
OTHER CHANGES NECESSARY TO PROTECT THE INTERESTS OF THE JUVENILE." 
Adds new GS 7A-563(b) requiring that a party moving for dismissal of an abuse or neglect 
petition must notify the child’s guardian ad litem sufficiently prior to the hearing to give him or 
her an opportunity to be heard. Rewrites GS 7A-586 to (1) provide that a guardian ad litem has 
standing to represent the juvenile in all actions in which the juvenile is a party; (2) specify that the 
guardian ad litem has authority to move for amendment of the petition and to represent the 
juvenile regarding dismissal of the petition; and (3) provide that if the dep’t of social services 
(DSS) receives legal custody of a juvenile following review of a voluntary foster care placement, 
the guardian ad litem has the right and standing to request and receive from DSS the juvenile’s 
preadoption placement information sufficiently prior to any adoption proceedings to enable the 
guardian ad litem to represent the juvenile’s best interest. Rewrites GS 7A-661(b) to provide that 
if DSS does not petition for legal custody, after the court on review of a voluntary placement 
directs it to do so, the court may order the juvenile removed from foster care and returned home. 
Effective October 1, 1993, and applicable to petitions filed and requests for information made on 
or after that date. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 231. JUV. RECORDS IN SENTENCING. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE LAW 
STUDY COMMISSION TO REQUIRE THAT JUVENILE RECORDS BE AVAILABLE FOR 
SENTENCING." Rewrites GS 7A-675(e) to provide that law-enforcement records and files 
conceming a juvenile shall be open to inspection to any judge determining the sentence of any 
person who has been convicted of the crime for which the sentencing is being determined, but 
only after the conviction. Effective October 1, 1993, and applicable to sentences imposed for 
offenses committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 232. EMERGENCY VEHICLE TAX EXEMPT. "TO EXEMPT FROM THE HIGHWAY 
USE TAX FIRE TRUCKS AND RESCUE VEHICLES OWNED BY VOLUNTEER FIRE 
DEPARTMENTS AND VOLUNTEER RESCUE SQUADS." Amends GS 105-187.6(a) and GS 
105-187.1 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Mitchell. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 287. GPAC/POLITICAL HIRING LIMITED. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
RELATING TO NONPOLITICAL HIRING OF STATE EMPLOYEES." Adds new GS 
126-14.2, which states policy of non-political hiring for State gov’t, except that certain 
policy-making positions may be filled on basis of political affiliation where the General omer 
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has authorized such hiring. Requires that State Personnel Comm’n adopt rules to assure uniform 
employee selection process across state gov’t, broaden job advertising, and require supervisors to 
execute for each new hire a certification that decision to hire was not made on the basis of 
patronage. Amends GS 126-5 (employees subject to state personnel system) to provide that the 
above statute applies to all State employees, public school employees, and community college 
employees. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 288. GPAC/EMPLOYEE TRAINING. "TO IMPLEMENT RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
COMPREHENSIVE TRAINING OF STATE EMPLOYEES." Amends GS 126-4 to require State 
Personnel Comm’n to establish rules governing establishment of comprehensive employee 
training system and to monitor costs. Amends GS 126-3.1 to create training system. Requires 
coordinated statewide program by Office of State Personnel to include management training, 
computer training, Equal Opportunity training as well as other areas of statewide applicability. 
State Personnel Office to identify training needs annually by analysis of job requirements, 
forecasts of changes in job requirements, determination of essential job functions, and status of 
employee training. Separate departments and agencies are responsible for providing their 
employees with specialized training relevant to particular requirements for job performance 
within that department or agency. All training programs to be evaluated by Office of State 
Personnel. GS 126-5(c5) is amended to provide that training system is applicable to all State 
employees, public school employees, and community college employees. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 289. GPAC/STATE EEO MONITORING. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE RELATING TO THE 
MONITORING AND REPORTING OF THE STATE EMPLOYEE PERFORMANCE PAY 
INCREASES TO ENSURE NONDISCRIMINATORY PAY PRACTICES." Adds new GS 
126-16.2 to require that Office of State Personnel, Equal Employment Opportunity Div’n monitor 
pay increases in state gov’t to ensure they are granted in a nondiscriminatory manner. 

OSP/EEOD must (1) report periodically to State Personnel Comm’n about pay increases and how 
they are awarded to protected class categories, and (2) monitor pay increases in conjunction with 
monitoring hiring, promotions, demotions and separations. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 290. GPAC/HUMAN RESOURCES PLANNING. "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
TO ESTABLISH A STATE HUMAN RESOURCES MANAGEMENT PLANNING 
FUNCTION IN THE OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL." Adds GS 126-3.1 requiring Office of 
State Personnel to be responsible for State’s human resources management planning which 
includes planning with regard to the recruitment, selection, organization, training and 
development of State work force. State Personnel to monitor and ensure all State human 
resources management programs are fully integrated within a comprehensive State plan. 
Introduced by W. Martin.

S 291. GPAC/PHASE OUT DMV LAW ENF. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO PHASE OUT 
DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLE LAW ENFORCEMENT.” Directs Sec’y of Crime Control 
and Public Safety to work with the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles and the Director of the State 
Bureau of Investigation to report to General Assembly by 1 August 1993 about a plan to 
implement within 18 months the following transfers of personnel and duties: (1) DMV law 
enforcement activities and positions transferred from DMV to SBI, (2) DMV process service 
officers transferred to Attorney General’s collection section, and (3) DMV inspectors converted 
from law enforcement officers to civilians. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 292. GPAC/LAW ENFORCEMENT RETIREMENT. "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
TO SET A RETIREMENT INCOME GOAL FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL AND 
REVISE THE SPECIAL SEPARATION ALLOWANCE ACCORDINGLY, AND TO 
RECONCILE THE DIFFERENCES IN POSTRETIREMENT BENEFITS PROVIDED TO LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS, INCLUDING PENSION PLANS, 401(K) PLANS, AND 
SEVERANCE ALLOWANCES.” Amends GS 143-166.41 to provide that annual special 
separation allowance for sworm law enforcement officers will be equal to .85% of base salary for 
each year of service, less the maximum life annuity value of benefits from contributions other 
than his own from the Supplemental Retirement Income Plan. If annual benefit, when added to 
maximum benefit from State Employees’ Retirement System and the Supplemental Income Plan 
exceeds 75% of officer’s base salary, annual benefit will be reduced so that total does not exceed 
75% of base salary. Base salary means the annual equivalent of the officer’s base rate, not 
including overtime. Specifies that allowance ends if officer becomes employed by local 
government. Amends GS 143-166.42 to provide (1) that special separation allowance does not 
apply to sheriffs, and (2) that benefits payable to local officers under locally sponsored 
supplemental plans will be treated as is value of Supplemental Retirement Income Plan in 
determining separation allowances payable to local officers. Effective January 1, 1994. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 293. GPAC/LAW OFFICER BENEFITS. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE RELATING TO 
RESTRICTING THE USE OF STATE FUNDS TO PAY LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 
BENEFITS TO STATE EMPLOYEES WHO DO NOT REQUIRE LAW ENFORCEMENT 
STATUS." Provides that budgeted state funds may be used to pay law enforcement benefits only 
to employees who require arrest power to perform essential duties and who are certified by 
Criminal Justice Education and Training Standards Comm ’n. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 294. GPAC/REPEAL HP MERIT PAY. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO REPEAL THE 
AUTOMATIC MERIT PAY INCREASE FOR HIGHWAY PATROL OFFICERS AND TO 
MAKE MERIT PAY FOR HIGHWAY PATROL OFFICERS SUBJECT TO THE SAME 
BUDGETARY AND PERSONNEL EVALUATION PROCESSES AS ARE APPLICABLE TO 
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OTHER STATE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." Amends GS 20-187.3(a) as title 
indicates. Reduces the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety’s base budget by $1,137,386 in 
fiscal 1993-94 and by $2,379,412 in Fiscal 1994-95 due to repeal. Effective 1 July 1993. 
Introduced W. Martin. 


S 295. GPAC/DHR POSITIONS ELIMINATED. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ELIMINATE TWENTY POSITIONS IN THE OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES AND TO STREAMLINE THE OFFICE - 
FURTHER.” Requires that the DHR Secretary: (1) identify 20 managerial/supervisory positions 
to be eliminated because three or fewer positions directly report to those managers and (2) 
combine the Office of Government Liaison Services and Office of Public Affairs into an Office of 
External Affairs. Reduces the fiscal 1993-94 and 1994-95 DHR base budgets by $606,000 each 
year because of reorganization. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 296. GPAC/STATE EMPLOYEE MANAGEMENT. "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
CONCERNING THE MONITORING OF THE STATE’S HUMAN RESOURCES 
MANAGEMENT FUNCTION." Adds new GS 126-4.1, requiring that the Office of State 
Personnel: (1) devise measures and then monitor the overall effectiveness of policies and 
programs related to human resources management and (2) develop an automated system for 
tracking and monitoring human resources management that other state agencies can use. The 
statute requires that other agencies use OSP’s automated system. Effectiveness must be measured 
in reference to fiscal trends, employee benefits, absenteeism and turnover in staff, hiring, and 
equal employment and training. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 297. GPAC/LEGISLATURE HUMAN RESOURCES. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ESTABLISH A HUMAN RESOURCES MANAGEMENT FUNCTION WITHIN THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Amends GS 120-36 to provide for appointment and supervision of 
Human Resources Management Officer by the Legislative Services Comm’n. Officer to 
implement and maintain programs for General Assembly employees regarding job descriptions, a 
classification system, a pay plan, a performance management system, personnel policies, 
recruitment and training. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 298. GPAC STUDY REGIONAL HEALTH. "TO IMPLEMENT THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF STREAMLINING THE REGIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE FOR PUBLIC HEALTH PROGRAMS, AND TO 
REEXAMINE THE ORGANIZATIONAL PLACEMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH PROGRAMS 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES." 
Adds new Art. 22 to GS Ch. 120, establishing Study Comm’n on the Organization of Public 
Health Programs to pursue study indicated in title. Comm’n to be made-up of 14 members: four 
Senators and one physician appointed by the President pro tem.; four representatives and one 
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local health director appointed by the Speaker; the EHNR Sec’y; the Sec’y of Human Resources; 
the State Health Director; and one public member appointed by the Governor. Comm ’n duties, 
among others, include: studying feasibility of streamlining regional public health programs, 
monitoring efficiency of current structure, evaluating whether local health dep’t needs are met, 
and, after three years, examining whether public health programs should be reunited in a single 
dep’t (now, programs exist in DHR and DEHNR). Requires Comm’n to report to the General 
Assembly and the Fiscal Research Div’n by 1 January 1994 and by 1 January in subsequent years. 
Allocates $15,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium from appropriations to the General 
Assembly to this comm’n. Effective 1 July 1993 and expires 1 January 1997.

S 299. GPAC/MOVE NC REGISTER & CODE. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
TRANSFER PUBLICATION OF THE NORTH CAROLINA REGISTER AND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA ADMINISTRATIVE CODE FROM THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE 
HEARINGS TO THE SECRETARY OF STATE." Amends GS 150B-2(1b) and GS 150B-21.1 
as title indicates. Base budgets of affected agencies adjusted accordingly with no net change. 
Effective July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 300. GPAC/AOC STAFF SUPPORT OAH. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO TRANSFER TO THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF THE COURTS THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROVIDING 
SUPPORT SERVICES FOR THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS, TO 
ELIMINATE POSITIONS AT THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS THAT 
WILL NO LONGER BE NEEDED BECAUSE OF THE TRANSFER OF RESPONSIBILITY, 
AND TO MOVE THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS SO THAT IT IS

ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS." As title indicates. Administrative law judge is reassigned to 
Raleigh.

OFFICERS CURRENTLY RECEIVING LONGEVITY TO CONTINUE TO RECEIVE IT ATA 
FROZEN LEVEL." Adds GS 126-4.1 to abolish all longevity pay systems in effect for any State 
employee or State-paid teacher after 30 June 1993, whether or not the employee is subject to the 
State Personnel Act, but provides that any State officer or employee receiving longevity pay on 
30 June 1993 will continue to receive that pay at frozen rate as long as that individual continues 
employment with the same branch of government. For purposes of this limitation, "branch of 
government" is defined as legislative, executive, judicial, public schools, UNC System, and 
community college system. Effective 30 June 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 307. GPAC/STATE PERFORMANCE PAY. "TO IMPLEMENT RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE REGARDING STATE 
EMPLOYEE PERFORMANCE PAY AND THE APPRAISAL OF STATE EMPLOYEE 
PERFORMANCE." Rewrites GS 126-7(c) to (1) provide that performance increases are 
distributed to reward performance that meets or exceeds (formerly, just exceeds) performance 
requirements; (2) specify that performance that exceeds requirements will receive greater rewards 
than performance that only meets requirements; (3) require that employees progress through 
salary grades based on performance and an employee’s location in the salary grade in accordance 
with guideline charts that identify an employee’s current performance rating and location, and 
that guideline charts determine the amount of an employee’s pay increase; (4) provide that 
training sessions for supervisory personnel on the performance appraisal system and related topics 
shall be held on a regular basis; (5) require each dep’t, agency, and institution to determine the 
individual training needs of each of its employees and identify those as part of employees’ 
performance appraisals; and (6) require State Personnel Director to coordinate efforts of 
departments, agencies, and institutions to establish and administer their performance appraisal 
systems. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 308. GPAC/TEMP. EMPLOYEES EQUALIZED. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
EQUALIZE THE EMPLOYEE BENEFITS TREATMENT OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
TEMPORARY EMPLOYEES." Amends GS 120-32.5 to provide that temporary employees of 
the General Assembly shall receive health, retirement, and paid-leave benefits equal to those 
provided to temporary employees of the executive branch who are subject to the State Personnel 
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Act. Now, statute provides that temporary General Assembly employees with four years of 
aggregate service receive the same holidays, vacation leave, and sick leave as regular General 
Assembly employees.

S 309. GPAC/PERSONNEL DIRECTOR HIRING. "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
TO CHANGE THE MANNER OF APPOINTMENT OF THE STATE PERSONNEL 
DIRECTOR AND OF DEPARTMENTAL PERSONNEL DIRECTORS." Amends GS 126-4 to 
require State Personnel Comm’n to establish guidelines for recruitment, appointment and 
retention of State Personnel Director and of personnel directors of all State departments, agencies 
and institutions. Amends GS 126-3 and GS 143B-9 to require that Comm’n develop job 
requirement guidelines for the State Personnel Director and other state personnel directors to 
include educational and experience requirements. State Personnel Director to serve term 
concurrent with appointing Governor and only removed for cause. Departments headed by 
member of Council of State, other than Govermor or Lt. Governor, shall employee personnel 
director in accordance with experience and educational guidelines prescribed by Comm’n. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 310. GPAC/EMPLOYEE CLASSIFICATION/FUNDS. "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
CONCERNING THE CLASSIFICATION OF STATE EMPLOYEES AND TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE CLASSIFICATION RECOMMENDATIONS." Adds new GS 
126-4.1, to require that the Office of State Personnel study, and revise in a coordinated system, 
state employee classifications. Study must include: compensation philosophy, salary structure, 
job descriptions, job evaluations, and an appraisal of which jobs are compensated above and 
below competitive private market rates. Requires that study be completed within 24 months. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Office of State Personnel $225,000 for each year of 
1993-95 to implement the study. Appropriation is effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 311. GPAC/ANNUAL EMPLOYEE SURVEY. "TO IMPLEMENT THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
REGARDING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN ANNUAL OPINION SURVEY OF STATE 
EMPLOYEES." Adds GS 126-4.1 to require Office of State Personnel to conduct annual 
employee opinion survey in coordination with personnel directors of each State department, 
agency and institution. Employees to be given results of survey. Survey to differentiate between 
managers and staff in all branches of government. Personnel Office to establish year-to-year 
benchmarking process and baseline survey questions to effectively utilize survey data. Amends 
GS 7A-342.1 to provide that Administrative Office of the Courts, subject to approval by Chief 
Justice, also establish and implement employee survey in judicial branch and amends GS 120-32 
to authorize Legislative Services Comm’n to conduct annual survey of legislative branch 
employees. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 
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S 312. GPAC/SUNSET BOARDS & COMMISSIONS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ESTABLISH SUNSET DATES FOR ALL STATE BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS." Divides 
219 specified State boards and commissions into four groups. Abolishes those in the first group 
as of July 1, 1994, those in the second group as of July 1, 1995, those in the third group as of July 
1, 1996, and those in the fourth group as of July 1, 1997. Provides that the General Assembly 
shall evaluate each board and commission scheduled for abolition and allow it to expire if its 
mission has been accomplished. Otherwise, requires General Assembly to enact legislation 
retaining the board, merging it with another, or transferring its function to some other official or 
entity. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 313. GPAC/DHR ASS’T SEC. ELIMINATED. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
ELIMINATE CERTAIN ASSISTANT SECRETARY POSITIONS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES." Eliminates the positions of Ass’t Sec’y for Budget and Management, 
Ass’t Sec’y for Administration and Liaison Services, and Ass’t Sec’y for Aging. Also repeals GS 
143B-181.2, which authorizes Ass’t Sec’y for Aging. Reduces DHR’s fiscal 1993-94 and 
1994-95 base budgets by $89,000 each year. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 314. GPAC/CHILD SUPPORT REFORM. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO RESTRUCTURE THE 
CHILD SUPPORT SYSTEM IN NORTH CAROLINA." Sets out Child Support Reform Act of 
1993. [A similar bill, H542, was considered but not passed by the 1991 General Assembly. ] 
Requires Sec’y of Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) and Director of the Administrative Office 
of the Courts (AOC), (1) before October 1, 1993, to select up to six counties in which to begin a 
restructured child support system on demonstration basis, (2) on or before August 15, 1994, to 
submit to the Child Support Oversight Comm’n (created by the act) a report of results of the 
demonstration. Requires statewide implementation of new system by July 1, 1996. 

Rewrites GS 110-141 to (1) require that, effective July 1, 1996, any board of county 
comm ’r’s administering the [IV-D Child Support Enforcement Program must enter into a 
cooperative agreement with DHR, the agreement to include minimum statewide performance 
criteria and compliance remedies, and (2) require DHR to adopt rules to implement the 
State-supervised child support enforcement system and to report regularly to the Child Support 
Oversight Comm’n. 

Adds new Article 3 to GS Ch. 50, setting out child support procedures applicable in the 
demonstration counties. In those counties, (1) all child support cases in which payment through 
the clerk is in effect shall be treated as IV-D cases for enforcement purposes; (2) expedited 
process shall be implemented, with clerks or magistrates acting as child support hearing officers; 
(3) the clerk of superior court shall not be responsible for monitoring compliance or initiating 
enforcement in any cases; (4) all new or modified orders shall provide for either (a) payment into 
office of the clerk, for transmission to DHR, and enforcement responsibility with the IV-D office, 
or (b) direct payment to the obligee, without payments going through the clerk. 

Transfers from district attorneys to attorneys representing [V-D Child Support Enforcement 
agencies responsibility for representing child support recipients in actions under the Uniform 
Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act (URESA), effective July 1, 1994. 
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Effective July 1, 1995, (1) repeals most criminal nonsupport provisions by (a) deleting from 
GS 14-322 the offense of misdemeanor nonsupport of child, and (b) repealing Article 1 of GS Ch. 
49 and GS 110-138.1; (2) rewrites GS 49-14, adding to civil paternity establishment statute 
procedures for blood test evidence. 

Adds new GS 50-13.4(c)(3) authorizing district court to order any obligor to make support 
payments after child reaches age 18, when payments are necessary to pay any child support 
arrearage that accrued before the child became 18. 

Rewrites GS 110-129(10) to add to the definition of "mistake of fact," for purposes of 
defending against income withholding, the fact that an obligor should have less withheld because 
the rate of withholding exceeds the amount of child support in the operative child support order. 

Adds new Article 12J to GS Ch. 120 creating a 19-member Child Support Oversight 
Comm’n to examine the State’s child support enforcement system and make recommendations to 
General Assembly on an ongoing basis. Gives the Comm’n specified oversight duties. Requires 
Comm’n, by February 1, 1995, to submit to General Assembly proposed legislation to (1) 
recodify all North Carolina laws relating to child support, and (2) specify or clarify terms of the 
cooperative agreement required between DHR and counties that administer the child support 
program. 

Creates in DHR a nonreverting special fund, the "Child Support Reform Implementation 
Fund," to include specified federal grants and other funds, to be used solely to pay child support 
reform implementation expenses at the State and county levels. Appropriates from General Fund 
to Division of Social Services in DHR $700,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to 
implement the act, and $100,000 to the AOC for fiscal 1993-94 for automation costs to implement 
the restructured systems. Reduces base budget of Division of Social Services in DHR by $8.1 
million for each year of the 1993-95 biennium, due to savings resulting from implementation of 
the act. Except as otherwise provided, effective July 1, 1993.

Amended 2/3 and 2/9; House Comm. Sub. 2/19. House amendment #1 makes conforming change 
to definition of "offer" in GS 131E-176(18). House amendments #2 provides that act does not 
apply to any person who has entered into a binding legal contract to develop and offer new 
institutional health services before ratification. 


S 45. EMERGENCY USE OF PRISON LAUNDRIES. Intro. 2/3. Senate amendments make 
technical changes. 


S 87. LOCAL CONDEMNATION RESTRICTIONS. Intro. 2/9. Senate amendment adds 
Mecklenburg to the list of counties requiring consent for land purchase by governmental unit 
from outside the county and makes conforming change in title. 


S 140. IMPROVE STATE TERM CONTRACTS. Intro. 2/15. Senate committee substitute 
rewrites proposed amendment to GS 143-53 to change provisions on small purchases made off 
state contracts. As amended, allows Sec’y of Administration to prescribe the terms and 
conditions under which agencies may purchase a commodity off of a term contract, subject to the 
expenditure threshold established by the Sec’y for the commodity. Provides that commodities 
may be purchased off of the term contract only if price is less than that established under the term 
contract. Directs that maximum expenditure threshold for a commodity for these purposes is 
$500. 


S 145. UPDATE STATE PURCHASING MANUAL. Intro. 2/15. Senate committee substitute 
changes bill’s title to "AN ACT TO IMPLEMENT RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO AUTHORIZE THE 
SECRETARY OF ADMINISTRATION TO STUDY BID PROTEST PROCEDURES AND

H 233. MARRIAGE & FAMILY THERAPISTS. "TO REQUIRE LICENSURE OF 
MARRIAGE AND FAMILY THERAPISTS." Makes various amendments GS Ch. 90, Art. 18C 
to change provisions for certification of marriage and family therapist to licensing arrangement. 
Certification board is changed to licensing board. Defines marriage and family therapy as clinical 
practice of the diagnosis and treatment of mental and emotional disorders within context of 
marriage and family. Exempts from licensure requirements clergy, social workers, psychologists, 
physicians, and lawyers. Also exempts persons preparing for practice of marriage and family 
therapy under board rules, persons practicing marriage and family therapy as employees of 
educational institutions or government agencies, and persons practicing as employees of nonprofit 
organizations that licensing board has determined meet community needs. Provides that any 
person certified as marriage and family therapist on Jan. 1, 1994, shall be deemed to be licensed 
on that date. Authorizes board to set passing score on licensing examination. Establishes 
following schedule of fees: license exam-$50; license application-$150; license renewal-$50; 
reciprocal license application-$150; reinstatement of license-$75; return to active status-$75. 
Licenses expire automatically July 1 each year and may be renewed upon payment of fee and 
completion of continuing education requirements. Directs licensing board to establish continuing 
education requirements for licensees. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Colton, Black, Crawford, Easterling, Gardner, Gottovi, Gray, Holt, Jarrell, 
Jeffus, McLawhorn, Mercer, and Preston. 


H 234. NCGA STAFF SAME AS ST. EMPLOYEES. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO 
LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYEE MAY RECEIVE A SALARY INCREASE EXCEPT BY ACTION 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE SERVICES COMMISSION AND THAT NO INCREASES IN

Adds 
provision extending eligibility, on a non-contributory basis, for retired state employees and

HOUSE BILLS 


H 236. REVISE ABORTION FUND/CODDIFY LAW. "TO ALLOW TAXPAYERS TO 
CONTRIBUTE TO THE STATE ABORTION FUND WHEN FILING THEIR INCOME TAX 
RETURNS, TO USE THESE CONTRIBUTIONS ALONG WITH OTHER CONTRIBUTIONS TO 
REPLACE STATE APPROPRIATIONS FOR ABORTIONS, AND TO CODIFY THE GUIDELINE 
USED IN DETERMINING WHO IS ELIGIBLE FOR ASSISTANCE FROM THE STATE ABORTION 
FUND." Adds new GS 105-269.7, effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993, allowing 
a taxpayer who is entitled to state income tax refund to contribute all or part of the refund to State Abortion 
Fund; and requiring that tax return forms explain how these or other contributions to the Fund may be 
made and that such contributions are deductible in computing taxable income. 

Amends GS 108A-25(a) to add assistance with problem pregnancies through the State Abortion Fund to 
the list of public assistance programs established by the subsection. Adds to Article 2 of GS Chapter 108A 
a new Part 7, "Assistance with Problem Pregnancies." New GS 108A-69 creates State Abortion Fund 
within State treasury, consisting of income tax refund contributions, other contributions, and 
appropriations from the General Assembly if needed. Appropriates to Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) 
in each fiscal year the amount contributed to the Fund in preceding fiscal year and restricts use of funds to 
reimbursing medical providers for abortions performed on eligible women. Sets minimum reimbursement 
of $150 for outpatient services and maximum of $500 for inpatient services; prohibits reimbursement if 
federal funds for same are available; and prohibits medical provider who is reimbursed from collecting 
additional funds from patient. Appropriates from General Fund to DHR each fiscal year the difference 
between the amount appropriated to DHR from contributions to the Fund and $424,000. 

New GS 108A-70 sets out eligibility criteria for receiving assistance from the Fund. If woman (1) is a 
victim of rape or incest, (2) has impaired health as result of pregnancy, (3) is mentally retarded, or (4) has 
a pregnancy in which a fetal deformity is present, she is eligible if she is a resident of NC, is within first 
112 days of pregnancy, and (a) receives AFDC, (b) receives health support services in conjunction with 
protective services and disabled adults, or (c) has annual income of no more than $4,226. In addition, a 
minor resident within first 112 days of pregnancy is eligible if she has income of no more than $4,226. 
Allows woman to receive assistance only once on basis of "impaired health." 

New GS 108A-70.1 requires county departments of social services to arrange for reimbursement of 
medical providers from the Fund, receive applications for assistance, and provide eligible women with 
specified services, including counseling on pregnancy options, including adoption, and referral for 
appropriate services. | 

Repeals session law provisions relating to Abortion Fund (SL 1985 Ch. 479, Sec. 93 as amended). 
This provision and changes in GS Ch. 108A effective July 1, 1993.

H 237. FLEXIBLE BENEFITS STUDY CREATED. "TO AUTHORIZE A STUDY OF THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE STATE’S FLEXIBLE COMPENSATION PROGRAM FOR STATE 
EMPLOYEES." Requires the Governor to retain a consultant to conduct a study of the administration of 
the flexible compensation program for State employees to determine the most cost-effective method of 
administering the program and the most cost-effective method of maximizing savings to the State and state 
employees. Requires report of results of study to the General Assembly on or before May 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Colton. 


H 238. ECU LAND FUNDS (=S 81). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ACQUISITION OF 
LAND FOR EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Identical to S 31, introduced 9 February. 
Introduced by Rogers, Edwards, Mercer, McLawhorn, and Mavretic. 
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H 239. ECU LIBRARY FUNDS (=S 82). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR LIBRARY EXPANSION 
AT EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Identical to S 82, introduced 9 February. 
Introduced by Rogers, Edwards, Mercer, McLawhorn, and Mavretic. 


H 240. VICTIMS’ RIGHTS AMENDMENT. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO ESTABLISH RIGHTS FOR VICTIMS OF CRIME." Adds new sec. 37, art. I to 
Constitution to list certain rights held by crime victims or their lawful representatives (including the next 
of kin in the case of homicide). Includes the right (1) to be treated with fairness and respect during criminal 
justice process; (2) to be protected from accused or those acting on accused’s behalf during the process; (3) 
to be informed about how the criminal justice system works, the rights of victims, and the availability of 
services; (4) to be notified of court proceedings and the pretrial release of the accused; (5) to attend trial 
and other court proceedings, unless there is a judicial determination to restrict victim’s attendance; (6) to 
make a sworn statement to the court, either orally or in wiring, in person or through counsel, at time of 
sentencing prior to the adjudication of the sentence; (7) to receive restitution as condition of accused’s 
sentence; (8) to be informed about the conviction or final disposition and accused’s sentence; (9) to be 
informed of the accused’s escape, release, proposed parole or pardon, or reprieve or commutation of 
sentence; (10) to present views to the Governor or agency considering action that could result in release of 
the accused; and (10) to confer with a representative of the prosecution. Authorizes General Assembly to 
provide by law for the enforcement of these rights and to provide that a portion of the court costs assessed 
against convicted defendants be used to provide compensation to victims. Disclaims any further cause of 
action against state and local governments or their agents or employees, any right to contest disposition of 
any charge, or a right to court-appointed counsel to enforce these rights. Prohibits defendant or inmate 
from using failure of government to protect victim or provide victim a service as a ground for legal relief. 
Directs that constitutional amendment be submitted to voters at election to be held on Nov. 8, 1994, and if 
approved, to become effective upon certification by State Board of Elections. 

Introduced by Nye. 


H 241. MEDICAID COVERAGE/CHILDREN-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
MEDICAID COVERAGE FOR CHILDREN WHO LIVE IN FAMILIES WITH INCOMES BELOW 
THE FEDERAL POVERTY LEVEL." Directs Div’n of Medical Assistance, Dep’t of Human Resources, 
to adopt rules to implement Medicaid coverage, effective Jan. 1, 1994, for all children up to the age of 19 
who live in families with countable incomes below the federal poverty level. Appropriates from the 
General Fund to Div’n of Medical Assistance $10,932,826 for 1993-94 and $24,244,851 for 1994-95 to 
implement act. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Nye and Jeffus. 


H 242. IMMUNITY/SOCIAL SERVICES EMPLOYEES (=S 340). "TO PROVIDE IMMUNITY 
FOR EMPLOYEES OF COUNTY DEPARTMENTS OF SOCIAL SERVICES." Rewrites GS 7A-550 to 
provide that any county social services employee who is assigned to perform duties permitted or required 
under the Article on child protective services (screening and responding to reports of child abuse and 
neglect) or who takes a juvenile into temporary custody under GS 7A-571(3), shall be personally and 
individually immune from civil liability for monetary damages for any act or failure to act with respect to 
those duties, except where the employee was not acting in good faith or committed gross negligence or 
willful or wanton misconduct. Provides that in any proceeding involving liability, good faith on the part of 
the employee shail be presumed. Effective upon ratification but does not apply to litigation pending on the 
effective date. 

Introduced by Nye and Jeffus. 
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H 243. MEDICAID ELIG/DISABLED, AGED-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
MEDICAID COVERAGE TO ELDERLY, BLIND, AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS RECEIVING 
ASSISTANCE UNDER THE SUPPLEMENTAL SECURITY INCOME PROGRAM, TO PROVIDE 
MEDICAID COVERAGE TO AGED, BLIND, AND DISABLED PERSONS WHOSE COUNTABLE 
INCOME DOES NOT EXCEED ONE HUNDRED PERCENT OF THE FEDERAL POVERTY LEVEL, 
AND TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE MEDICAID RESOURCES STUDY." 
Effective July 1, 1994, extends Medicaid coverage to (1) all elderly, blind, and disabled beneficiaries of 
the Supplemental Security Income program and (2) all elderly, blind, and disabled persons who meet 
categorical and resources requirements and whose countable income does not exceed the federal poverty 
level. Effective July 1, 1994, requires the Div’n of Medical Assistance, Dep’t of Human Resources to 
adopt rules to implement the recommendations of the Medicaid Resources Study. Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Div’n of Medical Assistance $369,841 for 1993-94 and $95,618,662 for 1994-95 to 
implement expanded coverage. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Nye and Jeffus. 


H 244. RELOCATION COSTS FOR COUNTIES. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO PAY THE NONBETTERMENT COSTS OF RELOCATING UTILITIES 
OWNED BY CERTAIN COUNTIES WHEN THE RELOCATION IS REQUIRED BY HIGHWAY 
PROJECTS." Extends applicability of GS 136-27.1, relating to costs for relocation of water and sewer 
lines within existing state highway rights-of-way, to water and sewer lines owned by counties with 
populations of 40,000 or less according to latest census. 

Introduced by Nye. 


H 245. MEDICAID COVERAGE/ADOPTED CHILDREN (=S 338). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO PROVIDE MEDICAID COVERAGE FOR ADOPTED CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS." 
Directs Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR), Div’n of Medical Assistance to implement, effective Jan. 1, 
1994, Medicaid coverage for adopted children with special rehabilitative needs without regard to parent’s 
income and resources. Appropriates from General Fund to DHR, Div’n of Medical Assistance $108,675 
for 1993-94 and $327,038 for 1994-95. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Nye and Jeffus. 


H 246. HONORING ABERDEEN. "HONORING THE FOUNDERS OF THE TOWN OF ABERDEEN 
ON ITS ONE-HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY. " As title indicates. 
Introduced by Morgan. 


H 247. PHYS. FITNESS PILOT PROGRAM. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A PILOT 
PROGRAM TO ENCOURAGE A COMMUNITY/SCHOOL LINKED PHYSICAL FITNESS AND 
HEALTHFUL LIVING PILOT PROGRAM." Appropriates $250,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Public Education, Dep’t of Public Instruction, to provide one-year grants for planning and 
implementation of cited programs for children and their families. Directs Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to administer program, provide technical assistance, select grant recipients, evaluate pilots, and 
develop guidelines. Directs programs to be distributed geographically throughout state and to include 
local school administrative units of different sizes.. Directs grant proposals to include, among other things, 
a plan to focus on-elementary schools and to use existing community facilities for after-school and 
weekend activities. Directs that grant funds remain available for expenditure until July 1, 1995. Requires 
Dep't of Public Instruction to report to the Legislative Research Comm’n on Physical Fitness and Youth 
before March 30, 1994, and before Jan. 1, 1995, on program progress. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Holt. 
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H 248. PHYSICAL FITNESS STUDY. "TO REAUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUE OF PHYSICAL FITNESS AMONG NORTH CAROLINA 
YOUTH." 

- As title indicates. Directs Legislative Research Comm’n (LRQ), if it conducts the study, to investigate the 
availability, utilization, and effectiveness of youth fitness programs. Authorizes LRC to report its findings 
and recommendations to 1995 General Assembly and make an interim report during the 1994 session. 
Introduced by Holt. 


H 249. ADOPT YOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE PLAN (=S 334). "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE MENTAL HEALTH STUDY COMMISSION ADOPTING THE 
CHILD AND ADOLESCENT ALCOHOL AND OTHER DRUG ABUSE PLAN AS POLICY 
GUIDANCE FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF SERVICES." Identical to S 334, introduced 23 February. 
Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 250. MENTAL HEALTH QUALITY IMPROVEMENT. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE MENTAL HEALTH STUDY COMMISSION ENDORSING THE 
QUALITY IMPROVEMENT REPORT FOR MENTAL HEALTH, DEVELOPMENTAL 
DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES." Endorses cited report, as approved by the 
Mental Health Study Comm’n in December 1992, but solely for purpose of providing policy guidance for 
the Quality Improvement Initiative of the Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and 
Substance Abuse Services, Dep’t of Human Resources. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 251. DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES PLAN. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE MENTAL HEALTH STUDY COMMISSION ADOPTING THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN FOR 
SERVICES AND SUPPORTS FOR PERSONS WITH DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES AS 
POLICY GUIDANCE FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF SERVICES.” Adopts cited plan, as approved by 
the Mental Health Study Comm’n in December 1992, but solely for purpose for providing policy guidance. 
Introduced by H. Hunter.

TO PROVIDE MEDICAID COVERAGE FOR ADOPTED CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS." — 
Identical to H 245, introduced 24 February. 

Introduced by Walker. 


S 339. MEDICAID ELIG/DISABLED, AGED-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
MEDICAID COVERAGE TO ELDERLY, BLIND, AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS RECEIVING 
ASSISTANCE UNDER THE SUPPLEMENTAL SECURITY INCOME PROGRAM, TO PROVIDE 
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MEDICAID COVERAGE TO AGED, BLIND, AND DISABLED PERSONS WHOSE COUNTABLE 
INCOME DOES NOT EXCEED ONE HUNDRED PERCENT OF THE FEDERAL POVERTY LEVEL,

S 340. IMMUNITY/SOCIAL SERVICES EMPLOYEES (=H 242). "TO PROVIDE IMMUNITY 
FOR EMPLOYEES OF COUNTY DEPARTMENTS OF SOCIAL SERVICES." Identical to H 242, 
introduced 24 February. 

Introduced by Walker. 


S 341. BD. OF COMPLEMENTARY MED. EXAMINERS. "REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF 
COMPLEMENTARY MEDICINE." Adds to GS Ch. 90 a new Article 29 (GS 90-430 through -443), the 
North Carolina Complementary Medical Practice Act, governing the licensing and regulation of medical 
doctors who practice complementary therapies (including homeopathy, nutritional therapy, chelation 
therapy, and other complementary therapy designated by the Board). Creates Board of Complementary 
Medical Examiners, consisting of five members appointed by Governor--four complementary physicians 
and one public member, to serve 3-year terms except as provided for initial appointments. Sets out 
Board’s powers and duties, including (1) conduct examinations for licensing applicants, issue licenses, and 
generally administer and enforce the Article; (2) enforce standards of practice prescribed by the Article; 
(3) collect and account for fees; and (4) maintain roster of all licensed complementary physicians. 
Authorizes Board to adopt rules and regulations and to accredit educational institutions in the State which 
grant degrees toward covered therapies. Sets out criteria and procedures for licensing under the act. 
Defines "unprofessional conduct" for purposes of the act, and sets out grounds and procedures for 
suspension or revocation of license. Makes violation of the Article a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
up to $500 per offense. Specifies that Article does not require third-party reimbursement to persons 
licensed under the Article for provision of complementary medical services. 

Introduced by Walker, Blackmon, Hunt, Marshall, and Seymour. 


S 342. REQUIRE ALTERNATIVE PUNISHMENTS. "TO REPEAL THE LAW PROVIDING THAT 
A DEFENDANT MAY CHOOSE IMPRISONMENT RATHER THAN PROBATION OR AN 
ALTERNATIVE PUNISHMENT AND TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE THAT 
PROBATION, RESTITUTION, COMMUNITY SERVICE, WORK PROGRAMS, AND OTHER 
RESTRAINTS ON LIBERTY ARE PUNISHMENTS THAT MAY BE IMPOSED ON A PERSON 
CONVICTED OF A CRIMINAL OFFENSE." Repeals GS 15A-1341(c), a provision that allows a person 
placed on probation to elect to serve his suspended sentence of imprisonment in lieu of the remainder of 
probation and that allows a person placed on probation upon deferral of prosecution to elect to be tried 
upon the charges deferred in lieu of probation. Makes repeal effective on July 1, 1994, and applicable to 
any person whose criminal offense occurred on or after that date, but only if constitutional amendment 
described below is approved by voters. Amends Sec. 1, Art. XI of the NC Constitution as title indicates. 
Directs that constitutional amendment be submitted to voters at Nov. 1993 general election. 

Introduced by Albertson. 


S 343. AMEND/MOTOR FUEL MARKETING ACT. "TO AMEND THE MOTOR FUEL 
MARKETING ACT." Rewrites GS 75-81 and 75-82 prohibiting below-cost sale of motor fuel at retail 
facilities. Revised law would continue to make it unlawful for a retail motor fuel merchant to sell motor 
fuel for less than the cost of the motor fuel. Defines "cost" as lowest wholesale price, less discounts, 
charged within 5 days prior to sale, plus transportation and operating expenses and inspection fees. Adds 
provisions prohibiting refiners and distributors from selling motor fuel at a controlled motor fuel outlet 
(where refiner or distributor determines retail price of motor fuel) for less than highest price charged by 
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refiner or distributor in the area, plus the refiner’s or distributor’s operating expenses at that outlet. 
Establishes maximum civil penalty of $5000 for each violation of law. Allows Attorney General to 
recover costs and reasonable attorneys’ fees when the Attorney General prevails in civil actions to enforce 
act. In private enforcement actions by injured parties, extends statute of limitations from one year to three 
years, provides for recovery of treble damages in cases of knowing violation or willful disregard of law, 
and provides for right to jury trial. Expands record keeping and disclosure requirements for refiners and 
motor fuel merchants. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Smith and Hunt. 


S 344. REMOVAL OF WAR EXCLUSION. "TO REMOVE THE EXCLUSION FOR 
WAR-RELATED DISABILITIES FROM THE DISABILITY INCOME PLAN." Amends GS 135-101(6) 
to allow war-related disabilities to qualify under the state’s disability income plan. Amends GS 
135-105(c) and 135-106(b) to reduce both short-term and long-term monthly disability benefits to the 

. extent of payments from Veterans’ Administration or other federal agency or from the State because of 
service in the national guard or state militia. Makes act retroactive to Jan. 1, 1988, but requires anyone 
who was denied benefits in the past because of the war exclusion to make timely application for such 
benefits within 180 days after the bill’s ratification. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 345. GPAC/TEACHER STAFF DEVELOPMENT. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO USE COST-EFFICIENT 
DELIVERY SYSTEMS FOR TEACHER STAFF DEVELOPMENT." Directs Dep’t of Public Instruction 
to (1) evaluate the use of existing and planned telecommunications and long-distance learning systems for 
teacher staff development to limit expenditures for travel, and (2) evaluate the use of alternative delivery 
systems such as courses offered through community colleges and university departments of education. 
Requires report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee prior to Mar. 15, 1994. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 346. GPAC/SCHOOL STAFF DEV. GROUP. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO ESTABLISH A SCHOOL STAFF 
DEVELOPMENT ADVISORY GROUP TO PROVIDE RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING STAFF 
DEVELOPMENT NEEDS TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION.” Requires 
Superintendent of Public Instruction to establish a staff development advisory group to provide 
recommendations regarding staff development needs. Group to consist of 8 to 12 representatives of local 
school administrative units. Based on recommendations, Superintendent is to set staff development 
priorities and communicate them to local school administrative units. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 347. GPAC/TEACHER STAFF DEVELOPMENT-2. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO DIRECT THE STATE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION TO DEVELOP A STRATEGIC PLAN FOR TEACHER STAFF DEVELOPMENT." 
Directs State Board of Education to develop a strategic plan for teacher staff development identifying 
types of teacher training needed, addressing identified needs and objectives, and determining the cost of 
achieving desired results. Requires report to Joint Education Oversight Committee prior to March 15, 
1994. a 
Introduced to W. Martin. 


S 348. GPAC/ENHANCE DPI INTERNAL AUDIT. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO STRENGTHEN THE 
INTERNAL AUDIT FUNCTION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION." 
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Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education, Dep’t of Public Instruction (DPI), $90,000 
for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to strengthen internal audit function of DPI by adding two auditor 
positions or to contract with private sector for audit services. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin.

designated associated clerical positions. Requires that Transportation Management Information System 
Project manager report to the SIMS Application Development Manager. Reduces base budget of DPI by

S 373. GPAC/TEACHER TRAINING. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO REWARD TEACHERS FOR TAKING 
COURSES IN THEIR CONTENT AREA." Amends GS 115C-302(a)(3) to allow a teacher with excess 
accumulated annual leave that would otherwise be canceled on June 30 of each year to use up to five days 
of the otherwise cancelable leave for purposes of staff development in the teacher’s content area during a 
period when students are scheduled to be in regular attendance. Appropriates $15 million for each year of 
fiscal 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Local School Administrative Units to provide substitute 
teachers when regular teachers are participating in development activities. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 374. GPAC/TEACHER TRAINING-2. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE

COURSES IN THEIR CONTENT AREA." Amends GS 115C-302(a)(3) to provide that if a teacher 
would otherwise have excess accumulated annual leave canceled on June 30 of a year because the school 
calendar and policies of local board of education do not permit the teacher to take annual leave and to 
participate in five days of staff development in the teacher’s content area, the teacher may convert to 
credit toward retirement a number of days used for staff development activity equal to the lesser of five 
days or the number of days that would otherwise be canceled. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 378. GPAC/DPI TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO CONSOLIDATE THE 
ACTIVITIES OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION’S TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 
CENTERS.” Requires Sup’t of Public Instruction to reorganize activities of Technical Assistance Centers 
(TACs) to provide services more efficiently and effectively to local school administrative units. Allocates 
to local school administrative units $5,122,675 from funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education for 
1994-95 for personnel located in TACs. These funds shall be used by local school administrative units to 
purchase from TACs assistance activities that focus on specific needs of the units and that are not provided 
to all units. Requires TACs to provide coordination and management activities to local school 
administrative units without charge. Effective July 1, 1995, local school administrative units may use 
one-half of such funds to purchase assistance activities from TACS or hire consultants to provide 
assistance activities. Effective July 1, 1996, local school administrative units may use such funds to 
purchase assistance activities from TACS or hire consultants to provide assistance activities. Effective 
July 1, 1993.

S 379. GPAC/SCHOOL FUNDING/PERFORMANCE. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO MAKE LOCAL SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS ACCOUNTABLE FOR PERFORMANCE BY LINKING FUNDING TO 
PERFORMANCE.” Rewrites GS 115C-64.2 to authorize State Board of Education to withhold state 
funding from a low performing local school administrative unit if the board deems it necessary to make the 
unit more accountable for the use of state funds. Directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to make challenge 
grant funds available to identified units on competitive basis as incentive to improve. Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education, Dep’t of Public Instruction, $1.25 million for each year of the 
1993-95 biennium for incentive grants for low performing local units and $350,000 each year of the 
biennium for incentive grants for high performing local units. Effective July 1, 1993.

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S 380. GPAC/LOCAL FLEXIBILITY/SCHOOL FUNDS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
IMPROVE EFFICIENCY IN SCHOOL OPERATIONS BY SIMPLIFYING FUNDING FORMULAS 
AND EMPOWERING LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS TO MANAGE FOR RESULTS." 
Consolidates 14 funding categories in the Public School Fund into 3 funding categories. Encourages local 
school administrative units to become more efficient by (1) implementing recommendations in the State 
Auditor’s performance audits, (2) contracting out for services where private sector resources are available, 
and (3) working with other local units to deliver shared services. Decreases appropriations to combined 
funding categories by 5%, but allows local units to retain at end of fiscal year 25% of unencumbered and 
enexpended funds in the combined funding categories. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Public 
Education $500,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to fund model programs to increase efficiency 
in local units and to provide incentive awards to local units that operate efficiently. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 381. GPAC/STABILIZE SCHOOL ACCOUNTABILITY. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
STABILIZE THE PUBLIC SCHOOL ACCREDITATION AND ACCOUNTABILITY PROCESS FOR 
THREE YEARS." Amends GS 115C-238.1 and 115C-12(9) to urge the State Board of Education to 
minimize "developmental" changes in the Performance-based Accountability Program until July 1, 1995 
and to announce the General Assembly’s intention to minimize legislative changes until the same date. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 382. GPAC/SCHOOL ACCOUNTABILITY MAND. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO MAKE THE 
PERFORMANCE-BASED ACCOUNTABILITY PROGRAM MANDATORY." Amends GS 
115C-238.2 and related provisions to require all local school administrative units to participate in the 
performance-based accountability program. Under prior law, participation in the program was voluntary. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 383. GPAC/RAISE BEP INSTRUCTIONAL STDS. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM 
INSTRUCTIONAL STANDARDS SET OUT IN THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM.” Adds a new 
subsection, GS 115C-12(9)c4, giving State Board of Education the duty to establish a regular process to 
review and revise the minimum standards appearing in the annual report card, the end-of-course and 
end-of-grade tests, and the basic education program (BEP) standard course of study. The process must 
include an advisory panel of accountability experts and public school personnel. Requires that special 
attention be given to the effectiveness of the BEP standard course of study and to local instructional 
practices. Also requires that the "index of advantagement" on the annual report card be studied and 
refined in collaboration with appropriate state university experts. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 384. GPAC/SCHOOLS/ACCOUNTABILITY. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO HELP SCHOOLS IMPLEMENT 
THE PERFORMANCE-BASED ACCOUNTABILITY PROGRAM AND END-OF-COURSE AND 
END-OF-GRADE TESTING." Appropriates $360,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Public Instruction to augment Technical Assistance Center staffs with regional 
assessment coordinators and accountability experts for purpose cited in title. Directs dep’t to intensify 
staff development and communications program to promote the outcomes-based focus of these programs 
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and to assist users of data with interpreting and using the evaluative data. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 385. GPAC/REV. LATERAL ENTRY/PRINCIPALS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
REVIEW THE LATERAL ENTRY PROCESS FOR SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS.” Amends GS 
115C-296(c) to require the State Board of Education to review the lateral entry program for school 
administrators and report its results to the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee before Mar. 31, 1994. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 386. GPAC/SCHOOL ADMIN. JOB PROTECTION. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
REPLACE CURRENT SCHOOL TENURE LAWS WITH LAWS AND REGULATIONS THAT 
PROVIDE PROTECTION FOR ADMINISTRATORS FROM ARBITRARY OR CAPRICIOUS 
ACTION BY A SUPERVISOR." Amends GS 115C-287 to provide that principals, directors, and 
supervisors who are ineligible for career teacher status shall be employed by local boards of education, 
upon recommendation of the superintendent, for a term of two to four years. The term of employment 
shall be stated in a written contract, which may be renewed only at the end of the contract period. During 
the term of employment, the procedures and grounds for dismissing or demoting a career teacher under GS 
115C-325 apply to the dismissal or demotion of the administrator. The local board of education is not 
required to approve the superintendent’s decision not to renew an administrator’s contract. The 
superintendent’s recommendation to reemploy an administrator for a successive contract or for a new and 
extended term of the administrator’s contract must be submitted to the board for its approval or 
disapproval at least 90 days before the end of the contract term. The board may approve or disapprove the 
superintendent’s recommendation for any cause which it deems sufficient. The administrator must be 
given notice, at least 30 days before the end of the contract, of a decision by the superintendent or board of 
education not to renew the administrator’s contract. However, if the superintendent or board fails to notify 
an administrator at least 90 days before the end of the contract term that the administrator will not be 
offered employment beyond the end of the contract term, the administrator is entitled to 90 days of 
additional employment or severance pay beyond the date the administrator receives notice that the contract 
will not be renewed. Also amends GS 115C-325(c) to allow career teachers who are promoted to or 
employed in a principal, director, or supervisor position to retain their status as a career teacher with the 
right to be reassigned to a teaching position if the teacher’s employment as an administrator is not 
continued. Provides that no person who is promoted to or employed as a principal, director, or supervisor 
after July 1, 1995 is eligible to obtain career status as an administrator. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 387. GPAC/SCHOOL ADMIN. CONTRACT PROCESS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
DEVELOP PROCEDURES AND POLICIES TO DEFINE THE CONTRACT PROCESS AND THE 
PROCESS FOR REASSIGNMENT AND DISMISSAL OF SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS." Amends 
GS 115C-325(c) to make ineligible for career status persons promoted to or employed as principals, 
directors and supervisors after July 1, 1995. If such a person already has career teacher status, he retains it 
and has a right to reassignment as a teacher if he loses the administrative position. Makes conforming 
amendment to GS 115C-325(d). 

Requires State Board of Education to define the process for contracting with, assigning, and firing 
school administrators, including the use of contracts and the development of model contract for use by 
local units. Requires report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee before March 15, 1994.

S 388. GPAC/PUBLIC SCHOOL GOVERNANCE. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION 
TO CHANGE THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION APPOINTMENT PROCESS AND TO 
AUTHORIZE THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO APPOINT THE STATE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION.” Amends Constitution (1) to give General Assembly 
authority to enact statute governing appointment of the State Board of Education and (2) to provide that 
the Sup’t of Public Instruction shall be appointed by, and serve at the pleasure of, the State Board of 
Education. The proposed constitutional amendments are subject to approval by voters in the November 2, 
1993 election. If approved, the constitutional amendment relating to appointment of the State Board of 
Education is effective July 1, 1994. Subject to approval of the constitutional amendments, amends GS 
115C-10, effective July 1, 1994, to provide that State Board of Education will consist of 15 members: the 
Lt. Governor, the State Treasurer, a chair appointed by the Governor, six members appointed by the 
Governor, three members appointed by the General Assembly on the recommendation of the President pro 
temp subject to approval or rejection by the Governor, and three members appointed by the General 
Assembly on the recommendation of the Speaker subject to approval or rejection by the Governor. 
Members are appointed for staggered four-year terms beginning July 1, 1994. Subject to approval of the 
constitutional amendments, amends GS 115C-18 to provide that Sup’t of Public Instruction is appointed by 
the State Board of Education, rather than being elected. Makes conforming changes to other statutes. The 
constitutional amendment and statutory changes relating to the Sup’t of Public Instruction are effective 
January 1, 1997 or when there is a vacancy in that office, whichever occurs sooner, except that there would 
be no election held to fill the office for a term beginning on or after December 31, 1996.

S 389. GPAC/COMMUNITY COLL. GOVERNANCE. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO MODIFY THE 
GOVERNANCE STRUCTURE OF THE STATE BOARD OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES TO 
CREATE A BETTER BALANCE BETWEEN CENTRAL AUTHORITY AND LOCAL FLEXIBILITY." 
Provides that General Assembly finds that the community college system is too decentralized and should 
be modified as title indicates. Directs the State Board of Community Colleges to examine the matter and 
report to the 1994 General Assembly its recommendations for establishing a better balance between central 
authority and local flexibility.

AND THE GOVERNOR." Authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n to conduct study for purpose 
indicated in title and to report its results to the 1994 and 1995 sessions of the General Assembly.

S 391. GPAC/CONTINUUM OF EDUCATION PROG. "TO IMPLEMENT A. 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE 
REGARDING THE CONTINUUM OF EDUCATION PROGRAMS." Adds new GS Ch. 116C to create 
“Education Cabinet" made up of Governor, President of UNC, Superintendent of Public Instruction, and 
President of NC Community College System. Creates State Education Commission, made up of UNC 
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Board of Governors, State Community College Board, and State Board of Education. Requires education 
cabinet to develop a "strategic design" for the educational programs offered to citizens at all levels and to 
report that design to the General Assembly before Jan. 1, 1995.

S 392. GPAC/AID TO PRIVATE COLL, FOCUS. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO FOCUS STATE AID FOR 
STUDENTS ATTENDING PRIVATE COLLEGES." States policy of General Assembly with respect to 
state aid to NC students attending private colleges and universities. Amends GS 116-19 by transferring 

. administration of the contractual scholarship program from the UNC Board of Governors to the State 
Education Assistance Authority. Requires that state funds under the contractual scholarship program go 
only to NC students with demonstrated financial need who attend private colleges and universities, that aid 
be given in an amount that is a percentage of the average educational and general appropriations for NC 
students with demonstrated financial need attending public universities, and that allocations be made to 
private institutions based on the number of NC students with demonstrated financial need attending these 
institutions. Requires private colleges and universities who receive these state funds to meet appropriate 
criteria for the use of the funds and to file an accountability report with the General Assembly annually by 
April 1. Eliminates the legislative tuition grant program. Requires the UNC Board of Governors, in 
consultation with the Area Health Education Centers and the Office of Rural Health, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, to review the medical student aid program to determine if the state’s medical professional 
needs are still being reasonably met by the program, and to report the results of this review and any 
recommendations to the General Assembly by April 1, 1994. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 393. GPAC/UNC BD.OF GOV REVIEW/PLAN. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE FOR A UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA PROGRAMMATIC REVIEW AND A PLAN FOR THE CONTINUED AND EXPANDED 
AVAILABILITY OF HIGHER EDUCATION FOR ALL CITIZENS." Directs the Board of Governors to 
review all academic programs, research activities, extension activities, public service activities, and 
administration and support functions that are of low productivity or low priority, or are unnecessarily 
redundant. Directs Board to develop specific criteria for these reviews and to give top priority to the 
elimination of nonproductive or redundant graduate, professional, or doctoral programs and the 
identification of programs that will strengthen undergraduate education. Requires review to be completed 
by Dec. 31, 1995, and report to the General Assembly and Joint Education Oversight Committee to be 
made by Feb. 1, 1996. Amends GS 116-11(3) to require Board to review productivity of programs every 
two years. Also directs Board to develop plan to expand availability of higher education for all citizens by 
using (1) video and audio distance learning technology, (2) graduate centers to avoid program duplication, 
(3) the potential for expanded funding of extension instruction; and (4) cooperative programs with the 
community college system. Directs plan to include proposals for teaching of students by more than one 
institution. Requires plan to be developed in conjunction with the Education Cabinet and approved by the 
Cabinet. Directs that plan be provided to the General Assembly by May 1, 1994. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by W. Martin. 

S 394. GPAC/UNC TUITION ISSUES. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE REGARDING TUITION AND TUITION 
POLICY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Directs UNC Board of Governors to 
implement plans to phase in, between the 1994-95 and 1998-99 academic years, changes in undergraduate 
tuition for resident students which will require such students to pay at least 16% of the educational and 
general costs, excluding financial aid, of the average cost of undergraduate education by level of 
institution. Also requires the Board of Governors (1) to develop a tuition and fee policy ‘that limits tuition 
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and required fees to a specific percentage, less than 25%, of the cost to undergraduate resident students of 
attending constituent institutions of UNC, (2) to develop a plan for providing increased state-funded 
need-based financial aid, with a strong emphasis on a grants program, commensurate with any increase in 
students’ financial needs generated by tuition increases, and (3) to develop tuition rates for graduate and 
professional programs based on an analysis of the cost differences between undergraduate and graduate 
instruction. Requires Board of Governors to present plan for implementing all tuition increases under the 
act to the General Assembly by April 1, 1994. Amends GS 116-144 to require the Board of Governors to 
set tuition and fees for nonresident students attending UNC at 75% to 100% of the educational and general 
costs of education for the different levels of institutions, taking into consideration the overall tuition and 
fees charged for comparable institutions in peer states, the need for diversity of the student body, and the 
mission of the institution. Amends GS 116-11(9)a to provide that funds generated from increases in 
tuition rates shall be included in the unified UNC budget request for new and expanded programs and 
activities, increases in enrollment, capital improvements, improvements in operations, and increases to 
remedy deficiencies, without reference to constituent institutions. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 395. COMPLIANCE REVIEW COMMISSION. "(TO) CREATE THE LEGISLATIVE 
COMPLIANCE REVIEW COMMISSION TO PROVIDE FOR LEGISLATIVE REVIEW OF AGENCY 
COMPLIANCE WITH AUDIT RECOMMENDATIONS." Adds new GS Ch. 120, Art. 12I to establish an 
eight-member Comm’n to review agency compliance with legislation originating in the Gernment 
Performance Audit Committee. Directs that four members appointed by President pro temp. four by the 
Speaker. Requires the Comm’n to begin compliance review within 18 months after audit report issued. 
Allows each agency the opportunity to respond in writing to compliance review findings. Authorizes 
Comm'n to hold a public hearing to receive additional testimony if the Comm’n is unsatisfied that the 
agency has addressed or is making satisfactory in addressing the audit findings and recommendations. 
Requires Comm’n to issue a report at least twice each year that includes a list of audits reviewed, findings 
concerning noncompliance, and recommendations. Directs the Comm’n to issue a final interim report to 
the General Assembly no later than May 27, 1994, and a final report prior to the convening of the 1995 
General Assembly. Directs the Legislative Services Comm’n to fund the Comm’n from funds available to 
the General Assembly. Amends GS 147-64.6(c) and 147-64.5 to direct auditor to provide copies of audit 
statements and reports to the Comm’n.

S 396. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BONDS-2. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF THREE 
HUNDRED ELEVEN MILLION TWO HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF 
THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS FOR COMMUNITY COLLEGES.” Provisions governing issuance and approval of 
bonds, expenditure of proceeds, and list of projects are identical to those in H 164, digested 16 February. 
Increases allocation for Wayne Community College Student & Telecommunications Building by $37,108 
over that provided in House version. Money for increase is taken in small amounts (usually $640) from 
allocations to other projects.

S 397. CPR/DAY CARE HOMES (=H 221). "TO REQUIRE THAT ALL WORKERS IN ALL 
"NONREGISTERED’ DAY CARE THAT RECEIVES REIMBURSEMENT FROM THE STATE 
RECEIVE REGULARLY UPDATED PEDIATRIC CPR TRAINING.” Identical to H 221, introduced 22 
February.

S 398. AMEND LOBBYIST LAW. "TO REQUIRE LOBBYISTS OF THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH 
OF STATE GOVERNMENT TO REGISTER AND FILE EXPENSE REPORTS WITH THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE, TO MAKE OTHER CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS TO THE LOBB YING 
LAW, AND TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION THEREFOR:” Amends various sections of Article 9A of 
GS Ch. 120, as title indicates. Redefines "lobbying" to include influencing or attempting to influence 
executive action through direct communication with an officer or employee of the state agency that is 
authorized to take that executive action. Requires lobbyists and their principals to file expense reports 
with Sec’y of State no later than Sept. 30 of each year (now, within 60 days after last day of regular 
session), and to retain records corroborating reported expenditures for three years after filing deadline for 
each report. Exempts (1) persons appearing before a state agency at invitation or request of the agency and 
who engages in no further activities as a lobbyist in connection with that or any other executive action; (2) 
when in discharge of their legislative duties, members of the General Assembly and legislative employees; 
(3) a person responding to inquiries from an officer or employee of a state agency and who engages in no 
further activities as a lobbyist; (4) a person who submits written or oral comments on a proposed rule at a 
public hearing held by a state agency or during the period of time set by the agency, who engages in no 
further lobbying activities; and (5) an attorney who represents a party in a request for a declaratory ruling 
or in an administrative hearing under GS Ch. 150B or any other quasi-judicial proceeding. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Office of Sec’y of State $65,239 for 1993-94 and $58,539 for 
1994-95. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 
Introduced by Odom. 


S 399. ESTAB. STATE ETHICS ACT. "TO ESTABLISH A STATE ETHICS COMMISSION, TO 
ESTABLISH ETHICAL STANDARDS FOR PUBLIC OFFICERS AND PUBLIC EMPLOYEES, TO 
REQUIRE PUBLIC DISCLOSURE OF ECONOMIC INTERESTS, TO MAKE CONFORMING 
CHANGES, TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION THEREFOR, AND TO MAKE PERMANENT THE 
REQUIREMENT THAT NONPROFIT ENTITIES RECEIVING STATE FUNDS ADOPT A 
CONFLICTS OF INTEREST POLICY.” Adds new GS Ch. 138A, the State Ethics Act. Makes violation 
of the Chapter grounds for disciplinary action. Sets out ethical standards for "public servants," defined to 
include all elected and appointed public officers and employees, including legislators, but excluding judges 
and members of boards having solely advisory powers. Provides that public servant may not (1) 
knowingly and intentionally use his public position for private gain; (2) mention or permit another to 
mention his or her public position in commercial advertising; (3) solicit any charitable gift from a 
subordinate [does not apply to charities for which payroll deductions are authorized by law; (4) knowingly 
accept any gift from a lobbyist or person whom the public servant knows or should know is doing or 
seeking business with the public servant’s employer,is engaged in activities regulated by that entity, or has 
financial interests that may be affected by the public servant’s official duties [excluded gifts include meals 
and beverages; unsolicited or ceremonial gifts or awards of nominal value; reasonable expenses for a 
meeting at which the public servant speaks or participates in a panel; free admission to athletic, charitable, 
cultural, or political events, if gift or admission is customarily extended to public servants generally; 
political contributions lawfully received and reported; gifts from relatives or member of same household; 
and honoraria subject to GS 138A-12]; (5) accept compensation from a source other than the employing 
entity for conducting any activity where (a) the employing entity reimburses the public servant for 
expenses, (b) the employing entity’s work time or resources are used, or (c) the activity would be 
considered official duty; (6) in an employing entity, Occupy a position that has influence over the work of 
any member of the public servant’s extended family. 

Prohibits public servant who is authorized to perform an official act requiring exercise of discretion 
from participating in official action by employing entity if public servant or member of immediate family 
or a business associate would benefit from the matter in a way that would impair independence of 
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judgment. In such cases, requires public servant to abstain from participation, with written reasons for 
doing so recorded in employing entity’s minutes. Specifies circumstances in which public servant, 
nonetheless, may participate in official action. 

Prohibits public servant from representing another person before the employing entity except in course 
of official duties. Prohibits former public servant from representing any person other than the State, the 
former employing entity, or a nonprofit organization in matter before the former employing entity for one 
year after service ceases and from representing another person in connection with any official action in 
which the public servant participated for five years after service ceases. These provisions apply only to 
public servants who held office or were employed on or after Jan. 1, 1994. 

Establishes 9-member State Ethics Comm’n. Governor appoints chair and four other members, no 
three or more of whom may be members of same political party. General Assembly appoints four 
members--one member of each political party recommended by Speaker and one from each party 
recommended by President pro tem. Members to serve four-year terms. No member or employee of 
Comm’n may hold or be a candidate for any other public office or hold office in any political party, or 
participate in or contribute to the campaign of any candidate for political office. Gives Comm’n power to 
(1) conduct continuing study of governmental ethics in NC and propose changes to General Assembly, (2) 
adopt rules to implement the chapter, (3) investigate alleged violations, (4) render advisory opinions, (5) 
institute a civil action against public servant or former public servant, and (6) receive and review 
statements of economic interests filed for potential conflicts of interest. 

Requires that statements of economic interests be filed by public servants specified in the act and 
specifies required contents of the statements, which are public records. Those covered include (1) 
members of Council of State; (2) heads of all principal dep’ts appointed by the Governor; (3) chief deputy 
or administrative assistant of department heads; (4) members of General Assembly; (5) members of all 
state executive branch boards except those that perform solely advisory functions; (6) any other public 
servants of the State designated by Comm’n rule; (7) in any county having population of more than 
25,000, members of board of commissioners, the county manager, heads of dep’ts of county gov’t, and any 
county employee designated by rule of Comm’n; (8) in any municipality having population of more than 
7,500, members of city council, city manager, and any municipal employee designated by Comm’n rule; 
(9) members of local boards of education; (10) in covered counties and cities, members of any board 
unless it exercises only advisory functions; (11) for The University of North Carolina, only members of the 
Board of Governors, the president, the vice-presidents, the chancellors, the vice-chancellors, and members 
of boards of trustees of constituent institutions; (12) for the Dep’t of Community Colleges, only members 
of State Board of Community Colleges, the president of the System, the president and trustees of each 
community college, and (13) a member of a public authority or a unit of local government whose 
appropriations in its last annual budget were $500,000 or more. Also requires filings by candidates for 
nomination or election to a public office subject to the Article. 

Adds new GS 143-31.6 requiring all private, nonprofit entities eligible to receive state funds, before 
funds may be disbursed to it, to file with disbursing agency a notarized copy of the entity’s policy 
addressing conflicts of interest. Amends GS 143-318.18 to provide that the open meetings law does not 
apply to the State Ethics Comm’n. Adds new GS 150B-1(g) exempting State Ethics Comm’n from 
coverage of Administrative Procedure Act, except for provisions relating to judicial review and to 
publication of rules, guidelines, and advisory opinions. Adds new GS 150B-21.20A, requiring Codifier of 
Rules to publish unedited the rules and advisory opinions issued by State Ethics Comm’n in the NC 
Register and to publish the Comm’n’s rules in the NC Administrative Code. 

Rewrites GS 153A-43 and GS 160A-74 to provide that a member of a board of county 
commissioners or city council who is present and prohibited from participation by the State Ethics Act 
shall not be counted as present for purposes of determining whether a quorum is present unless the board 
or council cannot obtain a quorum because members are prohibited from acting under the Ethics Act. 
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Rewrites GS 153A-44 and GS 160A-75 to require a board of commissioners or city council to excuse a 
member from voting when the member has a pecuniary interest in the action and is prohibited from 
participation by the Ethics Act. 

Transfers to the State Ethics Comm’n all functions of the NC Board of Ethics. Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the Dep’t of Administration $123,200 for 1993-94 and $197,300 for 1994-95 to fund 
the State Ethics Comm’n. These two provisions effective July 1, 1993. Remainder of act effective 
January 1, 1994, except that initial statements of economic interest shall be filed not later than September 
1, 1994.

H 252. GUILFORD VOTE EARLY BUT NOT OFTEN. "TO ALLOW THE GUILFORD COUNTY 
BOARD OF ELECTIONS TO ESTABLISH A ’VOTE EARLY BUT NOT OFTEN’ PROGRAM." 

- Allows Guilford County Board of Elections to submit to the State Board of Elections a plan allowing 
registered voters to cast ballots by early voting between the day after the close of registration and 5:00 p.m. 
on the Friday before an election. Requires State Board of Elections to approve the plan if it conforms to 
applicable statutory requirements, contains sufficient guarantees against fraud and inaccuracy, and does 
not favor or disfavor voters on the basis of race or party affiliation. Expires January 1, 1995. 

Introduced by Wood. 


H 253. PRINCIPAL FELLOW FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PRINCIPAL FELLOWS PROGRAM RECOMMENDED BY THE 
EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP TASK FORCE AND THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION 
OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE." Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $198,000 
for 1993-94 and $2,190,000 for 1994-95 to implement the North Carolina Principal Fellows Program, if 
bill establishing that program is enacted. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Barnes, Gray, Rogers, and Diamont. 


H254. PRINCIPAL FELLOWS PROGRAM. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP TASK FORCE AND THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION 
OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO ESTABLISH A PRINCIPAL FELLOWS PROGRAM TO 
ENCOURAGE EXCELLENCE IN THE RECRUITMENT OF CANDIDATES FOR EDUCATIONAL 
LEADERSHIP PROGRAMS." Adds to GS Ch. 116C a new Article 5C establishing the North Carolina 
Principal Fellows Program. Creates 12-member NC Principal Fellows Comm’n, to operate independently 
of UNC Board of Governors, with members to serve four-year terms after initial appointments. Members 
to include one member of Board of Governors appointed by chair of that board; one member of State 
Board of Education appointed by chair of that board; two deans of schools of education appointed by 
President of the University of North Carolina; one public school teacher appointed by General Assembly 
on recommendation of President pro tem.; one public school principal appointed by General Assembly on 
recommendation of the Speaker; one local superintendent chosen by Superintendent of Public Instruction; 
one representative of business and industry appointed by Governor; one local school board member 
appointed by chair of State Board of Education; one parent of a public school child appointed by State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction; chairperson of the Board of the State Education Assistance Authority 
(SEAA); and director of the Principal Fellows Program, who is to be appointed by the Board of Governors 
and who shall chair and staff the Comm’n. 

Establishes Principal Fellows Program, to be administered by the Comm'n, to provide up toa 
two-year scholarship loan of $20,000/year to selected recipients and provide extracurricular enhancement 
activities for recipients, persons selected to be educational leaders in NC public schools by completing a 
full-time program in school administration in one of the approved programs chosen by the Comm’n from 
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school administrator programs within the constituent institutions of The University of North Carolina. 

Sets maximum of 200 principal fellow awards per year. Effective Sept. 1, 1995, recipients required to 
complete approved full-time academic program during first year of loan program and a full-time internship 
during second year. Allows local school units to use funds allotted for an assistant principal salary for 
intern, but prohibits interns from serving as assistant principals. Recipients must agree to work as school 
administrators in a NC public school or a school operated by the U.S. government in North Carolina after 
completion of the program. Makes state employees or employees of local school units chosen as fellows 
eligible for coverage under State Employees Health Plan. Authorizes Comm’n to form regional review 
committees to assist in identifying best applicants. Provides for SEAA to perform all administrative 
functions necessary to implement the Article, including rulemaking. 

Requires that scholarship loans be evidenced by notes payable to SEAA, bearing interest at rate of 
10%/year beginning 90 days after completion of program or 90 days after termination of loan, whichever 
is earlier. Requires SEAA to forgive loan if, within six years after graduation from program, recipient 
serves four years as a school administrator at a NC public school or school operated by the U.S. 
government in NC, and to forgive the loan if it finds that it is impossible for the recipient to work at such a 
school for four years, within 10 years after graduation, because of the death or permanent disability of the 
recipient. Requires that if recipient repays the loan by cash payments, all indebtedness be repaid within 10 
years. Requires that all funds appropriated to or received by the Program for scholarships or as repayment 
of loans and all interest thereon be placed in revolving fund to be used only for scholarship loans and 
administrative costs. Authorizes Comm’n to grant up to 100 loans during 1994-95. Specifies that act does 
not obligate General Assembly to appropriate funds, that sections of act requiring State funding for 
implementation are not effective until such funds are appropriated, and that act does not obligate the Board 
of Governors to allocate funds for the program unless additional appropriations for the program are made 
by the General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 255. TEACHER TRAINING TASK FORCE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
COMPLETE THE ACTIVITIES OF THE TEACHER TRAINING TASK FORCE, AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE TEACHER TRAINING TASK FORCE AND THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE 
OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE." Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors 
$42,200 for 1993-94 to complete. the activities of the Teacher Training Task Force, reconvened pursuant to 
ch. 971 of the 1991 Session Laws. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Barnes, Gray, and Rogers. 


H 256. EXTENDED SCHOOL SERVICES. "TO ENCOURAGE SCHOOLS TO IMPLEMENT 
EXTENDED SERVICES PROGRAMS." Adds new GS Ch. 115C, Art. 16, Part 7 to encourage local 
school units to provide access to instruction outside normal school hours. Requires units to identify 
students, schools, and communities that need intensive academic support before beginning such 
instruction. Requires State Board of Education to develop a plan to provide technical assistance to and 
financing for these programs and to report on the plan by Dec. 15, 1993 to the Joint Legislative Oversight 
Committee. 

Introduced by Barnes, Black, Fussell, Gray, McAllister, and Rogers. 


H 257. SCHOOL ADMINISTRATOR PROGRAMS. "TO IMPLEMENT THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP TASK FORCE AND THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE CONCERNING SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATOR PROGRAMS AT THE CONSTITUENT UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA 
INSTITUTIONS." Adds new GS 116-74.21 requiring UNC Board of Governors to (1) develop and 
implement a competitive proposal process to establish a maximum of six school administrator training 
programs within constituent UNC institutions, (2) determine the number of school administrators to be 
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trained in such programs, and (3) develop a budget for such programs. Requires Board of Governors to 
report on program design and process to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by December 1, 
1993 and to make awards for programs by November 1, 1994. Institutions whose proposals are approved 
shall begin operation of programs by September 1, 1995, subject to appropriation of sufficient funds for 
implementation. Existing school administrator programs are to be phased out by July 1, 1998, so that only 
those school administrator programs that are funded under this act may continue to train school 
administrators at constituent universities. Subject to appropriation of sufficient funds, requires Board of 
Governors to convene a quality candidate committee by October 1, 1993, to create admissions criteria for 
candidates entering school administrator programs and to assist local education agencies in developing 
procedures to hire the best qualified candidates for administrative positions in public schools. Requires 
this committee to submit its recommendations concerning admissions criteria for training for public school 
administrators to the Board of Governors for approval by October 1, 1994, and to submit its 
recommendations concerning selection criteria for hiring public school administrators to the State Board of 
Education for approval by November 1, 1994. Requires the Board of Governors and the State Board of 
Education to provide informational reports on their findings to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by November 15, 1994.

H 258. SCHOOL LEADERSHIP ACADEMY. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
EDUCATION LEADERSHIP TASK FORCE AND THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION 
OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO PLAN FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SCHOOL LEADERSHIP 
ACADEMY TO ENHANCE THE QUALITY OF ONGOING PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT FOR 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS." Requires UNC Board of Governors and the State Board of Education to 
convene a 9-member Joint Committee to study how to establish a School Leadership Academy to serve 
needs of school administrators. Members to include three members of Board of Governors appointed by 
chair of that board (one of these to be designated cochair); three members of State Board of Education 
appointed by chair of that board (one of these to be designated cochair); the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction or a designee; one dean of a school of education appointed by President of The University of 
North Carolina; and the president of the North Carolina Association of Independent Colleges and 
Universities or a designee. Specifies subjects to be considered by Joint Committee in its planning. 
Requires Joint Committee to report on its findings and recommendations to the Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee no later than March 1, 1994, and provides for Joint Committee to terminate on that 
date. Directs that of funds appropriated to Board of Governors for 1993-94, up to $15,000 shall be used to 
conduct work of Joint Committee and that of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education for aid to 
local school administrative units for 1993-94, up to $15,000 shall be used to conduct work of the Joint 
Committee. Effective July 1, 1993. 7

H 259. SEAFOOD LABORATORY FUNDS (=S 420). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA FOR THE SEAFOOD 
LABORATORY PROGRAM AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $186,000 for NC State University’s seafood laboratory 
program in Morehead City, to provide extension education and an applied research program for the NC 
seafood industry. Effective July 1, 1993.

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H 260. PIEDMONT AGRICULTURAL CTR. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
CONSTRUCT THE PIEDMONT AGRICULTURAL MARKETING AND PROCESSING CENTER IN 
GUILFORD COUNTY." Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Agriculture $4,471,300 for 
1993-94 for the first phase of construction of the Piedmont Agricultural Marketing and Bac esas Center 
(formerly known as the Piedmont Trial Farmers Market). Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Bowman. 


H 261. ACUPUNCTURE LICENSE REQUIRED (=S 422). "REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF 
ACUPUNCTURE.” Adds to GS Ch. 90 a new Article 30 (GS 90-450 through 90-459) regulating the 
practice of acupuncture. Prohibits unlicensed practice of acupuncture except by a licensed physician, a 
student practicing under direct supervision of licensed acupuncturist as part of approved course of study, 
and a licensed chiropractor. Makes it unlawful to advertise or represent oneself as qualified to practice 
acupuncture without having required license. Makes violation a misdemeanor punishable by 
imprisonment for up to two years, a fine, or both. ' 

Creates 5-member Acupuncture Licensing Board, one member appointed by Governor and four ue 
General Assembly--two on recommendation of Speaker and two on recommendation of President pro tem. 
of Senate. 

Sets out licensing requirements, including completion of examination administered or approved by 
the Board, a 3-year postgraduate acupuncture college or training program approved by Board, and The 
Clean Needle Technique Course offered by the Council of Colleges of Acupuncture and Oriental 
Medicine. Directs Board to waive these requirements for resident applicant who establishes by Dec. 31, 
1994, successful completion of training at an approved acupuncture college or a Board-approved 
apprenticeship or tutorial program. Requires license renewal every two years and completion of 40 hours 
of Board-approved Continuing Education Credits within each renewal period. Sets out prohibited 
activities for which Board may deny, suspend, or revoke license, require remedial education, or issue letter 
of reprimand. Sets maximum fees of $500 for issuance of license; $100 for application fees and 
examination fees; $300 for renewal of license; $75 for late renewal of license; and the cost of 
administering the examination. Specifies that Article does not require direct third-party reimbursement to 
persons licensed under the Article. Rewrites GS 90-18 to include practice of acupuncture in provisions 
relating to and establishing penalties for practicing without a license.

H 262. AMEND LOBBYIST LAW (=S 398). "TO REQUIRE LOBBYISTS OF THE EXECUTIVE 
BRANCH OF STATE GOVERNMENT TO REGISTER AND FILE EXPENSE REPORTS WITH THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE, TO MAKE OTHER CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS TO THE LOBBYING 
LAW, AND TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION THEREFOR." Identical to S 398, introduced 24 
February. 

Introduced by Colton, Gray, Morgan, and Wilmoth. 


H 263. MOTOR FLEET MANAGEMENT AMENDS. "TO AMEND THE STATUTES 
REGULATING CENTRALIZED MOTOR FLEET MANAGEMENT." Amends GS 143-341(8)i to 
require the Dep’t of Administration to define "passenger-carrying vehicle" in rules in a way consistent 
with the US Internal Revenue Service’s definitions applied to classify vehicles likely to receive more than 
insignificant personal use. Beginning Jan. 1, 1993, prohibits state agencies other than the Dep’t of 
Administration from owning passenger-carrying vehicles. (Retains existing exceptions for certain public 
safety and law enforcement vehicles.) Requires revocation of permanent assignment of state-owned 
vehicles if driven fewer than 3,150 miles per quarter for two successive quarters.

Identical to S 197, digested 17 February, 
except deletes provision limiting use of certain excess Medicare receipts to capital projects at ECU School 
of Medicine. Under this bill, General ey may appropriate receipts for any purpose.

H 265. WASHINGTON PROPERTY EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT THE CITY OF WASHINGTON 
FROM ARTICLE 12, CHAPTER 160A OF THE GENERAL STATUTES IN THE CONVEYANCE OF 
‘CERTAIN REAL ESTATE TO THE GREATER WASHINGTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, INC." 
As title indicates. Effective with respect to conveyance described in act only if conveyance given prior 
approval by unanimous resolution of City Council of City of Washington. Conveyance may be without 
monetary consideration. 

Introduced by Edwards. 


H 266. CERTIFY INTERIOR DESIGNERS. "TO ESTABLISH THE CERTIFIED INTERIOR 
DESIGNERS TITLE REGISTRATION ACT." Adds new GS Ch. 83B to establish NC Board of Certified 
Interior Designers. Gives the board the authority to establish reasonable standards for certification of 
interior designers and to examine and pass on qualifications of persons applying for certification as interior 
designers. Establishes educational and experience qualifications for certification. Gives the board the 
power to deny, suspend or revoke certification under certain circumstances. Prohibits uncertified persons 
from holding themselves out as certified interior designers, but does not prevent any person from rendering 
interior design or interior decorating services or from using the titles "interior designer” or "interior 
decorator."

H 267. PERMANENT FISCAL TRENDS COMMISSION (=S 194). "TO MAKE THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE FISCAL TRENDS AND REFORM STUDY COMMISSION A STATUTORY STUDY 
COMMISSION, TO ESTABLISH A SUBCOMMITTEE OF THE COMMISSION TO STUDY THE 
FISCAL RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS, AND TO 
APPROPRIATE ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS TO THE COMMISSION FOR THE 
1993-95 BIENNIUM." Identical to S 194, introduced 17 February. - 

Introduced by Diamont. 


H 268. STATE BUDGET & FISCAL CONTROL ACT. "TO RECODIFY MANY OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF THE EXECUTIVE BUDGET ACT INTO A STATE BUDGET AND FISCAL 
CONTROL ACT THAT REVISES AND CLARIFIES THE PROCEDURES FOR ADOPTING A STATE 
BUDGET, FOR ACCOUNTING FOR STATE RESOURCES, AND FOR REPORTING STATE 
FINANCIAL INFORMATION AND TO ALLOW THE TRANSFER OF FUNDS FROM THE 
HIGHWAY TRUST FUND TO THE GENERAL FUND TO BE DONE ANNUALLY." Revises, 
reorganizes, modernizes, and clarifies the Executive Budget Act. Transfers to other chapters of the 
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General Statutes functions related to disbursing State funds, which are no longer performed by the State 
Budget Office. For the most part, this bill does not change existing law and practice. The following 
substantive changes are noted. 

Accounting for fees and penalties, Establishes the following principles that apply to accounting for 
fees and penalties in the absence of specific contrary provisions in the law: (1) fees are reverting 
departmental receipts; (2) nonreverting fee accounts do not earn interest; and (3) civil penalties are a 
nonrestricted General Fund revenue. 

Budget Commission. Removes a provision that appeared to give the Governor a window 
during the first 30 days of a regular session when only he could call a meeting of the Comm’n. Deletes the 
requirement that Comm’n members take an oath of office and makes it clear that service on the Comm’n is 
not considered holding an office for purposes of multiple-office holding restrictions. Deletes the 
requirement that a person who is authorized to consult the Comm ’n before taking a given action and 
decides not to do so must report that decision to the Speaker, President pro tem. and Fiscal Research Div’n 
Director. Clarifies when terms on the Comm’n begin and end, and adds the Lt. Governor, the House. 
majority leader, and the Senate Deputy President pro tem. to the list of officers entitled to attend Comm’n 
meetings. 

Limitation on second year of biennial budget. Provides that the General Fund operating budget 
enacted in the first year of the biennium for the second year of the biennium may not be greater than the 
budget for the first year, adjusted to account for annualization of positions and programs funded for only 
part of the year in the first year. The limit is now that the second year’s budget may not be more than 
102% of the first year’s budget. 

Balanced budget. Codifies in the statute the provisions of the North Carolina Constitution requiring 
a balanced budget, and makes it clear that the budget must be balanced by fund and by fiscal year. 

Governor’s budget message. Adds a requirement that the Governor accompany his budget 
recommendations with a budget message, and specifies the topics to be addressed. 

Capital improvements projects. Includes provisions governing the administration of capital 
improvements projects for which the General Assembly has made an appropriation. Similar provisions 
have been customarily included in special provisions in the annual appropriations acts but do not appear in 
the current codified Act. 

Penalties. Revises and tightens civil and criminal penalties for knowingly and intentionally violating 
the Executive Budget Act, and gives the Governor authority to suspend from office any State or local 
official (except a State official elected by the people) who persistently refuses to comply with the Act. 

Disposition of Highway Trust Fund tax proceeds. Amends GS 105-187.9 to provide that the annual 
transfer of $170 million from the Highway Trust Fund to the General Fund may be done either on a 
quarterly basis or by transferring the entire amount on July 1 of each fiscal year, subject to availability of 
revenue. The effect of this change is to avoid charging interest to the General Fund when the transfer takes 
place early in the fiscal year.

Appropriates $200,000 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Aging in each year of 1993-95 biennium to be divided equally among the four 
chapters of the Alzheimer’s Ass’n of NC.

H 277. STRUCTURED SENTENCING-2 (=S 402). "TO PROVIDE FOR STRUCTURED 
SENTENCING IN NORTH CAROLINA CONSISTENT WITH THE STANDARD OPERATING 
CAPACITY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION AND LOCAL CONFINEMENT 
FACILITIES." This bill is substantially similar to H 280, introduced 25 February. It differs primarily in 
that it establishes shorter periods of imprisonment for convicted criminal defendants, eliminates 
imprisonment as a punishment alternative for some combinations of prior record and level of committed 
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offense, and allows for use of intermediate punishment in more cells of the punishment charts. Felony and 
misdemeanor punishment charts, when compared to previous bill, limit the impact of convictions and 
sentences on the capacity of the State prison system and local confinement facilities. 

Prior record level, the horizontal scale in each punishment chart, is determined from past 
convictions, with point values based on severity of the offense. Greater values for prior convictions 
increase the likelihood of more severe punishment. This bill provides that more points are necessary to get 
into higher prior record categories than does H 280. Level III requires five points (four in H 280); Level 
IV requires nine points (seven in H 280); Level V requires 15 points (10 in H 280); and Level VI requires 
19 points (13 in H 280). 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994; applicable to offense committed on or after that date. Does not affect 
sentencing for offenses committed before that date. 

Introduced by Barnes and Redwine. 


H 278. CLASSIFY MISDEMEANORS (=S 404). "TO CLASSIFY MISDEMEANORS AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA SENTENCING AND POLICY ADVISORY 
COMMISSION.” North Carolina law contains over one thousand crimes classified as misdemeanors. 
Many of these are general misdemeanors carrying a penalty of up to two years imprisonment and an 
unlimited fine. For others, the penalties are described in the statute creating the crime. This bill classifies 
misdemeanors as either Class 1, Class 2, or Class 3 misdemeanors. In general, misdemeanors that under 
current law are punished by a term of over six months were classified as Class 1, by over 30 days to 6 
months as Class 2, and by 30 days or fewer as Class 3. The penalties for each new class of misdemeanor 
are described in the digest of H 280, appearing in today’s bulletin. A few of the newly classified 
misdemeanors specify fines that apply to that offense only. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994 to crimes committed on or after that date. 
Introduced by Barnes and Redwine. 


H 279. RECLASSIFY SOME FELONIES (=S 403). "TO RECLASSIFY SOME FELONIES AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA SENTENCING AND POLICY ADVISORY 
COMMISSION." Changes felony classes of approximately 200 criminal offenses scattered throughout the 
General Statutes. Does not reclassify drug offenses. Does not change present felony classification 
scheme. Divides felonies into 10 classes ranging from Class A (most serious) to Class J (least serious). 
Changes some present misdemeanors to felonies and reclassifies other misdemeanors to fit Class 1, 2, and 
3 (system recommended by the Sentencing and Policy Advisory Commission). See the digest of H 280. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1994; applies to offenses occurring on or after that date. Does not affect 
prosecutions for offenses committed before that date. 
Introduced by Barnes and Redwine. 


H 280. STRUCTURED SENTENCING (=S 401). "TO PROVIDE FOR STRUCTURED 
SENTENCING IN NORTH CAROLINA." Makes major changes to laws regulating sentencing for all 
crimes except impaired driving. (Most of the rules changed or repealed have exceptions dealing with 
impaired driving; this digest will not note all of those exceptions.) 

Felony sentencing. Adds new GS Ch. 15A, Art. 81B to provide for structured sentencing. Divides 
felonies into nine classes (A through I) and provides for six prior record levels (I through VI). Before 
sentencing, judge must determine both prior record level and class of offense. Each class and prior record 
level is set Out in a chart. Each ceil on the chart (combination of prior record level and class of offense) 
contains one or more authorized kinds of sentence dispositions. Judge must impose one of them. 

Authorized dispositions are: (1) Active, which means jail or prison sentence; (2) Intermediate, 
which requires probation including at least one of the following: electronic monitoring; intensive or 
special probation; residential or day reporting center assignment; or acceptance of a community penalties 
plan; and (3) Community, which includes anything not Active or Intermediate. 
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Each cell also contains three ranges of minimum punishment: standard, mitigated, or aggravated. 
Any term of imprisonment, whether suspended or activated, must be for a duration that is authorized by 
the appropriate cell on the chart. Sets out maximum for each minimum term; maximum is 120% of 
minimum, rounded up to next full month. Shortest length of imprisonment is 4 months minimum, five 
maximum; longest is 450 months minimum, 540 maximum. Defendant must serve minimum term of 
imprisonment and may, by earning credit under Dep’t of Correction rules, earn sufficient credit to be 
released after serving minimum. For convictions of ns! degree murder not resulting in death sentence, 
sets punishment as life without parole. 

Mitigated range may be used only if judge finds specified mitigating factors to justify departure from 
standard. Aggravated range may be used only if judge finds specified aggravating factors. Aggravating 
and mitigating factors are same as in current Fair Sentencing Act, except: (1) adds as aggravating factors, 
crime committed while on pretrial release (not just for felony), previous juvenile adjudication, permanent 
and debilitating injuries, and joining with another without being charged with conspiracy; (2) adds as 
mitigating factor accepting responsibility for criminal conduct. 

Prior record levels are based primarily on prior convictions, with point values based on severity of 
offense. Points range from 10 points for prior Class A felony to one point for each misdemeanor. 
Specifies number of points for each level, with Level I having no prior record to Level VI, which requires 
13 points. Spells out procedure for proof of prior convictions. Requires prosecutor to make all feasible 
efforts to obtain and produce prior records, and gives defendant reasonable time to inspect record if 
requested in a timely fashion. 

Specifies that consecutive sentences may be used. Allows fines to be imposed as condition of 
probation in addition to active sentence. 

Misdemeanor sentencing. Generally follows same structure as described above for felonies, with 
these modifications: (1) only three prior conviction levels, all of which count for one point; (2) only three 
classes of misdemeanors; (3) no specific duty of prosecutor to present prior record; (4) no aggravating or 
mitigating factors applicable; (5) no earned time allowed (active prison terms must be served day-for-day); 
(6) no consecutive sentences for multiple convictions of least serious misdemeanors (Class 3); if multiple 
convictions for serious misdemeanors, consecutive may not exceed twice the length of the most serious 
offense. | 

Maximum active sentences range from 30 days for Level I Class 3 to 180 days for Level III, Class 1. 

Other changes. Unless otherwise provided, classifies conspiracy as one class lower than the 
principal felony, except that Class 3 misdemeanor conspiracy is Class 3 misdemeanor. Classifies attempt 
to commit felony the same as completed felony, unless otherwise provided. Retains and classifies habitual 
felon statute as Class D felony. Repeals Fair Sentencing Act. Provides that on probation revocation, term 
of imprisonment may be reduced to minimum allowed for prior record level and class of offense, but not 
below. Limits term of special probation to the greater of one-quarter of maximum imposed or six months. 
Repeals ail parole statutes, except those applicable to impaired driving. Allows appeal by defendant or 
State when finding of prior record level or of proper application of sentencing structure is at issue; also 
allows defendant to appeal imposition of aggravated sentence. For drug trafficking under GS 90-95, sets 
specific minimum punishment for each category by drug and amount, ranging from 25 to 175 months. 
Retains "substantial assistance" provision of drug trafficking statute, which allows judge to suspend or 
reduce sentence of convicted drug trafficker who renders assistance in apprehending or convicting others. 
Eliminates mandatory sentence for non-trafficking offenses under GS 90-95. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994; applicable to offenses committed on or after that date. Does not affect 
sentencing for offenses committed before that date. 

Introduced by Barnes and Redwine. 


H 281. CRIMINAL JUSTICE PARTNERSHIP ACT. "TO CREATE A STATE-COUNTY 
CRIMINAL JUSTICE PARTNERSHIP IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds a new GS 143B, art. 6A, to be 
entitled the "North Carolina State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Act of 1993" and appropriates $10 
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million for fiscal 1994-95 from General Fund to the Dep’t of Corrections to establish program pursuant to 
it. Provides that it is the policy of the General Assembly to (1) implement recommendations of the NC 
Sentencing and Policy Advisory Commission by providing supplemental community-based corrections 
programs; (2) expand sentencing options; (3) promote State/county coordination; and (4) improve public 
confidence in community-based corrections program. . 

The counties. Authorizes counties to apply for funding upon approval of board of county 
commissioners and appointment of a county criminal justice partnership advisory board. Directs that 
county commissioners appoint members of an advisory board consisting of no fewer than 10 members that 
includes members representing specified categories. Provides for the creation of multicounty boards and 
appointment of members to those boards. Directs county criminal justice partnership advisory board to 
develop a community-based corrections plan to be submitted for approval to the county commissioners 
within a year after board appointments are completed. Requires the plan to include extensive information 
concerning the nature of the local criminal justice system; arrest, conviction, and incarceration rates; 
procedures for pretrial release, assignment of indigent counsel, and the like; jail population and capacity; 
the nature of existing community-based corrections; profiles of certain offenders and the offender 
population targeted by the proposed program; and why the proposed local program should be funded. 
Directs program to target adult offenders who are either in confinement awaiting trial or were convicted of 
a crime and received a nonincarcerative sentence of either an intermediate or community punishment. 
Directs Dep’t of Correction to provide technical assistance for plan development, either in kind or with 
financial assistance. Provides that if a county receives planning funds, county must provide 25% of the 
grant amount. 

Dep’t of Corrections. Directs DOC to (1) provide technical assistance to counties; (2) contract with 
county boards to operate programs; (3) develop policies for disbursement of grant funds and disburse 
funds; (4) establish rules and policies for programs; and (5) suspend, in certain circumstances, grant funds 
if a county does not substantially comply with program requirements. 

The State Criminal Justice Partnership Advisory Board. Establishes a 21-member board appointed 
from specified categories as follows: (1) the Governor appoints seven; (2) the Lt. Governor appoints three; 
(3) the Chief Justice appoints five; (4) the President pro tem. of the Senate appoints three; and (5) the 
House Speaker appoints three; a House member, a commissioner from a predominately rural county, and a 
member from the general public. Directs advisory board to review application process, funding 
procedures, program policies, and evaluation criteria and review plans and make recommendations 
concerning funding. 

Program funding. Directs Sec’y of Correction to review local plans within 90 days of submission. 
Provides that failure to act on plan within 90 days constitutes approval. Authorizes funds to be used for 
program operation or construction, renovation, or acquisition of community facilities (excluding jails). 
Establishes a nonreverting State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Account within the DOC Makes 
counties eligible for funds according to following formula: (1) 20% of funds to be distributed within 
discretion of Sec’y to encourage innovation,collaboration, and facility renovation; (2) remaining 80% of 
funds are to be distributed as follows: 20% based on fixed equal dollar amount; 60% on the county share 
of the state’s population; and 20% based on the county’s supervised probation admissions rate. Provides 
that a county may remain eligible for continued funding by submitting an application each year, by 
submitting monitoring reports, and otherwise complying with program rules. Provides that program funds 
may not be used to supplant funds from other sources for existing community-based corrections programs. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994...

H 282. ESTAB. STATE ETHICS ACT (=S 399). "TO ESTABLISH A STATE ETHICS 
COMMISSION, TO ESTABLISH ETHICAL STANDARDS FOR PUBLIC OFFICERS AND PUBLIC 
EMPLOYEES, TO REQUIRE PUBLIC DISCLOSURE OF ECONOMIC INTERESTS, TO MAKE 
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CONFORMING CHANGES, TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION THEREFOR, AND TO MAKE 
PERMANENT THE REQUIREMENT THAT NONPROFIT ENTITIES RECEIVING STATE FUNDS 
ADOPT A CONFLICTS OF INTEREST POLICY." Identical to S 399, introduced 24 February. 
Introduced by Colton, Gray, Morgan, and Wilmoth. 


H 283. UNDISCIPLINED JUVENILES. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE LAW STUDY 
COMMISSION TO ESTABLISH A PILOT PROGRAM UNDER THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF 
THE COURTS REGARDING JUVENILE COURT JURISDICTION OVER JUVENILES BETWEEN 
SIXTEEN AND EIGHTEEN YEARS OF AGE WHO ARE BEYOND THE DISCIPLINARY CONTROL 
OF THEIR PARENTS." Establishes a pilot program to be administered by the Administrative Office of 
the Courts (AOC) and implemented in Catawba, Lenoir, and Wake Counties, to expand juvenile court 
jurisdiction in the pilot counties to include as undisciplined juveniles 16- and 17-year-olds who are beyond 
the disciplinary control of their parents, guardians, or custodians. Requires AOC to evaluate the pilot and 
report to General Assembly on or before convening of the 1995 Session. Provides for pilot to be 

- conducted within existing funds of AOC and to terminate April 1, 1995. Effective October 1, 1993. 
Introduced by R. Hunter and Hensely. 


H 284. SCHOOL ADMIN. STANDARDS BOARD. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP TASK FORCE AND THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION 
OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT STANDARDS BOARD FOR 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATION AND TO ALLOW THAT BOARD TO CHARGE EXAMINATION 
FEES." Adds new GS Ch. 115C, Art. 19A establishing NC Standards Board for School Administration. 
Requires Board to develop and implement a school administrator examination; gives Board the power to 
establish reasonable standards for school administrator qualifications, other than withholding of approval 
of study or training courses in college/university school administrator programs approved by the UNC 
Board of Governors. After January 1, 1997, a passing score on the school administrator exam is a 
requirement for all persons hired to serve as school administrators for the first time in NC and for initial 
certification as a school administrator by the State Board of Education. Applicants who are engaged in 
practice of school administration in NC public schools or schools operated by US government in NC on 
and before January 1, 1997 are exempt from examination requirement. Provides criminal and civil 
remedies for violation of law. Requires Board to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Comm’n by March 1, 1994 and annually thereafter. Act does not become effective until sufficient funds 
are appropriated.

£1993.

Appropriates from 
General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $122,000 for 1993-94 and $101,000 for 1994-95 to implement

Effective July 1, 1993.

An unfavorable vote in a city alcoholic beverage election does not affect the lawfulness of sales 
in that portion of the city that lies in any county in which the sale of that type of alcoholic beverage has 
been approved. Amends GS 18B-501(f) to allow local ABC board of a county to enter into an agreement 
with a city’s police department for enforcement of ABC laws within the city when a city located in two or 
more counties approves the sale of alcoholic beverages and there are no local ABC boards established in 
the city and one of the counties in which the city is located.

GROUP SIZE FOR INFANTS AND TODDLERS IN CHILD CARE." Amends GS 110-91(7) to retain 
Comm’n authority to establish staff/child ratios and group size limits as applied to children other than 
infants and toddlers. Establishes staff-child ratios and group size limits for infants and toddlers as follows: 
children 0 - 12 months (staff-child ratio, 5; group size 10); children 12 - 24 months (staff-child ratio, 6; 
group size 12); and children 2 - 3 years (staff-child ratio, 10; group size, 20). Appropriates $634,740 for 
fiscal fiscal 1993-94 and $640,000 for fiscal 1994-95 from General Fund to Day Care Section, Division of 
Facility Services, Dep’t of Human Resources to carry out these changes.

Appropriates 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) $4.2 million for 1993-95 biennium for Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children’s Emergency Assistance program. Prohibits DHR from expending 
more State funds for emergency assistance program than appropriated under this bill. Authorizes DHR to 
provide emergency assistance payments of up to $300 per year, payable over 30-day period, to families 
with no more than $300 in liquid assets. Directs county departments of social services to evaluate in each 
case whether emergency exists, whether potential recipient created emergency, and whether assistance will 
resolve emergency. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 351. CHILD EVAL. CENTER FUNDS. "TO IMPLEMENT.A RECOMMENDATION OF THE

EVALUATION AND EDUCATION CENTERS." Appropriates unspecified amounts for years of 
1993-95 biennium from General Fund to the Division of Social Services, Dep’t of Human Resources for 
funding of up to 12 child maltreatment and education centers. Provides that centers are to offer continuing 
education to health care providers, social workers, and others involved in child evaluation as well as 
individuals in training, such as medical students. Provides that centers must (1) be specially equipped; (2) 
allow interviewing/multidisciplinary back-up for physicians not affiliated with center; (3) allow second 
opinions to be provided; (4) allow examiners to be available for court proceedings; and (5) allow primary 
evaluation of children who live in the service area or for whom other health care providers are unavailable. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

H 352. CHILD MEDICAL/M.H. EVALUATION. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF 
THE CHILD FATALITY TASK.-FORCE TO REQUIRE THE DIVISION OF SOCIAL SERVICES 
CONVENE A COMMITTEE TO DEVELOP A CHILD MEDICAL AND MENTAL HEALTH 
EVALUATION PLAN." Requires Sec’y of Human Resources to convene committee within Div’n of 
Social Services to develop a plan to provide medical and mental health evaluations to all children 
suspected of being abused or neglected, regardless of whether they are referred for evaluations by child 
protective services programs. Requires committee to report to the General Assembly and the Child 
Fatality Task Force by March 15, 1994. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 353. NATUROPATHIC LICENSE REQUIRED (=S 419). REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF

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H 354. STUDENT SERVICES STAFFING GOALS. "TO ESTABLISH STAFFING GOALS FOR

goals for staff-to-student ratios for school counselors (1:400), school psychologists (1:2,000), school social 
workers (1:2,500), and school nurses (1:3,000). Requires the Dep’t of Public Instruction to monitor use of 
funds for these positions.

H 356. DWI AGGRAVATED BY CHILD IN CAR. "TO MAKE THE PRESENCE OF A CHILD 
UNDER THE AGE OF SIXTEEN IN A VEHICLE DRIVEN BY A PERSON CONVICTED OF 
DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED A GROSSLY AGGRAVATING FACTOR IN SENTENCING." Amends 
GS 20-179(c) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 357. CERTIFY JUVENILE JUDGES. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
CHILD FATALITY TASK FORCE TO REQUIRE DISTRICT COURT JUDGES OBTAIN 
CERTIFICATION IN ORDER TO HEAR FAMILY AND JUVENILE CASES." Requires the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court to ensure that sitting district court judges obtain certification in family and 
juvenile law within one year after act is effective and to ensure that new district court judges obtain 
certification within one year of assuming office. Requires Chief Justice to determine particular 
certification and whether recertification will be required. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 358. CHILD PROTECTION INITIATIVES. "TO IMPLEMENT RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
CHILD FATALITY TASK FORCE TO ENCOURAGE PROSECUTORIAL CHILD PROTECTION 
INITIATIVES." Requires that Administrative Officer of the Courts, effective Oct. 1, 1993, ensure that 
district attorneys develop and disseminate information about provisions for "child friendly" courtroom 
environments and preparation of child witnesses and for the use of videotaped and closed circuit 
testimony. Requires that Director of the State Bureau of Investigation and the Administrative Officer of 
the Courts ensure that protocols for (1) child abuse and neglect investigations for law enforcement 
agencies, (2) criminal investigations of child abuse and neglect for district attorneys, and (3) operating 
polices and information sharing for local child abused and neglect criminal investigation teams are 
developed and disseminated, with training, by Oct. 1, 1993. Requires the Director of the SBI and the 
Administrative Officer of the Courts ensure that job descriptions and procedures for (1) law enforcement 
officers specializing in child abuse and neglect criminal investigations and (2) assistant district attorneys 
who handle all child abuse and neglect cases are-developed and disseminated, with training, by Oct. 1, 
1993. Act does not obligate General Assembly to appropriate funds. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Easterling, Diamont, and Luebke. 


H 359. CHILD DEATH REVIEW TEAM. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
CHILD FATALITY TASK FORCE TO PHASE IN A STATEWIDE MULTIDISCIPLINARY, 
MULTIAGENCY CHILD FATALITY REVIEW AND PREVENTION SYSTEM." Announces intention 
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of General Assembly to establish a system as ‘indicated in title by July 1, 1995. Directs Director of 
Division of Maternal and Child Health, Division of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, the 
Director of the Division of Social Services, and the State Child Fatality Review Team to prepare a 
schedule for phasing in the system. Directs that certain steps be taken, including (1) compiling 
information on childhood deaths; (2) conducting multidisciplinary reviews of selected deaths; (3) 
establishing uniform county community child protection teams; (4) establishing child fatality prevention 
team coordinator within the Division of Maternal and Child Health, Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources; and (5) recommending modifications to existing laws, including the confidentiality 
law, the records access law, the oath of office law, and disclosure protection law. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Easterling, Diamont, and Luebke. 


H 360. HEALTH STATISTICS CENTER/RESEARCH. "DIRECTING THE STATE CENTER FOR .- 
HEALTH STATISTICS TO CONDUCT RESEARCH AS RECOMMENDED BY THE CHILD 
FATALITY TASK FORCE.” Directs the State Center for Health Statistics (SCHS) to complile and study. 
statistical information on childhood deaths, pursuant to the recommendations of the Child Fatality Task 
Force established by the 1991 General Assembly. Requires SCHS to do the following: (1) determine the 
availability of data maintained by State agencies indicating agency involvement with the family of a child 
before the child’s death; (2) determine the feasibility of linking databases maintained by State agencies 
regarding the delivery of services to such families; (3) review State agency databases annually to 
determine agency involvement with children who later died; (4) evaluate periodically the compatibility of 
computerized record keeping by State agencies; (5) use information provided by the linkage of data to 
examine the relationship between delivery of services by State agencies and childhood deaths; and (6) 
provide on an ongoing basis statistical support to the Child Fatality Review and Prevention System 
(recommended by the Child Fatality Task Force), including statistical consultation, preparation of lists of 
child deaths, and where feasible support for county multidisciplinary teams eviene child deaths. 
Effective upon ratification.

H 361. SOCIAL WORKER CASE LOAD. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
CHILD FATALITY TASK FORCE TO MANDATE MAXIMUM CASE LOAD AND OTHER 
STANDARDS FOR CHILD PROTECTIVE SERVICES WORKERS AND TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS." Directs Dep’t of Human Resources to establish maximum case loads for county departments of 
social services’ workers in child protective services investigations and child protective services treatment 
and ratios of caseworkers to supervisors as follows: (1) child protective services investigations only 
(maximum of 18 cases per worker at time); (2) child protective services treatment only (maximum of 20 
cases per worker at time); (3) child protective services combined case loads of investigation and treatment 
(maximum of 16 cases per worker at time); and (4) one supervisor for every five child protective services 
workers. Makes ratios effective Oct. 1, 1993. Appropriates unspecified sums for each year of 1993-95 
fiscal biennium from General Fund to Division of Social Services, Dep’t of Human Resources to comply 
with changes. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 362. FAMILY PRESERVATION. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE CHILD 
FACILITY TASK FORCE TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FOR FAMILY 

_ PRESERVATION SERVICES IN EVERY COUNTY." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of 
Social Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, an unspecified sum for fiscal 1993-94 and fiscal 1994-95 to 
provide funds to make family preservation services for families at imminent risk of a having a child 
removed from the home available in every county by 1994. Funds will be allocated to each county based

H 363. JOINT TRAINING/CHILD ABUSE. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE

NEGLECT INVESTIGATIONS AND CRIMINAL PROSECUTION." Directs Director of State Bureau of 
Investigation, the Administrative Office of the Courts, and the Director of the Division of Social Services, 
Dep’t of Human Resources, to convene a task force to develop joint training as title indicates for law 
enforcement officials, county departments of social service workers, court officials, and other 
child-serving professionals. Directs task force to report to the General Assembly and to the Child Fatality 
Task Force by March 1, 1994. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Easterling, Diamont, and Luebke. 


H 364. JUV. LAW/CHILD PROTECTION. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
CHILD FATALITY TASK FORCE TO AMEND THE JUVENILE LAW AND OTHER LAWS TO 
PROTECT CHILDREN MORE EFFECTIVELY FROM ABUSE, NEGLECT, AND DEPENDENCY." 
Makes substantive and technical changes to several statutes concerning abused, neglected, and dependent 
juveniles. Rewrites GS 7A-551 to provide that no privilege shall be grounds for any person or institution 
failing to report that a juvenile may have been abused, neglected, or dependent; also provides that no 
privilege, except the attorney-client privilege, shall be grounds for excluding evidence in any judicial 
proceeding resulting from a report of abuse, neglect, or dependency. Rewrites GS 7A-544 to empower 
directors of county departments of social services to demand information, whether or not confidential, that 
the director deems relevant to a child protective services case; also requires agencies and individuals to 
turn over confidential information requested by the director to the extent permitted by federal law and 
redefines obstruction and interference with an investigation to include the refusal to allow the director 
access to confidential information. Rewrites GS 7A-550 to provide that any county social services 
employee who is assigned to perform, on behalf of the director, any duties permitted or required under the 
Article on child protective services or who takes a juvenile into temporary custody under GS 7A-571(3), 
shall be personally and individually immune from civil liability for monetary damages for any act or 
failure to act with respect to those duties, except where the employee was not acting in good faith or 
committed gross negligence or willful or wanton misconduct; also provides that in any proceeding alleging 
liability, good faith on the employee’s part is presumed. Makes other clarifying and technical changes to 
GS 7A-517 (definition of abused juveniles, caretakers, and dependent juveniles), GS 7A-543 (duty to 
report abuse, neglect, dependency, or death due to maltreatment), GS 7A-546 (request for review by 
prosecutor), GS 7A-547 (review by prosecutor), GS 7A-548 (investigation by local law enforcement 
agencies), and GS 7A-552 (central registry of abuse and neglect cases and child fatalities as result of 
alleged maltreatement).

H 365. SCHOOL HEALTH SCREENING. "TO REQUIRE PUBLIC SCHOOL CHILDREN TO 
RECEIVE A HEALTH ASSESSMENT BEFORE ENTRY INTO KINDERGARTEN." Amends GS 
130A-440 to require that child have completed and reported health assessment before attending public 
school kindergarten rather than by 31 December after school entry.

Amends GS 
150B-34 to clarify that the presiding administrative law judge (ALJ) must make a recommended decision 
or order in a contested case, to require the Office of Administrative Hearings (OAH) to forward a copy of 
the recommended decision or order to each party, and to authorize a party to apply to the judge for a new 
hearing, a reconsideration of the decision or order, or other relief allowed by the Rules of Civil Procedure 
within 10 days after having received the decision or order. Amends GS 150B-36(a) to provide that after 
receiving the official record in a contested case, an agency must give each party 15 days to file exceptions 
to the recommended decision or order. If no exception is filed, the agency is deemed to have adopted the 
ALJ’s recommended decision or order as its own. 

Amends GS 150B-36(b) to provide that if the agency chooses not to adopt the ALJ’s recommended 
decision or order, it must prepare a final written decision or order based exclusively upon the official 
record and the filed exceptions. Provides that agency is bound by ALJ’s findings of fact and conclusions 
of law if they are supported by substantial admissible evidence. 

Amends GS 150B-44 to reduce from 90 days to 45 days the period within which an art. 3 agency nota 
board or commission has to render a final decision. Reduces from 90 days to 45 days the period within 
which an art. 3 board or commission has to render a decision. (The period runs from the day the board 
receives the official record from the OAH or from its next regularly scheduled meeting, whichever period 
is longer.) Reduces allowable time extensions from 90 days to 30 days. Provides that failure of an art. 3A 
agency to make a final decision within 75 days (now, 180 days) after the close of a contested case hearing 
is cause for an adversely affected party to seek judicial redress. 

Amends GS 150B-51(a)(scope of judicial review) to provide if an agency did not adopt the ALJ’s 
recommended decision, the court shall determine whether the ALJ’s findings of fact and conclusions of 
law are supported by substantial evidence in view of the entire record. Provides that if court determines 
that they are, the court shall reverse the decision or remand the case to the agency to enter a decision in 
accordance with the evidence.

“bandwidth on demand" concept and submit it to IRMC; (4) IRMC to prepare a plan for consolidating 
multiple voice, video, and data networks within or across State agencies and submit it to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations (JLCGO) (no deadline given); (5) SIPS to evaluate and 
review its telecommunications disaster recovery plan, coordinate it with the disaster recovery plan for 
State computer center, and submit telecommunications plan to IRMC; (6) IRMC and UNC to prepare an 
evaluation of feasibility of consolidating portions of UNC Education Computing Service’s wide area 
network that it owns onto STS’s North Carolina Integrated Network and Microelectronics Center of North 
Carolina (MCNC) CONCERT data network and submit it to JUGCO; (7) IRMC and the Administrative 
Office of the Courts to prepare an evaluation of feasibility of transferring ownership of AOC’s network 
back to STS and present it to JUCGO; (8) IRMC and MCNC to prepare evaluation of feasibility of moving 
ownership and management of CONCERT data network to STS North Carolina Integrated Network and 
submit to JLUCGO; (9) the Dep’t of Administration Agency for Public Telecommunications, IRMC, and 
NC Center for Public Television to prepare a plan for the latter two agencies to share facilities and 
telecommunication resources and present it to JUGCO by March 31, 1994; (10) IRMC and Dep’t of Justice 
to investigate the feasibility of transferring Justice’s Police Information Network to STS North Carolina 
Integrated Network and submit it to JUGCO; (11) IRMC to prepare a plan to establish stronger centralized 
governance over its wide area communications networks by including a Director of Statewide 
Teiecommunications, a Telecommunications Advisory Board, and an expansion of IRMC membership to 
include a State government telecommunications official and present it to JUCGO; (12) IRMC and STS to 
prepare a written needs assessment, requirements analysis, and feasibility study for migrating networks to 
a new broadband technology to support activities such as greater use of local area network 
interconnections, geographic information systems, image processing, video conferencing, State and county 
library interconnections, and educational television and submit them to JUGCO; (13) MCNC to prepare a 
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written needs assessment, requirements analysis, and feasibility study for replacing and expanding its 
analog microwave segments with optic fiber provided by a common carrier and submit them to IRMC and 
JLGCO; (14) IRMC to evaluate three pilot projects currently underway on two-way video teleconferencing 
for distance learning and remote medical diagnosis (no deadline provided); (15) IRMC to direct Agency © 
for Public Telecommunications in preparing a written needs analysis, requirements analysis, feasibility 
study, and documented demand analysis of agency’s proposal to broadcast gavel-to-gavel coverage of 
General Assembly sessions and submit reports to JUGCO, but prohibits any state agency from spending 
State funds for the purchase and installation of satellite receiving equipment nor for the retrofitting of 
satellite uplinks to accommodate "Ku Band" technology in order to broadcast gavel-to-gavel coverage 
before report completed; (16) UNC to prepare a plan for upgrading the UNC Education Computing 
Services’ LINCNET to support greater bandwidth applications and to be compatible with the Triangle-area 
library network and submit it to JUGCO; and (17) State Telecommunications System to prepare a plan and 
draft request for proposal for a single bulk discount agreement with the long distance EES 
Carrier voice telecommunications service and submit them to IRMC for approval.

Naturopathic physicians may use medicines and therapies specified in act for preventive and 
therapeutic purposes, including vitamins, minerals, homeopathic preparations, biofeedback, dietary 
therapy, hypnotherapy, naturopathic physical medicine (defined), therapeutic devices, barrier 
contraception, and minor surgery (also defined). For diagnosis, naturopathic physicians may use physical 
examinations, x-rays, electrocardiograms, ultrasound, phlebotomy, laboratory tests, and physiological 
function tests. Makes practice of naturopathy without license a general misdemeanor. 

Creates Naturopathic Board of Examiners, with power to adopt rules governing the practice of 
naturopathy, approval of educational programs granting naturopathy degrees, qualifications and practice of 
naturopathic medical assistants, continuing education requirements, and speciality certification. 
ae members of Board from liability for all acts done in good faith and in furtherance of purposes 
of act. 
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Persons qualify for license by graduating from approved educational program and passing 
examination set by Board. Exempts from licensure any person who has practiced naturopathy in a 
manner acceptable to Board for three years before ratification, derives majority of his income from that 
practice, and is not a licensed health care provider under any other law. Permits Board to suspend or 
revoke licenses or take other disciplinary action for specified misconduct. 

Creates standards for speciality certification in natural childbirth and acupuncture. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 90-18 and, if passed, proposed acupuncturists licensure act. 
Introduced by Hunt, Blackmon, Marshall, and Seymour. 


S 420. SEAFOOD LABORATORY FUNDS (=H259). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE

H 379. HALIFAX FIRE DISTRICT FEES. "TO ALLOW HALIFAX COUNTY TO 
CREATE FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICTS IN WHICH FIRE PROTECTION IS FUNDED BY 
FEES RATHER THAN TAXES." Authorizes Halifax County establish fee-supported fire 
districts upon written request of 2/3 of the governing board of a fire department serving the area 
under contract with the county, or 15% of the resident property owners in the area. The district 
may not include any part of an existing tax-supported fire district, a county fire service district, or 
an active municipality (unless the municipality consents). Authorizes imposition of fire 
protection fees on benefited property within the district, to be billed along with property taxes and 
collected in the same manner as property taxes. Provides that the fee schedule must include the 
following classes of property, with annual fees not to exceed the indicated amount: (1) 
single-family dwelling or mobile home, $75; (2) unimproved land, $.10 per acre, with minimum 
$10 fee; (3) animal, poultry, or horticultural operation, $25 per structure; (4) commercial, 
industrial or agricultural operation, $75 for structures under 5,000 sq. ft., $150 for larger 
structures; (5) multiple-family dwelling $75 to $100 depending on number of units in the 
structure; (6) any other type of property, $75.

Establishes several affirmative defenses: (1) minor obtained the firearm by illegal entry; (2) 
firearm kept in a secure, locked container; (3) person is law enforcement officer and minor took 
the firearm while the officer was carrying it. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to offenses occurring 
on or after that date.

S 430. JUVENILE TRANSFER TO SUP. CT. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE

driver has been convicted of speeding in excess of 85 mph (now, 80 mph) on a public highway ; 
where the speed limit is 70 mph.

Appropriates $3 million for each 
year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Piedmont Triad Regional Water Authority as 
title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 473. NORTHWEST INCORPORATED. "TO INCORPORATE THE CITY OF 
NORTHWEST." Enacts charter for the City of Northwest located in Brunswick County. 
Provides for five-member city council, serving four-year staggered terms, and mayor, serving 
two-year term. Members are elected at-large pursuant to the nonpartisan primary method of 
election. Initial council members named in the act to serve until after the first organizational 
meeting of the Council following the 1993 municipal election.

H 408. SPENCER SHOPS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE SPENCER 
SHOPS HISTORIC SITE." Appropriates $200,000 from General Fund to Div’n of Archives and 
History, Dep’t of Cultural Resources, for Spencer Shops Historic Site. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by McCombs and Gardner. 


H 409. HILDEBRAN TOWN BOARD. "TO EXPAND THE HILDEBRAN TOWN BOARD 
FROM THREE TO FIVE MEMBERS." Amends Hildebran charter to provide for a five-member 
board of commissioners serving staggered four-year terms (now, three-members serving two-year 
terms). Phases in staggered terms beginning with 1993 elections. 

Introduced by Church, Flaherty, and G. Thompson. 


H 410. BEAUFORT/WASHINGTON SCHOOL MERGER. "TO MERGE THE 
BEAUFORT COUNTY AND WASHINGTON CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS." 
Merges existing Beaufort County and Washington City School Administrative Units into single 
unit to be known as Beaufort County School Administrative Unit, subject to preclearance by US 
Attomey General under Federal Voting Rights Act. Creates nine-member board of education for 
merged unit, elected to staggered four-year terms by and from nine electoral districts. Requires 
Beaufort County Board of Comm’rs to insure that per pupil appropriations to merged unit from 
county appropriations shall at no time be less than the higher of the normal appropriations to 
either the existing city or county unit in the five years before merger. Provides that State Board of 
Education shall allot to merged unit for two years following effective date of merger the 
allotments to which the merged unit is entitled or to which the existing city and county units 
would have been entitled, whichever is higher. Makes merger effective July 1, 1993 if precleared 
by US Attomey General, but if not precleared by that date makes merger effective on first day of 
month following notice of preclearance. Creates interim merged board upon ratification of bill 
and pending effective date, with authority to enter into certain interim contracts on behalf of 
merged unit, and limits the authority of existing boards for the city and county units to enter into 
contracts pending effective date of merger. 

Introduced (by request) by Edwards. 


H 412. PERQUIMANS SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO CHANGE THE METHOD OF 
ELECTING THE PERQUIMANS COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION TO IMPROVE THE 
OPPORTUNITY FOR MINORITY CITIZENS TO ELECT CANDIDATES OF THEIR 
CHOICE." Increases size of Perquimans board of education from five to six members. Directs 
the board to fill the additional position with a person who is representative of the black citizens of 
the county. The new board member will serve until new board members are elected in 1994; 
present board members will serve the remainder of their terms. Provides that three members of 
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the new board will be elected to four-year terms beginning in 1994; the remaining three members 
of the new board will be elected to four-year terms beginning 1996. Establishes limited voting 
plan under which all candidates for the three positions are listed on a single ballot but each voter 
may vote for only one candidate. The three candidates who receive the most votes are elected 
without a runoff. Directs the board to attempt to assure that the board remains representative of 
all citizens of the county when the board makes appointment to fill vacancies on the board. 
Effective on preclearance under Sec. 5 of the Voting Rights Act.

H 413. PERQUIMANS COMM’R ELECTIONS. "TO CHANGE THE METHOD OF 
ELECTING THE PERQUIMANS COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS TO IMPROVE 
THE OPPORTUNITY FOR MINORITY CITIZENS TO ELECT CANDIDATES OF THEIR 
CHOICE." Increases board to from five to six. Members to serve staggered terms. Directs that 
additional position be filled by a representative of black citizens of the county who will serve 
until election in 1994. Establishes a limited voting plan which allows voters to vote for only one 
commissioner at each election, the three candidates who receive most votes are elected without 
runoff. Commissioners elected in 1990 and 1992 to serve remainder of terms. In filling 
vacancies, board members directed to assure that board continues to be representative of all 
citizens in the county. After 1996 election, Board of Commissioners directed to consult with the 
Board of Education and review the election experience to determine effectiveness of limited 
voting plan in providing representation of the black community on the board. Repeals 
Public-Local Act 1939, chpt. 137, SL 1959, chpt. 1109, SL 1963, chpt. 348, and SL 1989, chpt. 
104. Effective after preclearance by the US Justice Dept.

H 414. POULTRY PRODUCER PROTECTION ACT (=S 476). "TO PROVIDE 
PROTECTION TO PRODUCERS OF POULTRY AND POULTRY PRODUCTS IN NORTH 
CAROLINA." Adds new article to GS Ch. 106 to protect producers of poultry and poultry 
products (producers) from persons who contract with producers to produce poultry and who 
subsequently process poultry and poultry products for commercial purposes within the state 
(integrators). Makes it unlawful for integrators to engage in certain practices in dealing with 
producers, declared to be unfair trade practices. Prohibits an integrator from terminating a 
contract with a producer that requires the producer to make certain capital investments to meet the 
requirements of the contract, except as allowed under the article. Establishes procedures for 
negotiation of contracts, provides for resolution of contract disputes through mediation or 
arbitration, and makes certain entities related to an integrator liable for integrator’s liabilities. 
Makes violation of article a misdemeanor and provides that aggrieved persons may seek 
injunctive relief to prevent further violations. Bill also adds new section to GS Ch. 44, Art. 12, 
granting producers a lien against an integrator’s assets for the value of the poultry or poultry 
products delivered to an integrator and establishing SEALS for enforcement of lien rights. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 476. POULTRY PRODUCER PROTECTION ACT (=H 414). "TO PROVIDE 
PROTECTION TO PRODUCERS OF POULTRY AND POULTRY PRODUCTS IN NORTH 
CAROLINA." Identical to H 414, introduced 10 March. 

Introduced by Cooper. 


S 477. HEALTH CARE POWER OF ATTY. CHANGE. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE 
LAWS PERTAINING TO HEALTH CARE POWERS OF ATTORNEY." Amends art. 3 of GS 
Ch. 32A and GS 130A-404(b) as follows: (1) provides that if a principal has not executed a 
"living will" under GS 90-321 but has executed a health care power of attorney which authorizes 
a health care agent to authorize the withholding or discontinuance of life-sustaining procedures, 
such procedures may be withheld or discontinued as provided in the health care power of attorney 
and the provisions of GS 90-322 do not apply; (2) provides that the determination of the 
principal’s incapacity to make health care decisions will be made by the principal’s attending 
physician if the health care power of attorney executed by the principal fails to designate a 
physician to make this determination; (3) makes two technical changes to statutory form for 
health care powers of attorney; (4) provides that the law regarding health care powers of attomey 
will be construed to be consistent with Uniform Anatomical Gift Act (UAGA) and that in the 
event of a conflict the provisions of the UAGA shall control; (5) provides that a health care power 
of attorney remains effective after the death of the principal to the extent that it authorizes the 
health care agent to exercise rights with respect to anatomical gifts, authorization of autopsy, or 
disposition of remains; (6) allows a health care power of attorney to make an anatomical gift of 
the principal’s body absent actual notice of a contrary indication by the principal; and (7) changes 
the priority of persons authorized to make an anatomical gift of a decedent’s body. Effective Oct. 
1, 1993 and applicable to health care powers of attorney executed on or after that date.

H 120. OPEN MEETINGS/RECORDS LAW CHANGES. Intro. 2/10. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO AMEND THE OPEN MEETINGS LAW 
AND TO AMEND THE PUBLIC RECORDS LAW AS IT RELATES TO THE HOSPITAL 
LICENSURE ACT." New version substitutes "closed session" or "closed meeting" for 
"executive session” throughout the bill and adds to GS 143-318.11 the statement "It is the policy 
of this State that closed sessions shall be held only when required to permit a public body to act 
in the public interest." Revises list of permissible closed sessions and adds provisions affecting 
hospital records as follows: ; 

N.C. DOCUMENTS 
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Info. privileged by statute: Adds to provision for information privileged or confidential 
under state’or federal statute, information that would be privileged or confidential if it were the 
subject of a written or electronic data record, but not including information that must be open — 
under the employee exception (see below). 

Attorney advice: Specifies that provision is to permit attomey to provide legal advice 
(original bill, to permit the body to receive advice) with respect to (i) rights and obligations under 
an existing or proposed contract to which the body is or will be a party; (ii) pending, threatened, 
or contemplated judicial proceeding in which the body has a direct interest (defines "judicial 
proceeding" and "direct interest"). Session cannot be closed merely because an attorney 
employed or retained by the body is a participant. 

Employee exception: Restores former provision for employee matters but provides that 
session may not be closed for the hiring or selection process for (i) town/city manager or other 
chief administrative officer or an incorporated municipality; (ii) police chief or other head of a 
municipal law enforcement or public safety agency; (iii) county manager; (iv) school 
superintendent; (v) President of The University of North Carolina; (vi) chief administrative 
officer of a public hospital; or (vii) president of a community college. Persons allowing 
themselves to be considered for these positions are deemed to have waived any confidentiality 
that would otherwise exist under this provision. "General personnel policy issues" may not be 
considered in closed session and final action making an appointment, discharge or removal must 
be taken in open session. 

Industrial development: Allows closed session when requested by a private entity in order 
the prevent disclosure of its identity in connection with potential industrial project within the 
public body’s jurisdiction. Does not allow closed session to act on extension of public services or 
expenditure of public funds in connection with a potential industrial project. 

Negotiating property/employment contracts: Provides for closed session where required for 
the body to establish or instruct agents on the body’s position in negotiating price and material 
terms of real property transactions or employment contracts. The body’s consideration and action 
on the proposed contract must be in open session. 

Criminal investigations: Allows closed session to plan, conduct, or hear reports on 
investigations of alleged criminal misconduct. 

Confidential hospital records. Adds a new Part F to Art. 5 of GS Ch. 131E to make certain 
hospital records confidential by providing that they are not public records as defined in Ch. 132. 
Confidential records include medical records and financial records maintained by health care 
facilities; personnel records maintained by public hospitals, except for certain specified basic 
information; credentialing or peer review information about persons applying to practice in a 
public hospital, except that information otherwise available to the public is not made confidential 
merely because is is acquired by the public hospital; and information relating to competitive 
health care activities, except that any contract entered into by a public hospital is a public record 
unless otherwise exempted by law. 


H 124. STATE ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE PROGRAM. Intro. 2/10. House committee 
substitute (1) provides that agencies continue to be responsible for their own debt collection; (2) 
generally requires agency debt collection policies and procedures to be consistent with those of 
Controller, but allows such policies to differ from the Controller’s in certain circumstances; (3) 
prohibits payment by credit card unless the State will receive full amount owed; (4) provides that 
Controller may not gain access to information protected from disclosure by State or federal law; 
(5) allows agencies subject to the Setoff Debt Collection Act to use the same procedures followed 
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under that act; (6) deletes the exemption of The University of North Carolina from the statewide 
setoff program; (7) deletes the authority of the State Controller to retain a percentage of past-due 
accounts receivable that are collected; (8) requires the Controller’s summary report to include the 
agency’s relevant account receivable information for the previous three years and to identify any 
agency that is not complying with this law or the Setoff Debt Collection Act; (9) changes 
effective date of reporting requirements to July 1, 1993; (10) changes effective date of provision 
authorizing the adoption of rules by the State to July 1, 1994; and (11) adds new GS 105A-3(d) to 
require a claimant agency to register with the department and report annually to it the amount of 
debts owed to the agency for which a claim for setoff was not submitted and the reasons for not 
doing so.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 431. RESIDENTIAL POOL REGULATION. "DIRECTING THE COMMISSION FOR 
HEALTH SERVICES TO ADOPT RULES RELATING TO RESIDENTIAL SWIMMING 
POOL SAFETY." Rewrites GS 130A, art. 8, part 10 to direct comm’n to adopt rules for "private 
residential swimming pools" as well as public swimming pools. Defines such private pools to 
include both in-ground pools and above-ground pools with a depth of four feet or more that serve 
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a single-family and are used only by residents of the dwelling and their guests. Provides that 
rules for private pools must require fencing and address other risks that a child may drown or be 
injured in a pool-related accident. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Easterling. 


H 432. HYDE LAND TRANSFER TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE HYDE COUNTY TO LEVY A 
ONE PERCENT LOCAL LAND TRANSFER TAX." As title indicates. Requires at least 10 
days’ public notice and a public hearing. Does not apply to transfers exempt from deed stamp 
tax. 

Introduced (by request) by Edwards. 


H 433. UNFUNDED MANDATES PROHIBITED. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF 
NORTH CAROLINA TO PROHIBIT CERTAIN UNFUNDED MANDATES TO COUNTIES 
AND CITIES BY THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA AND TO AMEND THE GENERAL 
STATUTES TO MAKE MANDATORY THE PREPARATION OF FISCAL NOTES FOR 
PROPOSED LEGISLATION THAT COULD REQUIRE COUNTIES AND CITIES TO SPEND 
FUNDS." Amends NC Constitution to provide that (1) no city or county shall be bound by any 
general law requiring it to spend funds unless the General Assembly has appropriated funds 
estimated at the time of enactment to be sufficient to fund the expenditure or the expenditure is 
required to comply with federal law or required for eligibility for a federal entitlement and (2) no 
city or county shall be bound by any local act requiring the expenditure of funds unless the local 
act has been approved by the local government affected by the act. Constitutional amendment 
effective subject to voter approval at Nov. 1994 election. 

Adds GS 120-36(e) to require that every bill and resolution introduced in the General 
Assembly that would require a local government to spend funds must have a fiscal note prepared 
by the Fiscal Research Division attached to it when it is considered. Requires Division to prepare 
a fiscal note within two weeks after the request is made. Requires fiscal note to be attached to the 
original of each such proposed or amended bill or resolution reported favorably by any committee 
of the General Assembly. Provides that fiscal note is neither part of the bill or resolution nor an 
expression of legislative intent. Makes conforming changes in GS 120-30.45. Statutory changes 
effective on ratification and are not dependent on approval of constitutional amendment. 
Introduced by Joye. 


H 434. REGULATORY MANDATES LIMITED. "TO AMEND THE LAWS OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO LIMIT CERTAIN UNFUNDED REGULATORY MANDATES TO 
COUNTIES AND CITIES BY THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA AND TO AMEND THE 
GENERAL STATUTES TO MAKE MANDATORY THE PREPARATION OF FISCAL 
NOTES FOR PROPOSED REGULATIONS THAT COULD REQUIRE COUNTIES AND 
CITIES TO SPEND FUNDS." Adds new GS 150B-19(7) prohibiting agencies from adopting 
rules that require a county or municipality to spend funds unless the General Assembly has 
appropriated funds sufficient for the expenditure or the expenditure is required by federal law cr 
for a federal entitlement, and the federal requirement specifically contemplates actions by 
counties or municipalities. Adds new GS 150B-21.2(a)(9) requiring that notice in the NC 
Register of intent to adopt a permanent rule include, if a fiscal note is required, a statement that a 
copy of the fiscal note has been provided to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations, the Fiscal Research Division, the NC Association of County Commissioners, and the 
NC League of Municipalities. Rewrites GS 150B-21.4 regarding fiscal notes on rules to (1) 
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require fiscal note when rule could (formerly, would) require a county or municipality to spend 
funds or affect its revenues; (2) add requirement that the rule and fiscal note be sent to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations; (3) require that the note identify and estimate 
all costs of the proposed rule for the first five fiscal years it would be in effect, or state that no 
estimate is possible and why; (4) state whether the General Assembly has appropriated funds 
sufficient to cover required expenditures; (5) prohibit the inclusion in a fiscal note of any 
comment or opinion regarding the merits of the rule; (6) provide that a rule is invalidated by an 
erroneous fiscal note that was not prepared after careful investigation or that is in substantial 
error, but that erroneous note prepared in good faith after careful investigation shall not affect 
tule’s validity; and (7) provide that if the section or GS 120-30.48 requires a fiscal note and one is 
not prepared, the failure to prepare the note invalidates the rule. Rewrites GS 120-30.48 to 
require state agencies to prepare a fiscal note for every proposed administrative rule that could 
require a county or municipality to spend funds.

H 435. OLD FORT ABSENTEE VOTING. "TO ALLOW ABSENTEE VOTING IN OLD 
FORT TOWN ELECTIONS CONDUCTED BY THE MUNICIPAL BOARD OF ELECTIONS." 
Amends charter of Town of Old Fort as title indicates. Effective with respect to all elections held 
on or after July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. 


H 436. NEW HANOVER/PERSONAL WATERCRAFT. "TO ALLOW NEW HANOVER 
COUNTY TO REGULATE THE OPERATION OF PERSONAL WATERCRAFT." Authorizes 
New Hanover to regulate personal watercraft operation in Atlantic Ocean and other adjacent 
waterways. 

Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 437. TRUSTEE POWERS ACT. "TO GRANT STATUTORY POWERS TO TRUSTEES 
UNDER EXPRESS TRUST INSTRUMENTS." Adds a new Art. 13 to GS Ch. 36A to establish 
powers of trustees under express trust agreements, including testamentary trusts, whether the 
trustee is appointed under an express trust agreement or by the clerk of superior court. Lists 
specific types of trusts to which article does not apply, including any trust the nature of which 
does not allow for general trust administration. Lists specific powers of a trustee, provides 
mechanisms for disposition of personal and real property and makes conforming changes in 
judicial sales statutes. Effective upon ratification and applies to all trusts in existence on or 
created on or after that date. 

Introduced by Michaux. 





H 438. NURSE ANESTHETIST FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR NURSE 
ANESTHETIST TRAINING." Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors 
$150,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium for the Area Health Education Center program to 
contract for additional training of certified, registered nurse anesthetists. Appropriation to 
become part of the Board’s continuation budget. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Fussell. 
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S 498. ROCKINGHAM MERGER CORRECTION (=H 426). "TO CORRECT TWO 
ERRORS IN THE PLAN FOR MERGER OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEMS IN 
ROCKINGHAM COUNTY INTO ONE SYSTEM." Identical to H 426, introduced 15 March. 
Introduced by Sands. 


S 499. FARM PRODUCT INSPECTION, GRADING. "TO PROVIDE FOR INSPECTION 
AND GRADING OF FARM PRODUCTS." Adds GS 106-187.1 authorizing the Comm’r of 
Agriculture to enter into agreements with the US Dep’t of Agriculture to provide for cooperative 
federal-state grading, inspection, and regulatory services for farm products. Provides that money 
collected under such agreements shall be deposited with the State Treasurer in a restricted 
interest-earning trust fund. 

Introduced by Albertson. 


S 500. PSA TESTS FOR MEN OVER 50. "TO REQUIRE PROSTATE-SPECIFIC ANTIGEN 
(PSA) TEST COVERAGE IN HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE POLICIES, IN 
HOSPITAL OR MEDICAL SERVICES PLANS, AND IN HMO PLANS." Adds new GS 
58-51-58, GS 58-65-93, and GS 58-67-77 to require coverage for testing for presence of prostate 
cancer as title indicates, for contracts, policies, or plans that are issued, renewed, or amended on 
or after Jan. 1, 1994. Requires that coverage be provided for tests recommended by a physician 
or annually for all men age 50 or older. Adds new GS 58-50-155(al) making same 
requirements applicable to the standard health plan developed and approved under GS 58-50-125, 
and new GS 58-54-10(e1) making same requirements applicable to Medicare Supplement 
Insurance. The act does not apply to specified accident, specified disease, hospital indemnity, or 
long-term care health insurance policies. 

Introduced by Forrester. 


S 501. AVERY OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE AVERY COUNTY TO LEVY A 
ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX ON BUSINESSES IN THE 
COUNTY THAT ARE NOT SUBJECT TO A MUNICIPAL OCCUPANCY TAX." Authorizes 
Avery County to levy a 3% room occupancy and tourism development tax as cited in title. 
Exempts accommodations furnished by nonprofit charitable, educational, or religious 
organizations. Allows business operator who collects the tax to retain 3% of amount collected. 
Directs county to expend at least 50% of the net proceeds (i.e., gross proceeds less cost of 
administering and collecting the tax) for the development of travel, tourism, conventions, and 
convention facilities. Allows remainder to be expended for any other public purpose. 
Introduced by Kincaid and Simpson.

MUNICIPAL POWER AGENCIES FROM THE STATE BIDDING LAWS IN THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF ELECTRIC GENERATION AND TRANSMISSION PROJECTS." 
Identical to S 470, introduced March 8. 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 444. DIPLOMA NURSING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE DIPLOMA 
NURSING PROGRAM.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges 
$281,650 for each year of 1993-95 biennium for Diploma Nursing Program. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 445. STATEWIDE VOTER REGISTRATION. "TO ESTABLISH STATEWIDE 
COMPUTERIZED VOTER REGISTRATION." Adds to GS Ch. 163 a new Article 7A providing 
_ for statewide computerized voter registration system. Requires Sec’y of State to develop and 
implement the system so that each county board of elections can (1) verify instantly that an 
applicant to register is not registered in another county, (2) be notified automatically that a voter 
registered in the county has registered in another county, and (3) receive data about a person who 
has applied to vote at a public agency authorized to accept voter-registration applications. 
Requires each county board of elections to maintain computer file of registered voters and 
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transmit all changes through computer network to Sec’y of State. Establishes a Voter 
Registration Council, consisting of Sec’y of State and chairmen (or designees) of the two major 
political parties, to monitor and make recommendations about the voter registration process. 
Requires Council to make biennial report to General Assembly beginning Mar. 1, 1995. Requires 
Sec’y, beginning Jan. 1, 1996, to make available, free and upon request, a magnetic copy of 
statewide computerized voter registration file to chairman of each political party (as defined in 
GS 163-96) after close of registration before every statewide primary and election. Requires that 
others be allowed to purchase magnetic copies. Directs Sec’y to conduct outreach programs to 
encourage voter awareness and registration, and to report about these efforts to the election laws 
committees of the General Assembly annually, beginning in 1994. Appropriates from General 
Fund to Sec’y of State $1,415,390 for 1993-94 for development of new system software and 
conversion of county records; $1,145,214 for 1993-94 for computer and communications 
hardware in each county; $198,155 for 1994-95 for maintenance and support of software; and 
$160,333 for 1994-95 for maintenance and support of hardware; $201,845 for 1994-95 for 
support facilities, equipment and staff in office of the Sec’y; and $180,000 for 1994-95 for 
communications charges for the statewide network. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 446. FARM PRODUCT INSPECTION, GRADING (=S 499). "TO PROVIDE FOR 
INSPECTION AND GRADING OF FARM PRODUCTS." Identical to S 499, introduced 17 
March. 

Introduced by James and R. Thompson. 


H 447. POULTRY COMPOSTING TAX CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE AN INCOME TAX 
CREDIT FOR POULTRY COMPOSTING FACILITIES, WHICH HAVE BEEN 
RECOGNIZED AS AN ENVIRONMENTALLY SOUND METHOD OF DISPOSING OF 
POULTRY MORTALITIES." Adds GS 105-151.23 and GS 105-130.42 allowing income tax 
credit to person or corporation who constructs poultry composting facility in the state for 
composting poultry carcasses from commercial operations. Credit per installation is 50% of 
installation, materials, and equipment costs of construction paid during the taxable year, but not 
more than $1,000.

SENATE BILLS 


S 502. RAPE CRISIS FUNDS (=H 415). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR RAPE CRISIS 
AND SEXUAL ASSAULT PROGRAMS THROUGHOUT THE STATE.” Identical to H 415, 
introduced 11 March. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 503. RURAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT IN RURAL AND DEPRESSED AREAS OF NORTH CAROLINA." 
Appropriates $4 million for fiscal 1993-94 from the General Fund to the NC Rural Economic 
Development Center for a pilot program to provide supplemental funds to match federal and other 
grants for economic development activities in economically depressed areas based on need. 
Defines economically depressed area to include any of the following: (1) a county defined as one 
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of the most economically depressed counties under GS 143B-437A; (2) the part of a rural county 
whose poverty rate is at least 150% of the the state poverty rate; (3) the part of a rural county 
whose rate of unemployment is at least double the state’s rate of unemployment; or (4) the part of 
a rural county that experiences an actual or imminent loss of jobs exceeding 5% of the total 
number of jobs in the part. Defines a rural county as any non-metro county. 

Appropriates $2 million for each year of 1993-95 fiscal biennium from the General Fund to 
the Dep’t of Commerce for the Industrial Development Fund. Amends GS 143B-437A to change 
eligibility requirements for Industrial Development Funds used by local governments to create 
new jobs. Requires funds to be expended at a rate of $2,400 per new job created (now, $1,200 per 
job) up to a maximum of $250,000 per project. 

Appropriates $600,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to the NC Rural Economic 
Development Center for a pilot program to provide grants to depressed local governments to 
enable them "to acquire short-term capacity for immediate needs for economic development 
planning and writing federal grant applications." Directs that grants be made on the basis of need. 
Directs the Center to report to the Joint Select Fiscal Trends and Reform Comm’n on or before 
Oct. 1, 1993, on the standards established for determining need. 

Directs the Center to report quarterly to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and the Dep’t of Commerce on the use of the funds in each of the above programs and 
the outcomes achieved. Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to the 
Center for administrative costs in implementing the pilot programs authorized above. 

Effective July 1, 1993.

S 504. STRATEGIC ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT 
OF COMMERCE TO PREPARE AND UPDATE ANNUALLY A COMPREHENSIVE 
STRATEGIC ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR THE STATE OF NORTH 
CAROLINA." Adds to Art. 10 of GS Ch. 143B a new Part 1A, requiring Dep’t of Commerce to 
deliver a 4-year Comprehensive Strategic Economic Development Plan six months after act’s 
effective date and to review and update the plan by June 30 each year. Provides for a Strategic 
Planning Committee, appointed by Sec’y of Commerce, to supervise the planning. Requires that 
membership include at least two county economic development representatives; four 
representatives from the Dep’t of Commerce, including the Sec’y; 12 representatives of named 
fields from private sector; two from relevant private nonprofit institutions; and one from the NC 
Economic Development Board. Requires committee to hold public hearings in field offices and 
to formulate list of goals and objectives. Requires that Plan (1) consist of an environmental scan 
(described in detail in act) and needs assessment, (2) include a blueprint for directing resources 
toward the goals and objectives, and (3) contain an Economic Report Card for measuring results, 
as described in the act. Requires Dep’t to make data, plans, and reports available to General 
Assembly and Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations at appropriate times and 
upon request, and to prepare and make available annually public reports on each of the major . 
sections of the Plan and the Economic Report Card. Amends GS 143B-433(a) to add Strategic 
Planning Committee to and delete NC Technological Development Authority from the 
organization of the Dep’t of Commerce. 

Introduced by Perdue. 
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S 505. COMM. COLLEGES STUDY ECON. DEVEL. "TO DIRECT THE STATE BOARD 
OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES TO STUDY ITS SMALL BUSINESS CENTERS PROGRAM 
TO DETERMINE HOW TO PROVIDE FOR MORE EFFECTIVE DELIVERY OF PROGRAM 
SERVICES." Directs the cited board to study its "small business centers" in consultation with the 
local boards of trustees of all affected community colleges and the Economic Development 
Council. Directs the board to review the distribution of funds in the program, evaluate its 
effectiveness in assisting small businesses, and determine options for fund distribution to provide 
more effective program service delivery. Directs board to report to the General Assembly and the 
Joint Education Oversight Comm’n by July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 506. WARRANTLESS ARREST/SCHOOL GROUNDS. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN 
OFFICER MAY MAKE A WARRANTLESS ARREST ON SCHOOL GROUNDS FOR 
CERTAIN MISDEMEANOR OFFENSES COMMITTED ON SCHOOL GROUNDS." Rewrites 
GS 15A-401(b) to allow warrantless arrest of person officer has probable cause to believe has 
committed a misdemeanor under GS 14-269.2 (possession of weapon on school property), 
14-33(b)(1) (assault with deadly weapon inflicting serious injury), 14-33(b)(2) (assault on female 
by male age 18 or older), or 14-33(b)(8) (assault on law enforcement officer ), if: (1) the 
misdemeanor was committed on grounds of an educational institution, (2) probable cause is based 
on information furnished by principal or other school personnel, and (3) the decision to make the 
arrest is approved in writing by the principal or the principal’s designee if the principal is absent. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applies to offenses committed on or after that date.

S 507. NEW HANOVER/PERSONAL WATERCRAFT (=H 436). "TO ALLOW NEW 
HANOVER COUNTY TO REGULATE THE OPERATION OF PERSONAL WATERCRAFT."

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 49. K-12 RESIDENCE CLARIFICATION. Intro. 2/4; comm. sub. 3/3; House amend. 3/9. 
House committee substitute makes technical and substantive changes to engrossed bill. Changes 
list of persons entitled to attend school on same basis as domiciliaries by deleting from list those 
persons residing on federal property with a parent, guardian, or custodian employed on federal 
property and those persons residing in the State with a parent, guardian, or custodian assigned to 
active duty in the uniformed services. Adds to the form affidavit used for designating an 
education agent that the education agent is responsible for responding to medical emergencies 
regarding injuries occurring while the child is in attendance at school. Grants the same decision 
making authority to a person designated an education agent pursuant to a power of attorney and 
makes conforming changes to the statutory form education power of attorney. Children 
suspended or expelled from a local school unit in this or any other State because the child’s 
presence in school constituted a clear threat to the safety and health of other students or 
employees is not subject to an education power of attorney or notarized affidavit designating an 
education agent. Provides that local boards of education may admit but shall not charge tuition to 
persons of school age who are not domiciliaries of the State whose attendance in the local unit 
causes the unit to be eligible for federal impact aid in accordance with Public Law 81-874. 


H 94. ABOLISH ENERGY DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY. Intro. 2/9. House amendment 
adds provision that on act’s effective date, Sec’y of Administration must deliver all records and 
any remaining assets of NC Energy Development Auth’y to Director of Energy Division of Dep’t 
of Commerce. 


H 115. NOTE TAKING BY JURORS. Intro. 3/22. House committee substitute makes stylistic 
changes. 


H 116. EVIDENCE IN JURY ROOM. Intro. 2/10. House committee substitute adds 
additional amendment to GS 15A-1233(b) to provide that if judge permits jury to take to jury 
room requested exhibits and writings, judge may have the jury take additional evidence (now, 
additional material evidence). 


H 194. FLEXIBLE BENEFITS STUDY CREATED. Intro. 2/18. House committee substitute 
makes technical amendment, changes due date of study from May 1, 1993 to June 1, 1993, and 
provides that study is to be done with no additional appropriation. 


H 195. STATE SALARY INEQUITIES CORRECTED. Intro. 2/18. House committee 
substitute requires Office of State Personnel to submit quarterly reports regarding salary 
adjustments under act to Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental Operations beginning 
October 1, 1993 (was October 1, 1994), changes due date of report regarding salary inequities 
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from April 1, 1995 to May 1, 1994, and provides that act is effective on ratification (was July 1, 
1993). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 417. OPEN MEETINGS/RECORDS LAW CHANGES-2. Intro. 2/25. Senate committee 
substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO AMEND THE OPEN MEETINGS LAW AND 
TO AMEND THE PUBLIC RECORDS LAW AS IT RELATES TO THE HOSPITAL 
LICENSURE ACT," adds provisions making certain hospital records confidential, and expands 
the situations in which public bodies may hold closed sessions. 

Info. privileged by statute. Allows closed session when required to prevent disclosure of 
information that is not considered a public record within the meaning of GS Ch. 132. 

Attorney advice. Allows closed session to preserve the attorney-client privilege when 
consulting with attomey employed or retained by the public body. (Original bill was limited to 
receiving advice from attorney with respect to judicial proceedings in which public body has a 
direct interest.) Adds provision allowing public body to consider and approve settlement of legal 
claims in closed session. Prohibits discussion of general policy matters in closed sessions or use 
of closed session merely because an attorney employed or retained by the body is a participant. 

Industrial development. Adds provision allowing closed session to discuss matters relating 
to the location or expansion of industries or other businesses in the area served by the public 
body. 

Negotiating property/employment contracts. Adds provision allowing closed session where 
required for the body to establish or instruct agents on the body’s position in negotiating price and 
material terms of real property transactions or employment contracts. 

Employee exception. Adds provision allowing closed session to consider qualifications, 
performance, or employment of individual public employees or prospective employees. Provides 
that session may not be closed for the hiring or selection process for (i) town/city manager or 
other chief administrative officer of an incorporated municipality; (ii) police chief or other head 
of a municipal law enforcement or public safety agency; (il) county manager; (iv) school 
superintendent; (v) President of The University of North Carolina; (vi) chief administrative 
officer of a public hospital; or (vii) president of a community college. Persons allowing 
themselves to be considered for these positions are deemed to have waived any confidentiality 
that would otherwise exist under this provision. "General personnel policy issues" may not be 
considered in closed session and final action making an appointment, discharge or removal must 
be taken in open session. 

Criminal investigations. Adds provision allowing closed session to plan, conduct, or hear 
reports on investigations of alleged criminal misconduct. 

Joint Municipal Electric Power Agencies. Adds new GS 159B-38 authorizing closed 
sessions of boards of joint municipal electric power agencies to discuss proposed or existing 
contracts for construction, ownership, or operation of electric power plants and facilities. 

Confidential hospital records. Adds a new art. 5F to GS Ch. 131E to make certain hospital 
records confidential by providing that they are not public records as defined in GS Ch. 132. 
Confidential records include medical records and financial records maintained by health care 
facilities; personnel records maintained by public hospitals, except for certain specified basic 
information; credentialing or peer review information about persons applying to practice in a 
public hospital, except that information otherwise available to the public is not made confidential 
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merely because is is acquired by the public hospital; and information relating to competitive 
health care activities, except that any contract entered into by a public hospital is a public record 
unless otherwise exempted by law. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1993; does not affect pending litigation.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 448. WARRANTLESS ARREST/SCHOOL GROUNDS (=S 506). "TO PROVIDE THAT 
AN OFFICER MAY MAKE A WARRANTLESS ARREST ON SCHOOL GROUNDS FOR 
CERTAIN MISDEMEANOR OFFENSES COMMITTED ON SCHOOL GROUNDS." Identical 
to S 506, introduced 18 March. 

Introduced by McLaughlin. 


H 449. INTEREST REFUND. "TO INCLUDE INTEREST AND PENALTIES IN REFUNDS 
OF MONIES OVERCOLLECTED FROM CONSUMERS ON THE OVERCOLLECTED 
AMOUNTS." Amends GS 24-10.2 as title indicates. Requires commercial lender to include in 
the refund the full amount of any interest and late penalty lawfully charged and collected by the 
lender that was part of any amount collected in error. Requires lender to include refund interest on 
the overcollected amount at the same interest rate or in the same amount that the lender charges as 
late penalties under the loan or extension of credit agreement. Amends GS 24-9.1 to require 
utilities subject to the jurisdiction of the Utilities Comm’n to calculate interest and penalties in 
similar fashion for amounts collected in error when making repayments not ordered by Comm'n. 
Makes the following lenders subject to similar provisions with respect to amounts overcollected 
in error by lender: (1) those who extend credit with credit cards under GS 24-11.1(b); (2) those 
who extend credit with charge cards under GS 24-11.2(b); and those lenders subject to the Retail 
Installment Sales Act (GS ch. 25A). Applies to refund transactions conducted on or after the 
ratification date. 

Introduced by Lemmond. 


H 450. GREENSBORO SUPP. FIRE FUND. "TO REWRITE THE LAW REGARDING THE 
GREENSBORO FIREMEN’S SUPPLEMENTAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Revises the 
supplemental retirement provisions of the Greensboro fire department to require the Greensboro 
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Firemen’s Relief Fund to transfer to the Greensboro Supplemental Retirement System on July 1 
of each year all sums entrusted to the Relief Fund in excess of $10,000. Makes other clarifying 
and technical changes. Effective upon ratification. 

Introduced by Jeffus, Gist, Burton, Jarrell, Bowie, and Wood. 


H 451. PUBLIC HEALTH NOT GUARDIAN. "TO CLARIFY THAT LOCAL HEALTH 
DEPARTMENTS MAY NOT BE APPOINTED AS GUARDIANS." Amends GS 35A-1101(4) 
and 35A-1202(3) to remove public health agencies from the definition of "designated agency" for 
purposes of the laws relating to incompetence and guardianship. Applies to guardianship 
appointments by the clerk on or after date of ratification. 

Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 452. CLARIFY IMMUNIZATION LAW. "TO CLARIFY THE REQUIREMENTS OF 
THE GENERAL STATUTES PERTAINING TO IMMUNIZATIONS." Adds GS 130A-153(c) 
to provide that children’s immunization certificates and information related to them included in 
medical and other records must, on request, be shared with the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources (EHNR), local health departments, and the patient’s attending physician. 
Authorizes an insurance institution, agent, or insurance support organization to share 
immunization information with the department. Authorizes the Comm’n for Health Services to 
provide by rule that other persons may also have access to this information. Adds new GS 
130A-153(d) to allow a physician or local health department to immunize a minor with the 
consent of a parent, guardian, person standing in loco parentis to the minor, or an adult who states 
that he or she is authorized by one of these to consent to the immunization. Makes conforming 
changes by adding GS 58-39-75(20). Makes conforming changes in catch line to GS 130A-153. 
Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 453. UNOPPOSED CANDIDATES ELECTED. "TO PROVIDE THAT UNOPPOSED 
CANDIDATES FOR STATUTORILY CREATED OFFICES WHICH ARE ELECTED ON A 
PARTISAN BASIS ARE DECLARED ELECTED WITHOUT APPEARING ON THE 
GENERAL ELECTION BALLOT, SO AS TO REDUCE BALLOT CLUTTER, REDUCE 
COSTS OF ELECTION AND CAMPAIGNING.” Adds GS 163-135.1 to provide as title 
indicates. Applies to all unopposed candidates in State, district, and county elections without 
regard to nomination method. Does not apply to municipal or nonpartisan elections. Provides 
that the county board of elections shall make the determination as to whether the general election 
will be held as soon as the deadline for verifying write-in petitions has passed or, in the case of a 
party nomination that becomes vacant, on the tenth day after such deadline. Includes but does not 
limit provisions to the following offices: (1) member of a board of county commissioners; (2) 
register of deeds; (3) county coroner; (4) member of a county board of election, if elected on a 
partisan basis; and (5) other county offices created by local act. Applies to elections held on or 
after Jan. .1, 1994. 

Introduced by Hightower. 


H 454. FUND 24-HOUR OPERATIONS CENTER. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
ALLOW THE DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY, DIVISION 
OF EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT’S OPERATIONS CENTER, TO OPERATE ON A 
TWENTY-FOUR-HOUR-A-DAY BASIS." Appropriates $90,465 of fiscal 1993-94 and 
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$119,668 for fiscal 1994-95 from General Fund to Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety for 
three additional assistant operations officers to provide round-the-clock service at the operations 
center in Raleigh. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hightower. 


H 455. SCHOOL GOVERNANCE CHANGES-2. "TO MAKE THE STATE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION THE CHAIRMAN OF THE STATE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION AND TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO CHANGE THE 
COMPOSITION OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION." 

State Board of Educ. composition. Subject to voter approval at next statewide election, 
rewrites NC Const. Art. IV, Sec. 4(1) to provide that State Board of Education shall consist of 
eighteen members serving staggered four-year terms: six appointed by the Governor, six by the 
General Assembly on recommendation of the President pro tem., and six by the General 
Assembly on recommendation of the Speaker.

Permits Governor and General Assembly to make appointments prospectively for terms beginning 
July 1, 1995. 

Sup’t to chair State Board. Rewrites GS 115C-11 to (1) make the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction the chairman of the State Board of Education, (2) give chairman the duty to determine 
the agenda for meetings, (3) delete authority of secretary to call special meetings, and (4) give 
chairman authority to appoint committees. Rewrites GS 115C-21(b) to require that certain 
documents be executed by the chairman and attested by the vice-chairman (now, the secretary). 
Rewrites GS 115C-105(a) to make the vice-chairman (now, the chairman) an ex officio member 
of the NC Education Council. Amends GS 20-81(4) to provide for official license plate to be 
issued to vice-chairman (now, chairman) of the Board. Amends GS 116-237 and GS 143B-426.9 
to make the vice-chairman (now, chairman) an ex officio member of the Educational Advisory 
Council and the Board of Pubic Telecommunications Commissioners. Statutory changes 
described in this paragraph effective on ratification and not dependent on approval of 
constitutional amendment.

H 456. NEW BERN PROPERTY CONVEYANCE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
CONVEYANCE OF CERTAIN PROPERTY OWNED BY THE CITY OF NEW BERN TO 
THE NEUSE RIVER COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION, INC." Modifies GS 
160A-279 to suspend general law restrictions on conveying property acquired by eminent 
domain and requirement of unanimous board approval with respect to cited conveyance by New 
Bem. 

Introduced by Wainwright, Nichols, and Edwards. 


H 457. NURSES PAID BY INSURANCE. "TO REMOVE BARRIERS IN INSURANCE 
POLICIES AND PLANS TO PROVIDE FOR REIMBURSEMENT TO REGISTERED 
NURSES PROVIDING SERVICES WITHIN THE SCOPE OF THEIR PRACTICE." Amends 
GS 58-50-25, 58-50-30, 58-65-1, and 58-65-35 to require insurance payments to duly licensed 
registered nurses when the service is within the nurse’s lawful scope of practice, the insurance 
policy provides benefits for identical services by other licensed health care providers, and the 
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service is not performed while the nurse is employed by a nursing facility as defined in the bill. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applicable to all plans and policies entered into, issued, or renewed on or 
after that date. 

Introduced by Barnes, Nesbitt, Fitch, and Black. 


H 458. NURSES PAID BY STATE PLAN. "TO REMOVE BARRIERS IN THE 
TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN SO 
AS TO PROVIDE REIMBURSEMENT TO REGISTERED NURSES PROVIDING SERVICES 
WITHIN THE SCOPE OF THEIR PRACTICE." Amends GS 135-40.6 by adding coverage under 
State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan for services performed by registered nurses 
if (1) the service performed is within the lawful scope of the nurse’s practice; (2) the Plan 
provides benefits for identical services performed by other licensed health care providers; and (3) 
the service is not performed while the registered nurse is employed by a nursing facility. Lack of 
signature, referral, or employment by any other health care provider is not a basis for denying 
benefits. Amends GS 135-40.7(5) to establish that physician certification of medical necessity is 
not required. Amends GS 135-40.7B(c) to eliminate the requirement in the provision for mental 
health benefits that psychiatric nurses be under the direct supervision of a licensed psychiatrist or 
doctor of psychology. Amends GS 135-40.7A(c)(3) to authorize provider payments under Plan to 
certified clinical specialists in psychiatric and mental health nursing for care and treatment of 
chemical dependency. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Barnes, Nesbitt, Fitch, and Black. 


H 459. NO TOBACCO SALES TO MINORS. "TO PROHIBIT THE SALE OR OTHER 
DISPOSAL OF TOBACCO TO MINORS, KNOWINGLY OR OTHERWISE, AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT IT IS AN AFFIRMATIVE DEFENSE THAT THE SELLER REQUESTED 
IDENTIFICATION OR HAD OTHER FACTS THAT REASONABLY INDICATED THAT 
THE PURCHASER WAS OF LEGAL AGE." Rewrites GS 14-313, offense of providing tobacco 
to minors, to (1) delete element that person acted "knowingly," and (2) add defense if seller (a) 
shows that buyer produced a drivers license, special or military i.d. card, or passport showing age 
to be at least that required for purchase and bearing a physical description of the person 
reasonably describing the buyer, or (b) produces evidence of facts that reasonably indicated at 
time of sale that buyer was at least the required age. Effective October 1, 1993, and applies to 
offenses occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 460. LUMBER RIVER STATE PARK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
IMPLEMENT PHASE I OF THE MASTER PLAN FOR LUMBER RIVER STATE PARK AND 
FOR THE PURCHASE OF ADDITIONAL LAND FOR THE PARK." Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Division of 
Parks and Recreation, $1,663,296 for the 1993-94 fiscal year, of which $1,163,296 is to 
implement Phase I of the master plan for the Lumber River State Park and $500,000 is to 
purchase additional land for the Park. 

Introduced by DeVane. 
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S 508. IMMIGRATION AGENT LIABILITY LIMIT. "TO PROVIDE THE SAME LEGAL 
AUTHORITY AND LIMITED LIABILITY TO IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION 
SERVICE AGENTS WHO WORK WITH STATE OR LOCAL OFFICERS AS IS ACCORDED 
OTHER FEDERAL OFFICERS." Amends GS 15A-406(a) to add immigration and naturalization 
service agents to the definition of "federal law enforcement officer." Cited section authorizes 
federal officers to enforce criminal laws in NC when asked to do so by State or local officer or 
agency, and gives federal officer so acting same authority and immunities as enjoyed by State or 
local officers.

S 509. SEC’Y OF STATE ON DEVELOPMENT BD. "TO ADD THE SECRETARY OF 
STATE AS A MEMBER OF THE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BOARD." Amends GS 
143B-434(a) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Conder. 


S510. CONNELLY SPRINGS MAYOR. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE SEPARATE ELECTION 
OF THE MAYOR OF CONNELLY SPRINGS." Amends charter of Town of Connelly Springs 
to provide for election of mayor separately from election of aldermen. Retains seven-member 
governing body, composed of mayor and six aldermen serving staggered four-year terms. 
Introduced by Simpson. 


S 511. STRENGTHEN DWI LAWS. "TO STRENGTHEN THE DWI LAWS." Amends the 
following sections to change from .10 to .08 the alcohol concentration that will constitute an 
offense or result in license revocation under the section: GS 20-12.1(a), 20-16.2(a), 20-16.2(i), 
20-16.5(b), 20-16.5(b1), and 20-138.1(a). Amends GS 20-179 to increase the maximum fines that 
may be imposed (1) for Level One punishment, from $2,000 to $5,000; (2) for Level Two, from 
$1,000 to $4,000; (3) for Level Three, from $500 to $3,000; (4) for Level Four, from $250 to 
$2,000; and (5) for Level Five, from $100 to $1,000, and, for Level Five, adds requirement that 
license be suspended for one year and increases maximum period of imprisonment from 60 to 61 

_ days. Rewnites GS 20-139.1(b3) to provide that if a person willfully refuses to submit to a 
chemical analysis by refusing a second or subsequent breath sample, the result of a single sample 
or the sample with the lowest alcohol concentration may be used as evidence for any relevant 
purpose, but may not be used to prove a particular alcohol concentration for a violation of GS 
20-138.1(A)(2). Rewrites GS 20-13.2(d) to make the length of revocation of a provisional license 
equal to the number of days from date of the charge to the provisional license’s 18th birthday or 
45 days, whichever is longer. Rewrites GS 20-16.2(a1) to provide that the term "charged" 
includes situation where the person is a juvenile and would have been arrested or criminal process 
would have been issued if he were an adult and that "charging officer" includes one who takes the 
- Juvenile into protective custody. Rewrites GS 20-138.4 to require prosecutor to give detailed 
reasons for reducing or dismissing a charge in any case in which a person is charged with an 
offense involving impaired driving (formerly, in any case involving impaired driving). Amends 
GS 20-179(e) to reduce from .11 to .09 the alcohol concentration, combined with slight 
impairment of defendant’s faculties, that may constitute a mitigating factor. Rewrites GS 
20-179(c) to provide that a conviction for another offense involving impaired driving, for which 
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the conviction occurs after the date of the offense for which defendant is being sentenced, but 
before or contemporaneously with the present sentencing, constitutes a prior conviction involving 
impaired driving for purposes of determining aggravating factors. Adds new GS 20-16.05 
requiring the Division of Motor Vehicles to suspend for one year, without preliminary hearing, 
the license of any driver convicted for a violation of GS 20-138.1, impaired driving. Effective 
October 1, 1993.

S 512. POLK LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. "TO AUTHORIZE POLK COUNTY TO TAKE 
INTO CONSIDERATION PROSPECTIVE REVENUES GENERATED BY THE 
DEVELOPMENT IN ARRIVING AT THE AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR AN 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CONVEYANCE." Amends GS 158-7.1(d1) to add Polk to the 
coverage of the section, with effect as title indicates. 

Introduced by Carpenter. 


S 513. BANKING AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE BANKING LAWS." Makes a 
number of amendments to GS Ch. 53 (Banks), some of major substance, others of a more stylistic 
nature, as follows: (1) amends GS 53-12 to make it apply to not only the merger of banks but also 
the merger of banks and savings associations or savings banks; (2) amends GS 53-17 to extend 
the powers and liabilities of banks and trust companies to savings associations and savings banks; 
(3) amends GS 53-17.2 to authorize the conversion of a savings bank to a State bank; (4) amends 
GS 53-46 to restrict a bank’s investment in the obligations of any private entity so that it may not 
exceed $50,000 plus 10% of all amounts in excess of $250,000 of the banks’ unimpaired capital 
funds (now, 20% of the unimpaired capital fund not to exceed $250,000 and 10% of amounts in 
excess of $250,000); (5) amends GS 53-62(e) to require a bank that closes a branch office to 
notify the Banking Comm’r in writing of its intent to do so not later than 90 days prior to the 
closing; requires notice to include a detailed statement of the reasons for the closing and 
information to support such reasons; requires notice to be given to customers at least 90 days 
before the closing, including a notice included in at least one regular account statement mailed to 
customers or in a separate mailing; (6) amends GS 53-77.1A generally to allow banks to operate 
on whatever days and during whatever hours its board of directors may designate; (7) repeals GS 
53-80, which requires a bank director to own stock in the bank upon which whose board he 
serves; (8) amends GS 53-84 to authorize specifically the designation of a Federal Reserve Bank 
or a Federal Home Loan Bank as a depository institution, but provides that such a designation is 
not subject to the approval of the Banking Comm’r; (9) repeals GS 53-91, which limits the ability 
of an executive officer of a bank to borrow from the bank but adds new GS 53-91.1 generally 
authorizing such loans if made on terms comparable to the terms applicable to persons not 
employed by the bank; (10) adds new GS 53-91.2 to provide for the appointment of advisory 
directors; (11) amends GS 53-92 to increase the number of members on the State Banking 
Comm’n who represent the borrowing public from seven to nine and the total membership from 
12 to 14, and allows one person appointed by Governor to represent the borrowing public to be a 
director of a financial institution; (12) adds new GS 53-99(d) to allow a bank, with the approval 
of the Banking Comm’r, to disclose the bank’s regulatory rating to an insurance carrier to obtain 
required coverage, if the underwriter agrees to maintain the confidentiality of the information; 
(13) amends GS 53-193 to modernize the list of permissible investments under the Sale of Checks 
Act and authorize the Banking Comm’r to declare further types of investments to be permissible, 
either by regulation or order; (14) amends GS 53-199.1 to establish formulae for the value of

permissible investments that a party licensed to issue checks must maintain; (15) adds new GS 
53-206(b) to authorize the Banking Comm’n to review any regulation or order of the Comm’r and 
allows an aggrieved party to appeal such an action to the Comm’n within 20 days after action 
taken; (16) amends GS 53-215 to provide that an appeal from a decision of the Banking Comm’n 
conceming a bank acquisition or merger under the North Carolina Regional Reciprocal Banking 
Act shall be reviewed in Wake County Superior Court (now, appeal heard directly by the North 
Carolina Court of Appeals) (17) amends GS 53-231 and -232.17 to provide that a party aggrieved 
by a decision of the Comm’r under the Bank Holding Act or the Intemational Banking Act may 
appeal the decision to the Banking Comm ’n within 30 days, that the Banking Comm’n shall 
render a decision within 30 days, and that the decision of the Comm’n must be appealed within 30 
days to the Wake County Superior Court (now, appeal heard directly by the North Carolina Court 
of Appeals); (18) adds new GS 53-247(d) to provide that a facilitator under the Refund 
Anticipation Loan Act is exempt from regulation under the Credit Repair Services Act (GS Ch. 
66, art. 20); (19) requires a facilitator to pay a nonrefundable application fee of $250, plus a fee of 
$100 for each office where the facilitator intends to work, and allows a facilitator whose 
registration is rejected to request within five days a hearing before the Comm’r; (20) amends GS 
53-252 to authorize the Banking Commission to review rules, orders, or actions of the Comm’r 
under the Refund Anticipation Loan Act; and (21) provides similar authority for Comm’n under 
the Reverse Mortgage Act.

S 514. DISTRICT JUDGE’S TERM. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO MAKE THE TERMS OF OFFICE FOR DISTRICT COURT JUDGES 
CONSISTENT WITH THE TERMS FOR ALL OTHER JUDGES OF THE GENERAL COURT 
OF JUSTICE." Subject to voter approval at Nov., 1994, general election, amends NC Const. Art. 
IV, sec. 10 and GS 7A-140 to increase the terms of district court judges from four to eight years. 
States ballot proposition as "providing that district judges’ terms of office shall be the same as the 
terms of office for all other judges of the General Court of Justice." If approved, effective Dec. 5, 
1994, applicable to terms of district judges commencing on or after that date.

S515. AGRIC. AUTOMATED NETWORK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ° 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FOR AN AUTOMATED NETWORK TO 
IMPROVE OPERATING EFFICIENCY AND COMMUNICATION." Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $126,940 for 1993-94 and $10,000 for 1994-95 for purpose 
stated in title. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 516. COUNTY HOUSING AUTH. JURISDICTION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
EXTENSION OF COUNTY HOUSING AUTHORITY JURISDICTION TO CITIES LOCATED 
IN WHOLE OR IN PART WITHIN THE COUNTY’S BOUNDARIES." Amends GS 
157-39.1(a) to accomplish result when requested by resolution of the governing board of the 
affected city.

S 519. LIME & LANDPLASTER ENFORCEMENT. "TO IMPROVE THE 
ENFORCEMENT OF THE NORTH CAROLINA LIMING MATERIALS AND 
LANDPLASTER ACT." Adds new GS 106-92.7, in act cited in title, providing that Comm’r of 
Agriculture, in determining acceptability of a product for registration, may require proof of claims 
made for the product or, if no specific claims are made, proof of its usefulness and value. 
Authorizes Comm’r to require that data be developed from tests conducted under conditions 
identical or closely related to those in NC, to reject data not so developed, and to rely on advice 
from sources such as the NCSU Cooperative Extension Service. Adds new GS 106-92.6 making 
it unlawful to make any false or misleading statement or representation regarding an agricultural 
liming material or landplaster product offered for sale, sold, or distributed in the state, or to use 
misleading or deceptive trademark or brand name. Authorizes Comm’r to refuse, suspend, 
revoke, or terminate registration of any product for violation of the section. Rewrites GS 
106-92.12 to provide that if a manufacturer or registrant fails to make a refund as required by GS 
106-92.11, the Comm’r may stop the sale of any agricultural liming materials or landplaster 
registered by the manufacturer or registrant and offered for sale in the state. Effective October 1,

S 521. PSEUDORABIES CONTROL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE

CONTROL PROGRAM.” Appropriates from Generali Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $374,611 for 
1993-94 and $386,345 for 1994-95 for purpose stated in title. Effective July 1, 1993.

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S 522. MEMORIALIZING JOHN C. KESLER. "JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE

status under GS 58-7-21(b)(2) to pay a nonrefundable fee of $250 and a nonrefundable renewal 
fee of $500 on or before March 1 of each subsequent year. Specifies that fees are not prorated. 
Introduced by Seymour. 


S 524. NO WASTE SITE NEAR STATE LINE. "TO AMEND THE SITE SELECTION

H.6. OBSTRUCTING LEGISLATIVE PROCESS. Intro. 1/28; comm. sub. 3/16. House 
amendment requires Sec’y of Admin. to suspend any person convicted of obstruction of the 
legislative process from entering into any contract with the state, state agencies, or local 
governments. 


H 120. OPEN MEETINGS/RECORD LAW CHANGES. Intro. 2/10; House comm. sub. 
3/17. House amendment #4 deletes provisions of House committee substitute that would have 
expressly prohibited closed sessions in conjunction with the selection and hiring process for city 
or county managers, police chiefs, school superintendents, UNC system President, hospital 
administrators, and community college presidents. House amendment #5 makes it clear that a 
meeting solely among the professional staff of a public body or the medical staff of a hospital is 
not subject to the Open Meetings Law. House amendment #6 revises the authorization for closed 
sessions on industrial recruitment matters so that it now allows closed sessions to discuss any 
matter relating to location or expansion of industries or other businesses in the area served by the 
public body, thus deleting the committee substitute’s requirement that the closed session be 
requested by a private entity, and the express prohibition against any closed session to act on 
extension of public services or expenditure of public funds in connection with a potential project.

S 222. MACON COUNTY DEER HUNTING. Intro. 2/18. Senate committee substitute makes 
technical changes; provides that it is unlawful to hunt, take, or kill any wild animal or wild bird 
with a firearm from, on, or across right-of-way of any public road, street, or highway during the 
seasons for taking deer with firearms; and provides that act does not apply to the owner or lessee 
of land adjoining the public road, street, or highway. 


S 417. OPEN MEETINGS/RECORDS LAW CHANGE-2. Intro. 2/25; comm. sub. adopted 
3/22. Senate amendment #1 changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO AMEND THE OPEN 
MEETINGS LAWS AND TO AMEND THE PUBLIC RECORDS LAW AS IT RELATES TO 
THE HOSPITAL LICENSURE ACT AND THE JOINT MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC POWER 
AND ENERGY ACT," and rewrites GS 159B-38 to clarify confidentiality of discussions 
conceming proposed or existing contracts to which a joint municipal electric power agency is or 
may be a party dealing with the construction, ownership or operation of electric power plants and 
facilities. Senate amendment #2 clarifies that the prohibition of closed sessions regarding the 
appointment or hiring of certain public employees contained in GS 143-318.11(a)(6)(d) applies 
from the time of conducting the initial interview or time of personal contact of the applicant by 
the public body. Senate amendment #3 amends GS 143-318.16B to mandate that a court award 
attorney’s fees to the prevailing party in an action to enforce the provisions of the Act. 


S 457. STATEWIDE BEAVER SEASONS. Intro. 3/3; amended 3/17. Senate amendment 
provides that act does not apply to Buncombe, Madison, McDowell, or Yancey counties. 
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S 463. COSMETOLOGY RENTAL BOOTHS. Intro. 3/4; amended 3/16. Senate amendment 
(1) changes title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT SPACE WITHIN A COSMETIC ART 
SHOP RENTED BY AN INDEPENDENT CONTRACTOR IS NOT A SEPARATE COSMETIC 
ART SHOP AND TO REQUIRE THAT OWNERS LIST ALL COSMETOLOGISTS 
PRACTICING IN THEIR COSMETIC ART SHOP," and (2) amends GS 88-1 to require (in 
applying for permit or renewal of permit) person, firm, or corporation to list all registered 
cosmetologists who will practice cosmetic art in cosmetic shop and to identify each cosmetologist 
as employee or booth renter.

H 461. LOWELL CHARTER REVISION. "TO REVISE AND CONSOLIDATE THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF LOWELL." Provides for council-manager form of gov’t and 
mayor and five-member council to be elected at large to two-year terms under nonpartisan 
plurality method. —- | 

Introduced by Joye and Gamble. 


H 462. NO WASTE SITE NEAR STATE LINE (=S 524). "TO AMEND THE SITE 
SELECTION CRITERIA FOR A LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE FACILITY TO 
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PROVIDE THAT NO FACILITY BE SITED WITHIN TEN MILES OF A NEIGHBORING 
STATE." Identical to S 524, introduced 22 March. 
Introduced by Lee. 


H 463. INTERSTATE BRANCH BANKING. "TO AUTHORIZE NATIONWIDE 
INTERSTATE BRANCH BANKING." Enacts NC Interstate Branch Banking Act as new GS 
CH. 53, ART. 17A Allows banks chartered under the laws of other states to establish branch 
banks in NC, with the approval of the Comm’r of Banks, provided that the home state of the bank 
reciprocates. Requires out-of-state banks to comply with the same requirements applicable to 
establishment, purchase, merger, or consolidation of branches by banks chartered under NC law, 
and to meet additional specific conditions specified in the bill. Provides that out-of-state bank 
branch may engage in all activities authorized by NC laws applicable to State-chartered banks 
unless expressly prohibited by the law or the regulatory agency of the bank’s home state. Grants 
authority to Comm’r of Banks to examine and regulate N.C. branches of out-of-state banks and to 
take enforcement action against out-of-state banks and branches. Authorizes banks chartered 
under N.C. law to establish branches in another state, with the consent of the Comm’r of Banks 
and in accordance with the law of the other state. Also adds new GS 54B, Art. 14 containing 
similar provisions applicable to branches of out-of-state savings and loan ass’ns, and new GS Ch. 
54C, Art. 10 54C containing similar provisions applicable to out-of-state savings banks. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1995. |

H 464. AMEND MORTGAGE BANKER REGIS. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGULATING 
MORTGAGE BANKERS AND MORTGAGE BROKERS." Amends GS 53-233(a) to change 
title of GS Ch. 53, to change title of GS Ch. 53, Art. 19 to "Residential Mortgage Loan 
Registration Act." Amends GS 53-234(6) to include within definition of exempt person (i) any 
person making two or less mortgage loans in any period of 12 consecutive months, and (ii) bona 
fide officers, partners, or employees of registrants. Amends GS 53-235(c) to provide that exempt 
persons or organizations are not required to register with Comm’r of Banks if they have received 
written confirmation of exemption from registration. Amends GS 53-236(b) to require Comm ’r 
to obtain, as prescribed by rule, credit report about each applicant for registration as mortgage 
banker or broker; application must include payment for costs of any credit reports. Adds new GS 
53-239(e) to require Comm’r to enforce article and to provide that Comm’r may make 
investigations, subpoena witnesses, and conduct hearings about law or rule violations. Adds new 
GS 53-239.1 to authorize Comm’r to examine or audit books or records of mortgage banker or 
broker, who must pay costs there. Refusal to allow access to books and records is cause to revoke 
certificate of registration. Rewrites GS 53-240 to allow aggrieved party to appeal to Banking 
Comm’n within 30 days after Comm’r’s final decision, and may appeal Comm’n decision as 
provided in GS 53-92 (to Wake County Superior Court). Amends GS 66-106 to provide that any 
person or entity engaged exclusively in making or brokering residential mortgage loans and 
registered with and subject to jurisdiction of Comm’r of Banks under Act unless otherwise 
exempted by section, subject to Act but is exempt from payment of registration fees. Applicable 
to mortgage loan applications submitted on or after Oct. 1, 1993.

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H 465. DPI EXPANSION BUDGET REQUESTS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR AID 
TO LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS AND FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC INSTRUCTION." Makes following appropriations from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Public Education, Aid to Local School Administrative Units: (1) $16,003,500 for each year of 
1993-95 biennium for additional materials, supplies, and equipment to support expanded 
programs in vocational education, Tech Prep, science, math, and computer instruction; (2) 
$1,661,000 for 1993-94 and $1,949,000 for 1994-95 for advanced placement courses in all high 
schools or to otherwise assure they are available to all students; (3) $3.75 million for each year of 
1993-95 biennium for competitive grants to encourage alternative calendars of up to 200 days; (4) 
$20,912,600 for 1994-95 to require students to attend public schools until they reach 17 or 
graduate from high school; (5) $1,894,698 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to provide current 
allotment formula of one finance officer position in each local school unit; (6) $679,000 for 
1993-94 and $700,000 for 1994-95 for substitute teacher pay; and (7) $2,693,388 to provide 
equipment to local school units to implement Uniform Education Reporting System and to 
provide data communications circuits and modems to connect individual school buildings to 
central offices. Makes following appropriations from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education, 
Dep’t of Public Instruction: (1) $1,789,760 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to continue 
implementation of End-of-Grade and End-of-Course testing program; (2) $1.6 million in 1993-94 
and $2 million in 1994-95 to provide additional assistance to low performing school units; (3) 
$505,000 in 1993-94 and $510,000 in 1994-95 for Transportation Information Management 
System; (4) $200,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to continue current level of operation of 
Governor’s Schools; (5) $15,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium for North Carolina Close Up 
program for citizenship education; (6) $5,897,500 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to 
implement Initial Certification Program; (7) $1,102,233 for 1993-94 and $1,122,977 for 1994-95 
to conduct staff development activities for local school units’ teachers; and (8) $300,000 for each 
year of 1993-95 biennium to continue current level of operation of Governor’s Schools’ Foreign 
Language Institute. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 466. WAYNE LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. "TO AUTHORIZE WAYNE COUNTY TO 
TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION PROSPECTIVE REVENUES GENERATED BY THE 
DEVELOPMENT IN ARRIVING AT THE AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR AN 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CONVEYANCE.” Makes GS 158-7.1(d) applicable to Wayne 
County for purpose indicated in title.

H 467. REG. OF DEEDS SECOND DEPUTY. "TO REMOVE THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
THE REGISTER OF DEEDS PROVIDE THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS WITH A 
JUSTIFICATION FOR HAVING A SECOND DEPUTY." GS 153A-103 now provides that each 
register of deeds is entitled to two paid deputies, provided the register of deeds justifies the need 
for a second deputy to the board of commissioners. This bill repeals the proviso.

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H 468. DELAY LAND RECORDS STANDARDS. "TO DELAY THE EFFECTIVE DATE

H 470. STATE FAIR EXHIBIT BLDG. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
NEW MULTIPURPOSE EXHIBIT BUILDING AT THE STATE FAIR." Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Dep’t of Agriculture $202,300 for 1994-95 for construction of multipurpose 
exhibit building at the State Fair. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Stamey. 


H 471. VOCATIONAL ED. TECH. CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES IN 
THE LAW REGARDING VOCATIONAL EDUCATION." Amends various provisions of GS 
Ch. 115C and other chapters so that term "vocational education" is changed to "vocational and 
technical education." Amends GS 115C-302(a)(2) to change name of occupational education 
teachers to vocational and technical education teachers. Repeals GS 115C-156.1, which sets 
distribution formula to allot state funds for vocational education for disadvantaged and 
handicapped students. Effective Dec. 1, 1993.

H 472. NORTH CAROLINA APPRAISERS ACT. "TO REQUIRE ALL REAL ESTATE 
APPRAISERS TO BE LICENSED AND TO SEPARATE THE REAL ESTATE APPRAISAL 
BOARD FROM THE REAL ESTATE COMMISSION." Adds new GS Ch. 93E to make it 
unlawful, effective July 1, 1994, for any person to act as a real estate appraiser, or to directly or 

' indirectly engage in the business of real estate appraisal, without obtaining a license or certificate 
from the NC Appraisal Board. A license is not required for persons conducting appraisals 
pursuant to judicially ordered evaluations of property, for a licensed real estate broker or salesman 
who prepares a comparative market analysis, or registered foresters who appraise standing timber. 
Allows an unlicensed real estate appraiser to assist a state-licensed real estate appraiser as a 
trainee if the trainee has completed required course of instruction for license, has passed 
examination for license, has registered with Board, and is personally supervised by state-licensed 
appraiser. Makes it unlawful to use the title of state-licensed real estate appraiser without 
obtaining a license from the Board. Establishes NC Appraisal Board to consist of seven 
members who serve staggered three-year terms. Three members are appointed by the Govemor 
and must be state-licensed real estate appraisers who have engaged in the business of real estate 
appraisal for at least five years prior to appointment. Four members are appointed by the General 
Assembly--two members upon the recommendation of the Speaker and two upon the 
recommendation of the President pro. tem. One of the members recommended by the Speaker 
and one of the members recommended by the President pro. tem. must be a state-licensed real 
estate appraiser who has worked as a real estate appraiser for at least five years; the other member 
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recommended by the Speaker and by the President pro. tem. must be a person who is not involved 
directly or indirectly in the real estate, real estate appraisal, or real estate lending industries. 
Establishes educational and experience requirements for registration, licensure, and certification. 
Requires applicants for registration, licensure, and certification to pass examination 
demonstrating competence as appraiser. Grants rule-making and enforcement authority to Board 
and establishes criminal penalty for violation of the law. Effective July 1, 1994, repeals Art. 5 of 
GS Ch. 93A and administrative rules adopted pursuant thereto. Makes additional amendments to 
GS 93A to separate NC Appraisal Board from the NC Real Estate Comm’n. Effective Oct. 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Brubaker and DeVane. 


H 473. SEPARATE NC APPRAISAL BOARD. "TO SEPARATE THE REAL ESTATE 
APPRAISAL BOARD FROM THE REAL ESTATE COMMISSION." This bill is similar to H 
472, introduced 23 March, except: (1) does not provide for registration of trainees, and (2) does 
not require that persons engaged in business of real estate appraisal be licensed or certified by the 
Board.

H 474. PROMOTE MARITIME ACTIVITY. "TO ENLARGE THE PURPOSES OF THE

indicates.

H 475. ADOPTION RESOURCES CENTER FUNDS (=S 454). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR AN ADOPTION RESOURCES CENTER." Identical to S 454, introduced 3 
March.

H 476. CLARIFY CONTROL SUBST. EXAM ACT. "TO CLARIFY THE CONTROLLED 
SUBSTANCE EXAMINATION REGULATION ACT." Adds new GS 95-232(f) to provide that 
examinee has right to retest confirmed positive sample at same or another approved laboratory. 
Examiner, through approved laboratory, must make confirmed positive samples available to 
affected examinee or designated agent, during which time sample is required to be retained. 
Examinee must request release of sample in writing specifying to which approved laboratory 
sample is to be sent. Examinee incurs all reasonable expenses for chain of custody procedures, 
shipping, and retesting of positive samples related to request. Adds new GS 95-234(e) to provide 
that Comm’r of Labor may adopt, modify, or revoke rules that are necessary to enforce article; 
rules must promote individual dignity and privacy while not posing undue burden on employers. 
Amends GS 95-231 to adds definition of "approved laboratory" to mean clinical chemistry 
laboratory that performs controlled substances testing and that has demonstrated satisfactory 
performance in forensic urine testing programs of National Institute on Drug Abuse or College of 
American Pathologists for type of tests and controlled substances being evaluated. Makes various 
other clarifying changes.

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S 525. REVISE NATURAL DEATH ACT. "TO MAKE REVISIONS TO THE RIGHT TO 
NATURAL DEATH ACT." Amends GS 90-321(a) to add definition of "health care" for 

‘purposes of cited Act to mean any care, treatment, service, or procedure to maintain, diagnose, 
treat, or provide for person’s physical or mental health, including extraordinary means and 
artificial nutrition or hydration. Amends GS 90-321(d) to simplify and clarify the form, and to 
make the declaration applicable to withholding any health care, as defined, except that which 
provides comfort or alleviates pain. Applicable to declarations executed on or after Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Daniels. 


S 526. EMS CERTIFICATION PERIOD. "TO CHANGE THE CERTIFICATION PERIOD 
OF EMERGENCY MEDICAL TECHNICIANS FROM TWO YEARS TO FOUR YEARS." 
Amends GS 131E-159 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Harris. 


S 527. INCREASE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE. "TO PROVIDE AN INCREASE TO 
RETIREES OF THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, 
THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE 
CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM, AND THE LEGISLATIVE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM." As title indicates, effective July 1, 1993, provides an increase of 2% 
in retirement allowance payable Jan. 1, 1993 to beneficiaries who retired on or before Jan. 1, 
1993; provides pro-rated increase in retirement allotment of beneficiaries who retire after Jan. 1, 
1993 but before June 30, 1993. Directs that increase be funded by unencumbered actuarial gain 
without increasing total employer contribution rate. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 528. RETIREES’ GUARANTEED RETURN. "TO PROVIDE THAT RETIRED 
MEMBERS IN RECEIPT OF A RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE FROM THE 
STATE-ADMINISTERED RETIREMENT SYSTEMS SHALL RECEIVE RETIREMENT 
BENEFITS EQUAL TO AN AMOUNT NOT LESS THAN THE ACCUMULATED 
CONTRIBUTIONS OF THE RETIREE AT RETIREMENT." Adds GS 120-4.16A (Legislative 
Retirement System), GS 128-27(g1) (Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System) and 
GS 135-5(g1) (Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement System) to provide that if a retiree or 
the designated survivor of a retiree dies before receiving retirement benefits equal to the amount 
the retiree paid in to the system, the retiree’s survivor or estate will receive a death benefit equal 
to difference between amount paid in and amount paid out. Makes similar provisions that now 
apply to death within 10 years of retirement of persons retiring on or after July 1, 1963 applicable 
only to persons retiring between that date and July 1, 1993. Directs retirement systems to fund act 
from unencumbered actuarial gain without increasing employer’s payroll contributions or 
scheduled amortization period for liquidation of unfunded accrued liabilities. Effective July 1, 
1993.

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S 529. AMEND VITAL RECORDS LAW. "TO AMEND THE VITAL RECORDS LAW TO 
AVOID UNLAWFUL DUPLICATION.” Amends GS 130A-26 by adding misdemeanor offense 
of unlawful manufacture or possession of a Vital Records seal, or a reproduction or counterfeit 
copy of a Vital Records seal. Amends GS 130A-92(a) regarding State Registrar’s authority with 
respect approval of forms used to file vital records.

‘H 120. OPEN MEETINGS/RECORD LAW CHANGES. Intro. 2/10; House comm. sub. 
3/17; amended 3/23. House amendment #7 amends the bills’ policy statement on closed sessions 
by adding that such sessions are to be held when required in the public interest "as permitted in 
this section" (adding the quoted words). (The section referred to is that setting out the list of 
permitted closed sessions.) House amendment #8 permits closed sessions "in order to preserve the 
attomey client privilege between the attormey and the public body" and permits a public body, in 
closed session, to instruct an attorney or other agent about the handling or settlement of a 
pending, threatened, or contemplated judicial proceeding. This amendment also prohibits 
discussion of general policy matters in closed session. Amendment #9 returns the law on 
payment of attorneys fees to the present provision, which requires the court to award such fees to 
the prevailing party; and continues the provision in the bill permitting a court to require individual 
board members to pay such fees, if the board members acted without or against the advice of the 
board’s attomey.

H 477. EASTERN AGRICULTURAL CTR. (=S 486). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA AGRICULTURAL CENTER." Identical to S 486, 
introduced 16 March. 

Introduced by Rogers. 


H 478. HOUSING TRUST FUND FUNDS (=S 556). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
NORTH CAROLINA HOUSING TRUST FUND." Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
NC Housing Trust Fund $7.5 million for 1993-94 for the purposes set forth in GS Ch. 122E. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 479. RURAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACT (=S 503). "TO PROVIDE FOR 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IN RURAL AREAS AND DEPRESSED AREAS OF NORTH 
CAROLINA." Identical to S 503, introduced 18 March. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 480. LOCAL COMM. COLL. PLANT FUNDING. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
COUNTIES OF BERTIE, HERTFORD, AND NORTHAMPTON PAY PROPORTIONATE 
SHARES OF CERTAIN LOCAL COMMUNITY COLLEGE COSTS BASED UPON THE 
PERCENTAGE OF THEIR RESPECTIVE COUNTY RESIDENTS ATTENDING 
ROANOKE-CHOWAN COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Modifies GS 115D-32 as title indicates; 
costs are institution plant operations and maintenance funds. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 481. AGRIC. AUTOMATED NETWORK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FOR AN AUTOMATED NETWORK TO 
IMPROVE OPERATING EFFICIENCY AND COMMUNICATION." Appropriates $126,940 
for 1993-94 and $10,000 for 1994-95 from General Fund as title indicates. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by DeVane. 


H 482. FIRE/RESCUE COMMISSION STAFF. "TO ALLOW THE FIRE AND RESCUE 
COMMISSION TO REIMBURSE MEMBERS OF ITS CERTIFICATION BOARD AND TO 
PROVIDE STAFF POSITIONS TO ADMINISTER FIRE AND RESCUE CERTIFICATION 
PROGRAMS." Amends GS 58-78-5(a) to authorize cited Comm’n to reimburse members’ travel 
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and subsistence expenses. Of four staff positions indicated in title, three to be field positions and 
one to be clerical; positions to be funded by Dep’t of Insurance Fund and to become part of 
Comm ’n’s continuation budget (this provision is effective July 1, 1993). 

Introduced by DeVane. 


H 483. DAM SAFETY LAW IMPROVEMENTS. "TO AMEND THE DAM SAFETY LAW 
OF 1967 TO MAKE IT MORE EFFECTIVE." Makes various technical and substantive changes 
to provisions of the Dam Safety Law of 1967 located at GS 143-215.23 et. seq. Amends 
definition section to clarify that small dams (less than 15 ft. in height or with less than 10 
acre-feet impoundment capacity) are excluded from the provisions of the Act unless the dam is 
classified as high-hazard by the NC Environmental Management Commission and to clarify that 
aquatic habitat requirements are considerations in the establishment of minimum stream flow 
requirements. Also amends GS 143-215.26(a) to delete present provision allowing a contractor to 
supply design certification for construction of dams, leaving requirement that certifications be 
supplied by engineers. Establishes the Dam Safety Account to be funded by the application fees 
required by the Act, as a nonreverting account within the Dep’t of Environment, Health and 
Natural Resources. Increases civil penalties assessed pursuant to the Act to not more than $500 
(now $250) per violation and not more than $500 per day (now $250 per day) for willful 
violations. Deletes provisions allowing requests for remissions of civil penalties. Amends GS 
143-215.36(b)(6) to clarify that civil actions to enforce civil penalties imposed pursuant to the Act 
must be filed in Superior Court within three years after final agency decision served on violator 
and that all sums so recovered are to be used to fund requirements of Act. 

Introduced by DeVane. 


H 484. BOATING SAFETY EDUCATION. "TO ESTABLISH A BOATING SAFETY 
EDUCATION REQUIREMENT." Adds new GS 75A-15.1 to provide that on or after Jan. 1, 
1994, person bom on or after Jan. 1, 1978 may not operate vessel on waters of state without first 
obtaining certificate of boating safety. Exempts (1) person operating vessel for commercial 
purposes; (2) specified temporary visitors to state; (3) person operating vessel on body of water 
located entirely on private property; and (4) person exempted by Wildlife Resources Comm’n 
regulation. Comm’n must adopt regulations establishing criteria for course of instruction; 
administer verbal test when appropriate; coordinate statewide boating safety instruction program 
and certification and ensure that course is available in each county; ensure that course is available 
at earliest practical age for children in boating communities. Permits specified entities to offer 
boating safety education course. Comm’n or designee must issue certificate of boating safety 
education to person who passed comm’n-prescribed course or boating equivalency examination 
administered by authorized person. Recognizes other entities’ licenses and certificates instead of 
Comm’n certificate. Adds new GS 75A-18(e) to make violation of act a misdemeanor punishable 
by maximum $25 fine and second conviction within two years or prior conviction punishable by 
maximum $500 fine. Applicable to acts committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Holt and Brawley. 


H 485. ADOPT NAVIGATION RULES. "TO ADOPT THE INTERNATIONAL 
NAVIGATION RULES AND THE INLAND NAVIGATION RULES AS THE LAW IN THIS 
STATE." Adds new GS 76-40.1 as title indicates. Wildlife Resources Comm’n is responsible for 
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enforcing rules. Violation of rules is misdemeanor punishable by maximum $35 fine. Applicable 
to acts committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Holt and Brawley. 


H 486. RESTRICT PERSONAL WATERCRAFT. "TO PLACE RESTRICTIONS ON THE 
USE OF PERSONAL WATERCRAFT SUCH AS JET SKIS AND WATER BIKES." Adds new 
GS 75A-13.2 to prohibit person from operating personal watercraft on waters of state between 
hours from one-half hour after sunset to one-half hour before sunrise. Defines "personal 
watercraft" as small class A-1 or A-2 vessel that uses outboard motor, or inboard motor powering 
water jet pump as its primary source of motive power and designed to be operated by person 
sitting, standing, or kneeling on, or being towed behind vessel. Prohibits person from operating 
personal watercraft unless each person riding on or being towed behind vessel is wearing personal 
flotation device approved by US Coast Guard. Requires that personal watercraft must always be 
operated in reasonable or prudent manner. Provides that act does not apply to performer engaged 
in professional exhibition or activity authorized by GS 75A-14 (authorized regattas, races, etc.). 
Current GS 75A-18 would make violation of act a misdemeanor punishable by maximum $250 
fine. Applicable to acts committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Holt and Brawley. 


H 487. BOATING SAFETY COMMITTEE, "TO CREATE A BOATING SAFETY 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE." Adds GS 75A-19.1 to create 20-member Boating Safety Advisory 
Committee appointed by Governor for five-year terms. Specifies categories for appointments, 
including up to five members of General Assembly, National Marine Manufacturing Association, 
local marine commissions, Wildlife Resources Commission, US Coast Guard, US Coast Guard 
Auxiliary, US Power Squadron, and American Red Cross. Committee to study problems in State 
regarding boating and water safety, and make periodic reports to General Assembly. Appropriates 
$10,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to General Assembly to implement Act. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Holt and Brawley. 


H 488. RESPIRATORY CARE PRACTICE ACT. "TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF 
RESPIRATORY CARE." Adds new Art. 28 to GS Ch. 90 for cited purpose. Creates NC Board 
of Respiratory Care, consisting of seven members, one member each to be: (1) respiratory care 
practitioner whose primary practice is managing respiratory care services; (2) practitioner who is 
educator at state community college or university; (3) practitioner whose primary practice is 
respiratory home care; (4) practitioner whose primary practice is clinical respiratory care; (5) 
physician whose primary practice is pulmonology; (6) physician whose primary practice is 
anesthesiology; and (7) member of public. Board members to be appointed on or before Oct. 1, 
1993; Governor to appoint (5), (6), and (7); General Assembly on recommendation of House 
Speaker to appoint (1) and (2) and on recommendation of Senate President pro tem. to appoint (3) 
and (4). Defines "respiratory care" as treatment, management, diagnostic testing, and care of 
patients with deficiencies and abnormalities associated with cardiopulmonary system; term 
includes inhalation therapy and respiratory therapy. Defines “practice of respiratory care" as 
respiratory care under medical direction in accordance with written or verbal order of licensed 
physician; term includes acceptance, transcription, interpretation, and implementation of 
physician’s written or verbal order conceming practice of respiratory care; it also includes 
diagnostic and therapeutic uses specified in act. Board’s powers include determining 
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qualifications and fitness of applicants for licenses, renewal of licenses, and reciprocal licenses; 
issuing, revoking, and suspending licenses; adopting rules; and conducting investigations. Board 
to set fees, not to exceed following amounts: (1) initial application, $25; (2) examination or 
reexamination, $150; (3) issuance of license, $100; (4) renewal of license, $50; (5) late renewal of 
license, $50; and (6) provisional license, $35. After Oct. 1, 1995, it is unlawful for person 
without license to engage in practice of respiratory care; use title "respiratory care practitioner;" 
use letters "RCP;" or imply orally or in writing that person is licensed respiratory care 
practitioner. Violation of article is misdemeanor punishable by maximum imprisonment of two 
years and fine. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Barnhill. 


H 489. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED. "TO MAKE IT EASIER FOR LOCAL 
BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO EXPEL STUDENTS WHOSE CONTINUED PRESENCE IN 
SCHOOL CONSTITUTES A CLEAR THREAT TO THE SAFETY AND HEALTH OF OTHER 
STUDENTS OR EMPLOYEES." Amends GS 115C-391(d) to authorize the expulsion of any 
student who has been convicted of a felony, who has been adjudicated delinquent for an offense 
that would be a felony if committed by an adult, or whose continued presence in school 
constitutes a clear threat to the safety and health of other students or employees. Provides that if a 
student is found in possession of any firearm or weapon on school property in violation of state 
law or rules of board of education, the student’s continued presence is presumed to constitute a 
clear threat to the safety and health of other students or employees. Effective Dec. 1, 1993 and 
applicable to acts committed after that date. 

Introduced by Arnold. 


H 490. INDIAN HOUSING AUTHORITY NAME. "TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE 
STATE INDIAN HOUSING AUTHORITY TO THE INDIAN HOUSING AUTHORITY." 
Amends GS Ch. 157, Art. 5 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Sutton. 


H 491. ROBESON REVOLVING FUND REPEAL. "TO REPEAL THE ACT CREATING A 
REVOLVING LOAN FUND FOR ROBESON COUNTY FROM THE PROCEEDS OF 
CERTAIN PAST-DUE TAX RECEIPTS." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Sutton, DeVane, Cummings, Hill, and Redwine. 


H 492, BOILING SPR. LAKES BIRD SANCTUARY. "TO ESTABLISH A WILDLIFE 
PRESERVE AND BIRD SANCTUARY IN THE CITY OF BOILING SPRING LAKES IN 
BRUNSWICK COUNTY.” Establishes a wildlife preserve and bird sanctuary embracing all 
lands with the city limits of the City of Boiling Spring Lakes. Makes it unlawful (misdemeanor 
punishable by imprisonment of not more than 30 days or fine of $10 to $50) to trap, hunt, or 
shoot, or to otherwise kill any bird or animal within the sanctuary. 

Introduced by Redwine._- 


H 493. SOUTHPORT NO-WAKE ZONE. "TO ESTABLISH A NO-WAKE ZONE IN THE 
CITY OF SOUTHPORT AND TO ALLOW THE CITY OF SOUTHPORT TO REGULATE 
CERTAIN ACTIVITIES INWATERWAYS ADJACENT TO THE CITY." Makes it unlawful 
to operate a vessel at greater than a no-wake speed in a designated portion of the Intracoastal 
Waterway in the area abutting the City of Southport; prohibition is enforceable under GS 75A-17 
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and violation of the prohibition is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of up to $250. Adds 
Southport to coverage of GS 160A-176.2 to authorize ordinances regulating swimming, personal 
watercraft operation, surfing and littering in the Atlantic Ocean and other waterways adjacent to 
portions of the city within its boundaries or within its extraterritorial jurisdiction. 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 494. TEACHER SCHOLARSHIP LOAN CHANGES. "TO STREAMLINE THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE PROSPECTIVE TEACHER SCHOLARSHIP LOAN FUND 
AND TO PERMIT TEACHER ASSISTANTS TO QUALIFY FOR LOANS FROM THE 
FUND." Amends GS 115C-468 and 115C-471 to provide that persons currently employed as 
teacher assistants, who have been so employed for at least one year, are eligible for scholarship 
loans and to allow the Superintendent of Public Instruction to earmark up to 20% of available — 
scholarship funds each year to award to such applicants. Preference is to be given to applicants 
who already hold a baccalaureate degree or who have already been formally admitted to an 
approved teacher education program in North Carolina. Such applicants are eligible for loans not 
to exceed $1,200 per academic year. Also amends GS 115C-471(7) to provide that in awarding 
all scholarships pursuant to the Act, the Superintendent of Public Instruction should consider, 
along with other listed factors, the need of particular geographic areas for teachers. Makes 
numerous grammatical changes. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Warner. 


H 495. SAVINGS LAW CHANGES. "TO MAKE OMNIBUS AND TECHNICAL 
CHANGES TO THE SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS LAWS." Amends GS 54B-76 and GS 54C-63 
to require that abstracts of the annual statement of savings and loan associations and savings 
banks be published annually in a newspaper having general circulation within the association’s or 
bank’s market area (now, any newspaper in the state selected by the association’s or bank’s 
managing officer). Adds new provisions allowing a savings bank, state bank, or national bank to 
convert to a state savings and loans association, upon application of the bank’s board of directors, 
and with the approval of the Administrator of the Savings Institutions Div. and the approval of the 
bank’s stockholders. Also adds similar provisions allowing a state savings and loan association to 
convert to a state or national bank, and allowing a state savings bank to convert to a state or 
national bank. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 496. TRUST INVEST IN MUTUAL FUNDS. "TO PERMIT INVESTMENT OF TRUST 
ASSETS IN MUTUAL FUNDS ADVISED BY A CORPORATE TRUSTEE." Adds new GS 
36A-66.2 to provide that unless prohibited or otherwise limited by instrument goveming fiduciary 
relationship, corporate trustee may invest as indicated in title, even though corporate trustee or 
affiliate provides services to investment company for pay. Requires that with funds so invested, 
corporate trustee must disclose to beneficiaries the method by which pay for those services is 
determined. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 497, STATE PUBLICATIONS TO OSP. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE SECRETARY OF 
STATE PROVIDE TO THE OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL CERTAIN STATE 
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PUBLICATIONS." Provides that cited agency will get one copy each of Session Laws and 
Senate and House journals. 
Introduced by Hensley. 


H 498. JUVENILE CONFINEMENT CHANGE, "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING 
THE PLACE OF CONFINEMENT OF A JUVENILE TRANSFERRED TO SUPERIOR 
COURT FOR TRIAL AS AN ADULT." Amends GS 7A-608 to provide that the court may order 
a juvenile being transferred to superior court for trial as an adult to:be held either in local jail or 
State prison facility. Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applies to orders in cases adjudicating acts 
committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 499, DRUG EDUC. SCHOOL FEES. "TO INCREASE THE FEES FOR ENROLLING IN 
AN ACCREDITED DRUG EDUCATION SCHOOL." Amends GS 90-96.01(a)(1) to increase 
cited fee to $150 (now, $100). Effective July 1, 1993 and applies to fees due on or after that date. 
Introduced by Hensley. 


H 500. LAW OFFICER DISCIPLINE. "TO STANDARDIZE THE INVESTIGATION AND 
DISCIPLINE OF LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS AND TO PROVIDE FOR JUDICIAL 
REVIEW." Provides that if investigation by law enforcement agency involves matters that could 
reasonably lead to any disciplinary action against a law enforcement officer, it is required, among 
other provisions, that: (1) before being questioned, the officer must be informed of name and rank 
of investigating officer and of any person present during questioning, and nature of investigation; 
(2) if investigation is criminal, officer must be informed, before questioning, of names of all 
complainants and witnesses, must be permitted to review all statements of complainants and 
witnesses, and must be informed of constitutional and statutory rights in same manner as given to 
crime suspect; (3) questioning must be recorded, and there must be no unrecorded statements or 
questions; and (4) upon request, officer must have right to be represented by counsel or other 
representative who must be allowed to be present during all questioning. Specifies officer’s 
procedural rights authorizes appeal to superior court within 30 days after final agency decision. 
Provides that officers may be suspended, but only if pay and benefits continue. If officer commits 
severe offense, officer may be suspended and then terminated summarily according to provisions 
of local policy. If agency fails to comply with act, officer may apply for injunction from superior 
court to restrain violation and to compel performance of act’s duties; if court finds that agency has 
violated act, agency must pay officer’s reasonable attorney’s fees. Court may award exemplary 
damages up to three times actual loss by officer. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 501. LAW OFFICERS’ 25-YEAR RETIREMENT. "TO ALLOW LAW OFFICERS WHO 
ARE MEMBERS OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT ; 
SYSTEM OR THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO 
RETIRE WITH UNREDUCED BENEFITS AFTER COMPLETING TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 
OF SERVICE." As title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hensley. 
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H 502. ABC TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS 
TO THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE LAWS." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Hensley. 


H 503. OFF-DUTY OFFICER/CONCEALED WEAPON. "TO PROVIDE THAT A LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICER MAY CARRY A CONCEALED WEAPON WHEN OFF-DUTY 
IN NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 14-269(b)(5) to allow off-duty law enforcement officers 
to carry concealed weapons in accordance with regulations anywhere within the State of North 
Carolina (now allowed only in jurisdiction where officer is assigned). 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 504. OSHA RECORD PROTECTION. "TO CLARIFY RECORD PROTECTION 
DURING ONGOING OSHA INVESTIGATIONS." Amends GS 95-136 to provide (1) that files 
and other records relating to investigations and enforcement proceedings under Occupational 
Safety and Health Act are not subject to inspection and examination under the public records law 
while the investigations or proceedings are pending, and (2) that the name, statements, and actions 
by a complainant or witness during the course of an investigation or enforcement proceeding may 
not be made available to any employer or third party by the Comm ’r of Labor and may not be ~ 
used in a subsequent proceeding under the act without the written consent.of the complainant or 
witness. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 505. COUNCIL FOR DEAF MEMBERSHIP. "REQUESTED BY THE NORTH 
CAROLINA COUNCIL FOR THE DEAF AND HARD OF HEARING TO RECONSTITUTE 
THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE NORTH CAROLINA COUNCIL FOR THE DEAF AND HARD 
OF HEARING." Increases membership of cited Council from 15 to 23 as follows: one House 
member appointed by House Speaker and one Senator appointed by Senate President pro tem.; six 
members appointed by Sec’y of Human Resources (one each from Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation, Division of Aging, Division of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and 
Substance Abuse Services, Division of Social Services, NC Chapter of Self Help for Hard of 
Hearing, and Statewide Parents’ Education and Advocacy for Kids). Applicable to appointments 
made on or after July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 506. DURHAM CITY ELECTIONS IN ORANGE. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
TRANSFER OF REGISTERED VOTERS, WHO RESIDE IN ORANGE COUNTY AND 
WITHIN THE CITY LIMITS OF THE CITY OF DURHAM, FROM THE DURHAM COUNTY 
BOARD OF ELECTIONS TO THE ORANGE COUNTY BOARD OF ELECTIONS." As title 
indicates. City of Durham to reimburse Orange County Board of Elections for actual cost 
involved in conduct of specified City. of Durham elections. 

Introduced by Luebke. 


H 507. DURHAM HOUSING NOTICES. "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
DURHAM TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY COUNCIL TO REQUIRE OWNERS OF RENTAL 
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PROPERTY WITHIN THE CITY TO AUTHORIZE AN AGENT TO ACCEPT SERVICE OF 
PROCESS." As title indicates. Does not apply to landlords who reside within the city. 
Introduced by Luebke. 


H 508. EMS CERTIFICATION PERIOD. "TO CHANGE THE CERTIFICATION PERIOD 
OF EMERGENCY MEDICAL TECHNICIANS FROM TWO YEARS TO FOUR YEARS." 
Amends GS 131E-159(b1) for purpose indicated in title.

H 517. ALLEGHANY COMMISSIONERS EXPANDED. "TO EXPAND THE

elected to four-year terms in 1994 and two members to be elected to four-year terms in 1996.

Makes technical and clarifying amendments to GS 6-21.3(a) regarding- 
additional damages for returned checks. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 536. CONTRACTOR ROSTER PUBLICATION. "TO CHANGE THE DATE FOR 
PUBLICATION OF THE ROSTER OF LICENSED GENERAL CONTRACTORS AND TO

THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Amends GS 87-8 to require cited roster to be 
published during the month of March (now January) and report to be submitted to Governor on or 
before the last day of March (now due the first day of March).

S 537. ESTATE ACCOUNTING/LIABILITY. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION

DEVISEES MAY MOVE TO COMPEL THE FILING OF AN ACCOUNT IN A DECEDENT’S 
ESTATE AND TO MAKE THE PERSONAL REPRESENTATIVE OR COLLECTOR

OF THE ACCOUNT." Amends GS 28A-21-4 as title indicates. Costs so imposed may be 
collected by deduction from any commissions due upon final settlement of estate.

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S 539. PARENT/CHILD HOSP. RESPONSIBILITY. "TO CLARIFY THE MEDICAID 
LAW REGARDING THE FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY OF PARENTS FOR CHILDREN 
UNDER TWENTY-ONE IN MEDICAL INSTITUTIONS.” Adds new GS 108A-61.1 to provide 
that income and financial resources of natural or adoptive parents of person who is under 21 and 
who requires Medicaid covered services in medical institution must not be counted if patient’s 
physician certifies, and Division of Medical Assistance or its agents approve, that continuous care 
and treatment are expected to exceed 12 months. Defines "medical institution" as licensed acute 
care inpatient medical facilities providing medical, surgical, and psychiatric or substance abuse 
treatment, or facilities providing skilled or intermediate care, including intermediate care for 
mentally retarded. Repeals GS 143-127.1(d) (related provision for patient under 19). Applicable 
to eligibility determinations made on or after Oct. 1, 1993.

S 540. WORKERS’ COMP. CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND OTHER 
CHANGES TO THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT, AND TO CREATE THE SPECIAL 
INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION FUND FOR THE OPERATION OF THE INDUSTRIAL 
COMMISSION AND TO DIRECT THAT A PORTION OF THE TAX PAID ON WORKERS’ ~ 
COMPENSATION PREMIUMS BE PAID TO THIS FUND." Amends GS 97-2(19) to clarify 
that compensation for rehabilitative services includes payment of travel expenses for required job 
searches and amends GS 97-18(e) and (g) to increase penalty to be paid by Comm ’n for late 
compensation payments from 10% of payment due to full amount of payment due. The amount to 
be assessed against an employer for funding of the ‘Second Injury Fund’ pursuant to GS 
97-40.1(a) is increased to not more than $250 (now $100) for the loss of each minor member and 
not more than $750 (now $500) for each 50% or more loss of major member. Renames the 
Industrial Comm’n to the Workers’ Compensation Comm’n and amends all statutes to reflect this 
change. Further amends GS 97-77 to require that all Comm’rs be members on the State Bar. 
Further provides that salary of Comm ’rs will be same as that set for Superior Court Judges. 
Instead of merit and other increment raises, Comm’rs to receive longevity pay equal to 4.8% after 
five years and 9.6% after 10 years service. Amends GS 97-85 to clarify that, upon review of a 
Deputy Commr’s award, the full Comm’n has the discretion to remand the case back to the 
Deputy Comm’r for reconsideration of evidence, receipt of further evidence, rehearing of the 
parties, and, if necessary, amendment of original award. Further clarifies that provisions of GS 
97-86.1(a) allowing compliance with portions of awards during the pendency of appeals applies 
during appeals to the full Comm’n as well as appeals to the Court of Appeals. Increases penalty 
allowed pursuant to GS 97-92(e) for employer’s failure to timely file required report of worker 
injury to $100 (now not less than $5 nor more than $25) plus $50 for each additional day 
employer fails to file report. Adds’GS 97-100(1) to create the Special Industrial Comm’n Fund 
within the Office of the State Treasurer to be used for the operation of the Industrial Comm’n. 
Earmarks 1% of tax on premiums collected by the Commissioner of Insurance pursuant to the 
Workers’ Comp. Act to be deposited in the special fund. Section of bill creating the special fund 
is effective July 1, 1993 and applies to all taxes imposed on premiums collected on or after that 
date. Remainder of bill effective upon ratification.

Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Div’n of Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, DHR $3,662,377 for 1993-94 to construct 
three independent educational family resource centers at the three state schools for the deaf. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div. of Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, 
DHR $777,578 for 1993-94 and $919,709 for 1994-95 to expand the BEGINNINGS program. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div’n of Services for the Blind, DHR $336,997 for 
1993-94 and $725,117 for 1994-95 to expand preschool services. Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $354,000 for 1993-94 and $708,000 for 1994-95 for 
additional staff and nonpersonnel expenses of the TEACCH program at UNC-CH to meet current 
and future demand for preschool services.

S 542. PARENT TO PARENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE FAMILY 
SUPPORT NETWORK’S PARENT TO PARENT SUPPORT PROGRAMS." Appropriates 
$500,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for 
Parent to Parent Support Programs affiliated with Family Support Network of NC. Funds to be 
used to expand existing programs, develop new programs, purchase computer equipment, and 
provide support for network’s central office and staff. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 543. EMPLOYEE ASSISTANCE CERTIFICATION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
CERTIFICATION OF EMPLOYEE ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS." Amends GS 143B-147(a) to 
authorize Comm’n for Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services 
to adopt rules for certification of employee assistance programs. Adds new Art. 2A to GS Ch. 
122C to define employee assistance program as public or private program designed to assist in 
identifying and resolving job performance problems in workplace associated with employees 
impaired by personal concerns, including health, martial, family, financial, etc., problems, but 
does not include program operated by employer for employer’s employees and staffed in 
organization. Comm’n to adopt rules for application fee, with maximum fee left blank in bil. 
Applicable to programs offered on or after Oct. 1, 1993. —

S 544. MHDDSAS EARLY INTERVENTION. "TO AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES 
PERTAINING TO EARLY INTERVENTION SERVICES FROM BIRTH TO FIVE YEARS OF 
AGE." Amends GS 143B-179.5 by (1) changing the name of the "Interagency Coordinating 
Council for Handicapped Children from Birth to Five Years of Age" to the "Interagency 
Coerdinating Council for Children from Birth to Five with Disabilities and their Families", (2) 
effective July 1, 1994, requires the governor to appoint members of the Council for staggered 
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terms of two years, and (3) provides that the composition of the Council and the designation of 
the chair shall be as specified in P.L. 102-119 (the federal early intervention legislation). Amends 
GS 122C-112(a) to require the Sec’y of the Dep’t of Human Resources to ensure that all types of 
early intervention services, and other services that the Sec’y of DHR, upon the advice of the 
Council, considers necessary, shall be available to all eligible infants and toddlers and their 
families.

S 547. SCHOOL CLOSING REPORTS. "TO MODIFY THE REPORTING REQUIREMENT

UNSAFE CONDITIONS." Amends GS 115C-84(c) to clarify that the local school board may 
excuse attendance at an individual school within the unit closed due to emergency or unsafe 
condition regardless of whether that school has made up the required days. Requires that report to 
be prepared by local school boards to the State Board of Education justifying all days students are 
excused contain the date and total number of days missed in all schools in unit, additional days

Appropriates $1.7 million for each year of 1993-95 biennium 
from General Fund to cited division to fund 12 positions for Education and Training Bureau; 10 
positions for Consultative Services Bureau; seven positions for Compliance Bureau; three 
positions for Management Information and Evaluation Bureau; and two positions for OSH 
Review Board, plus additional funding for board hearing examiners. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Kerr. 


S549. AREA PERSONNEL CRIMINAL CHECKS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE MAY PROVIDE CRIMINAL RECORD CHECKS TO AREA 
MENTAL HEALTH, DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
AUTHORITIES AND THEIR CONTRACT AGENCIES.” Adds new GS 114-19.3 to allow 
Dep’t of Justice to provide to area mental health authorities or their contract agencies criminal 
record checks on persons who are employed by, or who apply for employment with, the area 
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authority or contract agency if the applicant or employee consents to the record check. Requires 
the area authority to keep information regarding the criminal records of applicants or employees 
of the area authority confidential. Requires Dep’t of Justice to adopt iniplementing rules. Allows 
Dep’t of Justice to charge a reasonable fee for conducting such criminal records checks, not to 
exceed the actual cost of locating, editing, researching, and retrieving the information.

S550. FERTILIZER LAW AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
COMMERCIAL FERTILIZER LAW." Amends GS 106-666 to provide that if manufacturer, 
dealer, or agent fails to pay penalty owed on commercial fertilizer within 90 days after notice of 
assessment by Comm’r of Agriculture, Comm’r may issue and enforce "stop sale, use, or 
removal" order to that person and cause fertilizer to be held until (1) penalties are paid in full and 
fertilizer is released in writing by comm’, or (ii) penalties have been otherwise legally disposed 
of by written authority. Comm’r to release fertilizer so withdrawn when provisions of article 
have been complied with and on payment of all costs and expenses incurred in connection with 
withdrawal. Amends GS 106-673 to authorize Board of Agriculture to make rules concerning 
standards and labeling requirements for specialty fertilizers. Effective Dec. 1, 1993.

LAWS TO PROVIDE THAT THE SHERIFF ISSUE DUPLIN COUNTY WEAPON

S 552. INHERITANCE TAX FILING THRESHOLD. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO 
INHERITANCE TAX RETURN NEED BE FILED IF THE AMOUNT OF TAX DUE IS LESS

House committee substitute 
makes following substantive changes from original bill: (1) Permits Dep’t of Revenue to retain 
actual costs of collection, up to $225,000 annually, from gross proceeds of scrap tire tax (was, up 
to .7% of gross proceeds). (2) Amends GS 105-187.19 to provide that a county receiving scrap 
tire tax proceeds that has agreed with another government for the latter to dispose of the county’s 
solid wastes, must transfer scrap tire proceeds to that other local government. (3) Amends GS 
130A-309.58(e) to prohibit local scrap tire disposal fees, except for new tires being disposed of by 
manufacturer because below salable standards. (4) Makes act effective July 1, 1993 (originally, 
Jan. 1, 1994) and terminates all provisions concerning scrap tire taxation on July 1, 1995 (was, 
July 1, 1996). Retains July 1, 1996 termination for provisions creating scrap tire disposal account 
within Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources and requiring Dep’t to make 
quarterly reports to Environmental Review Comm'n.

20-109.1(e) to specific that $10 fee for salvage vehicle title shall be credited to Highway Trust 
Fund. 


S 162. DEALER PLATE/LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 2/15. Senate committee substitute 
makes following substantive changes: (1) deletes proposed change to GS 20-286(5a) would have 
required office to be contiguous to area owned or leased by person who operates office and large 


° 
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enough to display at least 10 motor vehicles; (2) revises amendment to GS 20-79(b) to provide 
that dealer may obtain the number of dealer tags based on vehicles sold during prior 12-month 
period as follows: fewer than 12, one tag; 12-24, four tags; 25-36, five tags; 37-48, six tags; 49 or 
more, at least six tags, but no more than four times the average number of qualifying sales 
representatives employed by dealer during relevant 12-month period; revises amendment to GS 
20-79(c) to provide that to obtain dealer license plate after it has been surrendered, dealer must 
file new application for dealer license plate and pay required fee for plate; (3) adds provision to 
GS 20-79(d) that violation of restrictions on use of dealer license plates is ground for recission of 
plate under GS 20-110 and civil penalty under GS 20-393 (as well as denial, suspension, or 
revocation of dealer’s license); (4) adds amendment to GS 20-87(7) to set fee for dealer license 
plate sold to dealer eligible for only one dealer plate at $100 per year; fee for dealer plate sold to 
dealer who is eligible for more than one dealer plate is one-half regular plate fee, which 1s fee set 
in subdivision five of section for private passenger motor vehicle of not more than 15 passengers; 
(5) repeals GS 20-110(c), (e), and (f) (concerning rescinding and canceling dealer’s license and 
plates); (6) rewrites GS 20-111(1) to prohibit person from driving vehicle on highway or 
knowingly permitting vehicle owned by that person to be driven on highway, when vehicle is not 
registered with DMV under article or does not display current registration plate; (7) rewrites GS 
20-293 to require DMV to assess civil penalty of $100 against motor vehicle dealer when it finds 
dealer has committed act that is ground for denial, suspension, or revocation of dealer’s license 
under GS 20-294(12) or (13); civil penalty to be credited to Highway Fund as nontax revenue; 
and (8) amends GS 20-294 to allow DMV to suspend or revoke license issued under article for (i) 
knowingly giving incorrect certificate of title, or failing to give certificate of title to purchaser, a 
lienholder, or DMV, as appropriate, when vehicle is sold, (ii) making material misstatement in 
application for dealer license plate, or (iii) violating any restrictions in GS 20-79 on using dealer 
license plate or any-restrictions in GS 20-279.2 on using transporter plate.

H 532. BALLENTINE BLDG. RENOVATION FUNDS (<S 485). Identical to S 485, 
introduced 16 March. 
Introduced by McLawhorn. 
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H 533. PRIV. PERSONNEL SVCE./REIMBURSE. "TO ENSURE THE 
REIMBURSEMENT OF UNEARNED COMMISSIONS TO EMPLOYEES FROM PRIVATE 
PERSONNEL SERVICES." Amends GS 95-47.4(h) to add an alternative method for payment of 
personnel service’s placement fee when the employee being placed will be compensated in whole 
or part by commission. The alternative permits the service to charge a fee and then follow a 
policy of reimbursing the employee if commissions turn out lower than anticipated, under the 

. same policy as employers reimburse employees pursuant to GS 95-47.3A. Makes clear that an 
employee may not be reimbursed by both employer and service.

Appropriates $633,709 for 
each year of 1993-95 biennium to expand Adolescent Parenting Program in Division of Social 
Services as specified in bill. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources for 1993-95 biennium, (i) $80,000 must be used each fiscal year to fund overall 
evaluation of Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Program, and (ii) 75% of funds appropriated for 
continuation of program must be used to fund primary pregnancy prevention projects. 
Appropriates $750,000 for 1993-94 and $1.5 million for 1994-95 to expand Comprehensive 
Adolescent Health Projects. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 535. DD HOME LIVING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR TRAINING IN 
HOME AND COMMUNITY LIVING ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE DEVELOPMENTALLY 
DISABLED." Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div’n of MH, DD and SA services 
$200,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium Disabilities Training Institute of the School of 
Medicine at UNC-CH. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Nye and Easterling. 


H 536. AREA AUTHORITY PROPERTY. "TO ALLOW MENTAL HEALTH, 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE AUTHORITIES TO 
PURCHASE PROPERTY BY INSTALLMENT CONTRACTS." Amends GS 122C-147(c) to 
authorize an area authority to finance the acquisition of real or personal property as if it were a 
county covered by GS 160A-20, with the approval of the board or boards of county comm’rs of 
all the counties that comprise the area authority. Amends the definition of "unit of local-gov’t" in 
GS 160A-20(h) to include area authorities: acting in accordance with GS 122C-147(c). 
Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 537. PREKINDERGARTEN PROGRAMS ESTABLISHED. "TO ESTABLISH 
PREKINDERGARTEN PROGRAMS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Adds GS 115C-81.2 
directing the State Board of Education to establish and implement a prekindergarten program for 
children determined, by factors such as low economic status, limited English, and low educational 
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attainment by parents, to be at risk of school failure. Provides that program is for children 
reaching age of 4, on or before Oct. 16 of enrollment year. Directs State Board to implement 
program to half of state’s eligible children in 1993-95 biennium and remainder in 1995-97 
biennium; Board to select from proposals from school administrative units for implementation in 
1993-95. Amends GS 115C-242(1) to permit parents of children in prekindergarten programs to 
be transported to school in school buses. Appropriates $23,579,214 in fiscal 1993-94 and 
$45,398,829 in fiscal 1994-95 from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education, to implement act. 
Introduced by Rogers. 


H 538. NON-IV-D INCOME WITHHOLDING. "TO PROVIDE FOR IMMEDIATE 
INCOME WITHHOLDING IN NON-IV-D CHILD SUPPORT CASES, AS REQUIRED BY 
THE FAMILY SUPPORT ACT." Amends GS 110-136.3 to:,(1) make subsection (a) (required 
contents of support orders) effective for all child support orders, civil or criminal, entered or

obligor must notify initiating party if obligor is subject to another withholding for child support; if 
conflict cannot be resolved between obligees, injured party on request must be granted hearing as 
provided in GS 110-136.5(a); conflict between withholding orders to be resolved under GS 
110-136.7. Applicable to-all orders entered on and after Jan. 1, 1994.

H 539. BUSINESS CORP. ACT AMENDMENTS (=S 582). "TO AMEND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT AND TO AMEND GSS. 54-139 RELATING 
TO FOREIGN COOPERATIVE CORPORATIONS AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Makes the following substantive amendments to GS 
Ch. 55: (1) Amends GS 55-1-25(c) to require that the Secy of State retum documents under that 
subsection by personal delivery or first-class mail and that he state the date of his refusal to file. 
(2) Amends GS 55-1-32(a) to limit subsection to "knowing" failures or refusals by the 
corporation to answer interrogatories and to provide that violation is a misdemeanor (deleting 
authorization to Secy of State to suspend articles of incorporation or certificate of authority to do 
business); and amends GS 55-1-32(b) to limit subsection to "knowing" failures or refusals to 
answer. (3) Amends GS 55-1-41(e)(2) to require that notice be mailed by at least first-class mail 
in order for 5-day rule under that provision to be effective. (4) Amends GS 55-4-04 to reduce 
notice for hearing under that section from 20 to 15 days. (5) Amends GS 55-8-50(b) to rewrite 
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definition of "corporation" to make clear that merged corporation had to have had right or duty to 
indemnify officers or directors in order to be included within definition; and to add definition of 
"officer, employee, or agent” so as to include the estate or personal representative of such person. 
(6) Amends GS 55-11-03(g)(2) to require that the shareholder hold the same shares (and not the 
same number of shares) after the effective date of the merger. (7) Adds GS 55-15-08(c) 
permitting a foreign corporation to change its registered office or agent by including in its annual 
report required by GS 55-16-22 the information and any required written consents. (8) Adds new 
GS 55-16-02(h) giving right of inspection, as to records of second corporation, to any shareholder 
of first corporation that has right to appoint majority of directors of second corporation. Amends 
GS 54-139 to provide that foreign cooperatives, whether stock or nonstock, are to transact 
business under GS Ch. 55A, removing reference to GS Ch. 55. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 540. NONPROFIT CORP. ACT FEES (=S 548). "TO PROVIDE FEES TO BE 
CHARGED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE UNDER THE REVISED NONPROFIT 
CORPORATION ACT AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION." Amends the Nonprofit Corporation Act to require the Sec’y of State to adopt a 
fee schedule for document filing, copying, and the receipt of service of process, as contained in a 
bill not yet introduced. (See S 585) Effective Jan. 1, 1994, provided a bill to revise the Nonprofit 
Corporation Act is ratified by the 1993 General Assembly.

H 541. CPA AMENDMENTS. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION TO DELETE THE DOMICILIARY OR RESIDENCY 
AND CITIZENSHIP REQUIREMENTS FOR EXAMINATION AND LICENSURE AS A 
CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANT AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS BY 
DELETING OBSOLETE REFERENCES TO PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS." Amends GS 93-2 
and 93-12 to remove requirements that persons seeking to sit for CPA examination or to qualify 
as CPA be a citizen of US, a resident alien of US, and be a resident of NC for at least four 
months. Repeals GS 93-7, which provided for "public accountant” status for persons practicing 
public accounting in 1925, and amends various sections of GS Ch. 93 to remove references to

AMOUNT OF INTESTATE PERSONAL PROPERTY PASSING TO THE SURVIVING 
SPOUSE, AND TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF THE YEAR’S ALLOWANCE FOR A 
SURVIVING SPOUSE AND CHILDREN." Amends GS 28A-25-1(a) (intestate: decedent dies 
without a will) and 28A-25-1.1(a) (testate: decedent dies leaving a will) to increase from $10,000 
to $20,000 the maximum amount of property collectible by small estate affidavit. Current GS 
29-14(b)(1) provides that share of surviving spouse in personal property is, if intestate is survived 
by one child or by any lineal descendant of only one deceased child, and net personal property 
does not exceed $15,000 (bill changes this amount to $30,000) in value, all of the personal 
property; if net personal property exceeds $15,000 (bill changes this amount to $30,000), the sum 
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of $15,000 (bill changes this amount to $30,000) plus one half of balance of personal property. 
Current GS 29-14(b)(2) provides that share of surviving spouse in personal property is, if intestate 
is survived by two or more children, or by one child and any lineal descendant of one or more 
deceased children, or by lineal descendants of two or more deceased children, and net personal 
property does not exceed $15,000 (bill changes this amount to $30,000) in value, all of the 
personal property; if net personal property exceeds $15,000 (bill changes this amount to $30,000), 
the sum of $15,000 (bill changes this amount to $30,000) plus one third of balance of personal . 
property. Current GS 29-14(b)(3) provides that if intestate is not survived by child, children, or 
any lineal descendant of deceased child or children, but is survived by one or more parents, and 
net personal property does not exceed $25,000 (bill changes this amount to $50,000) in value, all 
of the personal property; if net personal property exceeds $25,000 (bill changes this amount to 
$50,000) value, sum of $25,000 (bill changes this amount to $50,000) plus one half of balance of 
the personal property. Amends GS 30-15 and 30-17 to increase surviving spouse’s allowance 
from $5,000 to $10,000 and surviving children’s allowance from $1,000 to $2,000. Applicable to 
estates of persons dying on or after Oct. 1, 1993.

H 543. TORT CLAIMS INTEREST. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ACCRUAL OF INTEREST 
ON DAMAGES AWARDED UNDER THE STATE TORT CLAIMS ACT AS

to provide that if state agency appeals award in tort claim and the award is affirmed, interest is to 
be paid from the filing date of the initial award until the award is paid. The rate of interest is as 
set by GS 24-1 (now 8%). Effective on ratification and applicable only to awards made on or 
after that date.

Amends GS 31B-3(b) to remove the 
reference to GS 31-42(b), leaving only the reference to GS 31-42(a) to govern the devolution of 
renounced property created by testamentary disposition. Adds new GS 31B-3(c) providing that if 
decedent dies intestate, and renouncer has living issue who would have inherited had renouncer 
died before decedent, then those issue inherit per stirpes. If renouncer has no issue, property is 
distributed as if renouncer had predeceased decedent. Effective as to renunciations made on or 
after Oct. 1, 1993. .

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H 547. SEAFOOD PARK AUTHORITY/FEES. "TO CLARIFY THAT THE NORTH: 
CAROLINA SEAFOOD INDUSTRIAL PARK HAS AUTHORITY TO CHARGE FEES FOR 
ITS SERVICES OR FOR THE USE OF ITS FACILITIES." Amends GS 113-315.29 for purpose 
indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1993.

‘ H 548. SEAFOOD PARK AUTHORITY/NO GUNS. "TO PROHIBIT THE DISCHARGE 
OF FIREARMS ON THE PREMISES OF THE NORTH CAROLINA SEAFOOD 

INDUSTRIAL PARK AUTHORITY." Adds GS 113-315.40 prohibiting discharge of firearms on 
or directed at premises of NC Industrial Park Authority. Makes violation a misdemeanor, 
punishable by $50 fine, 30 days imprisonment, or both.

H 549. WANCHESE SEAFOOD INDUSTRIAL PARK. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
PROVISION OF SEWER AND WATER SERVICES TO TENANTS OF THE WANCHESE 
SEAFOOD INDUSTRIAL PARK AND TO PERSONS NOT LOCATED ON THE PARK _ 
PREMISES." Amends Art. 23C, GS Ch. 113 to allow the NC Seafood Industrial Park Authority 
to provide water and sewer services for tenants and property of the Wanchese Seafood Industrial 
Park and persons and property outside the Park, including any sanitary district or city in Dare 
County. The Authority may adopt mules and ordinances governing the water and sewer systems 
and may fix and enforce rates and charges in accordance with GS 160A-314 as if it were a city. 
Introduced by R. Thompson. 


H 550. MINING ACT IMPROVEMENTS. "TO INCREASE THE EFFECTIVENESS OF 
PUBLIC PARTICIPATION IN AND ENFORCEMENT OF THE MINING ACT OF 1971." 
Amends GS 74-49 to include nonpublic roads and land associated with the mining activity that is 
exposed to accelerated erosion as "affected land" and to add definitions of affiliate, parent, and 
subsidiary consistent with federal regulations. Amends GS 74-50 to provide that notice to 
csadjoining owners must be given by the operator when making new permit applications and 
permit modifications that add owners of lands adjoining the permit boundaries. The notice must 
inform the adjoining owner of the opportunity to submit written comments and/or request a public 
hearing on the application. Requests for hearing must be made within 30 days of issuance of the 
notice. Amends GS 74-51 to provide that public hearing is to be called if Department determines 
there are sufficient relevant public comments, with the hearing to be held within 60 days of the . 
expiration of the 30 day period for requesting a hearing. Also amends GS 74-51 relative to the 
standards for permit denial to add consideration of adverse effects on potable groundwater 
supplies, direct hazards to public health and safety (excluding increased traffic), and the prior 
compliance record (to include final assessment of civil penalties) of parents, subsidiaries, and 
affiliates of the applicant. Further amends GS 74-51 to provide that appeals of permit decisions 
are to be made within 30 days (was 60 days). Amends GS 74-52 to require all applications to 
satisfy Department’s current application requirements. Amends GS 74-54 to provide that the 
applicant has no right or interest in surety bonds being held by the Department and to broaden the 
range of alternative securities that may be accepted by the Department in lieu of a surety bond. 
Amends GS 74-54.1 to provide that all permit application fees are credited to a nonreverting 
Mining Account, which is established as a special trust fund administered by the State Treasurer. 
Amends GS 74-56 to allow site investigations and inspections to determine compliance with the 
Mining Act and mining permits. Amends GS 74-58 to provide for an informal conference if a 
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violation is suspected, the conference to be held not less than 15 days nor more than 30 days after 
the notice of violation. Amends GS 74-61 to allow filing of appeals of civil penalties within 30 
days (was 60 days), to increase maximum permissible daily civil penalty for violations from $100 
to $500, to require referral of unpaid assessments to the Attorney General for collection if not 
paid within 30 days of notice of assessment (or 30 days of final agency decision if contested), 
with the civil action to be brought within three years of the date the final agency decision is filed 
on the violator, and to allow civil penalties for the obstruction of Department representatives 
carrying out the Mining Act. Effective upon ratification and applicable to new applications and 
requests for modifications, and penalties imposed on or after that date.

H 551. SUBSTANCE ABUSE REHAB. "TO INCORPORATE INTO STATUTE POLICIES 
AND PROCEDURES TO INCREASE COMPLIANCE WITH SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
REHABILITATION SANCTIONS AND TO INCREASE PENALTIES FOR WILLFUL 
REFUSAL TO COMPLY." Amends GS 20-17.2 to require the Div’n of Motor Vehicles, when it 
revokes a driver’s license pursuant to a court-ordered condition of probation, to notify the area 
mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse authority of the conviction 
involving impaired driving and forward to the area authority a copy of defendant’s driving record. 

Adds GS 20-17.6 to require the Div’n, upon notification that a person has been convicted 
under GS 20-138.1, 20-138.2, or 20-138.3, to notify the area authority for the county in which the 
conviction occurred; before the Div’n restores a license revoked under these statutes, the Div’n 
must receive a certificate of completion showing that the person has obtained substance abuse 
assessment and treatment. The area authority shall notify the individual of the requirements for 
obtaining a substance abuse assessment and of the licensed facilities that provide assessments; the 
individual shall schedule the assessment within 60 days of the conviction. The assessing agency 
shall test for chemical dependency using a standardized DHR-approved test, shall conduct a 
clinical interview with respect to chemical dependency, and recommend either an alcohol and 
drug education traffic school or, if a substance abuse handicap is identified, a treatment program. 
The assessing agency’s recommendation shall be reviewed and signed by a "Certified 
Alcoholism, Drug Abuse, or Substance Abuse Counselor" defined by DHR or a physician 
certified by the American Society of Addiction and Medicine. Upon completion of assessment 
and treatment, the agency shall give the area authority a certification of completion, to be 
forwarded to DHR for review, and then forwarded to the Div’n of Motor Vehicles. Bill sets fee 
schedule for area authority, assessing agency, treatment facility, and traffic school. The Comm’n 
of MH, DD, and SA Services shall adopt implementing rules, which may allow for assessments 
and treatment from out-of-state agencies. 

Adds GS 20-17.7 to provide that individual’s failure to comply with any requirements of GS 
20-17.6, within six months of notification of requirements by area authority, shall be reported to 
the Div’n. Willful failure to complete assessment or treatment shall result in revocation of 
driver’s license for an indefinite period, to be restored upon satisfactory completion of GS 
20-17.6 requirements. After mandatory period of revocation required by GS 20-19(d) or GS 
20-19(f) has expired, individual may request a hearing before Div’n. Where mandatory. 
revocation is determined by GS 20-19(e) or GS 20-19(i), individual is eligible for hearing after 
three years from date of revocation. Witnesses may be subpoenaed and hearing shall be 
conducted under GS 20-16(d), except that hearing issues are limited to whether individual was 
convicted, failed to obtain assessment or complete treatment, and failure was willful. If these 
conditions are found, then Div’n shall sustain revocation. De novo review in superior court. 
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Repeals GS 20-179(e)(6), 20-179(m), and 20-179(t). Effective December 1, 1993 and applies to 
convictions for offenses involving impaired driving occurring on or after that date.

H 552. PARENT/CHILD HOSP. RESPONSIBILITY (=S 539). "TO CLARIFY THE 
MEDICAID LAW REGARDING THE FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY OF PARENTS FOR 
CHILDREN UNDER TWENTY-ONE IN MEDICAL INSTITUTIONS.” Ientical to S 539, 
introduced 24 March.

H 553. GASTONIA CHARTER AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE 
CITY OF GASTONIA TO PROVIDE FOR TWO-YEAR TERMS FOR COUNCIL MEMBERS 
AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE MAYOR, COUNCIL, AND COUNCIL MEMBERS MAY 
ONLY DIRECT THE ACTIVITIES OF CITY EMPLOYEES THROUGH THE CITY 
MANAGER." As title indicates, providing that the change in terms (from four years to two) is 
not to affect the term of office of any council member elected in 1992.

H 554. DHR SCHOOL EMP. RECORDS. "TO ALLOW FOR CERTAIN CRIMINAL 
RECORD CHECKS OF EMPLOYEES, APPLICANTS FOR EMPLOYMENT, AND 
VOLUNTEERS IN THE SCHOOLS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES." 
Adds new GS 114-19.2(c1) permitting the Dept. of Justice to provide a criminal record check, as 
indicated in title, as long as subject consents. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Luebke. 


H 555. FOOD INSPECTION/PRIVATE CLUBS. "TO PROVIDE THAT PRIVATE CLUBS 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO FOOD INSPECTIONS.” Amends GS 130A-248(a) and 130A-250, as 
title indicates. Appropriates $200,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to assist local health dep’ts in carrying out 
new inspections; each county to receive $2,000. Amendments to GS Ch. 130A effective Jan. 1, 
1994; appropriation effective July 1, 1993. | 

Introduced by Dickson. 


H 556. AMEND BOILER/PRESSURE VESSEL ACT. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND 
OTHER CHANGES TO THE UNIFORM BOILER AND PRESSURE VESSEL ACT." Amends 
GS 95-69.10 to provide that the Uniform Boiler and Pressure Vessel Act does not apply to 
pressure vessels containing water at a temperature not exceeding 110 degrees Fahrenheit or to 
certain coil type hot water supply boilers. Amends GS 95-69.11 to allow the Commissioner of 
Labor to perform requested inspections during construction and repair of boilers and to establish 
and collect fees for such. Amends GS 95-69.16 to delete specific time periods for notification of 
noncompliance and appeals of same and to add authorization of rule making for inspection, 
certificates, and collection of fees. Makes various technical amendments to GS 95-69.9, 
95-69.10, 
Introduced by Bowman. 


H 557. TEACHER ACADEMY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CREATE 
TEACHER ACADEMIES FOR THE TRAINING OF PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS." , 
Appropriates $2 million in each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Public . 
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Education, Dep’t of Public Instruction, to establish and operate teacher academies. Such 
academies to train teachers in successful strategies and processes in improving student 
achievement and in updated curricular content. Directs that academies to consist of four 
one-week sessions at each of 10 sites, with quarterly weekend follow-ups; limits each weekly 
session to 50 teachers. Directs Sup’t of Public Instruction to administer the academies through 
contracts with colleges and universities evenly distributed throughout state. Permits Dep’t of 
Public Instruction to use up to $300,000 of appropriation in each year of biennium for needs 
assessment, developing training modules, identifying and training instructors, and selecting and 
contracting with colleges and universities. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 558. CLARIFY COMM. COLL. STAFF STATUS. "TO CLARIFY THE EMPLOYMENT 
STATUS OF SELECT STAFF IN THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES." 
Amends GS 126-5(c2) (which exempts certain employees from state personnel system and other 
provisions of GS Ch. 126) to add to the exemption employees of the Dep’t of Community 
Colleges whose salaries are fixed by the State Board of Community Colleges pursuant to GS 
115D-3 (President and staff appointed directly by Board).

H 560. PUBLIC HEALTH REMEDIES. "TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES 
PERTAINING TO PUBLIC HEALTH REMEDIES." 

Contested case petition. Adds GS 130A-24(al1) requiring that any person appealing an 
action taken by Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources pursuant to GS Ch. 130A 
or rules of Comm’n for Health Services must file petition for contested case with Office of 
Administrative Hearings not later than 30 days after notice of the action that confers right of 
appeal (unless different time limitation set by federal statute or regulation.) States time limitation 
to.commence once notice given to all aggrieved persons, by personal delivery or mail. 

Swimming pool permit. Amends GS 130A-23(d) to provide that public swimming pool 
operation permit to be immediately suspended if pool fails to maintain minimum water quality or 
safety standards, resulting in an unsafe condition.

H 561. WAGE CLARIFICATIONS. "TO CLARIFY THE MANNER IN WHICH WAGES 
MUST BE PAID TO EMPLOYEES, AND TO CLARIFY EXEMPTIONS UNDER THE WAGE 
AND HOUR ACT." Amends GS 95-25.7 to provide that terminated ernployee to be paid either -- 
through regular pay channels or by mail if requested by employee. Adds GS 95-25.14(a)(1)c. 
providing that an employer or employee exempt from minimum wage, overtime, or child labor 
requirements of federal Fair Labor Standards Act (FLSA), for whom there is no comparable 
exemption under state law, is not exempt under GS 95-25.14(a), with this exception: if FLSA 
exemption provides a method of computing overtime which is alternative to method required by 
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29 USC 207(a), employer and employee subject to that alternative is exempt from GS 95-25.4(a). 
In addition, provides that persons not employed at enterprises described in GS 95-25.14(a)(1) are 
also to be subject to those alternative methods of overtime calculation.

CONVERT SOME ANNUAL LEAVE DAYS LOST DUE TO STAFF DEVELOPMENT AND

school building-level plans may require all instructional personnel to participate in up to ten days 
of staff development and training and to allow up to five days of accumulated annual leave that 
would otherwise be canceled because of attendance at such training to be converted to sick leave.

H 563. PRECINCT BOUNDARY CLEANUP. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES IN 
STATUTES CONCERNING PRECINCT AND TOWNSHIP BOUNDARIES." Amends GS 
163-128(a) to remove provisio on transferring voters between precincts in different townships. 
Amends GS 153A-19(c) to specify that the township boundary reports required by that section are 
to be made by the county manager or, if there is no manager, the chairman of the board of 
comm’rs.

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H 567. LP-GAS FEE/CIVIL PENALTY. "TO PROVIDE FOR ISSUANCE OF 
REPLACEMENT DATA PLATES FOR LP-GAS TANKS AND TO PROVIDE FOR CIVIL 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF LAW REGARDING LP-GAS." Adds new GS 119-55.1 to 
provide that Comm’r of Agriculture may issue replacement data plate for tank built in accordance 
with ASME Code, to avoid condemnation of liquefied petroleum gas tank with rusting or partially 
detached data plate. Requires assessment and collection of $20 fee for each data plate issued; fee 
may be used to defray costs of issuing plate. Amends GS 119-59 to allow Comm’r of Agriculture 
to assess civil penalty against person who violates article or rules, not to exceed $100 for first 
violation, $300 for second violation, or $500 for third or subsequent violation. Before civil 
penalty may be assessed, person must be notified in writing and given 45 days to correct or cease 
alleged violation.

LAW TO AVOID UNLAWFUL DUPLICATION." Identical to S 529, introduced 23 March.

H 570. CLARIFY SANITATION LAWS. "TO CLARIFY THE FOOD AND LODGING 
SANITATION LAW, TO AMEND THE SCOPE OF SANITATION INSPECTIONS OF 
LOCAL CONFINEMENT FACILITIES, AND TO REPEAL THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
PRINCIPALS CONDUCT SANITATION INSPECTIONS.” Repeals GS 130A-237 (requires 
principal of public, private, or religious school to inspect facility each month to monitor 
Sanitation). Amends GS 130A-248(c) to provide if establishment has been leased, permit or 
transitional permit must be issued to lessee and is not transferable; if location of establishment 
changes, new permit must be obtained for establishment. Adds new GS 130A-248(c1) to require 
Comm /’n for Health Services to adopt rules governing sanitation of pushcarts and mobile food 
units. Amends GS 130A-250 to add specific exemptions from part 6 (regulation of food and 
lodging facilities) for condominiums and lodging establishments described in GS 130A-248(a1) 
with four or fewer lodging units. Makes clarifying changes in GS 130A-247 (definitions) and 
130A-249 (inspections; report and grade card). Amends GS 153A-226(b) to require comm’n to 
prepare score sheet to be used by local health dep’ts in inspecting kitchens and other places where 
food is prepared for prisoners (underlined language added) in local confinement facilities. 
Introduced by Joye. 


H 571. MARTIN LOCAL ACT. "CONCERNING MARTIN COUNTY AND THE 
MUNICIPALITIES THEREIN.” Blank bill. 
Introduced by Rogers. 


H 572. FAMILY HEALTH CARE PROGRAM. "TO ENACT THE NORTH CAROLINA 
FAMILY HEALTH CARE ACT, TO INDICATE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY’S INTENT TO 
RAISE REVENUE TO IMPLEMENT THE ACT, TO REQUIRE NONBINDING 
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ARBITRATION OF MEDICAL MALPRACTICE ACTIONS, AND TO MAKE 
CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE GENERAL STATUTES." 

Family Health Care Program. Adds new Art. 64 to GS Ch. 143, establishing NC Family 
Health Care Planning Comm’n. Provides that Comm’n to have 15 members, serving six-year 
terms, appointed as follows: five by Governor, five by General Assembly on recommendation of 
Speaker, and five by General Assembly on recommendation of President pro tem. Directs that 
various appointees represent labor force, licensed physicians and nurses, small and large 
businesses, consumers, hospitals, insurance companies, prepaid health plans, and rural health 
clinics. Provides for initial See of members’ terms. Sets out list of duties and powers of 
Comm'n. 

Adds new Art. 68A to GS Ch. 58, establishing Family Health Care Program (FHCP), under 
administration of Comm’n established above. Establishes general framework of FHCP, as 
follows: The program is to be comprised of two basic plans - accountable health plans, under 
which services are provided through health maintenance or preferred provider organizations, 
independent practice ass’ns, or other approved delivery modes; and the state plan, for persons not 
covered by accountable health plans. The program is to cover all eligible residents of NC, 
defined as persons living in state and having NC driver’s license, or registering to vote in NC, or 
filing NC income tax return, or having NC identification card; persons must have been resident, 
as defined, for at least 30 days. The bill provides how FHCP coverage is to interrelate with other 
coverages, such as Medicare, military coverage, federal employee coverage, and coverage under 
retirement plans. The program will operate under a "global budget," defined as a binding annual 
budget of the aggregate compensation for all health care providers under the program, with the 
initial such budget based on the total spent in NC for health care in the most recent year for which 
data available. The bill sets out the required benefit coverage of the program, which is to include 
certain mental health and dental benefits; and permits co-payment but not deductibles. The 
program is.to be implemented through regional health plan purchasing cooperatives, which will 
certify accountable health plans, pay such plans, monitor performance of accountable health plans 
under the program, and assist residents in choosing a plan. -The bill sets out the procedures and 
conditions for reimbursement to providers, based on the total funds available, and prohibits plans 
from charging more-than they are paid by the program. The bill establishes a Family Health Care 
Trust Fund, in the State Treasurer’s office, made up of taxes enacted to fund program, of federal 
payments, and of other appropriations; limits use of moneys in Fund to paying a program. 
Implementation of the program is to begin no later than July 1, 1996. 

Directs the Planning Comm’n to deliver a detailed report on implementation to the General 
Assembly by the first day of the 1994 session of the General Assembly. 

States the General Assembly’s intention to levy surcharges on wages or, for those not 
employed, on income, effective Jan. 1, 1995, to fund the FHCP. The rate of such surcharges is 
not set out, but it is intended to have lower surcharges for new, small employers, during the first 
five years of business. States the General Assembly’s additional intention to increase other taxes, 
not specified in the bill, with revenues earmarked for deposit in the Trust Fund. | 

Medical Malpractice Arbitration. Adds new Art. 39B to GS Ch. 7A, setting up program of 
voluntary arbitration in cases of alleged medical malpractice, under the supervision of 
Administrative Office of the Courts. Provides that beginning July 1, 1995, all medical 
malpractice claims filed in courts, not subject to written arbitration agreement, are to first be. 
submitted to medical malpractice claims review panels. (Such panels are to have one practicing 
plaintiff’s attorney, one practicing primary care physician, and three citizens.) If the panel 
decides the evidence supports the allegations of malpractice, the matter must be submitted to 
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nonbinding arbitration, by the same or a separate panel. A party may proceed to trial if unwilling 
to accept the panel’s decision; but if a party who does accept the decision then prevails at trial, the 
patty who proceeded to trial must pay the other party’s attorneys’ fees. If the panel decides the 
evidence does not support the allegations of malpractice, the plaintiff may proceed; but if the 
plaintiff does not prevail at trial, plaintiff must pay defendant’s attorneys fees. If the panel 
decides there are material issues of fact, not requiring an expert opinion, the plaintiff may proceed 
without risk of having to pay attomeys’ fees. 

Conforming Changes. Effective July 1, 1993, makes Type I transfer of (1) administration of 
certificate of need requirements and (2) Medical Database Comm’n, from Dep’t of Human 
Resources to NC Family Health Care Planning Comm’n. Directs Dep’t of Insurance to prepare 
and present to General Assembly all necessary conforming changes to GS Ch. 58. Directs Exec. 
Admin’r and Board of Trustees of Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive Major 
Medical Plan to prepare and present to General Assembly all necessary conforming changes to 
GS Ch. 135. Requires such presentations by the time of the convening of the next General 
Assembly after enactment of this act. 

Appropniations. Appropriates $2 million in each year of 1993-95 biennium from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Insurance, for allocation to Family Health Care Planning Comm'n. 

Appropriates unspecified sums in each year of biennium to Administrative Office of the Courts, 
to develop, implement, and administer medical malpractice arbitration program. 

Effective Dates. Makes appropriations effective July 1, 1993, and all other provisions 
effective upon ratification. Conditions effectiveness of Family Health Care Program, however, on 
specific funds being appropriated for implementation, and provides that there are no entitlements 
under Program beyond the amounts appropriated in any year.

Rewrites GS Ch. 115C, Art. 8, Part 3 to expand coverage from textbooks only to textbooks and 
other instructional materials; and defines other instructional materials as including 
activity-oriented programs and electronic-based materials. Makes conforming amendments to 
other sections of GS Ch. 115C. Amends GS 115C-88 to provide that all members of Textbook 
Comm’n to evaluate all textbooks and other materials. (Now, those members representing 
elementary schools evaluate elementary school materials and those representing high schools 
evaluate high school materials.) Amends GS 115C-89 to delete provision directing State Board of 
Education to request sealed bids from publishers of books being considered for selection. 
Appropriates $425,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Public 
Education, Dep’t of Public Instruction, to fund review of technology and activity-based programs 
and other instructional materials. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 574. PTRI FACULTY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PIEDMONT 
TRIAD GRADUATE ENGINEERING PROGRAM FUNDED THROUGH THE PIEDMONT 
TRIAD RESEARCH INSTITUTE." Appropriates $500,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium 
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from General Fund to cited institute to provide one faculty position each at NC State University 
and NC A&T University that must be dedicated to cited program. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Gray. 


H 575. GASTONIA ZONING MAP. "TO ALLOW THE GASTONIA CITY COUNCIL TO 
DELEGATE CERTAIN REZONING AUTHORITY TO THE GASTONIA PLANNING 
~COMMISSION."” Amends Gastonia city charter to permit the city council to delegate limited 
rezoning power to the city’s planning comm’n. Provides that planning comm’n rezoning 
effective only if the vote is by at least three-fourths of members present and not excused from 
voting and no appeal is made from the decision.

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROJECTS OF THE CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE

Amends GS 115C-238.3(c) to 
provide that all staff assigned to the school building shall vote on proposed building-level 
differentiated pay plan and directs local board of education to develop plan for differentiated pay 
for those classes of personnel in central office determined to be participants in the development or 
implementation of local school improvement plans. Makes conforming amendment to GS 
115C-238.2(b). Effective on ratification and applies to all differentiated pay plans in effect after 
July 1, 1994.

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H 583. SCHOOL HEALTH CARE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH 
STANDARDS AND APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PROVISION OF HEALTH CARE 
SERVICES TO CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL HEALTH CARE NEEDS." Adds new GS 
115C-12(21) to require State Board of Education to adopt standards for providing health care 
services in school setting to children with special health care needs, by (1) ensuring safe care is 
provided to these children by assuring registered nurse is available for specified needs, (2) 
requiring local school boards to adopt policies to implement standards and document any required 
training of personnel, and (3) prohibiting local school boards from using state funds for special 
health care services to supplant state, local, or federal funds for school nurses. States that special 
health care services include procedures that are invasive, carry reasonable nsk of harm if not 
performed correctly, may not have predictable outcome, and may require additional action based 
on results of testing or monitoring. Appropriates $4,779,579 for each year of 1993-95 biennium 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education to provide services of registered nurse in each 
local school unit to ensure that special health care needs of children are met. Funds to be 
allocated to local school units on dollar amount basis and may be used to hire personnel or to 
contract for services. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 584. REDEFINE LOCAL JAIL DUTIES (=S 517). "TO IMPLEMENT A STRUCTURED 
SENTENCING PLAN FOR MISDEMEANANTS BY REDEFINING STATE AND COUNTY 
RESPONSIBILITIES FOR THE CONFINEMENT OF MISDEMEANANTS." Identical to S 
517, introduced 22 March.

H 585. HOUSING CODE ENABLING. "TO MAKE STATEWIDE CERTAIN HOUSING 
CODE LEGISLATION THAT NOW APPLIES ONLY TO LARGER JURISDICTIONS." GS 
160A-443(Sa), which now applies only to cities and counties with a population in excess of 
163,000, authorizes local minimum housing standards ordinances to require the demolition or 
repair of dwellings that have at least one year earlier been ordered repaired. This bill repeals the 
clause limiting application of the statute, thus making it applicable statewide to all counties and 
cities. An uncodified amendment to this statute added by SL 1991, Ch. 526, which now applies 
only to cities with a population in excess of 300,000, allows service by publication if the owner 
refuses to accept service by registered or certified mail.

H 388. WILMINGTON LAND USE ORDINANCE. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE

DISTINGUISHED SERVICE CROSS." Adds GS 20-79.4(b)(8a), as title indicates.

S 561. COMMISSION FOR BLIND CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING 
THE COMPOSITION, POWERS, AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSION FOR THE BLIND." 
Amends GS 143B-157, which sets out the powers and duties of the Commmision for the Blind, to 
add responsibility to (1) advise the Dep’t of Human Resources about state performance and 

_ evaluation under the federal rehabilitation program; (2) review and analyze effectiveness of 
Dep’t programs for the blind and vocational rehabilitation services for the blind; (3) submit an 
annual report to the Governor and others; (4) of coordinate with various other councils within the 
State; and (5) of prepare a resource plan for carrying out its responsibilities.

S 562. DOT PROFESSIONAL SERVICES. "TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT OVER 
WHICH THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION IS REQUIRED TO SOLICIT 
PROPOSALS FOR PROFESSIONAL OR SPECIALIZED SERVICES CONTRACTS." Amends 
GS 136-28.1(f) to increase the threshold for professional and specialized service contracts that 
require solicitation of proposals from $10,000 to $25,000.

S 564. AMEND VITAL RECORDS LAW-2. "TO AMEND THE VITAL RECORDS LAW 
TO ENSURE THE INTEGRITY OF ALL VITAL RECORDS." Amends GS 130A-26 by adding 
misdemeanor offense of unlawful manufacture or possession of a Vital Records seal, or a 
reproduction or counterfeit copy of a Vital Records seal. Amends GS 130A-92(a) regarding State 
Registrar’s authority with respect to approval of forms used to file vital records. Amends GS 
130A-93(a) to provide that only the State Registrar, and county officials specifically authorized 
by the State Registrar, shall have access to indices of original vital records. Effective Dec. 1, 
1993)

S 565. RECORDING STUDIO FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A RECORDING 
STUDIO IN THE TOWN OF CHAPEL HILL WHERE BOOKS CAN BE RECORDED FOR 
THE BLIND." Appropriates form the General Fund to the Dep’t of Cultural Resources, Division 
of State Library $100,105 for 1993-94 for installation and operation of recording studio in Chapel 
Hill where senior citizen volunteers can record books for the blind. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Lee and Walker. 


S 566. CONFORM QTIP PROVISIONS. "TO CONFORM NORTH CAROLINA 
INHERITANCE AND GIFT TAX PROVISIONS TO FEDERAL ESTATE AND GIFT TAX 
PROVISIONS REGARDING QUALIFIED TERMINABLE INTEREST PROPERTY." Adds 
new GS 105-3(11) regarding qualified terminable interest property (QTIP) under inheritance tax. 
Defines QTIP as property passing from decedent, in which surviving spouse has a qualifying 
income interest for life (as defined in section 2056(b)(7) of Internal Revenue Code), and as to 
which the personal representative of decedent’s estate makes an election on estate tax return. 
Provides that annuity described in section 2056(b)(7.)(C) of the Code is to be treated as qualifying 
income interest for life for which election has been made by representative. Directs that QTIP to 
be treated as passing to surviving spouse of decedent and to no one else. Adds new GS 105-2(c) 
stating that person with qualifying income interest for life in property, transfer of which was 
exempt under inheritance or gift tax, is owner of property; and that upon that person’s death, 
property deemed transfered to person who will benefit (unless new GS 105-188.2(c) applies). 
Adds new GS 105-188.2, to provisions on gift tax, establishing comparable rules regarding QTIP 
under that tax. Effective as to estates of decedents dying on or after July 1, 1993.

S 567. CARRBORO FARMERS’ MKT. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW FARMERS’ MARKET IN THE TOWN OF CARRBORO." 
Appropriates $236,000 in fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to Carrboro, for purpose indicated in 
title. Effective July 1,1993.

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S 568. NEGLECTED JUVENILE DEFINITION. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING 
THE DEFINITION OF ’NEGLECTED’ JUVENILE." Amends GS 7A-517(21) to add to the 
definition of neglected juvenile the failure to provide necessary remedial care that could result in 
developmental delay, including failure to get eyeglasses, hearing aids, speech therapy, or 
orthopedic braces. Effective Dec. 1, 1993 and applicable to acts or omissions on or after that 
date.

S 569. MED. CARE COMM. AUTHORITY (=H 587). "TO CLARIFY THE 
RULE-MAKING AUTHORITY OF THE MEDICAL CARE COMMISSION FOR NURSING 
HOME REGULATION." Amends GS 131E-116 to define "Commission" as the North Carolina 
Medical Care Commission. Adds GS 131E-131 to Part B of Art. 6, ch. 131E, to provide 
rule-making authority to the comm’n and enforcement authority to the Dep’t of Human Resources 
for implementation of Part B.

S 570. IMPROVE SEDIMENTATION CONTROL. "TO AMEND THE SEDIMENTATION 
POLLUTION CONTROL ACT OF 1973 TO MAKE IT MORE EFFECTIVE." Amends GS 
113A-52 to add definition of affiliate, parent, and subsidiary consistent with federal regulations. 
Amends GS 113A-54(d)(1) to provide that local government ordinances shall meet and may 
exceed the minimum requirements of the Act and rules adopted pursuant to it (similar provision 
previously in GS 113A-60(b)). Amends GS 113A-54.1 and 113A-61(b1) to allow the 
Commission to approve erosion control plans with modifications, to establish expiration dates for 
approved plans, and to allow the Commission and local governments to consider the record of the 
applicant’s parent, subsidiary, or affiliate. Amends GS 113A-54.2(b) to establish a nonreverting 
Sedimentation Account as a special trust fund administered by the State Treasurer and directs 
permit fees to be credited to this account. Amends GS 113A-55 to provide that the Secretary 
shall make final agency decisions on civil penalty contested cases. Amends GS 113A-64(a) to 
provide that interference with officials carrying out the Act is subject to a civil penalty, provide 
that civil penalties may be assessed from the date of receipt of notice of violation, provide for 
referral to the Attorney General for collection any civil penalty not paid within 30 days of receipt 
of notice of assessment or final agency decision if the assessment is contested, provides that civil 
action shall be filed within three years of date final agency decision was served on the violator, 
and deletes provision for one time civil penalty of $1,000 for failure to file an erosion control 
plan. Amends GS 113A-65 to allow injunctive relief to prevent interference with officials 
carrying out the Act. Makes other technical amendments.

S 571. DAM SAFETY LAW IMPROVEMENTS (=H 483). "TO AMEND THE DAM 
SAFETY LAW OF 1967 TO MAKE IT MORE EFFECTIVE." Identical to H 483, introduced 24 
March.

S 572. WASTE REDUCTION/STATE REPORTS. "TO PROMOTE MARKETS FOR 
RECYCLABLES AND TO PROMOTE WASTE REDUCTION BY THE STATE BY 
REQUIRING REPORTS PUBLISHED BY THE STATE TO MEET CERTAIN STANDARDS 
AS TO COMPOSITION, BY LIMITING THE DISTRIBUTION OF STATE REPORTS, AND 
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BY ENCOURAGING COMMUNITY COLLEGES AND NONPROFIT CORPORATIONS 
THAT RECEIVE STATE FUNDS TO PREPARE REPORTS ACCORDING TO THESE 
STANDARDS." Amends GS 130A-309.14 to require each State agency, including the General 
Assembly, the General Court of Justice, and The University of North Carolina, to the extent 
practicable, (1) to prepare any written report on recycled paper capable of being further recycled; 
(2) to make the other constituent elements of the report from recycled products that are capable of 
being recycled or reused; and (3) to print the report on both sides of the paper. Community 
colleges, as defined in GS 115D-2(2), and any nonprofit corporation receiving State funds, are 
encouraged to comply with the foregoing recycle requirements. Requires State agencies, in lieu 
of mass distribution of written reports, to (1) notify persons to whom the agency is required to 
report and other appropriate persons that a report has been published, its subject and title, and the 
locations and State libraries where it is available (this satisfies laws requiring State agencies to 
report to an entity); (2) deliver any report to only those State libraries likely to receive requests for 
a particular report; and (3) distribute a report to only those who request the report. Amends GS 
143-169 to require that every publication published at State expense shall be prepared in 
accordance with the recycle and reuse requirements in GS 130A-309.14. Effective January 1, 
1994.

Amends GS 58-35-80(b) to provide 
that if a refund credit on an insurance premium financing agreement is less than $3, no refund 
need be made unless it is requested within 90 days after the due date (now, no refund need be 
made at all, if the amount is less than $1.) Amends GS 58-35-85(2) to provide that if the amount 
of a refund credit for anticipation of payment is less than $5, no refund need be made. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993.

S 575. REST HOMES PAY FINES. "TO REQUIRE THE PAYMENT OF OUTSTANDING 
FINES AS A CONDITION OF LICENSE RENEWAL FOR DOMICILIARY CARE 
FACILITIES AND NURSING FACILITIES.” Amends GS 131E-102(c) to prohibit nursing 
home license from being renewed if outstanding fees and penalties imposed by State against 
home have not been paid; fines and penalties being appealed are exempt. Amends GS 131D-2(b) 
to add similar provision for annual renewal of license for domiciliary homes and to require that 
license renewal application must contain all necessary information that Dep’t of Human 
Resources may require by rule. Applicable to renewals on or after Oct. 1, 1993.

S 577. NO STATE ACTIVITY BUS INSPECTION. "TO DELETE THE REQUIREMENT 
THAT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION INSPECT ACTIVITY BUSES OWNED BY 
LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS." Deletes provision in GS 115C-47(24) 
directing the State Board of Education to inspect activity buses and recommend replacements to 
the local school units.

S 578. SCHOOL BUS SPEED TO 45 MPH. "TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM SPEED FOR 
SCHOOL BUSES TO FORTY-FIVE MILES PER HOUR." Amends GS 20-218 (b) to increase 
the maximum basic speed limit for school buses from 35 to 45 mph and to delete paragraphs (2) 
and (3) of the cited subsection, which contain current exceptions permitting speeds of 45 mph in 
specific circumstances.

S 579. WORKERS COMP. SOLVENCY. "TO IMPROVE THE FINANCIAL 
MONITORING AND REGULATION OF EMPLOYERS THAT SELF-INSURE THEIR 
WORKERS’ COMPENSATION LIABILITIES." Adds GS 97-93(d) subjecting groups of 
employers who collectively self-insure their workers’ compensation liability to GS 58-3-80, to 25 
specified sections of Art. 7 of GS Ch. 58, and to Arts. 13, 19, and 34 of GS Ch. 97. Adds new GS 
97-93.1 requiring such groups of employers to place security deposit or surety bond with Comm’r 
of Insurance, in amount of 10 percent of the group’s total annual premium, but not less than 
$600,000, with the amount updated annually. The deposit or bond must be placed by June 30, 
1994. Also requires each group to maintain specific excess insurance with a limit of at least $5 
million; and permits the Comm’r to require higher limits from groups with high risks. Effective 
July 1, 1993.

S 580. INSURANCE REGULATORY CHANGE. "TO ESTABLISH THE PERCENTAGE 
RATE FOR THE INSURANCE REGULATORY CHARGE FOR TAXABLE YEAR 1993 AND 
TO MAKE CORRESPONDING AMENDMENTS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 
AND CONSUMER PROTECTION FUNDS." Provides that percentage rate to be used in 
calculating insurance regulatory charge under GS 58-6-25 is 7.75%, effective for tax years 
beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. Amends GS 58-2-215(c) to provide that moneys from fund 
created in GS 58-6-25 (now, moneys appropriated by General Assembly) are to be deposited in 
Consumer Protection Fund and to become part of continuation budget of Dep’t of Insurance. If 
amount in Consumer Protection Fund exceeds $1 million at end of fiscal year, excess to. revert to 
fund created in GS 58-6-25 (now, excess reverts to General Fund). Amends GS 58-6-25(b) to” - 
delete provision that amount of reserve may not exceed one third of estimated costs of operating 
dep’t for each upcoming fiscal year. Amends GS 58-6-25(c) to provide that GS 105-266 (refunds 
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of overpayment of taxes) does not apply to-overpayments made under section or under GS 
105-228.5 (taxes measured by gross premiums) when installment payments are made. 
Introduced by Seymour. 


S 581. HOME-BASED INSTRUCTION/FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE HOSPITAL- AND 
HOME-BASED INSTRUCTIONAL SERVICES TO CHILDREN OTHER THAN CHILDREN 
WITH SPECIAL NEEDS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THAT PURPOSE." Adds 
GS 115C-47(36) directing each school administrative unit to provide hospital- and home-based 
instruction to students (other than those with special needs) who because of illness or accident 
require extended recuperation at home or an extended stay in a hospital. Appropriates $1,549,969 
in fiscal 1993-94 and $1,579,219 in fiscal 1994-95 from General Fund to Dep’t of Public 
Education, to be used to reimburse local school units‘for such expenditures. Effective July 1, 
1993.

S 582. BUSINESS CORP. ACT AMENDMENTS (=H 539). "TO AMEND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT AND TO AMEND GS. 54-139 RELATING 
TO FOREIGN COOPERATIVE CORPORATIONS AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION.” Identical to H 539, introduced 25 March. 
Introduced by Hartsell. 


S 583. DENTAL LABS/DENTAL TECHNICIANS. "TO ASSURE STANDARD 
INFECTION CONTROL PROCEDURES REGARDING THE INFECTIOUS DISEASES THAT 
CAN BE TRANSMITTED THROUGH THE FABRICATION OF DENTAL PROSTHETIC 
APPLIANCES BY REQUIRING THE LICENSURE OF COMMERCIAL DENTAL 
LABORATORIES AND THE REGISTRATION OF DENTAL LABORATORY 
TECHNICIANS.” Adds new Art. 16A to GS Ch. 90 to establish Board of Dental Laboratories 
and Dental Laboratory Technicians, whose purpose is to assure use of standard infection control 
procedures in commercial dental laboratories by registering dental laboratory technicians (defined 
in bill;.all technicians must be registered by Jan. 1, 1995), establishing or approving process of 
certifying dental laboratory technicians, and licensing qualified commercial dental laboratories 
(defined in bill) operating, doing business, or intending to operate or do business in NC (all 
laboratories to be licensed by July 1, 1994). Board to consist of five members appointed by 
Governor, three members to be registered certified dental laboratory technicians and two 
members to be public representatives. Appointments to be made by Governor by March 1, 1994, 
with staggered terms as specified in bill. Schedule of application fees to not exceed following 
rates: (1) original license or for reciprocity of license for dental laboratory, $150; (2) renewal of 
license for dental laboratory, $100; and (3) registration as dental laboratory technician, $25, and 
renewal of registration, $20. Sets out eligibility requirements for licensing commercial dental 
laboratory, annual renewal, and reciprocity for out-of-state laboratories. Sets out qualifications 
for certification as dental laboratory technician; provides that on Jan. 1, 1994, any dental 
laboratory technician who is currently certified by Nat’] Board for Certification in Dental 
Laboratory Technology, Inc., must be certified under provisions of article. Exempts from 
licensure dental laboratories of armed services, gov’ ts, and dental practice laboratories (defined in 
bill). Students of schools of dentistry and dental laboratory technology and employees of dental 
practice laboratories are exempt from registration under article. Amends GS 90-29.2 to provide 
that licensed dentist engages in unethical conduct if dentist knowingly prescribes, orders, or 
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receives prosthetic denture, bridge, orthodontic appliance, or other tooth replacement from 
unlicensed commercial dental laboratory. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 
Introduced by Sands. 


S 584. NONPROFIT CORP. ACT FEES (=H 540). "TO PROVIDE FEES TO BE 
CHARGED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE UNDER THE REVISED NONPROFIT 
CORPORATION ACT AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION." Identical to H 540, introduced 25 March.

S 585. NONPROFIT CORPORATION ACT. "TO REWRITE CHAPTER 55A OF THE

H 597. CARRBORO FARMERS’ MARKET FUNDS (=S 567). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW FARMERS’ MARKET IN THE TOWN OF 
CARRBORO." Identical to S 567, introduced 25 March. 

Introduced by Hackney and Barnes. 


H 598. UNC HEALTH CARE DEBT COLLECTION, "RELATING TO THE 
COLLECTION OF HEALTH CARE DEBTS OWED CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OR 
AGENCIES OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA.". Adds new GS 116-37A 
through -37E to provide UNC with cause of action against patient, former patient, or person 
legally responsible for paying charges (hereafter, patient) immediately on fixing amount of patient 
or former patient’s bill with any constituent institution or agency of UNC. Lawsuit, including any 
small claim action, may be brought in Wake County or court of county in which UNC constituent 
institution or agency is located or where defendant resides. Provides that verified and itemized 
statement of account by chief financial officer of UNC constituent institution or agency as 
specified in bill constitutes prima facie case. Provides that judgment obtained in lawsuit is never 
barred by statute of limitations and, to extent unpaid, continues in force; exempts judgment 
debtor’s primary residence from execution as specified in bill. Provides in event of patient’s 
death, unpaid charges constitute lien on decedent’s real and personal property and is payable from 
decedent’s estate as fourth-class claim, after payment of taxes to state or its subdivisions. Also 
creates general lien for unpaid balance on real and personal property of patient; sets out notice 
and priority issues involving lien. Applicable to charges incurred on or after ratification. 
Introduced (by request) by Hackney. 
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H 599. WAGE & HOUR NOTICE. "TO AMEND THE REQUIREMENT OF NOTICE TO 
EMPLOYEES ABOUT WAGE AND HOUR TERMS OF EMPLOYMENT." Rewrites GS 
95-25.13 to require that the employer provide the information required under that section to 
employees through written statements, dated and signed by both employer and employee. 
Provides that no change in terms covered may be effective until 7 days after the date the statement 
giving notice. of the changes is signed. Requires employers to keep a written record of the terms 
covered by the notices and to make an individual’s records available within one day of a request 
by such individual. Effective March 31, 1994.

H 602. TRAUMA SYSTEM ACT OF 1993. "TO ESTABLISH THE TRAUMA SYSTEM 
ACT OF 1993." Amends GS Ch. 131E by adding art. 7A to require the Dep’t of Human 
Resources to establish and maintain a program for the development of a statewide trauma system 
that will consolidate all State functions relating to trauma systems, both regulatory and 
developmental. The NC Medical Care Commission shall adopt implementing rules with the 
advice of the State Emergency Medical Services Advisory Council, which shall include the 
operation of a statewide trauma registry, statewide educational requirements, and monitoring and 
evaluating guidelines. Office of Emergency Medical Services shall monitor system development, 
ensure compliance with mules, and oversee system effectiveness.

Appropriates from the 
General Fund $1,100,000 for 1993-94 for construction of a general classroom building at 
Haywood Community College and $227,500 in 1993-94 to equip same. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Beall and Ramsey. 


H 604. MAINTAIN ROAD SERVICE DISTRICTS. "TO AMEND THE COUNTY 
SERVICE DISTRICTS LAW TO INCLUDE THE MAINTENANCE OF SUBSTANDARD 
PLATTED ROADS WITHIN THE PURPOSES FOR WHICH A DISTRICT MAY BE 
ESTABLISHED WITHIN COUNTIES SUBJECT TO THE RIDGE LAW." Adds new GS 
153A-301(d) and (e) to allow county comm’rs, in county that contains protected mountain ridge 
as defined by GS 113A-206(6), to define any number of service districts to finance, provide, or 
maintain for the districts those roads shown on plat of subdivision or development where plat had 
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been recorded in county’s office of register of deeds, which platted roads are not maintained by 
Dep’t of Transportation, were platted of record and offered for dedication before Oct. 1, 1975, 
and have not been designated private roads under GS 136-102.6. 

Introduced (by request) by Beall and Ramsey. 


H 605. HAYWOOD ROAD ASSESSMENTS. "TO ALLOW HAYWOOD COUNTY TO 
MAKE ASSESSMENTS FOR IMPROVEMENTS ON CERTAIN ROADS IN 
UNINCORPORATED AREAS WHICH ARE NOT ELIGIBLE FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
STATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM." Permits Haywood County to finance the cost of improvements 
to subdivision and residential streets, outside of cities, and to recoup the cost by levying special 
assessments against the benefited property. Limits bill to roads offered for dedication before Oct. 
1, 1975, and which are not eligible for inclusion in state highway system. Requires petition for 
each project from at least 51% of owners of property to be assessed, owning at least 51% of 
frontage. Sets out possible bases of assessment. Directs county to provide for performance of 
work and furnishing of materials by contracting with homeowners ass’ns. 

Introduced (by request) by Beall and Ramsey. | 


H 606. REINSURER ACCREDITATION FEE. "TO ESTABLISH A FEE FOR THE 
ACCREDITATION AND RENEWAL OF ACCREDITATION OF REINSURANCE 
COMPANIES." Adds new GS 58-7-22, levying a fee of $250 for applying for accredited 
reinsurer status and a fee of $500 annually for renewal. 

Introduced by B. Miller. 


H 607. INSURANCE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS (=S 586). "TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
AMENDMENTS, CLARIFICATIONS, AND CORRECTIONS IN VARIOUS 
INSURANCE AND INSURANCE-RELATED LAWS." Identical to S 586, introduced 29 
March. . 

Introduced by B. Miller. 


H 608. WORKERS COMP. SOLVENCY (=S 579). "TO IMPROVE THE FINANCIAL 
MONITORING AND REGULATION OF EMPLOYERS THAT SELF-INSURE THEIR 
WORKERS’ COMPENSATION LIABILITIES." Identical to S 579, introduced 25 March. 
Introduced by B. Miller. 


H 609. INSURANCE SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES (=S 603). "TO MAKE SUBSTANTIVE 
CHANGES IN VARIOUS INSURANCE AND INSURANCE-RELATED LAWS." Amends GS 
58-3-100 to allow the Commissioner of Insurance to revoke, suspend; or refuse to renew a license 
of any insurer if the insurer fails to acknowledge a claim within 30 days after réceiving notice of 
the claim (currently 60 days); any suspension, revocation or refusal to renew an insurer’s license 
under GS 58-3-100 may also apply to the license or registration of any natural person regulated 
under GS Ch. 58 who is a party to any of the causes for licensing sanctions listed in subdivision 
(a) of this section. Defines "insurer" to include entities regulated under Arts. 65 and 67 of GS Ch. 
58. Amends GS 58-33-30(d) to change the term "life, accident, and health agents’ to "life and 
health agents," and the term "fire and casualty" to "property and liability." Requires life and 
health agents, and property and liability agents, to successfully complete 40 hours of education 
and training under the requirements of that section. Amends-GS 58-33-35 so that applicants for a 
license covering the same kind or kinds of insurance for which the applicant was licensed in this 
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State within the last two years are is no longer exempt from the written examination requirement: 
applicants designated Chartered Life Underwriter, Chartered Financial Consultant, Life 
Underwriter Training Council Fellow, or Fellow of Life Management Institute, are no longer 
exempt from the examination for licenses for accident accident and health insurance. 

Repeals GS 58-33-130(k). Amends GS 58-42-55 to state that Art. 42 expires on July 1, 1995. 
Repeals GS 58-36-35, 58-37-65(b)-(d) and (f), 58-45-50, 58-46-30, 58-48-40(7) and 42, 
58-62-51(b) and 92. Amends GS 58-37-65(e) to make conforming changes. 

Amends GS 58-33-25(m) to delete the provision that an agent’s license automatically 
terminates after a period of one year during which no appointment of such agent was in effect. 
Adds professional liability policies to GS 58-40-140, which regulates policies providing an 
extended reporting period for claims arising during the expiring policy period, and sets forth 
conditions for obtaining an extended reporting period of unlimited duration. Changes the filing 
time for nonfleet private passenger motor vehicle insurance rate filings, set forth in GS 
58-36-15(d), from July to February 1 of each year, and allows the Bureau, with respect to the rate 
filing made on February 1, 1994, to file an additional factor for an additional rate increase or 
decrease in order to compensate for the changing of the filing rate from July | to February 1. 
Amends GS 58-36-20(a) to provide that any order of disapproval under this section with respect 
to worker’s compensation insurance and employers’ liability insurance shall be entered within 
150 days (currently 120) of the date the filing is received by the. comm’r. 

Adds GS 58-31-12 to Art. 31 of GS Ch. 58, which allows the Comm’r, with the approval of 
the Council of State, to adopt insurance forms for coverages provided by the State Property Fire 
Insurance Fund under Art. 31. Adds GS 58-31-13 to GS Ch. 58, Art. 31, which provides that if 
the Comm’r determines that an undue hazard to life, safety, or property exists because of a 
condition or use of a State building, the Comm’r shall advise the proper agency how to limit or 
prohibit use of the building until the hazard is abated. 

Amends GS 58-51-80(b) to set requirements for group policies delivered or issued to an 
association or trust or to the trustees of a fund established, created, or maintained for the benefit 
of members of one or more associations. The associations must have a minimum of 500 persons, ° 
have been organized for purposes other than obtaining insurance, and have a constitution and 
bylaws with specified provisions regarding meetings, dues, and voting. Adds GS 58-63-65 
authorizing the Comm’r to adopt rules implementing Art. 63, including rules defining the unfair 
methods of competition or unfair or deceptive acts or practices in the business of insurance, in 
‘addition to those defined in GS 58-63-15 and determined under GS 58-63-40. 

Amends GS 58-71-80(a) to make technical change and add to the grounds for denial, 
suspension, revocation, or refusal to renew any license issued under Art. 71 the act of entering 
into any business association or agreement with any person who is at that time found by the 
Comm’r to have been in any manner disqualified under the bail bond laws of this State. Adds 
GS 58-71-81, which provides that the filing of bankruptcy by, or appointment of receivership for, 
any bondsman licensed under Art. 71 or any bail bond business in which the bondsman holds a 
position of management or ownership, requires the bondsman to notify the Comm’ of the filing 
within three business days after the filing. Failure to timely notify shall result in suspension of 
license. Amends GS 58-71-95 to extend the prohibition against a bail bondsman or runner from 
accepting anything of value from a principal (except premiums or collateral) to include the 
accepting of anything of value from anyone on behalf of a principal. 

Amends GS 20-310(f) to eliminate the requirement that notice of cancellation of an 
automobile insurance policy contain the statement that the insured has the night to request a. 
hearing before the Comm’r; retains requirement of notice of insured’s right to review. Amends 
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GS 20-310(i) to eliminate the insured’s and insurer’s right to request a hearing when an insurer 
requests review of an insurer’s reasons for cancellation or refusal to renew a policy, which request 
requires the Comm’r to either approve or or disapprove of the cancellation or nonrenewal. 
‘Changes from $300 to $1,000 the maximum fine Comm’r may order for willful violations of this 
section. Makes further technical changes. 

Introduced (by request) by B. Miller. 


H 610. SMALL EMPLOYER HEALTH INSURANCE (=S 602). "TO PROVIDE GROUP 
HEALTH INSURANCE TO BUSINESSES COMPRISING MORE THAN TWENTY-FIVE 
EMPLOYEES; TO MAKE IMPROVEMENTS IN THE NORTH CAROLINA SMALL 
EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH COVERAGE REFORM ACT; AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
UNIFORM CLAIM FORMS FOR HEALTH BENEFIT PLANS.” Amends GS 58-50-110(22), 
the definitions section for the NC Small Employer Group Health Coverage Reform Act, to 
redefine "small employer" from a person with from three to 25 employees, to a person with from 
two to 49 employees. Amends GS 58-51-80(b), 58-65-60(e), and 58-67-85(b) to provide that in 
determining whether a preexisting condition provision applies to an eligible employee or 
dependent, health benefit payors must credit the time person was covered by previous payor if 
previous coverage was continuous to date not more than 30 days before new coverage becomes 
effective, exclusive of waiting periods. Amends GS 58-50-125(d) to prohibit carner from 
offering coverage to less than all employees of small employer (except late enrollees), and from 
modifying health benefit plan with respect to employer, employee, or dependent, to restrict or 
exclude coverage of certain diseases or conditions. Amends GS 58-50-130(a) to provide that if 
there is a period of exclusion for late enrollees, once the period is over, the late enrollee shall be 
enrolled. Adds new GS 58-3-170, directing that all claims submitted by health care providers, 
after Jan. 1, 1994, shall be on uniform forms; and repeals GS 58-50-10. Provisions redefining 
small employer and dealing with preexisting conditions, and repealing GS 58-50-10, effective 
Jan. 1, 1994.

GOVERNING HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS." Makes numerous 
amendments to GS Ch. 58, Art. 67, as follows: (1) Amends GS 58-67-10 to exempt from HMO 
regulation single service HMOs (as defined in act) that solely contract with and offer services to 
licensed NC HMOs.

(3) Adds new GS 58-67-21 setting out licensing period for 
HMOs and timetables for renewal process. (4) Amends GS 58-67-50(b) permitting master group 
contract to provide for readjustment of rate of premium and conditions under which this may be 
done. (5) Amends GS 58-67-50(a) to require inclusion in evidence of coverage various time 
limits for payment of premiums, payments of claims, and actions to recover. (6) Adds riew 
provisions enforcing and administering law, including: (a) making false statements on documents 
required by Art. is perjury under GS 14-209, with possibility of $2,000 to $10,000 fine against 
entity on whose behalf statement made; (b) authorizing investigations and reporting requirements 
by Comm’r; and (c) adding an Examination Law, requiring periodic examinations of licensed 
HMOs by Comm’r. (7) Amends GS 58-67-85 requiring HMOs to issue master group contracts 
(rather than making it discretionary); and adds GS 58-67-85(g) setting out required contents of 
such contracts. (8) Amends various sections to modify and specify enrollment rights of 
employees of employer groups under master group contracts; adds GS 58-67-86 providing for 
conversion coverage for group enrollees who terminate coverage and move outside service area. 
(9) Adds new sections regulating HMO contracts with providers and intermediary provider 
organizations, requiring HMOs to establish arrangements for provider availability and 
accessibility, and requiring HMOs to establish enrollee complaint and grievance procedures. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 647. MOLD LIEN & MOLD RETENTION ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR LIEN RIGHTS 
FOR PERSONS WHO FABRICATE PRODUCTS FROM DIES, MOLDS, FORMS, OR 
PATTERNS, AND TO LIMIT MOLDERS’ OBLIGATIONS TO RETAIN DIES, MOLDS, 
FORMS, OR PATTERNS." Adds new GS 44A-2(g) to provide that person who fabricates, casts, 
or otherwise makes die, mold, form, or pattern (hereafter, die), or who uses die to manufacture, 
assemble, or otherwise make product under contract with owner of die, has lien on die; amount of 
lien is for entire unpaid contracted charges due from owner for all products made with die and for 
making die. Lien has priority over any security interest in die that is perfected when person 
acquires lien. Adds new GS 66-67.3 to provide that in absence of contrary agreement, customer 
(defined in bill) is to have all rights, title, and interest to die in possession of molder (defined in 
bill). Unless otherwise agreed in writing, if customer does not claim possession from molder of 
die "within three years following the last prior use" (phrase defined in bill), all rights, title, and 
interest to die may be transferred by operation of law to molder for destruction or otherwise 
disposing of dies consistent with section. Sets out notice requirements to customer.

H 648. MOTORBOAT LICENSES. "TO REQUIRE THE OPERATOR OF A MOTORBOAT 
TO OBTAIN AND POSSESS A MOTORBOAT OPERATOR’S LICENSE." Adds GS 75A-9.2 
to require an operator’s license, to operate a motorboat upon the waters of this State. Licensee 
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must be at least 14 years old and must pass written examination on boating safety prepared by 
Wildlife Resources Comm ’n or basic boating course given by Comm'n, US Coast Guard 
Auxiliary, or US Power Squadron. One-time license fee of $10. Exempts (1) persons holding 
valid Coast Guard license; (2) persons engaged in commercial fishing and registered with Dep’t 
of Env., Health, & Nat. Resources; (3) Federal, State, local gov’t, and rescue personnel engaged 
in official duties; (4) nonresidents; and (5) persons acting under emergency conditions. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1994.

H 649. THOMASVILLE OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF - 
THOMASVILLE TO LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT 
TAX." Authorizes Thomasville to levy room occupancy tax of at least 3% and not more than 6% 
of gross receipts derived from rental of room, lodging, etc. furnished by hotel, motel, etc. 
Exempts accommodations fumished by nonprofit charitable, educational, or religious 
organizations. City to remit net proceeds (defined in bill) to Thomasville Tourism Comm’n, 
which may spend funds only to promote travel and tourism activities, including administrative 
expenses related to tourism promotion, advertising, etc. Comm/’n may not spend funds for 
construction, improvement, or maintenance of real property or for any other capital project except 
for local visitors’ center.

H 650. ASBESTOS PROGRAM PENALTIES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE IMPOSITION OF 
ADMINISTRATIVE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF ASBESTOS HAZARD 
MANAGEMENT; TO TRANSFER ASBESTOS RULE-MAKING AUTHORITY TO THE 
COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES; AND TO CREATE CRIMINAL PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLATIONS OF THE FEDERAL EMISSION STANDARDS FOR HAZARDOUS AIR 
POLLUTANTS.” Adds GS 130A-22(b1) authorizing Sec’y of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources to impose administrative penalties, up to $10,000 per day, on persons violating 
Asbestos Hazard Management law (GS Ch. 130A, Art. 19). Sets out factors to be considered by 
Sec’y in determining amount of penalty. Amends GS 130A-451 and 143-215.106 to transfer to 
Comm ’n for Health Services rule-making power over emission standards for hazardous air 
pollutants that pertain to demolitions and renovations. 

Amends GS 130A-26.1 (which now defines criminal violations of solid waste management 
laws, GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9), as follows: (1) Adds to list of behavior, in subsection (d), that causes 
actions to not be knowing or willful, "occasional, inadvertent, short-term violations of permit 
limitations causing no significant harm to the environment or risk to the public health, safety, or 
welfare." (2) Adds subsection (e1), making negligent violation of GS Ch. 130A, Art. 19, or rules 
Or permits issued thereunder, a misdemeanor; violation to be punishable by fine not to exceed 
$15,000 per day, with maximum of $200,000 for 30-day period, by 6-months imprisonment, or 
both. (3) Adds to list of Class J felonies, in subsection (g), knowing or willful violation of Art. 19 
or rules or permits issued thereunder. (4) Adds knowing violation of Art. 19, or rules or permits, 
when violator knows he thereby places another in imminent danger of death or bodily injury, to 
list of Class H felonies under subsection (i). (5) Adds new subsection (k) making it misdemeanor 
to knowingly make false statement, etc. in application, record, or other document required by Art. 
19 or rule, or to falsify, tamper with, or knowingly render inaccurate recording or monitoring 
device required by Art. 19 or rule; punishable by fine up to $10,000, 6-months imprisonment, or 
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both.

H 651. LIBRARY CONSTRUCTION GRANT FUNDS (=S 596). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES TO PROVIDE GRANTS TO; 
PUBLIC LIBRARIES FOR CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATION.” Appropriates $1 million 
for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund as title indicates. Séc’y of Cultural 
Resources must administer grant program and may adopt rules to implement act. Grant to be 
available only to public library that is member of library system that qualifies for Aid to Public 
Libraries Fund under GS 125-7. Maximum of one grant per public library system per year, and 
grant may not exceed $100,000; each grant contingent on local dollar-for-dollar match. Effective 
July 1, 1993.

H 652. NATIONAL GUARD DISASTER TRAINING. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
GOVERNOR MAY USE, WITH THE APPROVAL OF THE COUNCIL OF STATE, 
CONTINGENCY AND EMERGENCY FUNDS FOR NATIONAL GUARD TRAINING IN 
PREPARATION FOR DISASTERS." Amends GS 166A-6 as title indicates.

H 653. SCHOOL BUS SPEED TO 45 MPH-2. "TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM SPEED 
FOR SCHOOL BUSES TO FORTY-FIVE MILES PER HOUR." Substantively identical to S 
578, introduced 25 March.

H 654. EXPAND JOBS TAX CREDIT. "TO EXPAND THE NUMBER OF COUNTIES IN 
WHICH THE TAX CREDIT FOR CREATING JOBS IS AVAILABLE." Amends GS 
105-130.40(c) (Corporation income tax) and GS 105-151.17c (individual income tax) to provide 
that a county is considered severely distressed for purposes of the tax credits under these sections 
if the county’s distress factor (based on rate of unemployment, per capita income, and percentage 
growth in population) ranks among the 50 highest (now, thirty-three) in the State. Effective for 
tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. |

H 655. AGRICULTURE MEDICAL WASTE FUNDS (=S 530). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FOR MEDICAL WASTE

H 656. PSEUDORABIES CONTROL FUNDS (=S 521). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FOR THE EXPANSION OF THE 
PSEUDORABIES CONTROL PROGRAM." Identical to S 521, introduced 22 March. 
Introduced by Bowen. 


H 657. OAH MEDIATION PROGRAM. "TO AUTHORIZE A MEDIATION PROGRAM 
FOR THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS." Adds new GS 150B-23.1 to allow 
administrative law judge to order mediated settlement conference for all or part of contested case 
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to which judge is assigned. All aspects of conference must be conducted in so far as possible in 
accordance with rules adopted by NC Supreme Court for court-ordered mediation pilot program 
under GS 7A-38. Parties have right to stipulate to mediator; if they fail to agree within time set 
by judge, judge must appoint mediator. Judge may impose sanction under GS 150B-33(b)(8) or 
(10) if party or party’s attomey fails to attend conference. Costs of conference to be paid one 
share by petitioner, one share by respondent, and equal share by any intervenor, unless otherwise 
apportioned by judge. Provides that all conduct or communications made during conference are 
presumed to made in compromise negotiations and are governed by Rule 408 of NC Rules of 
Evidence. Mediation program to be evaluated under direction of Att’y General, who must file 
written report on evaluation of program on or before May 1, 1995 with Speaker, President pro 
Tem., and Legislative Services Comm’n. Applicable to contested cases pending on or begun after 
Oct. 1,1993; act expires June 30, 1995.

H 658. INDUSTRIAL COMM’N MEDIATION PROGRAM. "TO AUTHORIZE A 
MEDIATION PROGRAM FOR THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION." Amends GS 97-80(a) 
and 143-296 to provide that cited Comm’n may order parties to participate in mediation, under 
rules substantially similar to those approved by NC Supreme Court for superior court division, 
and to apportion costs among the parties. Mediation program to be evaluated under direction of 
Att’y General who must file written report with Speaker, President pro tem., and Legislative 
Services Comm’n on or before May 1, 1995. Applicable to claims pending on or filed after Oct. 
1, 1993; act expires June 30, 1995.

H 659. WAGE & HOUR/CIVIL PENALTIES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSIONER 
OF LABOR TO FILE AS JUDGMENTS FINAL ORDERS ASSESSING CIVIL MONEY 
PENALTIES UNDER THE WAGE AND HOUR ACT." Adds new GS 95-25.23B to allow 
Comm’r of Labor to file in office of clerk of superior court of any county a certified copy of an 
assessment, either unappealed from or affirmed in whole or in part on appeal, of civil money 
penalty under GS 95-25.23 or GS 95-25.23A (bill makes conforming changes to these statutes). 
Clerk must then enter judgment in accordance with these statutes. and notify parties. Judgment to 
have same effect as though judgment had been rendered in lawsuit heard and determined in 
superior court.

H 660. A&T AGRIC. RESEARCH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR NORTH 
CAROLINA AGRICULTURAL AND TECHNICAL STATE UNIVERSITY FOR 
CONTINUED AGRICULTURE PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT." Appropriates following 
amounts from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for cited university: (1) for 1993-94, 
$2.4 million for agricultural research development; (2) for 1993-94, $2.2 million for agricultural 
extension development; (3) for 1993-94, $1.8 million to supply matching funds required by 
federal and private agriculture research initiatives; (4) $500,000 for 1993-94 and $2.5 million for 
1994-95 to construct Center for Small-Scale Farming; and (5) for 1993-94, $1.5 million for 
operations of various centers specified in bill. Effective July 1, 1993.

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H 661. LEGION OF VALOR PLATES. "TO PERMIT THE DIVISION OF MOTOR

issue free of charge one registration plate to recipient of Legion of Valor (Distinguished Service 
Cross, Navy Cross, or Air Force Cross); plate to bear words, "Legion of Valor."

H 662. A&T INSTITUTE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR NORTH CAROLINA 
AGRICULTURAL AND TECHNICAL STATE UNIVERSITY TO SECURE FEDERAL 
FUNDS IN ORDER THAT ITS TRANSPORTATION INSTITUTE MAY PARTICIPATE AS 
AN URBAN INSTITUTE DESIGNATED BY CONGRESS." Appropriates $250,000 for 
1993-94 from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for Transportation Institute at NC A&T 
University. States that appropriation will represent 25% cost sharing that US Dep’t of 
Transportation will match with $1 million federal grant so that institute may participate as Urban 
Transit Institute designated by Congress. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 663. AGENCY DUTIES/RECYCLING INDUSTRY. "TO DELINEATE THE 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE AND THE DEPARTMENT 
OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES REGARDING THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE STATE’S RECYCLING INDUSTRY AND MARKETS FOR 
RECYCLABLE MATERIALS." Amends GS 130A-309.06 to provide that the Dep’t of Env., 
Health, & Nat. Resources shall have the power and duty, with assistance from the Dep’t of 
Commerce, to identify and analyze components of the State’s recycling industry and present and 
potential markets for recyclable materials in this State, other states, and foreign countries. 
Requires EHNR, in its annual report on the status of solid waste management, to include 
assessments of the recycling industry and recyclable materials markets in the State. Amends GS 
130A-309.14(b) to make conforming change in Dep’t of Commerce responsibility. Amends GS 
130-309.14(c) to eliminate the requirement that the Dep’t of Commerce prepare an annual report 
assessing the recycling industry and recyclable materials markets in the State.

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H 665. CREDIT INSURANCE CHANGES. "TO IMPROVE THE REGULATION OF 
CREDIT INSURANCE AND LOWER PREMIUM RATES CHARGED FOR CREDIT 
INSURANCE." Amends GS 58-57-5 to provide that, effective Jan. 1, 1994, for all credit life 
insurance transactions, the initial amount of credit life insurance may not exceed net amount 
repayable under contract of indebtedness; adds definitions of "credit transaction,” "identifiable 
charge," and "net indebtedness." Amends GS 58-57-40(c) to provide if premiums are payable in 
one sum in advance, for decreasing term life insurance on indebtedness repayable in substantially 
equal monthly installments, a premium rate reasonable in relation to benefit provided and 
expected to develop loss ratio of not less than 60% is authorized; premium rate must be filed and 
approved by Comm’r of Insurance before insurance coverage is marketed in NC; all in-force 
policy premiums must be amended on next annual anniversary date of policy following Jan. 1, 
1994; on or before March | of each year, all credit insurance carriers licensed in NC must file 
with Comm’r a claim experience report demonstrating that previous year’s premium rate charged 
- developed loss ratio of not less than 60%. Amends GS 58-57-40(e) to establish similar premium 
rate and provisions for level term life insurance. Deletes GS 58-57-40(h) and 58-57-45(g) (permit 
nonrefundable origination fee per credit insurance transaction). Amends GS 58-57-45(d) (credit 
accident and health insurance) and 58-57-90 (credit property insurance) to adopt similar 60% 
provision, described above. Amends GS 58-57-50(b) to delete: limitation of subsection to 
insurance in transactions of more than 60 months duration. Repeals GS 58-58-65 (reinsurance of 
companies regulated). Adds new GS 58-57-66 to provide when credit insurance is required as 
additional security for any indebtedness, debtor must, on request of creditor, have option of 
furnishing required amount of insurance through existing policies of insurance owned or 
controlled by debtor or through other insurance. Creditors are responsible for notifying 
purchasers, on application for insurance, of kinds of coverage that may be used in exercising 
option. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H-666. INSURER RISK-BASED CAPITAL. "TO ADOPT THE MODEL ACT OF THE

new sections to Art. 12, GS Ch. 58 concerning risk-based capital requirements for life and health 
insurance companies.

H 669. BOARD OF ALTERNATIVE MEDICINE. "TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF 
ALTERNATIVE MEDICINE." Creates new GS Ch. 90, Art. 29 to establish Board of Alternative 
Medicine. Requires license to practice alternative medicine (including card reading, channeling, 
eclectic medicine, herbalism, holistic medicine, hypnosis, iridology, mystic healing, Native 
American medicine, palm reading, phrenology, psychic, and voodoo) by other than licensed 
health care professional. Establishes five-member Board of Alternative Medicine, with two 
members appointed by President pro tem., two by the Speaker and one by Govermor. Board 
members are appointed to staggered three-year terms. Specifies Board powers, including 
licensing alternative medical practitioners, rule making, and accreditation of alternative medicine 
educational institutions. Provides for license application fees (up to $25), fee’ upon issuance of 
license (up to $75), and fee for license renewal (up to $100, with $50 late application fee).

H 670. WORKFORCE PREPAREDNESS ACT. "TO ENACT THE WORKFORCE 
PREPAREDNESS ACT, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE GENERAL 
STATUTES." Enacts Workforce Preparedness Act as new GS Ch. 143, Art. 64. Establishes 
program to develop comprehensive state policy for vocational education, adult basic education, 
employment, and job training programs. Establishes goals and guidelines for the program. 
Creates in the Office of the Governor a Comm ’n on Workforce Preparedness of not more than 40 
members appointed by the Governor. Appointments to the Comm’n are for terms beginning July 
1, 1993 and are for three year tenns (with 15 of the initial appointments being for two year terms 
so as to stagger future appointments). Creates an Inter-Agency Coordinating Council to provide 
technical assistance to Comm’n. Specifies powers and duties of Commission, including 
coordination of programs and preparation of a biennial strategic plan for workforce preparedness. 
Specifies the federal resource programs included within this program. Provides that the 
Commission is independent of control by any state agency (other than review by State Auditor) 

' and that Commission may retain necessary support services. Provides that Governor’s 
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Coordination and Special Services Plan shall comply with federal Job Training Partnership Act. 
Establishes Employment and Training Grant Program within Dep’t of Commerce, Div’n of 
Employment and Training to upgrade basic skills of adults and the existing work force. Up to 
20% of the funds available may be used for administrative costs. Establishes formula for 
distribution of grant funds to local agencies. Requires quarterly reports to Speaker and President 
pro tem. on the grant program. Provides that unexpended grant funds do not revert at end of 
fiscal year. Repeals GS Ch. 143B, Art. 10, Part 3A (Employment and Training Act of 1985) and 
replaces "Job Training Coordinating Council" with "Commission on Workforce Preparedness" 
throughout the General Statutes.

S 586. INSURANCE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS (=H 607). "TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
AMENDMENTS, CLARIFICATIONS, AND CORRECTIONS IN VARIOUS INSURANCE 
AND INSURANCE-RELATED LAWS." Amends numerous sections of GS Ch. 58 and GS Ch. 
143, updating references, correcting spelling errors, and modifying usage without changing 
meaning. Makes following substantive amendments: (1) Amends GS 58-2-165 and GS 58-4-5 to 
make clear that Comm’r may require insurance companies to make monthly statements. (2) 
Amends GS 58-7-35 to provide that if Comm’r approves changes in articles of incorporation, he 
is to place certificate of approval on change and forward to Sec’y of State. (3) Amends GS 
58-7-45 to require that any change in by-laws of domestic company be filed with Comm’r. (4) 
Amends GS 58-26-15 to remove references to investment of capital. (5) Amends GS 58-28-5(a) 
to provide that assumption reinsurance transactions are not exempted from requirement of 
certificate, unless prior approval has been obtained from the Comm’r. (6) Amends GS 
58-33-30(g), 58-71-85, 143-143.14, and 143-151.17, to establish specific procedures for appeals 
from actions under those sections.

S 587. WORKERS’ COMP./COVERAGE NOTICE. "TO REQUIRE EMPLOYERS TO 
POST NOTICE AT ITS PLACES OF EMPLOYMENT INDICATING THE EMPLOYER’S 
ABILITY TO PAY BENEFITS PURSUANT TO THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT." 
Adds GS 97-93(al) requiring employers to post in their places of employment a notice stating that 
the employer is subject to the workers’ compensation act and that the employer either has 
insurance or is self-insured. Requires employers who lose insurance or cease being self-insured 
to post notice to that effect and to the effect that such employers no longer have the financial 
ability to pay workers’ compensation benefits.

S 588. NURSING, REST HOMES/EMS SERVICE. "TO REQUIRE THAT NURSING 
HOMES AND DOMICILIARY CARE FACILITIES BE CHARGED FOR CERTAIN 
NON-EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES CALLS." Adds new GS 131E-131 and 131D-7, 
directing the Dep’t of Human Resources to ensure that nursing homes and domiciliary care 
facilities, respectively, placing non-emergency calls for medical services be charged and pay for 
resulting ambulance fees. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. | 
Introduced by Simpson. 
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S589. MANDATORY HUNTER SAFETY CHANGES. "TO MAKE CHANGES TO THE 
MANDATORY HUNTER SAFETY COURSE REQUIREMENT TO CLARIFY ITS 
APPLICABILITY AND USE." Amends GS 113-270.1A(a) to.require any person bom after July 
1, 1977 to successfully complete a hunter education course prior to purchasing a hunting license 
for any hunting requiring a firearm or bow and arrow. Allows person who is licensed to hunt to 
purchase license forperson under age of 16 who has not completed the required course and such 
person can hunt if accompanied by an adult who is properly licensed. Repeals GS 113-270.1A(d) 
(a separate provision regarding holders of lifetime licenses who are under age 21 who have not 
completed the required course). Effective July 1, 1993.

S 590. INCREASE CERT. OF NUMBER FEES. "TO ADD TO THE AUTHORIZED USES 
OF DESIGNATED BOATING FUNDS BY THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMMISSION 
AND TO INCREASE FEES FOR BOAT CERTIFICATES OF NUMBER." Amends GS 
75A-3(c) to provide that moneys collected pursuant to titling provisions of GS Ch. 75A, will be 
credited to Wildlife Resources Fund. Amends GS 75A-5(a), 75A-3(c), and 75A-3(h) to increase 
the fees under those sections from $5.50 to $8 for one-year fees and from $13 to $20 for 
three-year periods. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Albertson. 


S 591. WILDLIFE LICENSE RESTRUCTURING. "TO RESTRUCTURE THE HUNTING 
AND FISHING LICENSE SCHEDULE TO MORE CLEARLY DEFINE LICENSE 
REQUIREMENTS, TO PROVIDE FOR TWELVE-MONTH HUNTING AND FISHING 
LICENSES, TO ESTABLISH SHORT-TERM AND SEASON NONRESIDENT LICENSES 
FOR HUNTING GAME, AND TO PROVIDE FOR A FREE FISHING DAY." Restructures and 
recodifies hunting and fishing license laws, as contained in GS Ch. 113. Adds new sections as 
follows: (1) new GS 113-270.1B provides that no person may hunt, fish, etc., without the proper 
license; all licenses to be valid for one year from date of issue (now, expires June 30); (2) new GS 
113-270.1C provides for "combination hunting and fishing license" entitling licensee to take 
(except on game lands) all wild birds and wild animals (other than big game and waterfowl) and 
to fish with hook and line, except in public mountain trout waters. Types of combination licenses 
to include annual ($20), disabled veteran lifetime ($7.50), and totally disabled resident lifetime 
($7.50); (3) new GS 113-270.1D provides for "annual sportsman license ($40) which entitles 
licensee to take all wild animals and wild birds (other than waterfowl) wherever lawful (including 
on game lands) and to fish with hook and line in all waters, including public mountain trout 
waters. "Lifetime sportsman license" also available in these categories: infant (under one year of 
age -- $200); youth (under 12 years of age -- $350); adult resident ($500); nonresident ($1,000); 
Age 70 and over ($10). Amends GS 113-270.1 to provide for "nonresident state hunting license” 
($25 for six days or $40 for season). Adds "nonresident big game hunting license" to GS 
113-270.3 and deletes "primitive weapons hunting license." Amends GS 113-271 (hooK and line 
fishing license) to entitle licensee to fish in all inland and joint waters, excluding public mountain 
trout waters; and provides for "resident annual comprehensive fishing license ($20) and three 
types of short-term fishing license: resident one-day ($5), nonresident one-day ($10), and 
nonresident three-day ($15). Adds provision to GS 113-272 to allow person holding "annual 
sportsman license" or "lifetime sportsman license" to fish with hook and line in public mountain 
trout waters without special trout license. Adds GS 113-272(m) to declare Fourth of July as free 
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fishing day: no hook and line license required. Also makes several conforming and technical 
amendments. Free fishing on July 4 effective July 1, 1993; remainder of bill effective July 1, 
1994.

S 592. PUBLIC HEALTH REMEDIES (=H 560). "TO AMEND THE GENERAL 
STATUTES PERTAINING TO PUBLIC HEALTH REMEDIES." Identical to H 560, introduced 
25 March.

S 593. DAY CARE ENFORCEMENT (=H 627). "TO IMPROVE ENFORCEMENT OF THE 
CHILD DAY CARE REQUIREMENTS." Adds new GS 110-90(11) to allow Sec’y of Human 
Resources, under policies and rules of Child Day Care Comm’n, to issue license or registration 
certificate to any child care arrangement that does not meet definition of child day care facility or 
child day care home in GS 110-86 whenever operator of arrangement chooses to comply with 
requirements of article and Comm’n rules and voluntarily applies for license or registration 
certificate. Comm ’n to adopt rules to issue and remove licenses and registration certificates. 
Amends GS 110-88(6a) to require Dep’t of Human Resources to make unannounced visit at least 
every eight weeks (now, three unannounced visits) during period special provisional license or 
registration certificate is in effect. Amends GS 110-90(5) to allow revocation of license of child 
day care facility or registration certificate of child day care home that demonstrates pattern of 
noncompliance with article or rules. Rewrites GS 110-91(5) to require that child day care facility . 
must be located in building that meets requirements for fire prevention and safe evacuation 
applicable to child day care facilities as established by Dep’t of Insurance, subject to adoption by 
Comm’n. Each facility must be inspected at least annually by local fire dep’t or volunteer fire 
dep’t for compliance with these requirements, except that facility located on State property must 
be inspected by official designated by Dep’t of Insurance. Applicable to requirements imposed 
on or after Oct. 1, 1993.

S595. SANITARIAN REG. CLARIFIED. "TO CLARIFY THE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
REGISTRATION AS A SANITARIAN."” Amends GS 90A-53 to provide that no person who has 
complied with requirements of section shall be denied registration as a sanitarian, and to prohibit 
denial of registration based solely on work status or place of employment. Applicable to 
registrations applied for or on or after ratification.

S 596. LIBRARY CONSTRUCTION GRANT FUNDS (= H 651). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES TO PROVIDE GRANTS TO 
PUBLIC LIBRARIES FOR CONSTRUCTION AND RENOVATIONS." Identical to H 651, 
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introduced 29 March. 
Introduced by Walker. 


S 597. CLARIFY SANITATION LAWS (=H 570). "TO CLARIFY THE FOOD AND 
LODGING SANITATION LAW, TO AMEND THE SCOPE OF SANITATION INSPECTIONS 
OF LOCAL CONFINEMENT FACILITIES, AN TO REPEAL THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
PRINCIPALS CONDUCT SANITATION INSPECTIONS." Identical to H 570, introduced 25 
March. 

Introduced by Walker. 


S 598. PATIENT RECORDS/EHNR INVESTIGATION (=H 613). "TO ALLOW HEALTH 
CARE FACILITIES TO FURNISH PUBLIC HEALTH AUTHORITIES WITH PATIENT 
RECORDS UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES.” Identical to H 613, introduced 29 March. 
Introduced by Walker. 


S 599. PIONEER MENTAL HEALTH PLAN. "TO INCORPORATE INTO THE GENERAL . 
STATUTES THE FUNDING POLICIES AND PROCEDURES ADOPTED BY THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY AS THE ‘PIONEER FUNDING SYSTEM’ AND IMPLEMENTED 
THROUGH A PHASE-IN SCHEDULE IN THE FORTY-ONE AREA MENTAL HEALTH, 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE AUTHORITIES." Codifies 
the Pioneer Funding System by amending the Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and 
Substance Abuse Act of 1985. Adds GS 122C-143.1, which states the General Assembly shall 
endorse as policy guidance, and the Sec’y shall develop a payment policy for the use of State 
resources that is consistent with, long-range plans that designate the types of services to be 
provided and the persons to be served, according to age/disability level, by area authorities. 
Payment policy shall provide incentives to equalize services among catchment areas, and each 
area authority shall develop local long-range plans consistent with the State’s plans and subject to © 
approval by the Sec’y. DHR requests for expansion funds shall be consistent with State’s 
long-range plans. Adds 122C-143.2 to provide for a Memorandum of Agreement between the 
Sec’y and each area authority establishing the services to be paid for by the State. Repeals GS 
122C-144 and 147(a). Adds 122C-147.1 which provides that the General Assembly shall 
appropiate funds in broad age/disability categories, except where the General Assembly finds it 
necessary to appropriate funds for a more specific purpose. Specific purpose funds shall be 
converted to a broad age/disability category at the beginning of second biennium following the 
appropriation unless otherwise acted upon by General Assembly. The Sec’y shall allocate funds 
in broad age/disability categories so as to provide the area authority with flexibility to respond to 
local needs consistent with the Sec’y’s payment policy. Funds to area programs are to be earned 
on a purchase of service basis, at negotiated reimbursement rates, for services that are included in 
the Sec’y’s payment policy, or under a grant when the Sec’y determines that a purchase of service 
basis of payment would be impractical. Payments of funds shall be made at the close of the fiscal 
year for services actually delivered (purchase of service basis) or actual expenditures (grant 
basis). Adds GS 122C-147.2, which provides that, for purchase of service funds, reimbursement 
rates for specific types of services shall be negotiated between the Sec’y and area authority 
utilizing cost-finding and rate-setting conducted by the area authority in preparation for the 
Memorandum of Agreement, or another Sec’y-approved method. Reimbursement rates shall 
incorporate operating and administrative costs, including property costs under GS 122C-147. 
Repeals GS 122C-148 through 122C-150. Adds GS 122C-144.1 to provide (1) that area authority 
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budgets shall comply with the Local Gov’t Budget and Fiscal Control Act, (2) that the Sec’y may 
require periodic financial reports; (3) that the area authority shall submit an annual audit to the 
Local Government Comm’n and (4) that the Sec’y may require reports on clients, staffing, 
policies, activities, services, or financial data. Amends 122C-151 to establish that an area 
authority’s failure to comply with Act could result in the delay or denial of funds. Repeals GS 
122C-151.1, effective July 1, 1994. Adds, effective January 1, 1994, 122C-151.3 and 122C-15t.4 
to establish the Area Authority Appeals Panel (three members appointed by and serving at ' 
pleasure of Sec’y) to hear appeals from contractors, clients, or persons claiming area authority has 
acted arbitrarily and capriciously in reducing funding for a service, or has not acted within 
applicable State law in imposing a contract requirement or in developing a plan or budget. Panel 
hearings are informal (no swom testimony or rules of evidence), Panel jurisdiction limited to 
amount in controversy and appeal from Panel is via a contested case under Art. 3, Ch. 150B. 
Amends GS 122C-112(a) to require Sec’y to adopt rules implementing appeal procedure. 
Effective July 1, 1993, except where noted above.

S 600. RETIREMENT SYSTEM IRC COMPLIANCE. "TO AMEND THE LEGISLATIVE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM, THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, AND. 
THE CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO COMPLY WITH THE 
INTERNAL REVENUE CODE." Amends GS 120-4.25, 120-4.31, 128-27(f), 128-38.2, 
135-5(f), 135-18.7, 135-62, and 135-74 to delete provisions regarding deductions from retirement 
payments for overpayment of salaries and to add provisions allowing a distributee to elect to have 
any portion of an eligible rollover distribution be paid directly to an eligible retirement plan. The 
provisions on overpayments are effective on ratification and the provisions on rollover 
distributions are effective Jan. 1, 1993.

S 601. DISABILITY INCOME PLAN AMEND. "TO AMEND THE DISABILITY INCOME 
PLAN OF NORTH CAROLINA TO PAY ATTORNEYS’ FEES ON ACCOUNT OF SOCIAL 
SECURITY AWARDS, TO REPEAL THE BENEFIT REDUCTION ON ACCOUNT OF 
SOCIAL SECURITY COST-OF-LIVING ADJUSTMENTS, TO ESTABLISH DEADLINES 
FOR MAKING APPLICATION FOR BENEFITS AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES." 
Amends GS 135-105(a) (short-term disability benefits) to allow application for benefits to be 
made by participant, legal representative of participant, or person Board of Trustees considers to: 
represent participant; makes similar amendment to GS 135-105(g). Amends GS 135-105(a) to 
require application for benefits within 180 days after onset of disability, after salary continuation 
payments cease, or monthly payments for workers’ compensation cease, whichever is later. 
Provides that board may extend 180-day filing requirement for reasons specified in bill, but 
extension may not be beyond additional 180 days. Amends GS 135-105(d) to provide that 
employer who fails to request reimbutsement within 180 days from conclusion of short-term 
disability period or on termination of short-term disability benefits, if earlier, is not entitled to 
reimbursement from plan of amounts to be paid. Amends GS 135-105(g) to require that 
beneficiary or participant must make application for benefits under subsection within 180 days 
after short-term disability ceases, after salary continuation payments cease, or monthly payments 
for workers’ compensation cease, whichever is later; allows board under specified conditions to 
extend filing requirement, up to additional 180 days. Amends GS 135-106(b) (long-term 
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disability benefits) to provide that participant or beneficiary who has been approved for long-term 
disability benefits must not receive reduction of monthly long-term disability benefit during first 
36 months of long-term disability period by monthly primary social security disability benefit to 
which participant or beneficiary may be entitled, if any, until participant or beneficiary has 
received, after effective date of long-term disability period, social security disability benefits 
equal to amount of attorney fees, as authorized by Social Security Administration, incurred by 
participant or beneficiary in obtaining social security benefits. Adds several provisos in bill to the 
preceding statement. Amends GS 135-106(c) to provide that net long-term benefit means 
long-term benefit payable as calculated under subsection (b), after reduction for social security 
benefits and workers’ compensation benefits (latter benefits added by bill) to which beneficiary 
might be entitled. Amends GS 135-108 (post disability benefit adjustments) to delete reduction 
for percentage increase in social security benefits as calculated in section. Bill contains detailed 
provisions on its effect on extending application period for person who did not make timely 
application for benefits or rermbursements.

S 602. SMALL EMPLOYER HEALTH INSURANCE (=H 610). "TO PROVIDE GROUP 
HEALTH INSURANCE TO BUSINESSES COMPRISING MORE THAN TWENTY-FIVE 
EMPLOYEES; TO MAKE IMPROVEMENTS IN THE NORTH CAROLINA SMALL 
EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH COVERAGE REFORM ACT; AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
UNIFORM CLAIM FORMS FOR HEALTH BENEFIT PLANS." Identical to H 610, introduced 
29 March. |

S 603. INSURANCE SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES (=H 609). "TO MAKE SUBSTANTIVE

S 604. OAH AGENCY FOR ADA. "TO DESIGNATE THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE 
HEARINGS AS THE DEFERRAL AGENCY FOR CASES UNDER THE AMERICANS WITH 
DISABILITIES ACT." Amends GS 7A-759(a) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Johnson. 


S 605. ART IN STATE BUILDINGS (=H 641). "TO ESTABLISH A FUNDING FORMULA 
AND A SELECTION PROCESS FOR THE INCLUSION OF WORKS OF ART IN STATE 
BUILDINGS." Amends GS 143-408.3 to limit the State buildings to which the art in state 
buildings programs applies to those for which the appropriated amount exceeds $1 million (now, 
$500,000). Amends GS 143-408.4 to permit up to 10 percent of funds set aside for art for 
building to be used as advanced planning funds, to permit artist to develop working drawings and 
to incorporate plans for art in construction documents. In addition, directs that 2 percent of 
money so set aside be reserved for repair and conservation of the works of art. Effective as to 
buildings authorized after Sept. 1, 1992.

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S 606. INSURER FINANCIAL SOLVENCY (=H 622). "TO IMPROVE THE LAWS 
RELATING TO NORTH CAROLINA’S MONITORING OF INSURANCE COMPANY 
FINANCES AND THE PRESERVATION OF INSURANCE COMPANY SOLVENCY AND 
TO MAINTAIN NORTH CAROLINA’S ACCREDITATION BY THE NATIONAL 
ASOCIATION OF INSURANCE COMMISSIONERS." Identical to H 622, introduced 29 
March. 

Introduced by Seymour. 


S 607. ADOPTIONS REWRITE. "TO REWRITE CHAPTER 48 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES RELATING TO ADOPTION AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL 
STATUTES COMMISSION." Completely revises entire GS Ch. 48. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Directs that adoption petition filed before and still pending on effective date is to be completed 
under old law. 

Introduced by Hartsell and Seymour. 


S 608. UNIFORM RULE AGAINST PERP. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION TO ENACT THE UNIFORM STATUTORY 
RULE AGAINST PERPETUITIES.” Enacts Uniform Rule Against Perpetuities as new GS CH. 
41, ART. 2. Provides that nonvested property interests are invalid unless they vest or terminate 
no later than 21 years after the death of an individual then alive (disregarding the possibility that a 
child will be born to an individual after the individual’s death) and within 90 years of its creation. 
Makes similar provision for validity of general powers of appointment not presently exercisable 
because of a condition precedent and nongeneral and general testamentary powers of 
appointment. Provides that trust or other property arrangement that seeks to disallow or postpone 
vesting of interest to the later of 21 years after the death of specified or unspecified lives in being 
is inoperative to the extent it produces a period of time exceeding 21 years after the death of the 
survivor of the specified lives. Specifies the time at which nonvested property interests and 
powers of appointment are created. Allows court to reform a disposition that violates these 
limitations to most closely approximate transferor’s plan and remain within 90 year period. 
Specifies enumerated exceptions to statutory rule against perpetuities. Provides that Article 
applies to nonvested property interests and powers of appointment created on or after October 1, 
1993 and that such interests and powers created before that date may be reformed in judicial 
proceedings initiated after that date to the rule against perpetuities in effect when the interest or 
power was created. Provides for printing of Official Commentary and explanatory comments 
along with this Article. Effective October 1, 1993.

S 609. LIMIT OPTIONS IN GROSS. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION TO PLACE TIME LIMITS ON OPTIONS IN GROSS 
AND OTHER INTEREST IN LAND." Adds new Art. 3, GS Ch. 41, for purposes indicated in 
title. Adds new GS 41-23, placing 30-year limit on exercise of option in gross with respect to an 
interest in land or preemptive right in the nature of a right of first refusal in gross. Exempts 
arrangements relating solely to oil, gas, or minerals from meaning of "interest in land."

Adds new GS 41-25 requiring 
nonvested easement in gross to vest within 30 years after creation. Adds new GS 41-26 requiring 
possibility of reverter or right of reentry, which depends on event affecting use of land, to actually 
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vest in possession within 60 years after creation.’ Excludes from section such rights held by 
charity; a gov't excluded from Statutory Rule Against Perpetuities, under GS 41-18(5), if Art. 2, 
GS Ch. 41, is enacted; and arrangements relating solely to oil, gas, or minerals. Effective only as 
to interests and arrangements created on or after Oct. 1, 1993.

S610. HONORARY/PET/CEMETERY TRUSTS. "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION TO AUTHORIZE 
HONORARY TRUSTS, TRUSTS FOR PETS, AND TRUSTS FOR CEMETERY LOTS." Adds 
new GS 36A-135 permitting performance of trusts for noncharitable corporations or ass’ns or for 
lawful noncharitable purposes, for up to 21 years. Adds new GS 36A-136 stating that trusts, 
contracts, or other arrangements to care for cemetery lots, monuments, etc. are valid, without 
regard to remoteness of vesting, duration of arrangement, or lack of definite beneficiaries. 

Adds GS 36A-137 permitting trusts for care of one or more designated domestic or pet 
animals, alive at time of creation of trust. Sets out general provisions for administration and 
enforcement of such trusts. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 611. WATER AUTH. PERSONNEL RECORDS. "TO PROVIDE THE SAME 
CONFIDENTIALITY OF PERSONNEL RECORDS OF WATER AND SEWER

Effective 
July 1, 1993.

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S 615. DEATH BENEFIT DATE CHANGE. "TO MAKE THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE 
LAW INCREASING DEATH BENEFITS FOR TEACHERS AND STATE EMPLOYEES THE 
DATE OF RATIFICATION OF THAT ACT." Amends SL 1987, ch. 108, as title indicates 
(effective date was Aug. 1, 1988). Appropriates $186,413 in fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to 
Dep’t of State Treasurer to fund provisions of act, Bifective Julyl 1993"

S 616. GENERAL CONTRACTORS’ FEES (=H 564). "TO INCREASE THE 
EXAMINATION FEE AND THE FEES FOR ANNUAL RENEWALS OF ALL TYPES OF 
LICENSES FOR GENERAL CONTRACTORS." Identical to H 564, introduced 25 March. 
Introduced by Plyler. 


».617— HOME INSPECTORS] TO' REGULATE? HE PRAGIICE CP Home 
INSPECTIONS." Enacts new Art. 9F of GS Ch. 143, regulating and licensing occupation of 
inspecting residential buildings. Establishes 7-member NC Home Inspector Licensure Board, 
with three members appointed by Governor, two appointed by General Assembly on 
recommendation of Speaker, and two appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of 
President pro tem. Requires that seven members include four home inspectors, one licensed 
contractor, one licensed real estate broker, and one citizen. Empowers Board to administer 
licensing program. 

Requires that person conducting home ingeestioas or holding self out as home inspector, be 
licensed. Requires that licensees pass examination and either (1) have worked as associate 
inspector (under licensed inspector’s supervision) for one year, doing at least 250 paid 
inspections, or (2) possess equivalent education and experience, or (3) be a licensed general 
contractor, architect, or professional engineer. Permits licensing of persons currently doing home 
inspections (through Mar. 1, 1995), if have worked for at least one year and have done at least 
250 paid inspections. Sets out provisions for discipline of licensees and permits Board to set 
various licensing fees, up to statutory maximums. Makes violation of act a misdemeanor and 
permits Board to seek injunction against violations.

. DEPARTMENT OF LABOR FOR PURPOSES OF THIRD-PARTY LITIGATION.” Adds new 
GS 95-137.1 to provide that "expert witness" means any employee of Office of Occupational 
Safety and Health (OSH) of Dep’t of Labor who has knowledge in specialized field, who is 
involved in enforcing article, or who is custodian of any records concerning article, and includes 
but is not limited to Comm’r of Labor and any authorized agent of comm’r whose duty is to 
inspect and investigate all factories, plants, etc. and has auth’y to issue citations under article. 
States that any individual described in preceding sentence who is subpoenaed to testify about 
producing or disclosing documentary or testimonial evidence, in individual’s employment 
Capacity, at any proceeding to which dep’t is not a party, and in which any individual will be 
away from one’s ordinary duties, shall be considered an expert witness. Provides that expert 
witness must receive compensation on hourly basis from party serving subpoena; comm’r to set 
hourly rate. Compensation to be paid to OSH and credited to General Fund as nontax revenue. 
Travel expenses of expert witness to be reimbursed under GS 7A-314(b) and paid and credited 
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Same as with compensation. Applicable to subpoenas issued on or after Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Tally. 


S 619. NASH ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. "TO ALLOW NASH COUNTY TO TAKE 
INTO CONSIDERATION PROSPECTIVE REVENUES GENERATED BY A 
DEVELOPMENT IN ARRIVING AT THE AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR AN 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CONVEYANCE." Adds Nash County to coverage of GS 
158-7.2(d1) with effect as title indicates. 

Introduced by Cooper. 


H 620. APICULTURE FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE INCREASED APICULTURAL SUPPORT 
AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY AND INCREASED APICULTURAL 
INSPECTION SERVICES AT THE NORTH CAROLINA DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE." Appropriates $45,266 for 1993-94 and $39,266 for 1994-95 from General 
Fund to UNC Board of Governors to fund apicultural research at NC State University to deal with 
problems of tracheal mites, Varroa mites, and arrival of Africanized bees that affect state’s 
beekeeping industry. Appropriates $112,158 for 1993-94 and $107,448 for 1994-95 from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture to provide increased inspection and regulatory services by Div’n of 
Plant Industry for problems mentioned in preceding sentence. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 621. CONTROLLED SUB. REGIS. FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE FEES FOR REGISTRANTS 
UNDER THE CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES ACT." Amends the rule-making power of the 
Commission for Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services, set 
forth in GS 90-100, to authorize rules setting.registration fees. Fees to be applied to costs of 
administration of the NC Controlled Substances Act. Effective Dec. 1, 1993.

S 622. MISC. HEALTH INS. AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE MISCELLANEOUS 
AMENDMENTS TO LAWS COVERING HEALTH INSURANCE." Creates GS 58-3-170 to 
require health benefit plans to provide maternity coverage benefits no less favorable than for 
physical illness generally. Amends GS 58-3-150 and 58-58-145 regarding group annuities. - 
Amends GS 58-51-15 to increase amount of indemnity that may be paid to estate of insured or a 
minor beneficiary from $1,000 to $3,000. Repeals GS 58-50-10 regarding claim forms effective 
January 1, 1994 and creates, effective on ratification, GS 58-3-175 to provide for uniform claim 
forms. Except as indicated, effective Oct. 1, 1993.

Amends GS 136-18(12) to authorize Dep’t 
of Transportation to expend state highway funds and federal aid funds for environmental 
mitigation, transportation enhancements, transportation alternatives, including capital costs for 
transit, rail, bicycle and pedestrian projects, and for all other purposes authorized by cited federal 
act.

Senate committee 
substitute removes State-assisted facilities from coverage and adds provision stating that the 
General Assembly encourages life-cycle cost analysis for state-assisted facilities of 40,000 or 
more gross square feet; adds to definition of energy consuming systems equipment that uses 
liquid propane gas; makes mandatory requirement that State dep’ts., agencies and institutions 
implement measures identified that require no significant expenditure of funds and adds 
requirement that each State agency develop and implement an energy management plan that is 
consistent with the State’s comprehensive energy management program; adds to life-cycle 
analysis elements maximum interchangeability and compatibility of equipment components; 
revises application of life-cycle analysis so it applies to any State facility rather than those of 
20,000 or more gross square feet; adds a provision that registered engineers or architects 
certifying analysis can not be employed directly or indirectly by a fuel provider, utility company 
or group supported by fuel providers or utilities funds; makes other organization and technical 
changes. 


Senate committee substitute 
replaces House bill with a bill substantially identical to Senate committee substitute for S 417, as 
amended, digested on 22 March and 23 March, except makes several technical corrections and 
makes it clear that provisions concerning public hospital records apply also to State-owned or 
operated hospitals.

H 590. CURRITUCK VFD’S PURCHASE SURPLUS. "TO ALLOW THE 
INCORPORATED VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENTS OF CURRITUCK COUNTY TO 
PURCHASE GOVERNMENTAL AND MUNICIPAL SURPLUS PROPERTY AND 
EQUIPMENT." Authorizes purchases as indicated by title, provided county manager is notified 
of purchase, funds are on hand to complete the purchase, and if a motor vehicle is being 
purchased, the county manager is provided evidence of vehicle insurance. 

Introduced by James. 


H 671. LOCAL PARKS/DRUG FREE ZONES. "TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN DRUG 
OFFENSES COMMITTED ON THE PREMISES OF OR WITHIN THREE HUNDRED FEET 
OF A PARK, PLAYGROUND, OR RECREATIONAL CENTER OWNED BY A LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT ARE CLASS E FELONIES." Adds GS 90-95(e) to make it a Class E felony 

- punishable by mandatory prison term of no less than two years to manufacture, sell, or delivery 
any controlled substance or counterfeit controlled substance on or within 300 feet of park, 
playground, or recreational center owned by a local government. Prohibits suspended sentence, 
probation, early parole, or early release for person convicted of violating this statute. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993; applicable to offenses committee on or after that date. 

Introduced by Cummings. 


H 672. MOTOR VEHICLE TECH. CORRECTIONS. "TO ALLOW THE DIVISION OF 
MOTOR VEHICLES TO ISSUE RESTRICTED COMMERCIAL DRIVERS LICENSES TO 
SEASONAL DRIVERS FOR CERTAIN FARM-RELATED SERVICE INDUSTRIES, AND TO 
CLARIFY THE LAWS GOVERNING THE ISSUANCE OF LIMITED DRIVING 
PRIVILEGES, AND TO MAKE AMENDMENTS AND TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS TO 
THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAWS." Revises GS 20-16.1(b)(1), 20-16.1(b)(3), 20.16.2(e1), and 
20-179.3(b) to prohibit the issuance of a limited driving privilege for commercial motor vehicles 
to persons convicted of certain speeding offenses, persons convicted of impaired driving, and 
persons whose licenses have been revoked for refusing to submit to a chemical analysis. Adds 
new GS 20-17.4(al) providing that any revocation or suspension of a drivers license disqualifies a 
person from driving a commercial motor vehicle for the duration of the revocation or suspension. 
Also adds new GS 20-37.13(c1) to allow the Division of Motor Vehicles to waive knowledge and 
skill requirements for applicants for commercial motor vehicle licenses who are seasonal 
employees for certain farm-related industries; new section sets other requirements and restrictions 
on the issuance of such licenses. Also revises GS 20-37.13(e) to raise fee for commercial driver 
learner’s permit from $5 to $10 and revises 20-37.16(d) to impose $10 fee on persons restricted to 
driving school bus or school activity bus. Makes other technical changes.

H 673. MURPHY HOSPITAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR MURPHY 
MEDICAL CENTER FOR NEW EQUIPMENT." Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Town of Murphy Hospital Authority $50,000 for 1993-94 for the purchase of new equipment 
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needed to enable the Murphy Medical Center to serve the growing medical needs of Cherokee, 
Clay, and Graham Counties. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Jenkins. 


H 674. MALPRACTICE ARBITRATION. "TO AUTHORIZE AND ESTABLISH THE 
PARAMETERS FOR VOLUNTARY BINDING ARBITRATION OF MEDICAL 
MALPRACTICE ACTIONS." Adds new GS Ch. 90, Art. 1B, Part 2 - Arbitration of Medical 
Malpractice Actions. Allows parties to civil action alleging medical malpractice to elect to submit 
case to binding arbitration as to the merits of the action, damages, or both. Sets out procedures for 
initiating arbitration. Panel will have three arbitrators, one selected by claimant, one selected by 
defendant and one, the chief arbitrator, will be an administrative law judge appointed by the Chief 
Administrative Law Judge. In case of multiple claimants or defendants, group shall chose their 
arbitrator, if cannot agree, each will nominate one and Chief Administrative Law Judge. appoint 
one of nominees. Arbitrators’ compensation to be set by chief judge and hearing will be 
conducted by all three with majority determining questions of fact and final determination, and 
chief arbitrator to decide evidence issues. Arbitrators to have same immunity as judges. Insurer 
cannot agree to arbitrate without the written consent of defendant. Office of Administrative 
Hearing to formulate arbitration procedures. 

Defendant to pay all costs of arbitration including fees for all arbitrators other than chief. 
Defendant to pay all claimants’ attorney’s fees and costs as determined by arbitration panel, not to 
exceed 15% of award, reduced to present value. 

Arbitration precludes recourse to any other remedy by claimant and damages are limited as 
follows: 1) Net economic damages, including but not limited to, medical expenses, and 80% of 
lost wages, offset by any collateral source payments; 2) noneconomic damages limited to 
$250,000 per incident; 3) damages for future economic loss can be paid periodically by decision 
of panel and will be offset by future collateral source payments; and 4) there will be no punitive 
damages. 

Evidence of offer or refusal to arbitrate not admissible as evidence of liability. 

Unless allocation issues involved between multiple defendants, panel to announce award in 
writing to parties within 20 days of conclusion of hearing. Defendants then have 20 days to pay 
award or dispute allocation. 

When there are multiple defendants in arbitration and panel determines damages, defendants 
must submit any dispute regarding apportionment to separate binding arbitration. Panel to be 
same chief arbitrator from initial proceeding and two medical practitioners appointed by 
defendants. If hospital involved, one arbitrator shall be a certified hospital risk manager. New 
panel must convene to determine allocation of responsibility within 65 days of initial award and 
apportion liability among all defendants named in civil action, including those not involved in 
arbitration, to determine proportionate liability of those involved in arbitration. Allocation of 
panel not binding against defendant not in arbitration. Payment of award set by panel shall 
extinguish defendant’s liability, including liability for contribution to defendants not involved in 
arbitration. 

If defendant refuses arbitration offered by claimant, trial proceeds without limitation on 
damages and, if claimant successful, defendant to pay prejudgment interest, and attomey’s fees up 
to 25% of present value of award. If claimant rejects defendant’s offer to arbitrate, damages at 
trial limited to net economic damages plus noneconomic damages not to exceed $350,000 per 
incident. Net economic damages are past and future medical expenses reduced to present value 
and 80% of past and future lost wages. All damages awarded shall be payable by periodic 
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payments and offset by collateral source payments. 

Provides for appointment of new arbitrators by chief administrative law judge if initial chief 
arbitrator determines agreement cannot be reached. 

Arbitration award and allocation of responsibility among defendants is a final agency action 
and appeal is in accordance with Administrative Procedure Act. Provides that there will be no 
stay of arbitration award by panel or by court, except Superior Court to prevent manifest injustice. 
Award enforced by contempt in Superior Court and by execution.

H 675. PHYSICIAN PRACTICE PARAMETERS. "TO DIRECT THE BOARD OF 
MEDICAL EXAMINERS TO DEVELOP MEDICAL PRACTICE PARAMETERS AND RISK 
MANAGEMENT PROTOCOLS FOR CERTAIN MEDICAL SPECIALTIES." Directs the 
Board of Medical Examiners to establish four medical specialty advisory committees (primary 
care, anesthesiology, emergency medicine, and obstetrics and gynecology) for the purpose of 
developing physician practice parameters and risk management protocols for each specialty area. 
Practice parameters and protocols shall define appropriate clinical indications and methods of 
treatment within each specialty area, must be consistent with appropriate standards of care and 
levels of quality, and shall take into account available resources for various geographic areas. 
Each advisory committee shall report to Board in sufficient time for Board to act on committees’ 
work and issue final report to 1995 General Assembly and to Governor on or before January 1, 
1995. Bill specifies committee composition; Governor appointee on each committee shall serve 
as chair. Board may accept outside funding to help finance committee work.

H 676. NCSU/TEXTBOOK PUBLICATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE HUMANITIES EXTENSION PROGRAM AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors for the 
Humanities Extension Program at NC State Univ. $204,200 for 1993-94 and $174,200 for 
1994-95 for the preparation and publication of social studies textbooks for school grades four 
through seven. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Barnes. 


H 677. CERTAIN BUNCOMBE PRECINCTS. "TO REVERT CERTAIN PRECINCT 
BOUNDARIES IN BUNCOMBE COUNTY TO THEIR STATUS ON DECEMBER 31, 1991, 
AND TO GRANT CERTAIN LIMITED POWERS TO THE BUNCOMBE BOARD OF 
ELECTIONS." Reverts boundaries of Buncombe county precincts listed in bill as title indicates 
and allows Buncombe County Board of Elections to further alter precinct boundaries without 
compliance with GS Ch. 163 if such alteration is accomplished before July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. 


H 678. WAKE FOREST CHARTER CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE 
TOWN OF WAKE FOREST." Amends Wake Forest charter to change position of "town 
administrator" to "town manager,” to allow town comm’rs to establish residency requirements for 
town manager, and to provide that the mayor and two comm’rs shall be elected to 4 year terms 
beginning 1993, and that three comm’rs shall be elected to 4 year terms beginning 1995. Does 
not affect terms of current mayor and comm’rs. 

Introduced by Fussell. 
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H 679. REGIONAL HIGH TECH CTR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
EQUIPMENT AND EXPANSION OF THE REGIONAL HIGH TECHNOLOGY CENTER IN 
HAYWOOD COUNTY." Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Community 
Colleges $275,000 for 1993-94 for expansion of the Regional High Technology Center in 
Haywood County, and $150,000 for 1993-94 for equipment for the Center. Effective July 1, 
1993.

H 680. HONORING TEXTILE TECH. CENTER. "HONORING THE LATE GOVERNOR 
MELVILLE BROUGHTON ON THE FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA CENTER FOR APPLIED TEXTILE TECHNOLOGY." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Dickson, Berry, Gamble, Jack Hunt, Joye, Lutz, Preston, and Weatherly. 


H 681. CLEAN AIR ACT IMPLEMENTATION (=S 632). "TO IMPLEMENT THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE 1990 AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL CLEAN AIR ACT, TO 
REPEAL THE EXPIRATION OF A PORTION OF THE PER GALLON FUEL TAX, AND TO 
DEDICATE A PORTION OF THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX TO IMPLEMENT THE 1990 
AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL CLEAN AIR ACT." Provides that information collected 
by Environmental Management Comm’n (EMC) to determine compliance with standards adopted 
pursuant to air pollution control law is public information, and that confidential information 
obtained by EMC may be disclosed to other state and federal agencies when necessary to carry 
out of proper function of the Dep’t of Env., Health, and Nat. Resources (DEHNR) or the other 
agency. Requires EMC to develop and adopt standards and plans necessary to implement 
requirements of federal Clean Air Act and implementing regulations adopted by federal 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), and to establish procedures for public notice, comment, 
and hearings on applications for permits under Title V of the 1990 amendments to the Clean Air 
Act. Establishes civil and criminal penalties applicable to persons subject to Title V. Adds 
provision allowing EMC to establish procedures allowing minor modifications to permitted 
facilities if the modifications comply with federal EPA regulations. Requires EMC to adopt mules 
specifying time limits for approval of applications for permits required by Title V, requires EMC 
to not issue permit until any valid objections by federal EPA are resolved, and provides that 
failure of EMC or local air pollution control program to act on permit application within specified 
time is deemed to be a denial of the application which is subject to judicial review. Prohibits local 
air pollution control program from issuing permit for solid waste incineration unit combusting 
municipal waste when the program is administered by a local governing body that is responsible 
for the design, construction, or operation of the unit. Provides that local air pollution programs 
shall require fees from owners or operators of air contaminant sources that are required to obtain a 
permit under Title V. Effective Jan. 1, 1995 provides that a portion of the motor fuel excise tax 
will be allocated to DEHNR for implementation of the 1990 Clean Air Act amendments, rather 
than to the groundwater protection loan fund. Effective Jan. 1, 1999, repeals provision regarding 
allocation of portion of motor fuel excise tax to the commercial leaking petroleum underground 
storage tank fund. Repeals or delays effective date of other provisions of 1991 SL Ch. 538 
relating to amount and use of motor fuel excise tax.

H 682. FILM SCHOOL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD OF 
GOVERNORS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF A FILM SCHOOL AT THE NORTH CAROLINA 
SCHOOL OF THE ARTS." Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors 
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$6 million for each year of the biennium for construction of a film school at the NC School of the 
Arts. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Gray. 


H 683. CRAVEN SEPTIC TANK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CRAVEN 
COUNTY TO ASSIST WITH EXPENSES OF A PILOT PROJECT TO DEVELOP ON-SITE 
ALTERNATIVE SEWAGE TREATMENT SYSTEMS AND MANAGEMENT SCHEMES FOR 
THOSE SYSTEMS." Appropriates $25,000 for 1993-94 from the General Fund for the Craven 
County Innovative and Alternative Demonstration Program to use as title indicates. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Wainwright. 


SENATE BILLS 
The following digest replaces the version that appeared in Monday’s Bulletin. 


S 607. ADOPTIONS REWRITE. "TO REWRITE CHAPTER 48 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES RELATING TO ADOPTION AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL 
STATUTES COMMISSION." This bill, prepared by the General Statutes Commission, is based 
substantially on a proposed Uniform Adoption Act now being drafted by the National Conference 
of Comm’rs on Uniform State Laws. Makes substantive changes in existing law as indicated 
below. 

Preplacement assessments. Requires a suitability study of prospective parents before child’s 
placement, except in case of adoption by stepparent or close relative. Preplacement assessment to 
be prepared by employee of adoption agency, and must address list of statutorily mandated issues 
and any fact that raises specific concerns about suitability of individual as adoptive parent. 
Provides that county dep’ts of social services will not be required to prepare assessments for 
independent adoptions unless the individual seeking to adopt a child has been unable to obtain an 
assessment elsewhere. Authorizes dep’t of charge for this service. 

Information about birthparent and child. Requires any individual or agency placing a child 
for adoption to provide to the adoptive parent a written report containing all reasonably available 
non-identifying information about the child, its biological parents, and other members of the 
child’s biological family, including present state of health, health histories, and social and 
educational backgrounds. 

Consents. Allows fathers to consent to adoption before or after birth, and mothers to consent 
at anytime after birth. Provides for 21-day revocation period for child under three months old, 
seven days for older child. Requires consent of child if 12 or older, but allows court to dispense 
with this if not in best interest of child. Requires consent of father only if (1) father married to 
mother at time of birth, or (2) has acknowledged paternity and is obligated to support child by 
written agreement or court order, or has regularly visited and communicated with child or marries 
mother after child’s birth, or (3) has received child into his home and openly holds the child out as 
his biological child, or (4) is the child’s adoptive father. 

Judicial procedures. Requires adoption petition to be filed no later than 30 days after child is 
placed, unless extended for good cause. After petition is filed, court must order post-placement 
assessment, which must address statutorily mandated issues and must be filed within 60 days. 
Eliminates interlocutory orders; allows final orders within six months. 

Payments to birth parents. Allows an adoptive parent to pay reasonable and actual charges 
for (1) adoption agency services, (2) medical, hospital, traveling, and similar expenses incurred by 
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mother or child directly related to birth or illness of the child, (3) counseling services, (4) ordinary 
living expenses for mother during pregnancy and up to six weeks after birth, (5) legal and other 
administrative expenses, and (6) preparation of preplacement and postplacement assessments. If 
adoption is not completed, person making payments may not recover them unless birth parents 
accepted payments in bad faith with intent to prevent adoption from taking place. 

Solicitation. Allows solicitation for adoption only by birth parents or agencies or individuals 
with good preplacement assessments. Allows advertising of adoption services only by agencies 
licensed in NC. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 1994. Petitions filed before July 1, 1994, and still pending 
at that time are to be completed in accordance with former law.

S 626. INSURER RISK-BASED CAPITAL (=H 666). "TO ADOPT THE MODEL ACT OF 
THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF INSURANCE COMMISSIONERS FOR RISK-BASED 
CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS FOR LIFE AND HEALTH INSURANCE COMPANIES." 
Identical to H 666, introduced 29 March. 

Introduced by Seymour. 


S 627. MANAGED CARE ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSING AND 
REGULATION OF PREFERRED PROVIDER ORGANIZATIONS, EXCLUSIVE PROVIDER 
PANELS, AND OTHER MANAGED CARE OPERATIONS. Amends GS 58-50-50 which 
defines "preferred provider" to specify that "special reimbursement" includes (i) any 
fee-for-service or discounted fee-for-service arrangement agreed to by the provider and the 
indemnity insurance company, or (ii) capitation or EPP payment that has been approved by the 
Comm ’r under GS 58-50-56; adds new subsection (b) specifying that "PPO" includes a preferred 
provider contract, organization, plan, or arrangement; adds new subsection (d) providing that 
"EPP" means an exclusive provider panel. Amends GS 58-50-55 (a) to require that all 
corporations organized under Art. 1 through 64 of Ch. 55 must apply to the Comm’r for a license 
to operate a PPO in order to enter into fee-for-service or discounted fee-for-service contracts, in 
addition to all other contracts authorized by Art. 1 through 64 of Ch. 55; repeals subsection (c) 
(information to be provided to the Dep’t on provider plans) and adds a new subsection (cl) 
requiring license for PPOs; amends subsection (d) to increase from 20% to 40% amount by which 
payment for services rendered by non-participating providers may be reduced. Adds requirement 
that if the preferred provider plan imposes deductibles, the annual amount per family may not 
exceed five times the amount of the corresponding annual deductible offered in conjunction with 
the preferred provider panel, nor may that amount exceed $2,000 per individual or $6,00 per 
family, and the lifetime maximum amount of coverage offered in conjunction with a preferred 
provider panel may not exceed twice the amount of the lifetime coverage offered in conjunction 
with the non-participating providers. Policies and contracts may not, except as provided in 
subsection (d) limit the choice of accessing participating or non-participating providers. Adds new 
sections (1) establishing licensing requirements, prohibited practices, and powers of PPOs; (2) 
establishing licensing requirements and prohibited practices of EPPs; and (3) enact Managed Care 
Operations Act, to provide a uniform set of standards to govern the development, 
implementation, and operation of all types of managed care plans. Act applies to PPOs, all EPPs 
(defined as a managed care plan organized under GS 58-50-56 or 58-65-143 that provides 
nonemergency, prepaid, covered health care services only through a contracted panel of 
participating providers), utilization review companies, insurance companies organized under Art. 
1-64 of Ch. 55, and corporations organized under Art. 65 of Chapter 55 that meet the definition of 
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a managed care plan in the Act. Excludes employee benefit plans to the extent preempted by 
ERAS. Establishes licensing requirements for EPPs. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Johnson. 


S 628. PERMIT FOR CROSSBOW & BOLTS. "TO PROHIBIT THE SALE OR OTHER 
TRANSFER OF A CROSSBOW OR THE BOLTS USED WITH THE CROSSBOW UNLESS 
THE PURCHASER HAS A PERMIT FOR THE WEAPON.” GS 14-402 now makes it unlawful 
to sell pistols without a permit. This bill makes GS 14-402 also applicable to crossbows and the 
bolts used with them. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applicable to offenses occurring on or after that 
date. 

Introduced by Plyler. 


S 629. CPA REVISIONS. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE GENERAL STATUTES 
RELATING TO CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS." Amends GS 93-12(5), effective Oct. 
1, 1993 through Jan. 1, 1997, to delete language indicating that eligibility requirements for taking 
examination also make person eligible to receive a certificate of qualification. Amends GS 
93-12(5), effective Jan. 1, 1997 through Jan. 1, 2001, to provide that after Jan. 1, 2001, all 
applicants for a certificate of qualification must have completed 150 college semester hours that 
include a bachelors degree, a concentration in accounting, and other Board required course work 
from a college or university deemed substantially equivalent to a regionally accredited institution. 
Amends GS 93-12(6) and adds subdivision (15), effective Oct. 1, 1993, to allow Board to issue 
certificates of qualification to holders of certificates or the equivalent issued by other countries 
and to grant Board power to seek injunctions to prevent violations of GS Ch. 93 and rules issued 
pursuant thereto. Adds GS 93-12.2, effective October 1, 1993, to provide that records containing 
information compiled by the Board pursuant to a complaint, investigation, inquiry, or interview in 
connection with an application for examination, licensure, registration, or professional ethics, are 
not public records within meaning of GS Ch. 132. However, notice or statement of charges 
against any licensee or applicant, any notice of a hearing, or any record admitted into evidence in 
any hearing, shall be a public record, notwithstanding that it may contain investigative 
information. Makes technical and substantive changes. 

Introduced by Hunt. 


S 630. FELLOWS’ TEACHING COMMITMENT. "TO PERMIT RECIPIENTS OF 
TEACHING FELLOWS SCHOLARSHIP LOANS TO REPAY THEIR COMMITMENT TO 
THE STATE BY TEACHING FOR THREE CONSECUTIVE YEARS IN SCHOOL SYSTEMS 
LOCATED IN LOW-WEALTH COUNTIES." Amends GS 115-C-363.23A(e) to provide for 
forgiveness of loans as title indicates if, within seven years after graduation, recipient teaches for 
three years at public school in county which qualifies as a low-wealth county under the formula 
for distribution of supplemental school funding for low-wealth counties. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Condor. 


S 631. PSYCHOLOGY PRACTICE ACT. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
PRACTICING PSYCHOLOGIST LICENSING ACT." Changes title of Act to "Psychology 
Practice Act". Redefines "practice of psychology” by referring to types of practices and their 
purposes, and enumerates nonexhaustive list of specific practices included within definition. 
Defines "psychologist" as a person using any title or description of services incorporating the 
words "psychology," "psychological," "psychologic," or "psychologist," or representing 
themselves as possessing qualification in any area of psychology, or providing services defined in

"practice of psychology." Exempts persons engaged in teaching, research, service, or consultation 
to organizations or institutions, provided such activities do not involve delivery of direct 
psychological services. Deletes provision allowing State or local gov’ts to hire nonlicensed 
applicants qualified for psychology positions. Provides that persons certified as school 
psychologists and serving as regular salaried employees of Dep’t of Public Instruction do not 
have to be licensed under Art. 18A. Deletes provision allowing employees of a State agency or 
department, who have a masters degree, to take examination for licensing as a psychological 
associate. Makes changes to provision governing trainees, nonresident psychologists, and 
qualified members of other professional groups. Adds subdivision stating conditions requiring 
termination of practice of psychology. 

Provides that no member of the Psychology Board shall serve more than three (currently, 
two) complete consecutive terms. Amends GS 90-270.7 to add several qualifications for 
membership on the Board and to set forth causes for removal. Amends GS 90-270.14 to require 
renewal of licenses biennially (currently, annually) and to authorize the Board to issue duplicate 
or replacement licenses. Amends GS 90-270.15 to combine subdivisions (a) and (al) into one 
Code of Conduct and sets forth consequences of violations. Amends GS 90-270.20 to address the 
provision of health services by licensed psychologists and psychological associates and to 
authorize Board certification of health services providers. 

Amends GS 8-53.3 to provide that the psychologist-patient privilege is not grounds for 
failure to report suspected child abuse or neglect. Amends GS 58-50-30, 58-65-1, and 58-65-75 
to provide that after Jan. 1, 1995, a duly licensed psychologist shall be defined as a licensed 
psychologist who holds permanent licensure and certification as a health services provider 
psychologist issued by the NC Psychology Board. Amends GS 122C-3(13b) to provide the same 
definition for "eligible psychologist." 

Introduced by Cooper. 


S 632. CLEAN AIR ACT IMPLEMENTATION (=H 681). "TO IMPLEMENT THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE 1990 AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL CLEAN AIR ACT, TO 
REPEAL THE EXPIRATION OF A PORTION OF THE PER GALLON FUEL TAX, AND TO 
DEDICATE A PORTION OF THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX TO IMPLEMENT THE 1990 
AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL CLEAN AIR ACT." Identical to H 681 introduced 30 
March. 

Introduced by Walker. 


S 633. STAGGERED PAROLE COMM’N TERMS. "TO PROVIDE FOR STAGGERED 
TERMS FOR MEMBERS OF THE PAROLE COMMISSION." Amends GS 143B-267 to 
provide that, of the five members of the Parole Comm ’n to be appointed to terms beginning July 
1, 1993, three will serve three-year terms and two will serve four-year terms. Thereafter, all terms 
will be for four years. Effective June 30, 1993. 

Introduced by Smith. 


S 634. LOCAL REGULATORY FEES. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTS TO COLLECT REGULATORY FEES." Blank bill. 
Introduced by Sands. 


S 635. KINSTON PRIVATE SALE. "TO EXEMPT THE CITY OF KINSTON FROM 
ARTICLE 12, CHAPTER 160A OF THE GENERAL STATUTES IN THE SALE OR LEASE 
OF CERTAIN SURPLUS REAL PROPERTY TO ADKIN HIGH SCHOOL ALUMNI & 
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FRIENDS, INC., A NORTH CAROLINA NONPROFIT CORPORATION." Allows City of 
Kinston to sell the Lenhardt Center to specified non-profit corporation without regard to the 
restrictions and limitations relating to the sale of real property in GS Ch. 160A, Art. 12, and city 
charter.

Amends Durham city charter to allow city council to (1) delegate to the 
Durham Planning Comm’n the power and authority to rezone property in accordance with rules 
and regulations established by the city council, and (2) epee for a right of review or appeal of 
rezoning decisions to the city council. .

‘H 688. DURHAM COUNTY IMPACT FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE DURHAM COUNTY TO 
IMPLEMENT A SYSTEM OF IMPACT FEES." Authorizes Durham County to include in its 
subdivision control and zoning ordinances provisions assessing impact fees to be paid by 
developers to help defray the cost of constructing public works made necessary in substantial part 
by new development, specifically including open space, greenways, storm water management, 
and water and sewer facilities. Authorizes county to allow payment in lump sum or time 
payments spread over up to five years. Provides generally for administration of impact fee 
system. Applies only within Durham County’s planning jurisdiction.

Extends provisions of 
1991 SL Ch. 862 to Wilkes and Yadkin counties. Third degree trespass constitutes entering or 
remaining on the premises of another, without written authorization, for the purpose of hunting, 
fishing, trapping, loitering, or operating an all-terrain vehicle, and is a misdemeanor punishable by 
imprisonment for up to 30 days, a fine of up to $200, or both. Effective Dec. 1, 1993, and 
applicable to offenses committed on or after that date.

Amends GS 14-269 
as title indicates.

WINSTON-SALEM/FORSYTH COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION AND THE FORSYTH 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS ‘DOWNTOWN SCHOOL’ PROJECT FROM CERTAIN 
STATUTORY REQUIREMENTS." Exempts named authorities from bidding statutes and from 
GS 115C-521(d) (requires school boards to own land upon which school buildings are built) for 
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renovations to be made at Downtown School currently under lease-purchase agreement and being 
used for experimental school program.

TECHNOLOGY." Identical to H 680, introduced 30 March.

S 639. HEALTH WORKERS/HIY. "RELATING TO PRACTICE RESTRICTIONS 
IMPOSED ON HEALTH CARE WORKERS WHO ARE INFECTED WITH HIV OR 
HEPATITIS B." Amends GS 130A-144 to provide immunity from civil or criminal liability for 
anyone who assists in an inquiry or investigation conducted by the State Health Dir. to evaluate 
the risk of HIV or Hepatitis B transmission from an infected health care worker to patients, or 
who serves on an expert panel established by the State Health Dir. for that purpose. Provides 
immunity to hospital employers for employing or granting staff privileges to a health care worker 
who is infected with HIV or Hepatitis B so long as the hospital or employer imposes practice or 
medical staff privilege restrictions imposed by the State Health Dir. under rules adopted by the 
Comm’n. Excepts from immunity provided, immunity from liability for violation of GS 
130A-143 (Confidentiality of records).

OPERATION OF ABORTION CLINICS AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO G.S. 
143B-165." Amends GS 14-45.1(a) and GS 143B-165 to require the NC Medical Care Comm’n 
to adopt rules to assure the suitability of facilities for the performance of abortions. Makes 
technical and conforming changes to GS 143B-165 regarding powers and duties of the Comm’n 
with respect to other health care facilities and services.

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S 642. HALIFAX CORONER ABOLISHED (=H 586). "TO ABOLISH THE VACANT

due to the employee’s testifying or providing information with respect to claims under GS 95-18.1 
relating to employment discrimination against persons with sickle cell trait. Amends GS 95-242 
to (1) provide that files and records relating to investigations and enforcement proceedings under 
the retaliatory discrimination law are not public records under GS 132-6 while the investigations 
or proceedings are open or pending, and (2) grant additional authority to Comm’r of Labor to 
issue subpoenas to require the attendance and testimony of witnesses and production of evidence 
under oath.

S 645. EQUAL ACCESS FOR DEAF FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO HELP

DEAF AND HARD OF HEARING." Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div. of Services 
for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, DHR, $1,017,079 for 1993-94 and $1,269,775 for 1994-95 for 
regional Resource Centers for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 646. DEAF SCHOOLS STANDARDS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO BRING 
THE NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF UP TO THE MINIMUM 
STANDARDS OUTLINED BY THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM AND THE 
PRESIDENTIAL COMMISSION ON EDUCATION FOR THE DEAF." Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Div’n of Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, DHR, $3,593,849 for 
1993-94 and $4,164,788 for 1994-95 for purposes as title indicates as recommended by the 1992 
_ Task Force on Quality Assurance for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing’s report to DHR. Effective 
July 1, 1993.

S 647. ADOPT WATERMELON FESTIVAL (=H 318). "TO ADOPT THE HERTFORD 
COUNTY WATERMELON FESTIVAL AS THE NORTH CAROLINA WATERMELON 
FESTIVAL AND TO DECLARE THAT THE FESTIVAL BE HELD ANNUALLY." Identical 
to H 318 introduced 25 February. 

Introduced by Ballance. 
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S 648. BARBER AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 864 REGULATING 
BARBERS.” Makes numerous substantive, technical, and stylistic amendments to GS Ch. 86A 
regarding certification of barbers, barber schools, apprenticeships, and fees collected by the State 
Board of Barber Examiners. Among the changes are: (1) amend GS 86A-8 to prohibit temporary 
barber permits to those who have twice failed the apprentice examination; (2) amend GS 86A-13 
to prevent operation of a barbershop in a barber school and vice versa; (3) amend GS 86A-17 to 
automatically suspend licenses that are not renewed; (4) amend GS 86A-20 to increase the fine for 
violations of the law from $10-$50 to $25-$100; amend GS 86A-25 to establish various late fees 
for restoration of expired certificates.

S 650. TEACHER LOAN PAYBACK CHANGES. "TO GIVE RECIPIENTS OF 
PROSPECTIVE TEACHER SCHOLARSHIP LOANS CREDIT AGAINST THE LOAN 
AMOUNT FOR WORKING PART TIME AS TEACHERS." Amends GS 115C-471(5) to give 
recipients of prospective teacher scholarship loans a credit against the amount of the loan in an 
amount equal to accrued interest plus up to $1,000 in principal for each one-half school year that 
the recipient teaches in a NC public school. Adds new provision allowing credit in amount equal 
to accrued interest plus up to $1,000 in principal for each full school year, up to two full years, 
that a recipient teaches at least half time in a NC public school. Requires Dep’t of Public 
Instruction to monitor recipients of prospective teacher scholarship loans who elect to teach in 
public schools instead of repaying their loans to ensure that they are properly fulfilling their 
obligations to teach in the public schools. Effective July 1, 1993.

Introduced by Gunter. 


S 652. CIVIL AIR PATROL TORT CLAIMS. "TO PLACE THE CIVIL AIR PATROL 
UNDER THE STATE TORT CLAIMS ACT FOR CORPORATE AND STATE REQUESTED 
AND APPROVED MISSIONS." Amends GS 143B-492 as title indicates. Excepts claims 
brought by persons who are not members or guests of the CAP. Also excepts claims under GS 
97-2 (Workers Comp.) from State’s limitation of liability.

S 653. MINING ACT AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE MINING ACT OF 1971." 
Amends Art. 7 of GS Ch. 74 by (1) limiting duration of mining permits to five years (now, 10 

' years); (2) requiring public notice, a 30-day public comment period, and public hearings regarding 
issuance of new mining permits; (3) allowing members of the public who submit comments or 
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participate in public hearings to seek judicial review of the decision to issue a mining permit; (4) 
requiring that mining permits be conditioned upon compliance with applicable local zoning or 
subdivision ordinances; (5) requiring the Dep’t of Env., Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR) 
to deny applications for a mining permit which does not meet statutory requirements; (6) adding 
provisions requiring DEHNR to deny application for a mining permit if the activity is inconsistent 
with local land-use plan, if the operation will be within one-half mile of 10 or more occupied 
dwellings, if the land cannot be sufficiently restored to its former condition, if the operation will 
adversely affect certain historic or archaeologically-significant property, or if the applicant is not 
financially qualified to carry out the activity or to complete reclamation; (7) requiring that a new, 
rather than modified, permit be obtained in order to extend a mining operation to adjacent land; 
(8) requiring that reclamation plans provide for restoration of original contours of land to extent 
practicable and consistent with applicable engineering standards, and for adequate reclamation of 
lakes, ponds, and marshlands; (9) requiring a separate bond for each permitted operation; and (10) 
making additional technical amendments. Also amends GS 143B-291 to replace two 
representatives of Environmental Management Comm’n with two members of the general public 
who are not associated with commercial mining operations as members of the NC Mining 
Comm/’n, and amends GS 113A-9(5) to add mining operations to definition of "major 
development project” under state environmental policy law. Effective Oct. 1, 1993, and 
applicable to applications for new permits or for modification, renewal, or transfer of existing 
permits filed on or after that date.

S 656. NC GAMING COMMISSION. "TO CREATE A NORTH CAROLINA GAMING 
COMMISSION." Establishes a 25-member Gaming Commission for the purpose of regulating all 
forms of gaming and games of chance in NC and to develop a long-term plan for gaming in NC, 
including regulation of bingo, raffles, lotteries, pari-mutuel wagering, and other games of chance. 
Comm ’n to be appointed by Governor, with one at-large member and two from each 
congressional district. Directors Govemor to give preference in appointments to persons with 
knowledge of gaming industry and "appropriate judicial temperament." Directs Comm’n to make 
annual report to Governor and General Assembly. Authorizes Comm’n to adopt rules for conduct 
of gaming, to license gaming personnel, and to enforce gaming laws. Requires licensing of all 
persons involved with horse racing to be licensed by Comm’n, except "patrons or other members 
of general public." Authorizes Comm’n to issue following classes of licenses: operator (for 
sponsorship and management of gaming), occupational, and special (for privilege of engaging in 
activities related to gaming that "by their nature require State sanction and control").

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S 657. JOB LISTING SERVICE BONDED. "TO REQUIRE JOB LISTING SERVICES TO - 
SECURE A BOND AS A CONDITION OF LICENSURE." Amends GS 95-47.22 to add that 
before the Dep’t of Labor may issue or renew a job listing service license under Art. 5B of GS Ch. 
95, each licensee shall deposit a $25,000 surety bond. If job listing service terminates business, 
bond shall be held by Dep’t until all refunds due applicants under Art. 5B have been paid by the 
job listing service. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 658. COMPUTER SOFTWARE NOT TAXABLE. "TO EXPAND THE PROPERTY TAX

105-275(40) to classify and exclude from the tax base all computer software and related 
documentation. Effective for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1993; allows application for 
exclusion to be filed for 1993 tax year on or before Sept. 1, 1993.

S 659. CONFORM AIRCRAFT SALES TAX. "TO PROVIDE THAT DEPOSITS ON 
RETURNABLE AERONAUTIC REPLACEMENT PARTS WILL BE TREATED THE SAME 
WAY AS DEPOSITS ON RETURNABLE AUTOMOTIVE, INDUSTRIAL, MARINE, AND 
FARM REPLACEMENT PARTS FOR SALES TAX PURPOSES." Amends GS 105-164.3(16) 
as title indicates. Effective August 1, 1993 and applies to sales made on or after that date. 
Introduced by Kaplan. 


S 660. TERMS/TERM LIMITS. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO PROVIDE FOR FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR MEMBERS OF THE 
LEGISLATURE AND LIMIT THEM TO THREE CONSECUTIVE TERMS IN A HOUSE, TO 
LIMIT MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL OF STATE AND SHERIFFS TO THREE 
FOUR-YEAR TERMS, AND TO LIMIT PERSONS ELECTED TO CONGRESS AND TO 
OFFICES CREATED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO TWELVE YEARS IN OFFICE." 
Subject to voter approval at next statewide primary or election, adds new section to Art. I of NC 
Constitution providing that no person shall be eligible for election to more than three consecutive 
terms as a member of the NC House of Representatives, nor to more than three consecutive terms 
as a member of the NC Senate, excluding terms that begin before Jan. 1, 1995. Amends Art. I to 
provide for four-year terms for members of the State House and Senate beginning 1994. Adds 
provisions to Art. I providing that President pro tem. of Senate serves until the expiration of his 
term of office as Senator or until the qualification of a new Lt. Governor whichever comes first, 
and that President pro tem. does not have an additional right to vote when the Senate is equally 
divided. Amends Art. II to limit service as Sec’y of State, Auditor, Treasurer, Sup’t of Public 
Instruction, Atty. Gen., Comm ’r of Agric., Comm ’r of Labor, and Comm’r of Insurance to no 
more than three consecutive terms in the same office, excluding terms of office beginning before 
Jan. 1, 1995. Amends Art. VII to limit service as sheriff to no more than three consecutive terms, 
excluding terms of office beginning before Jan. 1, 1995. Makes additional conforming 
' amendments to NC Constitution. If approved, the constitutional amendments become effective 
Jan. 1, 1994 and apply to members of the General Assembly elected in the 1994 general election. 
Adds new GS 128-7.2 providing that no person elected to public office shall be eligible for 
election to more than six consecutive two-year terms or three consecutive four-year terms or six 
consecutive two-year terms, excluding terms beginning before Jan. 1, 1995. On boards that have 
some members elected from districts and some members elected at large, all offices are 
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considered as the same office. The offices of mayor or chairman of the board of county comm’rs 
are considered separate offices if elected separately by the voters. Adds new GS 128-7.3 
providing that, when all other states have enacted term limitations for members of Congress, no 
US Senator from NC may serve more than two consecutive terms, and no member of the US 
House of Representatives from NC may serve more than four consecutive terms. States General 
Assembly’s intention that Senators and Congressmen voluntarily observe term limits if statutory 
limitation on terms is held invalid. Makes additional conforming amendments to state election 
laws.

S 661. REPEAL PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAXES. "TO REPEAL THE STATE PRIVILEGE 
LICENSE TAX ON MOST BUSINESSES SUBJECT TO SALES TAX AND ON OTHER

FROM THREE PERCENT TO FOUR PERCENT. 

State privilege licenses taxes repealed. Repeals State privilege licenses taxes on the 
following businesses, trades, and professions: selling, leasing or distributing motion pictures; 
outdoor theaters; motion picture admissions; attorneys at law; private detectives; collection 
agencies; undertakers and retail coffin dealers; alarm systems; peddlers, itinerant merchants, and 
specialty market operators; installing elevators and automatic sprinkler systems; fortune tellers; 
day-care facilities; hotels and motels; restaurants; music machines; vending machines; packing 
houses; dry cleaners; tobacco warehouses; firearms dealers; laundnes; outdoor advertising; 
motorcycle dealers; employment agents; plumbers, heating contractors, and electricians; ice 
cream manufacturers; chain stores; cooperative associations; and general business license. 

Entertainment tax increase. Amends GS 105-37.1 to increase gross receipts tax on 
admissions to amusements and entertainments to 4% (now, 3%). 

County and city privilege license taxes. Amends GS 153A-152 and 160A-211 to authorize 
counties and cities to continue to levy local privilege license taxes to same extent as authorized 
before repeal of State taxes. 

Regulation of itinerant merchants and specialty markets. Transfers to new GS 66-67.3 
provisions now contained in GS 105-53 regulating peddlers, itinerant merchants, and speciality 
markets. 

Base budget reduction. Includes blank provisions reducing Dep’t of Revenue base budget 
for 1993-95 biennium. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 1993.

As title 
indicates. Removal is effective July 1, 1993 if a majority of voters from either district are in 
favor.

Charter establishes five member council, staggered four-year 
terms; Mayor separately elected to two-year terms; Mayor-council form of government, 
non-partisan, plurality elections; Village Town Board members serving on June 30, 1993 
representing District #2 to serve as interim Board and select a Mayor to serve until next regular 
election. All property owned by the Town of Calabash and located within the incorporated area 
vests in the Village when incorporated.

(1) number of days from date of charge to provisional licensee’s 18th birthday; or (2) number of 
days from date of any occurrence giving rise to a civil revocation to the licensee’s 18th birthday; 
or (3) 45 days. Also rewrites GS 20-179(c) to add requirement that judge impose Level One 
punishment under subsection (g) if (1) defendant has been convicted of a prior offense involving 
impaired driving and the conviction occurred within 7 years before date of offense for which he is 
being sentenced and defendant has been convicted of a second offense involving impaired driving 
for which the conviction occurs after the date of the offense for which the defendant is being 
sentenced, but before or contemporaneously with the present sentencing, or (2) defendant has 
been convicted of two offenses involving impaired driving for which the convictions occur after 
the date of the offense for which defendant is being sentenced, but before or contemporaneously 
with the present sentencing. In same subsection, rewrites one of the "grossly aggravating factors" 
to be a single conviction for an offense involving impaired driving, if the conviction occurred 
within seven years before the date of the offense for which defendant is being sentenced, or after 


the date of that offense, but before or contemporaneously with the present sentencing (underlined 
provision added).

Senate 
committee substitute includes occupants of property (was, only owners) among those who could 
be required by cities or counties to separate designated materials for recycling. Adds language

Amends GS 20-135.2A(d) as title 
indicates. Effective December 1, 1993, and applicable to violations cited and offenses occurring 
on or after that date. 

Introduced by Flaherty. 


H 698. FELONY LARCENY AMOUNT. "TO AMEND LAWS RELATING TO 
FELONIOUS LARCENY TO MAKE THE THRESHOLD AMOUNT CONSISTENTLY ONE 
THOUSAND DOLLARS." Amends various statutes to increase the amount required to be 
involved to constitute felonious larceny to $1,000. Statutes involved and previous amount 
involved to constitute a felony are: GS 14-168.1, conversion by bailee, lesee, tenant, or 
attorney-in-fact, $400; GS 15B-7, false application for victim compensation, $400; GS 108A-39, 
fraudulent application for public assistance, $400; GS 108A-64, fraudulent application for 
medical assistance, $400; GS 157-29.1, fraudulent application for housing assistance, $400; GS © 
14-398, theft of books, art works, or collected material from a public library, museum, gallery, or 
governmental office, $50; GS 14-107, issuing worthless checks, $2,000; GS 14-141, buming 
another’s crops, $2,000; and GS 108A-53, fraudulent defrauding food stamp program, $2,000. 
Effective December 1, 1993 and applicable to offenses committed after that date. 

Introduced by Flaherty. 


H 699. ACCOUNT DATE ON CHECKS. "TO REQUIRE THAT CHECKS ON ALL NEW 
CHECKING ACCOUNTS AT BANKS INDICATE THE MONTH AND YEAR IN WHICH 
THE ACCOUNT WAS OPENED.” Adds new GS 53-77.4 requiring that all checks drawn against 
demand deposit account of a natural person during the first 12 months after the account was 
opened must show the month and year in which the account was opened. Does not apply to 
temporary checks issued when a natural person opens an account. Does not apply if person has 
had a deposit account at a bank, savings and loan association, or credit union for the previous 12 
month period and, during that 12 month period, has not had a check returned for insufficient 
funds. Effective January 1, 1994 and ede to accounts opened on or after that date. 
Introduced by Jarrell.. 


H 700. SUNSET BEACH HEIGHT LIMIT. "TO LIMIT THE HEIGHT OF STRUCTURES 
WITHIN THE PART OF THE TOWN OF SUNSET BEACH THAT IS ON THE ISLAND." 
Amends SL 1987, Ch. 1019 and SL 1989, Ch. 456 and Ch. 594 (which now apply only to Holden 
Beach and Long Beach) to extend 35 feet height limit for structures to the portion of Sunset Beach 
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on the island and provide that the measurement of the Sunset Beach height is as set by the 
ordinance. 
Introduced by Redwine. 


H 701. INFO TO LEGISLATORS. "TO MAKE IT A MISDEMEANOR FOR A STATE 
OFFICIAL TO FAIL TO PROVIDE INFORMATION TO LEGISLATORS AND 
LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEES." Amends GS 120-19 to provide that any employee or officer of 
the State who fails to supply, within 30 days of receiving a written request, information or data to 
a member or committee of the General Assembly as required by law is guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of up to $2,000. 

Introduced by Ellis. 


H 702. ENVIRONMENTAL PERMITTING REFORM. "TO REFORM AND EXPEDITE 
THE PROCESS BY WHICH APPLICATIONS FOR PERMITS UNDER CERTAIN 
ENVIRONMENTAL REGULATORY PROGRAMS ARE CONSIDERED AND TO REFORM 
AND EXPEDITE ADMINISTRATIVE AND JUDICIAL REVIEW OF PERMIT DECISIONS." 
Amends Mining Act and regulatory provisions for air quality, water discharge, and water 
nondischarge permits to make the following changes. Amends GS 74-49 and GS 143-213 to 
define "affected person" as one who makes timely oral or written comments on a permit 
application or makes a good cause showing why there was no reason to have anticipated being 
adversely affected by the permit decision and make these provisions applicable to decisions to 
approve or deny new permits, permit renewals, and major permit modifications. Amends GS 
74-50 to require notice of permit applications by certified or registered mail to adjoining property 
owners. Amends GS 74-51 to require a comment period of at least 30 days, with the applicant 
providing a newspaper notice of the comment opportunity; a public hearing, if held, must be 
scheduled within 60 days or receipt of all relevant information by the Department. Amends GS 
74-60 and GS 143-215.5 to provide for publication of notice of permit decisions in the North 
Carolina Register. Amends GS 74-61 and GS 143-215.5 to provide that applicants, persons 
affected, and those assessed a civil penalty may file a petition for contested case review by an 
Administrative Law Judge within 60 days (30 days for water and air permits) of publication of 
notice of decision. A person affected may generally only contest issues raised during the 
Departmental consideration of the application. Petitions for judicial review must be filed within 
30 days of service of a final decision of the contested case (or within 30 days of the original 
decision if administrative contested case review is not available). Also amends GS 143-215.15(c) 
and 143-215.108(c) to delete notice to any person affected by application to modify or revoke 
permits for water use within capacity use areas and for air quality permits and amends GS 
143-215.32 to broaden dam inspection authority. Makes other technical and conforming 
amendments. Effective October 1, 1993 and applicable to applications filed on or after that date. 
Introduced by B. Miller and Gottovi. 


H 703. NAGS HEAD BEACH REGULATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE TOWN OF > 
NAGS HEAD MAY REGULATE CERTAIN COMMERCIAL FISHING ACTIVITIES ON THE 
FORESHORE, BEACH STRAND, AND BARRIER DUNE SYSTEM WITHIN AND ALONG 
ITS BOUNDARIES." Modifies GS 160A-308 to allow the town of Nags Head to regulate the 
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time of the use of haul seining nets on the foreshore, beach strand, and the barrier dune system 
within or along the boundaries of the municipality. 
Introduced by R. Thompson. 


H 704. INTEREST ON CHILD SUPPORT. "TO PROVIDE THAT INTEREST ACCRUES 
ON PAST-DUE CHILD SUPPORT AT THE RATE AT WHICH INTEREST ACCRUES ON 
CIVIL JUDGMENTS." Adds new GS 50-13.10(b1) providing that a vested, past-due child 
support payment bears interest, at the legal rate for interest on judgments, from the date the child 
support payment vested until the past-due child support is paid. Effective upon ratification and 
applicable to past-due child support payments vesting on or after that date. 

Introduced by R. Thompson. 


H 705. LRC STUDY FAMILY LAW REFORM. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY FAMILY LAW REFORM.” Authorizes the 
Legislative Research Comm’n to study the necessity for family law reform, including: the need 
for a family court system, independent of district court, with exclusive jurisdiction of matters 
pertaining to marriage, divorce, child custody and support, spousal support, distribution of marital 
property, and adoption; procedural changes and additional remedies necessary to expedite 
resolution of family law cases; and review_of the child support guidelines. Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the Legis. Research Comm’n $15,000 for each year of the biennium to carry out 
the study of family law reform. 

Introduced by R. Thompson. 


H 706. CHILD SUPPORT COLA. "TO PROVIDE THAT PRESUMPTIVE GUIDELINES 
ESTABLISHED FOR DETERMINING CHILD SUPPORT AMOUNTS MAY INCLUDE 
COST-OF-LIVING ADJUSTMENTS." Amends GS 50-13.4(c1) to allow the Conference of 
Chief District Judges to establish periodic automatic cost-of-living adjustments to increase the 
amounts prescribed by the presumptive child support guidelines. 

_ Introduced by R. Thompson. 


H 707. CREDIT REPORT/CHILD SUPPORT. "TO AUTHORIZE NOTIFICATION OF 
CREDITORS AND CREDIT REPORTING AGENCIES OF PERSONS OBLIGATED TO PAY 
CHILD SUPPORT." Amends GS 7A-109 to add that record-keeping procedures for superior 
court records shall be designed to provide for notification to creditors and credit reporting 
agencies of persons obligated to pay any amount of child support into the office of the clerk of 
superior court. 

Introduced by R. Thompson. 


H 708. HARNETT ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. "TO ALLOW HARNETT COUNTY, 
THE CITY OF DUNN, AND THE TOWNS OF ANGIER, COATS, ERWIN, AND ; 
LILLINGTON TO TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION PROSPECTIVE REVENUES 
GENERATED BY A DEVELOPMENT IN ARRIVING AT THE AMOUNT OF 
CONSIDERATION FOR AN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CONVEYANCE.” Adds Harnett 
to coverage of 158-7.1(d1) with effect as title indicates. 

Introduced by Stewart. 
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H 709. SAFETY EQUIPMENT TAX PREFERENCE. "TO EXTEND THE ONE PERCENT 
MANUFACTURERS’ SALES TAX RATE ON MACHINERY TO APPLY TO WORKER 
SAFETY EQUIPMENT." Amends GS 105-164.4(a)(1d) to extend the one percent sales tax rate 
to sales to manufacturing industries and to their contractors and subcontractors of safety | 
equipment for personal use that is required by workplace safety laws. Effective July 1, 1993 and 
applicable to sales made on or after that date.

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H 716. RECIPROCAL PREFERENCE BID LAW. "TO PROVIDE THAT A BIDDER 
WITH A PRINCIPAL PLACE OF BUSINESS IN ANOTHER STATE WITH LAWS OR 
REGULATIONS CAUSING DISADVANTAGE IN ANOTHER STATE WILL BE AT 
RECIPROCAL DISADVANTAGE WHEN BIDDING ON A PUBLIC CONTRACT WITH 
THIS STATE." Adds GS 143-59.1 to provide that whenever a competitive bidding procedure is 
employed pursuant to GS 143-52 a bidder, with a principal place of business in another state that 
has laws causing disadvantage to out-of-state bidders for like public contracts, shall have like 
conditions applied to it in this State. Sec’y of Administration shall adopt rules applying on a 
reciprocal basis the in-state preferences of the state or locality of an out-of-state bidder, in a 
similar manner and effect. Sec’y may waive application of reciprocal in-state preference where 
prices would either exceed the reasonable cost estimate of the State agency using the goods and 
services or would be unreasonably high. Sec’y shall waive reciprocal in-state preference: (1) on 
federally funded procurements where federal rules prohibit preference; (2) where result would be 
an award to a vendor with poor record of performance; and (3) when an emergency requires 
immediate performance in accordance with GS 143-57. Nothing in section requires award of 
contract where bid is not most advantageous to State, affects preference given to NC producers 
under GS 143-59, or limits authority of Sec’y to obtain goods or services in open market. Sec’y 
shall maintain a list, available to public, of states having laws and rules granting in-state 
preferences and shall report annually to Governor, State Auditor, and General Assembly on the 
fiscal consequences of this section. Effective January 1, 1994 and applicable to competitive bids 
solicited by the State on or after that date.

H 717. HOSPITAL UNDERGROUND TANK CLEANUP. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
SECRETARY OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO WAIVE 
REIMBURSEMENT OF COSTS FOR CLEANUP OF LEAKING PETROLEUM 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS AT PUBLIC HOSPITALS." Amend GS 143-215.94G to 
authorize Sec’y of Dep’t of Env., Health, & Nat, Resources to waive certain reimbursement costs 
for cleanup of leaking underground petroleum tanks at public hospitals if the hospital is fully 
cooperating in developing and implementing a cleanup plan and the costs would result in extreme 
hardship to hospital or render the hospital insolvent. Does not apply to costs for cleanups from 
willful or wanton discharges or for commercial tanks where the owner has been identified. 
Introduced by Flaherty and G. Thompson. 


H 718. EARLY CHILDHOOD INITIATIVES (=S 676). "TO DEVELOP AND ESTABLISH 
EARLY CHILDHOOD INITIATIVES." Adds new part 10B to GS 143B, Art. 3 to provide 
financial and other support for the NC Partnership for Children, Inc. (NCPC). Provides that, as a 
condition of receiving state funds, the NCPC board of directors shall consist of the Sec’y of the 
Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR), the Sec’y of the Dep’t of Env., Health, and Nat. Resources, 
the Sup’t of Public Instruction, and the Pres. of the Dep’t of Community Colleges, 17 members 
appointed by the Governor, and eight members appointed by the General Assembly (four on 
recommendation of the Speaker and four on recommendation of the Pres. pro tem.). Also requires 
_ NCPC to oversee the development of 12 local demonstration projects during 1993-94 and eight 
additional projects during 1994-95. Each local demonstration project must be coordinated by a 
new, local, private, nonprofit 501(c)(3) organization responsible for developing a comprehensive, 
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collaborative, long-range plan of services to children in the service-delivery area. Requires that | 
the boards of directors of these coordinating organizations include representatives of public and 
private nonprofit health and human service agencies, day care providers, the business community, 
foundations, county and municipal governments, local education units, and families. Provides 
that DHR, in consultation with NCPC, will select one local demonstration project for 1993-94 
from each of the 12 congressional districts. Funds allocated to local demonstration projects may 
be used to expand coverage and improve quality of day care services, in-home visitation, parent 
training programs, and other services to children and families. Requires DHR to report to General 
Assembly and Governor by April 1, 1994 and by March 1, 1995 on results of local demonstration 
projects and proposals to implement program statewide. Appropriates from the General Fund to 
DHR $20 million for 1993-94 and $40 million for 1994-95 for activities of NCPC, state, regional, 
and local administrative costs, funding for local demonstration projects, and needs and resource 
assessments for counties not served by demonstration projects. 

Amends GS 110-91(7) effective Jan. 1, 1994 to establish specific staff-child ratios and group 
sizes for infants and toddlers in day care facilities as follows: 0-12 months, 1:5 staff-child ratio, 
max. group size of 10; 12-24 months, 1:6 staff-child ratio, max. group size of 12; 2-3 years, 1:10 
staff-child ration, max. group size of 20. Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR $2,793,000 
for 1993-94 and $2,823,000 for 1994-95 to increase the reimbursement rate for day care providers 
* to implement changes in staff-child ratios and group size limits for infants and toddlers. 

Effective July 1, 1993, increases the eligibility limits for families receiving state and federal 
child day care subsidies one increment on the current day care fee scale. Appropriates from the 
General Fund to DHR $1.8 million for each year of the biennium to implement increase in 
eligibility limit for day care subsidies. Also appropriates from the General Fund to DHR 
$328,300 for 1993-94 and $704,000 for 1994-95 for additional staff positions to monitor 
conditions in homes and facilities offering child day care. 

Requires Social Services Comm’n to establish rules for purchase of child day care for 
low-income children to provide incentives to provide quality child day care by providing payment 
differentials among child day care providers as follows: reimbursement at the rate of 110% of the 
approved county child day care payment rate for child day care facilities that are rated "AA," and 
reimbursement at the rate of 90% of the approved county child day care payment rate for 
unregistered homes and facilities. Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR $1,353,000 for 
each year of the biennium to implement provision regarding payment differentials. 

Also appropriates from the General Fund to DHR $1 million for each year of the biennium 
to expand the TEACH program to enable child day care teachers to seek continued education, and 
$126,000 for 1993-94 and $186,200 for 1994-95 to provide additional matching funds for the 
federal At-Risk Child Care Grant. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 719. UNIVERSAL CHILD IMMUNIZATION (=S 674). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES FOR 
IMPLEMENTING A STATEWIDE UNIVERSAL IMMUNIZATION PROGRAM." 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Env.,. Health, and Nat. Resources $5 million 
for 1993-94 and $10.9 million for 1994-95 as title indicates. Establishes intent of providing 
necessary immunizations from birth to age 19 and directs Dep’t to present plan for development 
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of this program to the General Assembly on or before November 1, 1993 and directs 
implementation of the program to begin on or before January 1, 1994. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by H. Hunter, Easterling, and Nye. 


H 720. EXPAND CHILD CARE CREDIT (=S 675). "TO INCREASE THE INCOME TAX 
CREDIT FOR CHILD AND DEPENDENT CARE EXPENSE FOR FAMILIES WITH INCOME 
BELOW FORTY THOUSAND DOLLARS A YEAR." Current state income tax law provides a 
tax credit for employment-related child and dependent care expenses equal to 7% of the child care 
expenses for one or more dependents who are seven years old or older and who are not physically 
or mentally incapable of caring for themselves, and 10% of child care expenses for other 
dependents. This bill amends GS 105-151.11 to increase these credits to 9% and 13% for 
taxpayers with an adjusted NC gross income of $25,000 or less who file a joint return, and 
increases these credits to 8% and 11.5% for such taxpayers with an adjusted NC gross income of 
between $25,000 and $40,000. Provides similar increases for taxpayers in other income tax 
brackets based on filing status. Amends GS 105-134.1(9a) to define NC adjusted gross income as 
adjusted gross income as determined under the Internal Revenue Code and adjusted as provided 
in GS 105-134.6 and GS 105-134.7. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1993.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 29. 1993 HOUSE RULES. Intro. 2/2. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes in the permanent Rules of the 1993 House of Representatives: (1) amends Rule 12 
(General Decorum) to prohibit use of cellular telephones and tobacco products on the floor of the 
House; (2) amends Rule 14 (Order of Precedence of Motions) to place the call for the previous 
question above the motion to postpone indefinitely in the table of precedence (thus eliminating 
the former practice of prolonging debate by moving to postpone indefinitely a call for the 
previous question); (3) amends Rule 36.2 (Actuarial Notes) to provide that all bills affecting a 
publicly-funded retirement system must be referred upon introduction to the Pensions & 
Retirement Committee; (4) adds new Rule 36.3 (Bills Proposing Increases in Incarceration) 
incorporating in the House rules the provisions of GS 120-36.7 concerning long-term fiscal notes 
on bills proposing increases in incarceration times; (5) adds new Rule 36.4 requiring that a local 
bill affecting the State highway system must be referred to the Transportation Committee; (6) 
amends Rule 59 (Co-sponsorship of bills and resolutions) to provide that a member shall not 
permit anyone other than the member’s secretary or clerk or another. member to have possession 
of a bill for the purpose of soliciting co-sponsors; and (7) generally revises the rules to make the 
language gender-neutral. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 60. ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON WHITE GOODS. Intro. 2/4. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with an act "TO IMPOSE AN ADVANCE DISPOSAL TAX ON 
NEW WHITE GOODS, TO REQUIRE EACH COUNTY TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
MANAGEMENT OF DISCARDED WHITE GOODS, AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
REMOVAL OF CHLOROFLUOROCARBON REFRIGERANTS FROM WHITE GOODS." 
Adds to definition of "white goods" washing machines, dishwashers, and clothes dryers. Adds 
GS 105-187.21 to impose privilege tax on white goods wholesaler or retailer for each new white 
good sold, and excise tax on new white good purchased outside state for storage or use inside 
state (but sale from out of state to resident merchant exempt from excise tax). Rate of each tax is 
$10 if white good contains chlorofluorocarbon refrigerants and $5 otherwise. Wholesale tax is 
credit against later retail tax, and retail tax is credit against later excise tax. Provides that GS 
105-164.13 retail sales tax exemptions and refunds under GS 105-164.14 do not apply to taxes 
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imposed by act. Person who buys at least 100 of same kind of new white good to be placed in 
new dwelling units without such white good in same building project may obtain refund of tax on 
application to Sec’y of Revenue. 

Alters distribution of taxes by Sec’y: Sets $225,000 annual limit on amount Sec’y may retain 
as cost of collection; 5% (formerly 10%) to go to Solid Waste Management Trust Fund; 20% 
(formerly nothing) to White Goods Management Account; and 75% (formerly 90%) for per capita 
distribution to counties. Management Account to be used by Dep’t to make grants to local 
governments to help in managing discarded white goods; local government not eligible for grant 
unless its management costs for six months preceding application exceed what it received from its 
share of white goods tax established by act. Forbids local government or contracting party to 
charge a fee for disposal of white goods that is more than fee charged for other disposal, but 
effective July 1, 1998, such additional fee is authorized. 

Authorizes Dep’t to assess civil penalties for violations of Solid Waste Management Act, (GS 
Ch. 130A, Art. 9, Part 2A), including knowingly placing discarded white good in landfill, 
incinerator, or waste-to-energy facility or failing to remove chlorofluorocarbon refrigerants from 
white good. Authorizes civil penalty up to $50 for failing to post notice of proper disposal of 
white goods. 

Requires Dep’t to make annual report to Bnrronnencl Review Comm’n on management of 
white goods by Oct. 1 of each year to include taxes collected and distributed, management costs 
to each county and (effective July 1, 1999) additional fees on white goods collected ae! each 
county. First report to cover Jan. 1, 1994 to June 30, 1994. 

Provisions effective Jan. 1, 1994 except as noted above, but white goods tax provisions expire 
July 1, 1998. 


S90. STATE WASTE REDUCTION. Intro. 2/9. Senate comm. sub. makes technical changes. 


S 125. PURCHASE MONEY REFINANCING. Intro. 2/11. Senate comm. sub. replaces 
original bill with "AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT A PURCHASE MONEY SECURITY 
INTEREST CONTINUES WHEN THE UNDERLYING AGREEMENT IS MODIFIED WITH 
SAME CREDITOR AND APPLICATION OF PAYMENTS IN A CONSUMER CREDIT SALE 
IS ON THE BASIS THAT THE FIRST PAYMENTS SHALL BE APPLIED TO THE FIRST

H 721. MEDICAL EXAMINERS AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS 
AMENDMENTS TO THE MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT." Amends Medical Practice Act (GS 
Ch. 90, Art. 1) to increase the size of the Board of Medical Examiners from 8 to 12 members. 
Seven members must be licensed physicians nominated to the Governor by the NC Medical 
Society; the remaining five members are appointed by the Governor, including at least three 
public members and at least one physician extender. Terms of new Board members commence 
Nov. 1, 1993; terms of current Board members are not affected. Increases maximum per diem 
allowance for Board members from $100 to $200. Deletes explicit provision in GS 90-14(a) 
allowing Board to consider repeated acts of a physician indicating his failure to properly treat a 
patient when determining whether to deny, suspend, or revoke a physician’s license due to lack 
of professional competence to practice medicine. Adds new GS 90-14(c1) allowing Board to 
impose civil penalties of up to $2,000 for each violation of the act. Amends GS 90-14.9 and GS 
90-14.11 to (1) prohibit the superior court from staying the Board’s decision revoking or 
suspending a medical license pending judicial review of the Board’s decision, and (2) to delete 
provision authorizing the superior court to stay the Board’s decision pending the outcome of an 
appeal. Extends provisions of GS 90-14.13 (regarding reports by insurance companies relating 
to settlement of claims or cancellation of professional liability insurance) to include professional 
corporations as well as physicians. Increases maximum criminal fine for practicing medicine 
without a license from $100 to $10,000 for each violation of the act. Increases registration fee 
from $100 to $200. Requires Board to require completion of 18 hours of approved continuing 
medical education every three years.

H 722. DEAF EARLY INTERVENTION FUNDS (=S 644). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO ESTABLISH EARLY INTERVENTION AND EDUCATIONAL RESOURCE CENTERS 
FOR DEAF AND HARD OF HEARING CHILDREN AND THEIR FAMILIES." Identical to 
S 644, introduced 31 March.

HELP PROVIDE EQUAL ACCESS AND QUALITY HUMAN SERVICES DELIVERY FOR 
THE DEAF AND HARD OF HEARING." Identical to S 645, introduced 31 March. 
Introduced by Green. 


H 724. STRATEGIC ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT (=S 504). "TO REQUIRE THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE TO PREPARE AND UPDATE ANNUALLY A 
COMPREHENSIVE STRATEGIC ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR THE STATE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA." Identical to S 504, introduced 18 March. 

Introduced by Rogers. 


H 725. CBA YOUTH SERVICES’ FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
DIVISION OF YOUTH SERVICES’ COMMUNITY-BASED ALTERNATIVE SERVICES." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Division of Youth Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, $4 
million for each year of 1993-95 biennium for expansion of community-based services. Of these 
funds, 25% to be allocated equally among all 100 counties and 75% to counties on per capita 
basis. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Diamont. 


H 726. CARTERET COMM’RS ELECTION. "TO EXPAND THE CARTERET COUNTY 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FROM FIVE TO SEVEN MEMBERS AND REAPPORTION 
THE NOMINATION AND ELECTION DISTRICTS." Effective first Monday in December 
1996, increases Board membership to seven. Candidates to be nominated by district and elected 
at-large, to serve four-year terms. One member from each of districts 1, 2, 4, and 5 to-be elected; 
three members from district 3 to be elected. Sets forth geographic area of each district. 
Introduced by Smith. 


H 727. PUBLIC HOUSING/DRUG FREE ZONES. "TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN 
DRUG OFFENSES COMMITTED ON THE PREMISES OF OR WITHIN THREE HUNDRED 
FEET OF A PUBLIC HOUSING FACILITY ARE CLASS E FELONIES." Adds GS 90-95(e) to 
make it a Class E felony punishable by mandatory prison term of no less than two years to 
manufacture, sell, or deliver any controlled substance or counterfeit controlled substance on or 
within 300 feet of a public housing Seti Effective Oct. 1, Reeke applicable to offenses 
committed on or after that date.

H 728. SEAT BELT USAGE ADMISSIBLE (=H 697). "TO MAKE THE WEARING OF 

SEAT BELTS ADMISSIBLE IN CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS." Identical to H 697, introduced

Introduced by Jarreil. 

H 729. SMALL EMPLOYER HEALTH PLANS (=S 696). "TO PROMOTE THE 

CREATION OF HEALTH PLAN PURCHASING ALLIANCES TO PROVIDE ACCESS TO . 

HEALTH BENEFITS FOR EMPLOYEES OF SMALL EMPLOYER GROUPS AND 

_ SELF-EMPLOYED INDIVIDUALS." Adds new Health Care Purchasing Alliance Act as art. 64 
of GS Ch. 143 to make health insurance more available and affordable to self-employed 
individuals and employees of au employers by promoting the Sas of health plan 
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purchasing alliances and by establishing rules for fair competition between accountable health 
plans (AHPs). Establishes a State Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board, within Dep’t of 
Admin., consisting of eight members, including the Lt. Governor, Comm’r of Insurance, two 
members appointed by the Governor (one owner or manager of a small employer that is a member 
of a health plan purchasing alliance, and one employee or dependent who is enrolled in an AHP), 
two members appointed by the General Assembly upon the recommendation of the Speaker (one 
of whom must by an owner or manager of a small employer that is a member of a health plan 
purchasing alliance), and two members appointed by the General Assembly upon the 
recommendation of the Pres. pro tem. (one of whom must be an employee or dependent who is 
enrolled in an AHP). Board members serve four year staggered terms. Board members and their 
spouses may not be employed by or represent any health inisurance carrier or health care provider, 
or if the member or spouse is associated with a health care business as specified in bill. The 
Board’s authority includes: (1) determining the eligibility of carriers to become AHPs, (2) 
establishing managed care arrangements required for qualified AHPs, (3) establishing conditions 
of participation that require extension of coverage to all eligible employees of participating small 
employers and their dependents, and that establish minimum employer contribution requirements 
or employee participation rates within limits set forth in bill, and (4) establishing a risk 
adjustment mechanism for each basic and standard health care plan offered by an AHP. 
Authorizes the establishment of nonprofit organizations comprised of small employers and 
self-employed individuals for the purpose of purchasing AHPs (health plan purchasing alliances), 
subject to approval of the Board. The alliances are authorized to enter into contracts with AHPs, 
collect premiums from participating small employers and self-employed individuals, impose an 
annual surcharge for costs incurred in connection with operation of the alliance, establish 
advisory boards, and develop grievance procedures to resolve disputes between the alliance and 
participating small employers or self-employed individuals. Requires AHPs to (1) provide for 
coverage of the basic and standard health care plans specified in the bill, (2) adhere to limitations 
on the exclusion of preexisting conditions, waiting periods, individual medical underwriting, and 
lifetime maximums, (3) establish premium rates pursuant to the community rating method, and 
(4) to guarantee the issuance and renewability of health benefits coverage. Establishes State 
Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Fund in the Office of the State Treasurer to be used as set forth 
by the Board. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Board $4 million for each year of the 
biennium for the initial operation of alliances and other activities of alliances and the Board. 
Requires Board to report to Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental Operations by Jan. 1, 
1995, on progress in expanding availability of affordable health insurance to employees of small 
employers and self-employed individuals and other matters. Amends provisions of GS Ch. 58 by 
redefining a small employer as an employer with no more than 49 (was 25) employees. Effective 
July 1, 1993 if funds are appropriated to implement act.

H 730. COUNTY HOUSING AUTH. JURISDICTION (=S 516). "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
EXTENSION OF COUNTY HOUSING AUTHORITY JURISDICTION TO CITIES LOCATED 
IN WHOLE OR IN PART WITHIN THE COUNTY’S BOUNDARIES." Identical to S 516, 
introduced 22 March.

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H 731. CABARRUS LOUDSPEAKERS. "TO REPEAL AN ACT TO PREVENT THE 
OPERATION OF LOUDSPEAKERS, AMPLIFYING SYSTEMS, AND PUBLIC ADDRESS 
SYSTEMS IN CABARRUS COUNTY.” Repeals 1941 local act as title indicates. 
Introduced by Tallent. 


H 732. UNC-CH AND NCSU MUST PLAY ECU. "TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL 
FUNDING FOR WOMEN’S ATHLETICS WITHOUT REQUIRING ADDITIONAL 
APPROPRIATIONS BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Requires The University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill and North Carolina State University, beginning no later than the 1996 
football season, to schedule and play football games with East Carolina University annually, both 
on their home fields and on East Carolina University’s home field pursuant to schedule to be 
agreed upon by athletic directors. Half the net proceeds from each game is to be used by the 
institution entitled to the proceeds to provide additional funding for women’s intercollegiate 
athletics. Provision relating to proceeds effective July 1, 1993, and applies to academic years 
beginning with the 1993-94 academic year. Remainder of act effective upon ratification. 
Introduced by Nichols. 


H 733. GASTON LONG-TERM LEASE. "EXEMPTING GASTON COUNTY FROM 
ARTICLE 12, CHAPTER 160A OF THE GENERAL STATUTES, AS TO LEASES OF 
UNDEVELOPED REAL ESTATE OWNED BY IT KNOWN AS THE COURT DRIVE 
PROPERTY IN GASTONIA.” Authorizes Gaston County to lease cited property to Gaston 
County Development Corp. for up to 35-year term, for sublease to sublessee who will develop the 
property. Authorizes county to subordinate rental rights to rights of financial institution AERLIN 
money to sublessee for development.. 

Introduced by Dickson. 


H 734. OLD FORT ANNEXATION. "TO ALLOW ANNEXATION OF A DESCRIBED 
PIECE OF PROPERTY TO THE TOWN OF OLD FORT." As title indicates. 
Introduced by R. Hunter. 


H 735. SURF CITY FORCE ACCOUNT. "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF SURF CITY TO 
REPLACE A WATER LINE WITH ITS OWN CREW AND EQUIPMENT." Modifies GS 
143-135 to increase force account limit to $200,000, applicable only to Town of Surf City and 
only to replacement of old military water line. Expires one year from date of ratification. 
Introduced by Bowen. 


H 736. TARBORO/EDGECOMBE SCHOOL AMEND. "TO COMPLETE THE MERGER 
OF THE EDGECOMBE COUNTY AND TARBORO CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE 
UNITS." In relation to merger cited in title, (1) provides for location of interim superintendent’s 
office; (2) requires three-fourths majority vote of merged board to change student assignment 
boundaries for three years following merger or to change student assignment policies for two 
years following merger; thereafter, requires simple majority vote; (3) authorizes merged board to 
replace, reassign, or terminate contract of merged superintendent, subject to applicable contract 
and statutory provisions, by majority vote of board; (4) authorizes superintendent to reassign 
personnel across previous administrative unit boundaries; (5) authorizes merged board to adopt 
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annual budget resolution and amendments by majority vote; and (6) provides that board members 
elected in 1994 who are unable to take oath of office at first regular meeting may take oath no 
later than Aug. 15, 1994.

H 737. BLACK CREEK EMPLOYEES. "TO PROVIDE THAT ELECTED OFFICIALS OF 
THE TOWN OF BLACK CREEK WHO ARE ALSO EMPLOYEES OR OFFICERS OF THE 
TOWN MAY NOT VOTE ON ANY MATTER RELATED TO PERSONNEL." Amends charter 
of Town of Black Creek, as title indicates. 

Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 738. HIV FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO PROVIDE 
LIFE-SUSTAINING MEDICATION FOR ELIGIBLE PERSONS INFECTED WITH HIV." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of EHNR, Div’n of Adult health, $388,000 for each 
year of the 1993-95 biennium to provide life-sustaining medications for medically indigent, 
non-Medicaid eligible people infected with HIV, as defined in rules of the Comm’n for Health 
Services. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 739. CATAWBA WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE. "TO EXEMPT CATAWBA 
COUNTY FROM CERTAIN NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
ADOPTING OR AMENDING ZONING ORDINANCES FOR WATER SUPPLY | 
WATERSHED PROTECTION." As title indicates. Authorizes use of newspaper publication of 
maps and notice in lieu of mailed notices. 

Introduced by Flaherty, Brawley, Berry, C. Preston, G. Thompson, and Robinson. 


H 740. NURSING HOME PENALTY REV. COMM. "TO ADD A RELATIVE OF A 
NURSING HOME PATIENT TO THE NURSING HOME PENALTY REVIEW 
COMMITTEE." Amends GS 131D-34(h) to add to membership of cited committee a "near" 
relative (spouse, sibling, parent, child, grandparent, or grandchild) of a nursing home patient 
chosen from list prepared by Office of State Long-Term Care Ombudsman. Person appointed to 
this position to serve until Aug. 3, 1995. 

Introduced by Flaherty. 


H 741. REDEFINE BURGLARY. "TO REDEFINE THE CRIME OF BURGLARY TO 
INCLUDE AN OFFENSE THAT OCCURS IN THE DAYTIME AS WELL AS IN THE 
EVENING." Amends GS 14-51 to redefine first degree burglary as entering, at any time, a 
dwelling house or a room used as a sleeping apartment in any building with the intent to commit 
any larceny or felony therein, when another person is in the actual occupation of any part of the 
dwelling house or sleeping apartment at the time. Makes additional technical changes. Repeals 
GS 14-53 (which created a class D felony for breaking out of a dwelling house at night after 
entering the house with the intent to commit any felony or larceny therein or after committing any 
felony or larceny in the house. Effective Dec. 1, 1993 and applicable to offenses committed on or 
after that date.

S 679. EXTEND LONG ARM STATUTE. "TO CLARIFY THAT A NORTH CAROLINA 
COURT HAS PERSONAL JURISDICTION OVER ACTIONS ARISING FROM DIRECT AND 
INDIRECT SOLICITATIONS MADE FROM OUT-OF-STATE AND RECEIVED IN THIS 
STATE." Adds new GS 1-75.4(13) to provide that when a court of this state has jurisdiction of 
the subject matter, it has jurisdiction over a person served pursuant to GS 1A-1, Rule 4()) of 4(j1), 
in any action arising out of a request or appeal of any kind received in this state by oral, wmitten, 
visual, electronic, or other communications, even if the communication emanates from 
out-of-state. Effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applicable to actions filed on or after BE date. 
Introduced by Ballance. 


S 680. EXTEND EMPLOYEE GRIEVANCE LIMIT. "TO EXTEND THE PERIOD 
DURING WHICH AN EMPLOYEE MAY FILE A COMPLAINT WITH THE 
COMMISSIONER OF LABOR ALLEGING RETALIATORY EMPLOYMENT 
DISCRIMINATION." Extends the time within which an employee may file a complaint with the 
Comm’r of Labor under GS 95-241 (regarding retaliatory employment discrimination) from 180 
days to 12 months from the date of the alleged violation. 

Introduced by Ballance. 


S 681. LATE FEE AMENDMENT. "TO PERMIT LENDERS TO CURE LOAN 
DOCUMENTS WHICH MIGHT VIOLATE THE RESTRICTIONS ON LATE CHARGES AS 
INTERPRETED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA SUPREME COURT." Adds new GS 24-10.1, 
applicable only to home loans made by lenders described in GS 24-1.1A(a)(2), providing that if a. 
note or other loan document contains an excessive late payment charge, the loan is not unlawful if 
(1) no excessive late fee has been assessed or collected, and (2) the lender gives the borrower 
written notice (within 90 days of execution of loan documents, if the loan is executed on or after 
act’s effective date; within 6 months of date of execution if the loan i is executed before act’s 
effective date) that the late payment charge is 4% or less.

S 682. C&NW RAILROAD AUTHORITY (=H 695). "TO ALLOW THE COUNTIES OF 
CALDWELL AND CATAWBA AND THE CITIES OF GRANITE FALLS, HUDSON, 
HICKORY, LENOIR, AND SAWMILLS TO ESTABLISH THE CAROLINA AND 
NORTHWESTERN RAILROAD AUTHORITY.” Identical to H 695, introduced 1 April. 
Introduced by Kincaid and Simpson. 


S 683. CITIZENS REVIEW OFFICER CONDUCT. "TO CREATE THE NORTH 
CAROLINA CITIZENS’ LAW ENFORCEMENT REVIEW COMMISSION AND LOCAL 
CITIZENS’ LAW ENFORCEMENT REVIEW BOARDS TO PROVIDE FOR CITIZEN 
REVIEW OF THE CONDUCT OF STATE AND LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." 
Establishes procedures for review the use of deadly force and alleged misconduct by State and 
local law enforcement officers, leading to eventual disciplinary action and possible removal from 
office. Officers subject to act’s provisions include all State and local law enforcement personnel 
who are swom, armed, and have the power of arrest. 
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State law enforcement officers. Creates 22-member North Carolina Citizens’ Law 
Enforcement Review Commission composed of 22 members, appointed for staggered terms as 
follows: one law enforcement officer appointed by NC State Law Enforcement Officers Ass’n, 
Inc.,; two retired law enforcement officers appointed by Govemor; five citizens (not law 
enforcement officers) appointed, one each, by Governor, Chief Justice, Chief Judge Court of 
Appeals, Attorney General, and Sec’y of Crime Control & Pub. Safety; three citizens (not law 
enforcement officers) appointed, one each, by NC Law Enforcement Women’s Ass’n; NC Ass’n 
of District Att’ys, and NC Academy of Trial Lawyers; five persons appointed by NC Human 
Relations Comm ’n; three appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker; and 
three appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President pro tem. All members 
serve at pleasure of appointing authority. Authorizes Comm’n to remove a member for 
misconduct, incompetence or neglect of duty. Empowers Comm’n to (1) adopt rules for review 
of each use of deadly force by State law officers; (2) investigate and evaluate alleged misconduct 
by law officers; (3) establish procedures for initiation of citizen complaints of alleged misconduct; 
(4) impanel review committees to conduct hearings on complaints of alleged misconduct and all 
instances of use of deadly force; (5) enter findings as to alleged misconduct; and (6) conduct 
studies. Exempts Comm ’n from rule-making requirements of Administrative Procedure Act. 

Specifies procedures for Comm’n hearings. In conjunction with hearings, confers on 
Comm ’n subpoena power, power to administer oaths, power to provide for discovery of 
information, and authority to apply to Wake Superior Court for order to show cause why person 
should not be held in contempt. 

Confers on Comm’n the following binding Pertediil powers: (1) to sanction a State law 
enforcement officer found to have engaged in misconduct, up to and including dismissal or 
decertification; (2) sanction a State criminal justice agency for obstructing a Comm’n hearing or 
refusing to cooperate with the Comm’n, including forfeiture of up to $100,000 in State funds for 
each instance of obstruction or non-cooperation; (3) direct a State criminal justice agency to 
discipline an officer found to have engaged in misconduct; and (4) direct-that a State law officer’s - 
certification be revoked by Criminal Justice & Education Training Standards Comm’n. 

Creates Office of the Citizens’ Review Comm’n, lodged for organizational purposes in 
Dep’t of Justice, but independent of control by the Att’y General. Office to be headed by 
director appointed by the Governor. Directs Office to perform staff work necessary for Comm’n 
investigations of alleged misconduct and to review each instance of use of deadly force. Also 
empowers Office to provide technical assistance to local review boards. Directs Att’y General to 
provide legal staff assistance to Comm/’n, and authorizes Comm ’n to employ independent counsel 
with Govermor’s approval when assistance by Att’y General would present conflict or would be 
otherwise inappropriate. Cost of independent counsel to be paid from Dep’t of Justice salary 
reserves. 

Empowers Comm’n to seek injunctions to enforce its orders. Provides for appeal by 
sanctioned law enforcement officer to Wake Superior Court in nature of a civil action. 

Local law enforcement officers. Directs each county board of commissioners to establish a 
local citizens’ law enforcement review board to review conduct of local law officers. Board to 
consist of from five to nine members. Membership must include representatives of both majority 
and minority ethnic groups and majority and minority political parties. No member may be a 
current law enforcement officer and no more than one may be a former officer. Generally confers 
on local boards powers similar to those described above for the State-level board, except does not 
require investigation of each instance of use of deadly force. 
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Authorizes local board to make recommendations to local governing board when officer’s 
conduct merits disciplinary action. If person charged is the county sheriff, directs board of 
commissioners to consider review board recommendations in executive session within 30 days of 
transmittal, and requires comm’rs to respond in writing stating specific reasons for its response. 
If the person charged is a deputy sheriff, jailer, or other local law officer (other than the sheriff), 
requires board of comm’ rs to transmit board recommendations to the sheriff with written 
statement as to whether board of comm’rs agrees or disagrees with review board’s 
recommendations. Requires sheriff to respond within 30 days, giving written reasons for action. 
If person charged is municipal officer, requires municipal board to consider recommendations in 
executive session and to respond in writing within 30 days. 

Removal from office. Amends GS Ch. 128-16, -17, and -18 to permit a local citizens’ law 
enforcement review board to initiate proceedings in superior court for removal from office of any 
local law enforcement officer, including the sheriff, whom the board has found to be unfit to 
continue in office.

S 684. KIDS VOTING PROJECT. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE SIMULATED ELECTION 
’KIDS VOTING’ PROJECT MAY TAKE PLACE AT THE POLLING PLACE AND IS NOT 
CONSIDERED ELECTIONEERING." Rewrites GS 163-147 to (1) provide that prohibitions 
against loitering or electioneering at voting places do not prohibit simulated election for young 
people, but that prohibitions do apply within the voting place or within 50 feet, and (2) require 
State Board of Elections to adopt rules to ensure that simulated elections do not disrupt regular 
voting process. Adds new GS 163-153(8) to allow persons working at, supervising, or voting in a 
simulated election for young people within the voting enclosure while the polls are open to 
voting. 

Introduced by Richardson. 


S 685. ANNEXATION OF STREETS. "TO CLARIFY THAT STREETS BETWEEN 
DEVELOPED LOTS OR WITHIN NEIGHBORHOODS MAY NOT BE EXCLUDED FROM 
ANNEXATION DENSITY CALCULATIONS." Amends GS 160A-48(c) to provide that 
population density calculations for purposes of involuntary annexation to cities with population 
over 5,000 must include in acreage amount streets between developed lots or within 
neighborhoods that are being annexed, unless streets are already within corporate limits of a 
municipality. Applicable to pending litigation. 

Introduced by Odom. 


S 686. LARGE CITY SERVICES/ANNEXATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT A LARGE CITY 
MUST PROVIDE WATER AND SEWER SERVICES WITHIN ONE YEAR OF THE 
EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE ANNEXATION, OR THE AREA IS REMOVED FROM THE 
CORPORATE LIMITS AND AD VALOREM TAXES REFUNDED, AND TO CLARIFY THE 
ANNEXATION OF UNDEVELOPED LAND BY A LARGE CITY." Amends GS 160A-47 and 
GS 160A-49 to provide that, with respect to cities with populations of 350,000 or more according . 
to the last census, (i.e., Charlotte) (1) a city’s plan for extending services to an annexed area must 
provide for extension of major trunk water mains and sewer outfall lines into the area within one 
year of the effective date of annexation, and provide for extension of water and sewer lines within 
one year of the effective date of annexation to all property in the area or to a point on a public 
street or road right-of-way adjacent to the property so that when water and sewer lines are 
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constructed, property owners will be able to secure public water and sewer service without paying 
any fee other than a tap fee; and (2) if the city fails to extend water and sewer lines to property in 
the annexed area within one year, a property owner may, within 90 days, petition the Local 
Government Comm’n to remove the property from the city’s corporate limits and require the city 
to refund property taxes on the property. These amendments apply with respect to annexation 
ordinances adopted on or after the date of ratification. Amends GS 160A-48 to provide that, with 
respect to cities with populations of 350,000 or more, (1) streets between developed lots or within 
neighborhoods must be included in the acreage calculations used in determining whether the 
annexed area meets the definition of an urban development, and (2) the total amount of land that 
may be annexed without meeting the definition of urban development may not exceed 10% of the 
total area to be annexed. Amendments to GS 160A-48 apply to annexation ordinances which 
become effective on or after the date of ratification, including ordinances subject to pending 
litigation. 

Introduced by Odom. 


S 687. TRANS AUTH INSTALLMENT CONTRACT. "TO CLARIFY THE METHOD BY 
WHICH A REGIONAL PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY MAY PURCHASE 
PERSONAL PROPERTY BY AN INSTALLMENT CONTRACT THAT CREATES IN THE 
PROPERTY A SECURITY INTEREST." Amends GS 160A-20, relating to security interests in 
contracts by local units of government, to provide that in the case of personal property only, the 
‘term “unit of local government" includes a regional public transportation authority created under 
Art. 26 of GS Ch. 160A. Effective October 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Guiley. 


S 688. DURHAM CITY ZONING PROTESTS. "AMENDING THE DURHAM CITY 
CHARTER WITH RESPECT TO ZONING PROTEST PETITIONS.” GS 160A-385 requires a 
three-fourths vote of a city council to approve any change in a zoning ordinance against which a 
protest petition has been filed. This bill amends the Durham city charter to provide that council 
members excused from voting on grounds of financial interest are not counted for purposes of 
determining whether the measure has been approved under the three-fourths rule. 

Introduced by Gulley. 


S 689. DURHAM RELOCATION PAYMENTS. "TO PERMIT THE CITY OF DURHAM 
TO PROVIDE RELOCATION ASSISTANCE PAYMENTS FOR THE VALUE OF 
MORTGAGE CREDIT CERTIFICATES." Modifies GS 133-9, applicable to City of Durham 
only, to requires that payments for housing of persons displaced as a result of public works 
programs, pursuant to GS 133-9(a), shall include the amount necessary to compensate for the 
value of a mortgage credit certificate for a federal income tax credit. Applies only to certificates 
issued by NC Housing Finance Agency that will expire because of acquisition of dwelling. 
Introduced by Gulley. 


S 690. DURHAM CITY HOUSING CODE. "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF DURHAM 
TO AUTHORIZE THE MAKING OF EMERGENCY REPAIRS IN HOUSING CODE CASES." 
Amends Durham Charter to authorize city council to authorize a housing appeals board to adopt 
ordinances ordering the housing inspector to repair conditions of a dwelling unit that pose 
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immediate threat of danger to health or safety of occupants. Such ordinance must provide for at 
least 72 hours notice to owner and interested parties before repairs are made. Costs of repairs are 
a lien against the real property. 

Introduced by Gulley. 


S 691. DELAY SUNSET/NOTICE OF SETTLE (=H 619). "TO DELAY THE SUNSET ON 
- THE NOTICE OF SETTLEMENT ACT.” Identical to H 619 introduced 29 March. 
Introduced by Gulley. 


S 692. RAISE PITT ROOM TAX. "AUTHORIZING PITT COUNTY TO INCREASE ITS 
ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX FROM THREE PERCENT TO NO MORE THAN SIX PERCENT 
AND PROVIDING FOR USE OF THE PROCEEDS OF THE ADDITIONAL TAX." 

Authorizes tax increase as title indicates. Directs proceeds to be remitted to Pitt-Greenville 
Convention & Visitors Authority to be used to repay county and city funds advanced to Auth. for 
acquisition of property for convention center and thereafter for constructing and maintaining such 
a center and related activities. 

Introduced by Warren. 


S 693. NEW TEACHER SUPPORT FUNDS (=H 685). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE COLLABORATIVE EFFORT TO SUPPORT NEW TEACHING PROFESSIONALS." 
Identical to H 685, introduced 31 March. 

Introduced by Cooper. 


S 694. SPECIAL OBLIGATION BONDS -2. "TO AUTHORIZE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS 
TO ISSUE BONDS AND NOTES CONSTITUTING SPECIAL OBLIGATIONS SECURED 
SOLELY BY SOURCES THAT ARE NOT DERIVED FROM THE EXERCISE OF THEIR — 
TAXING POWER TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR CERTAIN LOCAL INFRASTRUCTURE 
NEEDS." Enacts a new GS Ch. 159, Art. 6A, permitting counties, cities, and sanitary districts to 
issue special obligation bonds for certain specific purposes. Special obligation bonds are bonds 
for which the issuing government may pledge any revenues available to it, as long as the pledge 
does not involve that government’s taxing power and which do not require voter approval. 
Permits the issuance of such bonds for jails, courthouses, sewerage systems, water systems, and 
hospital facilities. If the pledge 1s of revenues of the financed project, permits the issuing 
government to make the various covenants associated with revenue bonds. In addition, permits 
the pledge of the financed asset itself as security. Requires Local Government Commission 
approval of special obligation bonds, and sets out standards for Commission approval and 
procedures that issuing government must follow before final adoption of bond order. 
Introduced by Carpenter and Hartsell. 


S 695. HIV FUNDS (=H 738). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO PROVIDE - 
LIFE-SUSTAGNING MEDICATION FOR ELIGIBLE PERSONS INFECTED WITH HIV." | 
Identical to H 738, introduced 5 April. | 

Introduced by Ballance: " 
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S 696. SMALL EMPLOYER HEALTH PLAN (=H 729). "TO PROMOTE THE CREATION 
OF HEALTH PLAN PURCHASING ALLIANCES TO PROVIDE ACCESS TO HEALTH 
BENEFITS FOR EMPLOYEES OF SMALL EMPLOYER GROUPS AND SELF-EMPLOYED 
INDIVIDUALS." Identical to H 729, introduced 5 April. 

Introduced by Seymour. 


S 697. TRUSTEE POWERS ACT. "TO BE KNOWN AS TRUSTEE POWERS ACT." Adds 
three new articles to GS Ch. 36A, defining the powers of trustees under express trust agreements 
including testamentary trusts. Does not apply to the following types of trusts: constructive or 
resulting trust; business trust providing for certificates to be issued to beneficiary; voting trust; 
security instrument; trust created by court decree; liquidation trust; trust for primary purpose of 
paying dividends, interest, or employee benefits of any kind; instrument where person is nominee 
or escrowee of another; trust created in deposits in financial institution; or other trust whose 
nature does not admit of general trust administration. Sets out comprehensive list of powers of 
trustees subject to the Act, including power to abandon worthless property, and to take certain 
steps to comply with environmental laws. Empowers trustee to dispose of personal property with 
or without court order in trustee’s discretion at either public or private sale. Authorizes trustee to 
dispose of real property without court order under procedures of GS Ch. 1, Art. 29 if clerk of 
court upon petition and satisfactory proof finds it in best interest of the estate to sell by private 
sale. Also authorizes trustee to request clerk to order trustee to dispose of real property. Makes 
conforming amendments to GS 1-339.4 and 1-339.10. Applies to all trusts in existence or created 
on or after ratification date. 

Introduced by Soles. 


S 698. AMEND PRINCIPAL & INCOME ACT. "TO AMEND THE PRINCIPAL AND 
INCOME ACT OF 1973." Rewrites various sections of Art. 2 of GS Ch. 37 to make the Principal 
and Income Act of 1973 applicable to administration and settlement of a living trust, as defined in 
the act, following the grantor’s death and before distribution of trust property. Rewrites GS 
37-21(b) to (1) provide for estate or trust income to be distributed to all legatees or distributees of 
pecuniary bequests (except bequests that qualify for federal estate tax marital or charitable 
deduction) as provided in GS 37-21.1, and (2) for distributions to all other beneficiaries in 
proportion to their respective interests in undistributed assets computed on basis of federal estate 
tax value (formerly, inventory value). Adds new GS 37-21.1 providing for interest on pecuniary 
bequests, as defined in the section, to be computed as provided in GS 24-1 and to begin to accrue 
on the date one year following (1) date of death of person whose death gives rise to the payment 
of the bequest or (2) happening of any other contingency that gives rise to the payment of the 
bequest. Adds new GS 37-30(d) providing that one-half of ad valorem taxes and intangibles taxes 
shall be charged against income and half against principal. Rewrites 37-31(b) to provide that 
compensation of the trustee other than regular compensation shall be charged against principal 
including compensation relating to environmental remediation; provided if the matter relates only 
to the income interest, the compensation shall be charged to income. Rewrites GS 37-33 to 
provide that one-half (formerly, all) of expenses of management of principal shall be charged 
against income and one half against principal. Rewrites GS 37-35 to provide that premiums on 
insurance on the interest of the income beneficiary, remainderman, or trustee shall be charged 
against income, except that premiums for surety bonds shall be charged half against income and 
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half against principal. Effective January 1, 1994, for trusts; effective for tax years, beginning on 
or after January 1, 1994, for estates. 
Introduced by Soles. 


S 699. ROCKINGHAM LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. TO MODIFY THE AUTHORITY OF 
ROCKINGHAM COUNTY TO UNDERTAKE LOCAL DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES." 

Adds Rockingham County to local governments covered by GS 158-7.1, which authorizes certain 
local development projects. Amends GS 158-7.1(b) to authorize Rockingham County and 
municipalities therein to engage in site preparation for industrial facilities and to extend water and 
sewer lines to industrial facilities.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 742. CAPE FEAR HIST. COMPLEX FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
MUSEUM OF THE CAPE FEAR HISTORICAL COMPLEX.” As title indicates, appropriates 
from the General Fund to Div. Archives and History, Dep’t Cultural Resources, $750,000 for each 
year of 1993-95. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Richardson. 


H 743. HAZELWOOD/WAYNESVILLE MERGER. "TO AUTHORIZE THE MERGER OF 
THE TOWNS OF HAZELWOOD AND WAYNESVILLE." As title indicates, with or without 
voter approval as the affected governing boards may choose. Effective Jan. 1, 1996. 
Introduced by Beall and Ramsey. 


H 744. SCHOOL MAGNETOMETERS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
MAGNETOMETERS FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the Dep’t of Public Education $50,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium for the purchase of 
magnetometers to screen for weapons in the public schools. Directs State Board of Education to 
allocate funds to local school administrative units that have the greatest need for this equipment. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Green. 


-H745. PRESCRIPTION DRUG ASSISTANCE ACT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO 
ESTABLISH AND IMPLEMENT A PROGRAM TO ASSIST LOW-INCOME INDIVIDUALS 
TO OBTAIN PRESCRIPTION DRUGS AT REDUCED COST." Establishes in Div. of Adult 
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Health, DEHNR, a Prescription Drug Assistance Program. Program is to assist eligible persons to 
purchase prescription drugs for treatment of arthritis, diabetes, epilepsy, and cardiovascular 
disease at reduced cost. Cost of drugs provided by the program is to be established by Comm’n 
for Health Services, but shall not exceed maximum cost of drugs reimbursable under Medicaid. 
In administering the program, DEHNR is to study issues related to medication needs of 
low-income persons, promote and coordinate efforts to assist eligible persons to obtain drugs at 
reduced cost, and solicit funds, goods, and services for the benefit of persons eligible for 
assistance under the program: DEHNR may provide prescription drugs directly to eligible 
persons. Persons eligible for assistance under the program must (1) have insufficient income to 
pay for prescribed medication under the program, but no person whose income exceeds 200% of 
the poverty level shall be eligible; and (2) not be receiving Medicaid assistance. Appropriates for 
the program from the General Fund to DEHNR $200,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium. 
Appropmiation effective July 1, 1993; other provisions effective on ratification.

H 746. DEAF SCHOOLS STANDARDS FUNDS (=S 646). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
BRING THE NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF UP TO THE MINIMUM 
STANDARDS OUTLINED BY THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM AND THE 
PRESIDENTIAL COMMISSION ON EDUCATION FOR THE DEAF." Identical to S 646, 
introduced 31 March. 

Introduced by Green. 


H 747. VETERINARY PRACTICE ACT AMENDS. "TO AMEND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA VETERINARY PRACTICE ACT." Amends Veterinary Practice Act, GS Ch. 90, 
Art. 11, as follows. Adds new GS 90-181.1 to require veterinary practice facility to use specified 
name of one of seven defined types of facilities. Amends GS 90-183 through -186 concerning NC 
Veterinary Medical Board: Board must meet at least four times (now, once) yearly. Board 
authorized to issue limited veterinary licenses and to purchase liability insurance to cover Board 
and its employees. Board authorized to prohibit operation of veterinary facility that is 
endangering safety of public or animals and suspend license of veterinarian operating the facility. 
Raises and alters maximum fees Board may impose. } 

Amends GS 90-187.1 to authorize Board to hold at least one examination each year; to 
require application for exam at least 60 (now 30) days in advance; and to require Board to set 
passing score for exam. Amends 90-187.3 (regarding applicants licensed in.other states) to 
require passing score on written NC license exam before issuance of license to practice in NC. 
Allows limited license. 

Allows employee under supervision of licensed veterinarian, other than technician, intern, or 
preceptee, to perform certain tasks--for example, collection of specimen, testing for parasites, 
collecting blood. Amends GS 90-187.8, regarding Board’s disciplining of licensees, to authorize 
Board to impose civil monetary penalty up to $5,000 for each violation; adds as grounds for 
disciplinary action (1) alcohol or drug abuse; (2) violating sanitary standards; (3) conviction of 
cruelty to animals under existing law or new GS 90-181(4) (new subsection includes every act or 
omission causing unjustifiable pain, suffering, or death of animal); (4) violation of drug laws; (5) 
fraud or dishonesty in dealing with Board. 
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Amends GS 90-187.10(9), to require consulting veterinarian licensed in another state to be 
supervised directly by NC-licensed veterinarian. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. © 
Introduced by Dickson. 


H 748. VEHICLE WINDOW GLAZING. "TO BRING THE NORTH CAROLINA 
STATUTES ON MOTOR VEHICLE WINDOW GLAZING INTO COMPLIANCE WITH 
FEDERAL LAW AND REGULATIONS." Amends GS 20-127(d) to require motor vehicle 
window glass to conform to federal standard that requires 70% light transmittance in windows 
used for driving visibility. Repeals GS 20-127(f) through (h). Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applies 
to all vehicles newly registered on or after that date. 

Introduced by Ellis. 


H 749. TARBORO LOCAL BILL. "CONCERNING THE TOWN OF TARBORO." Blank 
bill. 
Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 750. OFF-PREMISES KEG SALES. "TO REGULATE OFF-PREMISES SALES OF - 
MALT BEVERAGES IN KEGS." Adds new GS 18B-1006(1) to regulate off-premises sales of 
kegs, defined as container capable of holding at least 7.75 gallons. Every keg of malt beverages 
must be marked with a permanent identification number and tagged in a manner and with a label 
as required by the Alcoholic Beverages Comm/’n. Defacing or removing the label is made a 
misdemeanor. Requires seller of keg to require purchaser to complete a form by giving the 
purchaser’s name, age, address, and identification number of the keg. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Decker. 


H 751. PROHIBIT FORCE TO RESIST ARREST. "TO REMOVE THE DEFENSE OF 
UNLAWFUL ARREST IN CASES OF FORCEFULLY RESISTING ARREST." Amends GS 
15A-401(f) to forbid using "force" (now, "deadly weapon or deadly force") to resist arrest if 
resisting person knows or has reason to know that person making arrest is law enforcement 
officer, and to deny defense of unlawful arrest against otherwise valid criminal charge arising out 
of use of any force (now, deadly weapon or deadly force) to resist arrest. Effective December 1, 
1993, and. applicable to offenses on or after that date. 

Introduced by Decker. 


H 752. CHILD CARING LICENSE EXEMPT. "TO CLARIFY THE CHILD-CARING 
INSTITUTIONS’ LICENSING EXEMPTIONS." Amends GS 131D-10.4 to delete the 
exemption from licensing of a facility with a plant and assets of $60,000 or more and owned or 
operated by a religious denomination or fraternal order and was in operation before July 1, 1977. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1993, and applies to licenses required on and after that date. 

Introduced by Colton.. 


H 753. CARY STREET RIGHT-OF-WAY. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW RELATING TO 
ACQUISITION BY THE TOWN OF CARY OF STREET RIGHT-OF-WAY OUTSIDE THE 
CORPORATE LIMITS." Provides that Cary may purchase or condemn real property located 
outside corporate limits for street and sidewalk construction if the street for which the 
right-of-way is to be acquired is in a comprehensive plan adopted under GS 136-66.2 and for 
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which an.agreement for right-of-way acquisition has been reached under GS 136-66.3. Makes 
additional conforming amendments. 
Introduced by Stamey. 


H 754. MANDATORY JAIL FOR SOME DWI. "TO REQUIRE MANDATORY ACTIVE 
JAIL SENTENCES FOR PERSONS CONVICTED OF DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED WITH 
BLOOD ALCOHOL LEVELS OF MORE THAN FIFTEEN HUNDREDTHS PERCENT." Adds 
new GS 20-179(u) to require mandatory jail sentences to be imposed on any person convicted of 
impaired driving if blood alcohol was over 0.15%. If level was 0.16%, sentence is two days, and 
an additional two days is imposed for each 0.01% above 0.16%. Sentence may not be suspended, 
nor may person be placed on probation. Sentence to be served in county jail unless defendant is 
sentenced to serve an active sentence in prison; then sentence imposed by act is to be served 
concurrently. Days of sentence served under act may be credited against any other incarceration 
ordered under GS 20-179 only if defendant receives a term longer than the minimum term of 
incarceration authorized by the other subsection. If defendant receives minimum term authorized 
by other subsection of GS 20-179, then days served pursuant to act shall be in addition to any 
other incarceration. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. ? 
Introduced by R. Hunter. , 


H 755. APICULTURE FUNDS (=S 620). "TO PROVIDE INCREASED APICULTURAL 
SUPPORT AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY AND INCREASED 
APICULTURAL INSPECTION SERVICES AT THE NORTH CAROLINA DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE.” Identical to S 620, introduced 29 March. 

Introduced by J. Brown and Holmes. 


H 756. MILITARY VOTER/NO TAX QUESTIONS. "FO PROHIBIT VOTER 
REGISTRATION OFFICIALS FROM ASKING CERTAIN QUESTIONS, REQUIRING 
CERTAIN DOCUMENTS, AND MAKING CERTAIN STATEMENTS CONCERNING 
TAXES WHEN EXAMINING MILITARY-CONNECTED APPLICANTS OR OTHER 
APPLICANTS TO REGISTER." Adds new GS 163-72(g) prohibiting a voter registration official 
from (1) asking an applicant whether he has paid income taxes or listed property for taxes, (2) 
requiring an applicant to produce any document showing that he has paid taxes or listed property 
for taxes in any place, or (3) stating or implying that registering to vote in the county will subject 
the applicant to any kind of tax liability. 

Introduced by Balmer. 


H 757. GARNER UTILITY REIMBURSEMENTS. "CONCERNING PUBLIC-PRIVATE 
REIMBURSEMENT AGREEMENTS FOR INFRASTRUCTURE DEVELOPMENT BY THE 
TOWN OF GARNER.” Allows Gamer to enact ordinances to enter into reimbursement 
agreements with private developers who construct utility infrastructure, including provision to 
town reimbursement to developer for portion of construction cost for public benefit required by 
town, for example for oversized mains and alternate location of lift stations. 

Introduced by Ellis. 
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H 758. PAMLICO BEAR HUNTING. "TO REPEAL THE PROHIBITION ON BEAR 
HUNTING WITH DOGS IN PAMLICO COUNTY." Repeals SL 1983, Ch. 448, as title 
indicates. 

Introduced (by request) by Nichols and Wainwright. 


H 759. ELIZ. CITY/LOITERING FOR DRUGS. "TO PROHIBIT LOITERING FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF ENGAGING IN UNLAWFUL DRUG-RELATED ACTIVITIES IN ELIZABETH 
CITY." Adds GS 14-401.15, applicable only to Elizabeth City, to make loitering for unlawful 
drug-related activities a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment up to 30 days and/or fine up to 
$500. Defines loitering as remaining in or wandering about in a public place and repeatedly 
beckoning to or stop passers-by or motor vehicles, interfere with free passage of other persons, or 
Pass to or receive money or objects from passers-by. Effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applicable to 
offenses on or after that date. 

Introduced by James and R. Thompson. 


H 760. 4-H ENVIRONMENTAL CTR. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF THE 4-H ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION CONFERENCE CENTER 
_ IN TYRRELL COUNTY." Appropriates from General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors 
$500,000 for fiscal 1993-94 as title indicates, so long as every dollar of State funds is matched by 
a dollar of non-State funds. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by James. 


H 761. VETERINARIAN PEER REVIEW. "TO CREATE A PEER REVIEW SYSTEM FOR 
VETERINARIANS.” Adds new GS 90-187.15 that allows NC Veterinary Medical Board to 
require applicants or licensees to submit to examinations to evaluate whether the person is 
suffering from a physical, mental, or chemical dependency impairment that prevents him or her 
from practicing with reasonable skill and safety. Permits Board to discipline licensees with 
impairment problems as well as direct licensees to receive care, counseling, or treatment. 

Allows Board to enter agreements with professional organizations for conducting peer 
review of practices of licensees who may suffer from impairment and to adopt rules and 
regulations for managing medically directed treatment programs. Requires that unsatisfactory 
participation in treatment programs be reported to the Board. Requires that peer review groups 
report to Board dangerous activity, lack of cooperation, or other grounds for discipline on the part 
of licensees or applicants with impairment problems. 

Introduced by Dickson. 


H 762. HAYWOOD PREDEVELOPMENT CHANGES. "TO PROVIDE FOR 
MODIFICATION OF THE HAYWOOD COUNTY PREDEVELOPMENT ORDINANCE." 
Amends SL 1985, Ch. 970 to provide that exemption from Haywood County predevelopment 
ordinance for family subdivision applies only if deed states that subdivision is family subdivision 
as defined by act, that subdivision is exempted from the predevelopment ordinance, and various 
lot evaluations including septic tank evaluation may not have been performed in accordance with 
ordinance. 

Introduced (by request) by Beall and Ramsey. 
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H 763. PENDER SALES TAX DISTRIBUTION (=S 707). "TO ALLOW PENDER 
COUNTY AND ITS MUNICIPALITIES TO SPECIFY BY INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT A 
REDISTRIBUTION OF LOCAL SALES TAX REVENUES NOT RESTRICTED BY LAW." 
Under general law, local sales taxes are distributed among the county and municipalities within 
the county either on a per capita basis or according to the amount of ad valorem taxes levied by 
each, with the choice made by the county comm ’rs. This bill operates only if Pender county has 
chosen the per capita method; if it has, it permits the county and all the municipalities therein to 
agree to redistribute among themselves the moneys coming to them under the per capita 
distribution basis. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Bowen. 


H 764. SMOKE DETECTORS REQUIRED. "TO REQUIRE THE INSTALLATION OF 
SMOKE DETECTORS IN ALL DWELLINGS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new GS 
58-79-21 to require that before 4 deed is recorded to any residential dwelling unit, the unit have 
installed a smoke detector in accordance with National Fire Protection Ass’n Standard 74. 
Dwelling must be inspected for smoke detector by a fire prevention agency, local fire department, 
or 3rd-party inspection agency approved by local government. Inspector must verify in writing 
that smoke detector was properly installed and functioning. Seller or seller’s agent is responsible 
for obtaining completed inspection form and presenting it to register of deeds prior to recording of 
deed. Prohibits the removal of or tampering with a smoke detector. Violation of act is made a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine of not to exceed $500, plus jail term up to 30 days for 
subsequent conviction. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by DeVane. 


H 765. ESCHEAT/ABANDONED PROPERTY. "TO MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE 
LAW OF ESCHEATS AND UNCLAIMED PROPERTY." Decreases from 10 years to five years 
the period of time after which a financial institution may consider certain deposits with values of 
more than $1,000 to be abandoned under GS 116B-12. Also decreases from 10 years to five years 
the period of time after which any sum payable on a check certified in NC or on any written 
instrument issued in NC on which a financial institution is directly liable shall be presumed 
abandoned under GS 116B-12. Amends GS 116B-13 to decrease from 10 years to five years the 
period of time after which funds payable on life insurance policies or annuities, and sums for 
payment of insurance claims payable on negotiable instruments on which the insurer is the maker 
or drawer, are deemed abandoned. Changes dates for reports by insurers to State Treasurer under 
GS 116B-29 and 116B-31.to November 1. Amends GS 116B-34 to provide that the expiration of 
a contractual provision limiting the time for commencing an action to enforce a claim for payment 
of money or recovery of property does not prevent the money or property from being presumed to 
be abandoned property. Makes additional technical amendments. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by DeVane. 


H 766. RESTITUTION FOR ACCIDENT RESPONSE. "TO PROVIDE FOR 
RESTITUTION FOR FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND RESCUE SQUADS FOR RESPONDING 
TO ACCIDENTS CAUSED BY CERTAIN MOTOR VEHICLE VIOLATIONS." Adds new GS 
20-179.5 to provide that for conviction of impaired driving under GS 20-183.1 or -138.2, reckless 
driving under GS 20-140, or speeding under GS 20-141(j) or (j1), court may order defendant to 
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reimburse any fire department or rescue squad for expenses incurred in responding to accident 
caused by violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by DeVane. 


H 767. RECOVER SOME OIL SPILL COSTS. "TO GIVE FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND 
RESCUE SQUADS MEANS TO RECOVER EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES INCURRED 
WHEN RESPONDING TO OIL OR HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCE DISCHARGES." Adds new 
GS 143-215.88C providing that any person causing or contributing to the discharge of oil or other 
hazardous substances shall'be directly liable to any fire department or rescue squad that responds 
to the discharge for the necessary expenses of the response to the discharge. Effective Oct. 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by DeVane. 


H 768. HEALTH CARE TASK FORCE. "TO ESTABLISH A TASK FORCE TO DEVELOP 
A PROGRAM FOR PROVIDING HEALTH CARE COVERAGE TO UNINSURABLE NORTH 
CAROLINIANS." Establishes a task force on health care for uninsurable North Carolinians, 
consisting of seven members. Five members are appointed by the Governor--the Comm’r of 
Insurance, one person recommended by the Health Insurance Ass’n of: America representing 
health insurance companies licensed in NC, one person recommended by the Health Maintenance 
Organization Group of NC representing health maintenance organizations doing business in NC, 
one practicing physician recommended by the NC Medical Society, and one nurse recommended 
by the NC Nurses Ass’n. Two public members, who are not health care providers or affiliated 
with the health insurance industry, are appointed by the General Assembly, one upon the 
recommendation of the Speaker and one upon the recommendation of the Pres. pro tem. Directs 
the task force to study a limited access health care plan that would subsidize the cost of health 
care coverage for uninsured persons who have been denied coverage for health-related reasons. 
Subsidized coverage would be based on the difference between the cost of a guaranteed issue 
health policy and the cost of a standard health care policy. Requires task force to report its 
findings and recommendations to the General Assembly by May 1, 1994, including its estimate of 
the number of people affected, the cost of subsidizing health insurance coverage for them, and the 
most efficient method of providing it. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Administration $30,000 for 1993-94 to provide support services to the task force. Effective July 
1, 1993 and expires July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Brawley. 


H 769. REQUIRE SCHEDULE OF BENEFITS. "TO REQUIRE ALL HEALTH 
INSURANCE COMPANIES DOING BUSINESS IN NORTH CAROLINA TO OFFER 
POLICIES WITH COVERAGE UNDER A SCHEDULE OF BENEFITS." Adds provisions to 
GS Ch. 58, articles 50, 54, and 65, requiring all insurers offering health insurance coverage under 
articles 50 to 55 and article 65 to offer an alternative policy of coverage that sets forth a written 
schedule of benefits indicating the fixed amount of coverage available for specified treatment or 
procedures and the premium rate for such coverage. Requires Comm’r of Insurance to report to 
General Assembly, by May, 1996, on effectiveness of act in making affordable health care 
available to uninsurable persons. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Brawley. 
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H 770. PURPLE HEART PLATES FREE. "PROVIDING THAT THE DIVISION OF 
MOTOR VEHICLES SHALL PROVIDE ONE PURPLE HEART RECIPIENT 
REGISTRATION PLATE FREE OF CHARGE TO A QUALIFIED APPLICANT." Amends GS 
20-79.7(a) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Brawley. 


H 771. NO VOTING DOMICILE AT OFFICE. "TO PROHIBIT A PERSON FROM 
CLAIMING A BUILDING AS A DOMICILE FOR VOTER REGISTRATION IF THE 
INDIVIDUAL TAKES ONE HUNDRED PERCENT OF COSTS ASSOCIATED WITH THAT 
BUILDING AS A BUSINESS DEDUCTION ON FEDERAL INCOME TAX." Amends GS 
163-57 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Brawley. 


H 772. STATEWIDE EARLY VOTING. "TO ALLOW EARLY VOTING." Adds new GS 
Ch. 163, art. 13A, requiring early voting statewide, defined as voting in person during the period 
beginning the day after registration closes and ending the Friday before the election. Directs State 
Board of Elections to establish such a program in all counties, under plans developed by county 
boards of elections; provides that state board to adopt plans for any counties not submitting their 
own plans. Provides that early voting to be done by use of absentee bailots and counted as 
absentee ballots. Sets out required machinery for early voting. my voting to be effective 
beginning with 1994. primary election. 

Introduced by Holt. 


H 773. MORRISVILLE STREET ASSESSMENTS. " TO ENABLE THE TOWN OF 
MORRISVILLE TO ASSESS BENEFITED PROPERTY FOR STREET AND SIDEWALK 
IMPROVEMENTS." Amends Morrisville charter to allow assessment for street projects that do 
not exceed 5,280 linear feet upon request of a minimum of 30% of affected property owners who 
represent a minimum of 30% of all lineal feet of land frontage abutting the street improvement 
area. Allows assessment.for sidewalk projects upon request of a minimum of 30% of property 
owners who would be assessed. Governing board may adopt procedure for exempting property 
owners from assessments based on inability to pay. 

Introduced by Stamey. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 700. DECRIMINALIZE CERTAIN BEER SALES. "IN SUPPORT OF DESERT STORM 
VETERANS AND OTHER YOUNG CITIZENS BY DECRIMINALIZING CERTAIN MALT 
BEVERAGE SALES AND THE POSSESSION OF MALT BEVERAGES BY CERTAIN 
PERSONS." Adds new GS 18B-302 providing that, notwithstanding laws prohibiting sale of malt 
beverages to, or purchase or possession of malt beverages by, persons under the age of 21 years, 
malt beverages may be sold to, given to, purchased by, or possessed by a person 18 years of age 
or older if the person is a member of the United States armed forces, a full-time student at a 
college or community college in NC, or a high school graduate who works at least 40 hours per 
week as an employee of a business in NC. Effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applies to all acts occurring 
on or after that date.

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S 701. UCC TERMINATION STATEMENT FEE. "TO AUTHORIZE A FEE FOR FILING

The 
tax does not apply to (1) retail sales by grocers or supermarkets other than sales of prepared food 
and beverages in delicatessen sections, (2) vending machine sales, (3) sales exempt from state 
sales tax, (4) meals under American plan in lodgings subject to occupancy tax, (5) free meals 
furnished to employees, and (6) boarding houses. Requires the county to remit the net proceeds 
of the tax to the Cape Fear Coast Convention and Visitors Bureau, Inc., to be used only for public 
purposes in promoting travel and tourism in New Hanover County.

Appropriates $250,000 in 1993-94 from General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources for purposes indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Kerr. | 


S 714. PIN ACCESS FOR INFRACTIONS. "TO AUTHORIZE ACCESS TO 
INFORMATION RELEVANT TO NONCRIMINAL VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW FROM THE 
POLICE INFORMATION NETWORK." Amends GS 114-10.1(c) to direct that PIN rules not 
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prohibit attorney representing a person alleged to have committed an infraction from obtaining 
person’s driving record or criminal history. 
Introduced by Kerr. 


S 715. OUT-OF-STATE PRINTERS TAX NEXUS. "TO PROMOTE THE USE OF 
PRINTING FACILITIES IN NORTH CAROLINA BY PROVIDING THAT AN 
OUT-OF-STATE ENTITY WHO CONTRACTS WITH A NORTH CAROLINA PRINTER IS 
NOT DOING BUSINESS IN NORTH CAROLINA FOR TAX PURPOSES INCIDENT TO 
PRINTING.” Amends GS 105-114(b)(3)(corporate franchise tax), 105-130.2 (corporate income 
tax), and 105-164.3(5)(sales and use tax) to provide that a corporation is not to be considered to 
be doing business in NC if its only NC activities are a contract with an unrelated commercial NC 
printer, and the corporation either has personal property at the printers, consisting of the printed 
product, property that becomes part of printed product, or property (other than property leased to 
printer) with which printed product is produced; or has agent or employee temporarily in state to 
inspect product or printing process. Provides that delivering printed product to NC destinations, 
or making mail order sales in NC, may be considered in determining if corporation is doing 
business in NC. Amends GS 105-164.3(14), to provide that if a printer produces and distributes 
printed material at or from NC facility for unrelated customer, and customer incurs liability under 
sales tax for activity unrelated to printing, printer not to be regarded as customer’s agent for 
collecting sales tax. Effective for taxable periods beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993.

S 716. COGENERATING POWER TAX CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE THAT A 
PARTNERSHIP MAY QUALIFY FOR THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR 
CONSTRUCTION OF A COGENERATING POWER PLANT, TO PROVIDE AN 
ALTERNATIVE METHOD TO CALCULATE THE CREDIT, AND TO CLARIFY THAT A 
PARTNERSHIP MAY PASS AN INCOME TAX CREDIT THROUGH TO ITS PARTNERS.” 
Amends GS 105-130.25 to allow partnerships (now, just corporations) to receive tax credit as title 
indicates. Adds a new method for calculating credit: a taxpayer may treat costs paid during 
earlier years as if they were paid during the year the plant becomes operational (now, credit is 
equivalent to 10% of costs paid during taxable year to purchase and install the plant’s electrical or 
mechanical power generation equipment). Credit under new approach may not exceed one-half of 
the corporate income tax imposed in a year, but unused portions of credit may be carried forward 
for fifteen taxable years. Adds new GS 105-269.15 permitting partnerships to pass through to 
partners a share of any income tax credit for which the partnership qualifies. Requires that the 
distributive share of the credit be determined according to tax code sections 702 and 704. 
Passed-through credit may not exceed income tax imposed on the partner. Effective 1 January 
19972.

S717. WAYNE OPPORTUNITY CTR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
OPERATING EXPENSES OF THE SHELTERED WORKSHOP IN WAYNE COUNTY." 
Appropriates from the General Fund to Wayne Opportunity Center, Inc., $150,000 for 1993-94 
for operating expenses. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kerr. © 
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S 718. FINANCIAL BOARDS MERGED. "TO CONSOLIDATE THE REGULATORY 
AUTHORITY OVER BANKS, CREDIT UNIONS, SAVINGS AND LOANS, AND SAVINGS 
BANKS INTO A NEW FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS REGULATORY BOARD, AND TO 
MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE GENERAL STATUTES." Adds new GS 54D, 
effective April 1, 1995, establishing a Financial Institutions Regulatory Board, consisting of 11 
members appointed for four year terms. Provides (1) that nine members will be appointed by the 
Governor, as follows: State Treasurer (serves as chair), five public members (who may not be 
employees or directors of any financial institution or have an interest exceeding 1/2 of 1% of the 
capital stock in any financial institution), one member representing the commercial banking 
industry, one member representing credit unions, and one member representing savings 
institutions, (2) one member will be appointed by the General Assembly upon recommendation of 
the President pro tem. representing regulated nondepository institutions, and (3) one public 
member will be appointed by the General Assembly upon recommendation of the Speaker 
representing the borrowing public. Provides that, subject to confirmation by the General 
Assembly, the Governor shall appoint a Director of Financial Institutions as chief administrator of 
the Financial Institutions Regulatory Board to serve a term of five years. Effective April 1, 1995, 
repeals (1) Art. 8 and 10 of GS Ch. 53 relating to authority of State Banking Comm’n and 
Comm’r of Banks with respect to supervision and regulation of state banks; (2) Art. 14B and 14M 
of GS Ch. 54 and part 4 of Art. 10 of GS Ch. 143B relating to authority of Credit Union Div’n of 
Dep’t of Commerce, Administrator of Credit Unions, and Credit Union Comm’n with respect to 
supervision and regulation of state credit unions; and (3) Art. 4 of GS Ch. 54B and art. 4 and 5 of 
GS Ch. 54C relating to authority of Savings Institutions Comm’n and Administrator of the 
Savings Institution Div’n of Dep’t of Commerce with respect to supervision and regulation of 
savings and loan associations and savings banks. Enacts a comprehensive system of supervision 
and regulation of financial mstitutions, including state banks, credit unions, savings and loan 
associations, and savings banks, by Financial Institutions Regulatory Board, similar to existing 
statutory provisions applicable to such financial institutions.

S 719. MEDICAL EXAMINERS AMENDMENTS (=H 721). "TO MAKE VARIOUS 
AMENDMENTS TO THE MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT." Identical to H 721, introduced 5

S 720. CLEVELAND COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. "CONCERNING REDISTRICTING 
FOR LOCAL ELECTIONS IN CLEVELAND COUNTY." Effective first Monday in December, 
1994, provides for Cleveland County Board of Comm’rs consisting of seven members elected for 
four-year staggered terms; two members to be elected at large, five members to be elected by and 
from single-member districts. Directs current board of comm’rs to establish five electoral 
districts with population as nearly equal as practicable. Establishes staggering system: Provides 
that act is effective only if apportionment plan adopted by comm’rs is approved by US Justice 
Dep’t under Voting Rights Act of 1965 before 1994 filing period opens.

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S§-721. CLEVELAND MH/DD/SA FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
COMPLETION OF THE CLEVELAND COUNTY AREA MENTAL HEALTH, 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROGRAM’S 
BUILDING." Appropriates $300,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse for 
use as title indicates. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Harris. 


S 722. UNINSURED HEALTH COVERAGE. "TO PROVIDE FOR HEALTH INSURANCE 
COVERAGE FOR UNINSURED NORTH CAROLINIANS." Effective July 1, 1995, contingent 
upon appropriation of funds, adds new part 7 to art. 2 of GS Ch. 108A establishing the NC Health 
Right Program in the Dep’t of Human Resources to provide health care services to eligible NC 
residents who are unable to obtain coverage for health care services through any other source. 
Eligibility for the program is limited to (1) children under the age of 18 whose gross family 
incomes are equal to or less than 185% of the federal poverty guidelines and who are not eligible 
for Medicaid and are not otherwise insured, (2) single adults and households with no children 
whose gross incomes are equal to or less than 185% of the federal poverty guidelines and who ~ 
cannot obtain other insurance coverage for program benefits, (and 3) families with children under 
the age of 18 whose gross family incomes are equal to or less than 185% of the federal poverty 
guidelines and the members of which are not eligible for Medicaid and are not otherwise insured. 
Parents who enroll in the program must also enroll their eligible children and dependent siblings, 
but children and dependent siblings may be enrolled separately without enrollment of the parents. 
If one parent in the household enrolls, the other parent must enroll unless other insurance covering 
the nonenrolled parent is available. Families may not choose to enroll only certain uninsured 
members. To be eligible for program benefits, the family or individual must have had no health 
coverage for at least four months prior to application for the program, unless the family or 
individual is applying for the program upon termination of Medicaid eligibility. Covered services 
under the program must include primary care, preventive care, long-term care, mental health 
services, health education, and services necessary for health maintenance and disease prevention 
in children, and must be at least the same or substantially equivalent to services covered under the 
Medicaid program. Requires Sec’y of Dep’t of Human Resources to establish schedules for 

- payment of providers on a fee-for-service, capitated payment, or negotiated budget basis, apply 
for federal waivers or approval necessary to implement the program, and to develop and present a 
pian to 1995 General Assembly for providing all Medicaid services and Health Right Program 
services through managed care or other cost containment arrangements, and for phasing out the 
state Medicaid program and covering Medicaid eligible persons under the Health Right Program. 
Also requires Sec’y to develop plan for implementation of the Health Right Program by Jan. 1, 
1994, and to report to the General Assembly on the program’s implementation, including 
recommendations for legislation and appropriations necessary to carry out the program. 
Introduced by Forrester. 
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S 723. FILM SCHOOL FUNDS (=H 682). "T O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD 
OF GOVERNORS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF A FILM SCHOOL AT THE NORTH 
CAROLINA SCHOOL OF THE ARTS." Identical to H 682, introduced 30 March. 

Introduced by Cochrane, Daniel, Folger, Kaplan, Lee, W. Martin, Sands, Seymour, Shaw, 
Smith, Walker, and Ward. 


S 724. HIGH ROCK LAKE MARINE COMM’N. "TO ESTABLISH THE HIGH ROCK 
LAKE MARINE COMMISSION." Authorizes Davidson and Rowan Counties to establish 
comm ’n named in title to regulate all matters related to the use of High Rock Lake and its 
shoreline area (area within 500 feet of normal full pool elevation of 655 feet). Provides for 
appointment of commissioners, commissioner terms and pay, comm ’n administrative powers, and 
rotation of meetings between the two counties. Requires filing of joint ordinances with Executive 
Director of the Wildlife Comm’n. Makes violation of marine comm’n ordinances a 30 day 
misdemeanor. Provides rules for notice concerning, publication, filing, and enforcement of 
regulations. 

Introduced by Smith. 


S 725. RESTAURANT ABC PERMITS. "TO MODIFY THE PERCENTAGE OF SALES 
THAT MUST BE ATTRIBUTABLE TO FOOD AND NONALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES BY 
RESTAURANT PERMITTEES." Amends GS 18B-1000(6) to say that to qualify as a restaurant 
under alcoholic beverage regulations, an establishment’s gross receipts from food and 
nonalcoholic beverages must be at least 40% of total gross receipts, (now, more than 50%). 
Introduced by Richardson. 


S 726. SUNDAY BRUNCH ALCOHOL SALES. "TO REGULATE SUNDAY SALES AND 
CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES.” Amends GS 18B-1004(c) and (d) to allow, 
unless prohibited by local ordinance, Sunday sales of alcoholic beverages after 11:45 a.m. (now, 
1:00 p.m.). ,

S 727. WILLARD SCHOOL CONVEYANCE. "TO AUTHORIZE PENDER COUNTY TO 
CONVEY TO THE WILLARD OUTREACH ORGANIZATION, INC., CERTAIN REAL 
PROPERTY AT PRIVATE SALE." Authorizes Pender County to convey to the Willard 
Outreach Organization, Inc., the remainder of the Willard Primary School property without regard 
to the provisions of GS 153A-176 and art. 12 of GS Ch. 160A.

S 728. SCHOOL SUSPENSION LAW CHANGE. "TO CARRY SCHOOL SUSPENSIONS 
FOR ACTS CAUSING INJURY OVER TO THE SUBSEQUENT SCHOOL YEAR." Amends 
GS 115C-391(c) to allow a school principal, with the superintendent’s approval, to carry over into 
the next school year a student’s suspension if the student inflicted bodily injury on another student 
or an employee (now, no suspension may be carried over to the next year).

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S 729. FRANKLIN/FRANKLINTON SCH. MERGER. "TO MERGE THE FRANKLIN 
COUNTY AND FRANKLINTON CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS.” Merges cited 
school units*effective July 1, 1994 (subject to Voting Rights Act preclearance). Names 
seven-member interim school board, to serve until July 1, 1994, and charges it with developing 
1994-95 school calendar and developing long-range facilities plan and permits it to hire 
permanent, post-merger superintendent. Provides that interim board to become merged school 
board on July 1, 1994. Provides for permanent school board to be elected in 1996 general election 
to four-year terms from districts but bill’s provisions as to number of members and district 
boundaries are blank. Requires board of county comm ’rs to adopt a merger implementation 
policy, which cannot be changed except by school board, with six votes required before interim or 
merged board may change and no more than one dissenting vote before permanent board may 
change. Limitations on changes expire July 1, 1999.

H 102. ENERGY EFFICIENT SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION. Intro. 2/10. House committee 
substitute makes bill applicable only to building or renovation projects pes to be designed by 
architect or engineer under GS 133-1.1. 


H 153. N.C. RAIL COUNCIL. Intro. 2/15. Original bill amends GS 143B-350(c) to require at 
least one at-large member of Board of Transportation to have broad knowledge of public 
transportation matters, to be effective no later than first vacancy on Board after chair of Rail 
Council begins serving. House committee substitute removes language about when new 
requirement to become effective, making it effective upon effective date of bill, July 1, 1993. 
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H 163. ROBESON SUBDIVISION DEFINITION. Intro. 2/16. House amendment exempts 
from definition of subdivision in Robeson county division of land into parcels of 2.5 acres or 
more, when grantee within any degree of lineal kinship or three degrees of collateral kinship to 
grantor, and when grantor also records right-of-way agreement, which provides for right-of-way 
to parcel at least 45 feet wide and provides for construction and maintenance of road over 
right-of-way. 


H 164. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOND ACT. Intro. 2/16. House amendment adds 
statement saying that the General Assembly intends that appropriations of bond proceeds, to the 
extent possible, reflect priorities and specific projects listed in the bill. 


H 215. COSMETIC BOOTHS ARE NOT SHOPS. Intro. 2/19. House committee substitute 
rewrites title to read: "TO PROVIDE THAT SPACE WITHIN A COSMETIC ART SHOP

do practice in shop, identifying each as an employee or booth renter. 


H 315. GPAC/COMMUNITY COLLEGES. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute. changes 
the original bill as follows: (1) removes stated goal of General Assembly that community college 
students pay tuition and fees equivalent to 20% of the cost of education; (2) requires, before 
adjournment of the 1993 session, that the State Board of Community Colleges adopt guidelines 
for multicampus colleges that recognize availability of technology and transportation (original bill 
called for a restructuring plan but placed no deadline on its development); (3) deletes original 
bill’s amendments of GS 115D-12(a) (original provided that State Board of Community Colleges, 
rather than local boards of education, would elect community college trustees), GS 115D-5(a) 
(original provided that State Board of Community Colleges would select local college presidents), 
and GS 115D-20 (original removed authority of college trustees to select college president and 
gave it to State Board). Makes other conforming and technical changes. 


H 318. ADOPT WATERMELON FESTIVAL. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute 
renames the Hertford County Watermelon Festival as the official Northeastem NC watermelon 
festival and adds the Fair Bluff Watermelon Festival as the official Southeastern watermelon 
festival and modifies the title accordingly. 


H 436. NEW HANOVER/PERSONAL WATERCRAFT. Intro. 3/17. House committee 
substitute adds to original bill an amendment adding Town of Cape Carteret to coverage of GS 
160A-176.2 (permitting cities to regulate swimming, personal watercraft, surfing and littering in 
the Atlantic Ocean and related waterways). 


H 340. GPAC/UNIV. OF NC. Intro. 2/24. House committee substitute provides that Board of 
Governors review academic degree programs and report to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1996 
and review research and public service activities and report by Feb. 1, 1997. Rewrites tuition 
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provisions to provide that the setting of tuition and fees be governed by the principle of lowest 
practicable expense to student and their families in order to minimize financial barriers to access 
and to provide that the tuition amounts be determined by each General Assembly rather than a 
fixed formula. 


H 483. DAM SAFETY LAW IMPROVEMENTS. Intro. 3/24. House committee substitute 
makes following changes from original bill: (1) Rewrites exclusion of small dams under GS 
143-215.25(2)f., to deny exclusion if failure of dam would cause loss of life, property damage in 
excess of $200,000, or serious downstream environmental damage in case of dams impounding 
industrial or municipal wastes. , 

(2) Alters proposed amendment to GS 143-215.26 to retain present authorization for contractor, as 
well as engineer, to sign certificate that dam design is safe and adequate. (3) Reinstates provision 
in GS 143-215.36(b) allowing requests for remission of penalties. 


H 547. SEAFOOD PARK AUTHORITY/FEES. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute 
changes effective date from July 1, 1993 to ratification. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 7. UNIFORM INSURANCE CLAIM FORM. Intro. 1/28. Senate committee substitute 
rewrites title to read "TO REQUIRE THE COMMISSIONER OF INSURANCE TO DEVELOP 
AND REQUIRE UNIFORM FORMS FOR THE SUBMISSION OF CLAIMS UNDER 
HEALTH BENEFIT PLANS, TO ESTABLISH FEES FOR COPIES OF MEDICAL RECORDS, 
AND TO REQUIRE WRITTEN NOTICE OF CLAIM DENIAL." and provides as follows: (1) 
Repeals GS 58-50-10. (2) Adds new GS 58-2-170 requiring that all claims submitted by health 
care providers to health benefit plans be submitted on uniform forms developed by Dep’t and 
approved by Comm’r of Insurance. (3) Adds new GS 58-3-175 requiring written notification of 
denied claims when claims for health care provider services, under health benefit plans, are 
denied. (4) Adds new GS 90-410 and 90-411 allowing health care providers to charge reasonable 
fees for searching, handling, copying, and mailing medical records to patients or patients’ 
designated representatives. Sets maximum at 50 cents per page, except that provider can have 
minimum charge of $10. (5) Makes entire act effective Jan. 1, 1994. 


S 12. STRENGTHENING FAMILY RESOURCES. Intro. 1/28; amend. 2/25. Senate 
amendment #4 permits family resource center grants for individual schools to be made to 
consortia of agencies that include at least one public school; and direct that consortia established 
in areas served by early childhood demonstration projects established during 1993-94 fiscal year 
under pending legislation are to receive such grants unless Sec’y of Human Resources rejects 
application because doesn’t meet criteria of proposed GS 143B-151.1(b) or quality of application 
does not adequately promote purposes embodied in Part. Senate amendment #5 increases 
membership of Interagency Task Force on Family Resources, by adding a school social worker, 
to be appointed by Govermor; and provides that one of appointments of General Assembly, on 
recommendation of President pro tem, is to represent a univeristy school of social work 
(originally, university department of sociology or social work). 
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S 28. SCHOOL GOVERNANCE CHANGES. Intro. 2/1. Senate committee substitute makes 
following changes from original bill: (1) Modifies proposed amendment to constitution and to 
GS 115C-10 to provide following membership of State Board of Education: Lt. Governor; 
Treasurer;, nine members appointed by Governor, eight from educational districts and one at 
large; four members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Senate President ro 
tem.; and four members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker. (2) 
Makes changes to State Board effective July 1, 1994 (originally, July 1, 1995), and amends GS 
115C-10 to provide that all terms beginning July 1, 1994 are for two years and all terms after that 
are for four years. (3) Amends GS 115C-10 to place two-term limit on membership on State 
Board (not counting original two-year terms). (4) Amends GS 115C-18 to provide that State 
Board to set salary of State Superintendent, and repeals GS 115C-20, under which General 
Assembly sets salary of State Superintendent. 


S 227. DAY CARE HOME SAFETY-1. Intro. 2/18; amended 3/10. Senate amendment makes 
technical correction. 


S 252. GPAC/PROGRAM BUDGETING. Intro. 2/19. Senate committee substitute merges 
original bill with substance of S253 and S261, as an act "TO IMPLEMENT A 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO 
DEVELOP AND MONITOR THE OUTCOME MEASURES FOR MAJOR STATE 
PROGRAMS, TO ESTABLISH AND IMPLEMENT A STATE STRATEGIC PLANNING 
PROCESS, AND TO REQUIRE THAT THE GOVERNOR SUBMIT TO THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY ENACT A BUDGET THAT FOCUSES ON 
PROGRAM RESULTS." Original S 252 (development of qualitative performance measures) 
required that the Director of Budget prepare a plan for implementing performance measurement 
system throughout gov’t and report it to the General Assembly by Oct. 1, 1993. Committee 
substitute requires that a plan and timetable for measurement systems for programs that cannot be 
done by Oct. 1 be submitted to the General Assembly by May 1, 1994. Also provides a process 
for justifying decisions not to develop measurements for some programs. S 253 (strategic 
planning process) is incorporated without substantive change. S 261 (performance program 
budgeting) is incorporated with addition only of a requirement that the Director of the Budget 
make a final report to the General Assembly by 1 May 1994 about performance budgeting efforts 
for the 1995-97 fiscal biennium. 


S 412. LEGISLATIVE AUDIT SUBCOMMITTEE. Intro. 2/25. Senate committee substitute 
completely rewrites original bill, restating title as "TO CREATE A LEGISLATIVE AUDIT 
SUBCOMMITTEE OF THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON GOVERNMENTAL 
OPERATIONS, TO PROVIDE FOR PROGRAM EVALUATION, TO PROVIDE A LIMITED 
NUMBER OF EXEMPT POSITIONS FOR PERFORMANCE AUDIT STAFF, AND TO 
PROVIDE FUNDS FOR CONTRACTUAL AUDIT AND EXPERT SERVICES." Adds new 
Legislative Audit Subcommittee to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, with 
four House and four Senate members of Comm’n acting as subcommittee. Permits cochairs of 
Comm’n, to accomodate demands of new subcommittee, to add two members from each house to 
Comm’n or, alternatively, to appoint two members from each house to subcommittee who are not 
members of Comm’n. Authorizes cochairs of Comm’n to permit subcommittee to exercise 
Comm’n powers under GS 120-76 with respect to evaluations of state agency programs, to 
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evaluate requests for audits by legislators and recommend to Comm’n or State Auditor the audits 
to be undertaken, and review agency compliance with performance audit findings and 
recommendations made by State Auditor. Sets out required procedures for such compliance 
audits and for audits on compliance with enacted G-PAC legislation. Makes conforming 
amendments to State Auditor legislation. Appropriates $25,000 in 1993-94 and $50,000 in 
1994-95 from General Fund to Office of State Auditor for contracted performance audit and 
expert services. Makes appropriation effective July 1, 1993 and rest effective on ratification; 
provides that provisions conceming audits of G-PAC legislation expire Jan. 1, 1985. 


S 500. PSA TESTS FOR MEN OVER 50. Intro. 3/17. Original bill required insurers to 
provide insurance coverage for, and HMO’s to cover, prostate cancer testing when (1) 
recommended by a physician or (2) annually for all men 50 years of age or older. Senate 
committee substitute requires coverage when recommended by a physician, but not for all men 50 
years of age or older. 


S 574. INSURANCE PREMIUM FINANCING. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee substitute 
makes clarifying change and provides that provisions requiring no refund does not affect insurer’s 
duty to deliver amount to Escheat Fund. 


S 592. PUBLIC HEALTH REMEDIES. Intro. 3/29. Senate amendment makes this act 
effective for appeals taken on or after 1 Oct. 1993.

The following bill was filed and introduced today under suspension of the rules. 
SENATE BILLS 


S 810. CASWELL/PERSON JUDICIAL DIST. "TO TRANSFER CASWELL AND PERSON 
COUNTIES TO NEWLY CREATED JUDICIAL AND PROSECUTORIAL DISTRICTS 9A 
AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS." Creates new judicial and prosecutorial districts 9A, 
comprised of Caswell and Person Counties. (Currently, Caswell is in 17A with Rockingham and 
Person is in 9 with Vance, Warren, Franklin and Granville) Gives new district 9A one superior 
court judge, two district judges (reducing districts 9 and 17A by one judge each), and in 
prosecutorial district provides for one district attommey and two assistants (reducing former 
districts by one each). Appropriates $301,405 for fiscal 1993-94 and $281,856 for fiscal 1994-95 
from General Fund to implement act. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Daniel.

HOUSE BILLS © 


H 794. DURHAM HOUSING CODE COMPLAINTS. "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF 
THE CITY OF DURHAM WITH RESPECT TO THE SERVICE OF COMPLAINTS AND 
ORDERS IN HOUSING CODE CASES." Permits Durham to serve complaints or orders in 
housing code cases either personally or by certified or registered mail, with additional notice 
sent by regular mail. Deems notice sufficient if regular mail not returned, even if registered or 
certified mail unclaimed. 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 795. AMEND "RUNNERS" LAW. "TO AMEND THE LAW PERTAINING TO THE 
PROHIBITION OF CERTAIN SOLICITATION BY HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS." 
Amends GS 90-401 (prohibiting health care providers from compensating persons for 
recommending or securing the provider’s employment by a patient) by specifying that provider 
may not compensate a person for initiating direct personal contact with, and recommending the 
provider’s services to, a person injured in a motor vehicle collision or any person residing with 
the victim within 90 days following the accident (now, the law prohibits more general 
compensation of persons who recommend or secure business for the provider—it is not limited 
to the motor vehicle collision context). Adds new GS 90-401.1 prohibiting any health care 
provider, or its employee or agents, from initiating direct personal contact or telephone contact 
for the purpose of soliciting patient business, with any person injured in a motor vehicle 
collision, or with any person residing with that victim within 90 days following the accident. 
Solicitation letters, brochures, or information packets are not prohibited. 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 796. DURHAM COUNTY ROAD CLOSINGS. "GRANTING TO DURHAM COUNTY 
REDUCTION OF THE NOTICE PERIOD FOR CLOSING ROADS AND EASEMENTS, 
CLARIFYING THE COUNTY’S AUTHORITY TO PERMIT THE CLOSING OF 
UNOPENED ROADS, THE DIVISION OF RIGHT-OF-WAY IN TYPICAL ROAD 
CLOSINGS, AND ESTABLISHING PROCEDURES FOR APPEALS OF ROAD 
CLOSINGS." Permits Durham County to close unopened roads shown on plats that have not 
been accepted or maintained by the county. Reduces from four to two the number of weekly 
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publications of resolution proposing closing of road, and permits summarized notice to be 
published and mailed to owners rather than full text of resolution. Permits all affected property 
owners to agree to different division of right-of-way, after closing, than that set out in statute. 
Sets out standards for courts hearing appeals from closings. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 797. LEE LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. "TO AUTHORIZE LEE COUNTY, THE TOWN OF 
BROADWAY, AND THE CITY OF SANFORD TO TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION 
PROSPECTIVE REVENUES GENERATED BY THE DEVELOPMENT IN ARRIVING AT 
THE AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR AN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
CONVEYANCE." Adds ccited units to coverage of GS 158-7.1(d1) with effect as title indicates. 
Introduced by Hall.

Adds new GS 20-279.21(c1) providing that when rented 
vehicle is covered by more than one insurance policy, priority for payment of liability claims is 
(1) policy of any unauthorized driver, who was driving; (2) policy of authorized driving, who was 
driving; (3) policy of rental SEATED) Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 799. BURKE ZONING NOTICE. "TO EXEMPT BURKE COUNTY AND THE 
MUNICIPALITIES THEREIN FROM CERTAIN ZONING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS." As 
title indicates, permitting county and muncipalities in Burke county to give zoning notice by 
publishing large map rather than by mailing notice to individual property owners.

Allows use 
of remedies of levy, attachment, garnishment, and foreclosure of lien on real property to collect 
Rockingham occupancy tax.

H 801. CABARRUS DEER HUNTING. "TO ALLOW DEER HUNTING FROM 
STATIONARY STANDS IN CABARRUS COUNTY." Allows deer hunting with centerfire 
rifles as title indicates.

H 802. RECYCLABLE WEIGHT PENALTY. "TO PROVIDE FOR ONE-HALF THE 
NORMAL WEIGHT PENALTY FOR VEHICLES HAULING RECYCLABLE MATERIALS." 
Amends GS 20-118, dealing with weight limitations of vehicles, to provide that light-traffic road 
weight limitations do not apply to vehicles transporting recyclable material for processing from 
point of origin to scrap-processing facility and to apply the reduced civil penalty rate for weight 
violations to such vehicles.

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H 803. DENTON ZONING NOTICES. "TO EXEMPT THE TOWN OF DENTON FROM 
CERTAIN ZONING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS." Adds Denton to SL 1989, ch. 237, which 
permits the town to publish rezoning map rather than mail notice to property owners.

AMENDING ZONING ORDINANCES FOR WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED 
PROTECTION." As title indicates, permitting county and towns to publish large map of zoning 
or rezoning rather than mail individual notices to property owners, when action involves adopting 
or amending watershed protection ordinance.

H 805. LRC STUDY CARDIAC CARE. "TO STUDY THE STATE OF PREHOSPITAL 
EMERGENCY CARDIAC CARE IN NORTH CAROLINA." Permits Legislative Research 
Comm’n to conduct study as title indicates. Study should yield plan for improving emergency 
cardiac care by, among other things, training citizens in cardiopulmonary resuscitation and 
expanding 911 access to emergency medical transportation services. LRC may report to 1995 
General Assembly.

H 806. DHR STUDY CARDIAC CARE. "AUTHORIZING THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES TO STUDY THE STATE OF PREHOSPITAL EMERGENCY 
CARDIAC CARE IN NORTH CAROLINA." Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to study state 
of prehospital emergency cardiac care in North Carolina and to develop a plan to improve care. 
Dep’t to report to General Assembly by May 1, 1994.

H 807. SEVEN OAKS INCORPORATED. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF SEVEN 
OAKS IN GASTON COUNTY.” As title indicates, to be effective upon ratification. Provides 
for mayor and four-member council; council members elected to two-year terms of office and 
mayor to four-year term, with all elections by plurality. Names original council, to serve until 
1993 election, and permits board to adopt budget for 1992-93 and 1993-94, without compliance 
with timetables of Budget and Fiscal Control Act. Permits council, by 3 votes, to remove mayor 
or council member and sets out standards and procedures for removal.

H 808. WAKE ABC DISTRIBUTIONS. "TO CHANGE THE PROCEDURE FOR 
CERTIFYING MUNICIPAL AD VALOREM TAX VALUATIONS IN WAKE COUNTY TO 
THE WAKE COUNTY BOARD OF ALCOHOLIC CONTROL FOR THE PURPOSE OF

valorem valuation of each municipality, to be based on valuations available to county tax assessor 
as of June 30 of previous year.

H 811. ATLANTIC BEACH LIMITS CLARIFIED. "TO CLARIFY THAT THE 
BOUNDARIES OF THE TOWN OF ATLANTIC BEACH INCLUDE AN AREA KNOWN AS 
THE POCKET." As title indicates, with area in question being 1.75 acres. Effective retroactively 
to Mar. 17, 1937. '

H 812. CARTERET/CRAVEN BOUNDARY. "TO ESTABLISH THE BOUNDARY LINE 
BETWEEN CARTERET AND CRAVEN COUNTIES." As title indicates, setting out boundary 
description. Permits transfer of pending civil and criminal cases in conformity with boundary 
adjustment. Conforms tax rolls, jury rolls, and election registrations to adjustment. Directs the 
two counties to survey and map the affected boundary, by March 31, 1994. Survey and map 
requirement effective on ratification; other provisions effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 813. NEW HANOVER AIRPORT AUTHORITY. "TO AMEND THE POWERS OF THE 
NEW HANOVER COUNTY AIRPORT AUTHORITY." Authorizes cited airport authority to 
engage in commercial and industrial development projects on airport property, to improve 
property for commercial and industrial purposes, and to lease property to public or private entities 
for same purpose.

H 814. MECKLENBURG PARK RANGER POWERS. "TO PROVIDE THAT 
MECKLENBURG COUNTY PARK RANGERS MAY ACT AS SPECIAL PEACE OFFICERS 
ON PROPERTY OWNED OR LEASED BY THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE.” As title indicates. 
Introduced by C. Wilson 


H 815. BURKE THOROUGHFARES. "AUTHORIZING BURKE COUNTY TO ASSIST 
THOROUGHFARE PLAN IMPLEMENTATION." Authorizes Burke County to expend funds 
and exercise power of eminent domain for purpose of acquiring rights-of-way and land for _ 
thoroughfare construction projects adopted by the Dep’t of Transportation, local governments or a 
metropolitan planning organization. Allows county in interlocal undertakings to provide funding 
assistance to cities within county for thoroughfare construction. 

Introduced by Church. 
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H 816. MORGANTON ANNEXATIONS. "TO ALLOW MORGANTON TO MAKE A’ 
VOLUNTARY SATELLITE ANNEXATION NOT CURRENTLY ALLOWED BECAUSE THE 
PROPERTY IS CLOSER TO GLEN ALPINE, IF THE TOWN OF GLEN ALPINE AND 
BURKE COUNTY CONSENT." As title indicates, covering three described parcels of property. 
(Under general law a city may not annex a satellite area that is closer to another city than it is to 
the annexing city.) 

Introduced by Church. 


H 817. AUDITOR OFF FIRE/RESCUE COMM. "TO REMOVE THE STATE AUDITOR 
FROM THE STATE FIRE AND RESCUE COMMISSION." Amends GS 58-78-1(e) as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Fitch. 


H 818. LOCAL GOV’T EMPLOYEE POLITICKING. "TO DEFINE THE LIMITS OF 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEE POLITICAL ACTIVITIES." Amends GS 153A-99, for 
county employees, and 160A-169, for city employees, to strengthen the rights of such employees 
to engage in political activities while off duty. Restates statements of purpose in each section to 
prohibit restrictions on employees joining political or partisan organizations and on off-duty 
political activity by employees. Deletes provisions in each section that save to local governments 
the authority to adopt personnel policies not in conflict with federal or state law and replaces with 
provisions repealing all local laws and ordinances in conflict with amended sections. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Fitch, Nesbitt, Colton, Crawford, Fussell, Black,-Holt, and Warner. 


H 819. TRANSYLVANIA SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO PROVIDE FOR NONPARTISAN 
ELECTION OF THE TRANSYLVANIA COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION." As title 
indicates. Further, provides that election must be held on the date of the county general election 
and provides for a period for notice of candidacy. Provides that board of education vacancies are 
to be filled by the board itself (now, County Executive Committee of the political party of the 
vacating member chooses new member). Election provision is effective with the 1994 election. 
Introduced by Ives. 


H 820. PASQUOTANK SUBDIVISION DEFINITION. "AMENDING THE STATUTORY 
DEFINITION OF SUBDIVISION IN PASQUOTANK COUNTY." Amends GS 153A-335, 
which defines subdivision for purposes of county subdivision regulation, to add two additional 
exceptions for Pasquotank county only: (1) division of tract into one lot, when that lot is on a 
state road, is served by a public water system, and is large enough to meet state and local health 
codes and other local ordinances; (2) gift of a single lot to the owner’s child(ren) or parent(s), 
under the same circumstances as above, limiting this exception to a single gift to each child or 
parent.

H 821. HEALTH CARE REFORM ACT. "TO ENACT THE NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH 
CARE REFORM ACT." Adds new Art. 64 to GS Ch. 143, establishing NC Health Plan 
Comm/’n. Provides that.Comm’n to have 10 members, serving six-year terms, appointed as 
follows: four by Governor, three by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, and three 
by General Assembly on recommendation of President pro tem. Directs that various appointees 
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represent licensed physicians, large and small employers, hospitals and public health dep’ts, 
insurance companies and insurance agents, and HMOs. Directs Comm’n to develop details of 
health plan required by bill, to plan for implementation of health plan, and to study and make 
recommendations about range of subjects concerned with medical care of state’s citizens. 

Adds new Art. 68A to GS Ch. 58, directing Comm’n established above to design NC 
Managed Competition Health Plan (MCHP), to become effective in 1996. Provides that MCHP 
to provide health care coverage for NC residents (defined as persons resident in state at least 30 
days) who are employees of small employers (which will be defined as employers of no more 
than 49 persons), or who are uninsured or underinsured, as defined in bill. Provides for 
implementation of plan through regional health plan purchasing cooperatives, which will certify 
accountable health plans, monitor performance of accountable health care plans, and assist in 
helping citizens choose among plans. Otherwise, leaves details of MCHP to Comm’n. 
Establishes, effective July 1, 1995, NC Health Care Trust Fund, in office of state treasurer and 
provides for administration of fund. 

Directs Comm’n to make detailed report on implementation of MCHP to 1994 General 
Assembly. Directs Dep’t of Insurance to present changes to GS Ch. 58 necessitated by this act. 
Appropriates $500,000 in each year of biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Insurance, for 
costs of Comm’n. Adds new GS 58-51-31 requiring every insurance policy, hospital service or 
medical service plan, and HMO health care plan that includes a preexisting condition limitation or 
exclusion to credit the time a person was covered under previous plan, when such covered 
continued to date not more than 30 days before effective date of new coverage. 

Makes requirement for development of MCHP effective only if specific funds appropriated 
for implementation, and makes appropriation effective July 1, 1993. Makes other provisions 
effective upon ratification.

H 822, AMEND COMPUTER CRIME ACT. "TO AMEND THE LAWS REGARDING 
COMPUTER-RELATED CRIME." Amends GS Ch. 14, Art. 60 by adding definitions of 
"authorization", "data", and "resource" to GS 14-453 (definitions). Amends GS 14-455 
(damaging computers) by making it a Class H felony to alter, damage, or destroy without 
authority any computer software, computer program, or data (now, a misdemeanor) and making 
clear that the statute applies to damage caused by introduction of a computer virus program into a 
computer, computer system, or computer network. Makes denial of computer services to an 
authorized user (GS 14-456) a Class H felony (now, a misdemeanor) and makes clear that offense 
may be committed by introduction of a computer virus program into an individual computer, 
system, or network. Adds new GS 14-458 allowing owners or lessees of computers damaged by a 
person convicted of a Ch. 60 offense to bring a civil action for compensatory damages against the 
defendant. Effective 1 Dec. 1993.

H 823. WAKE GUN SAFETY. "REGULATING THE POSSESSION OF FIREARMS IN 
WAKE COUNTY WHILE UNDER THE INFLUENCE." Makes it misdemeanor, in Wake 
county, to possess or have immediately accessible a loaded firearm when under influence of 
impairing substance. Makes violation punishable by fine up to $500, imprisonment up to 60 days, 
or both. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced (by request) by Hensley. 
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H 824. LEFT TURN ON RED. "TO ALLOW LEFT TURNS ON RED IN CERTAIN 
SITUATIONS." Amends GS 20-158(b) to permit left turn on red from far left lane of one-way 
street into intersecting one-way street, unless prohibited by sign. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Hensley. 


H 825. GARNER IMPACT FEES. "CONCERNING IMPACT FEES BY. THE TOWN OF 
GARNER.” Authorizes Gamer to permit payment of impact fees, at developer’s option, by up to 
eight annual installments, at 8% interest. Provides that unpaid balance is lien on property. 
Introduced (by request) by Hensley. 


H 826. SENATE PRESIDENT’S APPOINTMENTS. "TO APPOINT PERSONS TO 
VARIOUS PUBLIC OFFICES UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE SENATE." Blank bill. 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 827. UNIFORM ROADSIDE HUNTING. "TO ESTABLISH UNIFORMITY IN THE 
REGULATION OF ROADSIDE HUNTING." Adds GS 113-291.10 prohibiting following acts 
from, on, or across publicly-maintained right-of-way open to vehicular traffic: (1) hunting with 
firearms, (2) attempting to hunt with firearms, (3) otherwise shooting or discharging any firearm. 
Makes it prima facie evidence of violation to possess loaded firearm outside vehicle and on right 
of way during hunting season. Repeals inconsistent local acts, except that prosecutions for 
offenses under such acts may proceed. Effective October 1, 1993.

H 828. ASHEVILLE CHARTER CLEANUP. "TO REPEAL OBSOLETE PROVISIONS OF 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF ASHEVILLE." As title indicates.

H 829. MECKLENBURG VOTING MACHINES. "TO PROVIDE THAT VOTER 
REGISTRATION SHALL BE THE SOLE CRITERIA FOR ALLOCATING VOTING 
MACHINES AMONG PRECINCTS BY THE MECKLENBURG COUNTY BOARD OF 
ELECTIONS." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Lemmond. 


H 830. FELONY TO KILL POLICE ANIMAL. "TO MAKEITT A CLASS I FELONY 
INTENTIONALLY TO KILL A LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY ANIMAL." Adds new GS 
14-163.2 as title indicates (now, it is a misdemeanor to kill such an animal). Killing must not be 
in self-defense. 

Introduced by Decker. 


H 831. CON ON-SITE INSPECTIONS. "TO REQUIRE ON-SITE INSPECTIONS AS PART 
OF THE CERTIFICATE OF NEED PROCESS." Adds GS 131E-181(b1) requiring Dep’t of 
Human Resources to make on-site inspection of facility of each recipient of certificate of need, on 
or after Oct. 1, 1993, within one year of recipient receiving certification for Medicaid or Medicare 
reimbursement for beds or facility, or completing capital project requiring CON, or beginning to 
offer services requiring CON, as appropriate. Requires Dep’t to make such an inspection of all 
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recipients, regardless of date of CON, within five years of above events. Effective Oct. I, 1993. 
Introduced by Justus. 


H 832. EXTEND LONG ARM STATUTE (<S 679). "TO CLARIFY THAT A NORTH 
CAROLINA COURT HAS PERSONAL JURISDICTION OVER ACTIONS ARISING FROM 
DIRECT AND INDIRECT SOLICITATIONS MADE FROM OUT-OF-STATE AND 
RECEIVED IN THIS STATE.” Identical to S 679, introduced 5 April. 

Introduced by Richardson. 


H 833. MEMORIALIZING JAMES PAUL TYNDELL. "JOINT RESOLUTION 

HONORING THE LIFE AND MEMORY OF JAMES PAUL TYNDALL, FORMER MEMBER 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Smith. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 731. SEAT BELT ENFORCED AS OTHER LAWS. "TO ALLOW EVIDENCE OF A 
LACK OF SEAT BELT USAGE TO BE ADMITTED IN A CRIMINAL OR CIVIL 
PROCEEDING.” Amends GS 20-135.2A(d), which provides that evidence of seat belt violation 
is not admissible in criminal or civil trial, to allow admission as justification for stop of vehicle or 
detention of operator or passengers.

S 732. CONFORM PIPELINE STANDARDS. "TO CONFORM STATE GAS PIPELINE 
PENALTY STANDARDS TO THE NEWLY ENACTED AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL 
NATURAL GAS PIPELINE SAFETY ACT OF 1968." Amends GS 62-50(d) to increase 
maximum civil penalty for single violation from S10 000 to $25,000. 

Introduced by Seymour. 


S 733. PARK AUTHORITY/PARK FUND. "TO ESTABLISH A NORTH CAROLINA PARK 
AUTHORITY, TO ESTABLISH A PARK FUND OF NORTH CAROLINA FOR LAND 
ACQUISITION AND CAPITAL PROJECTS AT STATE PARKS AND CITY AND COUNTY 
PARKS, AND TO FUND THE PARK FUND OF NORTH CAROLINA PRIMARILY FROM 
THE DEED STAMP TAX." Adds GS 143B-313.1 to -313.3 to create NC Park Authority in 
Dep’t of EHNR to issue revenue bonds to finance land acquisition for parks and recreation areas 
and to allocate funds from Park Fund for land acquisition and repairs, improvements for parks. 
Authority has nine members, three appointed by Governor, three by Speaker and three by 
President pro tem. and shall include persons knowledgeable about parks and recreation issues or 
with expertise in finance. Creates Park Fund as nonreverting fund of donations and stamp tax . 
revenue to be allocated by NC Park Authority. Amends GS 105-228.30 to allocate stamp tax 
revenue that comes to Dep’t of Revenue as follows: (1) not more than $45,000 to Dep’t of EHNR | 
for administration of Natural Heritage Trust Fund and Park Fund; (2) 22 1/2% to Recreation and 
Natural Heritage Fund; (3) 5.5% to NCSU for Recreation Resources Services to create rural 
tourism development program, (4) 72% to Park Fund. (now, 15% to Recreation and Heritage 
Trust Fund and remainder to General Fund.) Provides that project applications submitted by 
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local gov’t units be evaluated and ranked based on criteria pattemed after Open Project Selection 
Process established for Land and Water Conservation Fund. Repeals Art. 13, GS Ch. 143B, 
which created Parks and Recreation Council. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Sherron, Cochrane, Seymour and Green. : 


S 734. PILOT PARK ENTRANCE FEES. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO PILOT THE COLLECTION 
OF ENTRANCE FEES AT CERTAIN STATE PARKS." Requires DEHNR, Div’n of Parks and 
Recreation, to "pilot" collection of entrance fees at Fort Fisher, Morrow Mountain, and Mt. 
Mitchell beginning 1 Jan. 1994. Collected fees are to be used for state parks system. Report 
required to 1995 Regular Session of General Assembly. 

Introduced by Sherron, Cochrane, Seymour, and Speed. 


S 735. PROTECT NATURAL/SCENIC RIVERS. "TO AMEND THE NATURAL AND 
SCENIC RIVERS ACT TO STRENGTHEN THE PROTECTION OF RIVERS AND THE 
RIVERS DESIGNATION PROCESS AND TO REQUIRE APPROVAL BY THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES OF 
COUNTY LAND-USE CONTROLS PRIOR TO DESIGNATION OF RIVERS." Amends GS 
113A-36(c) to provide that report from Dep’t of EHNR to add river to natural and scenic rivers 
system include description of area, feasibility of inclusion in system, how river addresses needs 
identified in Systemwide Plan of State Parks System, preliminary cost estimates, and what 
governmental action has been taken to protect river. Amends GS 113A-36(c1) to provide that 
designation as a potential component of natural and scenic rivers system expires after three years 
and that county may not request designation unless it has adopted land-use controls for river 
corridor designed to regulate use of river corridor in manner approved by Dep’t of EHNR. 
Requires Dep’t of EHNR to submit report to add river to rivers system within one year of 
designation as a potential component. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Sherron, Cochrane, Seymour and Speed. 


S 736. PARTNERSHIP FOR QUALITY GROWTH. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH 
CAROLINA PARTNERSHIP FOR QUALITY GROWTH.” Creates Partnership named in title, 
as committee of General.Assembly, with 30 members appointed as follows: 14 appointed by 
Governor, eight appointed by President pro tem. and eight appointed by Speaker. Sets out the 
interests to be represented by each appointee. Directs Partnership to study growth and 
development issues and develop initiates to promote local, regional, and statewide planning; and 
sets out mechanisms to insure public imput to Partnership deliberations. Requires interim report 
to 1994 General Assembly and final report to 1995 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Sherron and Blackmon. 


S 737. QUALITY GROWTH PARTNERSHIP FUNDS. "TO*APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE NORTH CAROLINA PARTNERSHIP FOR QUALITY GROWTH FOR OPERATIONS 
AND SUPPORT." Appropriates $200,000 for fiscal 1993-94 and $50,000 for fiscal 1994-95 
from General Fund to Legislative Services Comm ’n for operations and support of the NC 
Partnership for Quality Growth. Unexpended funds may be carried over from 1993-94 to 
1994-95. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Sherron and Blackmon. 
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S 738. REAL ESTATE ACT AMENDS. "TO INCREASE THE QUALIFICATION 
REQUIREMENTS AND AUTHORIZE AN INCREASE IN FEES FOR PERSONS HOLDING 
REAL ESTATE LICENSES AS RECOMMENDED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA REAL

S741. INFO. TECHNOLOGY OVERSIGHT COMM. "TO CREATE THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE." Creates 
six-member committee named in title, with three senators appointed by President pro tem. and 
three house members appointed by Speaker; each must appoint one member of minority party. 
Directs committee to examine organization, management, operation, staffing, funding, and 
effectiveness of information technology in NC state government.

S 742. STATE HEALTH PLAN ADMIN. "TO MODIFY THE ADMINISTRATIVE - 
STRUCTURE OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE 
MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN." Changes membership of Committee on Employee Hospital and 
Medical Benefits to six House members appointed by the Speaker and six Senators appointed by 
the President pro tem. of the Senate (GS 135-38). Also amends GS 135-38 to provide that 
committee shall meet at least quarterly and oversee the health plan, as well as its executive 
administrator, board of trustees and claim processor. Modifies GS 135-39 (Board of Trustees) as 
follows: (1) requires that members who’are not current or retired State employees must have a 
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health profession or benefits background; (2) the Governor will appoint one member (now three); 
(3) the House will recommend four members (now three); and (4) the Senate will ean 
four members (now three).

House amendment #1 is identical to the amendment of 3/23 to the committee 
substitute of 3/16. House amendment #2 revises GS 120-19.20(b)(1) to clarify that a person acts 
corruptly within the meaning of the statute if that person intends to "influence a person to violate 
a legal duty in order to obtain a pecuniary gain."

HOUSE BILLS 


H 834. SAFE SCHOOL GRANT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A GRANT 
PROGRAM TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS TO 
MAKE SCHOOLS SAFE FOR STUDENTS AND SCHOOL EMPLOYEES." Appropriates $5 
million for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education, 
Aid to Local School Administrative Units, for cited purpose. Requires that funds be used as 
annual grants, for up to $100,000, to local school administrative units. Describes grant 
application and selection process. Grant recipients must be selected before 1 January 1994. 
Requires that State Board of Education report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by 15 March 1994 and by 15 January 1995 on how funds are being used. Amends 
GS 115C-12 to require that the State Board monitor and compile annual data about school 
violence. Amends GS 115C-47 to require that local boards of education report school violence 
to the State Board.

H 835. FIREARMS ON DURHAM COUNTY PROP. "TO REGULATE THE 
POSSESSION AND USE OF FIREARMS ON PROPERTY OWNED OR LEASED BY 
DURHAM COUNTY." Makes it a misdemeanor punishable by fine of not more than $150 
and/or imprisonment for not more than 30 days to carry firearm into or have firearm in 
possession while in building owned or leased by Durham County. 

Introduced by G. Miller 


H 836. WINSTON-SALEM AUTO TAX UPPED. "TO PERMIT THE CITY OF 
WINSTON-SALEM TO LEVY A MOTOR VEHICLE TAX OF UP TO TEN DOLLARS." 

' Modifies GS 20-97(a) to allow Winston-Salem to levy a license tax of $10 on motor vehicles 
(now, $5). 

Introduced by Gray. 
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H 837. WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH EMINENT DOMAIN (=S 794). "TO ALLOW THE 
TOWN OF WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH TO EXERCISE THE POWER OF EMINENT DOMAIN 
FOR PURPOSES OF ENGAGING IN BEACH EROSION CONTROL AND FLOOD AND 
HURRICANE PROTECTION WORKS." Modifies GS 40A-3(b) as title indicates. Limits 
projects under this act to a particular area of southern Wrightsville Beach described in bill. 
Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 838. BOONE FORCE ACCOUNT. "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF BOONE TO INSTALL 
WATER AND SEWER LINES IN THE JUNALUSKA AREA WITH ITS OWN CREW AND 
EQUIPMENT." Modifies GS 143-135 as title indicates. Raises the total cost of project allowed 
under statute from $75,000 to $300,000. All authorized construction must be completed by 1 
September 1994. 

Introduced by Wilmoth. 


H 839. RADIOACTIVE WASTE DISPOSAL. "TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC HEALTH BY 
REQUIRING THAT LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE WITH LEVELS OF 
RADIATION BELOW THAT REGULATED BY THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT BE 
TREATED, RECYCLED, STORED, OR DISPOSED OF AT A LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE 
WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITY LICENSED PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 104E OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES." Amends GS 104E-7 to provide that, notwithstanding any federal 
deregulation or exemption, no facility licensed under GS Ch. 104E or by US Nuclear Regulatory 
Comm’n may transfer radioactive waste off-site except in accordance with Radiation Protection 
Comm ’n rules. Effective Jan. .1, 1994. 

Introduced by Judy Hunt. 


H 840. CHARLOTTE BID LIMITS. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
CHARLOTTE TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY TO RAISE THE THRESHOLD ABOVE WHICH 
IT MUST SEEK FORMAL BIDS FOR THE PURCHASE OF APPARATUS, SUPPLIES, 
MATERIALS, OR EQUIPMENT AND TO WAIVE THE REQUIREMENT FOR A BID 
BOND." Amends Charlotte charter to require formal bidding for equipment purchases under GS 
143-129 when the amount is $50,000 or over ($30,000 or over under general law); and to permit 
the manager or his designee to waive the bid bond or deposit on purchase contracts when the 
bidder has no experience of nonperformance with the city. 

Introduced by Barnhill. 


H 841. AMEND PRINCIPAL & INCOME ACT-2 (=S 698). "TO MAKE VARIOUS 
AMENDMENTS TO THE PRINCIPAL AND INCOME ACT." Identical in substance to S 698, 
introduced 5 April. 

Introduced by Baddour. 


H 842, LINCOLN SUBDIVISION DEFINITION. "TO REPEAL THE DEFINITION OF 
SUBDIVISION FOR LINCOLN COUNTY." Repeals 1989 local act which provided a special 
definition of "subdivision" for purpose of Lincoln County’s subdivision control ordinance. 
Effective 1 Jan. 1994. i 

Introduced by Gamble. 
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H 843. ANNUAL TAX EXPENDITURE REPORTS. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT 
OF REVENUE TO PREPARE ITS TAX EXPENDITURE REPORT ANNUALLY AND TO 
INCLUDE IN THE REPORT ESTIMATES OF THE AMOUNT BY WHICH EACH TAX 
EXPENDITURE REDUCES STATE REVENUES." Amends GS 105-256 as title indicates. 
Report is now biannual, and inclusion of estimates of reduction of state revenue by each 
expenditure is required only if other duties are not impaired. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Gamble. | 


H 844. ALAMANCE ROOFING BUILDING PERMIT. "TO PROVIDE THAT 
ALAMANCE COUNTY MAY REQUIRE ISSUANCE OF A BUILDING PERMIT FOR THE 
REPLACEMENT AND DISPOSAL OF ROOFING." Amends GS 153A-357 to permit 
Alamance county to require a building permit for replacement of roofing when the cost exceeds 
$1,500. Directs that the permit application must state the disposal site for the replaced roofing. 
Introduced by Bowman. 


H 845. DAVIDSON COUNTY AIRPORT AUTH. "TO CREATE A DAVIDSON COUNTY 
AIRPORT AUTHORITY." Blank bill. 
Introduced by Dockham. 


H 846. FUNDS FOR CHINQUA-PENN. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
LEGISLATIVE PLANNING GRANT FOR THE REOPENING OF CHINQUA-PENN." 
Appropriates $160,000 in 1993-94 and $363,300 in 1994-95 from General Fund to Board of 
Governors as title indicates, specifying that 1994-95 funds to be used for staffing and start-up 
operations. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cole. 


H 847. CHARLOTTE SLUDGE FACILITIES. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE 
CITY OF CHARLOTTE TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION, DESIGN, AND 
OPERATION OF SLUDGE MANAGEMENT FACILITIES." Amends Charlotte charter to 
permit the city to award contracts for construction of sludge management facilities on basis of 
requests for proposal rather than under GS 143-129. Permits city to contract for operation of such 
facility and sets out permissible terms of contract. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 848. LUMBERTON ROOM TAX USE. "TO MODIFY THE PURPOSES FOR WHICH 
LUMBERTON MAY USE ITS OCCUPANCY TAX PROCEEDS." Authorizes Lumberton to 
use occupancy tax proceeds for any lawful purpose. 

Introduced by Sutton. 


H 849. RACE ON DRIVERS LICENSE. "TO REQUIRE THE DIVISION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES TO PLACE THE APPLICANT’S RACE ON THE DRIVERS LICENSE." Amends 
GS 20-7(n) as title indicates. Effective Jan. 1, 1995. 

Introduced by Sutton. 
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H 850. CARTERET SCHOOL BOARD. "CONCERNING ELECTION OF THE CARTERET 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION." Blank bill. 
Introduced by Smith. 


H 851. MATTHEWS OVERLAY DISTRICTS. "TO LIMIT ZONING DISTRICT 
AUTHORITY OF THE TOWN OF MATTHEWS.” Blank bill. 
Introduced by Black and Lemmond. 


H 852. WALLACE FRANCHISE TAX SHARING (=S 775). "TO PROVIDE THAT FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF APPROPRIATIONS FOR FRANCHISE TAX SHARING WITH 
MUNICIPALITIES, THE TWO PLANTS ADJACENT TO THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF 
THE TOWN OF WALLACE SHALL BE CONSIDERED INSIDE THE TOWN OF 
WALLACE." Identical to S 775, introduced 8 April. 

Introduced by Alphin. 


H 853. DUPLIN UNPAID AIRPORT ACCOUNTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR GARNISHMENT 
AND ATTACHMENT IN COLLECTION OF DELINQUENT DUPLIN COUNTY AIRPORT 
CHARGES DUE TO DUPLIN COUNTY." Permits Duplin county to use attachment and 
garnishment, as allowed for property tax collection, to collect charges for airport goods and 
services unpaid more than 120 days after demand made for payment. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Alphin and Braswell. 


H 854. OAKBORO BOUNDARIES (=S 789). "TO REVISE THE BOUNDARIES OF THE 
TOWN OF OAKBORO." Identical to S 789, introduced 8 April. 
Introduced by Barbee. 


H 855. TAKE WATERFOWL ON SUNDAY. "TO ALLOW THE TAKING OF 
MIGRATORY WATERFOWL ON SUNDAYS IN THAT PORTION OF THE STATE EAST 
OF INTERSTATE NINETY-FIVE." Amends GS 103-2 as title indicates. Provides that act does 
not affect prosecutions for violations of GS 103-2 occurring before effective date of act, which is 
ratification. 

Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 856. RIEGELWOOD PROPERTY USE. "TO ALLOW THE RIEGELWOOD SANITARY 
DISTRICT TO ACQUIRE PROPERTY WITHIN THE DISTRICT FOR PARKS, 
RECREATION, AND COMMUNITY PURPOSES." Modifies GS 130A-55 as title indicates. 
Introduced by Hill. 


H 857. ON-SITE SEWAGE SYSTEM FEES. "TO PROVIDE THAT FEES FOR ON-SITE 
SEWAGE SYSTEMS AND SERVICES MAY BE BILLED AND COLLECTED IN THE SAME 
MANNER AS PROPERTY TAXES." Adds new GS 153A-277.1 permitting counties to adopt 
ordinances that provide that fees imposed for on-site sewage systems and services may be billed 


with and collected in same manner as property taxes; fees become a lien on the property served. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by H. Hunter. 
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H 858. NO HANDGUNS UNLESS 18 (=S 793). "TO MAKE IT A MISDEMEANOR FOR A 
PERSON UNDER EIGHTEEN YEARS OF AGE TO POSSESS OR CARRY A HANDGUN 
AND TO MAKE IT A MISDEMEANOR TO SELL OR TRANSFER ANY HANDGUN TO A 
PERSON WHO IS UNDER EIGHTEEN YEARS OF AGE." Adds new GS 14-269.7 making 
possession of a handgun by a person under 18 a six-month misdemeanor. Provides exception for 
officers and enlisted personnel of US armed forces. Amends GS 14-315 to add handguns to list 
of weapons that may not be transferred to minors. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 859. GRANVILLE OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE GRANVILLE COUNTY TO 
LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX." Permits Granville county comm’rs to levy room 
occupancy tax up to 5% of gross receipts from lodging and permits proceeds to be used for any 
county purpose. 

Introduced by Moore. 


H 860. DAVIE WATERSHED ZONING NOTICES. "TO EXEMPT DAVIE COUNTY AND 
THE TOWN OF MOCKSVILLE FROM CERTAIN NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF ADOPTING OR AMENDING ZONING ORDINANCES FOR WATER SUPPLY 
WATERSHED PROTECTION.” Permits Davie county and Mocksville to publish large maps, in 
lieu of mailing notices to each affected owner, when adopting or amending ordinance establishing 
watershed protection program. 

Introduced by Howard. 


H 861. ONSLOW ROOM TAX USE. "TO AUTHORIZE ONSLOW COUNTY TO USE 
ONE-FOURTH OF THE PROCEEDS OF ITS OCCUPANCY TAX FOR ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT PURPOSES AND TO AUTHORIZE THE COUNTY TO MAKE LOANS 
FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PURPOSES." Authorizes Onslow County to use 
one-fourth of occupancy tax proceeds for revolving loan fund for economic development 
purposes. Amends GS 158-7.1(b), for Onslow only, to permit county loans for economic 
development projects that will enhance economic development of county. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Alphin. 


H 862. MAIL-ORDER PHARMACY REGISTERED. "TO REQUIRE THE 
REGISTRATION OF OUT-OF-STATE PHARMACIES THAT REGULARLY DISTRIBUTE 
PRESCRIPTION MEDICINES TO CITIZENS OF THE STATE THROUGH THE MAIL OR 
OTHER COMMON CARRIERS." Adds new GS 90-85.21.1 requiring that out-of-state 
pharmacies doing business in North Carolina hold NC pharmacy licenses and follow state law and 
Board of Pharmacy regulations. Effective 1 Oct. 1993. 

Introduced by Gamble. 


H 863. FELONY TO IMPERSONATE OFFICER. "TO INCLUDE WEARING A 
UNIFORM TO FALSELY REPRESENT ONESELF AS A LAW-ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 
IN THE LIST OF OFFENSES THAT CONSTITUTE THE IMPERSONATION OF A 
LAW-ENFORCEMENT OFFICER AND TO RAISE SOME OF THOSE OFFENSES FROM 
MISDEMEANORS TO FELONIES." Amends GS 14-277 to provide that impersonation of law 
enforcement officer includes wearing a uniform signifying to a reasonable individual that the 
person is a sworn law-enforcement officer. Increases the punishment for impersonating a law 
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enforcement officer or carrying out law enforcement act while falsely representing self as officer 
from misdemeanor to Class I felony. Effective Dec. 1, 1993 and applicable to offenses 
committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by P. Wilson. 


H 864. STANLY ABC STORES. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE DISTRIBUTION OF PROFITS 
OF ABC STORES IN STANLY COUNTY.” Amends SL 1965, ch. 722, as amended, which 
deals with Norwood ABC stores, to delete provisio concerning distribution of Norwood ABC 
store profits should ABC stores be established in Albemarle. Provides that if any town or city in 
Stanly county establishes ABC stores, that town’s or city’s ABC board shall distribute net profits 
between that town or city and the county on same basis that Norwood store profits are distributed 
between Norwood and county. 

Introduced by Hightower. 


H 865. GUILFORD COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. "TO CLARIFY THAT THE PLAN 
FOR ELECTION OF THE GUILFORD COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS ENACTED 
BY THE 1991 GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS THE ONLY LAWFUL PLAN.” Reenacts SL 1991, 
ch. 136, and states this act supersedes any previous action under GS 153A-22. 

Introduced by Gist and Jeffus. 


H 866. GUILFORD SCHOOL FUNDING. "CONCERNING SCHOOL FUNDING IN 
GUILFORD COUNTY.” Blank bill. 
Introduced by Gist and Jeffus. 


H 867. NEWPORT F.D. FUNDS RESTRICTION. "RESTRICTING EXPENDITURES OF 
FUNDS DONATED TO THE FIRE DEPARTMENT OF THE TOWN OF NEWPORT." 
Requires town of Newport to maintain separate fund to account for moneys donated to or raised 
by town’s fire dep’t and permits expenditure from fund only upon advice and authorization of - 
committee appointed by town board. Provides that committee members to be named from 
persons recommended by fire dep’t. Lists permitted expenditures of moneys in fund. 
Introduced by Smith. 


H 868. RAISE FUNERAL EXPENSE ALLOWANCE. "TO RAISE THE FUNERAL 
EXPENSE ALLOWANCE IN PROBATE PROCEEDINGS." Amends GS 28A-19-6 to increase 
from $2,000 to $5,000 the amount of funeral bills that can be paid as second class claim against 
estate of decedent. Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applies to estates of persons dying on or after that 
date. 

Introduced by Wainwright. 


H 869. STOKES WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE. "TO EXEMPT STOKES COUNTY 
FROM CERTAIN NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PURPOSE OF ADOPTING OR 
AMENDING A ZONING ORDINANCE FOR WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED 
PROTECTION." Permits Stokes county to publish large maps, in lieu of mailing notices to each 
affected owner, when adopting or amending ordinance establishing watershed protection 
program. 

Introduced by Wilmoth. 
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H 870. WATAUGA WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE. "TO EXEMPT WATAUGA 
COUNTY FROM CERTAIN NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
ADOPTING OR AMENDING A ZONING ORDINANCE FOR WATER SUPPLY 
WATERSHED PROTECTION." Permits Watauga county to publish large maps, in lieu of 
mailing notices to each abutting owner, when adopting or amending ordinance establishing 
watershed protection program. 

Introduced by Wilmoth. 


H 871. STUDY MINORITY/WOMEN CONTRACTS. "TO STUDY MINORITY AND 
WOMEN-OWNED BUSINESS PARTICIPATION IN THE STATE’S OVERALL 
PROCUREMENT, CONTRACT, AND CONSTRUCTION PROGRAMS." Appropriates 
$1,175,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund to General Assembly to study minority and 
women-owned business contract disparity for (1) major State construction contracts awarded 
within past 10 years and small State construction contracts awarded within past three to five year, 
and (2) purchasing and contracts by State agencies within the past 10 years (but not including 
purchasing by public schools, local governments, non-profit agencies receiving State funds, and 
purchases with non-State funds). Directs that NC marketplace data shall be included at at least 
the county level and may be made available to local governments. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Michaux, Fitch, Barnhill, Braswell, D. Brown, Burton, Cummings, 
Cunningham, Gist, Green, H. Hunter, Kennedy, Kinney, McAllister, Oldham, Wainwright, 
and Wright. 


H 872. HEALTH CARE FACILITY ACCESS. "TO PROTECT A PERSON’S ACCESS TO 
HEALTH CARE FACILITIES." Adds new GS Ch. 14, Art. 36B, prohibiting following acts: (1) 
alone, or in conspiracy with others, obstructing or blocking access to or egress from health care 
facility, with intent to deprive or delay a person from obtaining or providing health care services; 
(2) alone, or in conspiracy with others, approaching within eight feet of person, without that 
person’s consent, to unreasonably and knowingly disturb or alarm person by loud noise, language 
or gestures likely to provoke immediate emotional distress or immediate violent response, threat 
to commit act on person which is crime, fighting, or creating a noxious and offensive odor. 
Makes violation of first provision misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for 30 days to 12 
months (with no possibility of suspension of minimum sentence). Makes violation of second 
provision misdemeanor, punishable by up to six months imprisonment. Makes second violation 
of either provision within three years of first punishable by imprisonment between six months and 
two years, with no suspension of minimum sentence; and makes third or more violation within 
three years of second or latest Class I felony. Permits person aggrieved by violation of article to 
seek injunctive relief against future violations and makes violation of such an injunction criminal 
contempt, punishable by imprisonment between 30 days and 12 months. Amends GS 14-277.2(a) 
to add demonstrations upon any private health care facility to coverage of subsection. Effective 
Dec. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 873. CHIROPRACTOR INSURANCE EQUALITY. "TO FULFILL THE INTENT OF 
THE INSURANCE EQUALITY STATUTE BY CORRECTING OMISSIONS IN THAT 
STATUTE." Amends GS 58-50-30 to provide that no insurer may issue a policy that denies 
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coverage for services routinely offered by chiropractic physicians. Provides that no insurance 
policy may impose a limitation on treatment performed by a chiropractor unless a comparable 
limitation is also placed on similar treatment performed by any other licensed physician. 
Introduced by Michaux. 


H 874. DURHAM AUTO TAX UPPED. "TO INCREASE THE MOTOR VEHICLES TAX 
THAT MAY BE LEVIED BY THE CITY OF DURHAM." Amends GS 20-97(a) to place 
Durham under general law authorization to levy motor vehicle tax up to $5 (now, permitted to 
levy only up to $1). 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 875. TOWN CREEK HUNTING RESTRICTION. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING WITH 
THE AID OF BOATS DURING DEER SEASON IN TOWN CREEK IN BRUNSWICK 
COUNTY." Prohibits hunting, taking, or killing deer, or attempting to do so, with aid of boat or 
other floating device on Town Creek. Makes violation a misdemeanor, punishable by fine of 
between $100 and $500 per violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. * 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 876. WACCAMAW RIVER NO-WAKE ZONE. "TO ESTABLISH A NO-WAKE ZONE 
ON A PORTION OF THE WACCAMAW RIVER." As title indicates, describing a one and 
one-half mile portion of the river in Columbus county. Makes violation a misdemeanor 
punishable by fine up to $250. 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 877. CLARIFY VIDEO DEVICES. "TO CLARIFY THE DEFINITION OF 
COIN-OPERATED MACHINES, VIDEO GAMES, AND DEVICES.” Amends GS 14-306 
(definition of slot machine) to restate the exception in the final paragraph thereof as 
encompassing coin-operated machines, video games, and devices that award free replays or paper 
coupons that may be exchanged for prizes with value up to $10. 

Introduced by Smith. 


H 878. FALLS LAKE WATERSHED STUDY. "AUTHORIZING THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO CONDUCT A STUDY OF 
THE FALLS LAKE WATERSHED AND APPROPRIATING FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THIS 
ACT." Directs study indicated in title, with regards to water quality and water supply. 
Appropriates $150,000 in 1993-94 from General Fund to Dep’t for study. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Luebke. 


H 879. OXFORD SIDEWALKS. "TO ALLOW THE CITY OF OXFORD TO MAKE 
SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS AND ASSESS WITHOUT A PETITION.” As title indicates, if 
‘Oxford town board makes finding that sidewalk is necessary for public safety. Permits such 
improvements on state system streets, as long as Dep’t of Transportation has approved application 
for encroachment. 

Introduced by Moore. 
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H 880. DURHAM FAIR HOUSING. "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
DURHAM TO REMOVE THE LIMITATION ON PUNITIVE DAMAGES, AUTHORIZE THE 
TRIAL JUDGE TO GRANT INJUNCTIVE RELIEF, AND LENGTHEN THE TIME IN 
WHICH A COMPLAINANT MAY FILE A PRIVATE CAUSE OF ACTION IN HOUSING 
DISCRIMINATION CASES BROUGHT UNDER THE CITY’S FAIR HOUSING 
ORDINANCE." As title indicates. Now, there is a $1,000 limit on punitive damages. Provides 
trial judge may grant injunctive relief as a part of judicial review of City Council Committee 
orders concerning Durham’s Fair Housing ordinance, other than arbitration awards. Lengthens 
from 60 days to one year the time bar to filing a private cause of action in a housing 
discrimination case. 

Introduced by Kuczmarski.

S 796. BID RIGGING STATUTE OF LIMIT. "TO EXTEND THE STATUTE OF

Revises enabling legislation for Orange 
County civil rights ordinances. Provides that the Orange County Board of Comm’rs may adopt 
an ordinance prohibiting discrimination in housing and public accommodations on the basis of 
race, color, religion, sex, national origin, age, disability, marital status, familial status, and veteran 
status. The Board may prohibit language or action that (1) is directed at an individual based on 
his or her group identity, (2) is communicated in a threatening manner, and that (3) incites 
imminent lawless action or tends to incite an immediate breach of the peace. Allows Board to 
delegate powers for enforcing the ordinance to Human Relations Comm’n. Permits Comm'n to, 
among other things, investigate complaints, apply to superior court for injunctive relief, and enter 
into conciliation agreements. Makes provisions for referral to the Office of Administrative 
Hearings.

S 808. ORANGE/CHATHAM REVENUE CHANGES. "TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL 
LOCAL REVENUE OPTIONS IN CHATHAM AND ORANGE COUNTIES." Permits towns of 
Hillsborough and of Chapel Hill to each levy 1% prepared food taxes. Directs that Hillsborough

tax proceeds be expended only for visitor services or for services, facilities, or programs designed 
to attract tourists or necessary because of tourist impact. Sets out initial percentages for each 
category of expenditure and permits town board to adjust percentages after two years. Requires 
Hillsborough proceeds to be expended through Tourism Board and sets out required structure and 
membership of board. Directs that Chapel Hill tax proceeds, which are spent directly by town, be 
expended only for public infrastructure purposes in business areas or for supplemental law 
enforcement in business areas. 

Permits Pittsboro to levy privilege license tax on peddlers not exempt under GS 105-53(e) 
up to $25, and permits full tax to be charged to person beginning business in town at any time 
during year. Permits Chapel Hill to require developers to make payments to town, in lieu of 
reserving or dedicating recreation space, when town’s regulations would require reservation or 
dedication of areas of two acres or less.

S 809. ORANGE/CHATHAM OMNIBUS. "TO MAKE SUNDRY AMENDMENTS

all nonresidential buildings and in residential buildings with three or more dwelling units within 
town’s corporate limits and extraterritorial jurisdiction. 

Amends Chapel Hill charter to provide procedure for recall election of 
mayor and council members upon petition of 8% of registered voters. 

Chapel Hill nondiscrimination policy. Amends Chapel Hill charter to require that town shall 
administer all its functions without discrimination because of race, creed or religion, gender, 
national origin, or affectional orientation. ; 

Chapel Hill wheel locks. Authorizes Chapel Hill to provide for use of wheel locks ("Denver 
boots") on illegally parked vehicles, with $50 immobilization fee in addition to towing and 
storage charges. Town not to be liable for damage resulting from unauthorized attempts to move 
vehicle with boot attached. 

Carrboro recall. Amends Carrboro charter to provide procedure for recall election of mayor 
and aldermen upon petition of 8% of registered voters. 

Pittsboro sidewalk cuts. Authorizes Pittsboro to use Powell Bill funds iF sidewalk cuts 
required by Americans with Disabilities Act. 

Pittsboro zoning notices. Authorizes Pittsboro to give notice of zoning classifications under 
watershed protection ordinance by newspaper publication, and requires public hearing on such an 
ordinance. 

Chatham County/Pittsboro/Siler City. Authorizes Chatham County and municipalities 
therein to (1) allocate any unrestricted revenues for industrial development purposes authorized 
by GS 159-7.1(a); (2) undertake site preparation for and extend water and sewer services to 
industrial sites, whether publicly or privately owned; and (3) take into account prospective tax 
revenues in arriving at consideration received for conveyance or lease of publicly owned property 
to industrial prospect. 

Orange County. Revises enabling legislation for county civil rights ordinance. (This 
portion of the bill is identical to S 807.)

THE SUPPLEMENTAL RETIREMENT FUND FOR FIREFIGHTERS IN THE CITY OF 
HENDERSONVILLE." Replaces previous method for determining retirement benefits of 
Hendersonville firefighters with one that distinguishes between full-time and volunteer status, and 
between 20 and 30 years of service. Previous method of determining benefit was based on 
percentages of shares per year of service. New system specifies benefit for particular years and 
kinds of service. Raises maximum annual benefit from $900 to $1,800. Makes other conforming 
changes.

S 313. ENERGY ASSISTANCE FUND. "TO ESTABLISH A LOW-INCOME ENERGY 
ASSISTANCE FUND USING INTEREST ON CUSTOMER UTILITY DEPOSITS." Adds GS 
108A-69 establishing Low-Income Energy Assistance Fund in Dep’t of Human Resources to 
provide assistance to low-income persons for fuel purchases. Requires utilities to place their 
security deposits in interest-bearing trust accounts and directs banks to remit interest on those 
accounts to the Fund. Requires DHR to distribute funds from the Fund to each county on per 
Capita basis, and directs each county manager to designate a nonprofit organization or other local 
agency providing energy assistance to receive the county’s per capita share. Requires reports to 
county manager and to DHR. Effective Dec. 1, 1993; applies to all utility security deposits held 
on or after that date.

Adds new GS 143-15.3A, establishing in General Fund reserve 
account named in title and directing that State Controller reserve to account one-fourth of any 
unreserved credit balance in General Fund at end of each fiscal year. Permits Director of budget 
to allocate funds in reserve account to state agencies for repair and renovation of state buildings.

Provides that Rockingham County 
and cities within county need not mail notice of proposed zoning reclassification to property 
owner where zoning reclassification affects more than 6 properties or zoning reclassification is 
amendment to text of zoning ordinance.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 905. HEALTH INS./PHARMACY OF CHOICE. "TO INSURE THAT CONSUMERS 
HAVE THE RIGHT TO SELECT THE PHARMACY OF CHOICE." Adds 58-51-58 to apply to 
all medical benefit contracts, health insurance policies, and employee benefit plans which provide 
pharmaceutical services benefits to any NC resident. Also applies to insurance companies and 
HMO’s which provide or administer prescription drug benefits. Prohibits any insurer or plan 
from limiting a participant’s ability to select a pharmacy of choice from among those pharmacies 
that have agreed to participate in the policy or plan according to its terms. All pharmacies within 
the geographical coverage area of the plan must be given 60 days written notice prior to the . 
effective date of any policy or plan and given equal opportunity to participate under identical 
reimbursement terms for pharmacy services, including prescription drugs. All pharmacies 
participating in plan must be given equal opportunity to participate in all rebates or marketing 
incentives offered by the policy or plan. Specifically prohibits the requirement within a plan or

policy that prescription drugs be purchased only through a mail-order pharmacy. Prohibits any 
pharmacy from waiving or discounting any insurer’s copayment or any beneficiary ’s coinsurance 
portion of prescription drug coverage or reimbursement. Makes a violation of the section an 
unfair trade practice and provides that any provision of any policy or benefit plan executed in this 
state in contradiction to the section shall be void. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 906. CHILD SUPPORT ARREARAGE. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE COST OF 
COLLECTING CHILD SUPPORT ARREARAGES THROUGH THE SETOFF DEBT

March.

H 908. SUITS AND APPEALS BY PAUPERS. "TO AMEND THE STATUTES THAT 
ADDRESS SUITS BROUGHT BY PAUPERS AND APPEALS PROSECUTED BY 
PAUPERS." Amends GS 1-110 to specify that a person is presumed to be and may sue as a 
pauper under certain enumerated conditions, such as the receipt of certain public benefits (food 
stamps, AFDC, etc.) or representation by a legal services organization that has as its primary 
purpose the representation of indigents. Also allows a superior or district court judge to authorize 
a person who does not meet one of the enumerated conditions to sue as a pauper when unable to 
pay costs of action. Also deletes requirement that to sue as a pauper the person must prove he or 
she has a good cause of action, but adds provision allowing court to dismiss case and charge costs 
to the person suing as a pauper if the court finds that the action is frivolous or malicious or that 
the person’s affidavit claiming pauper status is untrue. Makes similar changes to GS 7A-228(b1) 
(appeal from magistrate’s order) and to GS 1-288 (appeal from superior or district court to 
appellate division). Effective Oct. 1, 1994, and applicable to all suits or appeals prosecuted on or 
after that date.

H 909. CAROLINA THEATRE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
CAROLINA THEATRE PROJECT IN DURHAM.” Appropriates $250,000 for 1993-94 from 
General Fund to Carolina Theatre Project provided State funds are matched $2 for $1. Effective 
July 1, 1993.

H 910. MASSAGE THERAPY PRACTICE. "REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF 
MASSAGE THERAPY." Adds GS Ch. 90, Art. 28 to be known as the Massage Therapy Practice 
Act to provide licensing requirements for all massage therapists, which term is defined by the Act 
to exclude all medical personnel otherwise licensed to practice medicine. License to be granted by 
seven-member Board of Massage Therapy appointed by the Governor. Five members must be 
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licensed massage therapists with at least five years experience and two shall be public members. 
All applicants for licensure must be 19 years of age or older, have a high school diploma or the 
equivalent, successfully complete a 500-hour course which includes a curriculum approved by the 
Board, determined to be of good moral character by the Board, and pass an exam. Provides for 
reciprocity for licensees from another state with equivalent licensing requirements. Provides for a 
provisional license for persons of 500 hours of massage experience within two years prior to 
application. Board to establish rules and registration process for massage therapy schools. All 
licenses must be renewed biennially and to remain licensed, therapist must complete 15 hours of 
approved study each two years. Practice of massage therapy without a license to be a 
misdemeanor and Board may seek injunction in Superior court to restrain unlicensed practice. 
Introduced by Stamey, Black, and Gamble. 


H 911. COMPUTER SOFTWARE NOT TAXABLE (=S 658). "TO EXPAND THE 
PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION FOR COMPUTER SOFTWARE." Identical to S 658, 
introduced 31 March. 

Introduced by Stamey. 


H 912. SERVICE PROCESS CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA RULES 
OF CIVIL PROCEDURE TO PROVIDE THAT NOTICE OF THE MANNER OF SERVICE OF 
PROCESS SHALL BE FILED WHEN SERVICE IS MADE OTHER THAN BY PERSONAL 
DELIVERY." Amends Rule 4 (GS 1A-1) to provide that when service of process is by means ~ 
other than personal delivery, notice of the manner of service must be filed with the court within 
10 days of date of service.

H 913. INSTRUCT JURY/MULTIPLE DAMAGES. "TO ALLOW A JUDGE, IN ACTIONS 
WHERE THE DAMAGE AWARD THAT THE JURY RETURNS IS DOUBLED OR 
TREBLED, TO, IN HIS DISCRETION, CHARGE OR INSTRUCT THE JURY 
ACCORDINGLY." Amends Rule 51 of the Rules of Civil Procedure (GS 1A-1) as title indicates.

H 914. IMPAIRED DENTIST PROGRAMS FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NORTH 
CAROLINA STATE BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS TO COLLECT A SPECIAL FEE 
FROM NORTH CAROLINA LICENSED DENTISTS, WITH THE RESULTING FUNDS TO 
BE USED TO PAY EXPENSES OF NEWLY AUTHORIZED STATE-SANCTIONED PEER 
REVIEW ORGANIZATIONS TO OPERATE PROGRAMS FOR IMPAIRED DENTISTS." 
Adds GS 90-48.2 to authorize Board of Dental Examiners to enter into agreements with special 
impaired dentist peer review organizations formed by NC Dental Soc’y to undertake 
investigation, review and evaluation of records, reports, complaints, litigation, and other 
information about impaired dentists, and to maintain programs for treatment and rehabilitation. 
Requires peer review organization to report to Board if it has information that a dentist constitutes 
an imminent danger to public or himself and refuses to cooperate with treatment and rehabilitation 
program, or there appear to be other grounds for disciplinary action. Amends GS 90-39 to 
authorize Board to impose special $50 fee for annual renewal of dentistry license to help fund 
these peer review organizations.

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H 915. HEALTH CARE CONSENT/MINOR. "TO AUTHORIZE A METHOD FOR 
PARENTS TO AUTHORIZE CONSENT BY ANOTHER FOR HEALTH CARE FOR THE 
PARENTS’ MINOR CHILD." Adds new GS Ch. 32A, Art. 4, permitting custodial parents of 
minor children to authorize others to consent to health care for such minor children. Defines 
minor children as unemancipated individuals under age of 18. Requires that any consent given 
pursuant to act be in writing and notarized. Sets out conditions under which consent is revoked 
and provides for settling disagreements between two or more persons authorized to consent to 
health care for same minor child. Protects health care providers who rely upon consent given 
pursuant to act. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

Appropriates $824,800 for 1993-94 from General Fund to UNC Board of 
Governors for cited purpose. Allocates $495,000 for capital improvements and equipment costs 
and $329,800 for operating costs. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 917. SOUTHWESTERN CC FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS AT SOUTHWESTERN COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Appropriates $3.3 
million for 1993-94 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for cited purpose. 
Allocates $700,000 for classroom renovation and parking, $2 million for general classroom 
building, and $600,000 for combination classroom, lab, and office building at Swain County 
campus. Effective July 1, 1993.

H 918. WESTERN CAROLINA UNIV. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS AT WESTERN CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Appropriates $9.6 
million for 1993-94 to UNC Board of Govemors for cited purpose. Allocates $3,280,200 for 
completion of Belk Bldg. and asbestos removal, $2,043,900 to renovate Moore Hall (Phase Il), 
$1,896,500 to renovate Camp Lab School, and $2,379,400 to renovate Reid Gym. Effective July 
1, 1993. .

H 919. LRC STUDY OWNERS’ ASSOC. ACT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE NEED FOR A PROPERTY OWNERS’ 
ASSOCIATION ACT." Authorizes cited study to investigate need for law that would allow 
property owners’ associations to establish and collect assessments needed to maintain common 
property. Authorizes report to 1994 session.

H 920. UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE TAX CUT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
REDUCTION OF THE STATE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE TAX RATE UNDER 
CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 96-9(b)(3) to provide (1) the unemployment 
insurance tax rate for the second, third, and fourth quarters of 1993 is reduced by 30%; and (2) for 
any year in which balance in the Unemployment Insurance Fund exceed $800 million on the 
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computation date (August 1), the tax rate assigned by the statutory rating formula table is reduced 
by 30%. 
Introduced by Redwine. 


H 921. MARINE LITTER PROHIBITED. "TO PROHIBIT THE DISPOSAL OF PLASTICS 
AND OTHER SOLID WASTE IN THE MARINE WATERS OF THIS STATE." Adds GS 
143-214.2B (1) making it unlawful for any person or vessel to discharge any kind of plastics or 
other solid waste into NC marine waters, and (2) requiring fuel, oil, other listed hazardous liquids, 
and specific plastics and solid wastes listed in section to be kept in closed containers sufficient to 
prevent escape into the water. Does not apply to accidental release if person involved in accident 
makes good faith effort to recover the substances, or snagged or entangled fishing tackle and nets 
are recovered as much as possible and the remainder caused to sink. Requires all marinas to have 
on-site disposal facilities. Directs Environmental Management Comm'n to adopt implementing 
rules, including rules adopting provisions of Annex V of Protocol of 1978 of International 
Convention for Pollution by Ships. Provides penalties for unlawful marine littering: for first 
violation, misdemeanor punishable by fine up to $500 or community service requiring litter 
collection of at least 25 but not more than 250 hours or both; persons under 18 must be penalized 
by community service; for second or subsequent violation, misdemeanor punishable by fine up to 
$10,000 or revocation or boating licenses or both. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Gottovi. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 824. PUBLIC FACILITIES BONDS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF NINE 
HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, 
SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE 
FUNDS FOR (1) PUBLIC SCHOOL FACILITIES FOR COUNTIES THAT HAVE THE 
GREATEST CRITICAL SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS, (2) THE CLEAN WATER 
REVOLVING LOAN AND GRANT FUND, (3) LOANS TO LOCAL GOVERNMENT UNITS 
FOR SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT, PUBLIC SCHOOL FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT, 
AND COMMUNITY COLLEGE EQUIPMENT, (4) CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR 
COMMUNITY COLLEGES, AND (5) CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR THE UNIVERSITY 
OF NORTH CAROLINA." Submits for voter approval at the election to be held on November 2, 
1993, five separate propositions for issuance of State general obligation bonds aggregating $900 
million if all are approved and issued. 

Clean Water Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $200 million in bonds, proceeds to be 
used for the same purposes for which funds in the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund 
may now be used, i.e., to make loans and grants to local government units for water supply 
systems, wastewater collection systems, and wastewater treatment works. First priority is to 
match full amount of available federal wastewater assistance funds. 

Solid Waste Management Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $100 million in bonds, 
proceeds to be used for purposes for which funds in the Solid Waste Management Loan Fund may 
be used, i.e., to assist local governments to meet costs of constructing landfills meeting 
environmental protection standards, construction of local or regional incinerator, and 
implementing waste reduction and recovery/recycling of material in the waste stream. 

Public School Buildings Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $150 million in bonds to 
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aid local school units in providing public school buildings and instructional equipment. Of this 
total, $100 million is to be transferred directly to the Crucial School Facility Needs Funds to be 
used for grants to counties with the greatest critical school facility needs. The remaining $50 
million is to be used to provide loans to local units for school capital needs and equipment. 

Community College Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $150 million in bonds to aid 
the community college system. Of this total, $75 million is to be used for grants to community or 
technical colleges for buildings and land acquisition and the remaining $75 million for loans for 
instructional equipment. Projects to be funded from the $75 million set aside for construction 
grants would be specified by the General Assembly. 

University Improvements Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $300 million for capital 
improvements projects in the University System, including the Center for Public Television. 
Projects to be funded from bond proceeds would be specified by the General Assembly. 

Preference to in-state contractors. Adds GS 143-129.1 to require the State and all local 
government units, in awarding construction and repair contracts subject to GS 143-129 (e., 
involving $50,000 or more), to give preference to contractors domiciled in NC or whose principal 
place of business is in NC, so long as there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality. 

Introduced by Daniel and Plyler. 


S 825. CRAVEN ROAD HUNTING. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING FROM ROADS IN A 
PORTION OF CRAVEN COUNTY.” Blank bill. 
Introduced by Perdue. 


S 826. TRAVEL & TOURISM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR TRAVEL AND 
TOURISM ADVERTISING AND PROMOTION." Appropriates $1.5 million for each year of 
1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Div’n of Travel & Tourism, Dep’t of Commerce, to 
increase budget for advertising and promotional activities. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 827. UNC INFECTION CONTROL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL OF MEDICINE’S STATEWIDE 
INFECTION CONTROL PROGRAM.” Appropriates $114,000 for each year of 1993-95 
biennium from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 
1993. 
Introduced by Perdue. 


S 828. NAT. SCI. MUSEUM CONSTRUC. FUNDS (=H 637). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR CONSTRUCTION OF THE NEW NORTH CAROLINA STATE MUSEUM OF 
NATURAL SCIENCES." Identical to H 637, introduced 29 March. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 829. TRANSFER MUSEUM OF NAT. SCIENCES (=H 638). "TO TRANSFER THE 
NORTH CAROLINA STATE MUSEUM OF NATURAL SCIENCES AND ITS ADVISORY 
COMMISSION FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF CULTURAL RESOURCES AND TO CONFORM VARIOUS STATUTORY 
REFERENCES TO THAT MUSEUM.” Identical to H 638, introduced 29 March. 

Introduced by Perdue. 
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S 830. ALUMNI MAILING LISTS. "TO PROVIDE THAT MAILING LISTS OF ALUMNI 
NEED NOT BE PURGED." GS 143-169.1(a) requires each state agency head to review mailing 
lists and purge from lists all persons who have not requested to be included within previous 12 
months. This bill exempts mailing lists of alumni used or maintained by constituent institutions 
of The University of North Carolina. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 831. TRUTH IN SENTENCING ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR TRUTH IN SENTENCING 
FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA CRIMINAL JUSTICE SYSTEM." Adds GS 15A-1334.1, 
requiring judges sentencing persons convicted of felony (except first degree murder) to state, at 
time of sentencing, the average active prison time served by inmates sentenced to the same prison 
term as the defendant during the past three months. Adds GS 148-78.1 requiring Sec’y of 
Correction to provide quarterly to Administrative Office of the Courts a report setting forth 
average active prison time served by all felons released from prison system during last 
three-month period; requires first report Oct. 1, 1993. Report requirement effective Oct. 1, 1993; 
sentencing requirement effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 832. REVENUE DEP’T HEARINGS. "TO PROVIDE A TIMETABLE WITHIN WHICH 
THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE MUST HOLD ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS AND 
RENDER DECISIONS.” Rewrites GS 105-241.1(c) to provide the following timetable for 
administrative hearings before the Dep’t of Revenue: (1) after receiving notice of a proposed 
assessment of tax, taxpayer has 30 days to request either written statement of information upon 
which the proposed assessment is based or a hearing on proposed assessment; (2) if taxpayer 
requests written statement, Dep’t must provide one within 45 days; taxpayer has 30 days to 
request hearing after receiving statement; (3) if hearing requested, Dep’t must hold it within 90 
days, with notice within 60 days after request and at least 10 days before hearing; (4) Sec’y must 
make decision and notify taxpayer within 90 days after hearing. Amends GS 105-241.2 to 
provide similar timetables for hearings on petitions for administrative review before Tax Review 
Board. Amends GS 105-266.1(a) to establish similar timetables for hearings on taxpayer requests 
for refunds. Amends GS 105-122(c)(2) and 105-130.4(t) to provide that hearings under those 
sections are subject to same timetables as those set out in amended GS 105-241.2. Effective July 
1, 1993. 

Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 833. CERTIFY PROPERTY MAPPERS (=H 924). "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
CERTIFICATION OF PROPERTY MAPPERS." Adds new GS 147-54.4 requiring the Dep’t of 
the Sec’y of State to establish a certification program for local government property mappers. 
Certification requirements must consist of mapping experience, courses of instruction, 
examinations, and continuing education. Those seeking certification must be at least 18 years old, 
have a high school diploma or certificate of equivalency, and achieve passing scores in courses 
approved by the Dep’t in principles and techniques of property mapping and laws goveming 
listing, appraisal, and assessment of real property. Requires certified mappers to attend 24 hours 
of continuing education every two years. Sets fee of $20 for processing applications for 
certification and monitoring continuing education requirements. Permits persons who have 
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attained certification through the NC Property Mappers’ Ass’n to be certified by Dep’t without 
meeting additional requirements upon application and payment of fee before Jan. 1, 1994. 
Requires local governments that maintain large-scale cadastral maps for listed purposes to employ 
at least one certified mapper no later than July 1, 1995. Authorizes Dep’t to decline to award 
matching grants for cadastral mapping after July 1, 1995, to a local government that does not 
comply with this requirement. Effective July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Gulley. 


S 834. FORECLOSURE STATUTE AMENDMENTS. "TO CLARIFY THE PROCEDURE 
FOR FORECLOSURE UNDER POWER OF SALE AND TO ESTABLISH A NEW UPSET 
BID PROCEDURE.” Amends Arts. 2A and 2B of GS Ch. 45. Recognizes power of sale 
authorized by statute (now, only power of sale expressed in mortgage, deed of trust, leasehold 
mortgage or leasehold deed of trust). Provides that when real property is sold in parts, the sale of 
any such parts is subject to a separate upset bid. Cash deposit required at the time of sale isan 
amount not to exceed the greater of 5% of the amount of the bid or $750 (where mortgage or deed 
of trust contains no provision regarding cash deposit). Trustee’s fees, where the instrument 
provides for compensation for the trustee’s services in actually holding a sale but does not provide 
compensation for services when no sale is actually held, shall be one-fourth of the completed sale 
compensation before filing of notice of hearing, one-half after filing of notice, and three-fourths 
after hearing. 

Amends GS 45-21.6 to provide that mortgagee or trustee exercising power of sale must file 
notice of hearing with the clerk of court; service of notice of hearing by means of posting notice 
upon the property requires an affidavit (contents specified) to be filed with clerk of court. Record 
owners entitled to notice are those whose interest is of record in the county where the real 
property is located at the time the notice of hearing is filed with the clerk of court. Tenants in 
possession under unrecorded leases or rental agreements shall not be considered record owners. 
Notice must include name, address, and telephone number of the trustee or mortgagee. Where 
property to be sold consists of separate tracts of land situated in different counties or a single tract 
in more than one county, only one hearing is necessary, but notice of hearing shall be filed in each 
county where property to be sold is located. Certified copy of any order of clerk shall be filed in 
any other county where property is located before trustee may proceed to advertise and sell any 
property located in that county. All notices, orders, or other papers to be filed with clerk of 
superior court shall be filed in same manner as a special proceeding. Specifies which notice 
requirements must be complied with before proceeding with sale after a postponed sale or stay of 
foreclosure pursuant to a bankruptcy petition. 

Redefines "upset bid" as an offer to purchase for an amount exceeding the reported sale 
price by a minimum of 5%, but in any event with a minimum increase of $750. Specifies 
procedures for deposit, compliance bond, and notice when an upset bid is made. Purchaser shall 
have same rights in connection with execution of order for possession and disposition of personal 
property as are provided to a landlord under North Carolina law. Authorizes the trustee’s or 
mortgagee’s attomey to record the notice of foreclosure. Effective October 1, 1993 and : 
applicable to instruments recorded on or after that date, except applies to leasehold mortgages and 
leasehold deeds of trust recorded prior to, on, or after that date. 
Introduced by Hyde. 
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S 835. STUDY MINORITY/WOMEN CONTRACTS (=H 871). "TO STUDY MINORITY 
AND WOMEN-OWNED BUSINESS PARTICIPATION IN THE STATE’S OVERALL 
PROCUREMENT, CONTRACT, AND CONSTRUCTION PROGRAMS." Identical to H 871, 
introduced 12 April. 

Introduced by Hunt, Ballance, Jordan, Lee, Martin of Guilford, Richardson, and Edwards. 


S 836. NO FEE FOR INDIGENT’S ID CARD. "TO WAIVE THE FEE FOR SPECIAL 
IDENTIFICATION CARDS FOR HOMELESS AND INDIGENT PERSONS." Amends GS 
20-37.7(d) to provide that special ID cards shall be free to indigents who are mentally ill, mentally 
retarded, homeless, or on public assistance as sole source of income. 

Introduced by Hunt. 


S 837. DURHAM CO. DISADVANTAGED BUSINESS. "TO ALLOW THE COUNTY OF 
DURHAM TO PERMIT THE INCLUSION OF DISADVANTAGED BUSINESS ENTERPRISE 
REQUIREMENTS IN SPECIFICATIONS FOR CONTRACTS." Permits Durham county to 
establish, agree to, or comply with requirements designed to increase participation of 
disadvantaged businesses in public contracts, by including such requirements in contract 
specifications. Permits county comm’rs to establish standards for determining that an enterprise 
is disadvantaged and sets out possible factors. 

Introduced by Hunt. 


S 838. DURHAM CITY DISADVANTAGED BUS. "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF THE 
CITY OF DURHAM TO PERMIT THE INCLUSION OF DISADVANTAGED BUSINESS 
ENTERPRISE REQUIREMENTS IN SPECIFICATIONS FOR CONTRACTS." Amends 
Durham charter to authorize city council to establish requirements enhancing opportunities for 
disadvantaged individuals and businesses to compete for contracts financed by public funds. Sets 
forth standards for determining whether an enterprise is disadvantaged, such as the lack of 
business training of majority of owners and the inadequacy of capital accumulation of majority of 
owners. 

Introduced by Hunt. 


S 839. EXEMPT MVS FROM 3-DAY SALE RULE. "TO CLARIFY THE EXEMPTION OF 
MOTOR VEHICLES FROM THE THREE-DAY RIGHT TO CANCEL PROVISIONS OF 
OFF-PREMISES SALES TO THE EXISTING EXEMPTION UNDER THE RETAIL 
INSTALLMENT SALES ACT." Amends GS 14-401.13(c) to exclude from definition of 
“off-premises sale" under that subsection the sale of motor vehicles defined in GS 20-286(10). 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cooper. 


S 840. DISCOVERY IN DEALER LIC. LAW. "TO AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSIONER 
TO EXTEND THE TIME WITHIN WHICH THE PARTIES MUST COMPLETE DISCOVERY 
AND THE TIME WITHIN WHICH THE COMMISSIONER MUST HOLD A HEARING AND © 
RENDER A DETERMINATION IN CONTESTED CASES UNDER THE MOTOR VEHICLES 
DEALERS AND MANUFACTURERS LICENSING LAW." Amends GS 20-301(e) as title 
indicates. Authorizes Comm ’r of Motor Vehicles to set a reasonable time for discovery in 
contested cases and to extend that time. Time for discovery is now set at no more than 60 days, 
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although it may be extended. Authorizes Comm’n to extend time for hearing and determination 
with consent of the parties or for good cause. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Cooper. 


S 841. MV WARRANTY REIMBURSEMENT RIGHTS. "TO CLARIFY THE 
WARRANTY REIMBURSEMENT RIGHTS OF MOTOR VEHICLE DEALERS.” Amends GS 
20-305.1(a) to provide that the "reasonable compensation" paid motor dealers as rembursement 
for warranty work may not be less than the average amount charged by the dealer to retail 
customers for nonwarranty work of like kind during the preceding 12 months. Prohibits 
manufacturers, factory branches, distributors, or distributor branches from surcharging or 
otherwise increasing charges to dealers in NC to offset remmbursement costs under the section. 
Amends GS 20-305.1(b) to limit charge-backs for warranty parts or service compensation and 
service incentives to the 12-month period immediately following the date of the claim, except that 
charge-backs for sales compensation only may be for the 18-month period immediately following 
the date of the claim. Excludes fraudulent claims from the limitations. Provides that act does not 
apply to manufacturers of or dealers in mobile or manufactured housing or recreational trailers. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cooper. 


S 842. LONG-TERM CARE/DOM. HOME MGRS. "FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF 
TEMPORARY MANAGERS FOR LONG-TERM CARE FACILITIES AND DOMICILIARY 
HOMES." Adds new GS Ch. 131E, Art. 13, providing for temporary management of nursing 
homes as defined in GS 131E-101 and of domiciliary homes as defined in both GS 131D-2 and 
131E-101. Permits Dep’t of Human Resources to petition superior court to appoint temporary 
manager of any such facility, upon showing that conditions in facility create substantial risk of 
death or serious physical harm (or that death or harm has already resulted), or that facility is 
unlicensed, or that license has been revoked or facility is closed or about to closed and either there 
are no arrangements for relocating residents or quick relocation would not be in interests of 
residents, or that facility has failed to comply with previous court order to take action or refrain 
from action. Requires temporary managers to be Dep’t employees or come from list of qualified 
persons maintained by Dep’t. Requires court to review need for temporary manager at least every 
30 days. 

Sets out powers and duties of temporary manager, which generally give such manager full 
power to operate facility during period of temporary management. Requires court approval of 
projects to eliminate or correct deficiencies, when costs exceed $1,000. Permits manager to void 
leases, mortgages, and other contracts of facility, if manager shows court amounts to be paid are 
unreasonable. Directs Dep’t to establish temporary management contingency fund, up to 
$500,000, from penalties collected for violations by nursing homes and domiciliary homes, and 
permits court to order Dep’t to use moneys in such fund to operate homes under temporary 
management, if operating costs exceed revenues. Provides for court review of costs of temporary 
management, for reimbursement to contingency fund if funds available to regular operator of 
facility, and for potential lien on property and funds of facility running to Dep’t for its costs from 
temporary management. Amends GS 131E-129(b) and 131D-34(b) to toll, during period of 
temporary management, running of periods during which treble damages may be imposed. 
Requirement that Dep’t establish contingency fund effective July 1, 1993. Remainder of act 
effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 231. JUV. RECORDS IN SENTENCING. Intro. 2/22. House committee substitute makes 
clarifying change. 


H 297. MARINE FISHERIES LICENSE TO SELL. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute 
changes title to read "TO REQUIRE AN ENDORSEMENT TO SELL FISH TAKEN FROM 
COASTAL FISHING WATERS, TO CONSOLIDATE THE VESSEL FISHING LICENSE, 
AND TO AMEND OTHER MARINE FISHERIES STATUTES.", and makes following changes 
from original bill: (1) Amends GS 113-152 to allow Marine Fisheries Comm’n to issue a 
consolidated vessel license, combining various individual licenses and endorsements; and deletes 
proposed GS 113-168, providing for combined license with much the same effect. (2) Amends 
GS 113-152 to renumber subsection (a) as subsection (al), to characterize the license covered by 
the subsection as a "vessel license”, and to remove from vessels required to have such a license 
nonresident vessels engaged in out-of-state commercial fishing but landing and selling fish in NC. 
Adds provisions to GS 113-152(b) and new 113-152(b1) detailing the format of a vessel license 
and providing for replacements of lost or destroyed vessel licenses. Adds GS 113-152(h) 
permitting a person holding a vessel license to obtain an endorsement to sell fish, under proposed 
GS 113-154.1, and sets out fees for such endorsement.

(5) Deletes proposed changes to 
GS 113-154. (6) Changes date for required report by Division of Marine Fisheries to Joint 
Legislative Committee on Seafood and Aquaculture from Oct. 1, 1993 to Dec. 1, 1993. 


H 365. SCHOOL HEALTH SCREENING. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute gives 
child who does not have health assessment when starting school 30 days to present required form 
or else the child will no longer be permitted to attend school. Adds amendment to GS 130A-441 
requiring health assessment status report, from school principal to Dep’t of Human Resources, to 
be made within 60 (now, 90) days after commencement of new school year begins. 


H 503. OFF-DUTY OFFICER/CONCEALED WEAPON. Intro. 3/24; committee substitute 
3/31. House committee substitute #2 limits bill’s coverage to North Carolina law enforcement 
officers. 


H 543. TORT CLAIMS INTEREST. Intro 3/25. House committee substitute provides that 
interest begins to accrue from the date of entry of the initial award or the filing date of the initial 
award, whichever occurs first. 


H 618. DOT USE OF LICENSED APPRAISERS. Intro. 3/29. House committee substitute 
deletes sunset clause. 


H 728. SEAT BELT USAGE ADMMISSIBLE. Intro. 4/5. House amendment rewrites GS 
20-135.2A(d), regarding admissibility of seat belt usage, to permit admission of violation of seat 
belt requirement only in action based on violation of section, or as justification for stop of vehicle 
or detention of a vehicle operator and passengers. (Original bill would not have allowed 
admission in any circumstances.) Changes effective date to ratification. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 161. SPECIAL/MULTIYEAR PLATE CHANGES. Intro. 2/15; amend. 3/17; comm. sub. 
4/7. Senate amendment amends GS 20-79.4(b) to permit two new special license plates, one for 
special olympics and the other publicly owned or nonprofit state attractions, as long as at least 300 
applications are received for each plate. Provides that the fee for the special olympics plate is $25 
and for the state attractions plate $30. Specifies the usage of moneys received from the sale of 
such plates. Changes title of bill to include additions made by amendment. 


S 162. DEALER PLATE/LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 2/15; committee substitute 3/25. 
Senate committee substitute amends GS 20-79 to (1) delete authorization for a civil penalty for 
material misstatements in application for dealer plates, (2) add violation of restriction on use of 
dealer plate as ground for requiring surrender of all dealer plates, (3) prevent use of dealer plates 
on vehicles consigned to dealer, (4) require employees of dealer who use dealer plates to be 
employed at least 15 hours a week, and (5) consolidate and revise the sanctions for violations to 
provide the the individual driving a vehicle in violation is responsible for an infraction with a 
penalty of $50, the dealer is subject to a civil penalty of $200, and all plates may be rescinded. 
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Provides that infractions are payable to the county where the violation occurred and civil penalties 
are credited to the Highway Fund. Amends GS 20-79.2 to allow transporter plates to be used in 
conjunction with limited road tests of repaired vehicles and to allow revocation of plates that are: 
used in an unauthorized manner. Amends GS 20-87(7) to set fee for first five dealer plates at the 
regular fee and one-half the regular fee for additional plates. Repeals GS 20-293 regarding civil 
penalties. Makes technical and stylistic amendments to GS 20-75. Changes effective date of 
revisions to GS 20-286 regarding offices and salesrooms in residences to July 1, 1995. 


S 221. PRETRIAL HEARINGS BY VIDEO. Intro. 2/18. House committee substitute makes 
following changes from original bill: (1) Modifies proposed rewrites to GS 15A-532, 15A-601, 
and 15A-941, to make clear that defendant is entitled to full confidential communication with 
attorney during proceeding, and to require that Administrative Office of Courts approve 
procedures and type of equipment for such transmissions before their first use. (2) Modifies 
proposed rewrite to GS 15A-532 to provide that, upon motion of defendant, court may not use 
audio and video transmission under that section. 


S 422. ACUPUNCTURE LICENSE REQUIRED. Digested 2/25. Senate committee substitute 
provides that members of Acupuncture Licensing Board serve at the pleasure of the appointing 
authority. Also clarifies that any vacancies on the Board shall be filled by the original appointing 
authority and that the term shall be for the balance of the unexpired term. Makes several other 
technical changes. 


S 635. KINSTON PRIVATE SALE. Intro. 3/30. Senate amendment makes technical change.

BY THE COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES PERTAINING TO PUBLIC SWIMMING 
POOLS AND WATERSLIDES APPLY TO POOLS AND WATERSLIDES CONSTRUCTED 
OR REMODELED ON OR AFTER A CERTAIN DATE." Provides that rules adopted by 
Comm ’n for Health Services, effective May 1, 1993, pertaining to the construction, remodeling, 
and fencing of public swimming pools and waterslides apply only to those public pools and 
waterslides constructed or remodeled on or after Jan. 1, 1993.

H 923. LIMITED LIABILITY CO. ACT (=S 780). "TO PERMIT THE ORGANIZATION

Appropriates $7,500 in 
1993-94 from General Fund to Chapel Hill, as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hackney and Barnes. 


H 928. CLARIFY LAW OFFICER RETIREMENT. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW 
REGARDING LAW ENFORCEMENT DISABILITY RETIREMENT." Amends GS 
128-27(e)(1) (for LGERS) and 135-5(e)(1) (for TSERS) to provide for reduction in disability 
retirement allowance for person able to earn more than difference between disability allowance 
and pre-retirement compensation, as follows: allowance to be reduced by $1 for each $2 of 
earnings in excess of difference, as long as allowance not reduced below amount provided by the 
person’s own contributions. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 929. PSYCHOLOGY PRACTICE ACT (=S 631). "TO AMEND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA PRACTICING PSYCHOLOGIST LICENSING ACT." Identical to S 631, 
introduced 30 March.

. H 930. OUT-OF-STATE RETIREMENT (=S 843). "TO RESTORE THE PROVISION FOR 
PURCHASE OF OUT-OF-STATE SERVICE IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Revises GS 128-26 and 135-4 to allow members and 
retired members of the local governmental employees’ retirement system and the teachers’ and 
state employees’ retirement system to purchase (according to formula set forth in bill) creditable 
service previously rendered to any state, territory, or other governmental subdivision of the United 
States other than this State.

Judicial Department to transfer up to $1,100,000 from Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund, 
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established by 1991. Session Laws, to Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund to pay obligations 
incurred by Fund during 1992-93 fiscal year. 
Introduced by Holt and Gist. 


H 932. SANITARY DIST. UTIL. RELOCATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION SHALL PAY FOR THE NONBETTERMENT 
RELOCATION OF SANITARY DISTRICT UTILITIES." As title indicates, adding sanitary 
districts to GS 136-27.1, which requires Dep’t to make such payments to cities under 5,500, 
nonprofit water or sewer ass’ns, and utility systems organized under GS Ch. 162. 
Introduced by Russell. 


H 933. OUT-OF-STATE PRINTERS TAX NEXUS (=S 715). "TO PROMOTE THE USE OF 
PRINTING FACILITIES IN NORTH CAROLINA BY PROVIDING THAT AN 
OUT-OF-STATE ENTITY WHO CONTRACTS WITH A NORTH CAROLINA PRINTER IS 
NOT DOING BUSINESS IN NORTH CAROLINA FOR TAX PURPOSES INCIDENT TO 
PRINTING." Identical to S 715, introduced 7 April. 

Introduced by Robinson. 


H 934. GUILFORD SCHOOL FUNDING (=H 866). "CONCERNING SCHOOL FUNDING 
IN GUILFORD COUNTY." Identical to H 866, introduced 12 April. 
Introduced by Gist. 


HSS a eULLIGC PE OUG. DEPTADELRE TED. 710 DELETETHE REFERENCES TO! THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC EDUCATION." Amends sections of GS Ch. 115C, 115D, 120, 
121, 122C, 126, 130A, 143A, 143B, and 147 as title indicates. Repeals GS 143A-39 through -46. 
Repeals GS 143A-39 through -46. The Dep’t of Public Education (DPE) has never had staff 
positions funded by the General Assembly; its functions have been and continue to be performed 
by the Dep’t of Public Instruction under the supervision of the Sup’t of Public Instruction. 
Removal of references to DPE clarifies the respective roles of the State Board of Education and 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction.

H 936. HABITAT FOR HUMANITY TAX EXEMPT. "TO EXPAND THE PROPERTY 
TAX EXEMPTION FOR NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS PROVIDING LOW AND 
MODERATE INCOME HOUSING TO INCLUDE REAL PROPERTY HELD AS A SITE FOR 
FUTURE LOW AND MODERATE INCOME HOUSING OR HELD FOR SALE TO PROVIDE 
FUNDS FOR LOW AND MODERATE INCOME HOUSING." GS 105-278.6 now exempts 
from property taxes real and personal property belonging to nonprofit organizations providing 
housing for people with low or moderate income, so long as the property is excessively used for 
charitable purposes. This bill provides that property belonging to such an organization is held for 
a charitable purpose if it is held for no longer than five years as a future site for eligible housing 
or for sale to generate proceeds to be used to provide such housing. Provides that taxes that 
would otherwise be due on property exempt under this bill are to be carried forward for five years 
as deferred taxes, to become due only if the owner has not constructed eligible housing on the site

or sold the property and used the proceeds for eligible housing within five years of claiming 
exemption. Effective for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1994.

H 937. EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION INVENTORY. "TO REQUIRE THE PARTIES TO A 
CLAIM FOR EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION TO EXCHANGE AN INVENTORY 
AFFIDAVIT." Amends GS 50-21 to require party asserting claim for equitable distribution to 
prepare and serve, within 90 days after service of the claim, equitable distribution inventory 
affidavit. This inventory is to list all property claimed by the party as marital property and all 
property claimed as separate property, and is to estimate the fair market value of each item on 
each list. Requires other party to prepare and serve his or her own inventory affidavit within 30 
days after receipt of original party’s inventory affidavit. Permits amendment of inventories and 
provides they are not binding at trial as to completeness or value. Requires Administrative Office 
of Courts to prepare suitable form for such affidavits. Effective for actions filed on or after Oct.

H 938. TEACHING STANDARDS’ PROG. REPORT. "TO REQUIRE THE STATE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION TO REPORT ON THE NATIONAL BOARD FOR 
PROFESSIONAL TEACHING STANDARDS’ PROGRAM FOR IDENTIFYING HIGHLY 
PROFESSIONAL TEACHERS AND RECOMMEND A PLAN FOR PROVIDING 
MONETARY INCENTIVES FOR TEACHERS TO PARTICIPATE IN THAT PROGRAM.” As 
title indicates. Requires report to the General Assembly before the start of 1995 session. 
Introduced by Nesbitt and Barnes. 


H 939. ARREST POWERS FOR LAW OFFICERS. "TO AUTHORIZE ALL STATE 
CERTIFIED LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS TO ARREST FOR DRUG OFFENSES." 
Adds new GS 15A-402.1 authorizing all state certified law enforcement officers to arrest for 
violations of Art. 5 (NC Controlled Substances Act) and Art. 5B (NC Drug Paraphemalia Act) of 
GS Ch. 90. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Ellis. 


H 940. SMALL CLAIMS AMOUNT INCREASE (=S 846). "TO INCREASE THE 
AMOUNT THAT MAY BE IN CONTROVERSY IN SMALL CLAIMS COURT." Identical to 
S 846, introduced 14 April. 

Introduced by Ellis. 


H 941. HEALTH PROVIDER COOPERATION ACT. "TO ENCOURAGE REGULATED 
ARRANGEMENTS AMONG HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS WHEN THE ARRANGEMENT 
WILL HELP CONTROL COSTS, IMPROVE ACCESS, IMPROVE QUALITY, OR 
IMPLEMENT MANDATED HEALTH CARE REFORMS.” Adds new GS Ch. 90, Art. 1E, 
providing for state approval of cooperative health care provider arrangements. Directs Dep’t of” 
Human Resources, in consultation with Office of Attorney General, to establish criteria and 
procedures for reviewing and authorizing contracts, business or financial arrangements, and other 
activities between health care providers that might be thought violations of federal or state 
antitrust laws. Permits Dep’t to approve such arrangements, but only if arrangement found likely 
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to result in lower health care costs, result in greater economic efficiencies, result in higher access 
to or quality of health care, or otherwise better implement mandated health reforms. Permits 
Dep’t to place conditions on approval and sets out minimum information in applications for 
approval. Directs Dep’t to establish criteria and conditions to facilitate formation of provider 
networks that can negotiate with health plans and permit provider input into operational policy 
decisions of such plans; and permits Dep’t approval of such networks. Sets out minimum content 
for such criteria and conditions. States policy that Dep’t approvals are to be considered state 
action under federal antitrust laws and provides that Dep’t approval under act is absolute defense 
against any action under state antitrust laws. Directs Dep’t to adopt mules to implement act by 
Feb. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Gamble and Green. 


H 942. ELECTION FUNDRAISER REPORTS. "TO AMEND THE CAMPAIGN 
REPORTING ACT TO REQUIRE DISCLOSURE OF FINANCIAL RECORDS OF 
NONPARTISAN AND BIPARTISAN FUNCTIONS FOR OR BY ELECTED OFFICIALS." 
Extends coverage of Art. 22A of GS Ch. 163 (regulates contributions and expenditures in political 
campaigns), to include contributions to and expenditures from any partisan function, nonpartisan 
function, or bipartisan function, which are made to, in behalf of, or used in support of any person 
holding an elective office for any political purpose whatsoever or for the purpose of honoring that 
person in any manner during his term of office. An organizational report for funds or functions 
requiring a report shall be due no later than 10 days following the date on which any activity for 
the fund or function commences. Thereafter, detailed accounts shall be maintained as required by 
GS 163-278.8 and filings made consistent with GS 163-278.9 and GS 163-278.11. For single 
functions, requires submission of final report containing a record of each contributor, the amount 
and date contributed, and an itemized list of expenditures. Funds remaining after payment of 
expenses may be expended only in manner approved by State Board of Elections. Effective Sept. 
alte

H 943. GLOBAL TRANSPARK DEY. ZONE (=S 853). "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES 
THAT WILL DERIVE ECONOMIC BENEFITS FROM THE NORTH CAROLINA GLOBAL 
TRANSPARK TO FORM A GLOBAL TRANSPARK DEVELOPMENT ZONE TO PROMOTE 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF, AND TO ENCOURAGE INFRASTRUCTURE 
CONSTRUCTION IN, THE COUNTIES OF THE ZONE." Identical to S 853, introduced 14 
April.

EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Identical to H 930, introduced 14 April. 
Introduced by Warren. 


S 844. OLD CHAPEL HILL CEMETERY FUNDS (=H 927). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR IMPROVEMENTS AT THE OLD CHAPEL HILL CEMETERY." Identical to H 927, 
introduced 14 April. 

Introduced by Lee and Walker. 


S 845. DENTAL HYGIENIST AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE STATUTES 
GOVERNING THE PRACTICE OF DENTISTRY WITH RESPECT TO DENTAL 
HYGIENISTS." Amends GS 90-22(b) increasing the number of dental hygienists from one to 
four as members of the NC State Board of Dental Examiners and providing for annual election of 
hygienist. Provides that Governor appoint consumer member annually, not every three years. 
Deletes prohibition on participation or voting by hygienist members on issuance, renewal, or 
revocation of license to practice dentistry and by consumer member of issuance, renewal, or 
revocation of license to practice dental hygiene. Amends GS 90-41(a) authorizing the Board to 
take disciplinary action when an applicant or licensee has harassed, terminated, caused the loss of 
employment, or otherwise retaliated against a person who has reported in good faith to the Board 
a suspected violation of GS Chap. 90, Art. 2 (Dentistry) or Art. 16 (Dental Hygiene Act). 

Amends several sections in Dental Hygiene Act. (1) Amends definitions in GS 90-221 and 
prohibits dental hygienist from practicing independently from the supervision of a dentist or from 
establishing a workplace separate from the workplace in which supervision by the dentist is 
provided. (2) Amends GS 90-223(d) to clarify that section is designed to encourage and allow 
credit for persons who have attained special capabilities in dental work through military 
experiences. (3) Amends GS 90-224(a) to provide that applicant for license must be a graduate of 
a minimum two-year academic program of dental hygiene in a postsecondary institution approved 
by the Board and accredited by a national accrediting agency and must have passed the national 
written dental hygiene examination administered by the Join Comm’n on National Dental 
Examinations. (4) Amends GS 90-233 to provide that dental hygienists employed by the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources and trained by the Dep’t who perform their duties in 
other public health settings as well as in public schools are practicing under the direction, as 
defined in act, of a licensed dentist and meet the supervision requirement. (5) Amends GS 
90-233(c) to specify that only a dentist or dental hygienist may perform oral prophylaxis or 
perform a preliminary oral examination to chart for periodontal disease. (6) Amends GS 90-233.1 
to make it a misdemeanor to harass, terminate, cause the loss of employment or otherwise retaliate 
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against a person who has in good faith reported to the Board a suspected violation of the Dental 
Hygiene Act. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Lee. 


S 846. SMALL CLAIMS AMOUNT INCREASE. "TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT THAT 
MAY BE IN CONTROVERSY IN SMALL CLAIMS COURT." Amends GS 7A-210 to increase 
the maximum amount in controversy in a small claims action from $2,000 to $7,500. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Parnell. 


S 847. SENTENCING COMMISSION EXTENDED. "TO EXTEND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA SENTENCING AND POLICY ADVISORY COMMISSION." Revises GS 164-38 
to provide that terms of existing members of Sentencing Commission shall expire on June 30, 
1993, and that new members or reappointed members shall serve until July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Parnell. 


S 848. REGULATE MEDICAL EQUIPMENT. "TO GIVE THE BOARD OF PHARMACY 
AUTHORITY TO REGULATE MEDICAL EQUIPMENT INTENDED FOR USE IN AN 
INDIVIDUAL’S HOME." Amends GS 90-85.22 to require places, other than businesses with 
current pharmacy or device permits, that deliver medical equipment to obtain an annual medical 
equipment permit from Board of Pharmacy; and adds GS 90-85.40(d1) making it unlawful to 
deliver such equipment without permit. Amends GS 90-85.3 to define medical equipment as any 
of the following items intended for use by consumer in consumer’s home: device (as defined in 
the section), ambulation assistance equipment, mobility equipment, rehabilitation seating, oxygen 
and respiratory care equipment, rehabilitation environmental control equipment, diagnostic 
equipment, and beds prescribed by physicians. Amends GS 90-85.24 to set maximum fee for 
permits for dispensing devices or delivering medical equipment, or both, at $300 annually. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Albertson. 


S 849. ORGANIC PRODUCTS CERTIFICATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR A VOLUNTARY 
PROGRAM FOR THE CERTIFICATION OF ORGANICALLY PRODUCED 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS." Amends GS 106-22.3 as title of bill indicates. 

Introduced by Albertson. 


S 850. STANLY CO. AIRPORT AUTH. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
STANLY COUNTY AIRPORT AUTHORITY FOR AIRPORT EXPANSION.” Appropriates 
$275,000 in 1993-94 from General Fund to Stanly County Airport Authority to purchase land for 
airport expansion. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Plyler and Conder. 


S 851. SCOTLAND CORONER ABOLISHED. "TO ABOLISH THE VACANT OFFICE OF 
CORONER IN SCOTLAND COUNTY." As title indicates, effective with expiration of current 
term of office. 

Introduced by Plyler. 
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S 852. UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE TAX CUT (=H 920). "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
REDUCTION OF THE STATE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE TAX RATE UNDER 
CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Identical to H 920, introduced 13 April. 

Introduced by Kerr, Basnight, Cochrane, Conder, Daniel, Harris, Hoyle, Hunt, Kincaid, 
Parnell, Plyler, Shaw, Sherron, and Soles. 


S 853. GLOBAL TRANSPARK DEV. ZONE (=H 943). "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES 
THAT WILL DERIVE ECONOMIC BENEFITS FROM THE NORTH CAROLINA GLOBAL 
TRANSPARK TO FORM A GLOBAL TRANSPARK DEVELOPMENT ZONE TO PROMOTE 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF, AND TO ENCOURAGE INFRASTRUCTURE 
CONSTRUCTION IN, THE COUNTIES OF THE ZONE." Adds GS Ch. 158, Art. 4, authorizing 
establishment of Global TransPark Development Zone, through adoption of concurrent 
resolutions by three or more counties. Permits participation by any county in NC but specifically 
anticipates action by Craven, Duplin, Edgecombe, Greene, Jones, Lenoir, Nash, Onslow, Pitt, 
Wayne, and Wilson counties. Requires adoption of concurrent resolutions on or before July 7, 
1993. Makes Zone a body corporate and politic. 

Provides for governance of Zone by Global TransPark Development Comm’n, appointed as 
follows: (1) each participating county appoints three members, one of whom must be county 
comm’r; (2) Global TransPark Authority appoints one member; (3) each of following appoints 
one non-voting member: East Carolina Chancellor, majority vote of presidents of community 
colleges in area of Zone, chair of State Ports Authority, and board of directors of Global 
TransPark Foundation, Inc. Provides that members to serve four-year staggered terms and sets 
out initial staggering. 

Gives Zone general corporate powers and gives it broad range of economic development 
powers, including all powers under GS 158-7.1, including subsection (d1). Permits Zone to levy 
temporary 1% sales and use tax, in counties comprising Zone, to be effective from Oct. 1, 1993 to 
March 31, 1994. Directs Zone to place tax proceeds in interest-bearing trust account, with each 
county in Zone being beneficial owner of share of principal in proportion to amount of total tax 
proceeds collected in that county. Requires use of moneys in fund for economic development 
projects in Zone, not within airport complex itself. Prohibits disbursement of fund principal 
except pursuant to contracts that provide for recovering or repayment of amount disbursed within 
reasonable time, not to exceed 20 years. Permits local and state governments to cused eit: 
moneys to Zone. 

Introduced by Kerr, Warren, Albertson, Codington, Cooper, R. Martin, Perdue, Speed, and 
Jordan. 


S 854. SCHOOL GROUP HEALTH INSURANCE. "TO PERMIT THE ISSUANCE AND 
PURCHASING OF GROUP HEALTH INSURANCE COVERAGE FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL 
STUDENTS." Adds new GS 58-51-81 to permit group accident, health, or accident and health 
insurance policies to be delivered or issued to a local board of education or to its schools, as 
policyholder, insuring only students and based on a plan that precludes individual selection. 
Permits premium to be paid by board, jointly by board and students or others on behalf of 
students, or by students and others on behalf of students. Authorizes school boards to establish 
fees for payment of premiums by or on behalf of students. Authorizes hospital, medical, and 
dental service corporations and health maintenance organizations to provide their products in this 
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manner. Amends GS 115C-47 to authorize school boards to purchase group accident and health 
insurance for students in accordance with GS 58-51-81. 
Introduced by Sands. 


S 855. STOKES/WATERSHED ZONING NOTICE (=H 869). "TO EXEMPT STOKES 
COUNTY FROM CERTAIN NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
ADOPTING OR AMENDING ZONING ORDINANCES FOR WATER SUPPLY 
WATERSHED PROTECTION.” Identical to H 869, introduced 12 April. 

Introduced by Sands. 


S 856. REIDSVILLE ELECTORAL SYSTEM. "TO ALLOW THE CITY OF REIDSVILLE 
TO CHANGE ITS ELECTORAL SYSTEM.” Blank bill. 
Introduced by Sands. 


S 857. ESTHETIC SERVICES NOT REGULATED. "TO PROVIDE THAT ESTHETIC 
SERVICES ARE NOT REGULATED BY THE STATE BOARD OF COSMETIC ART 
EXAMINERS.” Amends GS 88-2 to exempt esthetic services from the definition of cosmetic art. 
Includes within "esthetic services” cleansing, exercising, massaging, stimulating, or performing 
similar procedures on arms, face, hands or scalp by electrical, mechanical, or other means; 
applying to the face an alcohol, cream, lotion, astringent, or cosmetic preparation; and removing 
superfluous hair by depilatory, tweezers, or wax.

S 858. FUNDS FOR CHINQUA-PENN (=H 846). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
LEGISLATIVE PLANNING GRANT FOR THE REOPENING OF CHINQUA-PENN."” 
Identical to H 846, introduced 12 April. 

Introduced by Sands, Daniel, W. Martin, Folger, SSomOUGs Shaw, Ward, Kaplan, Walker, 
Lee, and Cochrane. 


S 859. REIDSVILLE ELECTIONS. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
REIDSVILLE TO ALTER THE SIZE AND METHOD OF ELECTING THE CITY COUNCIL." 
Restructures Reidsville city council to comprise seven members (now, five) including the mayor 
(now, mayor not a member of the council) elected for staggered four-year terms (now, two-year 
terms) with four members elected by and from two two-member districts and two members and 
the mayor elected at large (now, all elected at large). Election conducted under nonpartisan 
plurality method; prescribes special filing deadline for Reidsville. Phases in staggering system. 
Effective for 1993 elections if precleared under Voting Rights Act of 1965. 

Introduced by Sands. 


S 860. CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIVE RECORDS. "TO CLARIFY THE PUBLIC 
RECORDS LAW WITH RESPECT TO CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIVE RECORDS." Adds new 
GS 132-1.4 generally providing that records of criminal investigations conducted by public law 
enforcement agencies or records of criminal intelligence information compiled by such agencies 
are not public records under GS Ch. 132. Defines "records of criminal investigations" as records 
pertaining to person or group of persons complied by public law enforcement agencies in 
attempting to solve or prevent violations of law. Defines "records of criminal intelligence 
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information" as records pertaining to person or group of persons compiled by public law 
enforcement agencies in effort to anticipate, prevent, or monitor possible violations of law. 
Defines "public law enforcement agency" as city or county police dep’t, county sheriff’s dep’t, 
company police agency commissioned by Attorney General, or any state or local agency 
responsible for investigating, preventing, or solving violations of law. 

Specifies that following information is public record: (1) time, date, location, and nature of 
violation or apparent violation of law reported to public law enforcement agency; (2) name, sex, 
age, address, employment, and alleged violation of law of person arrested, charged, or indicted; 
(3) circumstances surrounding an arrest; (4) contents of 911 or similar emergency telephone calls, 
except as they reveal name, address, telephone number, or other information that may identify 
caller, victim, or witness; (5) contents of communications among employees of public law 
enforcement agencies broadcast over public airwaves; and (6) name, sex, age, and address of 
complaining witness, defined as victim or other person who reports violation or apparent violation 
of law to public law enforcement agency. Permits agency to temporarily withhold information 
about complaining witnesses from public inspection, if release is reasonably likely to pose threat 
to such witness or materially compromise continuing or future criminal investigation; and 
provides procedure for challenge to such withholding of record. Permits agency to seek court 
order to prevent disclosure of other information in above list of public records, if agency can 
prove release will jeopardize night of state to prosecute or right of defendant to fair trial. 

Provides that section not to be construed as requiring disclosure by law enforcement’ 
agencies of information not required to be disclosed under GS Ch. 15A or of information 
reasonably likely to identify a confidential informant. Provides that law enforcement agencies 
may not be required to retain 911 or similar tapes more than 30 days. Provides that following 
court orders are public and may be withheld from public inspection only upon court order: arrest 
warrants, search warrants, indictments, criminal summons, and nontestimonial identification 
orders. Repeals provision in GS 114-15 about confidentiality of SBI investigations. Effective 
Octmis 1993: '

S 861. JONES/LENOIR SHAMPOOERS. "TO ALLOW SHAMPOOING BY UNLICENSED 
SHAMPOOERS IN JONES AND LENOIR COUNTIES." Amends GS 88-1 to remove the 
exclusion of Jones and Lenoir counties from provision permitting shampooing in cosmetic art 
shop by unlicensed personnel.

S 862. PITT ROAD NAMING. "TO ALLOW PITT COUNTY TO RENAME ALL ROADS 
WITHIN UNINCORPORATED AREAS OF THE COUNTY." Adds Pitt county to GS

unincorporated areas of the county.

S 863. EXCEPTIONAL CHILD GRADUATION REQ. (=H 904). "TO DIRECT THE 
STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO CONSIDER CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS 
WHEN IT ADOPTS RULES SETTING GRADUATION STANDARDS, AND TO DIRECT 
THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO SUSPEND THE APPLICATION OF ANY 
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GRADUATION STANDARDS ADOPTED IN THE PAST TWO YEARS TO CHILDREN 
WITH SPECIAL NEEDS UNTIL IT REEVALUATES THE RULES BASED ON A STUDY OF 
GRADUATION STANDARDS AND THESE CHILDREN." Identical to H 904, introduced 12 
April.

S 864. PUBLIC CONTRACTS/FIRE SPRINKLERS. "TO REQUIRE THAT 
SPECIFICATIONS FOR PUBLIC BUILDING CONTRACTS INCLUDE FIRE SPRINKLER 
DESIGN AND TO INCLUDE FIRE SPRINKLER CONTRACTORS AS SEPARATE 
RESPONSIBLE CONTRACTORS.” Amends GS 143-128(a) to require separate specifications 
for a fire sprinkler system in public building contracts (if required), where the installed fire 
sprinkler system equals or exceeds an area of 20,000 square feet and the entire cost of the work 
exceeds $100,000. Amends GS 143-128 (b) to provide that for the single-prime contract system 
all bidders must identify on their bid the contractors selected for fire sprinkler work (if required). 
Effective for contracts entered into on or after Oct. 1, 1993.

S 865. RABIES INFO NOT PUBLIC. "TO PROVIDE THAT INFORMATION ON RABIES 
VACCINATION CERTIFICATES IS NOT PUBLIC." Amends GS 130A-189 as title indicates, 
providing that such information may not be released unless authorized by county health director 
for public health purposes. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 866. AGRICULTURAL SURVEY PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
FOR A ROTATING PROGRAM TO SURVEY AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION IN 
SPECIALTY CROPS AND PRODUCTION INPUTS." Appropriates from General Fund to 
Department of Agriculture $130,400 for 1993-94 fiscal year and $134,600 for 1994-95 fiscal year 
to survey production, prices, and other economic data concerning turfgrass, equine, pesticides, 
orchards and vineyards, and miscellaneous specialty commodities.

Public School Buildings Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $250 million in bonds to 
provide grants and loans to local school units for school buildings and land, but not including 
central administration, maintenance, or other facilities not directly related to instruction. Requires 
buildings to comply with Dep’t of Commerce energy design guidelines. Directs that bond 
proceeds be allocated to each county on average daily membership basis according to figures for 
fiscal year ending 6/30/92. Each county’s allocation will be distributed as combination loan and a 
grant. The ratio of grant to loan will be determined by county’s ranking in ability to pay. 

Counties in upper third in ability to pay will receive 1/3 grant and 2/3 loan; counties in middle 
third one-half grant and one-half loan; counties in bottom third receive two-thirds grant and 
one-third loan. Directs Sup’t of Public Instruction to rank counties in accordance with formula in 
SL 1991, Ch. 698, Sec. 201.2, as amended. Provides that in the aggregate bond proceeds must be 
distributed approximately 3/5 as loans. 

Clean Water Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $150 million in bonds, proceeds to be 
used for the same purposes for which funds in the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund 
may now be used, i.e., to make loans and grants to local government units for water supply 
Systems, wastewater collection systems, and wastewater treatment works. Earmarks $25 million 
for water supply wastewater collection, and wastewater treatment with first priority to be to match 
full amount of available federal wastewater assistance funds. Earmarks remaining $125 million, 
and any of the $25 million not needed for matching purposes, for any projects for which Clean 
Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund monies may be used, including water conservation 
projects. Directs that proceeds shall be allocated between wastewater and water supply purposes 
in same percentages as established in GS 159G-4, except no allocation to be made for matching 
federal funds deposited in Water Pollution Control Revolving Fund. 

Solid Waste Management Bonds. Submits proposition to authorize $100 million in bonds, 
proceeds to be used for purposes for which funds in the Solid Waste Management Loan Fund may 
be used, i.e., to assist local governments to meet costs of constructing landfills meeting 
environmental protection standards, construction local or regional incinerator, and implementing 
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waste reduction and recovery/recycling of material in the waste stream. Earmarks $25 million for 
grants to groups of two or more local units in different counties for regional solid waste 
management facilities. 


Senate committee sub adds cities 
of Broadway, Monroe, Rocky Mount, and Sanford, and counties of Lee, Nash, and Polk, to 
coverage of bill.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 945. BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION. "TO REASSESS THE ALLOCATION OF 
FUNDS THAT MAY BE MADE BY THE BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION." Blank bill. 
Introduced by Sutton. 


H 946. STATE CONTRACTS/HANDICAPPED. "TO ALLOW CERTAIN NONPROFIT 
BUSINESSES THAT PROVIDE SUPPORTED EMPLOYMENT FOR THE DISABLED TO 
COME WITHIN THE PURVIEW OF THE STATE POLICY THAT PROMOTES THE USE OF 
MINORITY, PHYSICALLY HANDICAPPED, AND WOMEN CONTRACTORS FOR STATE 
CONTRACTS." Amends GS 143-48(b) to include within its provisions nonprofit entities that 
provide supported employment for disabled persons, with a main purpose of providing ongoing 
habilitation, rehabilitation, and other services for the disabled. 

Introduced by Nye. 


H 947. FOOD INSPECTION FEE/EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT PRIVATE SCHOOL 
CAFETERIAS FROM THE SANITATION INSPECTION FEE." Amends GS 130A-248(d) to 
exempt private elementary and secondary school cafeterias from the $25 annual inspection fee. 
Introduced by Decker. 


H 948. SUSPEND PROF. LICENSE/DRUG FELONY. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION OF PROFESSIONAL AND OCCUPATIONAL LICENSES 
OR CERTIFICATIONS OF A DEFENDANT CONVICTED OF A STATE OR FEDERAL 
DRUG OFFENSE." Adds GS 90-98.1 to require that when any person holding an occupational 
license is convicted of a felony under GS Ch. 90, Art. 5 (Controlled Substances Act) or under 
Federal Drug Abuse Prevention and Control Act the Clerk of Court must forward a certified copy 
of judgment of conviction to the appropriate occupational licensing board. Effective Dec. 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Hayes. 


H 949, MANDATORY SENTENCE/DRUG DEALER. "TO IMPOSE A MANDATORY 
MINIMUM SENTENCE FOR SELLING OR DELIVERING DRUGS IN AMOUNTS NOT 
SUFFICIENTLY LARGE TO VIOLATE DRUG TRAFFICKING LAWS." Amends GS 
90-95(b) to impose a mandatory minimum sentence of seven years incarceration and a $25,000 
fine for persons who manufacture, sell or deliver, or possess with intent to manufacture, sell, or 
deliver a controlled substance classified in Schedule I or II of the Controlled Substances Act. 
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Requires mandatory minimum of three years and $10,000 fine for same conduct with respect to 
Schedule III, IV, V, or VI substances. Sentences also apply to conspiracy to commit the 
foregoing offenses. Suspended sentence or probation not allowed. Sentence may be reduced by 
one-third only upon recommendation of district attorney that offender has rendered substantial 
assistance to the government in prosecution of others. Youthful offenders treated the same as 
adults with respect to eligibility for release or parole. Sentences imposed for GS 90-95(b) 
offenses shall run consecutively. 

Introduced by Nichols. 


H 950. FIREARM USE DURING DRUG OFFENSE. "TO ESTABLISH A SEPARATE 
OFFENSE PUNISHABLE BY A MANDATORY MINIMUM TEN YEARS IMPRISONMENT 
WITHOUT PAROLE, GOOD TIME, OR GAIN TIME FOR POSSESSION OF A CONCEALED 
WEAPON OR USE OF A DEADLY WEAPON DURING THE COMMISSION OF A FELONY 
DRUG OFFENSE." Adds new GS 90-95.6 to make it a Class F felony, punishable by at least ten 
years imprisonment, for a person to possess a concealed weapon or use a deadly weapon while 
committing a felony offense under GS 90-95. Provides that new offense is a separate punishable 
offense from other felony offenses under GS 90-95; that a person sentenced under new section 
shall not receive a suspended sentence or probation and shall not be eligible for parole, good time, 
gain time, or committed youthful offender status; and that any sentence under new section shall 
Tun consecutively with any term of imprisonment imposed for a felony under GS 90-95 and any 
other sentence then being served by the person. Effective December 1, 1993, and applicable to 
offenses committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Nichols. 


H 951. DRIVING AFTER DRUG SUSPENSION. "TO MAKE IT A FELONY TO DRIVE 
WITHOUT A LICENSE AFTER A LICENSE HAS BEEN SUSPENDED OR REVOKED FOR 
AN IMPAIRED DRIVING OR CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE VIOLATION." Amends GS 
20-28 to make driving while their license is suspended for an impaired driving or controlled 
substance violation a Class J felony subject to imprisonment of not less than 90 days and a fjne of 
not less than $2,000. Prohibits suspended sentences, probation, and reduction of sentences for 
good time, gain time, or early parole. Conviction also leads to additional license suspension equal 
to original suspension. Effective Jan. 1, 1994 and applicable to offenses committed on or after 
that date. 

Introduced by Nichols. 


H 952. EMS/GOOD SAMARITANS. "TO CLARIFY THAT UNPAID VOLUNTEER 
MEDICAL DIRECTORS FOR EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES (EMS) AGENCIES ARE 
INCLUDED UNDER THE GOOD SAMARITAN STATUTE.” Amends GS 90-21.14, which 
grants immunity to certain volunteer good samaritans, to include within its provisions volunteers 
who serve as medical director of EMS agencies. 

Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 953. WASTEWATER SYSTEM CONTRACTORS. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH 
CAROLINA LICENSING BOARD OF ON-SITE WASTEWATER SYSTEM 
CONTRACTORS." Adds new article 9 to GS Ch. 87 establishing licensing board for on-site 
wastewater contractors. Creates seven-member board appointed by Governor to serve staggered 
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terms of seven years (four members must be on-site wastewater contractors, one must be an 
On-site wastewater inspector, and two must be disinterested members of the public). Makes it 
unlawful on or after Jan. 1, 1996, for any person or entity to engage in the construction, 
installation, or repair of on-site wastewater systems without a license issued by the Board, but 
excludes persons who construct, install or repair a conventional septic tank system on land owned 
by that person if the system is intended solely for that person’s use. Authorizes Board to set 
standards for the issuance, renewal, suspension, and revocation of licenses and sets maximum 
schedule of fees that Board can charge. Makes it a misdemeanor to violate licensing provisions 
and prohibits NC Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources from approving an on-site 
wastewater system unless the system is constructed, installed or repaired under the charge of a 
licensed on-site wastewater contractor. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 954. NON-CONFORMING USE AMORTIZATION. "REQUIRING JUST 
COMPENSATION FOR TAKING OF PROPERTY RIGHTS.” Creates GS 40A-70 to require 
monetary compensation when a local government requires a lawful land use or structure to be 
altered or removed and prohibits amortization of such uses and structures. Does not apply to 
ordinance or action by municipalities taken prior to effective date. 

Introduced by G. Miller, Fitch and Ramsey. 


H 955. FUTURE FARMERS MV PLATE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DIVISION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES TO ISSUE SPECIALIZED REGISTRATION PLATES BEARING THE EMBLEM 
OF THE FUTURE FARMERS OF AMERICA." Amends GS 20-79.4(b) to permit Division of 
Motor Vehicles to issue special plates, bearing emblem of Future Farmers of America and letters 
FFA, to members of supporters of organization. Requires at least 300 applications before 
Division may issue such a plate. 

Introduced by Stewart. 


H 956. SCHOOL BUS DRIVER PAY/LIABILITY. "TO ENHANCE THE PAY OF 
SCHOOL BUS DRIVERS AND GRANT THEM ADDITIONAL PROTECTION UNDER THE 
TORT CLAIMS ACT." Sets minimum pay of school bus drivers paid with State funds at $8 per 
hour for 1993-94 school year and increases pay $.50 per hour each school year until pay is $10 
per hour in 1997-98 school year. Provides for 10 paid holidays for school bus drivers starting in 
1993-94 school year. Amends GS 143-300.1(d) to provide that Attorney General may pay 
judgments against school bus drivers up to $250,000 if the driver is released from liability 
(provided the driver tests positive for drugs or is found guilty of driving while impaired). 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 957. REGULATE SMOKING IN PUBLIC. "TO REGULATE SMOKING IN PUBLIC 
PLACES AND TO ESTABLISH STANDARDS FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENTS ELECTING 
TO REGULATE SMOKING." Adds GS Ch. 14, Art. 61, regulating smoking in public buildings 
and limiting local authority to regulate smoking in such places. 

State-controlled buildings. Permits the dep’t, agency, institution, or person in charge of the 
following state-controlled buildings or areas to designate the following (and only those areas) as 
non-smoking areas: (1) a library open to public; (2) a museum open to public; (3) any other area, 
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if at least 25% of the area, of equal quality to non-smoking area, is designated as smoking area; 
(4) indoor spaces in buildings such as auditoriums, arenas, coliseums, or appurtenant buildings, if 
there is a designated smoking area in the lobby. Makes smoking in a designated nonsmoking area 
in a state-controlled building, after notice, an infraction, punishable by fine up to $25. 

Local ordinances. Provides that act does not supersede local ordinances and rules in effect 
on July 1, 1993. Prohibits enactment of local ordinances or rules on or after July 1, 1993, unless 
in conformity with act. Permits local government restrictions on smoking in following (and only 
those areas): (1) public buildings, defined as local government buildings, places of employment 
in local government buildings, public mass transit terminals, and restaurants with indoor seating 
Capacity, not counting bar or lounge areas, of at least 50; (2) public meetings, defined as 
assemblage authorized by state or local government or subdivision thereof; (3) indoor space in 
auditorium, arena, or coliseum, or appurtenant building thereof, not state-controlled; (4) library or 
museum open to public, not state-controlled; (5) public transit vehicles owned or leased by local 
government. 

Exemptions. Exempts the following from act (thereby presumably allowing no-smoking 
Tules to apply to those areas): (1) primary or secondary school or day care center, except 
teacher’s lounge; (2) enclosed elevator; (3) public school bus; (4) hospital, nursing home, or rest 
home, except for state-controlled mental health facilities; (5) local health dep’t; (6) nonprofit 
organization or corporation with primary purpose of discouraging use of tobacco by public; and 
(7) tobacco manufacturing, processing, or administrative facilities.

H 958. HOMEOWNER/CONDO. ASSOC. LIENS. "TO PROVIDE FOR HOMEOWNER 
AND CONDOMINIUM ASSOCIATION LIENS." Creates GS Ch. 44A, Art. 5, to give nonprofit 
homeowners’ or condominium owners’ associations a lien on lots or units for any assessment or 
fine levied against that lot or unit. Establishes priorities for this lien. provides that recordation of 
the declaration constitutes record notice and perfection of the lien. Requires association to furnish 
binding statements of unpaid assessments on request of owner. Makes conforming amendment to 
GS 47C-3-116. Effective January 1, 1994 and applies to assessments levied or fines imposed on 
or after that date.

H 959. LONG-TERM CARE/DOM. HOME MGRS. (=S 842). "FOR THE APPOINTMENT 
OF TEMPORARY MANAGERS FOR LONG-TERM CARE FACILITIES AND 
DOMICILIARY HOMES." Identical to S 842, introduced 13 April. 

Introduced by B. Miller. 


H 960. VOTER APPROVAL FOR TAX INCREASE. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION 
OF NORTH CAROLINA TO REQUIRE VOTER APPROVAL BEFORE MOST TAXES MAY 
BE LEVIED OR INCREASED, EXCEPT IN THE CASE OF AN EMERGENCY DECLARED 
BY THE GOVERNOR." Proposes to amend the State Constitution as title indicates and amend 
GS 153A-149 in conformation to the proposed amendment. , 

State Taxes. Proposes new Art. V, section 2(1a) and Art. III, section 5(11) to prohibit laws 
levying state taxes unless the law has been approved by the voters. Provides these exceptions: 
(1) laws that repeal specific tax exemptions; (2) laws that authorize local taxes; and (3) laws 
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passed pursuant to a gubernatorial declaration of a tax emergency. If new taxes are implemented 
without voter approval, pursuant to a gubernatorial declaration of emergency, voter approval must 
come within two years or the tax must terminate. 

Local Taxes. Proposes rewrite of Art. V, section 2(5), to require voter approval of property 
taxes, with these exceptions: (1) for general obligation debt service; (2) to supply an unforeseen 
deficiency in revenue (except for revenue of public enterprises); and (3) for any purpose 
authorized by the General Assembly by general law uniformly applicable throughout the state, up 
to total limit of $1.50 per $100 valuation. Amends GS 153A-149 to move those functions not 
subject to any tax rate limit (courts, elections, jails, schools, and mandated social services) under 
the general $1.50 rate limit. Proposes amendment to Art. V, section 2(4) and new Art. V, section 
5a, to require all other local taxes, including property taxes levied only in service districts, be 
levied only after voter approval. . 

Other Provisions. Directs that proposed amendments be submitted to statewide referendum 
on Tuesday after first Monday in November, 1993, or first statewide election, whichever earlier. 
If voters approve, amendments and revision to GS 153A-149 become effective Jan. 1, 1994, 
applying to taxes authorized or levied after that date.

_H961. INSURANCE FRAUD. "TO STRENGTHEN THE INSURANCE FRAUD LAW." 
Rewrites GS 58-2-161 to make it a class I felony to, with intent to injure, defraud, or deceive 
insurer: (1) present or cause to be presented any written or oral statement in support of claim for 
payment or other benefit, knowing statement contains false, incomplete, or misleading 
information re claim; or (2) assist, abet, solicit, or conspire to prepare or make such a oral or 
written statement. Requires defendant convicted of violation of section to pay restitution to 
insurer and insurer’s reasonable investigative costs and attorneys’ fees, in addition to regular 
punishment. Estops defendant, in any civil action of recovery based on claim for which defendant 
has been convicted under section, from denying elements of violations for which convicted. 
Permits insurer to be awarded treble damages, if can show court that defendant engaged in pattern 
of violations of section. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 962. LATE VIDEO RENTAL FEE PENALTY. "TO MAKEIT AN INFRACTION TO 
FAIL TO PAY THE LATE PAYMENT FEE ASSESSED FOR THE LATE RETURN OF A 
VIDEO CASSETTE TAPE." Adds new GS 14-401.15 making it a misdemeanor punishable by 
$50 fine to fail to pay the late payment fee assessed for the late return of a video cassette tape 
within ten days after receiving notice of the fee from the video rental store. Effective December 
1, 1993, and applicable to offenses committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Weatherly. 


H 963. NATIONWIDE INTERSTATE BANKING (=S 876). "TO AMEND THE 
REGIONAL RECIPROCAL BANKING ACT AND TO PROVIDE FOR NATIONWIDE 
INTERSTATE BANKING." Sets forth two sets of amendments to GS Ch. 53, Art. 17, the first 
effective on ratification, the second in 1996. 
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Changes effective upon ratification. Amends GS 53-210 to make the following changes to 
definitions: (1) "bank" is redefined to have the same meaning as under the Bank Holding 
Company Act of 1956 as amended (12 USC 1841[c]); (2) "NC bank holding company” is 
redefined to reduce from 80% to 50% the minimum amount of deposits which must be held by 
NC bank and regional bank subsidiaries; (3) “principal place of business" is redefined as that state 
with largest deposits on July 1, 1966, or date company became bank holding company, whichever 
later; and (4) "regional bank holding company" is redefined to reduce from 80% to 50% the 
minimum amount of deposits that must be held by regional bank and NC bank subsidiaries. 
Amends GS 53-211(a), 53-211(b), and 53-212(1), to change the parenthetical reference to the 
Garn-St. Germain Depository Institutions Act, to a reference to acquisitions assisted by the FDIC. 
Amends GS 53-211(b)(3) to allow waiver, rather than reduction, of requirement of period of 
existence and continuous operation under that paragraph. Amends GS 53-214 to provide that 
Banking Comm’n, rather than Banking Comm’r promulgates rules under that section. Amends 
GS 53-215 to remove appeals under GS 53-212(2) from the section and to provide that appeals 
from the Banking Comm’n are pursuant to GS 53-92. 

Changes effective July 1, 1996. Amends GS 53-209 and the title of the Article, to retitle the 
Article as the NC Reciprocal Interstate Banking Act. Amends GS 53-210 to make the following 
changes to definitions: (1) "bank" and "principal place of business" are redefined in the same way 
as provided in the paragraph above; .(2) "NC bank holding company" is redefined to remove the 
component of the definition dealing with deposits, leaving the definition as a bank with a 
principal place of business in NC and not controlled by a bank holding company other than an NC 
bank holding company; (3) Adds a definition of "out-of-state bank holding company", as a bank 
holding company with a principal place of business outside NC, and removes definitions 
concerned with regional banks and regional bank holding companies; (4) modifies the definition 
of "deposits" to remove the exclusion of deposits by banks. Amends GS 53-211(a) and 53-211(b) 
in the same manner as in the paragraph above, repealing GS 53-212. Generally rewrites the 
standards for Comm’r approval of acquisition of NC bank holding companies by out-of-state 
(now, regional) bank holding companies without NC bank subsidiaries, in GS 53-211(a), to one of 
reciprocity, allowing acquisition if state in which out-of-state bank headquartered permits 
acquisitions by NC bank holding companies. Makes same changes to GS 53-215 as summarized 
in paragraph above. Makes conforming changes to GS 53-213.

H 964. EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN FORMULA. "DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION TO REVISE THE FUNDING FORMULA FOR EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN." 
Directs the State Board of Education to set the funding formula for exceptional children for 
1993-94 so that the funding is no less than that for 1988-89 (adjusted to reflect subsequent salary 
increases). Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by P. Wilson and J. Preston. 


H 965. REPEAL PRISON CAP. "TO INCREASE PUBLIC SAFETY BY REPEALING THE 
PRISON STABILIZATION ACT." Repeals subsections (d) through (g) of GS 148-4.1, thereby 
deleting statutory implementation of prison cap, and deletes reference to prison cap in GS

148-32.1. Also revises GS 148-4.1(c) to delay availability of early parole by three months, except 
when Secretary of Corrections certifies that the person poses no threat to society. 
Introduced by P. Wilson. 


H 966. RENEGOTIATE PRISON CAP SETTLEMENT. "DIRECTING THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL TO APPLY TO THE UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT FOR RELIEF FROM 
THE SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT IN THE CASE OF SMALL V. MARTIN." Directs NC 
Attorney General to apply to the United States District Court for the Eastern District of North 
Carolina for relief from the prison cap implemented pursuant to the settlement agreement reached 
in that court in the cases of Small v. Martin and Thorne v. Martin. 

Introduced by P. Wilson. 


H 967. LIVING WILLS CLARIFIED. "TO CLARIFY THE DECLARATION OF THE 
RIGHT TO A NATURAL DEATH." Makes several amendments to GS 90-321, which permits 
persons to declare a preference for natural death. Makes clear that medical procedures need not 
be invasive in order to be extraordinary and therefore not to be used to prolong life of person 
making declaration. Permits declaration to be either (a) witnessed by two witnesses or (b) proved 
before clerk or assistant clerk of court or notary. (Now, requires both.) Permits employees of 
health facility at which declarant is patient, or employee of nursing home or group care home at 
which declarant resides to witness declaration. Adds provision to form declaration that allows 
declarant to indicate priority of declaration and competing health care power of attorney. Directs 
Medical Care Comm’n to ensure that form declarations are available in doctor’s offices and other 
health care institutions and that patients have their rights peel explained to them. Effective 
Julyelesioo os 

Introduced by Gamble. 


H 968. VOTERS APPROVE ANNEXATION. "TO RESTRICT FORCED ANNEXATIONS." 
Amends GS 160A-49 to permit involuntary annexation by cities of 5,000 or more only if 
following conditions met: (1) petition for annexation must have been received from at least 15% 
of property owners in the area; (2) council must pass annexation ordinance by vote of at least 
two-thirds of members present and voting; and (3) annexation must be approved by qualified 
voters in area proposed for annexation. Amends GS 160A-37 to permit involuntary annexation by 
cities of less than 5,000 only if annexation approved by qualified voters in area proposed for 
annexation. Introduced by Decker. 


H 969, DEMOLITION ASPHALT SUNSET OFF. "TO REMOVE THE SUNSET ON THE 
ACT PERMITTING THE USE OF DEMOLITION ASPHALT AS FILL: Repeals SL 1991, Ch 
537, Sec. 3 (set July 1, 1993 as deadline for use of used asphalt demolition debmis is as fill outside 
of permitted landfills and solid waste disposal facilities). 

Introduced by DeVane. 


H 970. PARENT INVOLVEMENT/SCH. PLANS. "TO ENHANCE PARENTAL 
INVOLVEMENT IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF LOCAL SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT 
PLANS." Amends GS 115C-238.3 to require that parents serving on advisory panels for 
developing student performance goals and building level committees developing strategies for 
achieving these goals not be employees of the school unit or the building staff, respectively, and 
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that the parents reflect the racial and socioeconomic composition of the students involved. 
Committee meetings are to be held at a convenient time to assure substantial parent participation. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Wright and Cummings. 


H 971. SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLAN AMENDS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS CHANGES 
TO THE MANNER IN WHICH LOCAL SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLANS ARE ADOPTED 
AND IMPLEMENTED." Amends GS 115C-238.3, which provides for school improvement 
plans, to make following changes: (1) modifies existing requirement for teacher involvement in 
planning to require that half of members of advisory panel be teachers (now, half of "staff" 
members) and to require that teacher members be selected by secret ballot among all teachers in 
school; (2) requires that building-level plans for attaining student performance goals include a 
plan for use of staff development funds made available to the school; (3) requires principal, by 
each Oct. 1, to disclose to all affected personnel the total allocation of funds for differentiated 
pay; and to make available to all such personnel, at end of year, report on disbursement of such 
funds; and (4) gives schools until April 15 (now, March 1) to develop building-level plan or have 
school board develop plan in lieu of school-developed plan. Adds new GS 115C-238.8 requiring 
local school boards to distribute on basis of average daily membership state-appropriated funds 
for staff development to implement building-level plans.

H 972. EDUCATION STANDARDS COMWM’N (=S 878). "TO CREATE THE NORTH 
CAROLINA EDUCATION STANDARDS AND ACCOUNTABILITY COMMISSION.” Adds 
Art. 8A to GS Ch. 115C to create the NC Education Standards and Accountability Comm’n 
housed in, but exercising powers independently of, the Office of the Governor. Comm’n to have 
25 members, serving four-year terms, appointed as follows: 17 appointed by Governor (including 
two DPI representatives, one knowledgeable about program and curriculum and one 
knowledgeable about research and development; four appointed by the Speaker (including one 
House member); and four appointed by the President pro tem. (including one Senator). Specifies 
various interests to be represented by Comm’n membership, including two parents of public 
school children and representatives from UNC and Dep’t of Community Colleges. Appointments 
made before August 1, 1993. 

Specifies duties to be discharged by Comm’n in order to develop high and clearly defined 
standards for NC public schools and to develop assessments to assure that high school graduates 
meet these standards. Comm’n shall hold public hearings as necessary and seek to reach broad 
statewide consensus on what students should learn and know. Comm’n shall report to State 
Board of Education on standards and assessments no later than July 1, 1994. Specifies schedule 
for implementation of standards and system of assessments (if State Board adopts them), which 
includes a pilot test of the system of assessments to be conducted in Spring semester of 1994-95 
and standards to be implemented statewide in the 1995-96 school year. Comm’n shall annually 
advise the General Assembly, Governor, and State Board of Education, and may contract for 
professional, clerical, and consultant services. Comm’n members shall receive per diem, 
subsistence, and travel allowances. Effective upon appropriation by the General Assembly of 
funds for implementation; Comm’n terminates December 31, 2000.

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H 973. HIV ASSAULT. "TO CREATE THE CRIMINAL OFFENSE OF HIV ASSAULT." 
Adds GS 14-32.3 to create Class H felony offense of HIV assault. The offense is committed 
when a person, knowing he or she is infected with HIV, (1) engages in intimate contact with 
another (defined as exposure to bodily fluid in manner that could transmit HIV virus); or (2) 
transfers, donates, or provides blood, tissue, semen, organs, or other infectious body fluid for 
transfusion, transplantation, insemination, or other administration; or (3) transfers to another any 
nonsterile intravenous or intramuscular drug paraphernalia that the offender has used. Violation 
is punishable by imprisonment up to 10 years, fine up to $20,000, or both. Requires mandatory 
five-year term; prohibits suspended sentence, probation, early parole, or early release. Also 
makes offender civilly liable for damages if another becomes HIV infected as result of violation. 
Makes it an affirmative defense that person exposed know that defendant was HIV infected, know 
that the action could result in HIV infection, and consented to action with that knowledge. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1993; applies to offenses committed on or after that date. Contains severability 
clause.

H 974. AIDS TEST/SEX OFFENDERS. "TO PROVIDE THAT A DEFENDANT, AFTER A 
FINDING OF PROBABLE CAUSE OR INDICTMENT FOR COMMITTING A 
NONCONSENSUAL SEX OFFENSE, SHALL BE TESTED FOR AIDS UPON THE REQUEST 
OF THE VICTIM." Creates new GS 15A-615 allowing victim, or parent, guardian or guardian ad 
litem of minor victim, to request that defendant be tested for HIV infection after a finding of 
probable cause or the issuance of an indictment for a nonconsensual sex offense listed in bill. 
Requires district attorney, upon such request, to petition court to require defendant to be tested for 
HIV infection (testing to be performed by Department of Correction if defendant is in its custody 
and by local health department in all other circumstances). Provides that test results will be given 
to victim and defendant, but that results are not admissible as evidence in any criminal 
proceeding. Effective December 1, 1993, and applicable to offenses occurring on or after that 
date. —

S 867. CHIROPRACTOR ON HEALTH BOARD. "TO PROVIDE THAT MEMBERSHIP 
ON COUNTY BOARDS OF HEALTH SHALL INCLUDE LICENSED CHIROPRACTORS." 
Requires that the membership of county boards of health (GS 130A-35) shall include one licensed 
chiropractor, unless such professional is not available for appointment, and reduces 
representatives of the general public from three to two members of the board. 
Introduced by Jordan. 


S 868. LIQUIDATE DISSOLVED CORPORATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
LIQUIDATION OF ASSETS OF CERTAIN DISSOLVED CORPORATIONS WITHOUT 
REQUIRING COURT INVOLVEMENT." Adds new. GS 55-17-03(c) to allow corporation 
dissolved by operation of law before July 1, 1990 to wind up and liquidate its business in 
accordance with Article 14 of Chapter 55. 

Introduced by Soles. 
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S 869. MASTER APPLICATION/BUSINESS LIC. "TO IMPLEMENT A MASTER 
APPLICATION SYSTEM FOR BUSINESS LICENSES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE TO IMPLEMENT THE MASTER 
APPLICATION SYSTEM." Rewrites GS 147-54.16, which now requires Office of Sec’y of 
State to develop operating plan for automated master application system for business licenses, to 
require Office to implement and administer such a system. Provides for single application 
through Office of Sec’y of State, and provides immunity for applicant if Office fails to apply for 
required license and applicant did not know license required. Permits licensee, notified by Office 
of Sec’y of State that appropriate agency has issued license, to proceed with licensed activity 
without having physical possession of license. Directs Business License Information Office to 
implement system in two phases, by July 1, 1994 and Jan. 1, 1996, and describes each phase. 
Appropriates $438,139 in 1993-94 and $203,215 in 1994-95 from General Fund to Dep’t of Sec’y 
of State to implement plan. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Plyler and Conder. 


S 870. MILK SANITATION PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO FUND THE MILK SANITATION 
INSPECTION PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund to Department of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources $183,068 for each year of the 1993-94 biennium for personnel 
costs of the Milk Sanitation Inspection Program. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Plyler. 


S 871. IMPROVEMENT CONTRACTOR LICENSE. "TO AUTHORIZE CITIES AND 
TOWNS TO LICENSE CONTRACTORS ENGAGED IN THE BUSINESS OF MAKING 
IMPROVEMENTS TO BUILDINGS AND STRUCTURES AND TO INCREASE THE 
COLLECTIBILITY OF MUNICIPAL PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAXES." Amends GS 105-109(e) 
to provide that a city may impose upon person convicted (of misdemeanor) of failing to pay 
privilege license tax and additional civil penalty of $25 per day for each day license unpaid. Adds 
new GS 105-109.2 permitting cities to levy privilege license tax on persons engaged in business 
of making improvements to buildings and structures, when the improvement cost exceeds $200; 
exempts trades licensed by state occupational licensing boards from such tax. Sets out minimum 
information to be included in application for such a license, and provides that person who engages 
in such a business without license must, in addition to other penalties, pay to taxing city a penalty 
of $500 for each project undertaken without license. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Odom and Ward. 


S 872. FAMILY CARE HOME/RESIDENTIAL USE. "TO PROVIDE THAT FAMILY 
CARE HOMES SHALL BE TREATED AS RESIDENCES FOR PURPOSES IN ADDITION 
TO ZONING," Amends GS 168-22 to provide that family care homes be deemed a residential 
use of property in determining various governmental assessments and charges and for 
classification for insurance. 

Introduced by Carpenter and Conder. 


S 873. HEALTH CARE FACILITY ACCESS-2. "TO PROTECT A PERSON’S ACCESS TO 
HEALTH CARE FACILITIES." Creates new GS 14-277.4 to provide criminal penalties for 
obstruction of health care facilities. Makes it a misdemeanor under subsection (a), punishable by 
imprisonment for not less than thirty days and not more than six months (with the minimum 
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sentence not subject to suspension), to obstruct access to or from a health care facility. Makes it a 
misdemeanor under subsection (b), punishable by imprisonment of not more than six months, to 
interfere with access to or from a health care facility or disrupt the normal functioning of such 
facility; lists conduct that violates subsection (b), including but not limited to threatening to inflict 
injury on employees or patients of facility. Provides further that a second violation of either (a) or 
(b) within three years of the first violation is punishable by imprisonment for not less than six 
months and not more than two years (with the minimum sentence not subject to suspension); and 
that a third or subsequent violation of either (a) or (b) within three years of the most recent 
violation is a Class I Felony. Also provides that any person aggrieved under GS 14-277 may seek 
an injunction, the violation of which constitutes criminal contempt and is punishable by 
imprisonment for not less than thirty days and not more than six months. Clarifies that section 
does not prohibit any person from engaging in lawful speech or picketing that does not interfere 
with a person’s access to health care or the delivery of health care. 

Revises GS 14-277.2(a) to make it a misdemeanor to possess or have immediate access to 
any dangerous weapon during a demonstration upon any private health care facility.

S 874. ALIMONY LAW CHANGES. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE LAWS PERTAINING 
TO ALIMONY AS RECOMMENDED BY THE FAMILY LAW SECTION OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA BAR ASSOCIATION." Rewrites provisions of GS Ch. 50 relating to alimony as 
follows: (1) provides that alimony may be awarded to a dependent spouse if the court determines 
that an award of alimony is equitable after considering factors specified in statute (repeals current 
law requiring dependent spouse to prove that supporting spouse committed adultery, abandoned 
the dependent spouse, or committed other specified marital misconduct); (2) provides that, in 
determining the amount, duration, and manner of payment of alimony, the court must consider 
and make findings of fact with respect to relevant factors, such as the ages, education, and 
physical, mental, and emotional conditions of both spouses, the incomes of the spouses, the 
duration of the marriage, the relative needs of the spouses, marital misconduct of either spouse, 
and other factors specified in the statute; (3) defines marital misconduct as illicit sexual behavior, 
abandonment, or other specified misconduct (similar to grounds for alimony under current GS 
50-16.2) committed during the marriage and prior to the date of the parties’ separation (but allows 
post-separation marital misconduct to be considered as corroborating evidence of pre-separation 
marital misconduct); (4) allows either party to request a jury trial on the issue of marital 
misconduct; (5) repeals current law barring award of alimony to dependent spouse who 

committed adultery (but allows marital misconduct of both parties to be considered in determining 
whether an award of alimony is equitable and in determining the amount of alimony); (6) provides 
that alimony and post-separation support terminate upon the death of either the supporting or 
dependent spouse or if the dependent spouse remarries or engages in cohabitation; (7) replaces 
provisions regarding "alimony pendente lite" with new provisions for "post-separation support; 
(8) allows award of post-separation support to dependent spouse whose resources are not adequate 
to meet his or her reasonable needs; (9) provides that post-separation support may be paid until 
the date specified in the post-separation support order, the date of an order granting or denying 
alimony, or the date of a judgment of equitable distribution, whichever occurs first, and may not 
be ordered for a period longer than 12 months from the date of the initial order, unless continued 
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for an additional fixed period of time to allow a pending request for alimony or equitable 
distribution to be determined; and (10) provides that repeated acts of adultery, excessive alcohol 
or drug abuse, or cruel and barbarous treatment endangering the life of the other spouse 
committed by the dependent spouse prior to separation may be grounds for denying or reducing 
post-separation support. Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applicable to actions, claims, or motions filed 
on or after that date.

Prohibits Comm’n from issuing certificate unless it finds, on 
preponderance of evidence, that (1) present and reasonably foreseeable future water needs of 
source basin are protected; (2) benefits of transfer outweigh detriments; (3) significant detrimental 
effects have been mitigated as reasonably possible; (4) amount of water to be transferred and its 
proposed use are necessary and reasonable; (5) applicant (or parent or affiliates) is financially 
qualified to implement responsibilities under certificate; and (6) applicant (and parent and 
affiliates) in substantial compliance with other environmental laws. Amends GS 143-215.6A(a), 
which provides for $10,000 civil penalty for violation of various statutes, to include violation of 
Comm ’n rules under this part and failure to secure certificate, or abide by certificate, required by 
part. Makes conforming amendments to other statutes. Effective July 1, 1993.

CHILD FATALITY PREVENTION SYSTEM BY ESTABLISHING COMMUNITY CHILD 
PROTECTION TEAMS IN EACH COUNTY, TO ADD ONE MEMBER TO THE CHILD 
FATALITY TASK FORCE, TO DIRECT THE STATE CENTER FOR HEALTH STATISTICS 
TO STUDY CHILDHOOD DEATHS IN THE STATE, AND TO MAKE AN 
APPROPRIATION.” Amends GS 143-571 to establish a statewide, multidisciplinary, 
multiagency child fatality prevention system, to be phased in by July 1, 1995. Provides that 
purpose of team is to assess selected cases in which children are being served by child protective 
services and all deaths of children. Amends GS 143-573 to add to State Fatality Child Task Force 
one director of county dep’t of health app’ted by Governor upon recommendation of President of 
NC Ass’n of Local Health Directors. Renames NC Child Fatality Review Team as NC Child 
Fatality Prevention Team and increases membership from 9 to 11, with additional members being 
a public member appt’ed by Governor and the Child Fatality Prevention Team Coordinator. 
Specifies that Local Teams include representatives of public and nonpublic community agencies 
that provide services to children and their families. Provides that duties of Local Team are to 
review all child fatalities, review selected active cases in which children being served by child 
protective services, recommend system improvements and report findings in connection with 
reviews of child fatalities to Team Coordinator. Specifies that Local Team that reviews child 
fatality to include, in addition to regular members, an emergency medical services provider or 
firefighter, a district court judge, a county medical examiner, and a representative of a local day 
care facility or Head Start program. Sets out duties of Team Coordinator, including developing 
plan to establish Local Teams, developing operating procedures for Team, providing training, 
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monitoring work of Teams, and reporting to State Team. Rewrites duties of director of county 
dep’t of social services and adds duties of county health director. Repeals provisions creating 
State Child Fatality Task Force, effective February 1, 1995. Appropriates from General Fund to 
EHNR, Division of Maternal and Child Health $112,685 for fiscal 1993-94 and $146,987 for 
fiscal 1994-95 to implement child protection teams and fund Team Coordinator and appropriates 
to State Center for Health Statistics $31,242 for fiscal 1993-94 and $45,514 for fiscal 1994-95 to 
determine feasibility of linking service delivery state agency databases. 


S 570. IMPROVE SEDIMENTATION CONTROL. Intro. March 25. Senate committee 
substitute specifies that approved erosion plan is valid for not less than two nor more than five 
years, as determined by Comm ’n; requires the Sec’y of EHNR to notify person of alleged 
violation by means authorized by GS 1A-1, Rule 4; allows lawsuit to recover assessment to be 
filed in county in which violation occurred as well as county where violator resides; and provides 
that section of bill that deals with approval of erosion control plans takes effect June 30 and 
remainder of bill takes effect October 1, 1993 instead of upon ratification. | 


S 708. LOCAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/6; comm. sub. adopted 4/15. Senate 
amendment adds City of Clinton and Sampson County to coverage of bill.

financing, or (ii) construction, management, etc. of any building or facility owned by or to be 
acquired by state, or its financing, must be referred to Committee on Capital Expenditures and 
Improvements; (6) adds new Rule 42.3A to require specified fiscal note from Fiscal Research 
Div’n for bill proposing change in law that could cause net increase in length of prison sentence 
served or number of persons incarcerated; (7) adds new Rule 42.3B to require that local bill 
affecting State Highway System must be referred to Committee on Transportation; and (8) 
amends Rule 47 (recall of bill from committee) to allow chairman of committee to which bill is 
assigned, with consent of two-thirds of Senate present and voting, to recall measure to be referred 
to another committee.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 975. POSTPONE WASTE SITE SELECTION. "TO POSTPONE THE SELECTION OF 
A PREFERRED SITE FOR A LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT 
FACILITY FOR THE SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE 
MANAGEMENT COMPACT UNTIL AT LEAST ONE OTHER STATE HAS LICENSED A 
NEW LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE FACILITY." Notwithstanding GS Ch. 104F and 
104G, directs the NC Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority, not to select a 
preferred site for a low-level radioactive waste disposal facility unless a state other than NC has 
obtained an approved license for a low-level radioactive waste disposal facility under its laws 
and in compliance with federal laws. Effective on ratification and applicable to any site that has 
not been selected as a preferred site under GS 104G-9 on or after that date. 

Introduced by DeVane and Lee. 


H 976. ABOLISH WASTE MANAGEMENT BOARD. "TO ABOLISH THE 
GOVERNOR’S WASTE MANAGEMENT BOARD, TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES, 
AND TO TRANSFER THE OFFICE OF ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION TO THE 
OFFICE OF WASTE REDUCTION." Repeals GS Ch. 143B, Art. 7, Part 4A establishing the 
Governor’s Waste Management Board. Transfers the Board’s authority under G.S. 104E-6.2 
(relating to local ordinances prohibiting low-level radioactive waste facilities) and under G.S. 
Ch. 130B (relating to hazardous waste management) to the Dep’t of Env., Health, & Nat. 
Resources. Deletes references to the Board from other statutes. Transfers the Office of 
Environmental Education in DEHNR to the Office of Waste Reduction in DEHNR. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by DeVane. 


H 977. ENTRY OF JUDGMENT RULE. "TO AMEND THE ENTRY OF JUDGMENT 
RULE, RULE 58 OF THE RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE, AS REQUESTED BY THE 
NORTH CAROLINA BAR ASSOCIATION.” Revises GS 1A, Rule 58 to provide that the date 
judgment is entered in civil case is the date a prepared judgment, signed by the judge before 
whom the case is pending, is filed with the clerk of court. Requires party who prepares 
judgment, in absence of contrary direction by judge, to serve copy on all parties within three

days of entry of judgment; and provides that when service is not so made, judgment is stayed until 
copy is served on all parties.

DEPARTMENT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE TO IMPLEMENT THE MASTER 
APPLICATION SYSTEM." Identical to S 869, introduced 15 April.

H 980 SEARCH WARRANT DISCLOSURE. "TO LIMIT THE DISCLOSURE OF 
SEARCH WARRANT APPLICATIONS AND SEARCH WARRANTS PENDING THE 
RETURN OF THE WARRANT." Amends GS 15-245 to prohibit disclosure of contents of 
search warrant application or search warrant, except in course of service of warrant, until return of 
walrant or expiration of 48 hours, whichever first occurs. Effective 30 days after ratification. 
Introduced by Alexander. 


H 981. ORGANIC PRODUCTS CERTIFICATION (=S 849). "TO PROVIDE FOR A 
VOLUNTARY PROGRAM FOR THE CERTIFICATION OF ORGANICALLY PRODUCED 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS." Identical to S 849, introduced 14 April. 

Introduced by James. 


H 982 FARM PRODUCE HAULING PERMITS. "TO AUTHORIZE SPECIAL 
OPERATION PERMITS FOR HAULING FARM PRODUCE." Amends GS 20-199.1 to require 
Dep’t of Transportation to issue, on application of owner or operator, permit for special operation 
of motor vehicle that does not exceed specified weight limits (generally, gross weight of 88,000 
pounds, single axle weight of 22,000, and tandem axle weight of 42,000) to haul farm produce 
within 35 miles of NC farm where grown.

H 983. PISTOL PERMIT REWRITE. "TO PROVIDE A WAITING PERIOD FOR 
ISSUANCE OF A PISTOL PERMIT, TO LIMIT A PERSON TO ONE PERMIT IN ANY 
CALENDAR YEAR, AND TO PROVIDE THAT PISTOL PERMITS ARE ISSUED BY THE 
SHERIFF IN ALL COUNTIES." Repeals GS Ch. 14, Art. 53 allowing clerk of court to issue 
pistol permits in certain counties. Amends G.S. 14-404 (relating to issuance of pistol permits by 
sheriff) to (1) provide that no pistol permit may be issued until 7 calendar days have elapsed from 
the date of application, and (2) provide that a permit may not be issued to a person who has 
already been issued a permit in the same calendar year. Provides that, in the case of conflict 
between this act and any local act, the provisions of this act prevail to the extent of the conflict. 
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Provision limiting issuance of pistol permits to persons who have already been issued a permit in 
the same calendar year is effective on ratification; other provisions of act are effective Dec. 1, 
1993.

H 984 BAN ASSAULT WEAPONS. "TO BAN ASSAULT WEAPONS." Amends GS 14-409 
to establish new classification of "restricted weapon", which includes (1) any U.S.-made 
semiautomatic rifle designated by N.C. Attorney General that is not generally recognized as 
particularly suitable for or readily adaptable to sporting purposes, (2) any imported firearm 
prohibited by federal law, and (3) any of 37 listed makes and models of firearms. Declares 
manufacture, sale, donation, disposition, use, or possession of machine gun, submachine gun, or 
restricted weapon to be Class I felony (now, misdemeanor), with enumerated exceptions to which 
is added registered souvenir weapons from former wars. Effective Dec. 1, 1993.

H 985. HEALTH CARE FACILITY ACCESS-2 (=S 873). "TO PROTECT A PERSON’S 
ACCESS TO HEALTH CARE FACILITIES." Identical to S 873, introduced 15 April. 
Introduced by Michaux. 


H 986. AMEND DANGEROUS DOG LAW. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING 
DANGEROUS DOGS." Amends GS 67-4.2 to specify the type of enclosure and warning signs 
that an owner must use when restraining a dangerous dog on the owner’s property. Also adds 
new GS 67-4.2(a1) to require owner, within seven days after it is determined that dog is 
dangerous, to have dog tatooed with an identification number or mark on the inside of the right 
hind leg; also requires owner, within 72 hours of death of dangerous dog, to notify appropriate 
county or municipal authority of dog’s death. Revises GS 67-4.1 to provide that an appeal to 
superior court from a determination that a dog is dangerous shall be heard as a review of the 
record rather than de novo. | 

Adds new GS 67-4.6 to provide for euthanizing of dangerous dog when owner willfully or 
in a grossly negligent manner violates certain provisions of dangerous dog article. Provides for 
appeal rights similar to appeal rights when dog is determined to be dangerous. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 987. OPTOMETRY LAW CHANGES. "TO ESTABLISH PEER REVIEW FOR 
OPTOMETRISTS AND TO ESTABLISH AN OPTOMETRIST PRIVILEGE." Adds new article 
6A to GS Chapter 90 authorizing North Carolina State Board of Examiners in Optometry (Board) 
to enter into agreements with the North Carolina State Optometric Society (Society), or its local 
components, for the purpose of conducting peer review activities. Directs that Societies operating 
under agreement with Board investigate, review, and evaluate practices of optometrists and 
establish program for impaired optometrists for purpose of evaluating their ability to function as 
optometrists. Gives Board authority to provide funds for administration of impaired optometrist 
program, including procedures for monitoring treatment and rehabilitation of impaired 
optometrists. Requires Societies operating under agreement with Board to report to the Board any 
optometrist who constitutes an imminent danger to the public or to himself or herself; who refuses 
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to cooperate with the program, refuses to submit to treatment, or is still impaired after treatment 
and exhibits professional incompetence; or who would be subject to any other disciplinary action. 
Immunizes from civil action peer review activities conducted in good faith. 

Adds new GS 8-53.9 to create optometrist/patient privilege protecting any information 
acquired in the course of professional optometric services, except that presiding judge of superior 
or district court may compel disclosure when necessary to the proper administration of justice and 
not in violation of any statute or rule.

H 988. SPEECH ASSISTANT PROGRAM. "TO AMEND THE SPEECH AND 
LANGUAGE BOARD CHANGE TO PERMIT THE DEVELOPMENT OF A LICENSED 
PARAPROFESSIONAL ASSISTANT PROGRAM." Permits the Board of Examiners for 
Speech and Language Pathologists and Audiologists to develop and implement a paraprofessional 
speech and language assistant program that will apply the licensure provisions of GS Ch. 90, 

Art. 22. 

Introduced by Nye. 


H 989. PODIATRY MEDICAID SERVICE. "TO ADD PODIATRY TO THE MEDICAID 
SERVICES THAT DO NOT REQUIRE THE AUTHORIZATION OF THE MEDICAID 
RECIPIENT’S PERSONAL CARE PHYSICIAN." Requires the Div’n of Medical Assistance, 
Dep’t of Human Resources, to add podiatry to the list of Medicaid-provided health care services 
that do not require the authorization of a Medicaid recipient’s personal care physician. Effective 
July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Beall. 


H 990. REGULATE INTERBASIN TRANSFERS (=S 875). "TO REGULATE 
INTERBASIN TRANSFERS." Identical to S 875, introduced 15 April. 
Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 991. RECOGNITION OF FOREIGN JUDGMENTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
RECOGNITION AND ENFORCEMENT IN NORTH CAROLINA OF CERTAIN 
JUDGMENTS RENDERED BY COURTS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES." Adds new NC Foreign 
Money Judgments Recognition Act as GS Ch. 1C, Art. 18. Provides for recognition and 
enforcement in NC of judgments by foreign countries granting or denying recovery of a sum of 
money (other than judgments for taxes, fines, or penalties, or for support in matrimonial or family 
matters). Grounds for nonrecognition of foreign money judgments include: judgments entered 
under systems that do not provide impartial tribunals or procedures compatible with requirements 
of due process, judgments entered without personal jurisdiction over the defendant or jurisdiction 
over the subject matter, judgments obtained by fraud, judgments repugnant to the public policy of 
NC, and judgments entered without adequate notice to the defendant. Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and 
applicable to foreign judgments entered on or after that date. 

Introduced by B. Miller. 


H 992. INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND USE. "TO EXPAND THE TYPES OF 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FOR WHICH THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND 
MAY BE USED." Expands the types of industries that may qualify for industrial development 
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funds under GS 143B-437A(a) to include computer and data processing businesses, as well as 
operations of wholesale or retail distribution centers (currently, only manufacturing, process 
productions, or industrial operations). Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Baddour and Redwine. 


H 993. HISTORIC COURTHOUSE GRANTS. "TO INCREASE COURT FACILITY FEES 
TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO ASSIST IN THE RESTORATION OF NORTH CAROLINA’S 
HISTORIC COURTHOUSES." Revises GS 7A-304(a) to increase court facility fees by $1 in 
criminal, civil, and estates and trusts cases for purpose of using such additional fees for 
restoration of historic courthouses. Adds new GS 121-13.5 establishing a matching grants 
program within the Dep’t of Cultural Resources, which shall distribute grants according to criteria 
developed by the Division of Archives and History. Requires dollar-for-dollar match from local 
funds, sets maximum of one restoration grant per courthouse per year, and limits amount of grant 
to no more than 10% of funds available each year. 

Introduced by Rogers and R. Thompson. 


H 994. INCREASE FLEXIBILITY/SCHOOL FUNDS (=S 882). "TO PROVIDE 
GREATER FLEXIBILITY IN LOCAL SCHOOL BOARD EXPENDITURES AND PROVIDE 
INCENTIVES FOR GREATER FISCAL RESPONSIBILITY." Amends GS.115C-12 to direct 
State Board of Education, beginning with 1993-94 fiscal year, to combine existing local funding 
allotments so that there are allotments for only four purposes: School Administration, 
Noncertified Personnel, Extended Services, and Consolidated Allotment. For budgetary reporting 
and accounting purposes, requires units to continue to provide expenditure information at such 
detailed levels as State Board may require, and provides that presentation, control, and reporting 
of salary and salary-related objects shall be in accordance with present law and practice. Provides 
that at the close of the fiscal year, unencumbered balances allotted under Extended Services and 
Consolidated Allotment categories shall not revert, but may be used thereafter for one-time 
expenditures that do not impose continuing obligations on the State or the local unit and that 
directly contribute to improved student performance. Amends GS 115C-47 to authorize local 
boards of education to enter into agreements with other local school boards for shared delivery of 
services, and to investigate whether private business can provide maintenance, janitorial, clerical, 
or similar services at less cost and more efficiently. If board finds private provider would be 
preferable, authorizes board to contract for those services under general laws and regulations 
governing State purchase and contract.

H 995. UTILITY RATE CLASSES. "TO PROMOTE FAIRNESS AMONG CUSTOMER 
GROUPS IN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF UTILITY RATES AND TO ENHANCE THE 
COMPETITIVENESS OF INDUSTRIES LOCATED WITHIN THE STATE." Amends GS 
62-133(a) to require the NC Utilities Comm’n to fix rates in a manner that does not 
disproportionately benefit some classes of consumers at the expense of others when rates are 
measured by considering the public utility’s cost of providing service; Comm’n shall consider 
effect of rates on competitiveness of industries in NC. 

Introduced by Barbee and Brawley. 
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H 996. DEREGULATE NEIGHBORHOOD DAY CARE. "TO REMOVE CHILD DAY 
CARE HOMES CARING FOR FEWER THAN FIVE CHILDREN FROM STATE DAY CARE 
REGULATION UNDER ARTICLE 7 OF CHAPTER 110 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." 
Amends the definitions of "child day care" and "child day care home" under GS 110-86 to 
increase from two to four the maximum number of children who may be cared for in a child day 
care home that is not subject to regulation by the Dep’t of Human Resources under GS Ch. 110. 
Effective on ratification, but does not affect pending litigation or pending administrative action. 
Introduced by Brawley. 


H 997. ESTHETICIAN/MANICURIST REGIS. "TO ESTABLISH A REGISTRATION 
REQUIREMENT FOR ESTHETICIANS, TO INCLUDE ARTIFICIAL NAIL PROVIDERS 
WITHIN THE DEFINITION OF MANICURIST, TO INCREASE THE COURSE HOURS FOR 
REGISTERED MANICURISTS, AND TO REMOVE THE EXEMPTION FOR MANICURISTS 
PRACTICING OUTSIDE COSMETIC ART SHOPS." Adds new GS 88-3.1 defining esthetician 
as a person other than registered cosmetologist who engages in practices of skin care, makeup 
artistry, facials, or body waxing. Adds new GS 88-31, and revises GS 88-1 and 88-21(a), to 
require estheticians to obtain certificate of registration from Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners 
(Board). Sets application fee at $30, license fee at $30, and annual renewal fee at $30; and 
requires estheticians to complete program of study of at least 750 hours in cosmetic art school or 
college approved by Board and pass a satisfactory examination conducted by Board. 

Revises GS 88-8 to redefine manicurist as person who performs manicuring or pedicuring 
services, including trimming, filing, sculpturing, shaping, and decorating fingernails or toenails 
and applying sculptured or other artificial fingernails or toenails. Removes exemption from 
provisions of chapter for manicurists practicing outside cosmetic art shops, except for manicurists 
who perform manicuring in a barbershop operating under GS 86A-13. Increases from 150 to 300 
hours the classroom requirements to become a registered manicurist. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994, except that Board may adopt implementing rules upon ratification 
and that any person applying to become registered manicurist on or before Dec. 31, 1993, shall be 
required to complete no more than 150 classroom hours to obtain certificate of registration. 
Introduced by Holt. 


H 998. STRENGTHEN LITTER LAW. "TO PROHIBIT DUMPING OF TRASH ON THE 
PROPERTY OF ANOTHER, TO DOUBLE THE MINIMUM FINES FOR LITTERING 
OFFENSES, AND TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES TO OFFER REWARDS TO APPREHEND 
FELONY LITTERERS." Repeals a 1989 act that repealed GS 14-399.1, with the effect of 
reviving that statute which makes it a misdemeanor punishable by $500 fine and/or 30-day 
imprisonment to intentionally dump litter on the property of another, increased to $1,000 fine 
and/or six months imprisonment for second or subsequent violation. Amends GS 14-399, which 
makes several forms of littering a misdemeanor, to double the minimum fines which may be 
imposed for violation, and to authorize counties to offer rewards leading to arrest and conviction 
of persons committing felony littering violation (unlawful dumping of more than 500 pounds of 
commercial waste or any amount of hazardous waste).

H 999. EXCEPTIONAL CHILD GRADUATION REQ.-2. "TO DIRECT THE STATE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION TO REEVALUATE THE GRADUATION RULES FOR 
CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS AND TO SUSPEND THE APPLICATION OF OLD 
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RULES PENDING THE REEVALUATION." Amends GS 115C-81(b) as title indicates. Directs 
State Board of Education to authorize independent study with existing funds, to be completed by 
Dec. 15, 1993. Suspends any rules concerning graduation standards adopted by Board in two 
years before Dec. 15, 1993, and directs State Board to reevaluate and modify rules by Mar. 15, 
1994, 

Introduced by Holt. 


H 1000. BILLBOARD SIZE/HEIGHT/SPACING. "TO REGULATE THE SIZE, HEIGHT, 
AND SPACING OF BILLBOARDS." Adds GS 136-130.1 providing that outdoor advertising 
signs are subject to the following limitations: limits maximum area of each side of a sign structure 
to 300 square feet; prohibits double-decking of sign faces with one sign on top of another; 
prohibits placement of signs within 1,000 feet of another sign, within 1,000 feet of an interchange 
or rest area, or within 25 feet of a highway right-of-way; and limits maximum height of signs to 
25 feet from level of pavement. Requires Dep’t of Transportation to issue rules to implement act 
within 90 days from date of ratification. 

Introduced by Holt. 


H 1001. ENCOURAGE SCHOOL BLDG. RENOVATION. "TO ENCOURAGE LOCAL 
BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO RENOVATE OLD SCHOOL BUILDINGS INSTEAD OF 
REPLACING THEM." Requires local boards of education, when developing the long-range 
school facility plans required by GS 115C-521, to consider the costs and feasibility of renovating 
old school buildings instead of replacing them. Boards shall not invest any money in any new 
building unless they submit to the State Sup’t an analysis that (1) compares the costs and 
feasibility of building the new building and of renovating the old building, and (2) clearly 
indicates the desirability of building the new building. Makes other technical changes to GS 
115C-521. Effective July 1, 1993; applies to all long-range school facility plans developed after 
July 1, 1993 and all plans for school construction submitted to the State Sup’t after July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Jack Hunt. | 


H 1002. SPECIAL ED. DRIVERS EDUC. AGE. "TO EXTEND THE AGE FOR 
RECEIVING DRIVER EDUCATION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHILDREN WITH 
SPECIAL NEEDS." Amends GS 115C-216(a) and GS 20-88.1 to require state and local boards 
of education to make driver training available to children with special needs until they graduate 
from or leave public high school, regardless of age. "Children with special needs" are defined in 
GS 115C-109, excluding academically gifted and pregnant students. 

Introduced by Jack Hunt. 


H 1003. REGIONAL FACILITIES AUTHORITIES. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE CREATION 
OF UNIVERSITY AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT REGIONAL FACILITIES AUTHORITIES, 
SETTING FORTH THE POWERS OF SUCH AUTHORITIES AND AUTHORIZING 
CERTAIN POWERS TO UNITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT THAT ARE MEMBER UNITS 
OF SUCH AUTHORITIES." Creates new GS Ch. 160A, Art. 20, Part 4 to authorize one or more 
units of local government and one or more constituent institutions of the UNC to create a regional 
facilities authorities (RFA’s) to develop and operate regional facilities for sports, fitness, health, 
recreational, entertainment, and cultural activities. RFA’s are public authorities that are subject to 
the Local Government Budget and Fiscal Control Act. However, contracts by RFA’s relating to 
the acquisition, construction, or equipping of regional facilities are not subject to GS Ch. 143, 
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Art. 8. Authorizes RFA’s to issue bonds or notes to carry out the purposes of the act. Provides 
that such bonds and notes may be secured by revenues of regional facilities, debt service subsidy 
payments from local governments, and real or personal property connected with the facility, but 
shall not be secured by a pledge of the faith and credit of the state or any agency or unit of local 
government or be deemed to create an indebtedness of the state, any state agency, or any unit of 
local government. Authorizes local governments that are members of RFA’s to enter into special 
obligation agreements or other commitments to pay debt service subsidy payments to RFA’s, 
provided that such agreements or undertaking do not obligate the local government to exercise 
any power of taxation. Provides that regional facility projects undertaken by RFA’s, and bonds or 
notes issued by RFA’s, are exempt from state and local taxes (except inheritance or gift taxes). 
Introduced by Stamey. 


H 1004. PUBLIC AIRPORT SIGNS. "TO EXEMPT PUBLIC AIRPORT TRAFFIC SIGNS 
FROM THE REQUIREMENT FOR UNIFORM SIGNS AND TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICES 
ON HIGHWAYS." Adds new GS 136-30(e) to exempt publicly-owned airports from 
requirement that informational and direction signs conform to Uniform Manual on signs; retains 
requirement that regulatory traffic signs conform to Manual. 

Introduced by Stamey. 


H 1005. REGULATE FUNERAL PROCESSIONS. "TO REGULATE FUNERAL 
PROCESSIONS AND TO CODIFY THE RULES OF THE ROAD WITH REGARD TO 
FUNERAL PROCESSIONS." Adds new GS 20-160.1 to set rules of the road for funeral 
processions including provisions to: (1) require operator of lead vehicle to comply with 
traffic-control signals, but allow other vehicles in funeral procession to proceed through 
intersection without stopping after lead vehicle has crossed intersection in accordance with traffic 
signal; (2) require funeral processions to proceed at the posted minimum speed on highways or 
interstates or at a speed no less than 5 mph under the maximum speed limit when no minimum 
speed is posted; (3) require oncoming traffic to proceed normally when meeting a funeral 
procession; (4) prohibit vehicles following a funeral procession on a 2 lane highway from 
attempting to pass a funeral procession; and (5) prohibit the operator of a vehicle facing a green 
light at an intersection through which a funeral procession is passing from entering the 
intersection unless doing so will not cross the path of the funeral procession. Effective Dec. 1, 
1993. | 

Introduced by Wainwright. 


H 1006. ALL-TERRAIN VEHICLES. "TO REGULATE ALL-TERRAIN VEHICLES." 
Adds GS 20-219.31 through -219.41 to regulate operation of all-terrain vehicles (ATVs), defined 
as any motorized off-highway vehicle 50 inches or less in width, weighing 600 pounds or less, 
trvelling on three or more low-pressure tires, and having a saddle or flat bench seat; Dep’t of 
Transportation may designate other off-highway vehicles as ATVs. Prohibits operation of ATV 
by anyone under 16, or by anyone 16 or older without ATV endorsement on motor vehicle 
operator’s license, issued only on demonstrated ATV operating competence. Operation of ATV 
on highway right of way prohibited, except for crossing under specified limitations. Violation is 
subject to civil penalty not exceeding $200 per violation. Not applicable to motorized 
wheelchairs. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Smith. 
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H 1007. 2ND JUVENILE CODE REVISION (=S 881). "TO ESTABLISH A SECOND 
JUVENILE CODE REVISION COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
EXISTING JUVENILE CODE THAT RELATE TO DELINQUENCY AND RECOMMEND 
NECESSARY REVISIONS." Establishes a Second Juvenile Code Revision Committee as an 
adjunct committee of the Governor’s Crime Comm’n to study problems relating to the 
delinquency provisions of GS Ch. 7A and other specified laws, and to recommend necessary 
revisions that will preserve the rights of juveniles and the best interests of the state. Provides that 
the committee will terminate on Feb. 28, 1995, and must make a full and complete report to the 
General Assembly by Mar. 1, 1995. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1008. UP PENALTIES/WEAPONS IN SCHOOL (=S 891). "TO MAKE IT A CLASS I 
FELONY TO POSSESS OR CARRY A FIREARM ON SCHOOL PROPERTY OR TO ALLOW 
A MINOR TO POSSESS OR CARRY A WEAPON ON SCHOOL PROPERTY." Amends GS 
14-269.2 (1) to make it a Class I felony for any person to possess (now, "to carry") any kind of 
firearm; (2) to make it a misdemeanor to possess or carry any bowie knife, dirk, dagger, 
slungshot, leaded cane, switchblade knife, blackjack, metallic knuckles, or other similar weapon; 
and (3) to make it a Class I felony to permit minor to possess or carry any of several listed 
weapons. Only applies where act is done on bus or property of a public or private school and 
weapon is not used solely for instructional or school-sanctioned ceremonial purposes. Effective 
as to offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993.

H 1009. SCHOOL CRIME REPORTS REQUIRED (=S 879). "TO REQUIRE SCHOOL 
PRINCIPALS TO REPORT CERTAIN CRIMES ON SCHOOL PROPERTY TO LAW 
ENFORCEMENT." Identical to S 879, introduced 15 April. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1010. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED (=S 880). "TO ENABLE LOCAL BOARDS 
OF EDUCATION TO EXPEL FROM SCHOOL THOSE STUDENTS WHOSE CONTINUED 
PRESENCE IN SCHOOL CONSTITUTES A CLEAR THREAT TO THE SAFETY AND 
HEALTH OF OTHER STUDENTS OR EMPLOYEES." Identical to S 880, introduced 15 April. 
Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1011. CREDIT INS. PREMIUM RATES. "TO DEFINE THE PRESUMPTION OF 
REASONABLENESS FOR CREDIT LIFE AND CREDIT ACCIDENT AND HEALTH 
INSURANCE PREMIUMS." Amends GS 58-57-35(a) to provide that premium rates for credit 
life and credit accident and health insurance that are not greater than the rates specified in GS 
58-57-40 and 58-57-45 are conclusively presumed to be reasonable. Adds provision requiring 
Comm’r of Insurance to approve credit insurance premiums that exceed the rates specified in 
these sections if the insurer shows that the benefits of the insurance may reasonably be expected 
to be reasonable in relation to the premium rates filed for the group or groups of insured to whom 
the premium rates would be applied, considering the past and prospective loss experience of the 
group, the reasonable costs and expenses attributable to the insurer and creditor making coverage 
available, and other relevant factors including a fair return to the insurer and creditor. 
Introduced by Hensley. 
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H 1012. BOARD OF ELECTIONS TRANSFER. "TO TRANSFER THE FUNCTIONS OF 
THE STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS OTHER THAN CAMPAIGN FINANCE TO THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE, TO CREATE THE POSITION OF DEPUTY SECRETARY OF 
STATE FOR ELECTIONS TO HANDLE THE PREVIOUS FUNCTIONS OF THE 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARY-DIRECTOR OF THAT BOARD AND TO CANVASS 
ELECTIONS AND TO CREATE A CAMPAIGN FINANCE BOARD." Extensively rewrites 
GS Ch. 163 and conforms many other statutes as title indicates. Abolishes State Board of 
Elections and gives Sec’y of State all powers now held by Board of Elections to make rules 
governing primaries and general elections, appoint members of county boards of elections, and 
otherwise to regulate and administer state and local elections. When incumbent Sec’y of State is 
candidate for re-election, elections-related duties of Sec’y as to that office are to be administered 
by Lt. Governor, or if that office is vacant, by Attorney General. Amends GS 163-27 to create 
office of Deputy Sec’y of State for Elections, appointed by Sec’y for four-year term, to administer 
elections functions under direction of Sec’y Adds GS 163-278.6A, establishing in Dep’t of 
Secretary of State the Campaign Finance Board, comprising six members: two appointed by 
Governor, two by General Assembly on recommendation of President pro tem. and two by 
General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, all serving four-year terms beginning 1993. 
Of each pair of appointees, one shall be from majority party and one from minority party, as 
determined by statewide voter registration. Chair is appointed by Governor annually. from Board 
membership. Amends GS 163-278.21 to transfer from State Board of Elections to Campaign 
Finance Board responsibility for administering GS 163-278.6 through -278.40I, regulating state, 
county, and municipal campaign finances. Deputy Sec’y of State for Elections is to administer 
these laws under directions of Board. Effective May 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 1013. NO PARTY REGISTRATION. "TO ABOLISH VOTER REGISTRATION BY 
PARTY AND TO MAKE OTHER CONFORMING CHANGES.” Repeals GS 163-74 requiring 
registered voters to state political party affiliation or register as unaffiliated voters. Amends GS 
163-59 and 163-283 to allow a registered voter to vote in the primary election of any political 
party that he chooses on the day he votes, provided that no person may vote in the primary of 
more than one party in the same election, and no person who voted in the first primary of one 
party may vote in the second primary of another party in the same election cycle. Makes 
conforming changes to laws regarding absentee voting, presidential preference primaries, and 
other election laws. Repeals GS 163-106(b) requiring candidates in primary elections to be 
affiliated with the political party in whose primary he is attempting to file. 

Repeals GS 153A-27 (regarding filling of vacancies on county boards of comm’rs in certain 
counties) and makes provisions of GS 153A-27.1 applicable to all counties with respect to filling 
of vacancies on county boards of comm’rs. Amends GS 160A-63 (relating to filling of vacancies 
in elective offices of cities whose elections are conducted on a partisan basis) to require the 
appointing authority to consult with the executive committee of the political party that nominated 
the vacating official and to appoint the person recommended by that party committee if the 
committee makes a recommendation within 30 days of the occurrence of the vacancy and restricts 
voting to members who represent precincts containing voters eligible to vote in an election for the 
seat held by the vacating official. 

Amends GS 7A-142 (relating to filling of vacancies for district court judges) to require the 
district bar to consult with the executive committees of the political party that nominated the 
vacating judge and to submit to the Governor three names from a list of six names of lawyers 
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recommended jointly by the party committees of counties within the district, provided that the 

party committees make a recommendation within 10 days of the vacancy and restrict voting to 

members who represent precincts which consist at least partly of territory within the district. 
Amends GS 105-159.1 to allocate funds from the NC Political Parties Financing Fund based 

on the designations of participating taxpayers rather than on party affiliation of registered voters. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 1014. CANDIDATE MULTIPLE FILING. "TO ALLOW PERSONS TO BE 
CANDIDATES IN MORE THAN ONE PARTY PRIMARY." Amends GS 163-106 to delete 
the requirement that a person must be affiliated with a political party to be eligible to file as a 
Candidate in that party’s primary. A person qualified for a state or local office may file a notice of 
candidacy for that office in the primary of more than one party; if nominated by more than one 
party, the person may appear on the general election ballot as the nominee of any party that has 
nominated him. Amends GS 163-213.5 to delete the requirement that election petitions for a 
person seeking the office of the President of the United States must be signed by voters affiliated, 
by registration, with the same party as the candidate for whom petitions are filed; requires, 
instead, that voters (but not candidate) be affiliated with the political party at whose primary the 
petitions are directed. Candidate may appear on the presidential primary ballot of another party. 
Repeals statutes providing for the filling of vacancies by appointment for several offices: 
GS 163-11 (General Assembly); GS 153A-27, 153A-27.1 (board of comm’rs); GS 161-5 (register 
of deeds); GS 162-5, 162-5.1 (office of sheriff); GS 160A-63 (city elective office); and GS 
7A-142 (district court judge). Adds new provisions to require special elections for filling of 
vacancies in each of the foregoing offices and sets forth nominating procedures. Rewrites GS 
152-1 (coroner vacancy) to the same effect. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 
Introduced by Grady. 


H 1015. INFRACTION PROCEDURES. "RELATING TO PRAYERS FOR JUDGEMENT 
IN INFRACTION CASES WHERE THE NATIONAL SAFETY COUNCIL DEFENSIVE 
DRIVING COURSE, OR A SIMILAR APPROVED COURSE, HAS BEEN COMPLETED BY 
THE PERSON CITED." Adds new GS 15A-1114(h) to provide that (1) upon successful 
completion of the National Safety Council Defensive Driving Course, or other driving clinic or 
course approved by the Div’n of Motor Vehicles, and (2) payment of court costs and fee 
established by DMV for the course, a person cited for a traffic infraction may be issued a prayer 
for judgment continued, provided that the person has not received a prayer for judgment 
continued during the five years before the date of the infraction. Requires traffic citations to 
advise the person cited of the opportunity to execute a written waiver of appearance, to explain 
the availability of a prayer for judgment continued under GS 15A-1114(h) and to list where to 
obtain information about the defensive driving course. Authorizes chief district court judge to 
establish an administrative procedure for approval of prayer for judgment continued under GS 
1S5A-1114(h).

H 1016. 5 YEAR DRIVERS LICENSE RENEWAL. "TO CHANGE THE GENERAL 
DRIVERS LICENSE RENEWAL CYCLE FROM FOUR TO FIVE YEARS." Amends GS 
20-7(f) to provide that a drivers’ license expires on the birthday of the licensee in the fifth year 
following the year of issuance. Provides that a person who applies for renewal of a drivers’ 
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license is not required to take a written examination or road test unless the person has been 
convicted of a traffic violation or had prayer for judgment continued on a traffic violation within 
five years of the renewal application. Increases the fees for class A and class B licenses from 
$15.00 to $18.75; increases fee for class C license from $10.00 to $12.50. Effective Oct. 1, 1994. 
Introduced by R. Hunter. 


H 1017. HIGHWAY CONDEMNATION DAMAGES. "TO MODIFY THE PROVISIONS 
RELATING TO THE MEASURE OF DAMAGES IN CONDEMNATION ACTIONS." Adds 
new GS 136-112(3) to require the Dep’t of Transportation to pay the reasonable costs of 
improvements if in taking of property it becomes necessary for owner to make improvements on 
remaining property to allow ingress and egress. Also revises GS 136-18(27) to require Dep’t, 
within 90 days of ratification, to establish policies and issue rules concerning voluntary property 
owner or highway user participation in costs of maintenance or improvement of roads that would 
not otherwise be performed by Dep’t and that would benefit the property owner or highway user. 
Introduced by Gamble. 


H 1018. EQUINE ACTIVITY IMMUNITY. "TO PROVIDE IMMUNITY FROM 
LIABILITY FOR EQUINE ACTIVITIES." Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Dickson. 


H 1019. CHILD SUPPORT FEES CHANGE. "TO ADJUST THE CHILD SUPPORT FEES 
CHARGED NONRECIPIENTS OF AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 
FOR CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT TO FOCUS ON THOSE MOST IN FINANCIAL 
NEED." Amends GS 110-130.1(a) to provide that a non-AFDC recipient who receives child 
support enforcement services and whose income is below an amount set by the Dep’t of Human 
Resources (and adjusted annually for inflation) must pay an application fee of $25. A non-AFDC 
recipient who receives child support enforcement services and whose income is above the amount 
set by DHR must pay an application fee of $25 and additional fees for specific child support 7 
enforcement services received by the individual, based on a standardized fee schedule for services 
established by DHR. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Dickson. 


H 1020. NO ANIMAL ANTIFREEZE POISON. "TO PROHIBIT PLACEMENT OF 
ANTIFREEZE IN AREAS WHERE IT MAY POISON ANIMALS." Amends GS 14-401 to 
make it unlawful to put any antifreeze that contains ethylene glycol and that is not in a closed 
container in any public street or alley, or on any lot in a town or city, or on any public road, open 
field, woods or yard in the country. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Gardner. 


H 1021. BUSINESS LICENSE REPORTS. "TO REQUIRE THAT ALL STATE AGENCIES 
ISSUING BUSINESS LICENSES OR PRIVILEGE LICENSES REPORT QUARTERLY TO 
THE BUSINESS LICENSE INFORMATION OFFICE THE NUMBER OF LICENSES ISSUED 
BY CATEGORY." Adds new GS 147-54.18 as title indicates. Effective for licenses issued on 
and after July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Spears. 
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H 1022. PUB. ASSISTANCE DIRECT DEPOSIT. "TO PHASE IN THE DIRECT DEPOSIT 
OF CASH PAYMENT PUBLIC ASSISTANCE." Creates a new GS 108A-26.1 requiring Dep’t 
of Human Resources to ensure that recipients of cash payments under public assistance programs 
have access to direct deposit of those payments. The Dep’t is to establish a schedule to phase in 
this requirement which must be met for all recipients by July 1, 1995, and must report quarterly 
beginning Oct. 1, 1993 to the General Assembly, including proposals for necessary legislation 
and appropriations. 

Introduced by Spears. 


H 1023. CLARIFY JUVENILE CODE. "TO CLARIFY THAT ARTICLE 48 OF THE 
JUVENILE CODE AND ALL ITS PROVISIONS ARE DEALING WITH DELINQUENT 
JUVENILES." Adds new GS 7A-593.5 to define the term "juvenile" as used in GS Ch. 7A, Art. 
48 (law-enforcement procedures in delinquency proceedings) to mean the same thing as 
"delinquent juvenile" as defined in GS 7A-517(12). 

Introduced by Spears. 


H 1024. PARENTAL CONSENT MINOR’S ABORTION. "TO REQUIRE PARENTAL OR 
JUDICIAL CONSENT FOR UNEMANCIPATED MINOR’S ABORTION." Adds new GS Ch. 
90, Art. 1A, Part 2 to prohibit a physician from performing an abortion upon an unemancipated 
minor without the written consent of the minor and of a parent with custody of the minor, the 
minor’s legal guardian, or a parent with whom the minor is living. Allows emergency abortions. 
Allows a pregnant minor to petition the district court judge assigned to hear juvenile matters for 
waiver of the parental consent requirement if neither of the minor’s parents nor the minor’s 
guardian is available to consent, if all of the persons from whom consent must be obtained refused 
to consent, or if the minor elects not to seek consent of her parent or guardian. Provides that a 
pregnant minor must be provided with appointed counsel to assist her in petitioning for waiver of 
parental consent. Requires the district court judge to waive the requirement of parental consent if 
the court finds that the minor is mature and well-informed enough to make the abortion decision 
on her own, or if it would be in the minor’s best interests that parental consent not be required, or 
if the minor is a victim of felonious incest. Provides that proceeding for waiver of parental 
consent are confidential and, if the pregnant minor requests, no summons or other notice may be 
served on her parents, guardian, or custodian. Provides that any person who intentionally 
performs an abortion with knowledge that, or with reckless disregard as to whether, the person 
upon whom the abortion is to be performed is an unemancipated minor, or who intentionally or 
knowingly fails to comply with the requirements of the act, is guilty of a misdemeanor. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993. | 
Introduced by Decker. 


H 1025. FORFEIT FLEEING VEHICLE. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE VEHICLE IN 
WHICH A PERSON FLEES OR ATTEMPTS TO ELUDE A PURSUING POLICE VEHICLE 
IS SUBJECT TO FORFEITURE UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 
20-141(j) to provide that when a person is convicted of fleeing or attempting to elude arrest by 
operating a vehicle at a speed of 70 miles per hour or more, the vehicle is (in court’s discretion) 
subject to forfeiture under procedures prescribed in GS 14-86.1, irrespective of whether violation 
is a felony. Effective only for offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Decker. 
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H 1026. INFORMED CONSENT BEFORE ABORTION. "TO ENACT THE WOMAN’S 
RIGHT TO KNOW ACT REQUIRING INFORMED CONSENT OF THE PREGNANT 
WOMAN BEFORE ABORTION MAY BE PERFORMED." Creates new GS Ch. 90, Art. 1E, 
entitled "Woman’s Right To Know Act," prohibiting abortion except with voluntary and informed 
consent of woman. Provides that, except in the case of a medical emergency, abortion is 
voluntary and informed only if: (1) physician who is to perform abortion informs woman at least 
24 hours before abortion of nature of proposed procedure, risks, and alternatives; the probable 
gestational age of the fetus; and the medical risks of proceeding to term; (2) physician, referring 
physician, or certain persons designated by either physician inform woman at least 24 hours 
before abortion that the Dep’t of Human Resources publishes printed materials on alternatives to 
abortion, which the woman has a right to review; that medical assistance benefits, described in the 
Dep’t’sartment’s printed materials, may be available for prenatal care, childbirth, and neonatal 
care; and that the father would be liable for child support (this last information may be omitted in 
the case of rape); (3) a copy of the printed materials has been provided to the woman if she so 
requests; and (4) the woman certifies in writing before the abortion is performed that the 
information described in (1), (2), and (3) has been provided to her. Requires further that when a 
medical emergency compels the performance of an abortion, the physician must inform the 
woman of the medical basis supporting the physician’s judgment that an abortion is necessary. 
Makes it a misdemeanor for physician to perform abortion in violation of article except when 
physician can show by a preponderance of the evidence that furnishing the required information 
would have had a severe adverse effect on the patient. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to 
develop and publish printed materials described in article.

H 1027. FORUM SELECTION FOR NC CONTRACTS. "PROVIDING THAT ANY 
FORUM SELECTION PROVISION IN A CONTRACT ENTERED INTO IN NORTH 
CAROLINA IS VOID AS AGAINST PUBLIC POLICY." Adds GS 22B-10, declaring void as 
against public policy any provision in contract entered into in NC requiring that any action arising 
from that contract be instituted in another state. Applies to any contract entered into on or after 
Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Hackney. 


H 1028. TAXPAYER RIGHTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR STATE TAXPAYERS’ RIGHTS." 
Amends GS Ch. 105 to require the Sec’y of Revenue to publish at least once a year a statement of 
taxpayer rights that sets forth the following: (1) the taxpayer’s right to have tax information kept 
confidential; (2) the rights of the taxpayer and the obligations of the Dep’t during an audit; (3) the 
procedure for a taxpayer to appeal an adverse decision of the Dep’t; (4) the procedure for 
claiming a refund for an alleged overpayment; (5) the procedure for a taxpayer to request 
information, assistance, and interpretations or to make complaints; (6) penalties and interest that 
may apply and the basis for requesting waiver of a penalty; and (7) the procedures the Dep’t may 
use to enforce the Revenue Act, including assessment, jeopardy assessment, enforcement of liens, 
and garnishment and attachment. Copy of bill of rights to be distributed to each taxpayer the 
Dep’t contacts regarding determination or collection of a tax and to each taxpayer who requests a 
copy. 

: Sets forth taxpayer rights applicable to in-person interviews between a taxpayer and the 
Dep’t relating to determination or collection of a tax, including the right to record the interview, 
the right (at or before the interview) to a written and oral explanation of the audit and collection 
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process and the taxpayer’s rights in the process, and the right to be represented at the interview. 
Taxpayer not liable for any penalty or additional assessment attributable to the erroneous advice 
of the Dep’t, if taxpayer relied upon advice and if penalty or additional assessment did not result 
from taxpayer’s failure to provide adequate information. Sec’y may not use records of 
enforcement results or production goals to evaluate Dep’t employees involved in tax collection, 
but may use records of taxpayer complaints. Sets forth additional notice requirements from Dep’t 
to taxpayer for final assessments and jeopardy assessments; judicial review of jeopardy 
assessments available to taxpayer. 

Sec’y must wait 30 days after the taxpayer is given the notice of final assessment before 
issuing a warrant for collection of taxes. Exempts from levy, attachment, and garnishment (1) 
real and tangible personal property to the extent exempt from federal levy under section 6334 of 
the Internal Revenue Code; (2) intangibles to extent exempt under section 6334(a)(4), (6), (7), (8), 
(10), (11), and (12); and (3) 90% of taxpayer’s salary or wages per month. Administrative appeal 
of liens and judicial review of jeopardy levies available to taxpayer. Authorizes Sec’y to enter 
into an agreement with taxpayer providing for payment of tax in installments and waiver of 
penalties. Effective January 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Hackney. 


H 1029. PESTICIDE APPLICATOR LICENSING. "TO SIMPLIFY THE LICENSING 
REQUIREMENTS FOR CERTAIN PESTICIDE APPLICATORS." Provides that persons 
licensed by the Pesticide Board as pesticide applicators in a classification that permits the 
application of pesticides for control of household pests in outside areas may apply those 
pesticides in outside areas without being licensed by the Structural Pest Control Committee under 
GS Ch. 106, Art. 4C. 

Introduced by Culp. 


H 1030. MORTGAGE SATISFACTION AMEND. "TO FACILITATE ENFORCEMENT 
OF THE LAW REQUIRING A MORTGAGEE TO PROVIDE NOTIFICATION OF THE 
SATISFACTION OF A MORTGAGE OR DEED OF TRUST." Amends GS 45-36.3 to provide 
that forwarding a satisfied deed of trust, mortgage, or other instrument or cancelled document to 
person providing payment in satisfaction of debt, if so requested in writing at time of final 
payment, is a compliance with requirement that such documents be forwarded to grantor, trustor, 
or mortgagor. Adds GS 45-36.3(e) to authorize service on Sec’y of State when holder of deed of 
trust, mortgage, or other security instrument is not registered to do business in NC. Amends GS 
1-75.4 to confer on NC court that has jurction oversubject matter jurisdiction also of the person 
served under Rules 4(j) or 4(j1) of Rules of Civil Procedure when action arises out of a claim to 
recover for any benefit derived by defendant, including an action under GS 45-36.3 against 
out-of-state defendant who fails to comply with that section with regard to mortgage or deed of 
trust secured by NC real property. Applies to mortgages and deeds of trust satisfied after 
ratification of act.

H 1031. JUV. LAW STUDY COMM. MEMBERS. "TO ADD A REPRESENTATIVE OF 
THE DIVISION OF JUVENILE SERVICES OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF THE 
COURTS TO THE JUVENILE LAW STUDY COMMISSION." Amends GS 7A-740(a) as title 
indicates. New member to be appointed by the Governor to two-year term, changing number of 
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members on the Comm’n from 18 to 19 voting members, from 14 to 15 appointed by the 
Governor. The initial appointee to serve until June 30, 1994, and the successor’s term to begin on 
July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1032. RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY DISCLOSURE. "TO CREATE THE RESIDENTIAL 
PROPERTY DISCLOSURE ACT." Adds new GS Ch. 47E requiring the owner of residential 
property to provide the purchaser of the property, no later than the time of acceptance of the real 
estate purchase contract, either (1) a residential property disclaimer statement stating that the 
owner makes no representations or warranties as to the condition of the property and 
improvements, and that the property is sold "as is” with all defects that may exist, except as 
otherwise provided in the real estate purchase contract, or (2) a residential property disclosure 
statement disclosing those defects of which the owner has actual knowledge regarding the 
property’s water and sewer systems, insulation, structural systems, plumbing, electrical, heating, 
and air-conditioning systems, wood-destroying insect infestation, land-use matters, hazardous or 
regulated materials, or other material defects. Does not apply to the first sale of a dwelling that 
has never been inhabited and to certain other specified transfers. Allows purchaser to terminate 
real estate purchase contract without penalty and obtain refund of deposit if owner fails to provide 
disclaimer or disclosure statement prior to acceptance of real estate purchase contract, provided 
that the purchaser has not executed a written waiver, separate from the real estate purchase 
contract, of the purchaser’s right of termination, and provided that the purchaser gives notice of 
termination within three days after delivery of the disclosure or disclaimer in person (or within 
five days after the date the disclosure or disclaimer was mailed). The purchaser’s right to 
terminate is waived if not exercised prior to settlement or occupancy by the purchaser. Provides 
that an owner is not liable for any error, inaccuracy, or omission in a disclosure if the error, 
inaccuracy, or omission was not within the actual knowledge of the owner or was based upon 
information provided by public agencies, contractors, surveyors, wood-destroying insect control 
experts, or other home inspection experts that the owner reasonably believed to be correct, and the 
owner was not grossly negligent in obtaining the information from a third party and transmitting 
it. In the event of a negligent misrepresentation in a disclosure statement, allows the purchaser to 
bring an action, within 1 year from the date the purchaser received the disclosure statement, for 
actual damages suffered as a result of defects existing in the property as of the date of execution 
of the real estate purchase contract which were required to be disclosed and of which the 
purchaser was not aware at the time of settlement. Allows purchaser to pursue other remedies 
against an owner in the event of the owner’s knowing and willful misrepresentation of the 
condition of the property. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 1033. FIRE FIGHTER CLASSIFICATIONS. "TO DEFINE A PROFESSIONAL FIRE 
FIGHTER’S EMPLOYEE RETIREMENT CLASSIFICATION AND BENEFIT ACCRUAL 
RATE FOR MEMBERS AND BENEFICIARIES OF THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Amends GS 128-21 to include a definition of 
"Professional Fire Fighter" as a full-time paid employee of a NC Dep’t of Insurance certified fire 
dep’t who is actively serving in a position with assigned duties and responsibilities for fire 
prevention, detection and suppression. Amends GS 128-27 to establish service retirement 
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allowance for professional fire fighters retiring on or after July 1, 1993 at 2.5% of the average 
final compensation multiplied by the number of years of service. Includes provision for early 
separation and early retirement. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1034. SMALL CONTRACTS/UNLIC. CONTRACTOR. "TO ALLOW PUBLIC 
CONTRACTS INVOLVING LESS THAN FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS TO BE 
AWARDED TO NONLICENSED CONTRACTORS." Revises GS 87-1 to provide that the 
provisions governing general contractors shall not apply to contractors performing construction or 
repair work under a contract awarded under GS 143-131 (allowing counties, cities, towns, or 
other subdivisions of state to award construction or repair contracts under $50,000 through 
informal bidding process). 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 1035. RESTORATIVE JUSTICE ACT (=S 915). "TO PROVIDE A BALANCED STATE 
CORRECTIONAL SYSTEM THAT WILL BOTH PROTECT THE PUBLIC AND PROVIDE 
MORE EFFECTIVE AND EQUITABLE CORRECTIONAL PROGRAMMING FOR ALL 
SENTENCED OFFENDERS." Adds new article 81B to GS Chapter 15A creating varied 
sentencing options for persons convicted of crimes. Requires Department of Correction (DOC) to 
develop correctional system with four basic correctional levels: (1) community sanctions; (2) 
intermediate sanctions; (3) institutional sanctions; and (4) community reintegration services. 

Directs that community sanctions level have two primary programs (regular probation and 
fines) for purpose of making offenders pay restitution and ensuring that misdemeanants and 
lower-level, nondangerous offenders without extensive prior criminal records comply with all 
court-ordered conditions of sentence. Provides that offenders sentenced to regular probation shall 
pay restitution to community and identifiable crime victims; also provides that court may require 
offenders to perform community service. Sets minimum and maximum terms for regular 
probation depending on nature of offender. Provides that Division of Adult Probation and Parole 
(Division of Probation) may administratively reduce regular probation term or increase intensity 
of probation supervision depending on offender’s compliance with court-ordered conditions of 
sentence (including restitution). Also provides that if offender continues to violate court-ordered 
conditions, Division of Probation may refer offender to DOC hearing officer to determine 
whether person should be returned to court to be resentenced at intermediate sanctions level or be 
kept in regular probation at even higher level of supervision. 

Directs that intermediate sanctions level have single primary program (intensive probation) 
for purpose of making offenders pay restitution; ensuring that misdemeanants, lower-level 
nondangerous felons with moderate prior criminal records, and mid-level nondangerous felons 
with short prior criminal records comply with court-ordered conditions of sentence; and 
effectively rehabilitating offenders by providing specialized treatment programs. Provides that 
offenders shall pay restitution to community and identifiable crime victims. Also provides that 
court may require offenders to perform community service and to participate in any punishment 
or rehabilitation program recommended by a Community Penalties program. Allows 
split-sentence option, under which intermediate sanctions offender may be required to serve up to 
30 days in county jail, in jurisdictions where DOC and county jail have entered into split-sentence 
contract. Limits intensive probation case load that each probation officer may carry and sets 
minimum and maximum period of intensive probation supervision depending on nature of 
offender. Provides that Division of Probation may administratively reduce term of intensive 
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probation or increase intensity of supervision depending on offender’s compliance with 
court-ordered conditions of sentence (including restitution). Also provides that if offender 
continues to violate court-ordered conditions, Division of Probation may refer offender to DOC 
hearing officer to determine whether person should be returned to court for contempt of court 
hearing (which carries additional sanction of 180 days of incarceration in DOC institution, not to 
be credited against original sentence) or be required to participate in shock incarceration program 
(under which offender can be incarcerated up to 30 days in DOC institution). 

Establishes Intermediate Sanctions Commission, consisting of 21 members (appointed by 
Governor in consultation with President Pro Tem and Speaker) and serving staggered three-year 
terms. Directs Commission to work with local government, communities, and programs to 
prepare biannually an intermediate sanctions plan addressing the number of persons eligible for 
intermediate sanctions in each judicial district; the types of intermediate sanctions program 
enhancements and number of treatment slots needed for offenders in each district; the cost of 
treatment slots in each district; and a formula for distributing grant money available to the 
Commission to each district. Provides that General Assembly shall provide a block of funds to 
the Commission for the purpose of establishing at least five intermediate sanctions enhancement 
programs during 1993-94 fiscal year and a block of funds annually thereafter to the Commission 
for the purpose of implementing a statewide system of intermediate sanctions enhancement 
programs. 

Directs that institutional sanctions level be for purpose of protecting public against 
dangerous and habitual offenders and providing offenders with opportunity to participate in 
treatment, educational, and vocational programs designed for rehabilitation. Directs DOC to 
develop a master plan for institutional treatment, educational, and vocational programs. Also 
provides that DOC may award incarcerated offenders merit-based good time credits for 
participating in and completing DOC-certified rehabilitation programs. 

Directs that community reintegration services level be for purpose of decreasing recidivism. 
Directs DOC to develop life-skills training program for all incarcerated offenders who are within 
one year of their earliest release date; allows DOC to place such offenders in half-way houses or — 
community-based substance abuse treatment facilities; allows Parole Commission to parole such 
offenders to intensive parole supervision programs to assist such persons in their transition from 
prison into the Se, and allows DOC to establish ex-offender assistance centers around 
State. 

Also adds section on pre-trial diversion services for purpose of identifying persons with 
mental health or substance abuse problems and diverting them to appropriate mental health and 
substance abuse programs in lieu of prosecution. Also makes North Carolina Sentencing and 
Policy Advisory Commission a permanent, independent state agency. Also expands jurisdiction 
of Community Penalties programs to all persons eligible for intermediate sanctions. 

Appropriates from General Fund $20,200,000 to DOC for 1993-94 fiscal year for described 
programs, to be allocated as specified in bill; $300,000 to Department of Justice for 1993-94 
fiscal year for restitution collection unit; $1,500,000 to Administrative Office of Courts for 
1993-94 fiscal year for expansion of Community Penalties programs; and $3,000,000 to 
Department of Human Resources, Division of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and 
Substance Abuse Services for 1993-94 fiscal year to expand the Treatment Alternatives to Street 
Crimes program. 
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Appropriations provisions effective July 1, 1993; remaining provisions effective January 1, 
1994,

H 1036. REPLACEMENT LIMBS COMPENSABLE. "TO INCLUDE REPLACEMENT 
MEMBERS IN THE DEFINITION OF MEDICAL COMPENSATION THAT IS 
COMPENSIBLE UNDER THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT." Amends GS 97-2(19) 
as title indicates to treat replacement artificial members same as original artificial members for 
this purpose. Applies to all claims that have not reached final judgment on or before ratification 
date. 

Introduced by Leubke. 


H 1037. ADOPTION RECORDS ACCESS. "TO AMEND THE ADOPTION LAWS 
PERTAINING TO ACCESS TO ADOPTION RECORDS." States that the General Assembly 
intends to amend the adoption laws governing where adoption records are kept, examination of 
records by parties and attorneys and the use of adoption records by state and private adoption 
agencies. 


H 1038. LIEN FOR REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS. "TO PROVIDE THAT REAL 
ESTATE APPRAISERS ARE ENTITLED TO IMPOSE A LIEN ON REAL PROPERTY TO 
SECURE THE PAYMENT OF DEBTS OWING FOR THE ACTUAL SERVICES FURNISHED 
IN CONDUCTING AN APPRAISAL OF THAT PROPERTY." Amends GS 44A-7 and -8 as 
title indicates; appraiser must be state licensed to qualify. 

Introcuded by C. Wilson. 


H 1039. GUARANTY ON DOT CONTRACTS. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE DEPARTMENT 
OF TRANSPORTATION INCLUDE A GUARANTY CLAUSE IN ALL CONTRACTS FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF HIGHWAYS BUILT SOLELY WITH STATE FUNDS." Amends 
GS 136-28.10 to require Dep’t of Transportation to place a warranty or guaranty clause in all 
contracts for construction or repair involving solely state funds. Clause will require the designer 
and contractor to warrant services, materials and work performed but will not require them to 
perform maintenance. DOT to issue rules for developing standards for the guaranties and 
warranties within 90 days of ratification.

H 1040. HOSPICE CERT. OF NEED CHANGE. "TO CLARIFY THE CERTIFICATE OF 
NEED LAW AS IT AFFECTS THE CONSTRUCTION OF HOSPICE FACILITIES." Amends 
GS 131E-176(16)n to specify that certificate of need is required (1) for construction, 
development, or other establishment of hospice if construction, development, or establishment of 
a facility (irrespective of its cost) is involved, or (2) if a hospice is being developed without a 
facility, if its operating budget exceeds $100,000 (now, requirement of certificate is governed 
only by size of operating budget of hospice).

H 1041. LIVING WILL CHANGES. "TO MAKE REVISIONS TO THE RIGHT TO 
NATURAL DEATH LAW." Generall, amends GS 90-321 to amend statutory form for 
declaration of a desire for a natural death to clarify both the manner of execution and the direction 
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given the treating physician. Includes change to make clear that person executing form may 
decline any health care (defined in new GS 90-321(a)(2a), except care that provides comfort or 
alleviates pain. (now, form provides for discontinuation of "extraordinary menas" and artificial 
nutrition and hydration.) Makes other stylistic changes. Effective July 1, 1993 (but does not 
affect validity of "living wills" that were properly executed before that date). 

Introduced by Holt. 


H 1042. ABOLISH STATE BOARD OF EDUC. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO 
DELETE ALL REFERENCES TO THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION AND TO DIRECT 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO AMEND THE STATUTES TO ABOLISH THE STATE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION." Abolishes State Board of Education as title indicates. Submits to 
voters on Nov. 2, 1993 constitutional amendments deleting all references to State Board of 
Education and, if voters approve such amendments, requires General Assembly to delete all 
Statutory references to State Board. Provides that terms of office of members of State Board shall 
continue until State Board is abolished by General Assembly. 

Introduced by Holt. 


H 1043. HEALTH CARE ATT’Y/ANAT. GIFT ACT. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW 
REGARDING THE HEALTH CARE POWER OF ATTORNEY AND THE UNIFORM 
ANATOMICAL GIFT ACT." Amends GS Ch. 32 A, Art. 3 to provide that a health care agent 
authorized to withhold or discontinue life-sustaining procedures pursuant to a health care power 
of attorney may exercise that power in the absence of a declaration made under GS Ch. 90, Art. 
23 (declaration of desire for a natural death) that expressly covers the principal’s condition. In 
that instance, the procedures for natural death in GS 90-322 do not apply. 

Now, a health care power of attorney is revoked by the death of the principal. Bill provides 
that it continues to be effective after death if and to the extent the health care agent was 
authorized in the power of attorney to exercise rights of the principal with respect to anatomical 
gifts, the authorization of any autopsy, or the disposition of remains. Amends the Uniform | 
Anatomical Gift Act to change the priority of persons who may make an anatomical gift on behalf 
of decedent as follows: (1) a health care agent appointed pursuant to a health care power of 
attorney, (2) a guardian of the person, (3) the spouse, (4) an adult child, (5) either parent, (6) and 
adult sibling, and (7) any other person authorized or obligated to dispose of the body. 

Requires the statutory form health care power of attorney to be executed under seal and 
eliminates portion of form where agent acknowledges by signature his agreement to act as health 
care agent.

H 1044. PURPLE HEART PLATE RENEWAL. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PURPLE HEART 
RECIPIENT PLATE SHALL BE ANNUALLY RENEWED WITHOUT THE IMPOSITION OF 
A RENEWAL FEE." 

Amends GS 20-79.7(a) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Daughtry. 


H 1045. NONEMPLOYEE INSPECTORS. "TO AUTHORIZE CITIES AND COUNTIES 
TO CONTRACT WITH NONEMPLOYEES TO CONDUCT BUILDING INSPECTIONS." 
amends GS 153A-353, 153A-355, 160A-413, and 160A-415 to authorize cities and counties to 
contract with an individual who is not a city or county employee, but who is otherwise qualified, 
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to serve as a building inspector, provided that the individual is not employed by a business that is 
financially interested in furnishing labor, material, or appliances for the construction, alteration, 
or maintenance of any building within the jurisdiction. 

Introduced by Miner. 


H 1046. CHANGE PURCHASING LAWS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO 
UPDATE THE LAWS REGARDING GOVERNMENTAL PURCHASING AND 
CONTRACTING.” Amends GS 143-129 to provide that state and local government contracts for 
purchase of supplies and equipment in excess of $30,000 (now, $20,000) are subject to statutory 
advertisement and bid requirements. Adds new GS 143-129(e) authorizing cities and counties to 
delegate to any officer or employee of the city or county, subject to any restrictions as to dollar 
amount or other conditions imposed by the city or county, the authority to award contracts for the 
purchase of supplies and equipment in excess of $30,000, and the authority to reject bids or 
readvertise for new bids if the officer or employee determines that rejection or readvertisement is 
in the best interest of the city or county. Adds new GS 143-129(m) providing that the provisions 
of GS 143-129 are not applicable to contracts for purchase of supplies and equipment by cities 
and penalties for items available under contracts awarded by the Dep’t of Admin. that are in effect 
at the time of the purchase, provided that the prices, terms, and conditions of the purchase are the 
same as those provided under the state contract. Requires Sec’y of Admin. to require contractors 
to extend to cities, counties, and other entities authorized to use the purchasing services of the 
Dep’t of Admin. the same prices, terms, and conditions for purchase of supplies and equipment as 
provided in the contract with the state. Amends GS 160A-266(c) to allow cities to adopt 
regulations for the disposal of personal property valued at less than $2500 (was $500) by public 
or private sales without complying with requirements of GS 160A-266. Provides that if any local 
act provides a threshold amount lower than the amounts in the amendments to GS 143-129 and 
160A-266(c), this act prevails to the extent of the conflict.

H 1047. OSHA APPEAL CHANGES. "AN ACT TO REVISE CERTAIN PROCEDURES 
FOR APPEAL UNDER THE OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH ACT." Amends GS 
95-137, regarding issuance of citations for OSHA violations, to provide that an employer who 
wishes to contest’a citation must first request and participate in an informal conference with the 
OSHA director before proceeding. Amends the definition of agricultural employment to include 
harvesting of saltwater crabs. Repeals special provisions concerning appeals by agricultural 
employers (GS 95-135(j) and GS 95-137(b)(5)). Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to citations 
issued on or after that date.

H 1048. BUSING FOR CHILDREN IN K-5. "TO PROVIDE BUSING FOR ALL 
CHILDREN IN KINDERGARTEN THROUGH GRADE 5, REGARDLESS OF HOW CLOSE 
THEY LIVE TO THEIR SCHOOLS." Amends GS 115C-242(4) and 115C-246(b) to provide 
that a local board of education that operates a school bus transportation system is not required to 
provide transportation for pupils in grades 6 through 12 who live within 1 1/2 miles of the school, 
and that school buses must be routed on state-maintained highways to pass within 1 mile of the 
residence of each pupil in grades kindergarten through 5. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Wood. 
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H 1049. ASSAULT COMPANY POLICE OFFICERS. "TO AMEND THE LAW 
CONCERNING ASSAULTS ON GOVERNMENTAL OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES TO 
INCLUDE COMPANY POLICE OFFICERS AND CAMPUS POLICE OFFICERS." Amends 
GS 14-33(b) to provide that a person who assaults a company police officer or a campus police 
officer who is discharging or attempting to discharge his official duties is guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by fine or 2 years imprisonment or both. Amends GS 14-34.2 to provide that a person 
who commits an assault with a firearm or other deadly weapon upon a company police officer or 
campus police officer in the performance of his duties is guilty of a Class I felony. Effective Dec. 
1, 1993. 

Introduced by Richardson. 


H 1050. DNA DATABASE AND DATABANK. "TO ESTABLISH THE DNA DATABASE 
AND DATABANK ACT OF 1993." Adds new GS Ch. 15A, Art. 13 to provide thata DNA 
blood sample shall be obtained from all persons convicted on or after July 1, 1994 of certain 
crimes (including murder, rape, sexual offense, and robbery) for inclusion in the State Bureau of 
Investigation’s DNA identification record system to support law enforcement. The SBI’s DNA 
identification system must be compatible with the procedures specified by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation including use of comparable test procedures, laboratory equipment, and computer 
software. Establishes procedures for withdrawal of blood sample for DNA analysis. Requires 
SBI to establish regulations governing procedures for submission, identification, analysis, and 
storage of DNA samples and typing results of DNA samples. Results of DNA profiles of 
individuals in the DNA database are available to district attorneys and to local, state, and federal 
law enforcement agencies and approved crime laboratories in connection with official 
investigations of criminal offenses. DNA profiles and samples in the database are to be treated as 
confidential and may not be release except as specifically provided in statute or by court order; 
information from the database is not to be used for any purpose other than facilitating personal 
identification of an offender or to identify potential victims of mass disasters or missing persons. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Richardson. 


H 1051. "STATE OF THE ARTS" PLATES. "TO PROVIDE FOR ’STATE OF THE ARTS’ 
REGISTRATION PLATES AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE EXPENDITURE OF THE 
PROCEEDS FROM THE SALES OF THESE SPECIALIZED REGISTRATION PLATES." 
Amends GS 20-79.4(b) to authorize issuance of "State of the Arts” auto registration plates for 
additional $25 fee. Specifies that these plates are to be an abstract design of areas in turquoise 
and green on a field of blue. Provides that $10 of the extra fee is to be credited to the Special 
Registration Plate Account and the remaining $15 to a new State of the Arts Account, to be 
transferred to the Dep’t of Cultural Resources, Div’n of the Arts Council, and use in the Council’s 
grants program. Provides that these plates are not to be issued unless at least 300 applications are 
received. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 1052. VEGETATION CUTTING ON HIGHWAY. "TO RESTRICT THE REMOVAL OF 
VEGETATION FROM HIGHWAY RIGHTS-OF-WAY AND TO ESTABLISH PENALTIES 
FOR ILLEGAL CUTTING OF VEGETATION FROM HIGHWAY RIGHTS-OF-WAY." Adds 
GS 136-140.1 to prohibit cutting or trimming trees, shrubs, or other growth on highway 
rights-of-way without special permit issued by Dep’t of Transportation. Provides that Dep’t will 
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not issue permits for (1) improving visibility of illegal outdoor advertising signs, (2) improving 
visibility of non-conforming signs on interstate and federal aid primary highways, (3) improving 
visibility of signs permitted after enactment of this new law, or (4) to cut or remove trees or 
shrubs that were there before the business or advertisement that is screened was established. 
Directs that any unlawful cutting that has effect of improving visibility of advertising sign shall 
result in revocation of outdoor advertising permit, the sign shall be illegal, and owner must 
remove it; also, sign owner will not be eligible for any outdoor advertising permit for two years 
after first violation, five years after second violation, and permanently after third or subsequent 
violation. Requires responsible sign owner to reimburse Dep’t of Transportation for repairing 
damage done by illegal cutting, and provides that such an owner is not eligible for any new sign 
permit until these costs are paid.

H 1053. OUTDOOR ADVERTISING LIMITED. "TO LIMIT THE CONSTRUCTION OF 
BILLBOARDS." Adds GS 136-125.1 to prohibit erection of outdoor advertising signs (1) on any 
designated scenic highway, (2) within 2,500 feet of any state or national park, wildlife refuge, or 
designed wild and scenic river, (3) within 2,500 feet of or within historic districts or any property 
listed on National Register of Historic Places, or (4) within 1,000 feet of any church, school, 
cemetery, public park or playground, hospital, nursing home, health center, community center, or 
bridge spanning major waterway. 

Introduced by Colton. 


H 1054. ZONING/NONCONFORMING USES. "RELATING TO THE AMORTIZATION 
OF PROPERTY AND TO LIMIT THE PHASING OUT OF NONCONFORMING USES." 
Creates GS 160A-384.1 to 160A-384.6 for cities and 153A-343.1 to 153A-343.6 for counties to 
specify how local governments can use their zoning power to regulate and eventually remove 
some land uses and structures that become unlawful as a result of zoning adoption or amendment. 
G.S. 160A-384.1 and 153A-343.1 allow continuance of nonconformities except as provided in 
this act and allows regulation of expansion, change, replacement, and re-establishment of 
nonconformities. GS 160A-384.2 and 153A-343.2 establish a procedure by which cities and 
counties may issue permits for the voluntary modification of nonconformities. GS 160A-384.3 
and 153A-343.3 allow immediate or phased elimination of those nonconformities that are 
dangerous to public health or safety and establishes a procedure of notice to landowners and 
judicial review of such decisions. GS 160A-384.4 and 153A-343.4 allow nonconforming signs, 
adult establishments, and junkyards to be phased out over a six year period and establishes 
procedures for adopting and seeking variances from such provisions. GS 160A-384.5 and 
153-343.5 prohibit phasing out existing residential uses, including manufactured homes, absent a 
threat to public health and safety. GS 160A-384.6 and 153A-343.6 allows use of property 
acquisition and condemnation to eliminate nonconformities. Effective upon ratification, except 
act does not apply to ordinances adopted prior to effective date or ordinances subject to litigation 
prior to effective date.

H 1055. EQUALIZE LOCAL RETIRE. BENEFITS. "TO PROVIDE EQUALIZATION OF 
RETIREMENT BENEFITS FOR CERTAIN RETIRED GENERAL EMPLOYEES AND THEIR 
BENEFICIARIES IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM." Adds GS 128-27(1l) to provide that retirement allowances of persons retiring under 
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LGERS before July 1, 1977 are increased 7%, those retiring between July 1, 1977 and July 1, 
1980 are increased 6.6%, and those retiring between July 1, 1980 and July 1, 1982 are increased 
4%. Provides that these increases are in addition to any other post-retirement allowances that 
may be provided by the 1993 General Assembly so as not to be compounded. Effective July 1, 
1993:

H 1056. SCHOOL EMP. CONTINUING CONTRACTS (<S 818). "TO REQUIRE THAT 
NONCERTIFICATED PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES BE HIRED ON A CONTINUING 
CONTRACT." Identical to S 818, introduced 12 April. 

Introduced by Colton. 


H 1057. SEXUAL PRIVACY AT HOME. "RELATING TO CRIMINAL PENALTIES FOR 
PRIVATE SEXUAL ACTIVITY BETWEEN CONSENTING ADULTS." Amends the crime 
against nature statute (GS 14-177) to provide that it does not apply to acts not for hire between 
consenting adults in the privacy of a home. 

Introduced by Colton. 


H 1058. NO SMOKING IN PUBLIC AREAS. "TO PROHIBIT SMOKING IN PUBLIC 
INDOOR AREAS EXCEPT IN DESIGNATED SMOKING AREAS." Adds GS Ch. 14, Art. 61, 
entitled "Clean Indoor Air Act." Makes it a misdemeanor, punishable by fine or between $10 and 
$25 for anyone to smoke or possess lighted smoking material in the following indoor areas when 
they are enclosed and used by general public: (1) schools (including preschools and day care 
centers) except in teacher lounges and areas not open to the public; (2) health service facilities 
except in designated portions of employee break areas; (3) government buildings except in offices 
and other places not open to the public and in designated portions of employee break areas; (4) 
elevators; (5) public transportation vehicles; (6) arenas and auditoriums except in designated 
smoking areas. Requires owner or person in charge of building or vehicle to conspicuously 
display signs identifying smoking and no smoking areas. Provides that designated smoking areas 
may. not encompass so much of the building that reasonable no smoking areas are not provided; 
requires that designated smoking areas be separate from no smoking areas and that ventilation 
systems of physical barriers be used to minimize permeation of smoke into no smoking areas. 
Provides that new Art. 61 does not restrict rights of counties and cities to adopt stricter local 
ordinances, provided such ordinances do not make lawful any act made unlawful by the new Art. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 1059. SCHOOLS TEACH CONFLICT RESOLUTION. "TO DIRECT THE STATE . 
BOARD OF EDUCATION TO REQUIRE THAT ALL LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE 
UNITS PROVIDE INSTRUCTION ON CONFLICT RESOLUTION AND MEDIATION." 
Amends GS 115C-81 to require state Board of Educ. to develop a model curriculum for 
prevention of school violence and to require all local school administrative units to implement a 
curriculum based on the model. The model curriculum must include at least 10 hours of 
instruction per year in the areas of conflict resolution and mediation for students in grades 6-8 as 
part of the existing advisor/advisee program, and must provide guidance to teachers concerning 
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the integration of conflict resolution and mediation lessons into the existing classroom 
curriculum. The model curriculum must be implemented at the beginning of the 1994-95 school 
year.

H 1060. FARM PRESERVATION PROGRAM. "TO PERMIT FARMS OWNED BY 
NONPROFIT INSTITUTIONS TO PARTICIPATE IN THE FARMLAND PRESERVATION 
PROGRAM." Amends GS 106-737(1) to provide that real property that meets the definition of 
agricultural, horticultural, or forestry operations under GS 105-277.2, but that is not eligible for 
participation in the farm present-use-value taxation program because it is owned by a nonprofit 
corporation that is not principally in the business of agricultural, horticultural, or forestry 
operations, is qualifying farmland which may participate in the farmland preservation program. 
Introduced by Colton. 


H 1061. UNDERGROUND TANKS AMENDS. "TO AMEND THE LEAKING 
PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK CLEANUP ACT OF 1988." Amends GS 
143-215.94B(b) to allow use of funds from Commercial Fund to underwrite cost exceeding 
$20,000 of cleanup for discharges and released discovered and reported in calendar year 1994 if 
owner or operator notified DEHNR of intent to either permanently close the tank or upgrade it to 
meet standards that will take effect 12/22/98, and closure or upgrade is begun before 7/1/94 and 
completed by 12/31/94. 

Amends other portions of GS 143-215.94B(b) to require that discharges or releases must be 
both discovered and reported (now, only reported) within specified time frames in order to qualify 
for cleanup assistance from Commercial Fund. 

Amends GS 143-215.94E to provide that statutory provision requiring owner of leaking 
underground petroleum storage tank to immediately cleanup the problem does not apply to a 
person who holds indicia of ownership solely to protect a security interest, is not otherwise 
engaged in petroleum business, and after obtaining title by foreclosure empties the tank and either 
temporarily or permanently closes it within DEHNR rules. 

Amends GS 143-215.94G to authorize DEHNR to use its staff, equipment, and materials to 
provide interim sources of potable drinking water to affected third parties and to pay initial costs 
of permanent water supply to affected third parties. Provides that DEHNR cleanup and water 
supply costs shall be paid first from available federal funds before funds from Commercial Fund 
or Noncommercial Fund are used. Authorizes Sec’y to seek reimbursement for such costs from 
tank’s owner or operator. 

Amends GS 143-215.94B, concerning Groundwater Protection Loan Fund, to provide that 
borrowers must be credit worthy, and that Dep’ts rules for managing the Fund shall be based on 
generally accepted standards prevailing among commercial lending institutions with only 
necessary modifications. 

Amends GS 143-215.94L(e) to provide that portion of motor fuel tax allocated to leaking 
storage tank program all be credited to Noncommercial Fund until the balance in that fund 
exceeds $5 million, at which point funds are to be credited 50% to Commercial Fund and 50% to 
Noncommercial Fund. 

Portion of act concerning allocation of fuel tax proceeds effective July 1, 1993; remainder of 
act effective on ratification.

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H 1062. NO DEATH PENALTY/MENTALLY RETARDED. "TO PROVIDE THAT A 
MENTALLY RETARDED PERSON CONVICTED OF FIRST DEGREE MURDER MAY NOT 
BE SENTENCED TO DEATH." Creates GS 15A-2004 to prohibit death sentence for a 
defendant who is mentally retarded, defined as a person with an IQ of 70 or below with and 
impairment in adaptive functioning, each manifested before the age of 18. Establishes procedure 
for defendant to make pretrial motion to determine mental retardation. Effective Dec. 1, 1993 and 
applies to trials begun on or after that date.

H 1063. ECONOMIC/FAMILY JUSTICE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
ECONOMIC AND FAMILY JUSTICE." Appropriates from the General Fund to the NC State 
Bar through the Admin. Office of the Courts $1 million for 1992-93 and $1 million for 1993-94 to 
be allocated to legal aid programs under the Access to Civil Justice Act to provide access to legal 
representation for indigent persons in certain civil matters. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Fitch. 


H 1064. CORRECT EPA PAY INEQUITIES. "TO CORRECT INEQUITIES IN THE 
SALARIES OF CERTAIN EQUALLY QUALIFIED MINORITIES, FEMALES, AND WHITE 
MALES EXEMPT FROM THE STATE PERSONNEL ACT WITHIN OCCUPATIONAL 
CATEGORIES IN STATE EMPLOYMENT." Requires State Personnel Comm’n to adopt rules 
and procedures for correction of inequities among employees who are exempt from the State 
Personnel Act (other than university faculty members and elected officials). Requires each state 
agency and department, the judicial branch, and UNC and its constituent institutions to identify, 
within occupational categories and within subgroups including minorities, females, and white 
males, salary inequities (salary differences of at least 15%) among equally qualified state 
employees who are exempt from the State Personnel Act whose employment statuses are 
relatively equal with regard to education, related work experience, level within the organization, 
length of service, and performance level. Requires correction of identified salary inequities in 
accordance with rules and procedures adopted by the Office of State Personnel, using salary 
reserves or future appropriations by the General Assembly. Requires the Office of State 
Personnel to report to the Joint Legis. Committee on Governmental Operations a report on salary 
adjustments under this act, and to report by July 1, 1994 to the Pres. pro tem., the Speaker, the 
chairs of the House and Senate Appropriations Committees, and the chairs of the standing State 
Personnel Committees of the General Assembly, regarding the extent of identified salary 
inequities and the amount of funds necessary to correct such salary inequities. Effective July 1, 
1993.

H 1065. GENERAL ASSEMBLY PAY INEQUITIES. "TO CORRECT INEQUITIES IN 

THE SALARIES OF EQUALLY QUALIFIED MINORITIES, FEMALES, AND WHITE 

MALES EMPLOYED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Directs the 

administrative officer of the General Assembly to identify salary inequities (a difference in salary 

of at least 15%) among equally qualified employees within occupational categories and to request 

the Legislative Services Comm’n to correct those inequities. A determination of inequities and 
the amount of funds needed to correct them is to be made by July 1, 1994. A report of salary 
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adjustments is to be made to the Legislative Services Commission. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Fitch. 


H 1066. TRANSPORTATION BOARD PER DIEM. "TO RAISE THE PER DIEM FOR 
BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION MEMBERS." Amends GS 143B-350(e) to set per diem of 
Board of Transportation members at $100 (now, per diem allowed to State boards and 
commissions generally). 

Introduced by Fitch. 


H 1067. ABOLISH DIST. JUDGESHIP DIST. 7. "TO ABOLISH A DISTRICT COURT 
JUDGESHIP IN DISTRICT COURT DISTRICT SEVEN." Effective first Monday in Dec., 
1996, amends GS 7A-133 to reduce number of district court judges authorized for District 7 
(Nash, Edgecombe and Wilson) from 6 to 5. Specifies that position is currently held by Sarah F. 
Patterson, and that no election shall be held in 1996 for that seat.

H 1068. CRIMINAL JUSTICE COMM’N MEMBERS. "TO INCREASE THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF THE NORTH CAROLINA CRIMINAL JUSTICE EDUCATION AND 
TRAINING STANDARDS COMMISSION." Amends GS 17C-3 to increase membership of 
cited Comm’n to 27 by adding one member selected by NC Police Benevolence Ass’n. 
Introduced by Richardson. 


H 1069. FORFEITURES. "TO EFFECT FORFEITURES IN NORTH CAROLINA." Blank 
bill. 
Introduced by Richardson. 


H 1070. CALDWELL HIST. MUSEUM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
RENOVATION OF THE CALDWELL COUNTY HISTORICAL MUSEUM." Appropriates 
$25,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund to Caldwell County for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Robinson. 


H 1071. PREPAID ENTERTAINMENT CONTRACTS. "TO AMEND THE STATUTES 
REGARDING PREPAID ENTERTAINMENT CONTRACTS." Amends GS Ch. 66, Art. 21 
(regulating prepaid entertainment contracts) to (1) expand definition of prepaid entertainment 
contract to include contracts in which a nonprofit religious ethnic, or community organization sell . 
health or athletic club services or the use of health or athletic club facilities to a buyer who is 
obligated to pay for the service prior to receipt of the services; (2) require all persons who sell 
prepaid entertainment contract to register with, and provide necessary information to, the 
Attorney General; and (3) require that sellers of prepaid entertainment contracts obtain a surety 
bond in an amount of $10,000 to $100,000 based on the number of years the seller has been in 
business in NC. 

Introduced by Holt. 
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H 1072. VETO/CONFIRMATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM TO AMEND 
THE CONSTITUTION TO ESTABLISH A GUBERNATORIAL VETO WITH ONE-HOUSE 
OVERRIDE, AND TO MAKE STATUTORY CHANGES IN THE APPOINTMENT OF THE 
BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION AND PROVIDE FOR LEGISLATIVE CONFIRMATION 
OF CERTAIN GUBERNATORIAL APPOINTMENTS." 

Veto. Subject to voter approval at November, 1994 general election, amends NC 
Constitution to provide for gubernatorial veto. Exempts from veto procedures bills proposing or 
ratifying federal or State constitutional amendments; bills making appointments to public office; 
joint resolutions; local bills (but not including bills affecting more than 50 counties, bills 
classified by population or other criteria, or bills making appropriations); and legislative or 
congressional redistricting bills. Provides that bill vetoed by the Governor shall nevertheless 
become law if either chamber overrides by three-fifths vote. 

Board of Transportation, Amends GS 143B-350 to reduce size of Board of Transportation 
from 21 to 17, increase number of appointments by General Assembly from two to six, and 
provide the Governor’s appointees to that Board must be confirmed by both House and Senate. 

Governor’s Cabinet. Amends GS 143B-9 to provide that the head of each principal State 
department, except those headed by elected officials, must be confirmed by both House and 
Senate. 

Effective date. If approved by voters, veto amendment becomes effective Jan. 1, 1995. 
Statutory changes take effect Jan. 1, 1995, but only if constitutional amendment is approved. 
Introduced by McLaughlin. 


H 1073. COUNTEROFFER OF JUDGMENT. "TO ALLOW A PARTY UPON WHOM AN 
OFFER OF JUDGMENT IS SERVED BY A PARTY DEFENDING A CLAIM TO MAKE A 
COUNTEROFFER FOR THE JUDGMENT AGAINST THE PARTY DEFENDING THE 
CLAIM." Provides that a party upon whom an offer of judgment is served pursuant to GS 1A-1, 
Rule 68, may make a counteroffer subject to the same rules of acceptance and evidence as offers 
of judgment. If judgment subsequently obtained by counterofferee is not more favorable than 
rejected counteroffer, counterofferee to pay attorneys’ fees and costs. Effective Sept. 1, 1993; 
applicable to actions commenced on or after that date. 

Introduced by Flaherty and Richardson. 


H 1074. MAGISTRATE PAY PLAN. "TO RAISE THE EDUCATIONAL 
QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE OFFICE OF MAGISTRATE AND TO MODIFY THE 
MAGISTRATE’S PAY PLAN ACCORDINGLY." Amends GS 7A-171.2(b) to require 
magistrates four year degree from an accredited institution of higher education or a two year 
associate degree and four years of work experience in a related field, including teaching, social 
services law enforcement, arbitration or mediation, the court system, or counseling. Does not 
apply to magistrates who hold office on June 30, 1993 or who have been nominated by June 30, 
1993 but who have not been appointed or taken an oath of office on that date. Increases entry 
salary for full time magistrates from $17,058 to $21,642, and makes additional adjustments to 
salary scale. Provides higher salaries for magistrates who are licensed to practice law in NC. 
Effective July 1, 1993.

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H 1075. ABATE SCHOOL WATER FINES. "TO REQUIRE THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO ABATE PENALTIES FOR SCHOOLS IN VIOLATION 
OF WATER QUALITY REQUIREMENTS SO THAT FUNDS MAY BE USED FOR SYSTEM 
IMPROVEMENTS.” Amends GS 143-215.3 as title indicates. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 1076. COMMERCIAL FISHING LICENSE. "TO PROVIDE FOR A COMMERCIAL 
FISHING LICENSE." Blank bill. 
Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 1077. DEFINE SEPTAGE. "TO DEFINE SEPTAGE, TO MAKE SOME TECHNICAL 
CORRECTIONS, AND TO ALLOW THE USE OF CHEMICAL OR PORTABLE TOILETS." 
Amends GS 130A-290(a) to provide that the definition of "septage" for purposes of the solid 
waste management statutes includes: (1) domestic septage removed from septic tank, cesspool, 
portable toilet, or Type III marine sanitation device, but domestic septage does not include 
material removed from facility receiving commercial or industrial wastewater or grease removed 
from restaurant grease trap; (2) domestic treatment plant septage (as defined) but which does not 
include ash generated during firing of the plant; (3) grease septage generated from food handling; 
(4) industrial or commercial septage; (5) industrial or commercial treatment plant septage (as 
defined) which does not include ash. Adds a new definition of chemical or portable toilet, 
which includes toilet facilities in recreational vehicles. Adds GS 130A-335(h) to provide that 
chemical or portable toilet maybe placed at any location that ensures the toilet will be operated 
and maintained under sanitary conditions. Prohibits use of such as replacement for flush toilet 
connected to permanent wastewater system, but allows use of portable toilet to supplement flush 
toilet during periods of peak use (except may not be used in lieu of permanent repair to failing 
wastewater system). Prohibits placement of chemical or portable toilets except as allowed by GS 
130A-291.1. 

Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1078. UPDATE STATE EMP. CLASSIFICATION. "RELATING TO THE REVISION 
OF THE SYSTEM OF CLASSIFICATION OF STATE EMPLOYEES.” Adds GS 126-4.1 to 
require the Office of State Personnel to implement a revised classification system. 
Introduced by Stamey. 


H 1079. REDUCE ANIMAL CONTROL COSTS. "TO REDUCE THE COSTS OF ANIMAL 
CONTROL BY REQUIRING CITIES AND COUNTIES TO CHARGE A LOWER ANIMAL 
TAX ON DOGS THAT HAVE BEEN SPAYED OR NEUTERED, BY PROVIDING FOR 
LOCAL CLINICS FOR THE SPAYING AND NEUTERING OF ANIMALS, AND BY 
ESTABLISHING A PET FUND WITHIN THE ANIMAL WELFARE SECTION OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE TO PROVIDE ASSISTANCE TO THOSE CLINICS." 
Amends GS 153A-153 (counties) and GS 160A-212 (cities) to (1) require that on and after Jan. 
1995, local animal tax on dogs not spayed or neutered must be at least four times tax on spayed or 
neutered dogs, (2) require that at least 1/3 of dog tax must be used for spaying clinics or vouchers 
for spaying at reduced rate (not more than 80% of normal rate) by veterinarians or transmittal to 
Pet Fund in Dep’t of Agriculture. Amends GS 19A-22 to establish Pet Fund in Dep’t of 
Agriculture to assist counties and cities in maintaining spaying and neutering clinics. Authorizes 
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Animal Welfare Section, Dep’t of Agriculture, to appoint pet officer to assist local clinics. 
Amends GS 130A-188 to increase administrative charge for rabies vaccinations to $4.40 (now, 
$4) with $.40 from each charge to be transmitted to Pet Fund. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 
Introduced by Stamey and Colton. 


H 1080. EXPAND PERSONNEL COMMISSION. "TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF 
MEMBERS OF THE STATE PERSONNEL COMMISSION AND TO PROVIDE THAT 
PANELS OF MEMBERS OF THE STATE PERSONNEL COMMISSION MAY EXERCISE 
CERTAIN COMMISSION POWERS." Amends GS 126-2 to increase membership of State 
Personnel Commission from seven to 12, all appointed by Governor. Three members (now, two) 
must be SPA employees, three members (now, two) must be appointed from list submitted by NC 
Ass’n of County Comm’rs (one of whom must be employee subject to SPA), three members 
(now, two) must be in private business, and three members (now, one) to represent the public at 
large. Authorizes Comm’n to exercise disciplinary powers (GS 126-4(9)) i in panels of not less 
than four members. Bill not to affect terms of incumbents.

H 1081. CHANGE ZONING PROTESTS. "TO MODIFY THE SCOPE OF AND 
REQUIREMENTS PERTAINING TO PROTEST OF AMENDMENTS TO MUNICIPAL 
ZONING REGULATION, ZONING RESTRICTIONS, AND ZONE BOUNDARIES." Amends 
GS 160A-385(a) allow protest petitions by owners of 20% of the area being rezoned or 50% of 
the qualifying adjoining areas (now, 20% of either) and reduces required city governing board 
majority to two-thirds of members voting (now,three-fourths of all members). Also provides that 
protest petitions do not apply to zoning amendments in accordance to current land-use plans, 
amendments complying with zoning regulations providing for specific conditions for adjoining 
dissimilar uses, amendments the governing board finds to result in a reasonable use of the 
property, and amendments not resulting in a substantial adverse change in the character of the 
area (and retains exemption for initial zoning of property added to territorial coverage of an 
ordinance and certain amendments to conditional and special use districts).

H 1082. REGULATE MEDICAL EQUIPMENT. "TO GIVE THE BOARD OF 
PHARMACY AUTHORITY TO REGULATE MEDICAL EQUIPMENT INTENDED FOR USE 
IN AN INDIVIDUAL’S HOME.” Requires places that deliver medical equipment (devices, 
ambulation assistance equipment, mobility equipment, rehabilitation seating, oxygen and 
respiratory care equipment, rehabilitation environmental control equipment, diagnostic 
equipment, beds prescribed to treat or alleviate a medical condition) to register annually with the 
Board and obtain a medical equipment permit. Businesses with current pharmacy or device 
permit exempt. Fee for registration to dispense devices or deliver medical equipment is $300 per 
year. Effective January 1, 1994.

H 1083. CONFORM PIPELINE STANDARDS. "TO CONFORM STATE GAS PIPELINE 
PENALTY STANDARDS TO THE NEWLY ENACTED AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL 
NATURAL GAS PIPELINE SAFETY ACT OF 1968." Amends GS 62-50(d) by increasing from 
$10,000 to $25,000 the maximum daily civil penalty for violations of law relating to safety 
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standards for gas pipeline facilities. 
Introduced by Judy Hunt. 


H 1084. SMALL CLAIMS PERSONAL JURISDICTION. "TO PROVIDE THAT, FOR 
SMALL CLAIMS ACTIONS, A BUSINESS THAT DOES BUSINESS WITHIN THE 
COUNTY IN WHICH THE ACTION IS COMMENCED IS SUBJECTED TO THE 
JURISDICTION OF THE COURT EVEN THOUGH PROCESS WAS SERVED ON AN 
AGENT LOCATED IN A DIFFERENT COUNTY." Adds new GS 7A-217(b) as title indicates. 
Effective on ratification and applicable to al actions commenced on or after that date. 
Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 1085. STATE RISK MANAGEMENT PROGRAM. "TO REQUIRE THE STATE TO 
DEVELOP A RISK MANAGEMENT PROGRAM COVERING ALL STATE AGENCIES." As 
title indicates. 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 1086. UNRETURNED LIBRARY MATERIALS. "TO MAKE FAILURE TO RETURN 
LIBRARY MATERIALS A MISDEMEANOR." Adds new GS 153A-273 providing that a 
person who withdraws any library material from a library and who fails to return the material 
within 30 days after receiving notice by certified mail that the material is overdue is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Also provides that the parent or guardian of a minor who withdraws materials 
from a library is guilty of a misdemeanor if the materials are not returned to the library within 30 
days after the parent or guardian receives notice by certified mail that the materials are overdue. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1993 and applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 1087. ONLY ONE ORAL DRIVERS TEST. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN APPLICANT 
FOR A DRIVERS LICENSE SHALL BE ALLOWED ONLY ONE ORAL EXAMINATION 
AND THAT RENEWAL EXAMINATIONS SHALL BE WRITTEN." Requires that a person 
issued a drivers license pursuant to an oral examination must pass a written examination in order 
to renew the license, where application for renewal is on or after Oct. 1, 1997. Effective Oct. 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Berry. 


H 1088. CHIROPRACTOR ON HEALTH BOARD (<S 867). "TO PROVIDE THAT 
MEMBERSHIP ON COUNTY BOARDS OF HEALTH SHALL INCLUDE LICENSED 
CHIROPRACTORS." Identical to S 867, introduced 15 April. 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 1089. LEGALIZE SOME PYROTECHNICS. "RELATING TO THE DEFINITION OF 
PYROTECHNICS UNDER CHAPTER 14 OF THE NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL 
STATUTES." Amends GS 14-414 to provide that the following items are not considered to be 
pyrotechnics for purposes of restrictions on possession and sale of such: (1) caps for toy pistols 
not exceeding .25 gram explosive load; (2) snake and glow worms; (3) smoke devices; (4) trick 
noise makers including party poppers, string poppers, and snapper or drop pops (all defined); (5) 
wire sparklers; and (6) other sparkling devices as defined. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. Provides that 
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prosecutions for offenses committed before act’s effective date are not abated thereby. 
Introduced by Redwine. 


H 1090. SMALL CLAIMS AMOUNT INCREASE-2, "TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT 
THAT MAY BE IN CONTROVERSY IN SMALL CLAIMS COURT." Amends GS 7A-210 to 
increase small claims court jurisdiction actions where amount in controversy does not exceed 
$7,000 (now, $2,000). Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to claims filed for causes of actions arising 
on or after that date. 

Introduced by Redwine. 


H 1091. STATEWIDE SUP. CT. MEDIATION. "TO PHASE IN STATEWIDE MEDIATED 
SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES ON SUPERIOR COURT ACTIONS." Amends GS 7A-38(c) 
to provide that pilot programs for mediated settlement conferences in superior court may be 
implemented in four more districts in fiscal 1993-94 and another four in 1994-95 if AOC director 
and senior resident judge agree. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Baddour, Nesbitt, and Hackney. 


H 1092. JUV. PROB./SCHOOL PROTECTION (=S 893). "TO REQUIRE JUVENILE 
COURT COUNSELORS TO NOTIFY SCHOOL OFFICIALS WHEN A JUVENILE 
ADJUDICATED DELINQUENT FOR A VIOLENT OFFENSE IS ORDER TO ATTEND 
SCHOOL AS A CONDITION OF PROBATION." Amends GS 7A-649(8) as title indicates. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to probation orders and delinquency adjudications for offenses 
committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1093. ABC LAWS STUDY. "TO CREATE THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL 
LAWS STUDY COMMISSION." Creates cited Comm’n of 10 members: five Senators 
appointed by President pro tem., and five House members appointed by Speaker. Directs 
Comm’n to study ABC laws, and to report to 1995 session. Appropriates $100,000 for each year 
of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to General Assembly for this purpose. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Hensley. 


H 1094. DELIVERY OF MOTOR VEHICLES. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW RELATING TO 
THE CONDITIONAL DELIVERY OF MOTOR VEHICLES AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
INSURANCE COVERAGE FOR VEHICLES ADDED TO EXISTING POLICIES ON 
NONBUSINESS DAYS." Adds new GS 20-298(b) to provide that if title or interest in a motor 
vehicle is transferred by a dealer on a Saturday, Sunday, or holiday to a person who has existing 
motor vehicle insurance, the motor vehicle is covered by that insurance as of the time of the 
transfer of title or interest if the insurer is notified of the transfer on the next day that is not a 
Saturday, Sunday, or holiday. Adds new GS 20-75.1 allowing motor vehicle dealer to enter sales 
contract and deliver motor vehicle to purchaser conditioned on purchaser’s obtaining financing 
for the purchase of the vehicle and the purchaser’s having liability, collision, and comprehensive 
insurance on another vehicle which will cover the delivered vehicle without notice to the insurer 
if the insurer is not open for business. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

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H 1095. MV INSURANCE REPAIR REFERRALS. "TO PROHIBIT INSURERS FROM 
REQUIRING OR RECOMMENDING THE USE OF SPECIFIED REPAIR COMPANIES FOR 
MOTOR VEHICLE DAMAGE REPAIRS." Adds new GS 58-3-170 requiring that, under all 
insurance policies covering nonfleet private passenger vehicles with renewal, inception, or 
anniversary dates on or after Oct. 1, 1993, the insurer must allow the claimant to select the repair 
service or source for the repair of the damage, must pay the same amount to the claimant for 
damage repair regardless of the repair service or source that is selected, and must provide the 
claimant with a list of all known motor vehicle repair services or sources in the claimant’s county 
of residence. Insurers who violate section are subject to civil penalties and other enforcement 
remedies. Deletes provisions in GS 58-33-76(a) prohibiting insurance adjusters or appraisers 
from recommending the use of a particular source for the repair of property damage without 
informing the claimant that the claimant is under no obligation to use the recommended repair 
service.

H 1096. CARJACKING. "MAKING CARJACKING A CRIME IN NORTH CAROLINA." 
Adds new GS 14-87.2 to make forcefully taking or attempting to take a vehicle occupied by a 
driver or another person without the driver’s or occupant’s consent a Class D felony. Requires 
the Div’n of Motor Vehicles to immediately suspend the drivers license of a person arrested for 
carjacking; suspension to remain effective until disposition of charge by dismissal, acquittal, or 
conviction. Conviction to result in revocation of license for at least eight years and a mandatory 
minimum five-year prison term. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Cole. 


H 1097. CANDIDATE RESIDENCY CHALLENGES. "TO ESTABLISH A PROCEDURE 
TO HANDLE CHALLENGES TO RESIDENCE OF CANDIDATES FOR ELECTIVE OFFICE, 
AND TO PUT THE BURDEN OF PROOF ON THE CANDIDATE." Provides that any 
registered voter who is eligible to vote for an office may challenge the right of any person to 
appear on the ballot as a candidate for that office (other than candidates for the US Senate or US 
House of Representatives) by filing, at least 80 days prior to the election, a sworn statement with 
the applicable board of elections alleging that the candidate is not qualified to hold office because 
(1) the candidate is not registered to vote at a location that will allow the candidate to vote for the 
office, (2) the candidate is not eligible under the Constitution on account of age, residency, or 
conviction of a felony to hold office, or (3) the candidate is not a citizen of the US. Provides that, 
in hearings before the board of elections, the candidate has the burden to prove that he is qualified 
to hold office. A decision by the board of elections on any challenge may be appealed within 10 
days to the superior court. Amends other elections statutes to require candidates to provide 
affidavits listing the candidate’s place of residence, including street address. Effective with 
respect to elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1994.

H 1098. ADS IN WRITTEN PERIODICALS. "TO REQUIRE CONTRACTS FOR THE 
PURCHASE OF ADVERTISING IN FOR-PROFIT WRITTEN PERIODICALS TO INCLUDE 
CERTAIN TERMS, INCLUDING A STATEMENT OF THE CIRCULATION OF THE 
PERIODICAL, AND TO PROVIDE REMEDIES FOR THE PURCHASER IN THE EVENT 
THE SELLER FAILS TO COMPLY." Adds new GS Ch. 66, Art. 32 to require contracts for the 
purchase of advertising in for-profit periodicals to include a statement of current circulation and 
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the terms and conditions of payment. Requires notice to the purchaser if circulation decreases by 
10% or more after the contract is entered into, and allows voiding or renegotiation in the event of 
such notice if the contract is for six months or longer. Provides these terms may not be waived or 
modified by the parties. Provides that seller is liable for liquidated damages equal to three times 
the value of all payments to be made for the duration of the contract, plus attorneys fees, upon 
violation. Violation also constitutes an unfair trade practice. Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applies 
to contracts entered, extended or renewed on or after that date.

H 1099. UNC NONRESIDENT TUITION. "TO CHARGE NONRESIDENTS ATTENDING 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA SYSTEM TUITION THAT REPRESENTS THE 
TOTAL COST OF THEIR EDUCATION." Amends GS 116-144 to require UNC Board of 
Governors to set nonresident tuition at rate reflecting 100% of cost of education. Effective for 
tuition charged for academic years beginning in fiscal 1993-94. 

Introduced by Nichols. 


H 1100. KILL LAW OFFICER/CAPITAL CRIME. "TO PROVIDE THAT IT IS FIRST 
DEGREE MURDER TO KILL A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER, A CORRECTIONAL 
OFFICER, A DISTRICT ATTORNEY, AN ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEY, A JUSTICE, 
OR A JUDGE." Amends GS 14-17.2 to make it a Class A felony to kill any of the cited officers 
while the officer is discharging his or her official duties. 

Introduced by Nichols. 


H 1101. STATE EMPLOYEE LEAVE INCREASED. "TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM 
LEAVE GRANTED TO STATE EMPLOYEES AND TO PROVIDE FOR CONVERSION OF 
VACATION LEAVE TO SICK LEAVE." Amends GS 126-8 to provide that at the end of each 
calendar year vacation leave in excess of 35 days shall be converted to sick leave. Effective J nty) 
1, 1993; expires June 30, 1995. 

Introduced by Oldham. 


H 1102. PESTICIDE ENV. TRUST FUND. "TO CREATE THE PESTICIDE 
ENVIRONMENTAL TRUST FUND, TO BE FUNDED BY AN ASSESSMENT FOR EACH 
BRAND OR GRADE OF PESTICIDE REGISTERED." Amends GS 143-422 to require each 
applicant registering a pesticide to pay an annual $50 assessment for each brand or grade 
registered, to be deposited in Pesticide Environmental Trust Fund. Adds GS 143-441A to create 
that Fund, and directs that the Fund proceeds shall be distributed as follows: 2.5% to NCSU to 
enhance agromedicine efforts in cooperation with ECU Medical School; 2.5% to ECU Medical 
School for agromedicine efforts; 20% to NCSU Dep’t of Toxicology for agromedicine specialist; 
75% to Dep’t of Agriculture for pesticide-related environmental programs. Effective Jan. 1, 
1994; applies to applicants for registration who register pesticides on or after that date. 
Introduced by DeVane. 


H 1103. GUBERNATORIAL TEAM TICKET. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE GOVERNOR 
AND LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR RUN AS A JOINT TICKET IN THE GENERAL 
ELECTION." Amends appropriate sections of GS Ch. 163 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Ellis. 
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H 1104. ASSISTANCE BY DMV OFFICERS. "GRANTING ENFORCEMENT 
INSPECTORS AND OFFICERS OF THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES THE 
AUTHORITY TO ASSIST IN THE ENFORCEMENT OF LAWS WHEN A CRIME HAS 
BEEN COMMITTED IN THEIR PRESENCE OR WHEN A STATE OR LOCAL LAW 
ENFORCEMENT AGENCY HAS REQUESTED THEIR ASSISTANCE." Amends GS 20-49. 1 
as title indicates. 

Introduced by Ellis. 


H 1105. CONGRESSIONAL TERM LIMITS. "TO LIMIT BALLOT ACCESS TO 
MEMBERS OF THE UNITED STATES HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES WHO HAVE 
SERVED SIX TWO-YEAR TERMS, AND UNITED STATES SENATORS WHO HAVE 
SERVED TWO SIX-YEAR TERMS." Amends GS 163-203 as title indicates. Terms beginning 
before Jan. 1, 1995, do not count against the limit. Acts does not become effective until similar 
legislation has been enacted covering a majority of members of US House of Representatives. 
Does not apply to write-in candidates. Urges members of Congress to support term limit 
constitutional amendment. 

Introduced by Ellis. 


H 1106. LEGIS/EXEC. TERM LIMITS. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO LIMIT MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE TO THREE CONSECUTIVE 
TERMS IN A HOUSE, AND TO LIMIT MEMBERS OF THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH TO 
TWO FOUR-YEAR TERMS." Submits amendment to NC Constitution as title indicates, to be 
voted on at Nov. 1994 general election. If approved, amendments would take effect Jan. 1, 1995. 
Terms beginning before that date would not count. 

Introduced by Ellis. 


H 1107. WATERSHED CRITICAL AREA WAIVER. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
CRITICAL AREA REQUIREMENT AROUND A WATER SUPPLY MAY BE WAIVED IN 
CERTAIN LIMITED CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 143-214.5 to provide that if a local 
government proposes to locate a water intake in an upstream county, the requirement for a critical 
area buffer around the intake may be waived upon the agreement of both the local government 
and the county board of commissioners of the county in which the intake is located. 

Introduced by G. Thompson. 


H 1108. LIMITATION/CHILDHOOD SEX ABUSE (=S 905). "TO ESTABLISH A 
LIMITATION FOR CIVIL ACTIONS BASED ON PERSONAL INJURY OR ILLNESS 
CAUSED BY CHILDHOOD SEXUAL ABUSE." Adds new GS 1-15.2, and revises GS 
1-52(16), to require that civil action for damages for personal injury or illness caused by 
childhood sexual abuse (defined in new section) be commenced within three years of the later of 
the time the plaintiff reaches majority or the time the plaintiff discovers or reasonably should have 
discovered that the injury or illness was caused by sexual abuse. Provides further than no action 
can be commenced after the plaintiff reaches the age of 40. Also provides that parental immunity 
is no defense and that the plaintiff need not establish which specific act in a series of acts of 
sexual abuse caused the injury. Effective Oct. 1, 1993, and applicable to all actions arising on or 
after that date.

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H 1109. EXPAND LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES AND CITIES 
TO ENGAGE IN ADDITIONAL LOCAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES." 
Amends GS 158-7.1 to authorize a county or city to engage in site preparation for, and extend or 
provide for the extension of water and sewer lines to, publicly or privately owned industrial 
properties or facilities. Allows all counties and cities to take into account prospective tax 
revenues from improvements to be constructed on property, when arriving at the amount of 
consideration received for the conveyance or lease of county or city interests in property 
(currently, limited to specified cities and counties). 

Introduced by Baddour and Wilkins. 


H 1110. SPLIT 1ST JUDICIAL DIV’N. "TO SPLIT JUDICIAL DIVISION 1 INTO 1A AND 
1B." Amends GS 7A-41(a) to create Judicial Division 1A consisting of Superior Court Districts 
1, 2, 3A, 6A, 6B, 7A, 7B, and 7C, and Judicial Division 1B consisting of Superior Court Districts 
3B, 4A, 4B, 5, 8A, and 8B. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Baddour. 


H 1111. EMERGENCY COMMITMENT CHANGE. "TO PROVIDE EMERGENCY 
COMMITMENT OF VIOLENT PERSONS SUFFERING FROM SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
UNDER THE SAME PROCEDURES AVAILABLE FOR VIOLENT PERSONS WHO ARE 
MENTALLY ILL." Amends GS 122C-282 as title indicates. Effective Jan. 1, 1994; applies to 
emergency commitments on or after that date. 

Introduced by Gardner. 


H 1112. TIME LIMIT/UNSOLICITED CALLS. "TO RESTRICT THE TIME PERIOD 
WITHIN WHICH UNSOLICITED AUTOMATIC DIALING AND RECORDED MESSAGES 
MAY BE MADE BY PHONE." Adds GS 75-30(b1) to provide that unsolicited telephone calls 
made by automatic means may be made only between 9:00 a.m. and 9:00 p.m. Effective Dec. 1, 
1993; applies to offenses committed on or after that date. : 
Introduced by Gardner. 


H 1113. DOMICILIARY CARE ACT AMENDS. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING 
DOMICILIARY CARE LICENSING.” Amends GS 131D-2 (definitions applicable to laws 
concerning domiciliary care licensing) to (1) add definition of "assisted living", meaning 
community-based living arrangements where residents live in individual or multi-unit housing, 
and (2) amend definition of "domiciliary home” to include provision of medical care as one 
function of such a facility and to delete existing sentence in the definition that restricts the type of 
medical care appropriate in such a facility. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; applies to licensure 
requirements on or after that date. 

Introduced by Nye. 


H 1114. TELECOMMUNICATOR CERTIFICATION. "TO ESTABLISH 
TELECOMMUNICATOR CERTIFICATION AND TRAINING REQUIREMENTS AND TO 
FUND A PROGRAM OF TRAINING FOR PUBLIC SAFETY TELECOMMUNICATORS." 
Establishes certification and training program for government employees who handle public 
safety information and dispatch law enforcement officers, fire fighters, or medical personnel by 
radio, Teletype, or other means (i.e., 911 operators). Establishes non-reverting Telecommunicator 
Certification & Training Fund for this purpose to be administered by Dep’t of Crime Control & 
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Public Safety and funded by surcharge on residential and business local exchange telephone 
access in amount not to exceed $.05 per month. Creates 17-member Certification & Training 
Board. Except for one public member appointed by Governor, all members are either appointed 
by Governor, Lt. Governor, or Speaker from list submitted by specified law enforcement/fire 
fighter/emergency medical organizations or appointed directly by specified organizations. 
Empowers Board to establish minimum standards for telecommunicators, and develop 
examination and certification programs. 

Introduced by Wright. 


H 1115. SEX EXPLOITATION ACT. "TO PROVIDE A CIVIL ACTION REMEDY FOR 
PERSONS WHO ARE SEXUALLY EXPLOITED BY THEIR PSYCHOTHERAPIST." Adds 
GS Ch. 90, Art. 1E. Provides that any client of a psychotherapist who is sexually exploited by the 
therapist has a civil cause of action if the exploitation occurred while the client was being treated 
by the therapist, or within five years thereafter, or by means of therapeutic deception (meaning, 
representation by the therapist that sexual contract with the therapist is part of the treatment). 
Provides for actual or nominal damages and, in aggravated cases, punitive damages. Allows 
plaintiff to recover attorney fees. Protects plaintiff's sexual history from discovery unless 
plaintiff claims impairment of sexual functioning or defendant proves relevance of the evidence in 
pre-discovery hearing and shows that probative value of the history outweighs its prejudicial 
effect. Restricts introduction of evidence of sexual history under similar conditions, and provides 
that sexual history that is admissible may not be proved by reputation or opinion. Prohibits as a 
defense: consent of plaintiff, fact that sexual contact took place outside therapy session, or fact 
that contact took place off premises regularly used for therapy. Sets four-year statute of 
limitations for such actions, and specifies that cause of action accrues at the later of (a) the last act 
giving rise to the cause, or (b) when client discovers injury, but in no event later than 15 years 
from last act giving rise to the cause. Provides that statute of limitations is tolled during time that 
client is unable to bring action due to threats, instructions, or statements from the therapist. 
Prohibits any person from settling or compromising a claim of sexual exploitation in return for 
promise not to pursue a complaint before occupational licensing board. Effective Oct. 1, 1993; 
applies to conduct occurring on or after that date.

H 1116. BALANCE BUDGET USING GAAP. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE STATE 
BUDGET BE BALANCED USING GENERALLY ACCEPTED ACCOUNTING PRINCIPLES 
AS PRESCRIBED BY THE GOVERNMENTAL ACCOUNTING STANDARDS BOARD." 
Adds new GS 143-15.5 to Executive Budget Act providing that State budget shall be balanced 
using generally accepted accounting principles; that budget shall estimate revenue availability and 
make appropriations by fund and by fiscal year; that each fiscal year shall be balanced separately; 
and that the budget for a fund is balanced when estimated revenue credited to it during the budget 
year plus the beginning credit balance is equal to or greater than appropriations for that budget 
year. Effective July 1, 1995. 

Introduced by Gamble. 
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H 1117. ELECTRICAL CONTRACTOR CHANGE. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ISSUANCE 
OF CITATIONS AGAINST PERSONS VIOLATING THE PROVISIONS AND RULES 
REGARDING THE LICENSING OF ELECTRICAL CONTRACTORS." Extends coverage of 
GS Ch. 87, Art. 4 to nonlicensees and authorizes State Board of Examiners of Electrical 
Contractors 

to issue citations for violations of Art. 4 or the rules of the Board. Citation not complied with (or 
adverse hearing decision of Board if person cited chooses a hearing) results in a maximum $1,000 
fine. Failure to pay fine, violation of Art. 4 provisions, or engaging in electrical contracting 
without a license is a general misdemeanor subject to two-year prison term (currently, three 
months, $300 fine). Citation procedure does not effect the Board’s ability to obtain a court 
injunction for violation of provisions of Art. 4. Effective Dec. 1, 1993.

H 1118. WATER SUPPLY RECLASSIFICATION. "TO CLARIFY THAT LOCAL 
UNANIMITY IS NOT A PREREQUISITE TO A WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED 
RECLASSIFICATION." Amends GS 143-214.5(c) to encourage regional cooperation among 
local governments in protecting water supplies, require the Environmental Management Comm’n 
to consider local government requests for reclassification within 60 days of receipt, and provide 
that all affected local governments need not concur in reclassification requests. 

Introduced by Fussell. 


H 1119. PATERNITY ESTABLISHMENT CHANGES. "REGARDING THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF PATERNITY OF A CHILD BY AFFIDAVIT, CHANGING THE 
LAWS OF EVIDENCE RELATING TO PATERNITY TESTING IN CIVIL ACTIONS, AND 
GIVING PRIORITY TO THE TRIAL OF PATERNITY ACTIONS." Amends GS. 130A-101(f) 
to provide that, if the mother of a child was unmarried at all times from the date of conception 
through the date of the child’s birth, the name of the child’s father shall not be entered on the 
child’s birth certificate unless the child’s mother and father file with the registrar an affidavit 
which contains the social security numbers of both parents and in which the child’s father 
declares that he is the natural father of the child and the child’s mother consents to the assertion of 
paternity by the father and declares that the father is the child’s only possible father. Also 
provides that upon execution of the affidavit, the child’s father shall be presumed to be the natural 
father of the child and that this presumption may be rebutted only by proof beyond a reasonable 
doubt. Amends GS 8-50.1 as follows: (1) requires the court in civil actions involving the 
question of parentage to order any party to a paternity action, including the mother, the child, and 
the putative father, to submit to one or more blood or genetic marker tests to be performed by a 
duly certified physician or other expert; (2) provides that if the person requesting the test is 
indigent, the state shall pay for the test; (3) provides that verified documentary evidence of the 
chain of custody of blood specimens is competent evidence to establish the chain of custody; (4) 
allows the testing expert’s completed and certified report of the results and conclusions of 
paternity blood tests to be admitted as evidence without additional testimony by the expert if the 
laboratory in which the expert performed the test is accredited for parentage testing by the 
American Association of Blood Banks; (5) provides that if the experts conclude that the genetics 
tests do not exclude the putative father and that the probability of the putative father’s paternity is 
97% or higher, the alleged parent is presumed to be the child’s father and this presumption may 

_ be rebutted only by evidence beyond a reasonable doubt; (6) provides that if all the experts 
conclude, based on the genetic tests, that it is unlikely that the putative father is the child’s father, 
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the putative father is presumed not to be the child’s father and this presumption may be rebutted 
only by evidence beyond a reasonable doubt; and (7) provides that if the experts disagree in their 
findings or conclusions, or if the tests do not exclude the putative father but indicate less than 
97% probability of paternity, the results of the tests are admissible and shall be weighed with 
other competent evidence. Amends GS 49-14 to provide that civil and criminal actions to 
establish paternity shall have priority for trial above all other matters except as otherwise required 
by law. Introduced by Braswell. 


H 1120. FORECLOSURE STATUTE AMENDS (<=S 834). "TO CLARIFY THE 
PROCEDURE FOR FORECLOSURE UNDER POWER OF SALE AND TO ESTABLISH A 
NEW UPSET BID PROCEDURE." Identical to S 834, introduced 13 April. 

Introduced by Braswell. 


H 1121. WATER SUPPLY PLANS EXPANSION. "TO PROHIBIT A UNIT OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT FROM EXPANDING ITS LOCAL WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM UNLESS IT 
HAS COMPLETED AN APPROVED LOCAL WATER SUPPLY PLAN." Amends GS 143-355 
to provide that the Dep’t of Env., Health & Nat. Resources shall not approve local government 
expansion of water supply systems unless the Dep’t has approved that government’s required 
water supply plan. Effective July 1, 1994 and applicable to all applications for expansions on or 
after that date. 

Introduced by Fussell. 


H 1122. NO UNWRAPPED FOOD SAMPLES (=H 886). "TO DIRECT THE HEALTH 
SERVICES COMMISSION TO ADOPT RULES RESTRICTING THE OFFERING OF 
UNWRAPPED FOOD SAMPLES.” Identical to H 886, introduced 12 April. 

Introduced by Bowie. 


H 1123. SCHOOL WEAPONS/MANDATORY PENALTY. "TO PROVIDE THAT A 
PARENT WHO ALLOWS A CHILD TO TAKE A WEAPON ON SCHOOL GROUNDS IS 
GUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR PUNISHABLE BY A FINE AND TO PROVIDE THAT A 
PERSON CONVICTED OF A WEAPONS OFFENSE AT SCHOOL SHALL RECEIVE A 
MANDATORY SENTENCE OF THIRTY DAYS IMPRISONMENT." Amends GS 14-269.2 
and adds GS 14-269.5 as title indicates. Applies to offenses committed on or after 1 Oct. 1993. 
Introduced by McLaughlin. 


H 1124. SALVAGE VEHICLE DEALERS. "TO LICENSE SALVAGE VEHICLE 
DEALERS." Adds new art. 12A to GS Ch. 20, Art. 12A making it unlawful for any person to 
engage in business as a demolisher, rebuilder, salvage dealer, salvage pool, or vehicle removal 
operator without obtaining a license from the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles for each business 
location. Also makes it unlawful for any scrap metal processor to sell a vehicle or vehicle 
components or parts, for any salvage pool to sell a salvage vehicle to a person who is not a scrap 
metal processor or licensed as a salvage dealer, rebuilder, demolisher, motor vehicle dealer, or 
vehicle removal operator, for any person to sell a junk vehicle to a person who is not a scrap 
metal processor or licensed as a salvage dealer, demolisher, or vehicle removal operator, or for 
any person to sell a rebuilt vehicle without first having disclosed the fact that the vehicle is a

rebuilt vehicle. Requires insurance companies that acquire, as the result of the claims process, 
any vehicle title in NC to obtain a salvage title from Div’n of Motor Vehicles under GS 20-71.3. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

H 1125. INTEREST ON ESCROW ACCOUNTS. "TO REQUIRE THAT FUNDS HELD 
FOR THE PAYMENT OF TAXES, INSURANCE, OR OTHER COSTS INCIDENT TO A 
FIRST MORTGAGE OR DEED OF TRUST ON RESIDENTIAL REAL PROPERTY EARN 
INTEREST OR BE CREDITED AGAINST PRINCIPAL UNTIL EXPENSES ARE PAID." 
Adds new GS 45-45.3 as title indicates. Provides that any lender who violates new section may 
be required to pay a civil penalty of not more than $1,000 in addition to reasonable attorneys’ fees 
and other damages ordered by the court. Effective Jan. 1, 1994, and applicable to all funds held 
or collected on or after that date. 

Introduced by Howard. 


H 1126. PURCHASE MATERNITY LEAVE. "TO PROVIDE FOR A MEMBER OF THE 
LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO PURCHASE TIME 
LOST DUE TO INTERRUPTED SERVICE FOR MATERNITY AND PARENTAL LEAVE." 
Adds new GS 128-26 allowing a member of the Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement 
System with five or more years of credited service to purchase up to six months of service for 
each period of parental leave, pregnancy, or childbirth which interrupted the member’s service, by 
making a lump sum payment equal to the full liability of the service credits purchased. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1993.

H 1127. MOTORCYCLE SAFETY ED. CONT’D. "TO CONTINUE THE MOTORCYCLE 
SAFETY INSTRUCTION PROGRAM DELIVERED THROUGH THE DEPARTMENT OF 
COMMUNITY COLLEGES." Removes sunset provision from Sec. 4 of Ch. 755, SL 1989. 
Introduced by Diamont. 


H 1128. DEPUTY ELECTIONS SUPERVISORS. "TO CLARIFY THAT A DEPUTY 
SUPERVISOR OF ELECTIONS FOR A COUNTY MAY REGISTER VOTERS IN THAT 
COUNTY REGARDLESS OF WHETHER THE DEPUTY SUPERVISOR RESIDES IN THAT 
COUNTY, AND TO CHANGE THE REQUIREMENT OF THE ELECTION LAWS 
CONCERNING VOTING BOOTHS." Revises GS 163-80(a)(5) to clarify that a deputy 
supervisor of elections may register voters as the title indicates. Also revises GS 163-145 (and 
related sections) to provide that county board of elections shall furnish each voting place with the 
number and type of voting stations specified by the State Board of Elections rather than with 
voting booths meeting the physical specifications set by current section. 

Introduced by Weatherly. 


H 1129. STATE ARCHITECT. "TO PROVIDE FOR A STATE ARCHITECT AND TO 
REQUIRE COMPETITIVE BIDDING ON STATE ARCHITECTURAL, ENGINEERING, AND 
SURVEYING CONTRACTS." Repeals Art. 3D of GS Ch. 143 (Procurement of Architectural, 
Engineering, and Surveying Services) and creates GS 143-64.35 to require competitive bids for 
architectural, engineering, and surveying contracts where the estimated professional fee exceeds 
$10,000. Amends GS 143-135.26 to create Office of State Architect, with State Architect to be 
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appointed by Sec’y of Dep’t of Administration. Directs Sec’y of Administration to report to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Govt. Operations by May 1, 1994 on staffing, funding, and cost of Office 
of State Architect. GS 143-135.26 effective Oct. 1, 1994; balance of bill effective on ratification 
and applicable to contracts let for bid on or after that date. 

Introduced by Hightower. 


H 1130. NONPUBLIC DAY CARE EXEMPTION. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW 
REGARDING THE EXEMPTION OF DAY CARE OFFERED BY NONPUBLIC SCHOOLS 
FROM DAY CARE REGULATION." Broadens the category of nonpublic schools exempt from 
day care regulation to include all nonpublic schools that regularly and exclusively provide a 
course of grade school instruction to children of public school age, whether or not accredited by 
the Dep’t of Public Instruction (currently, exempts nonpublic schools described in Part 2 of Art. 
39, Ch. 115C, that are accredited by the Southern Association of Colleges and Schools and that do 
not provide child care described in GS 110-86(2)). Applies to regulatory cases pending on or 
after ratification date. 

Introduced by Easterling. 


H 1131. LITERACY GRANT STUDY. "TO DIRECT THE GOVERNOR’S COMMISSION 
ON WORK FORCE PREPAREDNESS TO STUDY THE NEED FOR GRANT FUNDS FOR 
STATE LITERACY PROGRAMS." Requires the Comm’n on Work Force Preparedness to study 
the efficacy of volunteer based community literacy programs and the need for establishing a 
state-funded grant program to provide funds to nonprofit, community-based adult literacy 
organizations, and to report its findings and recommendations to the General Assembly not later 
than May 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 1132. STUDY RECYCLING TAX INCENTIVES. "TO REQUIRE THE STUDY OF TAX 
CREDITS FOR BUSINESSES THAT PURCHASE PRODUCTS WITH RECYCLED 
CONTENT OR ANY OTHER TAX INCENTIVES THAT WOULD SERVE TO PROMOTE 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF MARKETS FOR RECYCLABLES." Requires the Environmental 
Review Comm’n or any LRC committee studying solid waste to conduct study as title indicates. 
Provides that study commission shall report findings and recommendations to 1995 General 
Assembly and may make interim report to 1993 General Assembly during 1994 session. 
Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 1133. RESUMPTION OF SURNAME. "TO PERMIT MEN WHO ARE DIVORCED OR 
WIDOWED TO RESUME USE OF THE SURNAME THEY USED BEFORE MARRIAGE." 
Amends GS 50-12 and 101-8 to allow a man whose marriage is dissolved by divorce or who is 
widowed to resume the use of his premarriage surname (similar to procedures for woman’s 
resumption of her maiden name after divorce or death of her spouse). Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Gottovi. 


H 1134. CHILD NEGLECT EXPOSURE TO DRUGS. "TO PROVIDE THAT NEWBORNS 
WHO WERE EXPOSED TO ILLICIT DRUGS OR TO ALCOHOL PRIOR TO BIRTH ARE 
NEGLECTED UNDER GS 7A-517.". Amends GS 7A-517(21) to add to definition of neglected 
juvenile newborn infants whose bodies contain controlled substances other than as a result of 
medical treatment and newborn infants suffering fetal alcohol syndrome or other physiological or 
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neurological symptoms of drug or alcohol abuse by its mother. Amends GS 7A-543 to provide 
that tests to determine neglect under GS 7A-517(21) shall not be used as evidence in any criminal 
trial of the mother for child neglect. Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and applicable to cause of action 
commencing on or after that date. 

Introduced by Russell. 


H 1135. NO SADISTIC VIDEOS TO MINORS. "TO PROHIBIT THE COMMERCIAL 
DISSEMINATION OF SADISTIC VIDEOS TO MINORS." Adds new GS 14-190.21 making it 
a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment up to six months and a fine of at least $500, to 
disseminate commercially a sadistic video harmful to minors (as defined in new section). 
Provides that mistake of age is not a defense. Makes as affirmative defense that defendant was 
parent or legal guardian of minor; that dissemination was with prior consent of parent or legal 
guardian; and that defendant requested and received identification indicating that minor was at 
least 18 years old and defendant reasonably believed minor was at least 18. Effective Dec. 1, 
1993, and applicable to offenses occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Russell. 


H 1136. LIMIT CIGARETTE VENDING SALES. "TO PROHIBIT THE SALE OF 
CIGARETTES IN VENDING MACHINES EXCEPT UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS THAT 
WILL PREVENT SALES TO MINORS." Adds GS 14-313.1, making it a misdemeanor to place, 
maintain, or operate a vending machine for cigarettes or other tobacco products that is not in view 
of person responsible for preventing persons under 18 from using it. 

Introduced by Jenkins. 


H 1137. CLEAN WATER LOAN AMENDS. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
CLEAN WATER REVOLVING LOAN AND GRANT PROGRAM TO ALLOW 
MUNICIPALITIES TO PLEDGE USER FEES OR ANY AVAILABLE SOURCES OF 
REVENUES FOR THE PAYMENT OF REVOLVING FUNDS.” Amends GS 159G-18(a) to 
allow local government units to execute debt instruments to the state for clean water loans secured 
by user fee revenues, other sources of revenue, or their faith and credit, or any combination 
thereof. Requires applicants for clean water loans to adopt a schedule of fees, charges, and other 
funds that will adequately provide for proper operation, maintenance, and administration of 
funded projects and for repayment of the loans. Also requires Dep’t of Env., Health & Nat. 
Resources to prepare a summary report each year of allocations made from clean water revolving 
loan fund for each of the previous five fiscal years. 

Introduced by Warner. 


H 1138. WATER QUALITY AMENDMENTS. "TO IMPROVE PROGRAM 
IMPLEMENTATION AND CLARIFY AUTHORITIES OF THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
MANAGEMENT COMMISSION IN AREAS OF PERMIT ISSUANCE, PUBLIC MEETINGS, 
WATER SUPPLY PROTECTION, AND LABORATORY CERTIFICATION AND TO 
AMEND PROVISIONS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES 
ACT FOR DECLARATORY RULINGS, RULE NOTICES AND FISCAL NOTES." Amends 
GS 1434-215.1 to require permits for any discharge of waste into the waters of the state. Amends 
GS 143-215.1(c) to convert references to "public meetings" to "public hearings." Amends GS 
143-215.3(a)(10) to provide for certification of laboratory employees and to provide that fees for 
laboratory and laboratory employee certification be credited to Water and Air Quality Account 
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and used to administer this program. Amends GS 143-215.4(b) to provide that the Environmental 
Management Commission may hold public meetings in addition to any required public hearings. 
Repeals GS 143-214.6 (Watershed Protection Advisory Council). Amends GS 150B-4(a) to 
provide that failure to issue a requested declaratory ruling within 90 days (was 60 days) is a denial 
of the request to issue a ruling. Amends GS 150B-21.4(a) to require certification by agency that 
proposed administrative rule that every agency that would be required to expend funds has been 
notified and provide a projection of the amount of expenditures and deletes requirement that 
Director of the Budget certify that funds are available to cover the expenditure. 

Introduced by Warner. 


H 1139. DELAY WATERSHED PROTECTION RULES. "TO DELAY THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE WATERSHED PROTECTION RULES ADOPTED BY THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION AND TO DIRECT THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO HOLD 
COUNTY-BASED EDUCATIONAL SESSIONS TO EXPLAIN THE NEED FOR AND 
IMPACT OF THE WATERSHED PROTECTION ACT." Amends deadlines for local 
government adoption of local water supply management and protection ordinances to delay 
effective dates by two years (original deadlines set by SL 1989, Ch. 426, as amended). New 
deadlines for local ordinances are July 1, 1995 for municipalities with populations of 5,000 or 
more, October 1, 1995 for smaller municipalities, and January 1, 1996 for counties. Provides that 
implementing rules for the Watershed Management Act shall not take effect prior to July 1, 1995. 
Directs the Dep’t of Env., Health, & Nat. Res. to hold county-based educational sessions on the 
Watershed Management Act. 

Introduced by J. Brown. 


H 1140. SOCIAL SERVICES PATERNITY ID. "TO REQUIRE THE IDENTIFICATION 
OF THE FATHER OF ANY CHILD ELIGIBLE FOR PUBLIC ASSISTANCE." Beginning 
October 1, 1993, requires the parent of a dependent infant eligible for public assistance at birth to 
provide the identity of the other parent of the child to the dep’t of social services within 30 days 
of the infant’s birth and prior to the receipt of public assistance. Requires the parent of a 
dependent child who becomes eligible for public assistance at any time after birth, and on or after 
October 1, 1993, to provide social services the identification of the other parent when applying 
for public assistance. Requires the parent receiving public assistance as of October 1, 1993, to 
provide the other parent’s identity by November 1, 1993. Failure to provide the identity makes 
parent ineligible for public State assistance, except as otherwise prescribed by Federal law. 
Parents who fail or refuse to provide identity may be cited to appear in district court and 
compelled to disclose the identity, under penalty of contempt of court. Where parent declared 
ineligible for public assistance, needs of remaining family members to be met through protective 
payment in accordance with GS 108A-38. Effective Dec. 1, 1993, and applies to determinations 
of eligibility made on or after that date. 

Introduced by J. Brown and P. Wilson. 


H 1141. MH INSURANCE CHECK. "TO ENSURE THAT AN INDIVIDUAL WHO HAS 
RECEIVED MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES IS NOT PREJUDICED WHEN APPLYING FOR 
INSURANCE." Directs Comm’r of Insurance to adopt rules, upon consultation with Division of 
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Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services of Dep’t of Human 
Resources, to prevent automatic prejudice against any insurance applicant who has received 
mental health services. 

Introduced by Alexander. 

H 1142. SUBSTANCE ABUSE CERT. ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROFESSIONALS CERTIFICATION ACT." Adds new article 5C to 
GS Chapter 90 establishing NC Substance Abuse Professionals Certification Board to certify 
substance abuse counselors and substance abuse prevention consultants. Creates interim 
16-member board, comprised of two members appointed by General Assembly (one on 
recommendation of Speaker and one on recommendation of President pro tem.) and 14 members 
who, at the effective date of the bill, are members of the NC Substance Abuse Professionals 
Certification Board, Inc. Directs interim board to create permanent 21-member board by April 1, 
1994, through combination of appointments and elections as set forth in bill. Provides that 
members of permanent board shall serve three-year terms, but that no member shall serve more 
than two consecutive terms. Grants to board authority to establish standards for certification of 
substance abuse counselors and consultants, including educational and examination requirements. 
Makes it a misdemeanor for anyone to practice as a substance abuse counselor or consultant in 
violation of article, and sets forth grounds for disciplinary action against persons subject to article. 
Provides that all persons certified by NC Substance Abuse Professionals Certification Board, Inc. 
as of effective date of article are considered certified pursuant to article, but such persons must 
file proof of prior certification with and request certification from new permanent board within 
six months of effective date of article. Effective Dec. 1, 1993, and applicable to requirements and 
causes of action arising on or after that date. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1143. BREAST FEEDING NOT INDECENT. "TO CLARIFY THAT BREAST FEEDING 
DOES NOT VIOLATE INDECENCY LAWS." Amends GS 14-190.9 to clarify that breast 
feeding in any public or private location does not constitute the misdemeanor offense of indecent 
exposure, irrespective of whether the nipple of the mother’s breast is uncovered during or 
incidental to the breast feeding. Excepts breast feeding from the definition of "sexually explicit 
nudity" applicable to offenses concerning minors listed in GS 14-190.13. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1144. TRUST FUNDS; MEDICAID. "TO ADDRESS THE PROBLEM OF TRUST 
FUNDS DEVELOPED FOR PURPOSES OF MEDICAID ELIGIBILITY." Adds new GS 
108A-58.2 providing that inter vivos trust, which is created for benefit of grantor and which 
suspends, terminates, or diverts grantor’s assets in event grantor or grantor’s spouse requires 
medical, hospital, or nursing care, shall be ineffective in determining grantor’s eligibility for 
Medicaid assistance for institutional or community-based care. Provides that new section does 
not apply to trust provisions that are irrevocable before July 1, 1993, but that section applies to 
any trust assets that become subject to section after July 1, 1993. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1145. LIFE INSURANCE/MEDICAID. "TO ADDRESS THE PROBLEM OF LIFE 
INSURANCE PURCHASES FOR THE PURPOSE OF MEDICAID ELIGIBILITY." Provides 
that the purchase of certain term life insurance policies with low benefit to premium ratios will be 
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considered to be a transfer of assets for less than fair market value which will disqualify an 
individual from receiving Medicaid benefits. Does not apply to life insurance policies that are 
purchased to assure the payment of a debt existing at the time of purchase or to assure the 
payment of burial or funeral expenses not to exceed $5,000. Does not apply to policies purchased 
before July 1, 1993. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1146. INCREMENTAL ASSET TRANSFER. "TO ADDRESS THE PROBLEM OF 
INCREMENTAL ASSET TRANSFERS FOR PURPOSES OF MEDICAID ELIGIBILITY." 
Provides that, with respect to transfers made on or after July 1, 1993, the periods of ineligibility 
for Medicaid benefits imposed for transferring property for less than market value shall run 
sequentially beginning on the date of the last transfer that results in a period of ineligibility and 
that no period of ineligibility shall begin before the date on which the transfer resulting in that 
ineligibility period was made. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1147. MEDICAID LONG-TERM CARE. "TO SPECIFY THE EFFECT OF CERTAIN 
TRANSFERS ON ELIGIBILITY FOR STATE MEDICAL ASSISTANCE FOR LONG-TERM 
CARE." Amends GS 108A-58 to provide that prior provisions of statute apply only to transfers 
made before July 1, 1988 and add new provisions applicable to transfers after July 1, 1993. New 
provisions provide that: (1) periods of ineligibility imposed pursuant to 42 U.S.C. Sec. 
1396p(c)(1) run sequentially; (2) premiums for certain term life insurance policies purchased by 
and institutionalized individual or that individual’s spouse shall be considered a transfer of 
resources for less than fair market value; and (3) provisions in any inter vivos trust created for the 
benefit of the grantor that provides that benefits to the grantor or the grantor’s spouse are 
terminated, suspended, or diverted if the grantor or grantor’s spouse apply for medical assistance 
or require medical, hospital, nursing, or long-term care are to be considered ineffective in 
determining eligibility (not applicable to trust provisions made irrevocable before July 1, 1993 
except for trust assets that become subject to the provision after that date). Includes severablity 
clause. Effective on ratification and applicable to determinations of eligibility made on or after 
that date. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1148. DIVORCE EDUCATION PROGRAM. "TO DIRECT THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
OFFICE OF THE COURTS TO DEVELOP AN EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM FOR 
DIVORCING COUPLES WITH CHILDREN." Directs Administrative Office of the Courts 
(AOC) to develop educational program that divorcing couples with children would be required to 
attend before the granting of an absolute divorce. Also directs AOC to develop administrative 
plan for implementation of program, including provisions for waiver of attendance by court, 
estimates of costs of operating program, and methods for evaluating effectiveness of program. 
Requires AOC to report findings and recommendations to General Assembly by May 1, 1994. 
Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1149. ORAL SURGERY CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT AS 
IT RELATES TO ORAL SURGERY." Amends GS 90-9 to provide that a medical school 
graduate who is also a NC-licensed dentist certified by American Board of Oral and Maxillofacial 
Surgery, after completing Oral and Maxillofacial residency, may be examined and licensed by 
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Board of Medical Examiners without having completed one year of post-medical school medical 
education that is required of one not so certified. Applies to licensure applications made on or 
after ratification of act. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1150. DOT ROAD ABANDONMENT LIMITED. "TO PROHIBIT THE DEPARTMENT 
OF TRANSPORTATION FROM CLOSING OR ABANDONING A STATE ROAD WITHIN 
ONE MILE OF A MUNICIPALITY WITHOUT THAT MUNICIPALITY’S CONSENT." 
Amends GS 136-54 to change the Board of Transportation’s power as title indicates. Amends GS 
136-55.1 to require Dep’t of Transportation to give notice to municipality at least 60 days prior 
to any action abandoning a segment of State road within one mile of corporate limits of a 
municipality; prohibits abandonment without the consent of the governing board of the 
municipality. Amends GS 136-63 to require notice and consent of municipalities effected by a 
change to, or abandonment of, any road in the secondary system requested by a county board of 
comm’rs. 

Introduced by Richardson. 


H 1151. LITTER LAW ENFORCEMENT. "TO PROVIDE THAT IT IS A MATTER OF 
STATE POLICY TO STRICTLY ENFORCE THE LITTERING LAW AND TO REQUIRE 
PERSONS WHO ARE CONVICTED OF LITTERING TO PICK UP LITTER UNDER A 
COMMUNITY SERVICE PROGRAM." Adds new GS 14-398.1 reiterating state’s policy 
against littering. Revises GS 14-399 to provide that anyone who violates litter laws shall remove 
all litter for a two-mile section of a primary or secondary road polluted by litter. Provides further 
that convicted litterer shall be required to wear vest identifying person as convicted litterer while 
picking up litter. Effective on ratification and applicable to all litter offenses committed on or 
after that date. 

Introduced by Justus. 


H 1152. MANUF. GAS PLANT SITES REMED. "TO DIRECT THE UTILITIES 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE NEED, SCOPE, AND SCHEDULING OF REMEDIATION 
OF MANUFACTURED GAS PLANT SITES, TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION THEREFOR, 
AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE COSTS OF CLEANING UP MANUFACTURED GAS SITES 
SHALL NOT BE PAID BY THE RATE PAYERS." Directs the Utilities Comm’n to complete a 
study, no later than December 1, 1994, that identifies manufactured gas plants in the State, 
indicates the sites in need of remedial action, identifies the appropriate cost-efficient remedial 
action methods that protect the environment and comply with relevant State and Federal laws, and 
develops a plan scheduling remedial action. Appropriates $200,000 from the General Fund to the 
Utilities Comm’n for conducting the study. Amends GS 62-133(g) to direct the Comm’n to fix 
rates in a manner that does not allow a public utility to recover costs of remedial action at 
manufactured gas plant sites, nor use remedial action costs to determine the public utility’s cost of 
property used in providing service to the public. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Mavretic. 


H 1153. DWI COUNSELING LIMITATION. "TO PLACE A LIMITATION ON THE 
CHARGE FOR AND NUMBER OF WEEKS OF COUNSELING THAT MAY BE REQUIRED 
OF A DEFENDANT CONVICTED OF DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED." Amends GS 
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20-179(m) to provide that if an area mental health facility or its contractor is providing counseling 
for convicted DWI defendants, they may charge no more than $10 per session and require no 
more than one session per week for no more than 13 weeks. 

Introduced by Lee. 


H 1154. PINE STRAW LARCENY/REGULATION. "TO CLARIFY THAT THE THEFT 
OF PINE STRAW CONSTITUTES LARCENY AND TO CREATE A NEW ARTICLE 
REGULATING THE COLLECTION OR DISTRIBUTION OF PINE STRAW." Revises GS 
14-80 to clarify that the taking of pine straw from another’s property with felonious intent 
constitutes larceny. Adds new article 31D to GS Chapter 106 requiring all pine straw dealers to 
register with the Commissioner of Agriculture. Also requires persons who sell or offer to sell 
more than 20 pounds of pine straw in a two-year period to keep records showing the origin and 
distribution of the pine straw, with such records subject to review by the Commissioner on 
request. Makes it a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not more than $1,000, to fail to register 
as required by article, keep required records, hinder the Commissioner or an authorized agent in 
performance of his or her duties, or violate any other provision of article. Effective October 1, 
1993, and applicable to offenses occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Lee. 


H 1155. COSMETOLOGY CONTINUING EDUCATION. "TO REQUIRE CONTINUING 
EDUCATION FOR REGISTERED COSMEMTOLIGISTS AND REGISTERED 
MANICURISTS." Amends cosmetologists’ and manicurists’ licensing act (GS Ch. 88) to require 
as condition of triennial license renewal that every cosmetologist or manicurist attend annual 
continuing education classes whose extent is determined and whose providers are approved by 
Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners. Applies to all applicants for licensure or renewal whose 
applications are filed after ratification of act. 

Introduced by Kuczmarski. 


H 1156. SALTWATER SPORTS FISHING LICENSE. "TO REQUIRE A LICENSE FOR 
RECREATIONAL HOOK-AND-LINE FISHING IN COASTAL FISHING WATERS." Makes 
it unlawful for any person to take fish by means of hook-and-line in coastal fishing waters without 
a current and valid saltwater sports fishing license issued by the Marine Fisheries Comm’n. Does 
not apply to persons engaged in duly licensed commercial fishing operations or to hook-and-line 
fishing using natural bait. Establishes fees and procedures for issuance of saltwater sports fishing 
licenses. Allows Marine Fisheries Comm’n to require that any fishing gear or equipment, in 
addition to hook-and-line, used to take fish for sports or recreational purposes or for personal 
consumption from coastal fishing waters is subject to the saltwater sports fishing license 
requirements, and allows the Comm’n to require a separate license for fishing gear or equipment 
other than hook-and-line. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Bowman. 


H 1157. COURTS COMM’N CHAIR. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE LAW RELATING 
TO THE NORTH CAROLINA COURTS COMMISSION." Amends GS 7A-506 to (1) require 
that members appointed from General Assembly categories must be current members (now, may 
be current or former members), and (2) provide that Chief Justice appoints chair (now, Governor 
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appoints chair). Effective July 1, 1993; applies to appointments made on or after that date. 
Introduced by R. Hunter. 


H 1158. NO BILLBOARDS NEAR PILOT MTN. "TO PROHIBIT THE ERECTION OF 
OUTDOOR ADVERTISING ON A PORTION OF U.S. HIGHWAY 52 AND NORTH 
CAROLINA HIGHWAY 752 IN SURRY COUNTY." As title indicates. Recites that affected 
area forms corridor past Pilot Mountain State Park. 

Introduced by Diamont. 


H 1159. REGULATE HOG OPERATIONS. "TO REGULATE THE DISPOSAL OF 
ANIMAL WASTE AT INTENSIVE HOG OPERATIONS." This bill is digested in Part C of 
today’s Bulletin. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. 


H 1160. CITY/COUNTY CONVEYANCE VOTE. "TO ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT 
THAT CITY OR COUNTY PROPERTY CONVEYANCES TO A NONPROFIT ENTITY AT 
PRIVATE SALE RECEIVE A UNANIMOUS VOTE OF THE GOVERNING BOARD." 
Repeals GS 160A-279(c), including that subsection as applies in any local act, for effect as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. 


H 1161. BRAIN DISORDER/HEALTH INSURANCE. "TO ENSURE THAT 
BIOLOGICALLY BASED BRAIN DISEASES ARE PHYSICAL ILLNESSES FOR 
PURPOSES OF HEALTH INSURANCE COVERAGE." Directs Comm’r of Insurance to ensure 
that biologically based brain diseases are considered physicall illnesses for purposes of health 
insurance coverage. Gives list of such disorders. Effective July 1, 1993; applies to policies 
issued on or after that date. 

Introduced by Alexander. 


H 1162. REDUCE EARLY RETIRE. PENALTY. "TO CHANGE THE METHOD FOR 
CALCULATING THE PENALTY FOR EARLY RETIREMENT.” Amends GS 135-3(8) to 
establish vested deferred retirement allowance for members of the Teachers and State Employees 
Retirement System. Members who separate after completing 20 or more years of service may 
leave contributions in the System and retire on a deferred allowance upon attaining age 50. 
Amends GS 135-5(b13) to make it applicable to members who retire on or after July 1, 1992 but 
before July 1, 1993. Creates GS 135-5(b14) relating to service retirement allowance for members 
retiring on or after July 1, 1993. This section adds provision for law enforcement officers who 
retire between the ages of 50 and 55 and other members who retire before the age of 65. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Holt. 


H 1163. STATE DANCES. "TO DESIGNATE STATE DANCES." Adds new GS 145-16 
designating clogging as the official NC folk dance, square dancing as the official NC American 
folk dance, and shagging as the official NC beach dance. 

Introduced by Holt, Gottovi, and Redwine. 
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H 1164. DWI ASSESSMENTS CHANGE. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW RELATING TO 
ASSESSMENTS AND TREATMENT UNDER THE ’DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED’ LAW." 
Requires that if a defendant convicted of driving while impaired is placed on probation, the 
defendant must obtain a substance abuse assessment if the defendant’s alcohol concentration 
reached or exceeded 0.08. Also requires that, to the extent practicable, all agencies providing 
assessments under the law employ substance abuse counselors as assessors and that the 
assessment use the criteria developed by the American Society of Addiction Medicine. Requires 
defendants whose alcohol concentration reached or exceeded 0.20 to participate in a court-ordered 
treatment program if the assessing agency recommends treatment. Effective Oct. 1, 1993 and 
applies to assessments ordered on or after that date.

H 1165. AMEND WORKERS’ COMP ACT. "TO MAKE VARIOUS SUBSTANTIVE 
AMENDMENTS TO THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT." Amends GS Ch. 97 to 
require a coordination of workers’ compensation benefits with employer-provided health and 
disability benefits. Requires that an employee’s retirement benefits under the Social Security Act, 
and pension benefits received under a employer-funded pension plan, shall be reduced by the 
amount of payments made to an employee under the Workers’ Compensation Act. Requires the 
employee to authorize the employer or insurer to secure the amount to which the employee is 
entitled under the Social Security Act. Effective January 1, 1994. 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 1166. EXPAND UTILITIES COMM. AUTH. "TO EXPAND THE AUTHORITY OF THE 
UTILITIES COMMISSION REGARDING REGULATION OF TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
SERVICES." Amends GS 62-2 to give Utilities Comm’n authority to develop regulatory policies 
"to make available all telecommunications services to enhance education." 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 1167. MUNICIPAL POWER AGENCY INV. "TO ADD TO THE INVESTMENT 
AUTHORITY OF JOINT MUNICIPAL POWER AGENCIES." Revises GS 159B-18(b) to allow 
joint municipal power agencies to invest in the instruments specified in the bill. 

Introduced by G. Miller. 


H 1168. UNC-CH 1993 NCAA CHAMPS. "JOINT RESOLUTION RECOGNIZING THE 
MEN’S BASKETBALL PROGRAM AT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT 
CHAPEL HILL AND HONORING THE 1992 MEN’S BASKETBALL TEAM ON WINNING 
THE 1993 NCAA DIVISION I CHAMPIONSHIP." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Hackney, Barnes, G. Miller, Gray, R. Hunter, Richardson, and Justus. 


H 1169. CONCEALED WEAPON PERMIT. "TO ALLOW PERSONS TO OBTAIN A 
PERMIT TO CARRY A CONCEALED WEAPON AFTER MEETING CERTAIN 
QUALIFICATIONS, TO CREATE CERTAIN MISDEMEANOR OFFENSES RELATED TO 
CONCEALED WEAPONS PERMITS, AND TO INCREASE THE PUNISHMENT FOR THE 
CURRENT OFFENSE OF CARRYING CONCEALED WEAPONS." Adds new GS 14-269.5, 
and revises GS 14-269, to allow person to carry concealed weapon when sheriff has issued permit 
to do so. Authorizes sheriff to issue concealed weapon permit to any person who meets 
qualifications specified in bill, to wit, that person be at least 21 years old, have been a resident of 
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NC for at least 90 days, not have a prior commitment to a mental institution, not be prohibited by 
law from carrying a weapon, is proficient in the use of the weapon, has not been indicted for or 
convicted of a felony and does not have proceedings pending for or a conviction of a forcible 
misdemeanor, and has not been convicted of an offense involving impaired driving. Provides that 
if applicant cannot meet proficiency requirement, sheriff shall provide weapon training to 
applicant. Allows appeal of denial of permit to chief judge of district court in district where 
request was made. Sets forth grounds for revocation of permit and makes it a general 
misdemeanor to give false information to obtain permit, counterfeit a permit, or engage in like 
conduct specified in bill. 

Revises GS 14-404 to provide that person seeking permit for weapon in counties covered by 
section shall demonstrate proficiency in use of weapon. Authorizes sheriff to provide weapon 
training to applicants for weapon permits. , 

Effective December 1, 1993.

H 1170. TURF RESEARCH & EDUCATION FUNDS. "TO LEVY A USER FEE OF ONE 
CENT PER POUND OF GRASS SEED, WITH THE NET PROCEEDS TO BE USED FOR 
GRASS TURF RESEARCH AND EDUCATION PROGRAMS." Adds GS 106-284.51 through 
-284.56, the Turfgrass/Forage Research and Education Revenue Act, requiring Dep’t of 
Agriculture to collect fee on seed dealers and grower-sellers and remit collections to Turfgrass 
Council of North Carolina, Inc., a nonprofit corporation, for use in research and education on 
improving usefulness of turfgrass. Funds collected by Dep’t are not to be considered State funds, 
except that Dep’t shall retain administrative costs. Turfgrass Council must share these funds with 
NC Forage and Grasslands Council of NC Cattleman’s Ass’n, Inc., a nonprofit corporation. 
Amends GS 106-277.28 to earmark collections from new fee levied on seed dealers at rate of $.01 
per pound sold to implement Act. (Apparently applies to sales of all seeds, not just grass seed.) 
Effective July 1, 1993.

H 1171. STATEWIDE EARLY VOTING-2. "TO ESTABLISH EARLY VOTING IN 
GENERAL ELECTIONS.” This bill is digested in Part C of today’s Bulletin. 
Introduced by Nesbitt. 


H 1172. HEALTH CARE SAMARITANS. "TO EXTEND THE QUALIFIED TORT 
LIABILITY PROTECTION FOR HEALTH CARE PERSONNEL TO INCLUDE MEDICAL 
SERVICES RENDERED BY HEALTH CARE PERSONNEL WITHOUT COMPENSATION 
AT THEIR PLACE OF EMPLOYMENT TO INDIGENT PATIENTS." Amends GS 
90-21.14(a1) as title indicates (previously only service provided at local health department or 
nonprofit community health center covered).

H 1173. CONSTITTUION OMNIBUS. "TO LIMIT ALL ELECTED OFFICIALS TO 
TWELVE YEARS IN OFFICE, TO MAKE ALL COUNCIL OF STATE POSITIONS OTHER 
THAN GOVERNOR, LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR, AND AUDITOR APPOINTIVE BY THE 
GOVERNOR, TO PROVIDE A TEAM TICKET FOR GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT 
GOVERNOR IN THE GENERAL ELECTION, TO MAKE ALL JUDICIAL OFFICES FOR

H 1174. DIFFERENTIATED DRIVERS LICENSES. "TO REQUIRE A DRIVERS 
LICENSE WITH A RESTRICTIVE CODE BE ISSUED TO PERSONS CONVICTED OF 
CERTAIN IMPAIRED DRIVING VIOLATIONS." Adds GS 20-7 to provide that anyone 
convicted of driving while impaired under a provisional license or while driving a commercial 
vehicle may be reissued only a commercial license with a restrictive code. Provides that code 
may be removed if person completes substance abuse treatment program and is not subsequently 
convicted of controlled substance abuse. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

H 1175. DRIVERS LICENSE REVOCATIONS. "TO PROVIDE FOR MANDATORY 
REVOCATIONS OF DRIVERS LICENSES FOR CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE 
CONVICTIONS AND OTHER RELATED PENALTIES." This bill is digested in Part C of 
today’s Bulletin.

H 1159. REGULATE HOG OPERATIONS. "TO REGULATE THE DISPOSAL OF 
ANIMAL WASTE AT INTENSIVE HOG OPERATIONS." Adds new Art. 64 to GS Ch. 143 
to establish minimum qualifications, standards and procedures for issuance of permits for 
intensive hog operations using liquid animal waste management systems and for issuance of 
permits for land application sites. Defines intensive hog operation (IHO) as enclosure used to 
feed, confine, or maintain at least 200 swine, where their dietary needs are met primarily by 
means other than grazing. Sets out following provisions regarding permits: (1) Requires every 
person to obtain permit from EHNR before beginning construction of, expansion, or operation 
of IHO. (2) Permit application to include engineering report, specifications for proposed waste 
control facilities, USDA Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service aerial photos of 
location of proposed IHO, information on land areas on which wastes will be disposed, soil 
boring data for anaerobic lagoons, and earthen waste storage structures, plans for odor control, 
disposal of dead animals, and vermin control, and names and addresses of similar facilities 
operated by applicant. (3) Requires applicant to publish notice of application and provides for 
public hearing before issuance of permit. (4) Provides for issuance of permits for up to five 
years if applicant meets EHNR rules and design standards. (5) Allows permit application fee of 
$400 to $800 and an annual fee for monitoring compliance of the same amount. (6) Requires 
applicants for permits to complete four hours of education in areas of waste management and 

~ odor control and then to attend annual refresher training course. 

Sets out detailed minimum requirements for storage and disposal of waste; rules for 
closing facilities; procedures for annual inspections, enforcement of requirements and for 
investigating ground water contamination; and procedures for disposal of dead.animals..Sets - 
penalties for violation of article and authorizes citizen actions to enforce statute: Establishes - 
Animal Waste Disposal Best Management Practices Fund to receive permit application fees. 

Appropriates to EHNR from General Fund $500,000 in each year of 1993-95 biennium to 
establish Animal Waste Disposal Best Management Practices Fund. 

Effective July 1, 1993, but person operating IHO on July 1, 1993 has one year to apply for 


permit. 
Introduced by H. Hunter. 
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H 1171. STATEWIDE EARLY VOTING-2. "TO ESTABLISH EARLY VOTING IN 
GENERAL ELECTIONS." Adds new Art. 21A to GS Ch. 163 to allow any registered voter to 
cast early vote within 20-day period before general elections on Tuesday after first Monday in 
even-numbered years. Voting must be by personal appearance at office of board of elections or 
other early voting place designated by county board of elections if voting at county office is 
impracticable. Allows county board to provide for voting on weekends during that 20-day period 
and requires weekend voting or voting for 12 rather than 8 hours each day during week if at least 
15% of registered voters petition for such voting. Requires State Board of Elections to adopt 
procedures to ensure security of ballot boxes at early voting sites. Authorizes county boards to 
establish additional branch polling places and requires county with population of 400,000 or more 
to establish one or more early voting polling places in each State representative district located 
within the county and county with 100,000 but less than 400,000 population to establish at least 
one branch polling places. Effective for elections conducted after July 1, 1994.

H 1173. CONSTITUTION OMNIBUS. "TO LIMIT ALL ELECTED OFFICIALS TO 
TWELVE YEARS IN OFFICE, TO MAKE ALL COUNCIL OF STATE POSITIONS OTHER 
THAN GOVERNOR, LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR, AND AUDITOR APPOINTIVE BY THE 
GOVERNOR, TO PROVIDE A TEAM TICKET FOR GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT 
GOVERNOR IN THE GENERAL ELECTION, TO MAKE ALL JUDICIAL OFFICES FOR 
FOUR YEARS, TO PROVIDE DISTRICT ELECTION OF SUPERIOR COURT JUDGES, 
AND TO REQUIRE GUBERNATORIAL CABINET APPOINTMENTS TO BE CONFIRMED 
BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Submits to the voters at the November, 1993 general 
election, a single ballot proposition that, if approved, would amend the North Carolina 
Constitution as described below. , 

General Assembly. For both House and Senate, disqualifies for election or appointment to 
one chamber any person who has previously served six terms in the same chamber (whether or 
not consecutive), not counting terms beginning before Jan. 1, 1995. 

Governor & Lieutenant Governor. Provides that no person elected to office of Governor or 
Lieutenant Governor is eligible for election to more than three consecutive terms of the same 
office, not counting terms beginning before Jan. 1, 1993. Also requires that candidates for 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor must form joint candidacies so that the voter casts a single 
vote for the team. 

Judicial Officials. Reduces the term of office of Justices of the Supreme Court, Judges of 
the Court of Appeals, and Judges of Superior Court from eight years to four years, and 
disqualifies for election to any of those offices any person who has previously been elected to 
three terms of the same office (whether or not consecutive), but counting only terms beginning on 
or after Dec. 1, 1994. Makes similar changes for clerks of superior court and district attorneys, 
but not counting terms beginning before Jan. 1, 1995. Makes no change in constitutional 
provisions affecting district court judges. Also provides that Judges of Superior Court shall be 
elected by district rather than statewide. 

Council of State. Strikes from the list of State executive officers to be elected by the people 
Secretary of State, Treasurer, Sup’t of Public Instruction, Attorney General, Comm’r of 
Agriculture, Comm’r of Labor, and Comm’r of Insurance. Retains Auditor as elected official, but 
increases term to six years, and disqualifies for election any person who has previously been 
elected to two terms of that office, not counting terms beginning before Jan. 1, 1995. 
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Reconstitutes the Council of State as consisting of Governor, Lt. Governor, Auditor, and the 
heads of the principal administrative departments of the executive branch (not including The 
Univ. of North Carolina or any other educational institution). 

Sheriffs. Disqualifies for election any person who has previously been elected to three terms 
of that office, not counting terms beginning before Dec. 1, 1994. 

Statutory offices. Disqualifies for election to any office created by act of the General 
Assembly any person who, by completing the term, would have served more than 12 years in that 
office (not necessarily consecutive), but not counting terms beginning before Dec. 1, 1994. 

Confirmation of gubernatorial appointments. Requires confirmation by both House and 
Senate of appointments by the Governor of heads of the principal administrative departments of 
the executive branch (without defining the term further). This provision does not apply to The 
University of North Carolina or any educational institution. If the constitutional amendment is 
approved, adds GS 128-1.4 to specify officers whose appointment requires confirmation to 
include: Sec’y of State, Treasurer, Sup’t of Pub. Instruction, Att’y General, Comm’r of 
Agriculture, Comm’r of Labor, Comm’r of Insurance, Sec’y of Cultural Resources, Sec’y of 
Human Resources, Sec’y of Revenue, Sec’y of Crime Control & Public Safety, Sec’y of 
Correction, Sec’y of Environment, Health & Nat. Resources, Sec’y of Transportation, Sec’y of 
Administration, and Sec’y of Commerce. 

Introduced by Wood. 


H 1175. DRIVERS LICENSE REVOCATIONS. "TO PROVIDE FOR MANDATORY 
REVOCATIONS OF DRIVERS LICENSES FOR CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE 
CONVICTIONS AND OTHER RELATED PENALTIES." Amends GS 20-13.2(b) to require 
mandatory revocation of license of provisional licensee when convicted of violation of NC 
Controlled Substances Act, and amends GS 20-13.2(d) to make length of revocation for six 
months (now, until provisional licensee becomes 18 or 45 days, whichever occurs last). Amends 
GS 20-17 to require mandatory revocation of driver’s license for conviction of felony under NC 
Controlled Substances Act, any violation of federal Controlled Substances Act, or any other drug 
offense. Adds new GS 20-17.4(a1) to revoke commercial driver’s license of person convicted of 
felony under NC Controlled Substances Act. Adds provisions to GS 20-19 to set out periods of 
revocations (depending on number of prior convictions) of licenses revoked under act for drug 
convictions and when licenses may be restored. Amends GS 20-179 (punishment for conviction 
of impaired driving) to add mandatory minimum period of nonoperation of motor vehicle for at 
least 150 days for Level One Punishment, at least 120 days for Level Two; at least 90 days for 
Level Three; at least 60 days for Level Four; and at least 30 days for Level Five. Applies to 
offenses committed on or after Jan. 1, 1994.

PROFESSIONAL TEACHING STANDARDS’ PROGRAM FOR IDENTIFYING HIGHLY 
PROFESSIONAL TEACHERS AND RECOMMEND A PLAN FOR PROVIDING 
MONETARY INCENTIVES FOR TEACHERS TO PARTICIPATE IN THAT PROGRAM." 
Identical to H 938, introduced 14 April.

S 884. TEACHER PERSONNEL FILE CONTENTS. "TO ALLOW SCHOOL 
SUPERINTENDENTS TO CHOOSE NOT TO PUT ALL LETTERS OF COMPLAINTS IN 
TEACHERS’ PERSONNEL FILES." Amends GS 115C-325(b) to allow superintendent to elect 
not to place in teacher’s personnel file letters of complaint that contain invalid, irrelevant, 
outdated or false information or that have no documentation of an attempt to resolve the issue. 
Makes conforming change to GS 115C-276(1).

S 885. HEALTH INS/PHARMACY OF CHOICE (=H 905). "TO INSURE THAT 
CONSUMERS HAVE THE RIGHT TO SELECT THE PHARMACY OF THEIR CHOICE." 
Identical to H 905, introduced 13 April.

S 886. BERMUDA RUN DISTRICT. "TO CREATE THE BERMUDA RUN 
MAINTENANCE AND SECURITY DISTRICT." Creates cited district (general description, but 
no legal description, of district set out in bill) if approved by majority of voters in district; 
services provided by district to begin Jan. 1; 1994. District to constitute political subdivision of. 
state and shall be body corporate and politic, exercising public power, district is special district 
under Local Gov’t Budget and Fiscal Control Act. Board of Directors (five members elected by 
district voters) may enter into arrangements with private parties, property owners, or developers, 
including Bermuda Run Country Club, Inc. and developers of Bermuda Village Retirement 
Community, to contribute to maintenance of roads in addition to their obligation to pay taxes to 
district. District to provide for following services: maintenance and upkeep of all main roads in 
Bermuda Run; all perimeter fences; mail facility; street signs and speed control; snow removal; 
maintenance of street medians; security of entrance gates; school bus stop shelters; and other 
specified services. District may levy property taxes within district to finance, provide, or 
maintain services provided by district, at rate not to exceed $.30 per $100 assessed TELESIS 
First tax year to begin on Jan. 1, 1993. Sets out method to abolish district.

S 887. SANTEETLAH WATER SUPPLY. "CONCERNING THE TOWN OF 
SANTEETLAH’S WATER SUPPLY." Blank Bill.

S 888. STATE VETERANS HOME. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE STATE OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO CONSTRUCT, MAINTAIN, AND OPERATE A STATE VETERANS HOME 
AND TO ASSIGN THE DIVISION OF VETERANS AFFAIRS TO COORDINATE 
CONSTRUCTION AND ADMINISTRATION OF THE STATE VETERANS HOME 
PROGRAM." Provides that the Div’n of Veterans Affairs, Dep’t of Administration shall be 
responsible for the construction and operation of a State Veterans Home for aged and infirmed 
veterans of NC, and that the State Veterans Home shall be exempt from the state’s certificate of 
need requirements. Authorizes establishment of the Veterans Home Trust Fund in the Office of 
the State Treasurer consisting of all funds received by the Div’n of Veterans Affairs to be used to 
remodel, repair, construct, modernize, or add improvements to buildings and facilities necessary 
for the care of veterans. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Div’n of Veterans Affairs 
$6,230,000 for 1993-94 to provide the state’s share of the cost of construction of a State 
Veterans Home as outlined in the report of the Veterans Home Study Comm’n and to provide 
additional staffing in the Div’n of Veterans Affairs related to the construction and management of 
the State Veterans Home.

Adds new GS 90-225.1 to impose similar continuing education requirements for dental 
hygienists.

A MINOR TO POSSESS OR CARRY A WEAPON ON SCHOOL PROPERTY." Identical to H 
1008, introduced 19 April.

S 892. JUV. PROB./PASSING GRADE. "TO REQUIRE THAT A DELINQUENT 
JUVENILE ON PROBATION AND REQUIRED TO ATTEND SCHOOL AS A CONDITION

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7A-649(8) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 893. JUV. PROB./SCHOOL PROTECTION (=H 1092). "TO REQUIRE JUVENILE 
COURT COUNSELLORS TO NOTIFY SCHOOL OFFICIALS WHEN A JUVENILE

S 894. WATER/SEWER AUTH. PENALTIES. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF 
WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITIES TO ASSESS PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF 
WATER AND SEWER USE ORDINANCES." Amends GS 162A-9 to provide that authorities 
created under the NC Water and Sewer Authorities Act shall have all the powers authorized in GS 
143-215.6A(j) for enforcement of pretreatment programs.

S 895. 19A PROS. DIST. CHANGE. "TO CHANGE PROSECUTORIAL DISTRICT 19A 
AND TO CREATE PROSECUTORIAL DISTRICT 19C, TO CONFORM TO THE 
COMPARABLE DISTRICT COURT AND SUPERIOR COURT DISTRICTS 19A, 19B, AND 
19C." Revises GS 7A-60(a1) to remove Rowan county from prosecutorial district 19A and place 
it in newly-formed prosecutorial district 19C, with four full-time assistant district attorneys 
allotted to each district. Provides that district attorney for each district shall be elécted in 1994 
general election for four-year term beginning Jan. 1, 1995. Appropriates from General Fund to 
Adminisirative Office of Courts $112,999 for 1994-95 fiscal year to implement act.

Identical to 
H 931, introduced 14 April.

S 897. MECKLENBURG CODE EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT MECKLENBURG 
COUNTY FROM PROVISIONS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA BUILDING CODE THAT 
REQUIRE BUILDING INSPECTION DEPARTMENTS TO REVIEW RESIDENTIAL 
PLANS." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Odom. 


S 898. LAND CLEARING/DEBRIS LANDFILLS. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN OWNER OF 
AN ON-SITE LAND CLEARING AND INERT DEBRIS LANDFILL DOES NOT HAVE TO 
OBTAIN A STATE PERMIT AND TO REGULATE SUCH LANDFILLS." Exempts landfills 
for the on-site disposal of land clearing and inert debris from the permit requirement of GS 
130A-294(a)(4) and subjects such landfills to new GS 130A-301.1, which requires: (1) that the 
landfill be sited more than 20 feet from adjacent property; (2) that the owner file a certified copy 
of a survey of the landfill property with the register of deeds; (3) that the deed or other instrument 
of transfer disclose that the property has been used as a landfill for inert debris and cite the book

and page of the recorded survey, when any portion of a landfill is leased, sold, or transferred; and 
(4) that no public, commercial, or residential building be located or constructed on the property 20 
feet or less from the landfill. Applies to all land clearing and inert debris landfills sited on or after 
ratification date.

S 899. UCC LEASES. "TO ENACT NEW ARTICLE 2A OF THE UNIFORM 
COMMERCIAL CODE." Adds new Art. 2A to GS Ch. 25 governing transactions that create a 
lease. Provides unconscionability provision allowing court to refuse to enforce unconscionable 
lease contract and in consumer lease (lease agreement between lessor regularly engaged in 
business of leasing or selling and lessee who is an individual and who takes under the lease 
primarily for personal, family or household purpose) to grant relief when lease induced or 
collected by unconscionable conduct. Provides that lease contract must be in writing to be 
enforceable unless (1) the total payment to be made under the lease is less than $1,000; (2) the 
goods are specially manufactured for the lessee; (3) the party admits that a lease contract was 
made; (4) or goods have been received and accepted by the lessee. Generally, follows provisions 
for sale of goods under UCC with respect to use of seals, formation of contracts, course of ~ 
performance, modification and recission and other provisions regarding formation of lease 
contract. Provides for express warranties, warranties against interference and infringement and 
implied warranties of merchantability and fitness for particular purpose similar to those for sales 
of goods. Provides that lessee obtains insurable interest when goods are identified to the lease 
contract and provides that parties by agreement may require one party to obtain insurance and 
may determine beneficiary. Risk of loss retained by lessor except in finance lease (defined in act) 
where risk of loss passes to lessee. Sets out procedures for transferring lease contracts and 
subleasing of goods. Sets out following priority of liens: (1) creditor of lessee (except one 
providing services or labor with respect to goods) who takes leased goods under attachment or 
judgment levy takes subject to the lease contract; (2) creditor of lessor takes subject to lease 
contract unless holds a lien that attached to goods before lease contract became enforceable, the 
creditor holds perfected security interest in goods or lessee took with knowledge of security 
interest; (3) lessee in ordinary course of business takes leasehold interest free of security interest. 
Sets out parties’ rights when goods become fixtures or accessions. Provides that action for default _ 
under lease contract, including breach of warranty, must be begun within four years after cause of 
action accrued and authorizes parties to shorten the statute of limitations to three years by the 
lease contract. Allows following remedies to lessee for lessor’s failure to deliver goods in 
conformity with contract: (1) cancellation of contract; (2) recovery of rent and security that has 
already been paid; (3) cover by acquiring substitute goods and (4) any other rights in contract. 
Lessee may also seek specific performance when appropriate and if lessor breaches warranty, 
lessee may recover damages. Allows following remedies to lessor for lessee’s breach by 
wrongful rejection: (1) cancel lease; (2) proceed with respect to goods not identified to lease 
contract; (3) withhold delivery of goods and take possession of goods previously delivered; (4) 
dispose of or retain goods and recover damages. Specifies damages allowed and procedures for 
lessee or lessor to assert remedies. For goods not repossessed by lessor or damaged after risk of 
loss passes to lessee, lessor entitled to damages of unpaid rent, present value of rent for remaining 
lease term, and any incidental damages.

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S 900. CERTIFY INTERIOR DESIGNERS-2. "TO ESTABLISH THE CERTIFIED 
INTERIOR DESIGNERS TITLE REGISTRATION ACT." Adds new GS Ch. 83B, to establish 
NC Board of Certified Interior Designers. Gives the board the authority to establish reasonable 
standards for certification of interior designers and to examine and pass on qualifications of 
persons applying for certification by the board. Establishes educational and experience 
qualifications for certification. Gives the board power to deny, suspend or revoke certification 
under specified circumstances. Prohibits uncertified persons from holding themselves out as 
“certified interior designers," but does not restrict use of other titles using the words "interior 
designer" or "interior decorator" alone or in other combinations. (This bill is substantively 
identical to H 266, introduced 25 February.)

S 901. BICYCLE CLINGING PROHIBITED. "TO PROHIBIT BICYCLISTS AND 
OTHERS FROM CLINGING TO OTHER VEHICLES WHILE ON A ROADWAY." Adds new 
GS 20-171.3 prohibiting a person riding on a bicycle, roller skates, in-line skates, skateboard, or 
sled from attaching himself or what he is riding to any motor vehicle while on a roadway. Does 
not prohibit attaching a bicycle trailer or bicycle semitrailer to a bicycle if that trailer or 
semitrailer has been designed for attachment to a bicycle. Effective Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Gulley. 


S 902. BICYCLE SIGNALS. "TO CLARIFY THE LAWS CONCERNING BICYCLE HAND 
SIGNALS." Revises GS 20-154(b) to provide that person operating a bicycle may give a nght 
turn signal by extending the right hand and arm horizontally, with the forefinger pointed, from the 
‘Tight side of the bicycle.

S 903. PITTSBORO PEDDLER TAX. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE TOWN OF PITTSBORO 
MAY LEVY A PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX OF UP TO TWENTY-FIVE DOLLARS FOR 
ONE-DAY PEDDLING." As title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Lee. 


S 904. AID TO PRIVATE COLLEGES AMENDS. "TO CHANGE THE LAW 
REGARDING STATE AID TO PRIVATE COLLEGES." Provides that of funds appropriated 
for 1993-95 biennium to UNC Board of Governors for aid to private colleges, funds shall provide 
up to $500 per full-time equivalent NC undergraduate student enrolled at private institution as of 
Oct. 1 each year (funds shall be provided as scholarship funds for needy NC students). Also 
grants to each full-time NC undergraduate student attending institution defined in GS 116-22, 
sum that is either $2,000 or at least one-fourth of average amount of General Fund support for 
resident students attending The University of North Carolina (except for School of Arts, ECU’ 
School of Medicine, and UNC-CH Div’n of Health Affairs) per academic year, whichever is 
greater. Other provisions are similar to provisions in SL 1991, Ch. 689. Effective July 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Smith and Cochrane. __ . 


S905. LIMITATION/CHILDHOOD SEX ABUSE (=H 1108). "TO ESTABLISH A 
LIMITATION FOR CIVIL ACTIONS BASED ON PERSONAL INJURY OR ILLNESS 
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CAUSED BY CHILDHOOD SEXUAL ABUSE." Identical to H 1108, introduced 19 April. 
Introduced by Sands. 


S 906. WORKERS’ COMP. REFORM. "TO MAKE VARIOUS SUBSTANTIVE 
AMENDMENTS TO THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE TERMINATION OF A WORKERS’ COMPENSATION INSURANCE POLICY WHEN 
R FAILS T LY DISCLOSE CERT INE TION." Makes 
numerous substantive changes and additions to GS Ch. 97 ("Workers Compensation Act"). 

Definition of "injury." Amends GS 97-2(6) to specify that an injury, to be compensable, 
must arise from an "accident" (now, "traumatic incident"), and that an injury or disease, to be 
compensable, must be the predominant cause of disability (including a consequential condition 
when the compensable injury is the predominant cause of the consequential condition). Injury 
does not include a worsened condition if the predominant cause of the worsened condition is an 
injury occurring within the course and scope of employment. Injury and disease do not include 
mental injury unaccompanied by physical injury. 

Definition of "disability." Amends GS 97-2, -54, and -55 to delete current definitions of 
disability and substitute new terms. At any point following an injury, a person may become 
"medically stationary" (that is, have achieved a condition from which further recovery or 
improvement cannot be reasonably anticipated). At that point, any anatomical or functional 
abnormality that exists is termed an "impairment." Until becoming medically stationary, the 
person may suffer "temporary total disability" (defined as inability to perform duties but not yet 
medically stationary). If, after becoming medically stationary, the person suffers an impairment, 
the person has a "permanent partial disability," unless the person is physically unable to earn any 
wages in the same or other employment within North Carolina or nearby surrounding areas, in 
which case the person suffers "permanent total disability." 

Benefits for temporary total disability. Amends GS 97-29 to provide that the employer is to 
pay weekly compensation to an injured employee during the period of temporary total disability 
at the rate of two-thirds of the employee’s wages at the time of injury (subject to maximums as 
established by the act) to a maximum of 300 weeks. Benefits end at the earliest of the following: 
(1) the person becomes medically stationary (that is, reaches permanent total disability), (2) the 
person returns to regular or modified employment, or (3) the attending physician releases the 
person to regular or modified employment. 

Benefits for permanent total disability. Amends GS 97-29 to provide that the employer is to 
pay compensation to an injured employee who suffers permanent total disability at the rate of 
two-thirds of the employee’s wages at the time of injury (subject to maximums as established by 
the act), for life. Adds new GS 97-42.1 (apparently intends -42.2) to provide that Social Security 
retirement benefits or benefits received from a pension plan to the extent the plan is funded by the 
employer are to be credited against the amount of the award. 

Benefits for temporary partial disability. Amends GS 97-30 to provide that if an injured 
employee is released for return to work before becoming medically stationary, and is offered 
work at less than his preinjury wage, the employer is to pay compensation at the rate of two-thirds 
of the difference until th employee becomes medically stationary, to a maximum of 300 weeks. 

Benefits for permanent partial disability. Amends GS GS 97-31 to provide that specified 
benefits for permanent partial disability are to be limited to a maximum of 350 weeks unless the 
permanent physical impairment is rated at 80% or more. 
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Burden of proof. Adds new GS 97-9.1 specifying that the employee has the burden of 
proving that the injury arose out of and in the course of employment and the burden of proving 
that the injury is established by medical evidence supported by objective findings. An employee 
claiming permanent total disability has the burden of proving inability to earn any wages in the 
same or other employment. | 

Election of remedies. Amends GS 97-10.1, which specifies that if the employee and the 
employer are subject to and have complied with the act, then the rights and remedies of the act are 
the exclusive rights and remedies. The amendment adds a provision stating that accepting any 
benefits as described above (but not accepting payment for medical expenses) for temporary or 
permanent disability acts as a forfeiture of any other rights or remedies. The amendment states 
that the only exception to this exclusive remedy rule is for an injury that results from an 
intentional tort by the employer--that is, an action by the employer which subjects the employee 
to a substantially certain risk of death or serious injury under circumstances where the employer 
actually knows that death or serious injury is substantially certain or consciously and manifestly 
disregards the risk. 

Fellow employee liability. Adds new GS 97-10.1(e) providing that the personal liability of 
an employee whose actions proximately cause the injury or death to another employee is to be 
determined “according to the same standards as applied to the employer when the employee’s 
actions arise out of and in the course of the employment." 

Reduction of benefits. GS 97-12 now provides that benefits are to be reduced by 10% if the 
injury is caused by the wilfull breach of any rule or regulation adopted by the employer and 
approved by the Industrial Commission and brought to the knowledge of the employee. 
Amendment removes the requirement that the rule have been approved by the commission. 

Penalties for late payments. Amends GS 97-18(e) to provide that penalties for late payments 
of benefits apply when payments are 30 (now, 14) days late. | 

Termination or modification of compensation benefits. Adds new GS 97-18.1 to establish a 
procedure for employer suspension of payment of benefits and administrative review by the 
commission of whether benefits should continue where the employer has reason to believe the 
employee has become medically stationary or has recovered sufficiently to return to work. 

Medical treatment. Amends GS 97-25 to specify that in all cases of injury or disease, the 
employer has the right to select the attending physician. Sets up procedure by which the 
employee may request treatment by his own physician, which request is deemed granted unless 
refused in writing by the employer. Specifies that employee may petition commission when 
employer refuses. Specifies limitations on compensable treatment by chiropractors. 

Medical costs containment--managed care. Adds new GS 97-25.2 to provide that an 
employer may meet its obligations to provide medical treatment through “managed care," that is, 
through entering a preferred provider arrangement. An injured employee would be required to 
exhaust dispute resolution procedures of the managed-care organization before seeking 
compensation from the commission on an issued related to managed care or choice of physician. 

Medical costs containment--preauthorization. Adds new GS 97-25.3 to set out powers of 
employer to require employee, except in emergency, to notify employer (or employer’s insurer) in 
advance before hospital in-patient confinement or surgery. Hospital and physician charges 
incurred without preauthorization are to be reduced by 50% (and the employee is not to be liable 
for the difference). Provides that no health care provider may refer the employee to a diagnostic 
facility, pain program, work-hardening program, therapy center, or other facility without 
authorization, except in an emergency. Guarantees to employer the right to receive a second 
opinion before hospitalization or surgery and to require the employee to undergo physical exam. 
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Specifies that no health care provider may pursue a claim against an employee for any part of the 
medical costs unless the claim is finally adjudicated not to be compensable under the act or the 
employee fails to comply with the act. 

Medical costs containment--palliative care. Adds new GS 97-25.1 to areas that except in 
certain circumstances care rendered to temporarily reduce or moderate the intensity of an 
otherwise medically stationary condition--as distinguished from care rendered to diagnose, heal, 
permanently alleviate, or eliminate an undesirable medical condition--is not compensable. 

Medical costs containment--fee schedules. Amends GS 97-26 to direct the commission to 
adopt a schedule of maximum fees for all health care providers in accordance with the maximum 
fees payable under the State of North Carolina Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive 
Major Medical Plan. 

Settlements. Amends GS 97-17 setting up a procedure by which an employer and employee 
wishing to settle a claim may file with the commission a Notice of Intent to Settle. Provides for 
the employee to pay attorneys’ fees for employer if the employee rejects a settlement offer and 
the subsequent award or judgment is less favorable. Amends GS 97-44 to set fan on lump sum 
payments. 

Initiating payment of contested benefits. Adds new GS 97- 18(b1) to provide a procedure by 
which an employer, when it is uncertain whether a claim is compensable under the act, may begin 
to make compensation payments without admitting liability. The employer may, within the first 
180 days of payments, may contest the claim and stop payments, stating the grounds for the 
contest. Those thereafter are the only grounds on which the employer may contest 
compensability. After 180 days, the employer waives its right to contest compensability, except 
because of discovery of evidence that could not have been discovered earlier. 

Disputes on disability, Amends GS 97-27 to set up procedure for choosing medical 
examiners to resolve disputes on extent, nature, or cause of disability or death or on whether the 
employee is medically stationary. 

Operations of the Industrial Commission. Amends GS 97-79 to specify that deputies of the 
commission must be licensed to practice law in NC and must have three years experience as" 
attorneys and to direct the commission to create.an ombudsman program to assist unrepresented 
claimants and employers. Adds new GS 97-79.1 to create new Advisory Committee for 
Improvement of the Workers’ Compensation Act, consisting of seven members appointed by the 
Governor-one an attorney experienced in representing claimaints, one an attomey experienced in 
representing defendants, one a representative of industry, one a representative of labor, on a 
representative of the general public, one a workers’ compensation insurer, and one a health care 
provider. The Committee is to set standards for deputies and conduct reviews of the performance 
of each deputy at least every two years. 

Procedures of the Industrial Commission. Adds new GS 97-82.1 setting up procedures for 
informal conferences for facilitating claims. Amends GS 97-84 to clarify role of deputies in 
conducting hearings and to specify that review of the deputy’s determination by the commission 
is to be on the record unless both parties request oral argument. 

New penalties. Adds new GS 97-88.2 and -88.3 specifying new penalties for claimants engaging 
in fraudulent conduct in making a claim (Class I felony) or health care providers submitting 
charges for care not furnished, administering improper or unnecessary treatment, failing to make 
timely reports, making unnecessary referrals, or violating rules of the commission (administrative 
penalty up to $10,000). Makes it a misdemeanor for a health care provider to charge an employee 
for the costs of any service provided for a compensable injury. 
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Attorneys’ fees, Amends GS 97-90 to specify that the employer is not liable for any part of 
the claimant’s attorneys’ fees, that the commission makes an allowance for attorneys’ fees in each 
case, that no attorneys’ fee is to be paid until approved by the commission, and that any contrary 
fee agreement is void. 

Workers’ compensation insurance policies. Amends GS 58-36-1(5) to specify that failure or 

refusal by any assigned employer risk to make full disclosure to the North Carolina Rate Bureau, 
servicing Carrier, or insurer writing a policy of information regarding the employer’s true 
ownership, change of ownership, or payroll or other records relating to workers’ compensation 
insurance is sufficient grounds for the Bureau to authorize the termination of the policy. 
Study. Directs the Rate Bureau and its member companies to cooperate with the Commissioner 
of Insurance to conduct a study of "difficult to place" workers compensation risks and the. 
Commissioner to report to the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations by 
March 1, 1994.

S 907. REPEAL COMMUNITY WATER FEES. "TO REPEAL THE LAW THAT 
REQUIRES A PERMIT TO OPERATE A COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM AND IMPOSES 
A FEE FOR THE PERMIT.” Repeals GS 130A-328 as title indicates. Effective Jan. 1, 1994. 
Introduced by Daniel. 


S 908. BAIL BOND PROCEDURE CHANGES. "TO CHANGE SOME PROCEDURES 
WITH REGARD TO SURETY BONDS.” Amends GS 15A-540(a) to allow surety to surrender 
principal to sheriff of county where defendant was bonded (now, only may surrender principal to 
sheriff of county in which principal was bonded to appear). Amends GS 15A-544(e) to provide 
that if principal is incarcerated in NC within 90 days and remains incarcerated up to forfeiture 
hearing, forfeiture must be stricken on payment of costs; if principal is incarcerated within 90 
days after entry of judgment, then bond to be totally remitted on payment of costs. Amends GS 
15A-531(1) to add provision to definition of bail bond that surety bond to be considered same as 
cash deposit for all purposes of article. Adds new GS 15A-533(d) to provide that when 
misdemeanor is transferred from district to superior court, there must be new determination of 
pretrial conditions under GS 15A-534. Amends GS 58-74-1 (mortgage in lieu of bond) to provide 
that when real estate has been mortgaged to secure bond, it may be used to secure only one bond 
at a time. Requires that all bonds in amount of $5,000 or more that are secured by real estate shall 
require title search and deed of trust to be executed.

S 909. GUILFORD COMMISSIONERS ELECTION (=H 865). "TO CLARIFY THAT THE 
PLAN FOR ELECTION OF THE GUILFORD COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
ENACTED BY THE 1991 GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS THE ONLY LAWFUL PLAN." 
Identical to H 865, introduced 12 April. 

Introduced by W. Martin. 


S 910. PRESCRIPTION DRUG LABEL. "TO REQUIRE THAT PRESCRIPTION DRUG 
LABELS CONTAIN THE EXPIRATION OR DISPOSAL DATE OF THE MEDICATION." 
Amends GS 90-85.29 to require that prescription drug label of every drug product must (1) 

contain discard date when dispensed in container other than manufacturer’s original container 
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(discard date to be earlier of one year from date dispensed or from manufacturer’s expiration date, 
whichever earlier); and (2) not obscure expiration date and storage statement when product is 
dispensed in manufacturer’s original container. States that nothing in section to impose liability 
on dispensing pharmacist or prescriber for damages related to or caused by drug product that loses 
its effectiveness before expiration or disposal date displayed by pharmacist or prescriber.

REGULATION OF ROADSIDE HUNTING." Identical to H 827, introduced 8 April.

S 912. WORKERS’ COMP/REALTORS. "TO ALLOW REAL ESTATE BROKERS TO 
CONTRACT WITH REAL ESTATE SALESPERSONS FOR THE BROKER WHEREBY THE 
SALESPERSON AGREES TO REIMBURSE THE BROKER FOR THE COST OF WORKERS’ 
COMPENSATION INSURANCE." Amends GS 97-21 for purpose indicated in title. Applicable 
to contract between broker and broker’s salesperson entered into on or after ratification. 
Introduced by Sherron. 


S 913. REAL ESTATE CONTINUING ED. "TO REQUIRE ANNUAL CONTINUING 
EDUCATION FOR REAL ESTATE BROKERS AND SALESMEN." Adds new GS 93A-4A 
to require Real Estate Comm’n to establish program of continuing education requiring eight 
classroom hours of instruction in real estate courses approved by Comm’n as condition of license 
renewal for brokers and salesmen. Comm’n must permit deferral of continuing education for 
person not actively engaged in real estate brokerage. Authorizes Comm’n to adopt rules 
conceming content of continuing education courses, computation of credit, and related matters. 
Comm ’n may set nonrefundable applications fees to be charged to course sponsors for review 
and approval of proposed course, not to exceed $125 per course for initial application and $75 per 
course for annual review and renewal of approval. Comm’n may also require course sponsor to 
pay student fee not to exceed $5 for each licensee completing course. No fee to be charged for 
Comm ’n-approved course conducted by community college, college, university, or junior college 
accredited by Southern Ass’n of Colleges and Schools. Comm’n may award continuing © 
education credit for unapproved course or related educational activity. Applicable to renewals of 
broker and salesman licenses during and after 1995.

S 914. CONTRACTS TO IMPROVE REAL PROPERTY. "TO PROVIDE THAT ANY 
PROVISION IN A CONTRACT TO IMPROVE REAL PROPERTY THAT PROVIDES 
THAT THE CONTRACT IS SUBJECT TO THE LAWS OF ANOTHER STATE OR 
SUBJECT TO LITIGATION AND ARBITRATION IN ANOTHER STATE IS VOID AS 
AGAINST PUBLIC POLICY." Adds new GS 22B-2 to provide that provision in contract, 
subcontract, or purchase order for improvement of real property in NC, or providing of materials 
therefor, is void and against public policy if it makes contract, subcontract, or purchase order 
subject to laws of another state, or provides that exclusive forum for any litigation, arbitration, or 
other dispute resolution process is located in another state. Applicable to contracts, subcontracts, 
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or purchase orders entered into on or after ratification. 
Introduced by Sherron. 


S 915. RESTORATIVE JUSTICE ACT (=H 1035). "TO PROVIDE A BALANCED STATE 
CORRECTIONAL SYSTEM THAT WILL BOTH PROTECT THE PUBLIC AND PROVIDE 
MORE EFFECTIVE AND EQUITABLE CORRECTIONAL PROGRAMMING FOR ALL 
SENTENCED OFFENDERS." Identical to H 1035 introduced 19 April. 

Introduced by Ballance and Sands. 


S 916. INMATE HIRING INCENTIVE. "TO ESTABLISH A STATE POLICY OF 
ENCOURAGING BUSINESSES IN THE STATE TO PROVIDE EMPLOYMENT TO 
FORMER PRISON INMATES AND TO DIRECT THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION TO GIVE PREFERENCE WHENEVER PRACTICABLE TO 
BUSINESSES PROVIDING EMPLOYMENT TO FORMER PRISON INMATES." Adds new 
GS 143-59.1 to provide that Sec’y of Administration and any state agency authorized to purchase 
foodstuffs or other products (supplies, materials, equipment, printing, or services) must, in 
purchasing or contracting for items, give preference as practicable to such items manufactured or 
produced by former prison inmates or by businesses that make practice of providing employment 
to former prison inmates. However, no sacrifice or loss in price shall be permitted, and 
preference must be given to surplus products or articles produced and manufactured by other state 
dep’ ts, institutions, or agencies that are available for distribution.

S 917. TOLL ROADS. "TO PRESCRIBE THE METHOD FOR ESTABLISHING TOLL 
ROADS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new GS 136-89.80 to provide on petition of 10% of 
county’s citizens or its own motion, county comm’rs, after consultation with Dep’t of 
Transportation and after public hearing, may designate proposed highway within county as 
suitable as toll road. If majority vote of county’s.citizens in binding referendum is in favor of toll 
road, Dep’t must prepare plans and Board of Transportation must approve, within one year, 
required construction to create toll road. If proposed toll road crosses several counties, boards of 
county comm ’rs and voters of each of these counties must approve toll road before any part of 
road is established as toll road. Before construction of any toll road, Dep’t must submit to 
General Assembly legislation to create toll road authority to collect and distribute tolls on 
particular toll road. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

House committee substitute 
completely replaces substantive provisions of original bill. 

Dep’t of Transportation positions eliminated. Directs DOT to eliminate positions as follows: 
(1) in Fiscal Section, eliminate two accounting manager I positions in Fiscal Section as present 
employees retire, for savings of $159,156; (2) in Management Assessment & Compliance, 
eliminate four positions by June 30, 1993, for savings of $137,149; duties to be reassigned; (3) in 
Secretary’s Office, eliminate Ass’t Sec’y for External Affairs ($61,784), two Special Ass’ts for 
Regional Affairs ($113,713), and Special Ass’t for Operations ($40,625), effective June 30, 1993; 
(4) in Comm’rs Office, eliminate Deputy Comm’r ($164,636) by 6/30/93; (5) in Equipment Unit, 
eliminate 14 equipment operations supervisors by 6/30,94 for savings of $589,456; individuals to 
be reassigned if possible; savings to be used to reduce requirements from Equipment Fund but 
elimination to have no effect on overall DOT budget; (6) Div’n of Highways, eliminate 193 
positions costing $5,122,173; 179 positions costing $4,661,014 to have no effect on overall DOT 
budget; four position eliminations will save $191,211; eliminations to be effective 6/30/93; (7) 
Div’n of Motor Vehicles, eliminate five ass’t district supervisors in Drivers License Section by 
6/30/93 for total savings of $167,816. 

Small & minority business firms. Directs DOT to centralize monitoring and reporting data 
related to small and minority business development firms under Div’n of Highways. Requires 
compliance with this requirement by 6/30/93 with report to Joint Legislative Highway Oversight 
Comm. by 10/1/93 on reorganization of civil-rights related functions. 

Report on continuation budget. Requires Sec’y of Transportation to make interim report on 
specific positions eliminated, dollar savings, and potential revisions of DOT continuation budget 
to Highway Oversight Comm. by 4/1/94 with final report to General Assembly and Oversight 
Comm. by 12/1/94. 

Plan to consolidate part-time license offices. Directs Sec’ y to submit to General Assembly 
and Highway Oversight Comm. by 9/1/93 plan to consolidate part-time driver license offices, and 
to report by 4/1/94 how much can be saved by such consolidation. 

Plan for privatizing vehicle registration. Directs Sec’y to submit plan to General Assembly 
and Highway Oversight Comm. by 4/1/94 for privatizing selected vehicle registration functions 
presently performed by Raleigh and Charlotte offices, and to report by 4/1/94 how much can be 
saved by such. 

Plan to enhance vehicle registration. Directs Sec’y to submit plan by 11/1/93 OE steps 
to enhance efficiency of vehicle registration process. 

Plan to privatize preconstruction work. Directs Sec’y to submit plan by 9/1/93 to freeze 
preconstruction positions and contract out the balance of preconstruction work to private 
engineering firms. 

Plan to increase use of outside contract forces. Directs Sec’y to submit plan by 9/1/93 to . 
meet construction needs of Highway Trust Fund with minimum of new construction staff and 
increasing use of outside contract forces. 

Plan to consolidate equipment section resources. Directs Sec’y to submit plan by 2/1/94 to 
consolidate equipment section resources associated with 14 division garages with 14 nearby 

county garages. 
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Realign traffic services sections, Directs Sec’y to realign traffic services sections of the 14 


Traffic Divisions so that signal/traffic control personnel report to Ass’t Traffic Engineer and 
pavement markings/signs personnel report to Traffic Services Supervisor. Effective 7/1/93. 

Report on maintenance staffing and efficiency. Directs DOT to report to General Assembly 
by 11/1/93 plan on maintenance staffing and efficiency which may include (1) continued 
contracting out of certain work, (2) contracting out all of the Secondary Road Construction 
Program, and (3) expanding efforts to contract out maintenance functions in such areas as ditch 
cleaning, landscaping, and bituminous resurfacing. 


H 365. SCHOOL HEALTH SCREENING. Intro. 2/25; comm. sub. 4/14. House amendment 
adds further changes to GS 130A-440, specifying that the health assessment may include, in 
addition to other matters listed in the statute, dental examinations, and adding dentists to the list of 
health care professionals authorized to conduct the assessments. 


H 765. ESCHEAT/ABANDONED PROPERTY. Intro. 4/6. House committee substitute 
provides that funds in financial institution are presumed abandoned if institution unable to locate 
owner and if, within preceding 5 years, no activity regarding account or other account maintained 
by owner (was, institution unable to locate owner within preceding five years and owner hasn’t 
maintained active account). Provides that abandoned property report by insurers be filed by Nov. 
1 of each year and by other holders be filed by March 1. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 298. GPAC/STUDY REGIONAL HEALTH. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee substitute 
changes the. bill’s title to read "AN ACT TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
‘THE GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE 
FEASIBILITY OF STREAMLINING THE REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 
FOR PUBLIC HEALTH PROGRAMS, TO REEXAMINE THE ORGANIZATIONAL 
PLACEMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH PROGRAMS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES, AND TO STUDY THE 
FEASIBILITY OF ESTABLISHING AN OFFICE FOR HEALTH CARE WITHIN THE 
GOVERNOR’S OFFICE." Adds as a matter to be studied by the study commission whether it is 
feasible to establish within the Office of the Governor an Office for Health Services Planning to 
act as a central agent for the design, coordination, and implementation of a strategy to meet the 
health care needs of the State. 


S 302. GPAC/OAH FEE STRUCTURE. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee substitute replaces 
substantive provisions of original bill. Amends GS 150B-23 to require OAH, at time a contested 
case petition is filed, to collect fee equal to costs for support of General Court of Justice in civil 
action in superior court (currently $47). Permits chief administrative law judge to waive the fee 
for good cause, and amends GS 150B-33 to permit administrative law judge to assess costs 
against any party in contested case. Effective Jan. 1, 1994; applies to cases filed on or after that 
date. 
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S 652. CIVIL AIR PATROL TORT CLAIMS. Intro. 3/31. Senate committee substitute 
changes bill’s title to read "AN ACT TO PLACE THE CIVIL AIR PATROL UNDER THE 
STATE TORT CLAIMS ACT FOR STATE-APPROVED MISSIONS AND TO ALLOW 
CADETS OF THE CIVIL AIR PATROL TO BE ELIGIBLE FOR WORKERS’ 
COMPENSATION WHILE ON STATE-APPROVED MISSIONS." Changes original bill’s 
amendments to GS 143B-492 so that the bill now amends that section to provide that the state tort 
claims act applies to the activities of the North Carolina Wing--Civil Air Patrol only if those 
activities are State-approved missions which are not covered by the Federal Tort Claims Act. 
Adds amendment to GS 143B-491 to expand workers’ compensation coverage to all patrol 
members, even if they are less than 18 years of age. 


S 708. LOCAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/6; comm. sub. adopted 4/15; 
amended 4/19. Senate amendment adds cities of Burnsville, Connelly Springs, Drexel, Glen 
Alpine, Hildebran, Hot Springs, Marion, Mars Hill, Marshall, Morganton, Old Fort, Rhodhiss, and 
Valdese and counties of Burke, McDowell, Madison, and Yancey to coverage of bill. 


S 785. SHERIFF’S COMM’N DISTRICTS. Intro. 4/8. Senate amendment makes technical 
correction. .

Phases out State sales tax on food by reducing rate to 3% for 1993-94 fiscal year, 
2% in 1994-95, 1% in 1995-96, and exempting food altogether effective July 1, 1996. For 
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purposes of the phase-out, "food" is defined as articles that would be exempt from sales tax if 
purchased with food stamps. Makes no change in coverage of local sales taxes. 
Introduced by Balmer. 


H 1179. UNIVERSAL CHILD CARE CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE A UNIVERSAL CHILD 
CARE TAX CREDIT FOR THE PARENTS OF CHILDREN UNDER AGE SIX." Adds GS 
105-115.11A to provide a credit against individual income taxes of $260 per child under the age 
of six claimed as taxpayer’s dependent, including step-children. Provides that an individual 
eligible for the child-care credit allowed by GS 105-115.11 is not eligible for the new credit and 
vice versa. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Balmer. 


H 1180. REDUCE CORPORATE INCOME TAX. "TO LOWER THE CORPORATE 
INCOME TAX TO SEVEN PERCENT." Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1993, amends GS 105-130.3 to reduce the corporate income tax rate to 7% (now, 7.75%). 
Effective Oct. 1, 1993, changes the percentage of corporate income tax collections to be 
transferred to the Public School Building Capital Fund to 1/14 (now, 2/31). 

Introduced by Balmer. ' 


H 1181. TAX CUT PACKAGE. "TO PHASE OUT THE STATE SALES TAX ON FOOD, 
TO PROVIDE A UNIVERSAL CHILD CARE TAX CREDIT FOR THE PARENTS OF 
CHILDREN UNDER AGE SIX, AND TO LOWER THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX TO 
SEVEN PERCENT." This bill combines the provisions of H 1178, H 1179, and H 1180, 
introduced 20 April. 

Introduced by Balmer. 


H 1182. GRAHAM COUNTY FORESTRY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
FORESTRY HEADQUARTERS BUILDING IN GRAHAM COUNTY AND FUNDS TO 
SUPPORT AN ASSISTANT FOREST RANGER POSITION AT THE HEADQUARTERS." 
Appropriates from General Fund to EHNR, Div’n of Forestry Resources the following amounts: 
$89,000 for 1993-94 to build a County Forestry Headquarters Building in Graham County and 
$16,573 in 1993-94 and $15,208 in 1994-95 for assistant forest ranger position. Effective July 1, 
1993. 

Introduced by Ramsey and Beall. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 918. CLARIFY STATE TRAILS SYSTEM. "TO CLARIFY THE NORTH CAROLINA 
TRAILS SYSTEM ACT." Amends GS 113A-85 to provide that state trail system includes trails 
added under State Parks Act as well as those added under Trails System Act. Authorizes Sec’y of 
EHINR to provide technical assistance to cities, counties or private, nonprofit corporations that 
develop or maintain designated trails or other trails that complement the State trails system. 
Makes numerous clarifying changes. 

Introduced by Lee. 
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S 920. LEGIS. RETIREMENT COMPENSATION. "TO INCLUDE EXPENSE 
ALLOWANCES AS COMPENSATION UNDER THE LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM." Amends GS’ 120-4.8(5) as title indicates. Effective Jan. 1, 1994 and applies to . 
expense allowances paid on or after that date. 

Introduced by Edwards. | 


S 921. FAXING MILITARY/OVERSEAS BALLOTS. "TO ALLOW FAXING OF 
ABSENTEE BALLOTS FROM MILITARY VOTERS AND PERSONS OUTSIDE THE 
UNITED STATES." Adds provisions to the elections laws (GS Ch. 163) to allow person in 
armed services absent on active duty to file application form and to return absentee ballot by fax. 
Also allows documents to be faxed to federal officer for mailing or retransmitting to county 
elections board. Adds similar provision for overseas voter as defined in federal Uniformed and 
Overseas Citizens Absentee Voting Act for persons not registered to vote in NC who are voting a 
ballot for federal office only as permitted by federal act. Requires State Board of Elections to 
issue regulations to implement provisions. Effective with respect to elections held on or after 
July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Gunter. 


S 922. SURETY BONDSMAN EXAM FEE. "TO PROVIDE FOR AN EXAMINATION 
AND AN EXAMINATION FEE FOR SURETY BONDSMEN LICENSE APPLICANTS." 
Adds new GS 58-71-71 requiring applicants for a license to be a surety bondsman to pass a 
written examination administered by the Comm’r of Insurance. The exam is to be held at a time 
and place designated by the Comm’r, with at least 15 days notice to the applicant. The exam fee 
is $25, nonrefundable. An applicant who fails the exam may take a subsequent exam after 
expiration of one year. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Johnson. 


S 923. CUMBERLAND MEALS TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE CUMBERLAND COUNTY TO 
LEVY A PREPARED FOOD AND BEVERAGE TAX TO PROVIDE A MEANS FOR 
FINANCING ALL OR PART OF AN ARENA IN CUMBERLAND COUNTY." Allows 
Cumberland County Board of Comm’rs to levy prepared food and beverages tax of up to 1% of 
sales price after referendum, or without referendum if no referendum at which tax was defeated 
has been held within five years of levy. Specifies certain exemptions from tax. Specifies that 
proceeds from tax to be transferred to Cumberland County Civil Center Comm’n for financing 
new arena or for expansion of current arena facilities. Provides that tax may not be effective 
before Jan. 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Tally and Dwarfs. 


S 924. CHANGE REGISTER OF DEEDS FEES. "TO RAISE THE FEES CHARGED BY 
REGISTERS OF DEEDS FOR THE RECORDING OF INSTRUMENTS AND FOR THE 
PROBATE OF INSTRUMENTS, TO PROVIDE THAT REGISTERS OF DEEDS SHALL NOT 
CHARGE A FEE FOR RECORDING THE SATISFACTION OF MORTGAGES AND DEEDS 
OF TRUST, AND TO REMOVE THE REQUIREMENT THAT SUBSTITUTIONS OF 
TRUSTEES BE RECORDED AS SEPARATE INSTRUMENTS." Amends GS 161-10(a) and 
GS 45-16 to (1) raise the fee for registering or filing a general instrument with the Register of 
Deeds from $5 to $6 for the first page, (2) to add a provision stating that no fee is to be charged 
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for recording records of satisfaction of deeds of trust and mortgages, and (3) to provide that 
substitutions of trustees are to be recorded not as separate instruments but as notations on the 
margin of the registration of the original instrument. Effective July 1, 1993 and applies to fees 
collected after that date. 

Introduced by Hyde. 


S 925. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE. "TO LIMIT POLICE PURSUITS BY ESTABLISHING 
A PRIMA FACIE RULE OF EVIDENCE CONCERNING THE OPERATOR OF A VEHICLE 
SPEEDING IN EXCESS OF FIFTEEN MILES AN HOUR OVER THE LEGAL LIMIT TO 
ELUDE ARREST, INCREASING THE PENALTY, AND TO PROVIDE FOR FORFEITURE 
OF THE VEHICLE." Adds new GS 20-141.5 making it a Class H felony for a person to operate 
a vehicle more than 15 miles per hour over the speed limit while fleeing or attempting to elude a 
law enforcement officer. Also a Class H felony for a person knowingly to authorize or permit a 
vehicle to be so operated. Evidence in court that a vehicle was used in violation of this statute is 
prima facie evidence that the vehicle was operated by the person in whose name it is registered. 
License of person convicted is to be revoked for three years. In case of first conviction, person 
may apply for conditional privilege after 18 months. Officer in lawful performance of duties with 
probable cause to believe vehicle is being used in violation of statute is to seize the vehicle and 
deliver to sheriff of county in which violation was first observed.

AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE POLICIES, IN HOSPITAL OR MEDICAL SERVICES 
PLANS, IN THE STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN, AND 
IN HMO PLANS." Adds new GS 58-51-58 (applicable to policies of health or accident insurance 
and to preferred provider contracts), new GS 58-54-11 (applicable to Medicare supplement 
policies), new GS 58-65-93 (applicable to corporations operating nonprofit hospital and/or 
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medical and/or dental service plans), new GS 58-67-77 (applicable to health maintenance 
organizations), and new GS 135-40.6B (applicable to State Employees’ Comprehensive Major 
Medical Plan). Each of these provides that insurance coverage for prescribed drugs approved by 
the federal Food and Drug Administration for the treatment of certain types of cancer may not 
exclude coverage for a drug on the basis that that drug has been prescribed for the treatment of a 
type of cancer for which it has not been approved by the FDA. The drug, however, must have 
been approved by the FDA and be recognized for treatment for the specific type of cancer for 
which it has been prescribed by one of three cited medically authoritative texts. Does not require 
coverage of experimental or investigational drugs or drugs that the FDA has determined to be 
contraindicated for treatment of the specific type of cancer. Makes conforming amendment to GS 
58-50-156.

S 936. INTERSTATE BRANCH BANKING (=H 463). "TO AUTHORIZE NATIONWIDE 
INTERSTATE BRANCH BANKING." Identical to H 463, digested 23 March.

S 937. CIVIL DAMAGES FOR CERTAIN CRIMES. "TO ESTABLISH CIVIL LIABILITY 
FOR LARCENY, SHOPLIFTING, EMBEZZLEMENT, AND OBTAINING PROPERTY BY 
FALSE PRETENSES." Amends GS 1-538.2 to add the following offenses to statute that 
provides for civil liability for damages to owner of property that is taken as a result of larceny 
(14-72) or shoplifting (14-72.1): larceny by employee (14-74), embezzlement (14-90), and false 
pretenses (14-100). Provides that total consequential damages shall not be less than $200 and not 
exceed $1,000 (now, total of all damages cannot exceed $1,000), except act punishable under GS 
14-74 or 14-90 shall have no maximum limit. Defines what constitutes consequential damages. 
Sets out contents of demand letter that owner may send violator before filing civil action. 
Provides specified immunity from civil liability for owner, owner’s employee, etc. for acting 
reasonably in detaining or causing arrest of violator. Applicable to violations committed on or . 
after Jan. 1, 1994,

S 938. HOSIERY TECH. CENTER FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE FUNDING TO DISSEMINATE 
HOSIERY TECHNOLOGY THROUGH A HOSIERY TECHNOLOGY CENTER UNDER THE 
SUPERVISION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES." Appropriates 
$150,000 for 1993-94 and $250,000 for 1994-95 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community 
Colleges to fund Hosiery Technology Center. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 939. COMBINED AUTO FRANCHISES. "TO CLARIFY THE RIGHT OF MOTOR

facilities requirements on motor vehicle dealer that wishes to carry additional line of vehicles, 
requirement that motor vehicle dealer maintain exclusive facilities, personnel or display space is 
not reasonable.

Chanitable organizations and sponsors. Requires a charitable organization (defined as any 
person who is or holds itself out to be established for any charitable purpose or who includes a 
charitable appeal in any solicitation) and sponsor (defined as any person who is or holds itself out 
to be soliciting contributions by the use of any name that implies that it is affiliated with 
emergency service employees or law enforcement officers) to register with and be licensed by the 
Department of Human Resources. Specifies information to be included in registration statement. 
Specifies fee schedule for license based on level of contributions in prior year (no fee if less than 
$5,000; $50 fee up to $100,000; $100 fee if up to $200,000; and $200 fee if more than 
$200,000) or on number of branches or chapters being registered by a parent organization ($100 
up to five branches; $200 to 10; $250 to 15; and $400 above 15). Specifies penalty for failure to 
file registration statement and provides for Dep’t review of registration statements and issuance of 
licenses. Lists organizations exempt from registration and licensing requirements: governmental 
agencies (including fire departments and rescue squads that receive governmental funds); 
organization receiving less than $10,000 in prior year and paying no compensation to any officer, 
trustee, organizer, incorporator, fund-raiser, or professional solicitor; accredited educational 
institutions and certain other educational institutions; and certain hospitals, noncommerical radio 
and television stations, and community trusts. Requires filing of annual financial statements 
containing specified information. 

Professional fund-raising consultants. Requires a professional fund-raising consultant 
(defined as a person paid a fee by a charitable organization or sponsor to plan, manage, conduct, 
Carry on, or advise a solicitation but who does not itself solicit) to register with and be licensed by 
the Department. Specifies information to be included in the registration statement and 
application. Fee is $200. Requires that agreements between a charitable organization or sponsor 
and a professional fund-raising consultant must be in writing and specifies certain terms of the 
agreement, including a provision that the consultant will at no time have control or custody of 
contributions. 

Professional solicitors. Requires a professional solicitor (defined as a person paid by a 
charitable organization or sponsor to perform any service in connection with which contributions 
are solicited) to register with and be licensed by the Department. Specifies information to be 
included in the registration statement and application. Fee is $200. Professional solicitor must — 
file with Department a bond ($20,000 if contributions received in last year were less than 
$100,000; $30,000 if up to $200,000; and $50,000 if more than $200,000), payable to the State 
and to anyone with a cause of action against the solicitor. Professor solicitor must file with 
Department a solicitation notice before any solicitation campaign or event, containing specified 
information. Requires that agreements between a charitable organization or sponsor and a 
professional solicitor must be in writing and specifies certain terms of the agreement, including 
provisions specifying the guaranteed minimum percentage of gross receipts which will be 
remitted to the charitable organization or sponsor. Requires professional solicitor to file financial 
reports regarding the solicitation with the charitable organization and the Department. Requires 
solicitor to deposit all contributions in account of charitable organization within two days of 
receipt. 

Miscellaneous. Specifies information that must be made available by charitable 
organizations, sponsors, professional consultants, and solicitors, to people from whom 
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contributions are being solicited. Specifies duties of businesses not normally engaged in 
charitable solicitations who are cooperating in a solicitation. Makes violation of act a Class J 
felony and an unfair or deceptive trade practice. Specifies investigatory powers of Department 
and authority to impose fines and suspend licenses and registrations. Authorizes Attorney 
General to seek civil remedies.

Appropriates $41,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund to Town of East Arcadia in Bladen County 
for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1993. /

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S 944. UNAUTHORIZED DRIVER INSURANCE. "TO CLARIFY THE RESPONSIBILITY 
OF INSURERS OF MOTOR VEHICLES WITH REGARD TO UNSCHEDULED OR 
UNAUTHORIZED DRIVERS." Adds new GS 20-279.21 specifying that the automobile liability 
insurance carrier and the named insured may, by written endorsement to the insurance policy, 
agree that coverage shall not apply to a specific person designated by name so long as (1) that 
person’s drivers license has been tured in to the Division of Motor Vehicles or (2) an appropriate 
policy (or other security) has been properly executed in the name of that person. Requires 
insurance agent to determine that one of these conditions exists before submitting the application 
for exclusion. Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 945. USE DEADLY FORCE AGAINST INTRUDER. "PERMITTING THE USE OF 
DEADLY FORCE AGAINST AN INTRUDER UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Adds 
new GS 14-51.1 to provide that occupant of dwelling is justified in using any degree of physical 
force, including deadly force, against another person who has made unlawful entry into dwelling 
(but not any house within curtilage of dwelling or any building not dwelling house), when 
occupant has reasonable belief that other person has committed crime in dwelling in addition to 
uninvited entry, or is committing or intends to commit crime against person or property in 
addition to uninvited entry, and when occupant reasonably believes that other person might use 
physical force, no matter how slight, against any occupant. Provides that occupant of dwelling 
using force permitted by section is immune from criminal prosecution for using force and civil 
liability for injuries or death from using force. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Kincaid. 


S 946. TRI-COUNTY COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS-1. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW CLASSROOM BUILDING AND CHILD CARE CENTER 
BUILDING AT TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Appropriates $480,000 for 
1993-94 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for purpose indicated in title. 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Carpenter. 


S 947. TRI-COUNTY/GRAHAM CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW CLASSROOM LABORATORY AND STUDY 
BUILDING AT THE TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY COLLEGE/GRAHAM COUNTY 
CENTER." Appropriates $480,000 for fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community 
Colleges for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 948. TRI-COUNTY COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW CLASSROOM BUILDING AND STUDENT SERVICES 
CENTER AT TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Appropriates $1,123,010 for 1993-94 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 
1,1993. 

Introduced by Carpenter. 
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S 949. REDUCE EARLY RETIRE. PENALTY (=H 1162). "TO CHANGE THE METHOD 
FOR CALCULATING THE PENALTY FOR EARLY RETIREMENT." Identical to H 1162, 
introduced 19 Apmil. 

Introduced by Warren and Sherron. 


S 950. HOSPICE CERT. OF NEED CHANGE-2. "TO REQUIRE THAT ALL NEW 
HOSPICES RECEIVE A CERTIFICATE OF NEED." Amends certificate of need law to define 
new institutional health services (services which are required to get certificate of need) to include 
construction and development of all hospice establishments instead of only those with operating 
budgets of more than $100,000. 

Introduced by Daniel. 


S 951. ENHANCE FISCAL STABILITY. "SENATE RESOLUTION EXPRESSING THE 
INTENT OF THE SENATE TO ENHANCE FURTHER THE LONG-TERM FISCAL 
STABILITY OF THE STATE AND TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF THE FAVORABLE 
INTEREST RATE CLIMATE BY AUTHORIZING STATE GENERAL OBLIGATION 
BONDS." States that intent of Senate is (1) to appropriate sufficient funds for fiscal 1993-94 to 
pay state employees on June 30, 1994 instead of July 1, 1994 for work done in June; (2) to 
earmark lesser of 1/4 of any credit balance left in General Fund or 1.5% of current replacement 
value of all state buildings at end of each fiscal year to be used only for repairs and renovations 
of state buildings supported from General Fund; and (3) to provide for the issuance of general 
obligation bonds, upon approval by voters, with proceeds used to fund capital needs of state and 
local gov’ts. 

Introduced by Daniel and Plyler. 


S 952. HOSP. AUTHORITY LAW CHANGE. "TO CHANGE THE LAW REGARDING 
HOSPITAL AUTHORITIES TO OFFER HEALTH CARE SERVICES OUTSIDE THE CITY 
OR COUNTY CREATING THE AUTHORITY." Amends GS 131E-20(a) (which establishes as 
the territorial boundaries of a hospital authority the city or county creating the authority and an 
area within 10 miles of the boundary of that city or county) to permit a hospital authority to 
engage in health care activities in a county outside its territorial boundaries pursuant to (a) an 
agreement with a hospital facility if only one hospital currently exists in the county, (b) an 
agreement with any hospital if more than one hospital currently exists in the county, or (c) an 
agreement with a health care agency if no hospital exists in the county. 

Introduced by Plyler. 


S 953. PATERNITY ESTABLISHMENT CHANGES-2. "REGARDING THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF PATERNITY OF A CHILD BY AFFIDAVIT, CHANGING THE 


* LAWS OF EVIDENCE RELATING TO PATERNITY TESTING IN CIVIL ACTIONS, AND 


GIVING PRIORITY TO THE TRIAL OF PATERNITY ACTIONS." Amends GS 130A-101(f) 
to provide that, if the mother of a child was unmarried at all times from the date of conception 
through the date of the child’s birth, the name of the child’s father shall not be entered on the birth 
certificate unless the mother and father file with the registrar an affidavit containing the social 
security numbers of both parents, a declaration by the father that he is the natural father of the 
child, and a statement by the mother consenting to the assertion of paternity by the father and 
declaring that he is the child’s only possible father. Also provides that upon execution of the 
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affidavit, the child’s father shall be presumed to be the natural father and that this presumption 
may be rebutted only by clear and convincing evidence. 

Amends GS 8-50.1 as follows: (1) requires the court in civil actions involving question of 
parentage to order any party to a paternity action, including the mother, the child, and the putative 
father, to submit to one or more blood or genetic marker tests; (2) provides for the State to pay for 
the test if the person requesting it is indigent; (3) provides that verified documentary evidence of 
chain of custody of blood specimens is competent evidence to establish the chain; (4) allows the 
testing expert’s completed and certified report to be admitted in evidence without additional 
testimony if the laboratory in which the tests were performed is accredited for parentage testing 
by the American Ass’n of Blood Banks; (5) provides that if experts conclude that the genetics 
tests do not exclude the putative father and that the probability of paternity is 97% or higher; the 
alleged parent is presumed to be the child’s father and this presumption may be rebutted only by 
clear and convincing evidence; (6) provides that if all experts agree, based on the genetic tests, 
that it is unlikely that the putative father is the child’s father, he is presumed not to be the father 
and this presumption may be rebutted only by clear and convincing evidence; and (7) provides 
that if the experts disagree as to paternity, or the tests do not exclude the putative father but 
indicate less than 97% probability, the results of the tests are admissible and shall be weighed 
with other competent evidence. 

Amends GS 49-14 to provide that civil and criminal actions to establish paternity shall have 
priority for trial above all other matters except as otherwise required by law. 

(Except for the evidentiary standard for the burden of proof required to rebut statutory 
presumptions, this bill is identical to H 1119, introduced 16 April.)

S 954. INS. PAYMENT/CLIN. SOCIAL WORKERS, "TO PERMIT THE DIRECT 
PAYMENT OF CERTIFIED SOCIAL WORKERS UNDER HEALTH INSURANCE

in title. Defines "duly certified clinical social worker" as "certified clinical social worker" under 
GS 90B-3(2). Effective Oct. 1, 1993.

S 955. HEALTH CARE CONSENT/MINOR (=H 915). "TO AUTHORIZE A METHOD

HOUSE BILLS 


H 209. DEFINE ABANDONED CEMETERY. Intro. 2/19. House committee substitute 
restores to GS 65-1(a) reference to "public" cemeieries, requiring rural districts to maintain a list 
of abandoned, public cemeteries only. Makes other technical changes. 


H 296. PINEHURST IS GOLF CAPITAL. Intro. 2/25. House committee subsutute adds 
Donald Ross, "the father of American golf course architecture," to the original resolution. 
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H 339. GREENSBORO FORMAL BIDS. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute lowers. 
expenditure requiring bidding to $200,000 (originally $300,000) for street construction er repair, 
and $75,000 (originally $100,000) for other construction or repair work. Makes act expire June 
30, 1995. 


H 346. MULTICOUNTY ABC ELECTIONS. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute 
renumbers new subsection from original bill as GS 18B-600(e4). Makes other technical and 


clarifying changes. 


H 352. CHILD MEDICAL/M.H. EVALUATION. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute 
specifies that each representative on interagency committee is to be appointed by director or 
administrator of each agency. Adds representative from DHR’s Div’n of Social Services. 


H 354. STUDENTS SERVICES STAFFING GOALS. Intro. 2/25. House committee 
substitute modifies original bill by taking it out of general statute format and placing it in session 
law format. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Instruction $27,769,725 
for fiscal 1993-94 and the same amount for fiscal 1994-95 to provide the student service 
professional ratios provided in original bill. 


H 448. WARRANTLESS ARREST/SCHOOL GROUNDS. Intro. 3/22. House committee 
substitute adds new GS 15A-401(b)(2)b.3. allowing officer to arrest without a warrant any person 
who commits a misdemeanor creating a risk of violence on school grounds or on a school bus. 
Deletes GS 15A-401(b)(2)e. from original bill, which set forth procedure for such warrantless 
arrests (including previous requirement of written authorization by principal or designee). 


H 476. CLARIFY CONTROL SUBST. EXAM ACT. Intro. 3/23. House committee substitute 
modifies meaning of "approved laboratory” by substituting U.S. Dep’t of Health and Human 
Services for National Institute on Drug Abuse as an agency through which a lab can be approved. 
Adds a new GS 95-235, making clear that Article 20 of Chapter 95 does not apply to a controlled 
substance examination required by the U.S. DOT or the U.S. NRC. 


H 497, STATE PUBLICATIONS TO OSP. Intro. 3/24. House amendment corrects references 
to Campbell University (formerly Campbell College) and Barton College Benes Atlantic 
Christian college), and deleting reference to Sacred Heart College. 


H 551, SUBSTANCE ABUSE REHAB. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute amends GS 
20-17.6(b) to add $5 Dep’t of Transportation processing fee for assessment, traffic school, or 
treatment. Adds amendment to GS 20-17.7 to make person who willfully fails to comply with 
provisions of GS 20-17.6 (concerning assessment, alcohol and drug education traffic school, and 
related treatment requirements) as ordered by court-as result of impaired driving conviction 
Subject to criminal contempt proceedings under GS Ch. 5 {apparently intends Ch. 5A], Art. 1. 
Amends GS 20-138.1(d), -138.2(e), and -138.3(c) to require judge to add to sentence for impaired 
driving requirement that offender comply with GS 20-17.6. 


H 559. COMM. COLL. TRUSTEE REGIONS. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute 
makes stylistic change. 
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H 565. COPY STATE BLDG. KEYS/MISDEMEANOR. Intro. 3/25. House committee 
substitute makes it a misdemeanor to duplicate a key to a state-owned building without authority 
to do so (rather than without authority from Sec’y of Administration). Deletes provision directing 
Sec’y to designate persons who may duplicate such keys. 


H 588. WILMINGTON LAND USE ORDINANCE. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute 
provides that the act’s site plan requirements shall not apply to site plans for individual detached, 
single and two-family units to be built on previously subdivided lots. 


H 696. PROBATION EXTENSION NOTIFICATION. Into. 4/1. House committee 
substitute changes amendment to GS 15A-1342(a). to simply require that probation judgment form 
given to defendant on supervised probation state that probation may be extended as provided by 
subsection. Changes effective date to March 1, 1994 (formerly 1993). 


H 835. FIREARMS ON DURHAM COUNTY PROP. Intro. 4/12. House committee 
substitute makes stylistic changes and exempts military training programs. 


H 938. TEACHING STANDARDS PROG. REPORT. Intro. 4/14. House committee 
substitute also requires State Board to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Comm. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 58. STATE PURCHASE OF RECYCLED GOODS. Intro. 2/4. Senate committee substitute 
adds community colleges and local school administrative units to those governmental units that 
must comply with recycled goods goals. Requires that gov’t units revise purchasing procedures 
by 1 January 1995 (was, 1 January 1994). Requires gov’t unit reporting of recycled good use 
starting 1 October 1994 (was, 1 October 1993). Authorizes Dep’t of Administration and Dep’t of 
EHNR to set goals in addition to those set forth in bill. Sets goals for purchasing paper and paper 
products with recycled content (goals were for all supplies and materials in original bill). Goals 
are as follows: 10% of total fiscal paper product purchases by 30 June 1994, 20% by 30 June 
1995, 35% by 30 June 1996, and 50% by 30 June 1997 and each subsequent year. Removes 
specific annual percentage goals for use of recycled materials in construction. Amends GS 
143-170.1 to require that public documents printed by state agencies on recycled paper be so 
identified. 


S 116. NORTH CAROLINA RACING ACT. Intro. 2/10. Senate committee substitute adds 
provision that Racing Comm’n may by rule set the number of required races, and requires each 
holder of Class B license to schedule on each racing day it conducts at least one race which (1) 
before 1/1/99 is limited to horses that are bred, foaled, trained or owned in North Carolina, and (2) 
on or after 1/1/99 is limited to horses which are bred or foaled and are trained in North Carolina 
(but another race may be substituted if there is an insufficient number of entries to make up an . 
adequate slate). The committee substitute also makes numerous editorial and technical changes. 


S 310. GPAC/EMPLOYEE CLASSIFICATION/FUNDS. Intro. 2/22. Senate committee 
substitute changes title to "TO STUDY EMPLOYEE CLASSIFICATION AND 
COMPENSATION, TO PROVIDE FOR AN ANNUAL EVALUATION OF EMPLOYEE 
BENEFITS, AND TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR THE CLASSIFICATION AND 
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COMPENSATION STUDY." Requires State Personnel Comm’n to retain consultant to study job 
classification throughout state government except UNC instructional and research staff, head 
librarians, and administrative officials down to level of dean, plus officers and employees whose 
salaries are set directly by General Assembly in Current Operations Appropriations Act. Comm’n 
to assemble Task Force to assist the consultant, including at least three agency personnel 
directors, three agency program managers, and three members from the private sector with 
experience in personnel administration. Director of Office of State Personnel to serve as study 
coordinator. Beginning Oct. 1, 1993, consultant must report quarterly on study to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, and complete study and present findings to 
that comm’n and State Personnel Comm ’n by Dec. 15, 1994. Adds new GS 143-11.2 requiring 
Governor to conduct annual comprehensive evaluation of compensation and benefits of all state 
employees by Dec. 15, calculating a total benefits index to compare state’s benefits to those of 
other Southeastern states. Changes appropriation to Office of State Personnel for study: 

$350,000 (originally $225,000) for 1993-94 and $150,000 (originally $225,000) for 1994-95. 
Allocates $100,000 from funds appropriated to General Assembly to reserve fund of Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations to be used for study if necessary. Provisions 
regarding Governor’s annual evaluation effective Jan. 1, 1995; appropriations provisions effective 
July 1, 1993; other provisions effective on ratification. 


S 366. GPAC/STATE WORKERS’ COMP. Intro. 2/24. Senate committee substitute makes 
stylistic change in title. Removes GS 143-590 provisions placing State Worker’s Compensation 
Office in Dep’t of Administration, requiring Office to collect money owed the state by 
subrogation of third-party claims, and requiring Att’y General to assign counsel to Office to 
represent the state regarding claims against the state under GS Ch. 97. Removes appropriations. 
Requires Office to begin processing state workers’ claims by Dec. 31, 1994. Requires Office, 
with Office of State Budget and Management and State Controller, to develop plan to consolidate 
central administration of state worker’s compensation claims by Feb. 1, 1994, and file its report 
with House Speaker, Senate President pro tem., Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations, and Fiscal Research Div’n. Changes effective date to July 1, 1994 (originally 1993). 


S513. BANKING AMENDMENTS, Intro. 3/22. Senate committee substitute deletes all 
provisions of GS 53-80 regarding qualifications of bank directors except requirement that three 
fourths of any bank’s directors be state residents. 


S571. DAM SAFETY LAW IMPROVEMENTS. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee substitute 
makes several technical and clarifying changes, such as addition of new GS 143-215.25A setting 
forth exempt dams previously set forth in GS 143-215.25. Makes substantive change in new 
exemption section by providing that any dam that is less than 15 feet in height or that has 
impoundment capacity of less than 10 acre-feet is exempt unless the Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources (Dep’t) determines that failure of the dam could result in either 
loss of life or property damage in excess of $200,000. Restores original GS 143-215.26(b) 
requiring Dep’t to refer copies of completed application papers to State Health Director, Wildlife 
Resources Comm’n, Dep’t of Transportation, and other state and local agencies deemed 
appropriate by Dep’t. Removes from GS 143-215.28A provision classifying Dam Safety Account 
as special trust fund, to be credited with interest by state treasurer. Revises GS 143-215.33 to 
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provide that a contested case petition concerning an order issued under this part shall be filed 
within 10 days of service of such order; and that a contested case petition concerning any other 
decision under this part shall be filed within 30 days of service of such decision. Restores G.S. 
143-215.36(b)(5) concerning requests for remission of civil penalties. 


S 572. WASTE REDUCTION/STATE REPORTS. Intro. 3/25. Senate amendment makes 
clarifying changes. 


S 744. AUDITOR TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute 
changes short title. 


S 778. SPOUSE VETO EQUITY LINE LOANS. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute 
clarifies that contracts subject to bill shall provide for reinstatement of credit privileges that one 
spouse has terminated only upon written request of both spouses. Changes bill’s effective date to 
January 1, 1994, and makes bill applicable to contracts entered into on or after that date. 


S 787. ESC TAX CHANGES. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute removes from original 
bill amendment to GS 96-10(b) that provided a garnishment process when an employer fails to 
comply with ESC unemployment insurance tax reporting requirements. Penalty for failure to 
comply remains. 


S 802. EMPLOYMENT SEC. TECH. CHANGES. Intro. 4/12. Senate committee substitute 
revises new GS 96-14(1E) to provide for the disqualification of benefits if the individual is 
unemployed because the individual refused to return to work for a former employer when recalled 
within four weeks from a layoff or when recalled in any week in which the work search 
requirements under GS 96-13 have been waived. Also redefines layoff under new GS 96-14(1E) 
as a temporary separation (due to no work being available for the individual at the time of 
separation) where the individual is retained on the employer’s payroll and is a continuing 
employee subject to recall. Revises GS 96-15(b)(2) to provide that the deadlines set forth in . 
section shall be calculated using. working instead of calendar days. 


S 875. REGULATE INTERBASIN TRANSFERS. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute 
adds new provision that the following do not qualify as water transfers: the discharge of water 
upstream from the point where it is withdrawn and the discharge of water downstream from the 
point where it is drawn. Requires that a person constructing a facility designed to increase 
existing water transfer, if increase will equal or exceed capacity of existing facilities on 1 July 
1993 by 125%, be certified by the Environmental Management Comm’n (was 25% increase in 
Capacity and no date limit on capacity). In the Comm’n certification process, the committee 
substitute replaces six-factor test outlined in original digest with simple weighing of benefits and 
detriments. Removes an applicant’s efforts and plans to impound water from items to be 
considered in certification. Removes from original bill the revision of GS 153A-285 (local gov’t 
water acquisition). —

H 56. PA PEER REVIEW. Intro. 2/8; comm. sub. adopted 3/4. House committee substitute #2 
adds to GS 90-21.22(a) provision that agreements between the Academy and the Board shall be 
limited to programs for impaired physicians and physician assistants and shall not include any 
other peer review activities. 


H 469. REG. OF DEEDS LICENSE PLATES. Intro. 3/23. House committee substitute 
rewrites bill to add new GS 20-79.4(b)(22a), adding to the list of special registration plates that 
the Division of Motor Vehicles is required to issue, plates for registers of deeds. Rewrites title of 
bill to reflect that issuance of such plates is required, not just authorized. Effective October 1, 
1993. 


H 485. ADOPT NAVIGATION RULES. Intro. 3/24. House committee substitute replaces 
original bill with an act "TO ADOPT THE INLAND NAVIGATION RULES AS THE LAW IN 
THIS STATE." Adds GS 75A-6.1 to require that every vessel operated on NC waters that is 
required to obtain a State identification number under GS 75A or a federally approved numbering 
system in another state must comply with the navigation rules, including requirements for 
navigational lights, sound-signalling devices, and other equipment, contained in the federal Inland 
Navigational Rules Act of 1980, as amended, and rules adopted pursuant thereto. Makes Wildlife 
Resources Comm’n responsible for enforcement, and also authorizes enforcement by all peace 
officers with general subject matter jurisdiction.

H 890. MIDDLESEX ANNEXATION. Intro. 4/12. House committee substitute replaces blank 
bill with an act "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF MIDDLESEX TO ANNEX A CERTAIN 
DESCRIBED TERRITORY TO THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN." Authorizes 
roar to annex three described tracts after notice and public hearing. Effective June 30, 
1993.

S 7. UNIFORM INSURANCE CLAIM FORM. Intro. 1/28; comm. sub: adopted 4/8; amended 
4/22. Senate amendment #2 limits application of new GS 90-411 (allowing health care providers 
to charge a fee for review of medical records) to liability claims for personal injury. 


s 9. HOSPITAL COOPERATION ACT. Intro. 1/28. Senate committee substitute changes 
title to "TO ENCOURAGE AND PERMIT COOPERATIVE AGREEMENTS OF HOSPITALS." 
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Adds requirement that Dep’t of Human Resources hold a public hearing as part of review of 
application for certificate of public advantage. Authorizes Dep’t to extend the 90-day review 
period on application. Requires Dep’t to determine by clear and convincing evidence that likely 
benefits of agreement outweigh likely disadvantages before issuing certificate, including 
consideration of extent to which agreement may increase costs of care at participating hospitals. 
Requires Dep’t to include conditions in certificate to control prices of health care services 
provided under agreement. Authorizes Attorney General to object to issuance of certificate if 
applicant has not met clear and convincing standard and authorizes Att’y General to extend 
review period. Clarifies that if Attorney General does not withdraw objection, certificate may not 
be issued. Adds new requirements to mandatory periodic reports of activities and provides that 
public has 30 days to comment on periodic reports. Provides that cooperative agreements, 

_ certificates, notices of termination of agreements, periodic reports, comments, and other 
information submitted at request of Dep’t or Att’y General are public records. Extends time for 
review by Dep’t after submission of periodic report from 30 to 60 days and authorizes Dep’t to 
extend period additional 30 days. Sets new standard for judicial review by providing that plaintiff 
or petitioner must establish that decision by Dep’t or Att’y General to deny certificate was 
arbitrary or capricious. In action brought by Att’y General for cancellation of certificate, standard 
is that Att’y General establish only that agreement’s disadvantages outweigh its benefits. Adds 
that court may award prevailing party its costs, including attorneys’ fees. Specifies that 
administrative fee for application is based on total costs of project, with $15,000 maximum. Sets 
maximum fee for periodic reports at $,2500. Requires Dep’t to publish decisions on application, 
notice of periodic reports, and decisions on certificates in NC Register. Adds requirement that 
Dep’t report to 1999 General Assembly on effects of act. Changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1993. 


S 196. PORTS/ALLOW LOCAL MEMBERSHIP. Intro. 2/17. Senate amendment adds two 
members to the Board of the State Ports Authority, to be appointed on the recommendation of the 
President pro tem. and to serve staggered terms. 


S 341. COMPLIMENTARY MEDICINE PRACTICE. Intro. 2/24. Senate committee 
substitute deletes all provisions relating to licensing and regulation of complementary medicine. 
Amends current GS 90-14(a)(6) to provide that the Board of Medical Examiners shall not revoke 
or deny a license solely because a person practices a therapy that is experimental, nontraditional, 
or that departs from acceptable and prevailing medical practices, unless the Board can establish by 
competent evidence that the treatment has a safety risk greater than the prevailing treatment or 
that the treatment is generally not effective. Also amends current GS 90-2 to increase from eight 
to twelve the number of members of the Board (all to be appointed by the Governor and to serve 
Staggered terms), with at least three members to be members of the public and at least one 
member to be a physician extender. 


S 525. REVISE NATURAL DEATH ACT. Intro. 3/23. Senate committee substitute (1) adds 
conforming amendments to GS 90-321(b) and (c); (2) makes additional technical changes in the 
statutory "Declaration of a Desire for a Natural Death" in GS 90-321(d); (3) amends GS 90-321(i) 
to provide that any certificate in the statutory form provided before January 1, 1994 (currently, 
July 1, 1979) shall continue to be valid; and (4) provides that the act does not affect validity of 
any “Declaration of a Desire for a Natural Death" executed before the act’s effective date.

H 1194. LRC STUDY TORRENS ACT LIABILITY. "AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE DUTIES AND LIABILITIES 
OF REGISTERS OF DEEDS UNDER THE TORRENS LAND REGISTRATION SYSTEM." 
As title indicates; authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n to report findings and 
recommendations to 1995 General Assembly and make interim report to 1994 session. 
Introduced by Redwine. 


H 1195. SCHOOL SUPPLEMENTAL FUNDS (=S 969). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
PROVIDE SUPPLEMENTAL SCHOOL FUNDING FOR SMALL AND LOW-WEALTH 
COUNTIES." Appropriates $7 million for each year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Public Education for small school supplemental funding, to be allocated in accordance 
with the formula set out in a special provision in the 1991 Appropriations Act, as amended (SL 
1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 201.1, as amended by SL 1991, Ch. 761, Secs. 47.1 and 47.2). Appropriates 
$40 million for 1993-94 and $80 million for 1994-95 from General Fund to Dep’t of Public 
Education to provide supplemental funds in low-wealth counties. Directs that these funds are to 
be allocated in accordance with the formula specified in SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 201.2, as 
amended by SL 1991, Ch. 761, Sec. 47.3 and SL 1991, Ch. 900, Sec. 67. Provides that the 
funding formulas cited above are to remain in effect until amended or repealed, and states that the 
amounts appropriated above are in addition to amounts included in the 1993-95 continuation 
budget for the same purposes.

H 1199. TRI-COUNTY/GRAHAM CENTER FUNDS-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW CLASSROOM LABORATORY AND STUDY AT THE

$480,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges as title indicates.

H 1200. ARTHRITIS SERVICES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ARTHRITIS 
PATIENT SERVICES OF MECKLENBURG AND UNION COUNTIES.” Appropriates 
$75,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Black. 


H 1201. SICK LEAVE BANK/SCHOOL EMPLOYEES. "TO ALLOW LOCAL BOARDS 
OF EDUCATION TO ESTABLISH SICK LEAVE BANKS FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL 
EMPLOYEES." Amends GS 115C-47 to allow local boards of education to establish voluntary 
sick leave banks from which employees who have exhausted accumulated sick leave may, in case 
of emergency or catastrophic illness, withdraw sick leave days that have been donated by other 
employees with unused leave. Requires boards to notify employees who donate unused sick leave 
as to retirement credit consequences of the donation. Effective July 1, 1993.

SELF-DEFENSE PURPOSES.” Amends GS 14-401.6(a) to make it lawful for an individual not 
convicted of felony to possess tear gas for self-defense purposes so long as the capacity of the 
device or container does not exceed 150 cc., no cartridge or shell exceeds 50 cc., and the device or 
container cannot discharge a cartridge or shell larger than 50 cc. (now, 50 cc. limit applies to 
container or device as well as cartridge or shell). Effective July 1, 1993.

S 972. RADIATION TECHNOLOGY ACT. "TO ENACT THE RADIATION 
TECHNOLOGY PRACTICE ACT." Adds new Art. 28 to GS Ch. 90 to create Board of 
Radiation Technology consisting of seven members: four radiologic technologists (two with 
3-year terms and two with 1-year terms), one nuclear medicine technologist (with 2-year term), 
one radiation therapy technologist, and one public member. Initial members to be selected by 
Aug. 1, 1993.

_ Board to examine, license, and renew licenses of qualified applicants for licensure as 
radiation technologists, investigate possible violations of act and grounds for disciplining 
licensees, and investigate labor force needs for technologists. All Board’s expenses to be paid out 
of fees it charges. Authorizes fees up to $70 for examination, $50 for license without 
examination, $55 for reexamination, $35 for license renewal, and $50 for reinstating lapsed 
license. Board must issue license to practice as radiation technologist to anyone who applies 
within one year of act’s effective date who can prove employment as radiologic technologist, 
radiation therapy technologist, or nuclear medicine technologist and has current certificate from 
American Registry of Radiologic Technologists or Nuclear Medicine Technology Certification 
Board. Technologists not already registered who have been in practice under supervision of 
licensed practitioner for four years before Jan. 1, 1993 eligible for licensure without examination 
on proof of good moral character and practice for the two years immediately preceding act’s 
effective date; must apply by Jan. 1, 1994. Board may license without examination applicant who 
is licensed in good standing under comparable requirements of another state or has met all criteria 
for licensure by examination.

Forbids practice of radiation therapy and technology without license; violation misdemeanor 
punishable by up to two years imprisonment and/or fine.

House committee 
substitute adds three members to Task Force: a representative of business and industry appointed 
by the Governor, a representative of institutions of higher education appointed by UNC Board of 
Governors, and one county comm’r appointed by the Sup’t of Public Instruction after receiving 
recommendations from the NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs. Adds requirement that 
recommendations of the Div’n of Administrators of the NC Ass’n of Educators be received as to 
the two school principal appointments. 


H 396. LOCAL INDEXING RULES. Intro. 3/8. House committee substitute replaces original 
bill with an act "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF THE REGISTERS OF DEEDS TO 
ADOPT LOCAL INDEXING RULES, AND TO DELAY THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE 
LAW REQUIRING REGISTERS OF DEEDS TO COMPLY WITH MINIMUM INDEXING 
STANDARDS FOR LAND RECORDS MANAGEMENT." Amends GS 161-22 to permit local 
registers of deeds to adopt rules concerning abbreviations of names, treatment of symbols, 
deletion of spaces, treatment of punctuation in names, indexing names containing numerals, and 
placement of the word "The" when it is the first word in a party’s name. Delays until Jan. 1, 
1995, the effective date of GS 143-345.6 and GS 161-22.3 which require the Sec’y of State to 
adopt minimum indexing standards to be followed by registers of deeds. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, 
repeals those portions of GS 161-22 authorizing local indexing rules. Validates index entries 
made before act’s ratification that omitted symbols, spaces, commas, hyphens, periods, dashes, or 
similar punctuation or omitted "The" at the beginning of a name or placed it at the end rather than 
the beginning. 


H 502. ABC CHANGES. Intro. 3/24. House committee substitute allows ABC Comm’n to 
issue specified permits to following entities, as defined in committee substitute: tourism ABC 
establishments [GS 18B-101(14a), 18B-603(f)]; sports clubs [18B-603(h), 18B-1006(k)]; 
residential private clubs [18B-1000(5Sa), 18B-1006(k)]; qualified businesses in recreation districts 
[18B-1006(j)]; and breweries [18B-1104(7)]. Amends GS 18B-1113 and 18B-1114 to specify 
that holders of nonresident malt beverage and wine vendor permits may sell, deliver, and ship 
malt beverages and wine in this state only if such products come to rest at the licensed premises of 
a wholesaler in this state before being resold to a retailer. Also amends GS 18B-1116(a) to 
exempt breweries from prohibitions concerning financial interests in, and lending or giving things 
of value to, certain wholesalers and retailers. 


H 671. LOCAL PARKS/DRUG FREE ZONES. Intro. 3/30. House committee substitute (1) 
limits applicability to violations of GS 90-95(a)(1), which covers manufacture, sale, or delivery of 
a controlled substance or possession with intent to manufacture, sell or deliver (original bill also 
included simple possession and sale, delivery, etc. of counterfeit controlled substance) and (2) 
excludes from act’s coverage transfer of less than five grams of marijuana for no remuneration. 


H 689. WILKES/YADKIN/STOKES TRESPASS. Intro. 3/31. House amendment makes the 
act applicable to Stokes County. 
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H 775. WRIGHTSVILLE USER FEES. Intro. 4/7. House committee substitute rewrites 
proposed new GS 160A-314(f) to provide that lien is valid only from time of filing, according to 
the subsection, in office of the Clerk of Superior court and only if filed within 180 days of date of 
furnishing of the water, sewer, and solid waste services.

11 of GS Chapter 62 and shall be considered a railroad for purposes of that article, (4) additional 
authority of the Authority, (5) that the Authority has governmental immunity, but may contract to 
insure itself and its officers, agents, or employees, and (6) that the act does not authorize the 
Authority to condemn land or establish a railroad outside Caldwell or Catawba Counties.

students expelled; and (3) make act applicable to acts committed on or after Dec. 1, 1993.

S 986. OAH MEDIATION PROGRAM (=H 657). "TO AUTHORIZE A MEDIATION

introduced 29 March.

S 987. HIGH- VOLTAGE LINE SAFETY ACT. "TO ENACT THE OVERHEAD 
HIGH-VOLTAGE LINE SAFETY ACT." Adds new article 19A to GS Ch. 95 regulating work 
performed near high-voltage overhead lines. Adds GS 95-229.8 prohibiting work or activity 
within certain distance of high-voltage lines unless person responsible for performing work 
(responsible person) complies with measures set forth in article. Requires responsible person to 
notify utility that owns or operates high-voltage line of proposed work near line at least 72 hours 
in advance of work (GS 95-229.10). Also requires responsible person to enter into agreement 
with utility for installation of precautionary safety arrangements prior to performance of proposed 
work (GS 95-229.11). Allows utility to refuse to enter into agreement if utility determines that 
proposed work cannot be performed in reasonably safe manner or cannot be performed at a 
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reasonable cost taking into account cost to utility’s customers. Requires responsible person to pay 
for expense of precautionary measures, including wages of utility’s workers, except as set forth in 
article. Also makes responsible person strictly liable to utility and third parties for damages to 
facilities, injuries to persons, and all other costs, expenses, and liabilities if the person performs 
work in violation of article and a physical or electrical contact with a high-voltage line occurs (GS 
95-229.13). Makes it a misdemeanor for any person to violate article. Exempts from article work 
on certain electrical or communication systems if owner of system performs work on system and 
has valid joint-use contract with utility. (Also exempts systems subject to Federal Mine Safety 
and Health Act.) Directs Comm’r of Labor to enforce article against employers and, in cases not 
subject to enforcement by Comm’r, gives jurisdiction to court of district in which violation 
occurred. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

S 988. SPRING LAKE COMM CTR FUNDS (=H 1210). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE SPRING LAKE COMMUNITY AND CULTURAL CENTER." Appropriates $5,000 for 
1993-94 from General Fund to Spring Lake Community Center Foundation, Inc. for maintenance 
of its community building. Effective July 1, 1993.

SPECIFIED AREAS IN DARE COUNTY." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Basnight. 


S 1002. SCHOOL TECHNOLOGY COMMISSION. "CREATING THE COMMISSION ON 
TECHNOLOGY IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Creates 21-member Commission on School 
Technology within Dep’t of Public Education but with power to act independently of State Board 
of Education and Dep’t of Public Instruction. Membership includes the Governor, four members 
appointed by Governor from specified categories, three Senators and three others appointed by 
President pro tem. from specified categories, three House members and three others appointed by 
Speaker from specified categories, Sup’t of Public Instruction, one person to represent UNC 
appointed by President of UNC, one person to represent community colleges appointed by 
President of Comm. College System, and chairman of Information Resources Management 
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Comm’n. Ex officio members may designate someone to serve in their places. Prohibits 
producers or vendors of learning technologies from serving on Comm’n. Directs Comm’n to 
submit a plan to General Assembly by May 1, 1994 for improving student performance in the 
public schools through the use of learning technologies. Appropriates from General Fund to 
Commission $300,000 for 1993-94 fiscal year. Effective July 1, 1993.

House amendment requires that the report from the Dep’t of 
Public Instruction include the number of students admitted and charged tuition, the amount of 
tuition charged, and the amount of tuition collected. 


House committee substitute adds a 
fifteenth member to the Comm’n on Child Care Issues--the Sec’y of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources. 


H 220. DAY CARE HOME SAFETY-1. Intro. 2/22. House committee substitute allows 
corporal punishment at day care homes receiving state subsidies when care is provided to children 
by their parents, stepparents, grandparents, aunts, uncles, step-grandparents, or 

great- grandparents. 


H 373. GPAC/CLASSIFICATION STUDY/SBI PAY. Intro. 2/25. House committee 
substitute completely rewrites bill. 

Classification study. Adds new GS 126-4.1 to require Office of State Personnel to (1) study 
and revise, in a coordinated system, state employee classifications and (2) conduct an ongoing 
review of the classification system to facilitate consolidation of titles within classes, creation of 
generic job titles, and provision of dual career tracks to provide opportunities for vertical growth 
in nonmanagement positions. The study must be completed within 24 months and must include 
job descriptions, job evaluations, and an appraisal of which jobs are compensated above and 
below competitive private market rates. Appropriates from General Fund to Office of State 
Personnel $225,000 for each year of 1993-95 biennium to implement the study. 

SBI pay. Rewrites GS 114-13 to provide that salaries of Director of the Bureau of 
Investigation and assistants shall be fixed under the State Personnel Act (formerly, by the Dep’t of 
Administration under GS 143-36 et seq.). Provides that GS 126-7 (compensation of state 
employees under State Personnel Act) shall not apply to sworn agents of the Bureau, who shall be 
subject to salary classes, ranges, and longevity pay for service as are applicable to other State 
employees generally. Beginning July 1, 1993, and annually thereafter, each agent shall be granted 
a salary increase of 5%, not to exceed the maximum of each applicable salary range. 

Appropriation provision and rewrite of GS 126-7 effective July 1, 1993. 


H 401. NCCU RETAIN PROPERTY SALE MONEY. Intro. 3/8. House committee substitute 
deletes, from both title and body of the bill, reference to the use to which the retained funds will 
be put. 
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H 402. CHILD SUPPORT WHILE IN SCHOOL. Intro. 3/8. House amendment provides that 
child support payments shall continue as specified in original bill, unless court orders that 
payments Cease at age 18 or prior to high school graduation. 


H 434. REGULATORY MANDATES LIMITED. Intro. 3/17. House committee substitute 
removes original bill’s amendment of GS 150B-19, which provided that a state agency could 
adopt a rule pursuant to the Administrative Procedure Act requiring county or municipality 
expenditure of funds only in limited circumstances. 


H 449. INTEREST REFUND. Intro. 3/22. House committee substitute completely rewrites 
bill’s substantive provisions. Amends GS 24-10.2 to provide that a borrower is entitled to a 
refund of money collected by a lender by mistake, together with interest at the contract rate, for 
the period of time that the lender had the money in excess of a period of time equal to the grace 
period that the borrower would have been allowed had the payment been late. Excludes for this 
provision amounts paid to lender as escrow for taxes or insurance. Amends GS 24-9.1 to require 
the Utilities Comm’n to promulgate rules by Jan. 1, 1994, providing for the manner in which 
regulated utilities must make refunds of money collected from customers by mistake and the rate 
of interest to be paid, but exempts from these rules utilities that do not charge late fees on overdue 
accounts. Amends GS 25A-44.1, concerning consumer credit sales transactions, similarly to 
amendment to GS 24-10.2. Amends GS 24-11 to require disclosure statements to include notice 
as to refunds of money collected by mistake. Makes changes to disclosure statements effective 
Oct. 1, 1993; other provisions effective on ratification and apply to refunds owned which arise 
from overcollections made on or after that date. 


H 563. PRECINCT BOUNDARY CLEANUP. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute 
deletes portion of bill that would have repealed provisions of GS 163-128 requiring at least one 
precinct in each township and providing for temporary transfer of voters from one precinct to 
another. 


H 631. WILDLIFE LICENSE PLATES. Intro. 4/29. House committee substitute deletes 
original bill’s provision for personalized wildlife resources tags. Delete’s bill’s establishment of a 
Wildlife Resources Plate Account within the Highway Fund and removes present law’s Collegiate 
and Historical Attraction Plate Account. Instead of those accounts, the bill merges funds from 
each of these individual accounts into a Fundraiser Plate Account. Makes conforming changes 
reflecting the new Fundraiser Plate Account in other statutes. | Amends GS 143-247.2 to 
establish Wildlife Preservation Account (now, statute does not specifically name the fund), which 
derives revenue from both taxpayer refund contributions and wildlife resources tags. Provides 
that revenue in the account may be used only to manage, preserve, and protect nongame wildlife 
species or wildlife species whose existence is endangered. Provides that money in the Fundraiser 
Plate Account derived from the sale of wildlife resources plates be transferred quarterly to the 
Wildlife Preservation Account (funds were to be transferred to the Nongame and Endangered 
Wildlife Fund and the Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund). Amends GS 105-269.5 to 
rename fund to which taxpayers may contribute tax refund the Wildlife Preservation Account 
(now, Wildlife Fund). | 
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H 727. PUBLIC HOUSING/DRUG FREE ZONES. Intro. 4/5. House committee substitute 
(1) limits applicability to violations of GS 90-95(a)(1), which covers manufacture, sale, or 
delivery of a controlled substance or possession with intent to manufacture, sell or deliver 
(original bill also included simple possession and sale, delivery, etc., of counterfeit controlled 
substance) and (2) excludes from act’s coverage transfer of less than five grams of marijuana for 
no remuneration. 


H 787. PERMITS/WASTE MANAGEMENT PLANS. Intro. 4/7. House committee substitute 
rewrites title to read, "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO DENY A PERMIT FOR A SANITARY 
LANDFILL OR A SOLID WASTE INCINERATOR TO AN APPLICANT THAT HAS NOT 
SUBMITTED AN APPROVED SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT PLAN.” (Original title 
referred to "approved waste reduction plan.") Rewrites GS 130A-294(a)(4) to provide that if the 
applicant is a unit of local government and has not submitted a solid waste management plan 
approved by the Dep’t pursuant to GS 130A-309.09A(b), the Dep’t may deny a permit for a 
sanitary landfill or a facility that disposes of solid waste by incineration, unless the Comm’n has 
not adopted rules pursuant to GS 130A-309.29 for local solid waste management plans. 


H 841. AMEND PRINCIPAL & INCOME ACT-2. Intro. 4/12. House amendment provides 
that the following portions of the act apply only to trusts established on or after Jan. 1, 1994: (1) 
amendment to GS 37-30 concerning apportionment of ad valorem and intangibles taxes; (2) 
amendment to GS 37-31 providing for certain compensation of trustees to be charged against 
principal; (3) amendment to GS 37-33 apportioning expenses for current management of 
principal; and (4) amendment to GS 37-35 apportioning premiums for surety bonds. 


H 908. SUITS AND APPEALS BY INDIGENTS. Intro. 4/13. House committee substitute (1) 
replaces the term "pauper" with "indigent" throughout the bill; (2) requires an affidavit that the 
person is unable to give security for costs as required by GS 1-109; (3) deletes receipt of Medicaid 
‘as a ground for determination of indigency; and (4) provides that a person is "deemed" indigent 
(original bill, "presumed") if the bill’s conditions are met. 


H 910. MASSAGE THERAPY PRACTICE. Intro. 4/13. House committee substitute changes 
original bill by (1) rewriting the definition of "massage therapy," (2) (2) adding definition of 
“practice or business of massage therapy," (3) providing that establishment employing or 
contracting with licensed massage therapists may advertise on behalf of therapists, (4) changing 
from 19 to-18 the minimum age at which a person may be licensed, (5) making act effective 
October 1, 1993, and providing that enforcement provisions (new GS 90-425) become effective 
December 1, 1993, and apply to offenses occurring on or after that date, and (6) making other 
minor or technical changes. 


H 1083. CONFORM PIPELINE STANDARDS. Intro. 4/19. House amendment provides that 
penalties assessed under GS 62-50(d) shall go to the General Fund. 
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SENATE BILLS 


S 51. LOCAL SOLID WASTE FEES. Intro. 2/4. Senate committee substitute provides that a 
county may not impose an availability fee for solid waste management services on improved 
property located within a city unless the county has a joint agreement with the city to provide the 
service, and that a county may not directly or indirectly impose a fee for use of a solid waste 
management facility on a city, a contractor of the city, or a city resident or property owner that 
exceeds the fee charged to residents or property owners located in the county. 


S 204. GPAC/CON SELF-FUNDED. Intro. 2/17. Senate committee substitute (1) raises 
minimum fee that can be charged for a Certificate of Need (CON) application fee from $400 to 
$2,000 (in original bill, $600), (2) specifies that fee schedule should generate sufficient revenue to 
offset entire cost of the CON program, and (3) deletes requirement that the fees be based on the 
cost of the project. 


S 255. COUNSELOR LICENSING. Intro. 3/11. Senate committee substitute adds section 
exempting from regulation under this act: (1) persons licensed or certified to practice any other 
occupation or profession while rendering counseling services in connection with their profession; 
(2) certified school counselors; (3) student interns or trainees; (4) members of the clergy; (5) for 
up to 30 days per year, nonresident counselors licensed in another state while temporarily in NC; 
(6) government employees counseling within scope of employment. Prohibits exempt individuals 
from using title "Licensed Professional Counselor." Exempts persons licensed under Licensed 
Professional Counselors Act from rules pertaining to counseling adopted by other occupational 
licensing boards. 


S 341. COMPLIMENTARY MEDICINE PRACTICE. Intro. 2/24; comm. sub. 4/27. Senate 
amendment requires that of members appointed to Board of Medical Examiners by the Governor, 
at least one shall be a physician assistant or a nurse practitioner (was, physician extender). 


S 369. GPAC/CIVILIANIZATION. Intro. 2/24. Senate committee substitute completely 
rewrites bill and adds to original title the following: "AND RESTRICTING THE USE OF 
STATE FUNDS TO PAY LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER BENEFITS TO STATE 
EMPLOYEES WHO DO NOT REQUIRE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER STATUS." 
Requires that as positions in following classifications become vacant, they are to be filled by 
person other than sworn law enforcement officer: security officers in Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources, Divisions of Archives and Arts; historic site manager; scales mechanic; administrative 
assistant; parking control supervisor; and locksmith II. Requires Office of State Personnel to (1) 
review all job positions and classifications filled or required to be filled by sworn law 
enforcement officers, except those listed above and the General Assembly Police (which are to be 
reviewed by the Legislative Services Comm’n), to determine whether they meet specified criteria; 
and (2) submit to State Personnel Comm’n by Dec. 31, 1993, list of positions that do not meet the 
criteria. Requires Comm’n to (1) prohibit use of sworn law enforcement officers in positions it 
determines fail to meet criteria; (2) complete classification revisions by March 31, 1994, and 
report to General Assembly. Provides that classification revisions become effective no later than 
April 1, 1994, but that revisions apply to a position only if it is vacant or becomes vacant on or 
after the thirtieth day following the Comm’n’s revision. Retains original bill’s rewrite of the 
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definition of law-enforcement officer in GS 135-1(11b), with exception that person must be 
required to be certified by the Criminal Justice Education and Training Standards Comm’n. 
Prohibits State departments, agencies, and institutions from using budgeted funds to pay law 
enforcement officer benefits to persons filling positions that do not require the status of law 
enforcement officer, but this applies to positions listed in act only if they are vacant on effective 
date or become vacant thereafter, to positions for which Comm’n revises classifications only if 
they are vacant on the thirtieth day following the revision or become vacant thereafter, and to 
General Assembly police force only in accordance with Seep ENN of the Legislative Services 
Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1993. 


S 393. GPAC/UNC BD. OF GOV. REVIEW/PLAN. Intro. 2/24. Senate committee substitute 
deletes requirements that plan for continued and expanded availability of higher education (1) 
address students taught by more than one institution of higher education, (2) include projected 
costs, benefits, and schedule for implementation, and (3) be developed in conjunction with the 
Education Cabinet. 


S 549. AREA PERSONNEL CRIMINAL CHECKS. Intro. 3/24. Senate amendment adds that 
information obtained through criminal record checks pursuant to GS 114-19.3(b) shall be kept 
confidential. 


S 560. DIST. SERVICE CROSS PLATES. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee substitute adds 
recipients of the Navy Cross and Air Force Cross to those entitled to special plates, and entitles 
recipient of any of the three awards covered by the act to one free registration plate. 


S 720. CLEVELAND COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. Intro. 4/7. Senate amendment 
makes technical change. 


S 742. STATE HEALTH PLAN ADMIN. Senate amendment #1 provides that of the six 
members of the Committee on Employee Hospital and Medical Benefits to be appointed by the 
Speaker, at least one shall be a member of the minority party; and of the six Committee members 
to be appointed by the President pro tem., at least one shall be a member of the minority party. 
Senate amendment #2 deletes from the original bill the provision exempting the health plan from 
the rule-making requirements of GS Ch. 150B. 


S 860. CRIMINAL INVESTIGATIVE RECORDS. Intro. 4/14. Senate amendment (1) 
clarifies that law enforcement agencies may be required to maintain tape recordings of "911" or 
other communications for more than 30 days if a court orders a portion sealed, and (2) makes 
clear that the subsection of GS 132-1.4 dealing with deletions does not authorize the destruction 
of the original record. 


S 880. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 4/28. Senate 
amendment provides a process by which an expelled student may request that the local school 
board of education allow the student’s re-enrollment. The request may be made at any time after 
the first July 1 that is at least six months after the board’s initial decision to expel. The board 
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must be satisfied that the student’s presence in school no longer presents a threat to the safety and 
health of other students or employees. Provides that the board’s decision at this ads is not 
appealable. 


S 932. DEMOLITION ASPHALT SUNSET OFF. Intro. 4/20. Senate committee substitute 
makes technical change. 


S 989. SAFE SCHOOLS PARTNERSHIP ACT. Intro. 4/27. Senate amendment changes 
effective date from upon ratification to 1 Oct. 1993.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1216. GOVERNOR’S OPERATING BUDGET (=S 975). "TO MAKE BUDGET 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, 
INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.” Identical to S 975, 
introduced 27 April. 

Introduced by Nesbitt and Diamont. 


H 1217. INFANT MORTALITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR INFANT 
MORTALITY AND CHILD HEALTH INITIATIVES." Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the Dep’t of EHNR, Div’n of Maternal Child Health the following: (1) $1,392,889 in each year 
of 1993-94 biennium to replace lost federal maternal and child health funds; (2) $1 million in 
each year of biennium to expand women’s preventive health services through local health dep’ts; 
(3) $750,000 in 1993-94 and $1.5 million in 1994-95 to expand existing Comprehensive 
Adolescent Health Projects, including provision of services concerning delayed early sexual 
involvement and drug abuse; (4) $50,000 in each year of biennium to contract with the UNC 
Center on Early Adolescence to provide evaluation of adolescent health care and to assist in 
developing such health care; (5) $250,000 in each year of biennium to provide funding, 
consultant services, and maternal outreach workers for the Baby Love program. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to the NC Coalition on Adolescent Pregnancy $250,000 
in each year of biennium as a grant-in-aid to provide technical assistance to local adolescent 
pregnancy prevention and health improvement programs. 

Directs that DHR, Div’n of Medical Assistance, provide medical coverage for parenting 
education for all Medicaid-eligible families with children up to three years of age, effective 1 Oct. 
1993. Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR, Div’n of Medical Assistance, $378,000 in 
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1993-94 and $504,000 in 1994-95 to fund that program. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR, Div’n of Medical Assistance, $75,000 in 
1993-94 and $100,000 in 1994-95 to develop education programs for Medicaid-eligible families 
with children. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to DHR, Div’n of Social Services, $633,709 in 1994-95 
to expand the Adolescent Parenting Program. Requires that $160,000 be used to increase funding 
to existing program, and that $460,075 be used to provide grants to eleven new local adolescent 
parenting programs. Provides criteria by which a local program may qualify for such a grant. 
Directs Div’n to provide education opportunities for adolescent fathers. Requires that Div’n 
develop a community advisory group to oversee programs. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to the Governor’s Comm’n on the Reduction of Infant 
Mortality $100,00 in fiscal 1993-94 to contract for an evaluation of how public and private efforts 
meet the health needs of pregnant women and young children, including assessments of meeting 
nutritional needs and effectiveness of immunization programs. Requires that Comm’n report 
findings to General Assembly by 15 May 1994. 

Directs Dep’t of EHNR prepare a plan to assure that local health dep’ts provide, or arrange 
for, the health care needs of pregnant women and children.under age five. Plan must identify 
counties with excessive infant mortality rates, set goals for improving those rates, and establish a 
program compliance system. Dep’t must report findings to General Assembly by 15 May 1994. 
Effective 1 July 1993.

H 1218. SOUTHEASTERN AGRICULTURE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
A SOUTHEAST AGRICULTURAL MARKETING OFFICE AND TO REALLOCATE FUNDS 
APPROPRIATED FOR AGRICULTURAL FACILITIES." Appropriates from the General Fund 
to the Dep’t of Agriculture $151,978 for fiscal 1993-94 and $121,402 for fiscal 1994-95 as title 
indicates. Office to be located in Sampson County. Reallocates funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Agriculture in 1991 for Southeastern Farmer’s Market as follows: $90,000 for a grant-in-aid to 
the Town of Roseboro for water and sewer services and $910,000 for a grant-in-aid to Sampson 
County for construction of a stockyard. Effective 1 July 1993.

H 1219. OPPOSE FEDERAL LICENSE REQ. "JOINT RESOLUTION EXPRESSING 
OPPOSITION TO A FEDERAL REQUIREMENT FOR THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
TO PASS A LAW REQUIRING REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF A PERSON’S 
DRIVERS LICENSE FOR ANY DRUG-RELATED OFFENSE.” As title indicates. 

Introduced by Michaux. 


H 1220. ROWAN COURT MEDIATOR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
PROVIDE A COURT MEDIATOR IN ROWAN COUNTY." Appropriates $31,200 for each 
year of 1993-95 biennium from General Fund to Rowan County for cited purpose. Effective July 
1, 1993. 

Introduced by Gardner. 
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H 1221. WAYNE OPPORTUNITY CTR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
OPERATING EXPENSES OF THE SHELTERED WORKSHOP IN WAYNE COUNTY." 
Appropriates $150,000 for 1993-94 from General Fund to Wayne County for cited purpose: 
Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Braswell. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 992. PAMLICO COUNTY CONSTRUCTION. "TO ALLOW PAMLICO COUNTY TO 
USE ALTERNATIVE CONSTRUCTION DELIVERY SYSTEMS." Authorizes Pamlico County 
Board of Commissioners to use, in addition to systems authorized by GS 143-128, the 
construction management contract system with single liability for construction and the design and 
build contract system with single liability for design and construction. Effective upon ratification 
and expires June 30, 1995. 

Introduced by Perdue. 


S 993. LRC STUDY FAMILY LAW REFORM. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING 
THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY FAMILY LAW REFORM." 
Authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n (LRC) to study family law reform, including issues of 
whether there is a need for a family court system independent of district court; procedural changes 
and additional remedies to expedite the resolution of domestic matters; and review of child 
support guidelines to determine whether additional factors should be considered. Authorizes LRC 
to ensure that public membership on the study committee represents specified groups, to report to 
the 1994 session, and to make its final report to the 1995 General Assembly. Appropriates from 
General Fund to LRC $15,000 for each year of the 1993-95 biennium to carry out the study. 
Introduced by Perdue. 


S 994. TRYON PALACE COMMISSION MEMBERS. "TO REVISE THE MEMBERSHIP 
OF THE TRYON PALACE COMMISSION." Rewrites GS 143B-72 to provide that Tryon 
Palace Comm’n shall consist of 25 voting members appointed by the Governor, nonvoting 
members emeriti appointed by the Governor, and five voting ex officio members. Specifies how 
voting members’ terms are to be staggered. Adds to specified ex officio members the Dean of 
Arts and Sciences at East Carolina University. Provides that terms of members serving on the 
Comm ’n on the date of ratification shall expire May 15, 1993.

S 995. DIRECTORS/STATE MAJORITY CORPS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THERE SHALL 
BE NO REQUIREMENT THAT DIRECTORS OR OFFICERS OF A CORPORATION OWN 
STOCK IN A CORPORATION IF THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA OWNS A 
MAJORITY OF THE STOCK." Adds new GS 124-5(b), as title indicates.

S 996. CATAWBA ARTS CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ARTS 
AND SCIENCE CENTER OF CATAWBA VALLEY." Appropriates $300,000 from General 
Fund for 1993-94 to cited agency as matching funds for capital improvements. Effective July 1, 
1993. -

S 997. RECOGNITION OF FOREIGN JUDGMENTS (=H 991). "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
RECOGNITION AND ENFORCEMENT IN NORTH CAROLINA OF CERTAIN 
JUDGMENTS RENDERED BY COURTS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES." Identical to H 991, 
introduced 19 April. -

S 998. HAYWOOD HI TECH CTR. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
EXPANSION OF THE REGIONAL HIGH TECHNOLOGY TRAINING CENTER IN 
HAYWOOD COUNTY." Appropriates $425,000 from General Fund for 1993-94 to Dep’t of 
Community Colleges for cited purpose "to be used as matching funds of non-State funds”, but 
provides that "no local funds are required to match this i ts " Effective July 1, 1993 
Introduced by Plexico. 


S 999. "SOMETHING SPECIAL" FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
RENOVATION OF THE SPACE OF THE HENDERSON COUNTY SHELTERED 
WORKSHOP." Appropriates $200,000 from General Fund for 1993-94 to cited agency (known 
as "Something Special") to enable it to purchase and renovate a building to house rehabilitation 
services. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1000. MENTAL HEALTH IMPROVEMENT FUNDS (=H 1215). "TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE QUALITY 
IMPROVEMENT REPORT FOR MENTAL HEALTH, DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES, 
AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES IN NORTH CAROLINA." Identical to H 1215, 
introduced 28 April.

S 1001. JUVENILE SEX OFFENDER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
EFFECTIVE TREATMENT FOR JUVENILES ADJUDICATED DELINQUENT FOR 
COMMISSION OF SEXUAL OFFENSES." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Youth 
Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, $1,118,546 for 1993-94 and $1,551,513 for 1994-95 for 
cited purpose. Directs Div’n to make treatment available in training schools and on outpatient 
basis through area mental health authorities. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1003. LANDFILL PERMIT AMENDMENTS. "TO PROHIBIT, WITHIN FIVE YEARS 
OF FILING AN APPLICATION FOR A NEW OR EXISTING PERMIT FOR A SANITARY 
LANDFILL, A SUBSTANTIAL CHANGE TO ANY DOCUMENT THAT AFFECTS THE 
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APPLICATION OR PERMIT UNDER CONSIDERATION AND TO REQUIRE A PUBLIC 

HEARING FOR A NEW PERMIT, A PERMIT RENEWAL, AND A SUBSTANTIAL 

_AMENDMENT TO AN EXISTING APPLICATION OR PERMIT FOR A SANITARY 
LANDFILL." Rewrites GS 130A-294(a)(4) and adds new provision to GS Chapter 130A, as title 

indicates. Applies to any application for a new permit, a permit renewal, or an amendment to a 

permit filed on or after the date of ratification.

S 1004. COLUMBUS GAS LINE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO EXTEND A 
NATURAL GAS LINE TO THE COLUMBUS COUNTY INDUSTRIAL PARK." Appropriates 
from General Fund to Columbus County Economic Development Comm’n $1.5 million for 
1993-94 for purpose stated in title. Effective July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Soles. 


S 1005. COLD-WATER AQUACULTURE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
RESEARCH AND EXTENSION PROGRAMS THAT SUPPORT COLD-WATER 
AQUACULTURE PRODUCTION IN WESTERN NORTH CAROLINA." Appropriates 
$67,500 for fiscal 1993-94 from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for purpose indicated 
in title. Directs Cooperative Extension Service to work with trout production projects in Graham 
County. Effective 1 July 1993. 

Introduced by Carpenter. 


S 1006. REGULATED METALS PURCHASE. "PROVIDING FOR THE REGULATION OF 
PURCHASES OF REGULATED METALS PROPERTY BY SECONDARY METALS 
RECYCLERS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Rewrites GS 66-10 and GS 66-11. Changes former 
section to address dealers of scrap, salvage, or surplus (formerly, junk dealers). In latter section, 
defines "regulated metals property" as (1) all ferrous and nonferrous materials, or (2) materials 
made from copper or brass, the total of which materials purchased in a transaction weighs more 
than 150 pounds. Sets out record-keeping requirements for secondary metals recyclers (defined in 
act). Authorizes law enforcement officer or designated agent of a public utility to inspect, during 
usual business hours, any purchased regulated metals property in the possession of the secondary 
metals recycler, and any records required by the section. Prohibits recycler from purchasing 
regulated metals property for cash from other than a fixed location (defined in act). Authorizes 
court to order restitution to secondary metals recycler when lawful owner of regulated metals 
property recovers from the recycler regulated metals property that has been stolen and the person 
who sold the property to the recycler is convicted. Makes violation of the section a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine of $500, imprisonment of not longer than two years, or both. Subsequent 
violation within two years constitutes Class J felony. Section does not apply to purchases of 
regulated metals property from a manufacturing, industrial, or other commercial vendor that 
generates or sells such property in the ordinary course of its business. Prohibits a county or 
municipality from enacting law, ordinance, or regulation conflicting with the section and provides 
that the law preempts all existing laws, ordinances, or regulations. Effective Dec. 1, 1993. 
Introduced by Kaplan. 
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S 1007. NURSING TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS TECHNICAL 
AND CONFORMING REVISIONS TO THE NURSING PRACTICE ACT." Amends GS 
90-171.30 to remove requirement that Board of Nursing give exams for nursing licensure twice a 
year. Also requires that Board adopt rules identifying criteria which must be met to be licensed. 
Amends GS 90-171.31 to remove requirement that a person graduating from a nursing program 
after 1 July 1981 must pass the exam within three years of graduation. Requires that license must 
be renewed before its expiration (now, must be renewed within 30 days after expiration). Amends 
GS 90-171.35 to allow reinstatement of license upon provision of proof of active licensure within 
the past five years in another jurisdiction. Amends GS 90-171.36(b) to provide that if a person 
returns from inactive status after five years of going on that status, the person must complete a 
refresher course or provide proof of active licensure within the past five years in another 
jurisdiction.

S 1008. RSVP PROGRAM FUND. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE RETIRED 
SENIOR VOLUNTEER PROGRAM (RSVP)" Appropriates $300,000 from General Fund to 
Div’n of Aging, Dep’t of Human Resources, for 1993-94 for RSVP programs. Allocates 
$200,000 to fund new programs and $100,000 for existing programs. Requires guidelines and 
standards for new programs and local matching guidelines to be in accordance with federal 
guidelines. Effective July 1, 1993.

S 1009. DIRECTORS TERMS/STATE CORPS. "TO PROVIDE THAT STOCKHOLDERS 
OF CORPORATIONS OF WHICH THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA OWNS A 
MAJORITY OF THE STOCK MAY REMOVE DIRECTORS WITHOUT CAUSE AND MAY 
AMEND THE ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION TO CHANGE THE TERMS OF OFFICE OF 
DIRECTORS OF THE CORPORATION.” Amends GS 124-5 as title indicates.
